t P O K Good Friday, in the Year 1626. we took fhipping at Deal 
near Dover ^ having fix great and well manned (hips in company, 
all which were bound for the Ea(i- Indies. In few hours coaftiiig 
clofe by thelflc of Wi^k (called fo from Gwydth a Britiih word, 
1 lignifying ent tf or /ew at difiance \ VefHs in Pliny y VcEIa in £«- 
trofiwy ) a fudden borafquc or guft aflaulted us *, which after an 
i hours rage fpent it felf, and blew us the third day (double fo- 
vlcmnized that year by being the Fcaft of Mother and Son; upon 
* the Lizards point, the utmoft promontory of Cormvady as we 
pafTed , from whence to the exfremeft Pap/' nf Afi'/ck., in this 
Voyage we compute our Longitude, and not from the jizores, albeit the firft Meri- 
dian. 

The wind blew fair,fo as the feven and twentieth day failing by Bilbo mCalletU (which 
if that called Terraconenfis was of old a Colony of the Pe'fians) welanchcd into theSpa- 
nilh Ocean, which wc no fooner entred but deferyed feven tall ihips, whom rcputine 
Enemies we bore up to fpeak with, howbeit they proved Friends, HoILindcrs out of the 
Levant, who drunk our healths and faluted us as they paft with a roaring Culvcrin, and 
we in return vomited out a like grateful cccho: Thus plowing the liquid Seas in merrinefs 
till the nine and twentieth day made us the fport of danger, ftnigling with fuch mighty 
waves and deep Seas as oft-times made us feem to climb up Mountains of lalt water, and 
were ftraight way precipitated headlong as it were ’twixt cloven Seas, a good while Hea- 
ven and Sea fecining undivided. This put me in mind of the third Ode In the firlfc lib. of 
Horace, where ’tis faid 


A kart of Braft that man had fare. 

Who in a Barque durfi firfi endure 
The raging xronjes, not valuing life 
Midfi fierce South-mfi and P^artkxfinis firife. 
The Hyads ( Xfho clouds feldom want)

Howbeit after thirty hours the quarrel ’twixt wind and Sea ended, for then a ferene 
skyc reanimated us, (o as we finifht March in the chafe of a Turkifli Pirate whom with 
top-gallant top-fails and a foft wind we purfued fix hours, but being as well fitted for 
flight as fight he outfailed us. So returning to our courfc, the firft of April we cut our 
paflagcthlOUghthC-rfrWci^OferfW', by Arabs called Magribana faith Mirmolius (from 
Atlas Maurus Japhets Sou, and Brother to the Star-gazer Prowcrliciw a Contemporary with 
Mbfes) fr<Mn whom two famous Mountains, one in Mauritania the other in Libya, arc 
denominate.) Long we had not been in thefe ^s, but another Barbarian Sally Man of

In old times here, as in Grand Canaria, 
tlicy 11 fed to embalm the dead, and in Caves very deep and dark, plated them in fevcral 
jx)ftiires-, fome Handing, fomc lying upon Planks-, in which Art they were lingular:

And bccaufe here we hare nil nip Tontrn (which ncverthelefs Virgil^ Homer y and Or., 
phens call the Father of Gods, Men, and all other things) and jder to obferve upon, we 
have the more liberty to theorize a little upon that fubjeft. The Inhabitants within this 
Zone (the torrid wc arc now in) are cullfxlJmphifcHy in refped they taft their fhadows 
both ways, according as the Sun is in his declination *, and or lhadowlefs, when 
Sol is Zenith-, from which point when it fleets either Morth or South the Oiadow ever 
darts contrarily, as falls out when ever the Gnomon or coelated bod'^ is interpofed. But 
the Perifeii have their lhadow circulating, their meridional IhJidow having no cxiftence 
from the vertice, but oblique and extended to the plain of theterreftrial Horizon, glo- 
mcrating the gnomon or body opacous thefe forts of people freeze within the polar 
circles (of like diftance from the Pole, thcTropicks arc from the /tqmnodial) the Pole 
being their vertex, and the /Equator (being yods^ccsijiftance) their direcl Horizon. 

Thc Heterofcii arc Inch as live in the temperate Zone, whofe lhadows at noon day turn 
but one way. The Matliematicks allb teach ns -that the Heterofeh comprehend 4 1 paral- 
lels, the Jmphifen feven, the Perifeis (thofe in the frozen Zotie j half the year. With 
tliefc ;’,o others as they ftand comparatively, the Periotch Antacif Anticht hones. The firfb 
be Ibch as dwell in two oppofitc points of a like circle, diltant one from the other a fe- 
micircle or 180 degrees, lo they be numbred after Icflcr parviUels. The Antceci are allb 
oppolite, but vary neither in Meridian nor sequidiftance from the Horizon, rcipccUng 
either Hcmifphcrc. The Antipodes arcliic/i as l>c feet to feet, a pret ile ftraight line 
palling thorow the Center from one fide to another : thefe diftcr from the Periceas by de- 
grees of a fmallcr circle •, whence we obferve, that fuch as be to us Periceci he Antteci to 
our Antkhthcnesy each being inverted to other in a pcrftdt contrary.

Notwithftanding, it was not fo of old, when 
Boniface Bilhop ol' Mentz. ( a Clerk well learned in that blockilh Age) was excommuni- 
cated by Pope Zachary Anno -^45. for maintaining what was then a Paradox, yea lenten 
ced to be burnt for an Hcrctick, except he had recanted his opinion : the Pope bring- 
ing in Saint againft liini in his i 6 .Bw>kdeChit. Dct, AnripodM effc fabitlan.. 

tar, &c, nnllo moHo credendum eft : and Latimtins (another great Scholar) deriding it in 
his third Book of Inllitutions. Very ft range, fuch Icarncxi men Ihoiild be fo ill read in 
Ojoroaraphy : efpecially, lince fuch a tenet was acknowledged before them by majiy : as 
by Enclide in his ElementSy by Cicero in his 4. lib. deAcadem. cjuaftmi. by Tybertunm \\ ho re 
cords an old Letter hc^iniimg Saperi inftns Sahaemy hy Strabo in his Geography, and of 
all others molt ingenioufly by Lucretius in his firlt Book.

4y. treating of prodi- 
gious kinds ol Tempefts thus defer ibes it: Ex eodemgemre & in lot^am vtlttti fijlulam Nu- 
hes aejiiom trahit\ and Otympioderns commenting upon Arifi. meteors^ thus, Afijhtdcs Ty- 
phentm vocat Typonem, ynod valtde verberet frangatqne foUda corpora, NatUaSyfhoncm voia^u, 
mma in modum fflula trahat atjaam e mart. God be praifed, wc milt the rage ot lain, al- 
beit the guft ibmewhat endangered us*, but it cx)ntraricd Sfi/fTrf’s Philolophy, EmsA 
teritts maii gradtu eft faturi : a plcaiiuit breczc hrR, increafing into a prol])croi}s gale, 
cooled the air and potted us out of thofe exuberances of Nature : fothat on May-dM wc

And here we may obierve, tliat by rcalbnof fo long a calm the heat became outrageou-;', 
nevcrthclefs experience airut cd m, that the heat is notfo unfufTcrablc under the iEqua- 
tor as where more remote, ana with good reafon too, Iccing that tJje breezes be more 
(onttant towards Sun-icc, «u)d greater w'hcrc the motion of tiic air has greatett circles. 
Ibc nights alfoarc equal there in length totlic day, and ordinarily dewy, which refri- 
gerates and c ompenfates the heat of the day. Bdkic" the heat is much abated by the* two 
Winters there, and as a learned and noble Perfon conceives, the extreme heat within 
the Zodiaque attra<ttsjfuch ftreams of cold air or Atoms from each Pdc into the torrid 
Zone, as exceedingly qualifies the burning heat, aud may peradventure caufe the con- 
Rant breezes which at 9 and 4 fcldom fail, as do the rains v^iich ordinarily fall at noon 
when the beams arc hottett.

Nevcrthelefs, albcitthe waves were cxtrcaoi high in this late ftorm, they ^erc withal ex- 
traordinary long and experience taught us, that inthc narrow Seas (,as ’twixt England and 
France, cs^Wolesandlreland) where the Sea is lhallower, the waves arc much iliortcr and 
break more, whereby they become much more dangerous ■, for where the Ocean is vaft and 
deep, there it roiils in long waves, and has the flower motion. It may allb be remembred, 
tliat during this late tuflbn, liglirni ng was fecn to fall and hang like fire, Ibmetimcs to skip 
to and fro dbout th Yards and Tackling of our Ships. In old times the 6'reeks call’d them

through corruption of fpeech, the proper name of that Ifle beinjg in Welch/ The 

Ifle is three miles about, in which we faw abundance of Fen-gf^nsy in Welch Whitt-heiids^ 
agreeable to their colour ; a Bird that of aH other goes moll ereft in its motion, the wings 
Oj;iins hanging down like fleeves, covered with down inllead of Feathers, their legs feCi. 
ving thembetterthan their wings; they fceed on liih at Sea and grafs alhore, and have 
holes to live in like Conies ; a degenerate Duck, for ufmg both fea and Inore, it feeds 
in the one, breeds in the other ; is very fat and oily, and feme adventure to eat them 1 
for curiofity indeed may invite, feeing Jejmmt raroftmuichm vdgftrU timtiity but to make a 
meal 1 cannot advife other than as the DillichdireAs.

In this little Ifle we found alTo abundance of Conies, not unlike our Cats, but of a larger 
fizc, andrammiih, as they report that eatfuch dainties: indeed fuch fo^ requires good 
ftomachs with hot water to help digeftion ere it turn into a rcafonable Ckybu. Here 
were alTo great number of Seats or Seavdvesy which fomc call Piftie Marimu^ as big as 
the greatell fort of Mallives, fomething like them in vifage, and in voice out-lwk 
them, but the confort is rather li ke the bellowing of Bu lls. 



Thefeasalfo CretediUsy PengmsiSy Otterty and Masmatett are amphibious Animals, equaL 
ly uling land and water ; and albeit ealily dellroyed if one interpolc ’twixt them and 
the Sea, yet being pall have fo good a faculty in llriking the loofe Hones with their 
hinder feet or fins, that the purfuer is thereby indangered. Bad food they are fo 
oily, but their skins being tann’d arc converted into many good ufes. Weighing An- 
chor we next came to Peth^esia Ifland, fo named from that abundance of thofe Birds 
we found there; this Hie is about lix Leagues N. N. IV. from StAdatiUy and albeit 
this is fo nearthe main land, yet well I remember that all the way we fail’d ’twixcthelail

the briny Ocean out ofthofe pipes or vents Nature has placed upon their Ihouldcrs, like 
fo many floating Hlands accompanied us> and after dcir guizc thundred out Our wel- 
come into i/£thiopia. Thcfc Leifituhans arc indeed the largcft, not only of all Fifli in the 
Sea, but as 1 think, of all other bodied Creatures. PUny, Maffarms and Nearchtu report, 
that fomc Whales in the Jndi 4 n Ocean have by mcafure been found to be fome hundred 
Cubits long. 1 am even aftiam’d to fay how many. Thofe we faw (as we conjedlurt J) 
could not be Icfs than threcfcore /oot from Head to Tail, the Head being well nigh a 
fourth, the Mouth little Icfs than ten foot wide, the Tongue proportionable, but the 
Eyes no bigger than an Apple *, the Body is thick and round, which the Savages eat, but 
Merchants covtt them rather for profit, on&ufually giving twelve tun of oyl *, ingen- 
dring. Belly touches Belly, in bringing forth they have but one at a time, therein like 
thSi^ehemth the Elephant . 

fnly the firft we came to an Anchor in Souldania Bay, fo call’d from Antonio Soldmid a 
PertHiMife, who bci ng by King Eman fent with three Ships after Alhn^uetjHc through ftrefs 
of wncather was forced into this Bay, which was after named AquatioSoUanU^ SoldanuC% 
watring place, Ofor. /. 3. It is 12 leagues fhort of that great Cape which meritorioufly 
is now call’d ofgoodHope-^ the former name T ormentozo impos’d by Gama being advifed- 
ly rcje(fted by King John 1. of Pmugaly from this confidcration, tliat in profecuting 
thofe Indian Voyages having attained this place, the half way and grcateil danger is 
vanqiiilhed. 

This Bay is of a fcffli-lunary form, both lafe and large, and affords good anchorage •, 
towards the (horc the Land is low and fruitful, but « miles from the Bay appears high 
and barren, for in a perpendicular as we obferved the Mountain which from its refem- 
blance is call’d the Table is no Icfs high than eleven thoufand eight hundred and tixty feet \ 
near which is another Pieo or Hill, which from its lharpnefs at the top Men ufually call 
the Sugar-loaf *, on the other fide the Table is another Pyramidal\{\\\ call’d Herberts 
Mount, from the top of any of which we could plainly fee this utmoft Promontory or 
Cape of good Hope. Coho de bnona Speranza the Pertngal calls it, which is about 1 2 . leagues 
S.S. W, thence*, alio S. and by E. ten leagues thence we have a fair view of Cape Falf» 
and Capede AgtdBat, which three Promontories are feparated from each other by large 
Bays, out the two lalb found inconvenient to anchor in^ diftant they be fiom one anou 
ther 10 miles AT. and 5 . on all fidesfaveto the Sea invironed with Mountains which 
(urge fo high as that they penetrate the middle Region. To the Table lately mentioned 
Seamen for their recreation ordinarily climb up, the afeent the height coniidered ) not 
being uncsdic, buttheProfpeft (being once up) fully compenfates the labour*, for from 
thence into that Country where higher Hills do not anticipate, is a very noble view and 
pleafant *, and into the Ocean we could fee 100 miles and upwards. Into Souldania Bay, 
afmall butmoftfweet and wholfome water ibreamsfrom the Table Mountain which 
after fo long being at Sea was a great rcfrelhing to our fcorcht Intrails. Now albeit Galen 
and others hold that Wcatcr hath no Nutritive quality in it felf in regard of its coldnclV, yet 
can it not bedenyed that it is lb ncccflaiy an ingredient in order to noiirilhment, that of 
all Liquors it is by Philofophcrs lliled the molt precious. For from the Creation to 
Noah's Flood it was the only Drink the God of Nature appointed for the refrclhmcnt of 
Man and Bealt. Yea the ancient Romans for full 500 years after the building of Rotne 
ufed it. And then the age and vigour of Men were much more, than w hen Wine and 
othcrftrongDrinksbroughtwiththem intemperance, which with luxurious D^et de- 
lighted, yet weakned. Nature. To the North of rio didee (’twLxt which arc two pretty 
riling Hills, by Capt. Fitz-Herhert^ called King James and King Charles's Mounts, and in 
whole behalf he laid claim unto that Country) fuch as land here for refrelhmciit ui'ually 
pitch their Tents; about half a league thence is a broader ftream, but lb lhallow (near 
the Bay ) as is not Navigable *. the PortHgniJt call it rio de Jaqnelina, which when I tafted 
wasbracki]h,andinfalubrious *, but’twixt the two other Capes is a larger ftream, which

16. but being not under that dominion, I need 
not fpeak further of it: yet fome there be that will not have it to exceed the Countries 
poflett by Prefier-Jehn. To return, this famous Cape elevates the Antartick Pole four 
and thirty degrees and three minutes latitude, has longitude fromtlie meridian of the 
JJzM-d 28 deg. 48 from the Azjires\ albeit wc found the variation Wciterly Init i deg. 
and 40 min. (but at Cape de Aguillas little or no variation at all is of the Needle, the 
belt reiilbn being that the Ocean on both lidcs is alike, and the Land in equidiftancic.)

leave a tuft a top i but fome inftead of lhaving have feveral other drefles for their head, 
as Spur-rowels, brafs buttons, pieces of Pewter, Beads of many forts, which the mirth- 
ful I'ailer cvehanges for Mutton, Beef, Herbs, Ollrich-cggc-fhells, Tortoifes or the 
like*, their ears are extended by Links of brafs, Stones, broken Oyftcr-fliclls and like 
ponderous Babies *, their Armes and Legs loaden with voluntary Ihackles of Copper, 

Brafs, Iron and Ivory *, and about their Necks (cither in imitation of the Dutch Com- 
manders chains, or thofe worn by Cockfwains and Boatfwains) they wear the raw 
guts of beads, which ferve as well for food as complement, ufually eating and fpcak 
ing both together *, the reft of their body is naked, lave that about the waift they have 
athongof leatlicr which like the back of a Glove fervesto cover their pudenda^ which 
Without doubt they imagine a drcfs both rich and an ingenious fort of oriLuncnt. The

To draw towards an end, left Mindiu gates be opened, in exchange for trifles we got 
Cattle and Sallats for rcfrclhment. Amo 1600. Sic James Lamajier landing here, had 
1000. Sheep and 50. Oxen for babies, and might have had more plenty, had notour 
emulous Neighbour the Dutch, after fome dilguft given the Natives rode with our 
Colours out,whichinadc them the Icfs amicable to us, who have at all times expreft kindnefs 
to them, and not in vain, feeing J^omen amicirU barbaracordamovet ; and is the more 
prudential, feeing jealoufie fo poilefles them- An example we have in Cory a Savage 
Drought thence into in the year 1614. where being civili'zed he returned in few 

years after to his Country, andtoexprefs how nobly he had !)ecn treated, entiiiig the 
Woods in a copper gilt armour whether in revenge of his departure, or to be poileit 
of fo great a treafure, is not known*, but inftcadof akind reception which lie thought 
he ftiould have had, they butchered him.

Having bid this «/riw4 fareweJ, upon the ip. of July we weighed anchor, 

bending our courfc towards MaeL^afcar'^ the wind was favourable till J'uch time as 
doubling Cape Falfc, being off at Sea we perceived a ftorm intended us, happy in tlic 
light of a fmall black bird, long wing'd (^unjulbly by Seamen calied tne Devils bird; an 
Antimilago^ 2 l kind of natural Aftrologer, by fenfc dilcovering the lealt alteration of 
air, and feldom feen but againll llormy weather ^ doubtlcfs a warning from God, as be 
the Pantadohlrds (like in colours) who about thcle remote leas are conllaiitly Hy- 
ing, whereby they give Sea-men an infallible knowledge that (whcnncitlier Ibundiiig nor 
obfervation from Sim, Moon or Planets, for many days arc iiad; they are upon Uiis coaft *, 
thefe birds and Sargaifes, orRockweed and Trumbacs (^eradicated by Rorras) being ne- 
ver feen in fuch quantity in any other part of the univcrll, upon thefe for 50. leagues 
into tlie Sea feldome failing our intelligence. The three and twentieth of July the wind 
got up, iiiraging the Ocean -, one furging wave^I well remember ) ili okc us lo pat upon 
our broad-Iide, as forced the Ship in defpight of her Helm i,then dole by the Lee) to 
turnabout above 5. points of the Campafs, with a iioife little inferiour to a Cannon ; 
infonmeh as our Captain cryed out we had ftruck upon a Rock, but his error quickly 
appeared ; after fo gi cat a thunder) the Wave tiaihing upon our decks fo fait a Ihower, 
as Ibundiy waiht us nlU the florm continued till the eight and twentieth day, when 
veering into a milder quarter (Our courfc Eall-North-Eall; it grew calm and moderate. 
The llorm was not greater than we expeded-, for it is a general obfervation, that very, 
feldome any Ship doubles this great Cape witliout foul weather, from whence it was 
called Cape Torment ofo at lirft. Now ihcrcalon oi ihofe uliiaJ bluRi ingot Winds and 
ruff Seas is obvious. For whereas many obferve that leldomc any snip doubles tliis 
great Cape witiioui a Rorin or extream high Seas, it's lor t:iat being the utmoll promon- 
tory of-'y-rz-wf towards theSouuithc two great Sea.s luniimg on cither fide the Afnque 
Coruuitnt here meet in their current, and tiie wind bemg commonly loud here 
makes them Itrugglc the more violently againll each otiier to tne hazard of I'uch Ships as 
iail there.

Such we faked as we could entice tot^e our Hooks or Fifgigs : it is no bigger than a ’ 
Salmon, it glitters in the Ocean with variety of beautiful colours *, has few fcalcs i' from 
its fwiftnefs cUid fpirit mctonymically lirnam’d the Prince and Arrow of the Sea : cele- 
brated by many learned Pens in fundry Epithets*, Philamhropoi for afteding Men, and 
Monogami for their turtle conftancyi generated they be of fperme, nourifht like 
Men, imbrace, join, and go great lo months. In fneiem verfi dulses celebrant hymenaos 
Delphinesj ftfniles hominis complexibus harent : a carefm Husliand over his gravid aifbeiate, 
detefting incett, idihorring bigamy, tenderly afteding Parents, whom when 300 years 
old they feed and aefend againit hungry Fifties *, and when dead (to avoid the Shark and 
like marine Tyrants) carry them alhore, and there .4riftotlei t/£lyan, and Pliny

ilhand difpofc to fluxes*, they have neither tongue nor teeth, fuperabound in eggs, in

September 1 1. wc rode in 25 fathoms, the enfuing morn wafting nearer fliore we 
dropt itagainiii 17, and fo came to an Anchor at the Wcft-fidc of Mohelioy a Bow-fhot 
from a fmall Village of Straw unworthy the notice, though by the Inhabitants called 
MeriMiifwy'-, governed by a name, a blackbig-bon’d Man, a Ma- 

hometan by p%felfi6n, fly and crafty in bartring his V idluals and Fruit for Commodities. 
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MOHELIA clcvatcsthcPolcAntartick 12 degrees 15 minutes*, has longitude from 
the Meridian of the Cape of 24deg. variation ol the Compa Is 16 deg. 20 min. 

and is about 60 miles in circuit; tnc Maritim parts of the llle rifj gently, the inland 
parts mount high and appear woody. A little Village here and there we favv fcattcred i the 
Houfes arc of Reeds and Straw, fuch as are made in Irilimt Plantations and fitted to 
fuch a torrid climate. A/o^/Irffome pronounce this llle, Molala others, and MJJihaov 
Bad^Jfle, ?is a Countryman of ours tancied*, an incongruity, that from a Spanifi refem- 
blance ib Iwect a place Ihould bedilparaged. 

From Madagascar Mohelia is removed about 30 leagues towards the South Ealf, from 
in thc> 4 /r/cI^tontincnninder iodegrees,6o. fromCumro S, E. nleagucs, and 10 
E, and by 5 . from Johama\ the Inhabitants arc a mixture of Mahometans and Gentiles, 
to whonithe Sun is a principal Deity ^ the Sun (faith Solomon, Fed.

The People arc perfed black, the Sun drawing the Blood to the outward parts, where- 
as we oblcrvc the extream heat of Fire makes pale only by licking the Spirits up-, not- 
withftanding the Negros may aptly be reputed fanguine and ruddy, if lb be their jetty 
skins would but liilfer the difeovery. To our Eyes wc may, with the Spaniard, fay. Son 
todos mot Neffros, comoCutros, they are all as black as Ravens. This extream blacknefs 
fonie lay proceeds not lb much from the foil or heat of the Sun, as it does from the Seed 
c,\traacd from accurfed Cham, which fomc fondly imagin to be black *, others aferibe the 
taufe to external heat and internal cold,his concomitant v for by how mucli heat any re- 
ceives externally from the ardency of the Sun, his internal heat is proportionally abated, 
the Sun attrading that heat and moiflurc makes him inwardly cold and dry, both colour 
and complexion ufually proceeding out of the variety ofheat and cold but whether any of 
thcfcbetheellicicnt caufeoftheir blacknefs, and how properly to be argued from thephi- 
ilognomy, accidents ofthc body,and dilfcrcnt operations and temperature offevcral t limes, 
ismorc lit for Naturalills in their (peculations to detci mine, than a Traveller, who only re- 
lates his obfervations. To return, Thefc Moixtians have big Lips, rtat Nores,!liarp Chins, 
large Limbs, and in mode affeding Adam’s garb, for a few Plantain-leaves circling their 
Waftes, vails their niodefl: parts -, ncvcrthelefs they are cut and piiikt in feveral works 
upon their duretto Skins, Face, Arms, and Thiglis, If riving to exceed each other in va- 
riety. Now this difference from us in colour and garb was to either, a deformity *, our 
habit and white compIe:!fton being as ftrange and unplealhnt to thclc Negros, as their 
bJai knefs was to us. In every colour, that being only fair, that pleafes. The Meccan 
'/.ealilts have here a few poor Moflpies, and of courfe materials, no better than 
Straw and Bamho’s without, but matted neatly within, admitting no entrance with Shoos 
on.

And albeit we had at Sea when we were becalm’d extream heats, yet here the weather * 
was p. etty temperate. Now by the loi^ lives the people have in we torrid Zone and 
excellency oftlunr fruits which both for krgenefs and goodnefsfurpafs thole we tafte in 
Spain oroihor warm parts of £ifr«fr, that Opinion of the Ancient Philofophcrs, that 
to Jive witliin this Zone was not to be endured, is exploded. For they conlider^ not 
how much the heat is abated in regard that within the torrid Zone the days and ni^ts 
arc for the greateft part of the year almolt equal, fo as the coolnefs of the night auwa< 
ges the heat of the day i the Mountains in thole parts allb being very high are in many 
places covered with Snow, which refrigerates the earth *, and the neighbouring Ocean 
( being like other waters of a cold temper) qualihes the Air ^ the breezes likewife and 
let winds and rains which leldom fail at Ibme time every day (efpecially when die Sun is 
in or near its vertical point • abates the heat, as doUi the rarity of the air, which in the 
torrid Zone admits not of lb many degrees of heat, as where the air is thick and grols, 
as we could perceive it is in the temperate Zone, fuch times efpecially as the Sun ap.

Tabaco is here in plenty and good account, not ftiong nor rowl’d but weak and TMfoca, 
Icafie *, fuckt out of long Canes called hubble-bubbles ; Sneezing-powder allb is not more 
frequent with the Irilh or Spaniard than Arec ("by Arabs and Indians called Tdiftt and 
Sitparee) is with thefe Savages : Arccca (refembling the Nutmeg, the Tree the Toddy) U 
notufed alonq, for they ufually add to it Betelca kind of baftard pepper, (which like Betele, 
Ivie involves the Arec, that hath neither flower nor jiiyce) and burnt Oyllcr-lhells< 
whereby it bccoms a chalky fubftance found good in the operative properf>, for it 
dilcolours their white teeth to a pure crimlbn^ perfumes the breath, kills worms, In- 
toxicates the brain, dries rheums, helps nature, and begets an appetite. 1 am uoPhy- 
fician, therefore if 1 erre, blame the interpreter. The Iflc accommodated us witli many 
ufeful things, as BufFols, Goats, Turtles, Hens, huge Batts, Camelions, Rice, Peale, 

Cufeus, Honey*, and the Sea with Breams, Cavallocs, Oyfters, Mother of Pearl, and 
good Pearl too ’tis probable if dived for: we had aUb Toddy, Cocos, Plantains, Oren- 
ges, L:mons, Lymes, Pomcitrons, Ananas, Cowcurabers, Sugar-canes and Tamarind, 
a red Indian Date *, anlfle fo verdant all the year long, (for few days but a gentle breeze 
or Ihower of rain bedew the Earth, and lenifie the flaming Sun) as it is attired in Flora's 
Summer livery, yea conftantly roabed with Natures bell Arras *, and filver piirlijig 
ftreams makes itfo pleafant as we may parallel it with that proud Paradife of Alcime 
Poets have fo liberally commended, this having Campos ahi [el totumque per amam Dwrait

Of faiits wc will feledt but three, yet (uch as may merit your acceptance. 

The Plantain (for taft and odour Iccond to none) is a fruit fo good and vailed with fo 
broad a leaf that Goropias perfwades us Mam oflended in eating it, and with the leaves 
made his tranfgrelfion manifeft *, being the fame fort were by the difeoverers brought r 
Mofes out of Canaan fays he, but that they were Grapes wc arc alfiired in Nnmh. 13.23.'' 
by the Arabians it is called Mnfa-mavmy and Pican\yj the Indians : they hang in clufters 
like beans upon a branch or ftalk, their lhape is long and round, not unlike a laufage^ 
if they peel off the rind, the fruit appears of agold yellow and is reliflit like a Windfor Pear, 
ib delicious that it melts in ones Mouth leaving a delightful guff, ’tisgood lor urine but 
bad for fluxes (meeting with crude ftomachs) and if too liberally eaten difpofes to 
dyfenteries. 

The Coco (another excellent fruit) is covered with a thick rind *, equal in bignefs to a 
Cabbage *, fome rcfcmblc the Ihell to the skull of a man, or rather a Deaths Head *, like 
eyes, nofe and mouth, being calily difeerned *, Intno vita ! within we find better than 
the out-fide promifed*, yielding a quart of Ambrollc, coloured like new white Wine, 
but far more aromatick tafted the meat or kernel like other nuts cleaves to the (hell and 
is not eaiily parted; the pith or meat is above an Inch thick, and better reliflit than our 
philberts, enough to fatiate the appetite of two rcafonable men. It has other excellen- 
cies: The Tree (which is ftraight and lofiy, not branching fave at the very top, where 
itfpreads in a beautifying plume or palm rather, the Nuts like pendants adorning them) 
is good for timber, and of which they makeCanooes, Mafts and Anchors *, the rind is 
dreff like flax, and ferves for Sails, Mattreffes, Cables and Linnen *, the Ihell for fur- 
niture*, the meat for visual: the leaves for tents or tliatching*, rarebleffings! take 
them contradted in that excellent Poem of my Cofen Herlsm lace Cambridge Orator .

The Toddy Tree is not unlike the Date or Palm, the Wine or Toddy is got by wound- Tod‘^' 
ing or piercing the tree, and putting a Jar or Pitcher under, lb as the liquor may diftil 
into it ; at the very top it has a pulpc which boil’d eats like a CollUflower, but being 
cropt the tree dies, the Ibulor life confiffinginit; thefe (as the Dates) thrive not ex- 
cept at fomc certain time the flowring male and female be united, at leaff have grow^ 
near to each other, natural inffindt hath luch a lympathy or force over both ieniitive 
and vegetive to efleft their kind. Toddy for colour refembles Whey, but tafts like 
Bhenifh ; at firft draught it is uncouth, but every draugte tafts better than other ; a lit-

evening coftive ; at midnight dangerous. Of this, as of the Coco, Herodotataad 
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Pliny give this Eulogy, Ex tjuibrn, panem, mel, vifjnm^ acetnm ^ veftitam confitimt. To 
conclude, thefe arc bought with little charge, thirty Orenges or Lemons the Blacks ex- 
change for a flicct of Paper \ for two fliects ten Coco-nuts ; an Oxc for a piece of 
eight ; a Goat ibr lix-pencc. Ships they have none, nor Boats, but Canoocs hewed out 
of one ftiimp, yet capable to receive three Men •, and if they fink, their fwiinming 
helps them -, and though of little ufe with us, yet for rarity- lake accept what by this 
fraught may better be apprehended. 



The 1 5 . of Seprmier wc bad farcwcl to MohelU, by benefit of a fair gale that lill’d all 
oui fails, plowing up the yielding Ocean. T!ie long billows made us dance apace, yet 
without dread -, feeing the Marines made fogood ule of this advantage, as in four days 
more by obfervation wc found our fclvesbuLloui degrees from the /Equinodial. 1 may 
not forget, how that this Niglit being the 19. of Sept, the Ocean (for about ten leagues 
fpace ) through which wc failed was white as Snow, contrary to the ufual colour which 
relembkd a lerciie ot ay.urc Firnuimcut. This (^as one oblcrvcs) is inter a^iurnm mi^ 
ra(nda comniemorundt dt^rnm. But how this came LOpafs 1 enquired ol the Mailer oi the 
Ship, biithtticto laiisfaclioir, foi all he could lay for Iblution, was, that in this lati- 
tude others liiiling upon that ])oiiic of the Compals had oblcrycd the iikc^ wli.it oiiicr 
caule there w as they could not tell, feeing the Sea was exceeding deep and finooih, and 
no dillui bailee by wind to curl the waves, or to make it frothy. That Sea-watcr when it ■ 
refis is black, white w'hcii it moves, becaufc when the beams of light pals not llrcight 
’tisdark, but when fmooth pals llrcight, Iccing Iplcndor hath a degree of whitenefs, 
the Loi d yernUm tells us. Howbeit this whitenefs may rather happen ihrougli a fubtile 
intermLxturc of Ai r with Water \ feeing that two diaphanous Bodies interini.vt, their op- 
tiqiie portions in a iimple order equally placed do conlUtute whitenefs \ for proof whcrc- 
ol, Ibmc Examples we have ", the water near Claitca in Mtftna is reported to be white j 
in Idumta allb is a Fountain that at Ibmc time of the year is white. Alfo Gufper Balbi 
the failing through Uic PerfianOidph, reports, that betwixt Orww and Din he 

found the Sea milk-white, which we did not. Andreas Corfaliw informs, that in Ibme 
part of the Eaft Indian Ocean the water for 100 leagues is white. Peter Martyr affirms, 
the like concerning the Weft Indian Seas. Now Seas there are, 1 acknowledge, which, 
have their names Irom divers colouis, as Mare Ridimmih^ Red-fea, the name rather 
than colour giv ing the denomination or Black, fo the A^arc Al^ 

bum or White -fen, iothc AnhipeUeohL^kd tiieOceaii isCWfwworBlcw-, Yellow 
Eridantu-^ the colour isGreeninthe narrow Scar, but riVpd tells us a^^Mare Purpn^ 
re/tmj for fo he terms the Adriath^ne^ £4. 6'wijf. which is rarclt. But concerning this 
Whitc-lea, c ;apf. Saris gives a pretty COtijcdLurc ; Sailing ktweeji Madayaftar :[iidZey~ 
loon ( at or Near this place ; in a dark night fuddenly there happened a gleam of light, 
lb bright that he could calily read by it. Aroa/.cd he was at this alteration •, but at length 
perceived it was occaljoncd by a number of Filh, whofe gliitcriug fficUs made that arti- 
iif.ial light in the night, and gave the Sea a white reperculliou : tliis was accidental : now 
feci ng thefe watry Citi'/-cnsare feldomc rdidcnt long in any one place, it may well be- 
pi clumcd that the difcolouring of the water upon this otcalion will hardly appear fo- 
in that degree to other Paflengers, imlcfs theylhould incouiiter the like accident: or 
why do not the like gleamshappen elfcwherc confidcriiir, their motion? But feeing ’tis 
found that about this very Latitude and place the Sea is conftant to this whitenefs, it 
cannot be referred to that caufev but as it is occult, llea\cllie further feruriny to fiich 
as are curious in Natures fecrcts>

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Having a fair gale ftill, next clay wc made the Sun our Zenith v in which latitude and 
pofition we coafted along that rich and famous part of South Jfriqne, now called S of ala \ 
part of ty£gifymhao^ old, where the ParfW has a confidcrable Caftle and Fort that 
lUfficiently awes the Negros \ and with goodreafon, feeing that Land hasftore of Gold : 
From whence f^ertonutnmtst Folaterramu, and from them Orr/w labour to perfwadethc 
World how that this was Ophir *, yea, David Kimhi a learned Rabhh nlbeit he name 
not Sofala, nevcrthelefs he places Ophir in South Afri^ue j to oppofc whom, I bringjo- 
fephM, as well read ashimfelf, who is of opinion that was part of the £«/?-/»<//>/, 
ot which judgment arc Saint HieronUf Phil. Jad. AmcoUt and many more j and theirs 
is beft as 1 luppofci for [{‘Sofala were the place, it being fo near a Neighbour to £w- 
omhebor the Port in Edom where Solomon^ s Ophirian-flect ufed to ride, we can fee no 
xeafon , notwithllanding theufe of theCompafs was not then known, why they Ihould 
make it a three years Voyage, our Ships with afair wind ufually reaching it within one 
month, which if they Ihould be bound to tide within ken of Land all the way, little 
longer time would compals it. Nor arc there Peacocks and fiich other rarities there as 
be mentioned in the Paralip. Moreover, albeit there were two Havilats in Scripture, 
the one Grandlbn of Cham^ the other a defeendant from Sem \ yet was there but one 
Ophir, who with HaviU ( JoBans Son ) all Authors do agree planted themfelvcs in the 
foon after the confufion of which place from itsdiftance andgrcatelt 
plenty of Gold there had, belt cxcufcs lb long a Voyage. Neighbouring that i s Mombaffa 
a fmall llle under 3 deg. 50 min. South, fubdued alfo to the Crown of Portugal by Almey^ 
da in the year of our Lord 1505 . to which joins which has 3 deg. and to 

it ZmxJbar, Pata, and places very hot Ibmetimes in regard tiie Equinoctial cuts 

them-, the Ihore thence tends towards £4r«4j»^4^, a Port once under the great Neguz., 
whotill of late held all that long trad of Land in fubjedtion which runs from C4pf Guar^ 
defu to Suachem. 

That all thole Maritim Countries which verge upon the Ocean have been ( cfpcci- 
ally lince rafeo de Gama's time, which was Amto 1400.) difeovered and traded to, 
botli along the Welt and South lidcs of Afri^ue, is unquell ioiiable-, but the Mediterra- 
nean pans are not under that capacity. PtoL as accurate in Geography as ary of tlie 
Ancients, was totally ignorant of the iitmoll extent of Afrique to the South, b^ ond the 
0'aramants\ foas hedraws his7<rr4ftVw4 only to ludcgiccs South from the/Ecjuatori 
unable to penetrate fo far Southward as his own (-ountry River Ab/wlprings: albeit, 
liippofititioully hedcrives itfromthcL4»4»«>«ffj under 15 degrees South, which hasp.ilt 
for currant with liiccccding Ages. But that any have Valley^ aiilwerablc to their heighth, 
for the heighth of tliefc Mountains of the Moon, Spharum Luna fere attingum, faith Olyrn- 
piodorus ; or that the depth of the Valleys Ihould keep proportion is not ealily credited, 
yet arc they faid to be ram immenfa profuriditatis ut illic Centrum Terra videatur -, or that 
any hitherto ever law thofe Mountains of the Moon, or Zembre, or Z^e, fuppofed to 
be a Lake in circuit equal to P4/«i ^/xo//;r,lliaYcnotyct met with: albeit, enough have 
taken it for granted, that fuch there are i but with the fimc hiflorica fides, we believe the 
imaginary lines and figns in the Globe Curlcllial. But to come nearer to our Ration *, 
under little more certainty do 1 reckon thole formal delcriptioiis of the Territories of 
this fuppofed mighty potentate Prefer John, concerning whom the Romifli emiiraries 
have fpoken liberally •, and though l aju as free as any to allow them their due reward 
for the infinite toil and hazard they have undergone ftd> fpccie Jidd propaganda (as in 
llorythcy give abundant tcftimoiiy, both iiw//'r».;«f and W/w the great) neverthcleis, 
1 dare not fay ’tis p/4 fraitde^ but, both by what I have oblbrvcdand learnt, find that 
they have alfiim’d too great a liberty in blazoning the fuccefs of their labours, and with- 
al of invention : but leaving every one to his own credulity, 1 lhall only ( but with fub- 
milfion) give my prefent apprehenfion of this Abaflin Emperor, who like himfclf is too 
much veiled and obfeured^ for, notwithftandingthat he is exhibited to the W'orld un- 
der feveral appellations, as Prefer John (that being their ufual Name,fince they defert- 
edthc other ot Philip) he is call’d ApeP Abaft by the Moors ^ of his own People Acegue 
and Negui. j and for power fuppos’d not inferior to the greateft Princes of the U'oi Id, 
able Decies centum milUa homimm ad btBum infrttcre, laith Magitm ^ and of fuch wealth 
as am)carsby olFcring tfstPortugalTi million of Gold to aid hiiii againll his Adverfaries : 
and K)r extent of Dorainion, Northward ftretching as far as NuhU, and the confines of 
^:‘ypt\ Eafl:wardt0tHc£f^-j^4 and the Barbarique Gulph, as far as Ajaman^nd Dangali, 
J^ingdoms within the t>£fl?iop/4 exterior Southward to the L4»4 Mounts, and Weft as 
farasA// 7 w Niger ^thetwo greateft Rivers in ) and Mmicongo \ foashisEmo 

pirc confifting of feventy Kingdoms tributary and fubordinate, in a fort extends to either 
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Tropique, divided by the /Equiiiodial, under or near which is Mtara his cliicf Fort, 
and COTprchcndcd totally within the burning Zone ; that vaft traft or fcopc of land 
commonV compi i/ing thofc parts which Ptol. and other ancient Cofmographers term- 
ed oEthiopiafrtb c/£^pfo, the Tro^lodiu and Cim.amomifera, regions now known by the 
Name of C/^dria, Goyme^ BagMhidr^ Bumagt^Oy SiC. and hirnfelf faid 

to defeend fi om MMjueda the Sabdott Qneen that gave Selomon an attcftionatc vifit, which 
made her People Jewini Profelytes *, after converted unto Chrift by Eunuch, 

•or by Saint Thomas the Apoftle of the Orient ^ which profeflion tliey have ever iincc con- 
tinued : but in what Age tranl'planted from Arabia to Africkji uncertainly Itoricd. I 
mull ncvcrthelcfs adhere to my former fcruple, as to tlic defeription we have of thofe 
fcveral Kingdoms and Provinces ufually attributed to him in his Titles: Not that I de- 
ny there is fuch a Chriftian Prince in that part of (albeit the Epithete we give, 

more probably belongs to another Neftorian Prince ol Tendacy part ot Cathaia or 5*^- 
thia extra Jmaum) but have fonie doubt dubitat neganti eft freximns) otthecon- 

fiderablencfs of his poweras well as of the defeription made by Frier Aharez^ who Anno 
1 « 2 o. having buried liis Comrade Galvano at Cimrhoy travcllc'd to molt parts of this Em- 
pire- allory To well credited by Ramufttu as induced him to illuftrate his relation with 
Cuts’inBrafs : For, were he a Prince of that force and extent of Dominion as 1 have 
above mentioned, is it probable he would fuffer himfelf to be Ihut up and confin’d to the 
moll fcorching and unpleafant parts of where the greateft part is rowling 

lands, which permit no foundation of Towns nor longllations-, howbeithis vagrant 
courfcoflifc, and inhabiting in Tents after the old Nmnidtan manner will partly ex- 
cufc that but to be pen’d in without any intcrcourfc with the ResLfea or ty£giftmban 
Ocean, which would render him a more puilfant Prince, give him the advantage of 
Trade and accefs to his Country ,and better aflbeiate him with Chriftian Kings and States, 
make his fiippofcd grcatiiefs very dubious; for if what we read be true, that of late 
years the naked unwarliquc Savages (whomthcP<»rr»^4/jmakc little account of) have 
totally forced him from the Ports and Commands he had upon the t^gifimban coafts 
in o£thiofia wferior, from the Kingdom of Adell which ftrctches to Cape Gnardafu 
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{Aronmt* in PtoL)m which the City Zeyla Hands near unto that Bay called Sinm Av*tlitcSii\s 
wc find exprefled in Ptol. 4. Table of Afrique •, from Ma^adoxoy MowbAxjkn^ and places 
near Moxjmnbique^ which doubtlefs were of greatefl: value to him, both in reference to 
the Sea, and Gold thofe parts afford abundantly, butalfo Sultan Solymanth^ Turkifli Em- 
peror Amo 1558. expelled himoutof ^ndSuacheny the only Ports he had upo .i 

the Red-fea and the King of Dallaqua^ the like from what other Territories he had wliic h 
gave him any palfagc thither •, we may well queftion his power and extent of Empire, 
and give it equal credit we do the Library the Filers foiiiul in theCaftleof 

Amara^ where among the reft were fomc Manuftripts of and Livy. But 1 have" 
laid perhaps too much of this Abalfm, a Name either given him in relation to his ponti- 
fical habit, foi the Hebr. and rfl^P«y?c4lignific Father, or fiowing liom Abrcihy with 
whi eh Title and Ceremony was honoured amongft the oroihcrwile 

taken from thtprincipal River of the Country Ahasy Aftahas ol old, fpringing l iom 
the Lake i albeit, fomc derive it from a Coptiqiic word, w'hich iignihes a ft al- 

tered Generation. Alfurcdly under no Ids (if not greater) ignorance arc we of all 
.that great fpacc of ground which lies betwixt the liippofed Squthermoft part of Prcjltr 
Johns Country and the Cape of troodHopeyWhkh is not at all dilcovcrcd- partly by realbn 
of the great and uninhabited Defarts thofe parts without doubt afford, cxcellivc heat 
and other diftcmpcraiure of weather when the Sun approni lies the itquinoLtial, penu- 
ry of the Soil, rowliiig Sands, iioifomc Serpents, and wild Bealhofall forts \ biitpiin- 
cipally the truculent and perfidious difpolition of the Inhabitants rendring the Enter- 
prize (any conliderablcdiftancc from the Ihorc) ftarcc poffiblc i ib that ’tis no wonder, 
if as to the true knowledge of thofe favage parts wc reft ttill under an invincible igno- 
rant ei which would not be, had thofe Abajjitt Chriftiuns, who arc report, dto be an 
ingenious and civil People, that voicinage with the Luna Montes y Zembray is com- 
monly credited. Nay more, I may fay the like concerning much of that part of the 
World which had Neighbourhood with the fir ft Seminary after that univerfai Dehige 
wherein Noah was preforved, wc now call Scythia extra Imaum ; for allieit 'tis true that 
V’ertomannusy Flancarpioj and his fellow Monk yW. PrfWw and fomc others, ha\c 

prefum’d to give us a plenary manifeltation of Serka re^ioy the mighty City Cmbaluy 
i. e, the great Chants place of relidcnce,aiid other parts ol Caihaja tar beyond the defarts 
of Lop and Mount Beltiian, of which Hf^thonxhQCJeoroian Ipeaks by hcar-lay, and of the 
extream parts of toward that which from £/w/y we i't\\{Tahyn and the 5tr4;>of 

Anianj where near unto Arj'arct and Arpyniy feme pretend to find the tranlpJantcd Tribes 
of I)aii:[n<[ Nepththali (the rather for tiiat the name is found mentioned in the i Efdras 
13.40. albeit molt take tobc fignified by it) and thence deduce their Oog .and 

MajogyVn^ and Mongul\ Imuchfufped the truth of thofe peregrinations andrcLati- 
ons y but rather as our thofe aforenamed had lame only for tlieir authority, 

Hua multotifs dicendo mendacia fefe deleflat. And concerning EJfedony a great City dilco- 
vcrcd by Pius 2. in 42 degrees Eaft from the Emodian and Aitxatiany and abutting upon 
the Afmerians (Afmeer w'e find in Indufiats) they arc hut Ideas y and feeing £»/. (not- 
withftanding his utmoft ferutiny) acknowledges that Scythia extra Imaumy both to the 
North and Eall hahet Terras incognitas y give me leave to fay that wc remain ftill under 
the fame ignorance ; for albeit a great Cham wc find mentioned in the Life of Tamber^ 
/ 4 i»,and cllewherci without oppofing that there is a principal Hoard, of which 
Cham predeceffor to Tamberlang had the Title (albeit which wc Ihould pronounce 
Chan or Kawn in our Dialect, is the fame that Count is wfith us, and prefixed uiiially to 
Perfons of Honour in Perfia, IndufianZLudTartsay , as with us Count Mansfield, Count Har- 
court, &c.) that he is fuclvas M. Paul. Fenetm deferibes, amongft other Epithetes be- 
ing ftiled the Shadow of Spirits, Monarch of the whole World, and Son of the immor- 
tal God, an Hiftorical Faith will not eafily imbrace fuch a Tradition. For, as parch- 
ing heat, c^c. in the one, fo in the other the intoleriible cold, continual fnows, barlxi- 
rity of a v.igrant and fierce People, as to the real difeovery of thofe parts gives equal 
difcouragcmcat*, yet as counterfeit aslliey be, we mull accept of them until wc can 
make a better difeovery-, butfearing I have made too great adigreffion, I proceed. 
M this while, having propitious winds, upon the 23. day the lecond time w'c troll the 
Aquinoriial, once more bidding farewel to the Aiitartiquc conftellariotis, Ibmc of 
which wc took fpecial notice of towards the Pole -, the Crefiers 4 Stars of the fccond 
^nitudeinforraofaCrofs, diftantfromtheSouthPole ndeg. 20 min. Noah\ Dove, 
Pmopbylax, within 3 degrees of thp Pole, and others, amongft which MageRaneh Cloud, 
® confteliation offi'vcral fraall Stars, not lb lucid as thofe be of the fifth magnitude-, yet bci p.g 
a condenfe part of the acreal Region they diftolonr the Skic, as the CMUt* doth wliic h 
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wc «ll the Milky-wav, and is the only vifiblc Circle in the Heavens, Dafa fieSarim 
iiirt 4 Mmilim calh them, a Troop ot invifible Stars, and yet the fplendor beaming from 
them is difcernabic -, and here under the -Equinoctial the two Bears which were d’epreft 
reappeared in oiir hcmilphcrc *, for there at one time wc faw both Poles, lb as I think 
Lwfehoten errs, in faying he faw the Southern Pole Star when he was at which ele- 
vates the North Pole 15 degrees. 

Under 8 degrees the wind (weary it feems of its conftancy) Veer’d iniothc Eaft North 
jr.,ilt,fo as the Mon'^oon became adverlc^o iis upon that Courlc,for wc could come no ncar- 
/ Cl than South Eall, at which time many of our Ships Company died of Calentures, Sea- 
feavers, Fluxes, Scurvy, Aches, and fuch other Difl:cmix:rs as ufually attend Seamen in 
liiofc fiery Cliraats. 

Ncvcrthclefsthis mortality was not more to be imputed to the extremity of the heat 
(albeit thereby oiir Bifquci, Meat, a nd Water became puuid and lb ftinking, that lave 
ncccflity inforced it would not have been tolerable, which as the Zone became more 
temperate. Beef, Pork and Water recovered their fwcetnefs) than indeed might be 
to their intemperate cati ng, aiul overcharging their ttomachs w ith frefh Meat got at Mth, 
hcliay which was cnidc, lilt le Ihltcd, and rudely drdt s as alfo by quaffing too ex-’ 
orbitanily, a liquor though vvholclbmc enough if moderately drunk, yet excels dilpo- 
fes the Bod\ to dangerous Fluxes. So as our Admiral out of his Shipthrew fiveand thir- 
ty dead Men over-board, the Hopcmil c\cvcn, the five ^ every Ship loft fome ^ too 
man j , i f God had otherwife pleafed. This wasaggravated by the death of Harvey Key- 
neil an expert and ingenious Seaman, Mafters-mate in the Star. Captain OW^/Zdied 
then alfo, one whofe difpolition was fo civil and obliging, that indeed his name and 
nature were harnionions. Tiieir BotUcs being committed to the Ocean (a Ipacious 
Grave ) a VoUy of Ihiall fhot and tw’oand twenty great Guns from onr Ship proclaim’d 
their farewvl to the watry Citizens, inviting than to lafe-guard fiicha Trealiirci Hea- 
ven it feif alfo feeming to bear a part inthat threnody, atthat very inftant diftilling fo 
aljundantly, that to the bell of my raucmlirancc I never faw a ladder and fnddaiiicr 
llioivcT of Jlain than tii.it was, or of Icis continuance, which indeed made me take the 
greater noticcof it. By this taifer the Mailer of our Ship had a remove into the Vice- 
Admiral, .ind into the Re ic- Admiral Captain Malim w\as tranflatcd from the HoyewcU, 
who lived but few days 10 joy his ad\anccmciit, a Perlbn lb livilin his nature, fo care- 
ful in his charge, fo expert in his vov-arion, and lb valiant in fight ;^as well witncflcs 
that memorable contiidt he maintained againft the TurhJwMhe Lrv.vity w'hich lioriour.s 
him to poilcrity) that in his bchalt I may propnly attribute that out of the Prince of 
Poets, 
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The wind here added to our afiiidion, for growing iiigh and contrary to our courfe, 
the waves broke boillcroully too often u])on our broacl-fidcs^ but being ciofe hail’d, 
were patient in all thofc Checks ; fo as though the SJiips cut their way How ly tlicy paC- 
fed iecurcly i and at length palling by the Cape called BabmaMly brought us near the 
Iflc Sccotora i nto the Ofiium of the Rcd-fca j where Icr us rcpole a w^hile, till the wind be 
more favourable. Socotora is an Iflc well known to former Ages , to Ibmc by the name 
of Diofcoridoy o^Saceabatti Others, and as otherfome con jci'liire that fame Iflc Pliry in 
his 6 .//^. Nat. Hifi. calls Topaz,oy deriving its name from the plenty of thofc precious 
Hones found there j like as the neighbouring Ifle Saphyrina, upon the like occafion: 
tile Turh call it Catuchomor j the PerJianSy Ctbar’y by the Sp.tmard ’tis called jicehari 
and by others Jceiar. It elevates i he Artique Pole 1 5 degrees. Is neav > 5 leagues long 
and 10 bro.'id, and about an hundred of our miles afxnit i and though in its polition leems 
nearer neighbouring to AfrieiH€thm\ AJiayyei is challenged, and accordingly reputed an 
Appendixto Ajamau or Arabia the happy. It aflbrds futticienr Ibr fupply of the Inhabi- 
tants, as Corn, Fruit, andCittlf, and for Olives, Cocos, Dates, Piftachoes, Oren- 
ges, Lemons, Pomgranates, Pomcitrons, Melons, Sugni -canes, and like Fruit •, as alfo 
Aloes whichitliath w'ith ancmphalis, as call’d in Semper^vivum & fanyids Draco- 
tmmy a fmallTrce which being cut, fweatsout the red Gum it has to fpare for ft rangers; 
Civet Cats alfo„ whiqh inrich the owners, though fold at ealie prices. The Inhaliitants 
area mixture oT Chriftians and Mahometans, their lomple.vions black, the Sun twice 
every year darting his fiery Rays perpendicularly amongft them, and then no jflacc is 
hotter in the Work! ; tneir natures be rcalbnably civil. 2000. years ago the (Jreeki 
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planted this place, if Geograph. Nab. lay true, lor he reports (by what authority I know 
not) that Alcxuwdcr the Great returning by Sea from IhoIhs made this his way to 
Ion, and being here met by Arijtotle, according to his Mailers advice planted a v oloiiy 
of Greeks there -, who afterwards, fonie fay by the preaching of Saint Thomas the 
Apoftle of the Orient, others lay Bartholomcve, and Ibinc the v^thiopian Emuch men- 
tioned in the 8. and 27. of the Aiis of the Apoftlcs, the third year after our SavioiiL, 
death, were converted unto the Chriltian Profeliion 5 and how dubious Ibever the Con- 
vertor be, that they were ChrilUans is evident in I^cleliaitick fliorics, albeit infeded 
with the Erfours of the Neftorians and Jacobites, which lad iifed both Circunicifion and 
Baptifni : Thdlr c:hurclies exprefs no lefs, being built in the form of a CroE •, a Patri- 
arch or Primasthey had till of late there refidciiti and other Clergy whom tiicy reve- 
rence, to whom they chearfully pay their Tythes, by vvliom they aie intruded in the 
Worlhipof God, and how to obferve both Falls and Fellivalsi Elders they highly ic- 
gard •, humility is both commanded and commended. Second Marriages (except where 
llliic is wanting) they approve not of, in Baptilmthey ufe the Sign of tfie Clrols, pai 
take of both Sacraments ^ the Dead they walh, and being wound in clean Linen bury 
with their heads towards Jerufalcm, Cufum barrcc call’d here, but exprefs little mourn- 
ing. Of late years they were fubjefted by Emir ben [aid King or rather Goveniour of 
Farta^ue, but expulit by D’ Cugca the Portugal, whofc Firc-JO< ks made the Snake e (fo is 
the Pi ince Itil’d) llye to Caejhem, where at a lafe dldance he diirft hifs at the Victor h 
who in the firJl place rellorcd the (Lilians their liberty both of body andconlciencci 
and then by their help built a Gallic for defence, and planted a ( olony : but about 
five years after the Admiral (lei ghted it, pretending that the Merchandife 

o& the place proved not equivalent to the Charge incumbent, which reduced the 
poor indefenlivc Natives to frclh thraldom. John de ("ujtro foi many days found it 
higli water here at the Moons riling, and as the Moon afeended the tide dccreall: ; Jb 
as it was low water when the Moon was highcll, contrary to what we obferve in molt 
other places. 

Adet/, a Town upon the Arabian Continent ( from whole Cubobarra Socotora may be 
ll’cn) has 12 degrees 55 mi mites North latitude, the variation is ly degrees Welti of 
old known by t)ie name of Modena, of Aladoca to John de Cajho, called Ad^ma by Ca- 
lijlus, Adedi i\i\d Acha^.'is hy Eapolemas: not unlike to be that Eden vfhich is enumera- 
ted with othei ArMun Cities in 27. 23. oppofite to Aza>.a, firll forcibly taken 
by Lopez. Knorins a Portugnife, and alter ihatclit by the Turks out of the Arabian power 
Anno Domini 1.1.58. Commanded by Solyman Baffa and a Regiment of obfeure jjcople, 
who like Loculls about that time fwarmed thither out of Trepizmd, Th's, though it be 
a much frequented Road, is none of the bell, for at the change it tlowsnot above 8. foot 
Water, where a South-Eall and North-Well Moon make a full Sea ', from Babmandel 
(which Pro/. /i^. •!. cap. i. Arrian 'mPeriplo lzW Diodor i infula, though I rather take 
Socotora to be ir) is dillant 18 leagues*, from Mocho which fome call A/0/7.1, otiiers 
Mofeha, 52. A Town low in its feituation and fulphurcoully fliaded by the high and bar- 
ren Mountain Cabobarra, whofc Bra7.cn front lb Icorches this milcrablc place, that it 
gives a lively charnCL-r or reprefentation of Turkilh balenefs-, the Sea fo circles there 
that it becomes a Cherlbnefs, and as it were for breath thrulls its head a good way into 
the bluliiiiig Sea *, the circuit of the T6wii is large enough, but fparingly built thoiethat 
arc, by their outhdes difcoveririg an inward dilcontciit of outwarcl llavery *, lb as ’tis 
much cliangcxl liucc thole were there who gave Oforiw and Munfter occafion to bla/.e it 
for a Ciiy of greai c ommerce and magnificence : Of moll note is the Gallic built near 
the Sea tcj command tlie Road, w hich is ftrong in its icituation, but more by tliole many 
pieces of Cannon planted upon the Bulwarks, having witiiala large Graft and Couiitcr- 
Icarp, not to be ciitred lave by a long and iiarcow Path i fo as one would think it pre- 
pared to lafeguard the whole Treafure of Arabia, whereas within are only Itore of Iron 
Bullets, Arms, and a Company of mifcrable raggamulfians who both leciirc theTurkifn 
iniercft in that place, and extort Cdlitnbution from all that South part of Ajaman. Never 
confidcring that Gold exacted by tyranny, becomes lefs valuable than iron*, for as one 
oblc'i ves, being wet with the jull owners Tears itruftsand isaccurfed. 

Being now in the Red-lea *, liy the colour it bears, the greater credit may bo given to 
thole who lav the name was milhdeen, for it is verbum arjaivocum ’, and albeit ’tis true, • 
that .is it is c .uied Mare Idumettm or the Sea of Edom, and Marc Erythrenm, the Septuagint 
?night warrantably tranllate it Ritbrnm or Red; yet ’tis likely the Sea rather rook 

^'^“omiuation from the .Country of Edam upon which it verges, or from King Eru^ 
fbreos, both which liguific Red ; A King, whole Tomb, albeit erected at the other end

purfued by Pharaoh Cenchres who with his whole Army here penfhed) in Authors we 
hnd ncverthclcfs that it hits many other *, for the Hebreves caW it Zuf hand Soph, the Ara.

ceived ftrangedifeafcsfwecpmoft of the Pioneers away, hideous nodes (if tlic report 
be true) affrighting others \ but what molt difeouraged the profecution was tfie fear 
they had that kver(:k>untrcy of might (cfpccially when Land-floods and Spring- 

tydfs met) be overflown, and that the Salt-water of the Rcd-fca would alter the fweet 
tallc of the River Nile *, fo as upon mature deliberation it was found tlie moft prudential 
courfc to dcfift : And fiich a vain attempt might have been prcfidential to Nero in that 
liiccefslefs enter prize of tranflerting the Ijthmm or ftreight in that narrow neck of laixl 
near Corinth v^ich knits the Peninfida of PeUponnefni to the main Greece \ to Sclenchne 
alfo labouring to unite the Blackrjea with the Cnfpian i to Trajnnthc like with Tygri^ and 
Euphrates and to the Great Tterkg of late endeavouring to force y’olea into Tanais. 
Pltny (who like other Hillorians took much upon trult) relates how "that ‘u\ 

time ( which was 2ou. years before his) certain Spaniih-lhips lliffcrcdihipvvicH.k 
in this Sea *, but how they came there, he rc-folvcs not. We do not read that the Cape 
de hona Speranza was known in 1300. years after*, thofc Voyages of Memo faml hens 
and fome others, being not to be credited^ and yet Sir W. Ral. inclines to Ixlicvc 
that the Phanidans whc'ii.Subjcds to the e^gyptian Scepter and the moll expert in Navi- 
gation, endeavoured it about that time when Phar. Necho(JbY whole hand ^ood Jojiah 
lell j i n vain attempted to cut a Iluicc 80. miles long and broad enough for two Gallics to 
row abrcall ’twixt the Rcd-fca and the Nile. Herod. 1 . 4. likewife reports that they coni- 
pafb Afrijne, and after three years Voyage returned into Nile through the Straits of 
Cibralter \ which if it were lb, was quite forgot luch time as rafeo de 6\/wrfraadc his 
palfagc. Wiien the Pertuguife had lettled his Plantations in Socotora and llith other 
Maritim pljj^es as belt pleated him upon thole Afrtque and Arabian Coalls, and loon 
after in JadU and the Perfian ihoic •, (tor fo propitious was the time or lb little was the 
rclillancc he found as he had the liberty to pick and choofc) that Anno 1520. Albn- 
^uer^ne having taken Aden then perfwaded himfclf the Empire of the Indies was perpe- 
tuated to the Crown of Porn^at» i^ua vicla (ikith Oforitu) putabat India Imperimn fore 
fempiternttm : But it proved otherwile *, ibr not long after, many of his plantations 
wcrcdcftroycd partly through their own luxury^ but moft through the treacher) of the 
Negros i albeit lulficicnt remains yet under their obedience. 

This warm part of the Interior t/£thiopia being the Nprthermoft of the T rogloditet 
Country by moft called cSthiopia fub <>£gypto and bounded to the Eaft by the Ked-ica 
was fay fomc)tirft planted by Caw the Son of after his departure out of Arabia ^ 
or as others, by Sheba the Son of Rhegma. The Ccclnm and Solum fuch, as the firil be- 
comes extream in heat during thole months the Sun is vertical, the Country extends 
equally on both lidcs the ^quinodlial beginning from 20. degr. North and ncceilarily 
inllructs the Inhabitants for the moft part to Iccklhadc, and other refrejhing in I'ubter- 
ranean habitations*, and the rather, for that the Country is obferved to be lull of hills 
for rtoo. miles from the Rcd-fca and more towards the Weft, but fteril towards the Eaft, 
and the Mediterranean fo covered with loofc fands as renders it iniijafl’abie. Upon the 
Wcltcrn Banks of the y^irfrcAMf»r«wtIicfc have been Port Towns, Zeyley, Suachen, AU^ 
fita, Thcran, with fome Others that of late years have been much 1 *clbited to not only 
by the ty£gyptianbnthy other Merchants of fcvcral Countries', howbeit fince the i)rin- 
cipal Marts were tranllatcd to Goa and Ormwy Afocha and Aden on the oppolirc Coall 
arc moft frequented. Moreover, albeit the tAEgyptian Princes of old have been of 
great power for mfcy ages, yet fuch was the poverty or rather natural dcllnccthis 
Country was provided withagainft the invalion of any numerous party, as it continued 
ever independent without being fubdued or harrallcd by any of the tour Monarchies, 
who unlefs in an auxiliary way (if they be the SH%iims that aflifted Shijhac mentioned 
in iChron. 12. 3.) from hence never exaClcd tribute : all that Catnbyfesthc Son of the 
great Cyrw aimed at (after his fubjcding t^Egypt to the Perfian Empire about the year 
frointhe Creation of the World 5400. revolting under Deer. Nothusy and reduted hy 
Ochus) being for their returning him by his Amballadors fome of their Earrii and W'aicr, 
the ufual fymbols, of fubjedion as wc alfo find ftoried ot Nebnehadtsezzarj Judith 2.

2 j. where Yis expreft tfrst Solomon reigned over all the King- 
doms from the River ( Euphrates ) unto the border of oE^pt -, that they lirought Solomon 
prefents and lerved him all the days of his life. This Tort of E-jonobahof and the rclt 
of Edom were formerly conquered by David 2 Sam, 8. 14. where Tis laid that he put a 
CJarrifon in Edomt throughout all which Country put he Soiildiers, fo as all they of 
Edom became D^wid's Subjeds. Until E/adad one of the Princes of Edom Hying tor luc- 
eont to Pharaoh Kingoft/£^pi fointiiiuatedhimfclf into the favour oftlie <ty£^ptian 
King, that he not only gavc'the Edomite \\Vs Wifes Siller in marriage, but hcann.^ that 
David^nA. Jonh his General were dead, Iccmed little importunate lor his ftay *, Salomon 
by his grol's Idolatry having lb provok’d the Almighty, that he not only permitted the 
revolt of divers and amongll others of but albeit Solomon had made a nearer 

alliance with the iy€rypftan King, yet fo jealous was he of the /m-j extended Empire^ that 
probably hr gave Hadad the readier leave to depart ■, and lb envious at his wealth, 
that the ten tribes no fooncr revolted under Jeroboam but the c^^p//4«King by that 
weakening, or rather as a further chaftifement from the Lord for tlie Apollaiie of the 
L inj overrun Rehoboams Kingdomc, and defpoiled Jerufalem of all the treafure it had, 
iind carried rlicriv'c ail Ihiclds of Gold.

47 . tl ic Deputy or Prorex 'tis likely being fubftituted by the Judean King , whole 
Navy jireparedto go for Ophtr was broken in pieces for alTociating with ylhaiia King 
ofifracl. But ill his Sou Jehoram^s time Edom rebelled and appointed thcmfblvcs a King-, 
whom albeit be beat altcrwards in the field, and that AmaJ^ allb gave them a notable 
defeat in the Valley ol ^a!t, and that 'l/2.:..<ifc(,who is alfo called Azjtnab) fucceeding his 
Father Jmaz,iah built Ehth and rellorcd 11 to Judah 1 Rey^. 14. 22. It appears not in Ro- 
ry cither Ihcreci or j3: ophaiic, that any of their Ihips tc>ntinued the Voyage to Ophtr, or 
thru any co'ni.icrcc w'as from tins Sea in the lutcccding Ages. But it is evident that about 
iv ycai'‘ artc! Jehofaphat i'Eoypt w'as hy Camhyfcs fubjcCtecl under the Per/ian Scepter, 
and lb continued till tlic time of Darius Norhtu, at which time the i^zyptians broke the Per- 
fian Yonk, but were Jiibdned 50 years after hy Ochus the 8. MonaicU of Ptrjia ., during 
whit hthePrr/Trfwi intermitted that commerce, having ncverthelefs bcTidcs the Earth and 
Water they required aycaily revenue of 6000. Talents which was accordingly paid 
Alexandir. Piol. liriiamed Philudclplm (thcfccondof the Z/4^') about 270. years before 
the Nativity of Chriit, was the lirll that revived the Ophirian trade after JchoJdphat his

120. Vcllcls great and liiiall, the Ipacc upwards of two years (coaft ingall the way ’tis 
prefumed ) and the return very advantageous ^ for every Crown incrcafed not Icfs tlian 
joo. a> Pliny reytortu'. fo that commumbus aswis, 1200000. Crowns came into his Exche- 
quer. In Ptol. Auhtes reign, the Caryut amounted to feven millions of Gold, and little 
lei's was paid Cleopatra his D.aughter, which raifed the greater force againft his rival 
Attffufltu--, the Gold and other rich lacling was from or Bere^e conveyed by the 
Sledge and Camels, fonietime from Chofar to Coptos the ufual Emporium, Pliny /. 6. 
t. and other while from the Sew to Pelufmm or Damiata, and thence after A- 
Uxandcr\ time by Boat to Alexandria , which after Coptos for a long time wa'. the 
common place for Trade i but w’hen Julius Cafar , and after him AhohJIus reduced 
t^^ypnoa Piovincc, the former tax was doubled ; the Ophtriant or at JeaR the gold- 
en Trade thither or to Sofjola being to that time probably continued : but when tlie> 4 ' 
rabians and Cothes from adverfe quarters like inundations ovei flowed moR part of the 
Univerfe, in which Rorm the Roman MajcRy was ecliplcd,the Trade ccaR fo 
as the Rcd-fca Voyages were but little profecuted by the Conjlamtmpolitan Emperours: 
from whom Omar the third Chal. of Bah. wreRed it, and from Sarracon who pre- 
cetded Saladine, the Indian commerce by Merchants was brought to Samarcand, and 
thence liy Carravan with extream charge, toil and lia/.ard remov’d to Trepezjmd up- 
on the Ettxin i whence being convey’d to Damafeus and Aleppo , the Penetians 
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monopoli/cd it for fomctime, to the great enriching of their Seigniory •, but after F'af- 
CO de Gaiua Anno 1497 . difeovered the way into the Eafi-htdies by compafling Afriejut, 
the rtnetiansi though unwillingly, gave place to the EngUjh, Dutehi and others who now 
ftiare with the Portugal in that Navigation. But to return. 

OMer the eighteenth the wind being fair, at Sea our obfervation was 17 deg. North, 
and longitude ly from Afohelia \ foon alter \w were becalm’d, and then had fucii hOu 
weather as made us fry, ind thcfweatdropt from ns no otherwife than if we had been 
ftew’d in Stoves or hot Baths, which put fomc into Calentures-, but all grew exceeding 
faint, notwithftanding our belt provifion to abate it. Indeed • think there arc not hbttcr 
places in the World th^nthc Red fea and Per/ian GWf/j about Omw when the Sun dis- 
plays his Beams, during the Summer Solftice for then the Earth inflames equally with 
the Air : And Experience teaches us, that the heat not only under the Aitminox, but the 
Tropiqnes when the Sun comes to the Vertex, is much more intenfe and violent (notw irh- 
ftandingthe long Nights) than it is about the Polar Circles •, albeit for near fix months 
together the Sun fets not, but conftantly keeps his circuit above that Horizon. In this 
diftcmpcratiireof heat Mahomet zPerfianMctchant returning for Perfia in onr Ship, dy- 
ed of a Burnihg-feaver ; his Father Hodge Soar having paid Nature her lalt Tribute in 
London the year before Nemo anteobitwn beatm was verified in this Perfoni but a hap- 
py Man we hope this Afahomet dyed, if throwing away the Rags of Mawmetry, he cloatli- 
cd his Soul with the Robes of true Faith in C Ihrill, whom wc were told, a little before he 
left the World, he call’d upon astheonly efiicatious means of his Salvation i again, I fay 
happy, if unfcigncdly. At his putting into the Sea the Captain of our Ship honoured 
his Funeral with the rending clamour of four Cuivcrins, hisCarcafs at that inftant being 
committed to the mercy of the Sea, no Ids furc a Trealury than the Earth, till tlie Rc- 
furredion. 

The 26. of OM. by obfervation we found that wc were got North from the /Equator 
19 deg. 40 min. longitude from Mohelia 20 deg. our fteerage at that time being South- 
Eaft, when again the Wind abating the Sea calm’d, and was as Imooth as Glafs, not the 
icallcurl or wrinkle difccrnablc ; this incrcaft our heat, and only refrclht our memory 
with the Zone wc were in, properly called Tatrid. Tlic greateft recreation wc had, was 
a view of fuch large Iholcs of flying Fiilics as by their interpofing multitude for Ibrae 
timedarkned the body of thcSurli a Filh beautiful in its Eye, the Body though no lar- 
ger thana fmall Herring yet big enough for thofe complemcntal Fins, which lb long as 
moift ferveas Wings to fly 200 paces or more, and 40 foot high, helping them to avoid 
the purfuit which Sharks, Dol^)hins, Bonctaes, Albicores, and other Sea-Tyrants make, 
and caufes them for fclf-prclervation to forlakc their proper Element*, where ufually 
Olprays, the Sea Vulture, and other Birds of prey upon the Wing hover to queftion 
them for invading theirs *, by this pitiful Evalion becoming the true Emblem of milbry, 
• no fooner having elcaped one danger, but they incounter another equally dclbrudivc. 
The French call it Aronder drnner, the Swallow of the Sea *, others a Sea Bat, or Rcrc-moufc 
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of the Sea*, and it is well worth our oblcrvation, that during the Night fcafon here we 
law a perfect Rainbow, which was extraordinary; for albeit Rainbows be formed of 
a dewy Cloud in the Air above and ufually appear in a beautiful Arch while the Sun is 
above the Horizon \ the Moon we fcldom fee to have that operation : but when they do 
appear, the Moon is ever at or near the full. Nam nifi flenilmio, arcus fieri mnpotefit id- 
ejHc Lma oricute vel occidentcy faith jirifiotle in his Mvi-ors, who rcpoits tliat in the Ipace 
of oo years he law two lunar Rainbows, and yicvmercatHs (^wl^o comments upon him; re- 
ports the like in Germany in his time *, howbeit the colours were not fo frclh as tlie lb- 
Jar Rainbows, Hos tamen celores PiHcres nenpojfmtt imitari ; t^hia in materia tantum terreftri 
pht^nnt cohresy mninaercy e^ualis arcus efimateriay Olympioderus y yet more* lively than in 
c)i'l or Water colours can be painted. 

The 17. of November we delcrycd (that terra ter exoptatd) the conll: of India land in 
15 degrees latitude, and 3 2 of longitude (ill weather having formerly driven us to Lee- 
ward many leagues:) That very place where Gba ( of old ) is fcaced^ the 
braveft and belt defended City in the Orient*, the Maga*zccn, Refuge, and Scat of ju- 
llicc of the victorious Portugal. The City is not viliblc to fuch as fail along the Coaft, 
being three hours journey within land y of old the Scat of the Canarins, in an Illc called 
Tilfpar 30 miles in circuit: a fwcet place furroiinded by a frclh River Itrcaming from 
the mighty Mountain Bellajuatey encompaft with a it rong and beautiful Wall, which 
glories in ncr afpiring Turrets, and is not a little dreadful in many forts of roaring Can- 
non. Her Itr^iigth and beauty took rife from the Decaii Kings, Zabaym and Jdalcan, 
from tvhom Anno 1509. Alhujuirque the vidorioiis i*crr«,7^/ conquer’d, and after that 
defended againft 70UO0 foot, and 3500 horfc which Idul cann brought to reduce it 
with *, but it was aggrandi'/.’d and beautified by the Lulitanian ; i he great Buz’zar,or Mar- 
ket, being in center of the Town is gallantly and regularly built i many other Streets 
there arc which, after the Indian mode, are narrow, if not fuflicicntly nafty ; the buil- 
dings generally are Ipacious, and not uncomly; thick and dark within, tarraiicd above, 
and madefutablc to that hot Climate : watred it is with a delicious llream, which (by 
benevolence of the Air) rcfrcflies the Fields, forcing to dilmaiitlc*, the Gardens 
arc a!:o fill’d with variety' of fweet and eye-plealing Flowers : the whole Illc lb abound- 
ing with Grafs, Groves, Corn, CaaJ, Fruits and liicli fcnfc-ravi/hing delights as a 
leafonable Man can well require: above 20 little T#wns (all planted with Portn^als) 
are feen in this 30 miles coinj)al’s *, as allb the ruins of 20u idol Temples which the Vice- 
Roy Af.tomo NorognatouW) demoiilht,that no memory might remain, 01 monuments con- 
tinue, of luchgrois idolatry. For not only there, but at Salfette alfo were two Temples 
or places ofprophancWorlhip *, oncoftiicm (by incredible toil cut out of the hard 
Rock; was divided into three lies or Galleries, iu which wcvchgured many of their 
deformed Pagotha’s, and of which Indian (if to be credited; reports that there 
were in that Temple 300 of thole narrow Galleries, and the Idol^ lo exceeding ug- , 
ly as would affright an Spedator •, neverthelc Is this was a celebrated place, 

and fo abundantly frequented by Idolaters, as induced the in zeal ivithacon- 

liderable force to maffer the Town and to demolilh the Temples, breaking in pieces all 
that monitrous brood of milhapcn Pagods. In Goa notliing ismore oiiferv able now 
tlian the fortifications, the Vicc-Roy and Arch-bijhops Palaics, and the Churches. 
The Palaces arc very llrong, built of good Stone, furnifht and adorned witiiiii with 
rich Arras and Painting: the Churches are large and neat, of bell rank arc thofe dedi- 
cated to the Ijleflcd Virgin Mother of God (in which is kept the Pones and Skull of Saint 
Thomas the Apoftic, w'hofe Reliques were brought 50 years ago from McUapore by Kma- 
7ml Frias at the command of Don John fucceilburto Emannel Kings of Poritt >al) Saint 
Pauly Saint Dominic, Szlut Katherine, and Saint *, in which laft arc laid the Bones 

of that ^jeat Albuquerque, i^uicum fummu Jmperaioribus (quorum Nonnn tfiimmertalitati 
ccmmindanimj merito comp.trandus, Oforius lib. 12. Kita EmanueLR- Porru^. which fa- 
mous Captain died at Goa in the year 1516. and agreeable to his quality and worth was 
licre buried ; where alfo arc iiiicrrcd D' Acu^na, Don Francifeo, and that late Canoni- 
zed China Saint Francis Shyvier the Navarrcanlcfiiir, Vvhodied 4. Dccemb* 1552* 

5f. and rubricated b'j Pope the 15. the 11. March 1622. when many more were 

Sainted. The City is compaircd with a thick Stone Wall, Hanker’d and moated about, 
liaving withal a Counterfearp, and 300 pieces of Brafs Cannon mounted upon the Bul- 
warks and Ravelins, which renders it impregnable. 

Hciicc wc hailed towards SwalUy Road judging the worft pafl, the Indian fliorc all the 
waybtinginviewof us, and the Sea everywhere 20 leagues from land anchorahlc : But 
upon afuddeu the Scene was changed, for the Elements grew dreadful, the Wind roar- 
ing 
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ing made the Sea lb Ibblimc and vvi athfubaiid for three days ’f])ace raging with futli fury 
.that we verily believed a Hcrocanc was begun, a valt or unwonted tumor in tlie Air, ealled 
ilHroclydon in the Ads a Tempeft lb terrible that Houles and Trees arc but like dull; be* 
fore if, many Shij)sby its violence having been blown alhorc and fliattcrcd. Olaas Mage- 
nta lib. I. cap. 4 . and Ub. -j. cap. i. Sept. Hiflor. gives fomc memorable examples of it 
once in nine years it ulcsto thunder among them, and is prelaged by Birds and Bcafts 
who three or four days before the Itorm, gi^e noi ice by their noil'e and hiding themfelvcs 
under ground as if an overture of the World were enfuing . and as in thefe, lb in molt 
other parts of the World, there are certain times for llormy wcatlicr. hi \.\vzWcfi~In^ 
dies every Sepf. the North winds bring dreadful ilorms, Ttfons they tall y%4riJ}oile 
1. 2. Meteor, fic dittnm u Typhone frifratite, lb as dining that month none put to Seaun- 
lefs necellity inlbrce them ; But tlus'and other our Water Icapes made that faying of BJm 
come to mind, NaviyaMes me inter vivos nec inter mortuos ejje mmerandos.

Praifed be CJod we mill a Tufibn, but not a Ibcorid di fad venture, this 
ftorm forcing a Mallabar Junk a Pirat in view of ns \ whom our Ordnance could not 
reach though the longeftSakcr we had vomited Fire 01 ddiance alter him; lb as we 
were forced to chafe her with two Barges, eacluhaaned withlifty Mulqueticrs : And 
Fda damns qitamvis remise navis cat. But it appeared that we made too much haltc, 
for in boarding her our Men were entertained witli liichllore of Fire-works and Hand- 
granado’s, with a volley of invenomed lhafts, and which was worfc, with llich defpe- 
perate I outage, that after fmall hurt done them we were conllrained to ictrcat with 
lofs, one half being (lain or Raided i our Ships all the while being an unwilling Theater 
of this Affront, the Wind forbidding iis to letaliatc. 

The 22. oi' November the Wind abated, lb as founding \vc found ground at forty fa* 
thorns, and law many Snakes fwimming about our Ships, which (with tlic waters cha.i- 
giiig colour) alfuredus wc were near thclhore, the fall llorm having driven us out of 
light of land, and fomewhat pu/led i»s as to our way ^ and that there are Sea Serpents as 
well as Land, is agreed by Writers ; yea that they ule both Elements. Serpentes mart’ 
ms in terra aliquando dejfere pojfcj Ariftot. and that they are eaten by Ibme as we do Eels, 
Lampreys, and the like. Serpentem marimtm ejui quidem ejfeaptumy quemadnwdum cateri ma- 
rini ammantesy ut cottffri., atiguilUy muficU, &:t. lucrum propter fimtlitudsnem cum ferpente 
tcrreflrh tanquam ab angue & non pifccy abhorrent.i Bellonius Ub. de pifetbus^ but from a re- 
lemblancc they have with Land Snakesby moll Men (Chinaes excepted) they arc ab- 
horred. Soon after wc deferied land in 19 degrees 35 minutes latitude, and 29 in lon- 
gitude i which by its height we knew to be Dabid^ called Dmtga by Caftaldus ; and foon 
after that wc h.ad light of Saint John de vacas, a Town likewife lubjcd to the Bortutal : the 
South end of which place mounts in a pyramid of Natures work, named Saint ydlentine\ 
Peake, the land continuing high from thence to Gundavee, a Hill fix leagues Ihort of 
Svpalley Road. This is a round Hillock and Bay of importance unto Marriners. 



The 27. of November wc hal’d an Indian Pilcadoro aboard us : never was Antick 
better habited i he told us that many Euemies were at hcind, but wc fear’d them not : 
after long toil, tiding up with ftream anchors, every fix hours weighing and dropping, 
in Ihort time we got to Choiil i then we tame to Daman a lovely Town i^abited by

commonly) the all along the Sea fide pitch their Booths and Tents and Huts <)f 

Straw in great numbers, refembling a Country-fair or Markets for there they fell Cali - 
coes, China-fatten, PurccUan-warc, Scrutores or Cabinets of Mother of Pearl, Lbony, 
Ivory, Agats, Turquoifes, Heliotropes, Cornelians-, as alfo Rice, Sugar, Plantans, 
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Arack, &c. There are withal many little I^oys or Pc-imes, wlio for four-pice a day 
(two-pence of oui Money; arc ready to ferve you either to interpret, run, go err inds, 
or the like: thele vcnl) not cat or drink with a Chriftian, nor out of the fame leaf they 
drink their Toddy : the Bannyan and other hfdian Females after the Oriental mode are 
feldom vifiblc -, for their jealous Husbands mew them up. But here we fee Elephants 
and Horfes, but ’twixt Swalley and Surrat Oxen do moH; labour for ’twixt Towns Men 
iihially travel in Chariots drawn by Oxen, but in Towns upon Palamkeem,^tid with Sum~ 
breros de Sol over them* The currant Coyns here, arc Pice, ALmmoedees, Roopees, and 
Dynacs *, Pice are heavy round picc;es of Brafs, make our Shilling ; the Alammoody and 
Roovee are good Silver, round, thick, and falter the S,iracenic ibrt whoi^illow no Ima- 
ges) ftamped with jirabick^Lcttctij importing the King and Al.ihomef, a AUmmoody is 
our Shilling, aRoopce two Shillingsand three-pent a P^trdow four Shillings , liic Dina 
is a piece of Gold worth thirty Sliilliiigsi but Sfantflt Rials, Piftolctsand Ar//.wLar- 
rces, Abalfccs, and Pn dipj Gold [‘'each Twenty-lhilling-piec e in Perjia for t wenty- 
lix Shillings) arc here airrant. Again (as I have been told by Merchants; a hundred 
t houfand^ffffpcfj make one Lfck., a hundred Ltex^make one Crow, ten Crow (or Cunors) 
one Arcb : Again, in Silver, fourteen Roopees m.ikc a Aiajfc-, 1 1 50 Majfe make a hundred 
Tolls *, ten Toils of Silver value one of Gold : In Bi als, thirty Tacl^ or Pice make one Roo^ 
pee in weight; the Batman is eighty two Pounds but fifty five of their Pounds: 

rile ARtvpnd as much howbcit,as in Perjia, tlu* Atmvnd, Shaw and Tabriz, dilfcr, even as 
our Trey ancl Haverdupois fb in all parts of the World where wealth and tralfick is, are 
fuchdillinguilhmcnts: in a word, the Bannyans (as crafty, the Proverb goes, as the De- 
vil) by amodcrate oiitlidc andcxccfs in fupcrltition make many fimplc Men lolc them- 
fclvcs, when by a hccdlcfs admiration of their plain dealing, or rather hypocri fie, they in- 
taiiglethcmfelvcsby crediting their fugred woidMin way ofTiade orCompknient, baits 
plealingiy iWallowed when one contemplates their moral temjKTaucc. They arc gene- 
rally good Arithmeticians, till of late have little clfc than number of the Mathematicks 
favc in the Art of Dialling \ concerning which, fomc report that the Bantyanshtte had 
a Clock that Itriick 64 times in 24 hours. The Day and Night they divide into four, and 
fiib-dividc that into eight, and fomc little skill they have in Nav igarion ; great Tidmircrs 
they are of Nature, and liiith Seneca, Qjsidaliud ejl JSI at ur a cjuam Detts f Realbn to the na- 
tural Man being the Face of God, likens was the Law unto die Jews, and Golpcltothe 

Chriftians. 

The Bannyans {ot Vanyans') are olcvaftcr or of a tawny complexion, for the molt 
part fpare of body. They let their Hair grow long, and yet according to tlic Country 
mode their Head is wreathed with a fmall Shalh wlfuh ufually is white y their Habit is 
a long Coat commonly of white fpiilted Calieoc of the Dw’lmatick fort ; their Slioos va- 
rious in colour and faihiony Ibmc being checker'd andiiigralcd inelegant order, 
wrought according to each Mans ingenious fancy y without Latchets, lharp and turning 
up at the Toe, thin Scal’d, high Heel’d, fiirroundcd with Steel, faft and durable : The 
Women are of a whiter colour than the Men, not expofing themfelvcs fo to the Sun, yet 
want the langiiiiic mixture to adorn them, which they ncverthelefsfupply by Art, there 
being found the belt Vermilion: they likewife wear their Hair long and diflieveled y al- 
beit part be obfturcd by a fine thin Lawn, through whole tranfparency it (wms more 
lovely y their Ears, Nofes, Arms, and Legs arefoaden with many Manillios or voluntary 
Rings and FcttcTs of Brafs, Gold, and Ivory y their behaviour is filently modclf, but full 
gorg’d (as foine fay) with libidinous fantafics. Marriage is here fo honoured that 
moft times they contract at feven, and at ten years old arc often Parents y which puts 
me in mind of that which Pliny in his 6. and 8. lib. eh. 1-. aiKl 14. writes (onceriiing the 
Calingx whom he places hereabouts, and would have us believe that the Women arc 
pregnant at five and Icldomc live above eighty but this is certain, that if an Infant dye 
ere he be married liis Parents procure a V%gin (to whom they give feme Dynaes of 
Gold) to be his Bed-fellow or Wife for one Night, to avoid the reproachful Proverb, 
He dyed unmarried. 


Polygamy 




Polygamy here is odious, in which relpert they ccafe not to vilific the Mahometan 
as people of an impure foul. In thistlic> parallel the Antick Romans, who as Tacitus, 
MarctUm, and Tcrttdlian tell us^ fo hated Digamy fbotli in enjoying two Wives at one 
time and being twice married j as no Holocauft was ever offered, no holy fire lookt 
unto by fuch, nor fuch as iflued from Inch Parents. Their Funerals are of the old 
ftamp f recorded by CitrtiHs) facring the Corps to Afhes in a holy fire, compound^ 
of all forts of coltly woods and Aromatick fpiccs: The Wife alfo fin expectation to 
enjoy her Husband amongft incomparable plcafiircsj invelops her dainty body with the 
mercilefs flames, for which affedion Ihc obtains a living memory. Their Priefts calleci 
Bramyni or Brachmam arc fuch as in old times were named Cymno^fofhi, faith Porfh^m 
the great Platonift in his lib.de ahfiinen. ah efu carnium, and Tertullian adverfut Rentes, 
Ne.'fue enim Brachmama^mit Jndarum (jymneJofhijU fumus JihicoU, C'c. a name given them 
from their going naked, for yufsMU efi Nudm. Now if by defeent he continued conftant 
to his contemplation, he then attained to the degree or title of a Brachman : if he fought 
this degree by election, he was feven years ffays Bardefancs of Babylon) Calamu 
and Samanausy and after by that otiicr attribute Bracman j who with the Stoicks held 
thatGod is ^imamundiy albeit Plato and Socrates could have taught them that 
non folum efi mens mundi, but that Dens miverfa comflet \ and P'lr^ily that Deum ire per om~ 
nes 'Terrafijue troRupjue marts calumejMe prefundtm. Of all fort of Philofophcrs they were 
held the moft learned and contemplative. Tertullian calls them gloria animalia ; Apol- 
lonius fuppoies they were and were not eartliJy ; their thoughts being lb tranfeen- 
dent, as if they were ravKht by the fweetnefs of that harmony the rolling Orbs in an 
cxaCl diapazan fend forth by their forced Motion. Tlicir imagination flew beyond Nature, 
believing that this Fabrick of the inferior world was created of nahing, made fpherical, 

yet 
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y ct fub jccl to d fflolui i on *, that it had an efficient caufe being uncfble to form it felf, and that 
that caufe is the commander of nature 5 and that number is the firft and moft ciiciitial 
Element inthccoidtitutionof all Creatures. OUr birth no other than a quick concep- 
tion perfeded by deatli> which is the true Nativity of the Soul and entrance to im- 
mortality. A Tenet however oppofed by the Stojcks^ yet by thefe Bramym from the 
Tradition of the Phoenix-, oblervation of Corn, and the like, lb rcfolutely maintair jd 
that from hence arofe that magnanimity of Calamu the Bramyn who at Perj'a^ard in jilex. 
light voluntarily committed himfelf to the fire to become immortal as Luvan lib. 3. re- 
pmts of fome others ofhispcrfwalion. * 

Who whiles alive their funeral pyles ercll, Qulque fua$ ftiuxcre pyras, \i\iqiur ealentes 

jdnd leap into the fire, helping death to effect Coofcenderc togos. Ptoh ! quauia t-ft gloria gen 

'The ePfe of life. Injecifle manum fatis, vitaque tcplccos, &c. 

Thefe t/elioi^tyofli from the adoration they gave amd obfervations they pretended to 
make, would wirh fixed and unwearied eyes all day long ga/e upon the Sun, duii.i.; 
which they would with their naked feet indurcthc llalding lands (the like of Mi h I be- 
held at Surrat) neither extream heat nor cold amating them. Alexander viliting CoImms 
the late mentioned Bractnan who burnt himfelf in that Monarchs view, ( in token 
of his contempt ol' death, and certainty of his tranfmigration or lhadowed immortality) 
and telling him and others of his opinion, That he would grant them whntfocvcr they 
wouldcravc, They ciuicklyanfwercd,giveus immortality, for of all things ’tis that we co- 
vet molt. How can I (replyed do that, who am amortal V Seeing thou ac- 

knowlcdgcft thy fell' (lay they) to be a man, why dolt thou not then rather clmfe to live 
contentedly at home, than by an unbounded Avarice thus to put the whole World intoa 
tombullion? But to return, 

Tlic Bannyan Religion at this day hath thelc Tenets : The whole frame or body of the 
world had a beginning, created by a God ofimmenlc power, eternal and provident : after 
be had made man, toaflbe iate him he created w'oman to (ympathi/.c inliinilitude of body 
and dilpolitioii. Thefe he named Pourous and Parcouty, at ouplc fo innocent that they re- 
puted it a crime to cut any thing that had aicniitivc life, feeding only upon hcr!)sand 
fruits and the like vegetables, therein agreeing with thofe who imagine that Adam having 
the liberty to live upon herbs and fruit the killing of any creature for food was not iifed 
till after the Hood. Noah indeed was in exprefs terms not only liccnfed herbs and fruit, 
but every thing that inovcth and livcth was allowed him for food, Gen. andy. 3.

Cuttery vims lent W'eil to lind his 
Mate, his Sword irfs hand, habited after his nature, all the while fretting for want of 
rcTiltance, and that his patience was lb long trod upon *, at length he tipies a far off one 
( omiiig towards him equally inllaincd with impatience i without complement they forth 
with allhilceach other, with fnchfury and lb much bravery, that the firltdays fight the* 
victory was not to be decided', next day they renew their courage, giving and receiv- 
ing wounds infenlibly, til! in conclulion graplcdand ^QT^dj^ddicafirce by the 

trefles ofher hair*, but inlteadoffubicf ting her, is(by the frclhoatbreBtingof hpr beau- 
ty) captivated: after fubmiirioii and repentance for his rage againft fuch an earthly 
Angel, ihc is reconcird-, and from them the Welt fwarmsd with a generation ofRa- 
diaes or Souldiei s. Shuddery the third Son of Pourous and Parcouty travels North, in 
equal hopeto hud his Miftrefs tar he went and many ftrange adventures palled thorow 
Jind law, witnefs that rock of Diamonds he light on, many of which (as any other Mer- 
chant would) he carried along with him enamoured of their lultre and ijparkling excel- « 

lencics : 
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Icnc’ics-, till atlidlhcmct with Vifu^itiuUhy whom he foon won being of a tractable 
j'weet nature and condition, and oJ her begat fo many Sons that tlic NortJi quiek- 
ly became pregnant and inhabited.

When thefe four youths had coiiftimcd fbnie years in thole contrary quarters of tlic ‘ 
world w'hithci Fate dircLted them i all tour became equally mindful of tueit lirli liome, 
■dclirousto vilit their Parents-, notonly to propagate tlicrc and liirnilhlliat Mcditiillmm 
of the Earth, hut to recount their memorable fortimcs and adventures.

Notwithllanding, to Ihcw' no fummum bonmn can be luid in tliisliie, 
jii procefs of time the iilbc of thefe four miilri]>)ying; tlic world Irtgan to lofe her vir- 
! ,iii-purirv i dil'coi d, p. ide and rapine mingling aniongll: them i lb as hiotlierly love was 
laid aiide i no appearance being no\; but of violence and voluptuonlhefs. For liramon 
i rovNs idle aiidcarclei> in his devotion. Cutu>y becomes infoleirt and alpiririg, regaid- 
ing neitner ine venerable admonition of liisPareuts, nor the dignity oiHrmnnt iris elder 
Brothel. Shuddery aifo invents deceit, neither regarding juilicc nor equity, hut cle- 
ligtiis in cheatiii,. nis other Brethren. Wvfc aJfogrow's unthrifty in a good coiilciencc, 
banijhiiig his innate honelly to enterra-n liot ; For whit!>, his cruel Bi other Cmtiry do- 
mineers, impoiiiig ijch burthens upon the Countrey-man that is now the oujeCt 
of caihicr.ci no:, and the abjcvl of his lordly Brotlier , who alio picks a qiiaiiti with 
Shuddery .aid admits not ofany rccoiu ihation till the Poor Merciiaiit had laiislitd liis 
Aval ite with lullin'^ iloie, lo that liith hate ;uid fear grew amoiigll ’em u.at .lil their 
Dell, ns were involv d in dark confuiion. Now though deceit, riot and tyranny 1 way a 
wliilc, aiiiul-feeing Maielty fits above, who in his own time retaliates in the cxCcinity 
and obliquity of jiiiiice. So it hapned : For upon a hidden, wlien they were moil ex- 
crciled lu viilany andleaR dreamr ofanaccoimr, God robes liimklf with clouds and 
Haihes teriour •, whereat the Seas multiply their iioife andfwcll Ibl'oiiiiidahly tiiat they 
threaten an univcrlal deluge: In tiic interim, the people are ama>Lcd vvilii horrible 
cracks of tiiundcr and I'uch thick ilalhes of lightning, tliat thccnii ails of the caiiji feem 
to galp and quake with terrour : which done,' in a moment the lea breaks o’rcher 
bounds, and in iileiice fvveeps away all creatures upon the earth, piiiginglliei thy the nalty 
fmell ol'their pollution. 

But God, who delights in Mercy Iiis great attribute, repenting him of his fcvcrity, 
refblvtsa^iain to furniih the earth with a new generation rcjile.at with morejmrity and 
pcrl'cdtioii. To w hich end he defeends and upon die Jiigli moiinuin called Meropurhutce 
commands to rife up, w'ho (though nil then uncreated; obeyed, and fo.th with 

worfliippcd iiis Maker. In like ibrt, at two other calls tame up l^'ijit/ty and Ruddery^ 
who performed tlicir obcyfance. Bnmaw had power given him to 1 1 eate other creatures ^ 
had order to prellrvc them *, and Ruddery fl l ength to nialiatrcand be Gods cxc- 
cutioiici , by intliCLing death, plague, ramine,dileales,\vai and the like milchiefs. Accord- 
ing to this appointment, thefe tliree new created Lords manage their particular ini- 
ploymcnt, to each of them a fet period of time being allotted to live upon earth : For 
Brimmst the ei^l tlie fetond Age in a fiery Chariot was tranllatcd ; y’tftncy conti- 
nues dpiiblchis ffic and then dies, leaving the illiie to (at the end of three 

times lb long commorance) to ddtrov the world, and lotraiillatl the fouls of ^iicn 
i nto a Garden of ravilhing delights, Elyjium. But ere this was a(conipUlh^» it to 
atquaintyou how came to furniih the eaith witlimoie inhabitants. TheShufier 
tells us that as Bremaw w'as nimin.iiing how lo adl, fuddenly he fell into a dcv pllecp 
ortr.'incc, .and ujioii recovery fell his body tiouUed lieyond mealurc, purpo: ting ionic 
immediate alteration; Nor did his apprcliciiliou deceive liimi lor lo, fortliwii.li his 
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body begun to fwcU, yea, fo great anguifli to afflidl him, tiiatinall points it re- 
fcmblcd a womans travel i and indeed it had Analogy, in that his bowels began to ex- 
tend more and more and his dolour to Lncrcalc, till (^aftcr great toil) the lecond fwcllitig 
found vent, broke, and delivered tlieir burthen, being two Twins, ofcachfex, whom 
he needed not give fuck unto, iii that by like miracle they immediately grew up to a per- 
feft nature, and were miraculoufly furniihed with language and education. Bretnm 
the Parent named them Manavf and Ceteronpaj whom after he had blelfed he fent Eaft to 
the great mountain Momderfiarvool, where ftraightway Cctcroupa brought forth three 
more Ions and as many daughters : the Boys Ihe called Priauretta, Outa>.apaHtha, and 
SoomeraHt\ t\icG\xles Cammah, Sounerett^y ^ndSumboo, The eldcft foil and daughter 
went Welt to a mountain called the two fcconds North to •, the two iall 

of each fex to Sufor s where they fo generated that they quickly peopled each their (juar- 
ter. Which done, God perceiving the hearts of men cnclinedto all forts of Sin, to 
give them diiedtions how to live vertuoully and avoid temptation, he left Heaven a 
while, and alighting on the high Mount Meropurbatecy thither he call’d Brcmrwy to 
whom he fpake many things out of a duskic darK cloud, now and then flafhing glimpfes 
ofliisMajelty, acquainting him why he deftroyed the firlt world, their fins provoking 
him ; and how he was rclolvcd never to do fo again : to that end he delivered 
a Book (the Shiver by name; divided into three Trails, dedicated to the three great 
Gaits •, the firlt containing Moral Precepts i the fecond the ceremonies of Worfliip i the 
third a divillon of them into three, witn peculiar inftruitions to each Calt or Tr i be. 

Their Moral Law (read and taught them by Bremaw out oft he Shitjhr ) has eight Com- 
mandments (molt of which agree with the leven which Rabbi Solomon iriyuNoah taught 
the World in his time, called tne Noaheudy, ) 

1. Tnou J^alt not dcltroy any living ci viiturc-, for thou and it are botli my crea- 
tures. 

2. Thou (halt not fin in any of thy five fciifcs : Thy Eyes not beholding vanity thy 
Ears to be ftopp’d in hearing eviU thy Tongue not to utter any filthinels y thy Pallat 
hating Wine, Flelh, and all other vive things, thy hands abhorring things defiled, 

Thou lhalt duly perform let times of devotion, as praying, wafliing, elevating, 
proltrating, &.c> 

4. Thou lhalt not lie nor dilllmblc. 

5. Thou lhalt not be hard-hearted but helpful unto others. 

6. Thou limit not opprcls nor tyrannize. 

7. Thou lhalt oblcrvc certain Fellivals and Fafiing.days. 

8. Thou lhalt not ftcal. 

Thele eight Precepts arc fub divided into four: each of the four old Cafts retaining 
them. Bramonand Shudderyy i. e. the Braminy and Bonny an arc tied to a molt fcvcrc and 
ftriiH: oblcrvancc in the decorum of their Wonhip. Cattery and Wyfe, i. e. the )ufticc and 
Labourer agree in theirs, irom whence it comes to pais, that the Priclls and Mer- 
chants (appropriating the firlt and ftcond to thcmfelvcs) are more fiiperllitious than 
the Calts of Souldicrs and Mcchanicks who alTume a liberty of Meats and Wine in va- 
riety. Notwitlillanding, all of them believe the Metempfycholis of whofe 

conceits we will parallel by and by with thefe Bamyans. In this place drawing your 
judgment to a remembrance of what is already related : wherein wc may pcrceiy e the 
delulioii Satan charms them with, whole cuftom it hath ever been to erect to himfelf 
Worlhipand Idolatry infome things (to make ’em more authentical) cohering with the 
Story ot our Bible and in imitation of the Jews. Now that this Shafter of the BantryAm 
is a depraved Story of the Bible, either introduced by fomc Jews liich time as Solomon 
traded to Ophir (near thefe parts 0 or from the Father of Lies, who iifimlly dictates 
to his Servants, is plain. For, fpeaking of the Creation of the World out of a Chaos y 
and forming of Poarous and Parcoatee fiicceflively, who fees not the nlludhig to Adam 
and Eve in this rcfcmblance ? Like that of Ovid and Platoy borrowed from the Firft 
Bookol Mefes his Pentateach’y which facred Pen-man lived Amo mmdi 2450. bcfoie

The Bannyihs arc commanded (as in molt hot Countries in all other Pagan Religions

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is obfervcd) to walh often. Firft, dawbing their naked Bodies with dirt and mud 
vthc Emblem of fin;) then diving three times in the water» their Faces turned to the 
Eaft:, lhaking a few grains of Rice asaThanksgiving to that Element for purging them. 

BMniameUStof$trfentcsMtoriemalenfiUmfec0mfertitm& junStis manibm wmt^ is obfervcd 
by Pope Puu jh^ndiu . A three-fold ducking and tri jpartitc thread i s hung at three holes 
in a Rone about tlic Neck, the Rice fixed each morn in an unguent of red paint befmear- 
ing the Forehead with a little white or yellow Sanders tempered with water, probably 
was an old praftice araongft the Heathen, and i s with them a Symbol of Baptifm, and fig- 
nifics friiitlulncfs : Their turning to the Eaft is in memory of the Judgment and Creation, 
and to adore the Sun and Moon in that they take them to be Gods Eyes, Sol omnia vidensf. 
ccHhf deleilabilif, full of purity, h(^ and nurture. But this their attending the blulhing 
Sun athisarifing, the elevation of their hands, murmurs, plalhingthe waiter in Magick 
order, diving, writhing, and.iding other fopperies, albeit we can with Solomon fay. 
It is a nleafant thino to behold the Sitn \ yet in this their View, hear them ceJndemned by a 
Ncighoour of theirs. Job that patient Edomite : If I beheld the Sun when irfhined, or the 
Moon Wdlkini^ inbrightnefs^ and my heart hath been fecrctly inticed, or my mouth hath l^ed my 
hand \ this ailfo were an inh^uity to be punijhed by the Jud^Cj for / jlwuld there^ have denied the 
Godwhich is above. And by the Pfalmift *, If we have for^^otten the Name of ^ur Cod, and hol- 
den up our hands to any ffiran^e God, pall not God ( who knows the fecrets of the heart ) fearch it 
out ? And 1 )V Mofes in the V^. of' Deuteronomy ftri(JtIy cautioned, Take heed unto your felves, 
left ye corrupt your felves by maktn^ a Grtwen Jmaae or the fimilittide of any Figure, 6(C. and left 
thou lift up thwe Eyes unto Heaven, and when thou feefi the Sun, Moon and Stars, with aU the Hefi 
of Hiavetty thou fiunddefi be deceived and worpto them, and ferve thofe things which the Lord God 
I tthmadeto ferve all Nattons under Heaven, CiL. And by Ez.ckiel, chap-S. verfe 20. the 
Hoafe of Judah for this kind of Idolatry was reproved. ^ 

Above nil, their Idolatry to Pagods (or Images of deformed demons) is obfcrvable: 
Placed thefe idols are in Chappels commonly built under the Bannyan Trees, ( or that 
Ltnfchot Arbor de Rays, or Tree of Roots *, WMter Ralciyh Fiew Indicus^ 
like that wWxchOtrdan calls Ceiba, growing in the WeJl.^Indies', or that the Spaniards cal} 
GordaJ a Tree of futh repute amonglt ’em, that they hold it impiety to abufe it, cither 
in breaking a branch or otherwife delating it*, but contrarily they adorn it with Stream- 
ers of Silkjand Ribbons of all forts of colours. The Pagods arc.of fundry rcfcmblanccs^ 
iiil'uch /liapeas Satan vifibJy appears unto them. Sedttlius, lib» 4. Carm. lays well, 

imagine falfa 

ytfibus humanis Magicas tribucrefigin'as. 

Ugly-faced, with long black hair, goggled eyes, widc-mouth’d, with forked 1>eard*, 
every way fo mif-fliapcn and horrible as fomewhat rcfcrables the old obfccnc forms of 
Pan and Priapus. 9 

Under thele Trees they artuatc their Idolatrous devotion : there they pay their Tythes 
and Offerings, receive the undion and fprinklings of fundry colour’d Powders: these 
they perform t Ceremonies, notice l)cing given by the loiind of a little dell : there they re- 
peat their Orifons, make Procclfions, fing and perform many Myftcricsi yea, 16 nu- 
merous grew their Idol Temples, that (till tlic Muli'uiinen mixt among them) each Vil- 
lage had its feveral Pagod, many of w^hich to th is day arc ftanding. One of the chief in 
Induflan was that at F’ariaw near Surrat ; another at Nigracut, wlicrc the Dowry is feel’d 
and paved with Gold, yearly vilited by many 1000 Bahnyans, who in way of devotion 
have uled to cut out part of their Tongues as a Sacrifice, and whereby to Ipeak the Sib- 
boleth better ever after. In Ja^annat a Town in Ben^aU is another of their Dewrys or 
Idolatrous Temples where for feven daysa Feftival isannually obfervcd : during which 
the Pagod is by the Tokires expofed to publick view, and in triumph carried through 
the Streets*, an idol of a monftrous ihape, placed upon a Chariot with eight wheels, 
drawn by above 100 Indians, who in great fwarms repair thither in devotion, and fomc 
out of zeal call: themfclves in the way and arc cruflit to death, hereby cxprelfing a volun- 
tary Sacrifice to the Devil. At Tanafferi alfo fometimes loouoo Indians go naked into 
Ganges, and bowing their Bodies, with their hands they throw the water aloft as an 
Offering to the Sun, which they Hr<>rffiip : others of note arc at Banner at upon Ganges, at 
Eebarpore, JoHamexet, Elakat, Sibalr^Bd other places. Part of their Religion confifts in 
invocating holy Men famoufed for vertiie. Hovvbcit the Cow is of meut efteem with 
them : They have the Cyreman or fy£gyptian Goddefs for an example, the Image of a 
Cow *, which fignified th||TilI^e that prclcrvcd. them (by Serapts, hfr Joftph^s pru- 
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dcncc) from that memorable Famine mentioned in G^rufis. In Wars the Cntteriis or 
Radieas only call upon Bemohem ; the rich upon Adycajfcr\ the poor upon Syer-^ the la- 
bourers upon Gur;ner \ the married upon Hwrmomtty ike. Moreover, they alrl-a Pilgri- 
mages to Rivers, efpecially Congo, as they call Ganget which is more venerable than any 
other, in that (as they fay) Bremaw frequented it, and that it has (at Siho^t where it 
fpringsoutof aRock; aHcad in form of a Cow ( which they little Icfs than worfliip, 
not only in refpedl of her fruitfulncTs but in imitation ^^itmaybe) o[ the t^gyftio^ 

a nfd Ox-,) Idolatry fo notorious, that it feems ftrangc, what Eufebins in ins 6,ltb. of 
Euanp. prop, copy 9 - alhrms, That the 5rr« by their Laws piohibitMurdert Adultery? and 
adoration of Idols ■, That the Brachmans cat not any thing animate, chink no it tong li- 
quor, arc free from pallion, imploy their time in the whole lervice ofthe great God, 
avoidingthe adoration of Idols: Albcitthere are Indians in the fame Region, \v!io de- 
file themlclvcs vAth Idolatry, and liich vices as moll Nations punilh : Yea, the Ptrfi ms by 
a Law did allow of inceftuous Marriages \ which wasfo loathfoinc to the neighbour Na- 
tions as they branded them with the Name o[' Ad^ujfcesy than which a more odious Name 
could not be given any. But how much tliefc placcsare now altered from thole CaiH oms 
will appear by the obfervation wc Ihall make in travelling amongft thofe Nations. To 
return : Thele Bannyans walh oft, and thereby liippole thcmfelvcs purified from lin i^and 
dirti; in reciuital enriching her Womb with Gold and jewels, hoping to thrive the 
betUT; cfpccially, when they arc fick, thirlUng to have their moutlis moiftmd with a 
drop of that holy water \ which is no lefs valuable than if it immcdiat'-iy flowed out of 
Paradife. 

In Baptifin the Priefts Children and Merchants (that isto lay Bramins and Bannyans) 
anoint with Oyl, and clcatife with Water : The prophancr fort as they call Men of War 
and ManufaLlures have only Wat.r with the point of a Pen oppofed to rheir Forehead, 
as wi filing that God would write good things there*, to which the company fay Amen, 
Their Marriagvsrne fomerimes at fcvcii years old, but cohabit not till ten*, if any dye 
unmarried, they conclude him unhappy*, lb that oft-limcs tliey marry them when dwAd, 
afore they be bur icd. An opinion probably borrowed from the Hebrews of old, whole 
Rabbins, from that Precept to Adam mentioned in i.Gen. iH. Crefcne & midiiplicamini & 
replete terram, make this inference or comment u])on tire Text, mairimon/nm mn con- 
trahunty partem nonhabent in feetdo future ", the unmarried have no part or portion in the 
Woild to come*, adding withal. Homo, quinon habetVxorem, Homo non efi: a polition 
the Bramin ma kt s iiie of, to jull iJie their Marriage Cullomc. Tire Ma rr jage-cei emonies 
are noi many nor frivolous : the Boy rides about the Town attended witli luch little ones 
as can ride, robed w ltli jewels, Scarfs, &c. one day, the Bride the next with a like 
train of Virgins no Ids richly attired: The Bride and Bridegroom arc known and di- 
Itinguiihcd Irom the rdl by their Coronets, the Ceremonies arc celebrated by Kettle- 
drums, Trnmi)ets, Pageants and the like. The Bride has no Monty Portion, for they 
hold it contemptible ; only f'ome jew'ds and Uiiiaes of Gold, inch as they that day arc 
attired with*, U dare not lav, thofe or Marriage-gifts mentioned by //ewer. y. 
iliad. and others.; The Wedding is thus : A Fire is intcrpolcd, intimating the 
purity and heat of tlicir aHcdions, atilkenftriiig circles both their bodies as the Hiero- 
glyphick of Wcdlot k ; then a Linen Cloath is put betwixt them, in token that till then 
they were unknown to one another in nakcdnel's. This done, the Bramiii blcfies them, 
prays that ihc may prove as gentle and fruitful as a Cow *, the Cloth is torn away, the 
Itring untied, and then they are one anothers ever after. Thcfe never marry out ot their 
Own Gafts*, Bramins marry the Daughters of Bramins ; Cuttery’s the Daughters o( Cut- 
Shuddery’s, Shuddery's", «'ind IVyfes not only lb, but allb conl'pei c in their own 
1 1 adcs, as Taylors, the Daughters of Taylors *, Barbers, P-arbers Daughters, crc. And, 
contti^y totheciiftome of Mahometans, their Wives live not under much liihjcClion. 

In Ijckncfs they call upon Marrawn (an Epithctc of God^ cxprclfiiig mercy: If they 
perceive he is going the way of all flclli, then they open his hand and moiften it with 
holy w'ater, water of Ganges. W'hen dead, they walh the Carcafsand cany it hleiuiy 
to the water-fide, where they utter two or three words to that Element, fiicn hum his 
body in fweet Wood or Spices which as earth mixes with the Corj)s, and throwing tlie 
allies into the River think they havegiven every Element liispcenliar due, and lb dcpait 
well iarisfied. The Prieft prefents his Son the Roll of hisdeccafed Fore Fat heis, and 
bids him fulfil ihc Ceremonial Law of deploring for ten days, neitlici uling his Wife, 
laughing, cixim^Opiumiiov Betele, putting on no clean Cloatlis nor 0>l on’s head, but 
that day Monih \ early ever after make a Feaft, and pay a complemcntal vilit to thar 
River whit li di unk his Fathers Allies. Oft-times the Vjile vto expreis her love) incinc- 
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rates her felf at that time her Husbands body rs burned. They afieO; no fccond Mar. 
riages, the and Wyftt eiccci^. Now the reafon why they burn their dead, is 

either in imitation of thofe recorded by the Prophet Amos 6. lo. or in way of pity, left 
the Enemy ftiould offer it fomc villany i or if buried it would ft ink, and fo putrifie the 
Grafs and make Kinc unhealthy, bchdes, out of their Carcafes would ifluc Worms, who 
(for ought they know) may ftarve when the dead body is confumed, and that ftiould prove 
a fin inexpiable. 

The BrMmns arc of 82 Gafts or Tribes *, the Vertm are of a higher degree but fewer 
’ in number ^ their Habit is a Girdle of anAntclops skin tyed about their igiddle, a thong 
of the fame hide reaching from the neck to the left arm, being clfewhcre naked ; fomc 
of them wear a three-fold thread, reacliing from the right Ihoulder to the left arm, 
others three fmallftrings of Silk upon their Heflias low as their waift, which ierves as a 
badge of their Profellioii, and either in memory of the three Sons of the fccond Crea- 
tion, or of p4r4 J?r4»wM4 and his three Sons, by them adored ; upon tlicir head they 
wreath fomc fine white Callico, in which tlicir hair is neatly plaited •, in tlieir Ears they 
wear Gold Rings, Ibmetimcs fa with Stones ot priLc: they marry but once, faftftridly, 
drink moderately, walh frequently, and by the other Seds arc highly reverenced. 

The emeries allume a greater liberty *, for being men of War tiicy fcruplc not to ftied 
blood, c.it liclli, and 10 appear libidinous ; they arc for the molt part called R^jaes or 
great merr, liavc iix andtnirty Gafts, from fonie of which none of them but is dc- 
fcciidcd : Of thefe are the Tribes ot Dodepitchaesy fome being Cbawah, fomc Solenkses, 
fomc E'a^daesy Ibmc Fi^littersy^nd fome Par amors : Of long times they have been Owners 
of Jndojianty the lalt ol which by Aladm a Potan King of Dtllyy had. wrefted from him 
(jHzjutrat \ iince when, moft of the remainder is taken away from them by the .flue of 
Tamerlane : At this day they tall ihcmfclves^4jJ>pe«« (or Sons of Kings) and live law- 
lefs to the Moors j the chief of which, at this day, are Rana Rad^ee Mardoaty Radga 
Surmtd-geey Rasa Berimjliawy Mahoheucharsy Radta Barmstlgee, Radgea Ramn^ar, Radgea 
Jooh'yJeffifsghy Tijsmrfhgy 2xsd Manfinghy &c. And thUe being Vor the greateft part 
mountaineers arc rude and of a more warlike diipolition than thofe civilized Indians 
that live in Cities, and inhabit the Champain Countries^ and tiiencc it is that they va^ 
lue neither the Potans nor the Sulhchrs, which be the fighting men among Mahometam. 

The Sbudderyes or Bamyans arc Merchants, and (^contrary to tlicir name, whitli ligni- 
fies liarmlcls) arc the mo'll crafty people throughout India. Full of jihlcgraatick fear 
they be and fiiperllitioii ; They arc indeed merciful, grieving to fee other people fo 
hard-hearted as to fccduponFiib, Flclh, Raddiih, Onions, Garlick, and fuch things as 
either have life or rcfcmhUincc of blood. They lor their parts will not kill lb much as 
a Loufe, a Flea, aKakarotii,or the like, Pion aftti eras aarmsmante diluvium, faith Cp- 
mefiwy but contrariwilc buy their liberty of fiitli Sailors, and others, as of ncccflity 
muft crufti them : yea, they have Hofpitals for old, lame, lick or ftarved Creatures, 
Birds, Bcafts, Cits, Rats, or the like *, and have 110 worfe memo overfee them than the 
PuJheUnsy the belt relpecTed forts of Bramins. Thcfc are of Pythagoras his doiftrina* 
ting, believing the Maempfyehofts or tranfanimation or paflkgcot Souls into Bealls: 
As for example y the Souls of Drunkards or Epicures into Swine •, the lullful and ince- 
ftuous into Goats and Oogs^ the Diflcmblers into Apes, Crocodiles, and Foxes; the 
lazy into Bears ; the wrathful intoTygers’, the proud into Lions', the blood-thirfty in- 
to Wolves, Ounces, Snakes*, the perjur’d into Toads, and the like*, but the Souls of 
good men, abftemious, pitiful, and courteous, into Kiiie,Buflalacs,Sficcp, Storks, Doves, 
Turtles, &c» An opinion memoriz’d by Ovtd, 15. Metamorph,

And in juftification of this opinion they have the bell learned amongft the Heathens, no 
Icfs than Plato himlHf for their inftrudtor ; whotoperfwade men that the Soul was iim 
mortal, and that there was pma and praminm after this life, feigns thcMetcmpfycho ls of 
the fouls of men into liees and Ants, if good ; into Wolves and Dogs, if bad, &c. winch 
nevcrthelei's he profeffes he neither believes for truth himfclf, nor takes (br any other 
than a Fittioiu

The laft Scft or Caft of Gentiles arc the Wifes\ a name, albeit derived from'lV*/^ the 
youngeft Ton of Pohtohs and Farcoouey yet in their tongue properly fignifics a labour- 
ing man: Thefebe of two forts, the Wife and the CooUe\ the firft trees' with the Ban- 
nyan in abftinencc, the other of late years not forbearing to eat any manducablc Crea- 
ture*, the purer fort arc fubdivided into other 36 Calls. 

The rcfult of all is, that thefe four Gafts in time grew fb impious that God required 
BiuUery to command ablaft of wind to fweep away that Generation *, which accordingly 
he did : That tempeft raged fo violently that the Mountains and Rocks were hurled and 
tofledto and fr^ like dull: or tennis-balls*, the Seas were turned out of their courfc, yea 
holy Ganges out of her Channel, wherein all (lave a very few honeft men and women 
which were fpared and left to replenifli) in that tempeft pcrifticd : this was the fccond 
confufion. Soon after, God gave them a King (propagated from the feed of the Bray- 
ttwns ) called Ducerat who begat Ramy fo famous for piety and high attempts, that to 
Ss day his name is honoured *, iiifomuch that when they fay Ram Ramcy ’tis as if they 
Ihould fay, jill (rood betide yoH> 

Now to (hew the imbecillity of mans nature, in procefs of time the world again grew 
abominable ; lb that Ruddery commands the earth to open and fwallowdown quick thofe 
ungodly wretches, a few excepted, who the third time people the Earth with humane Inha- 
bitants*. Then (asBremaw had formerly) Fiftneythc Mediator of mercy afeended 
another Jpea) into Heaven, leaving Rudde^ to over-rule this Age of Iron-, at the 
end of which he alfo will be rapt intoParadilc* Thefe four Ages they call Cartain, Dh- 
auper, T etrajooy and Kolee. 

Touching the laft judgment they hold it fhall be more dreadful than the other*, the 
Moon will look red as blood, the Sun will flicd his light like purling Brimftonc *, after 
which will follow an univcrfal liaftiing of fire with loud thunders *, then a flamy rednefs 
will orefpread the Heavens, and the four Elements (of which the world confifts) fhall 
maintain a dreadful fight, fo long and fo fiercely one againft another, that at laft all 
will be revolved into a dark confufion. The fouls of fuch as were good men Ruddery is 
to tranfjwrt into Heaven, the wicked mull perilh ; but the bodies of both rife no more, 
as they teach, being too incredulous of thcRcfiirrcdion. 

Now albeit thefe people, in a continued fories of ignorance, believe that their Shafier 
was immediately from God s yet that it is grounded upon tradition, and patched out 
of Hiftorics jewifh and gentile, 1 have already (hewed*, both what is in imitation of 
the holy Scripture, and from the rule and pradife of other Nations : and we may add, 
that their burning the dead is borrowed from Ames 6. 10. their marriage after death 
{loaiCerinthM and Marcyon old Hereticks who ufed to bapme after death in cafe they 
vyere not pre-baptiz’d : the thread tripartite hung about their neck, is a myftcrious 
denotation of the Trinity*, Rice and painting in their forehead not only a fymbol of 
Baptifmbut in imitation of the Star Remfham fixed in the brow of the idol Moloch or of ^ 

- JuliM Cafar as an embleme of immortality. See alfo in how many things they concur 
with Pythagoras (to this day famous among them. ) Thele Bramins in moft places affedl 
filence *, for five years they arc not fullered to (peak in the Schools, but underftand one a- 
nothcr very much by dumb fignes *, they adore toward the Sun *, honour Angels *, ob- 
Icrve a Munday Sabbath h abttain from fecond marriages, (fomc from the firft) affeft 
white garments, loath coughing, fpitting and the like *, forbear fwcaring and blafphemy, 
fhun pleafure, drink water, believe the tranfinigration of mens fouls into beafts, offer 
inanimate facrifices, deny the bodies refurredion, hate to touch a pot or cup with 
their mouth but rather pour the liquor in at a diftance, reverence Elders, cat nor drink 
with men of other Religions, ufc walkings much, touch no unclean thing , and many 
other, in little or nothing differing with the jyths^oreans as may be gathered out of 
Jefefhttsy Suidasy Philoy and Others. 

For variety fake, turn we now to another fort of Gentiles in Snrrat and Gkzxjtrat, 
called Perfees, who are a people defeended out of Perfia, banilht hither (to avoid Ma- 
hometry and circumcifion) upon the death of valiant JezAgird the PerpanKin^ who died 
Anno Dm.6y%. or thereabouts j whofe life and dodrine (as it is gathered from the 
Darw or Priefts of this Sed, by Mr. Lerdy a Minifter for fome years relident in the 
Fadory of Snirraty with what 1 gathered there my fclf ) take briefly as followeth. 

Into India thefe Perfees came (fiich time as Omar the lecond ChstUph after Mahomet fub- 
jeded Perfia) in five Itmks from Iafiqnez.y failing to SinT4r, where after treaty with the*” 
j^njeaes and Bannyans they got leave to plant*, and living peaceably to cxercife their Re- 
union. A Religion, if I may fo call it, deduced from the reign of Gufiafp who was Kii^ 

^ Perfia Anno Mnndi 3 500, before our Saviours Incarnation 500 years, written in their 
Zundan/afiarp (or La w-book ) to this purpofe. ^uch

Such time as Gtifiajf (the 14 of TrrfiA from Kojomarraz,^ by fome thought Noah) 
fwayed the Imperial bccptci , it chanced that Efpimaman and Dodoo two poor people, 
man and wife^ by extra Aioii, lived long together in good repute,. but wiiiiout 
Fortunes bleliiiigs, citlier as to Ellate or Children; Howbeit, upon prayer a 

Son wasgivLii neri who in hisconccj)tion piomilld (by fome rare and Icarful dreams 
the mothej hatched) great matters, not only to tlie alloiiilliment of his parents, but 
ama/ement of tncCfciw^King, who ,outof jcalonlieanddifpoftion to credit any report) 
\biK!ii 10 prevent all danger ))y killing or poy foiling him : but (to llievv a liipcrior pow- 
ei lv\ays, and never milles to acromplilh its deligns though by man nevci^ 10 much op- 
pugned; noihihg could'do him harm •, yet fearing his parents ruinc, ^nd to cafe tnc 
Kingol iiisfcar, they conicnr togivcO&/»4 a farcwcl, and fcck a iecurer abode ina re- 
gion more remote, where tliey might more freely live and meditate. 

Far tlicy travelled, many rare things they fa w, paft over many great Rivers on foot; 
foi Zenooj} (lb was this young Prophet named ; turned them into folid Icc, and after 
thawed them at his plea 1 11 re, and many rare adventures found, fall which are here 
omitted, in that Religion isthc mark wefhoot at) not Haying long in any place till tluy 
arrived wiPirjm, where they relied and intended to fettle. Zmoofl (as good men uib; 
liieiit mollot ills time in meditation : biitoblcrving thcdilbrdcr of mens living, forrow 
overcame Inm , and finding the place he was in not fit for Rev Jations, away he goes, 
without reftingtiil he came Lnio adark Valley which was obfeured by two lol'ty Moun- 
tains, a ibiitary and fit plat e for meditation. Tlierc he ingeminates his murmurs, with 
dijeded eyes, creded i1a^d^, and knees bended i when io, an Angel whole face was 
moic coiukant than the bun, in thi^ manner falutcs hin. \\m\ Zcriopfl\ inaiiofGoJ, 
wiiat wouldell tnou ?

Being paft the Elenunt ofFirc and tiic high- 
ei Ouhs as faith their Ztmduvajlaw j he was prrlenicd before a Sujn cme vvlio was arrayed 
with luch refulgent glor) that (till lie had Airds eyes put iuio his head) he could not 
ga/.e upon filch a dazimg Majelly. 'ihere ho itvcived nis Laws (iio place but Heaven 
will I'jrvcio ktch Pinlolbphy from, toconverie with men Lantius to Socrates) 
uttered by the Almigntj'', , whole words wc;e cncompallcJ with tlamcs ofFirc, ) fuch 
Laws, liiiii iccrofs, as loiiic of tneni arc not to be pronnilgated. Zertoofi h'si^orc his 
rciiirn makes this requeft, that hein\ ht live fo loiig as the W orld endured, in that 
pioira.l ol tinieth. eauer to make allilie p'.ople of the eai ih imbrace his dodlriue : but 
Ins iimjilicity being pitiwd, and in aMirroui tlicreilcx of time, Lmifer^ craft, mans 
imferY, and other mjltcricsr.veal d, loo.i aitc- dhi^ vain dehre *, lothat having wor- 
IhipiK J, and taken the Ztt.idavujiaw in ins Lft i.and, with fome c cleft iai Fire inhis right, 

Jiithamart Jmjl’aafpaa his goou Angel, » who clclt tlic air with his golden wings; he 
• was>as in a trice; let dovviiin that lame valley where ihcTjiirit formerly Ibundiiim. 

ZertooJ} liaving tlius armed himfeif againft temptations, bidding his IJermitage 
farev-v lI navels homeward to publilh iiis Law. Satan (who all tiic while looked alquirit 
upon Zertooft ) iX)Oux%io f ducc him, and after a jlioit c:a life lor his rude intriilion pro- 
felles himfeif his unfeigned friend, alluring him the oihu Angel had deluded him that 
God in no wife delighted with Zertoojis dclign fulficiently exjireflcd as much hy fuirering 
him to withdraw lb quickly i the denying his requeft argued Gods neglect ot him ■, liis 
travel to retlaim the world was vain, mens minds lb clorcd ujk)!! plcafurci his Book 
wasftult with lies, and that in pubiiiliing it Ihaine would be his rewaid ^ his Fire wik a 
inert iJefs Element ulllcfs in thole hot Regions : Concluding, that if would de- 

pend upon liim he would furnilh him with all delights, honours and plcnfures inwgi lia- 
ble, give him power to do miracles, fo as lie ijiigiii l)c woriliippcd a^ a God ; which 
il' he f efufed he was but limple and in no wife worthy iiis ( iiai it) . 

Zertooji perceiving the tempter w'as no belter than L;/c/i>-, bad him avoid; and to 
his addition of terrour call to mind how by his impiety Ik loli 1 le.iven,ai'.d how malice 
made him delirous to draw othcis into like damnation^ the P.ouk lie fo fiofi at Ihould 
condemn him, tliat Fiie torture him and all ii-ch black mourli d dciraLlois as himfeif. 
Whereupon the Fiend vaiiilhcd i and Zmw/at Jciigih arrives! vs here he found jtis Pa- 
rents who receivedhim with unexprclfiblcgkadntfs:, to whom lie imparted his palVed for- 
tunes and intentions. Vodoo his Mother imagining it a c rime uncxpiablc that fo excel- 
lent a Prophet Ihould longer be concealed, grwv lb tianlported that without longer 
circumHance Ihc blazons abroad the Jlory of hei drrams and bistou'-cjuicjn, cwiiinli- 
afms, vibons, the excellency of his Book, and the authoi ity he had to publilli it. The 
people admire what they heard; fo as Guftafp the Ferjiati King having notice thereof 
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a*nd defiring to fee the man, and enquire into the truth, fends for him^ and after fomc 
difeourfe is fo well Jatisfied, that forthwith wavering in his former Religion he judges 
Ztrtoofts better. Which hidden perfwahon ib dcjcd;ed the Arch-Hamen, chat he forth- 
with invents all ways polTible to reclaim the King. To effect it, firft he bribes Zertoofls 
Servants to convey under his Bed the bones of dead Carcafes, things hateful to the 
Perfian ; and then poflclfes the King that this ftrangcr was a banilhed man of an im- 
pure converfation, witnefs the ftuffing the Bed he ilcpt upon. The King hereupon 
being brought to view that natty deceit, and finding the report true, firft abominates 
him and then flints him into a loathfome dungeon : but this mifery of his endured not; , 
for the King having aHorfe of great account deadly ill, propofes great rewards to 
any could recover him : none durll undertake it fearing the penalty, till Zertooft gi- 
ving him a drink recovers him i an ad lb acceptable to that the Prophet was 

rcceivi into grace again, whereby he had the readier way to dilcovcr the Flaraens 
knavery *, and having thus vindicated his own integrity, had the opportunity to pub- 
lifti ins dodrinc, which by fomc miracles intermixt, was cfpccially by the vulgar fort 
credited. 

It chanced that the King (either ftimulated by his Church-men or judging Zertoojl 
able to do any thing; calls for him, profelling his propcnlity to be of his Religion, 
conditionally he would grant him four things *. Firft, that he might never dye •» Second- 
ly, that he might attend Heaven and defeend as often as he lifted ; ThirO^:, that he 
might know what God had done and intended; Fourthly, tliat his body might be in- 
vulnerable. 

Zertooft amazed at thefe unrcafonablc demands, and perceiving it other wife impofli- 
blc to have his Dogmata’s received, tells the King, That for one man to liave all tiiofe 
properties was to be God more than man ; that the King fliouid have the liberty to 
chufe any one for himfclf, and the other three ihonld be diftributed to any other three 
he Ihould pleafe to nominate. Which being accepted, Guftafp makes the fecond his 
choice, that he might attend and defeend at plcafiirc ; to know the fecrets of Heaven 
was granted to the Kings Church-man*, to live for ever was conferred upon Pifchitort^ 
f the Kings cldcll Sonj who (they fay) lives yet upon Damoarfs high Mountain, guar- 
ded by ^irty Spirits to forbid others the entrance, and left by fcttlng foot upon that 
holy ground they alfo Ihould live for ever : to be free from hurt was granted Efpmdu.r the 
Kings youngclt Son : After which the Znndavaftaw was opened, the new-broach’d 
Dodrine read, and univcrfally accepted of. 

The Ziffidavaftaw then has a thrcc-lbld divifion*, the firft treats of judicial Aftrology, 
called Aftoodetcr^ and committed to' the care of thofe they call Jefopps, i. c. Sages : 
The fecond of Natural Philofophy is ftudiedby i. c. Phyfitians i Thclaftis 

a compound of Religion named (from the Inventor) Zertooft, kept by the Daroos, i. c. 
Predicants : Each of which three contain feven Chapters. 

The Zcrfwj? alfo confifts of three parts, pointing at three feveral forts of Men, Lay- 
men, Clergy, and Arch-bilhop : to every of them it enjoins an inercafe of Command- 
ments *, to the firft Ibrt five*, to the fecond eleven *, to the third thirteen. 

The Behedins or Lay-mens Precepts arc five, wc. 

1. To chcrifli lhamefac’dnels*, a vertuc deterring all forts of ugly vices, as pride, 
revenge, theft, adultery, drunfccnncfs, and perfidy. 2. To cheriih lear. 3. To pre- 
meditate what they arc to do *, that if bad, they may rejed ; if good, obferve it. 4. Each 
days firft objed to be a memento of Gods love to urge their gratitude. 5 . To pray daily 
to the Sun, and nightly to the Moon, as the two great Lamps and WitnclTes which be 
moft oppofite 10 the Devil who delights In darkneft. 

The eleven given to the Herboods, Daroes or Pricftstopradifearctlicfo (the other 
alfo of the they obferve*,) 1. Tobcconftanttothat formof wor^hipintheZ/l»- 

d<n/4)?<w mentioned. 2. Not to covet what belongs to another. 3. To abhor lies. 
4. Not to be worldly minded. 5, To lairnthc Ztmdavaftatn by rote. 6 . Tokeepthenu 
felv es free from pollution. 7. To forgive injuries. 8 . To teach the Laity how to com- 
port themfelves in adoration. 9. To liceufe Matrimony, 10. To be frequent at 
Church.

Tnat the Tyrechc. ever kindled till 
Fire deftroy the Univerlci and that he pray over it. This is die fum and fubftance of 
the Zimdavaji which Zertooft brought from Hcav cn. A word of their Feail 5,, Falls, Wed- 
dings, and burials. 

They are tolerated moll forr.s of Meat*, ncvcrthelcfs (in obedience to the Mahome- 
tan and Bannyari, 'mongll whonuhey live) they refrain Beef and Hogs-iiellr, howbeit 
the Ralhboots catthclaft. TIK7 fcldom feed together, left they might participate one 
anotlicrs impurity ^ Each has his own Cup, foas if any of his own Call ciiancc to ule it, 
the other walhcs it three rimes and forbears it a while after. Six Iblemn Feftivals they 
yearly obferve*, the full called A£rditferum is kept the 15. ol Fere or February-^ 2. Pent- 
fahan on the 26. of Shernar or Jpril *, 5. Tatrum on the 2f). of MJjar or AF.y 4. Medc- 
ar/m on the if), of I)eh 5. PJomefpctamadum on the 30. ot SphuUmud or OJo- 

ber \ 6. Medujan on the 1 1, ol Adebefe or December j all of them in memory of the Cre- 
ation and monthly benefits. After each of thefe Fcafts they cat but one fmall meal a 
day for five days after \ and whenlb:vcr that Lay-men cat any FIclii, they bring part to 
their Eggarce or Temple to paciuethc Lord, in that for tiieir lultcnaiK c the lives of 
thofc good Creatures arc annihilated. Now coin ei ning the Fire they adore, 'tis in me- 
mory of that which Zertooji brought from Heaven •, wherein they memor izc the Wdlais, 
or rather apillily imitate the Jewtjhhxw (the Uevil as near as may bj dcliriug to counter- 
feit the bell.) in Levit-tb. 6 . V. 13. where Vis commanded that the Fire (that came from 
Heaven) lliould be ever burning upon the Altar, and never go out. And as to this Firc- 
worlliip, vve find in Story that it has been more anciently ufed in Perfia tliaii what is here 
aferibed by the Zimlavafi to Zertoofis time being probable, that as the bor- 

rowed that idolatry from the PerJiMfs, lb from the Greeks was it borrowed by tlie Veltal 
Romans. \n perftaxkvi^ had many Pyree\ moftof which were deftroyed by licracUat the 
Roman Entperor, during his Wars with Kozjrhoes ]^at which time Mahomet ferved in his 
Army.) Some to this day arc remaining, having (as they report) the Idolatrous Fire 
from 1000 years unextinguilhed. \nJndba alfo the banilht Perfec have their Eggarccs *, 
one of which is at Nancery, whofcFire has continued this 200 years, if report lay true. 
Where note, that this their Godfire is not compofed of common combuiliblcs, as Wood, 
Straw, Coals, Slates, &c. nor blown by any Bellows, Breath of Man, wafting or like 
prophanc things *, but compounded of Sparks flying from a hot burning temper’d Steel, 
and lijji^lcd cither by Lightning from Heaven, of by Beams from aburning-glafs, and the 
like ^^r, fuch only is proper for that their Antisbehcraitn or Idol-fire. 

Butvif it chance the Fire have need of chcrifhing, the Diftoere and other Lay-men (at 
twelve foot diftance) furj«><!Rf 0 iClr DcSQ||i^d after Tome mimickgellurestlicPricfts 
add fom|Artj?fJ&jel, and returning to tneother people fall to their worlhip, bcfecch- 
ing tha^&y not only give it due reverence, but honour iblcmnly all other things 
that reftafiblc it ; as Sun, Moon, Stars’, yea, and common Fire, which alfo they fo di- 
vinely eftcem of, that they hold it an impious thing to fpit upon it, throw water into 
it, or put it to any vile or unncceflary ufcj but give a more than common refped to 
Wood, and fuch things as it receives life and vigour from. Ignis peremU ’tis call’d by 
Strabo Itb- 1 y. J^nis Dens ante omnes Perfij habetnr, Fife was principally worlhipt by the 
Ter fans, fdec Ignem in nfns ordinaries deftinatnm pottaere andebant Perfa inmnnditiis, not 
daringtopollutc with any unclean thing the Fire appointed for common ulls, faith the 
Hiftorian. Now albeit thefe people fay tlieir Anceftors firft pradifed this form of 
Wor/hipy we find in Story that the Fire was in divine efteem with the CaUeans fuch time 
as Abram dwelt at 'L'r, and then in equal veneration with the Pecans. This holy Fire 
was carried by the Flamcns in the Van of the Army when Darins fought at Arbela againft 
Alexmtder^ and continued un-put out for many Generations ; Ephefiions Funeral ex- 
cepted. 

Raptifm. The Baptifm of theft Heathen Idolat< 3 *s is of this nature : So foon as one is born, the 
Daroe is called upoa? who delays not, but being inftruded in the prccifc time of his 

Nativity, 
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Nativity, calculates his Fortune: the Daroo gives the Name the Mother alFcnting to it. 

This done, they together haftc to the Eggarcc, where the Prieft puts a little water into the 
bark of a Tree, the name of which the place it grows in TetJiB, City in P^fia 

not far from Spahavpnj^Trcc Zfrwo/?blefled(and in this very memorable, if we may believe 
thefc people, that it never admits of any lhadow ; ) the water out of this hallowed rind 
being poured upon the Infant, a Prayer is then made that it may be cleanfed from impu- 
rity. At'fcvcn years of age the Child is confirmed by the JOaroo and"taught ro fay his 
Prayers over the Fire (but with a cloath faftned about his head whic h covers his mouth" 
and iiollrils leit his finful breath might offend their Deity •, ) after which he drin]% s a lit- 
tle cold water, chaws a Pomgranat leaf, walhcs in a Tanck, cloaths his body with a 
fine Shuddero reaching to his waltc, ties a zone of Culhee about his loins woven with 
Inkle of the Herboods making, (which he wears ever after*,) and after alhort Pra'jcr 
that he may never prove an Apoftate, but continue a Firc-worlhipper ; that he may cat 
no mans meat, nor drink any mans diink but his own ‘, he is ever after reputed a true 
Believer. 

Their Marriages are diftinguilhed into five orders, i. ShauUny which is a marrying 
of two young Children, agreed upon by the Parents unknown to tlie Children i the ve: - 
tue being, tliat if either dye they go to Heaven. 2. Chockrrfony which is a fecond mar- 
riage. "3. Codefierahafafty when the Woman is her own chulcr. 4. Ecksatiy when a 
dead body (not being married before) is to one alive married. Ceurfaff, when ha- 
ving no Sons he adopts his Daughters Son, &c. The Ceremony is this : At midnight 
the Daroo or Prielt enters the Houle (for they wed not in Churches.) and finds tnc Bride 
and Bridegroom placed upon a Bed together *, oppotite to each, two Chiirt h mt n Hand 
with Rice in their hands (the Emblem of fruitlhlncfs*,) when firll on lays Ins fore- 
finger on the Brides fore-head, and asks if Ihc be willing to take that man U ) be her Hus- 
band ■, who faying yea, the like rite and queftion is by the otlier Prieft made to the man *, 
who a fter the li ke anfwer makes a promife to enfeoff her in a certain number of Dyna’ » ^ 
to which in a grateful manner the Bride replies, Ihe and all Ihc has are his : the Priefts 
thereupon throw Rice upon their heads, praying that they may multiply as Rice: the 
Womans Parents give the dowry, and eight days arc ufually foent in jovial merriment. 

Their Funerals thefe : They neither burn nor bury their dead \ but having firft put the £uriais< 
body into a windiiig-lhcct, all the way as they pafs towards the Grave his kindred beat 
tlicir breafts, but with little noife, till they come within 50, or 100 paces of the burial- 
place: where thcHcrbood meets them, ufually attired in a yellow Scarf, and on his head 
wearing a thin Turbant. The Neceffelars or Bearers carry the Corps upon an Iron Bier 
(for Wood is forbidden in that it is dedicated to the Fire) to a little Shed, where (fo 
loon asfome myftiqucs arcaded) they hoife it up to the top of a round Building, fome 
of which are twelve foot high, and eighty in circuit : the entrance is moft part at the N. 

JS.fidc, where through a fmaU Grate they convey the Carcafs into a Monument*, good 
Men into one, bad into another: ’tis flat above, open to the air, plaiftercd with white 
loam, hard and linooth like that of Paris -y in the midft thereof is a hole defeending to 
the bottoiTi,madc to let in the putrefadion ilfiiing from the melted bodies, which arc there- 
upon laid naked in two rows or ranks, expoftd to the Suns rage, and appetite of raven- 
ing Birds, wfiolparenot to devour the flclh of thefe Carcalfcs, tearing alundcr and de- 
forming them in an ugly fort*, fo that the abominable ftink of thofc unburied P.odics 
(in fome places 300.) is fo loathlbmc, that (did not a defire to fee ftrangc lights allure 
a Traveller) they would prove much worfefeen than fpokenof. The dillikc the 
expreft at my taking a view of this Gol^othay* made it appear they do not delight that it 
Ibould be feen by ftrangers. A rare, yet no new way of burial y for 1 find the like men- 
tioned by Strabo in his 15. lib. fayii^ oitheBrachmsou, The br^dmansy an iwefiuous race, 
being deady defire to be expofed to the Birds y as to the mblefi fart of burial. Nor is it other wife 
now than it was in ancient times, moft Nations uling alevcral fort of burial^ for Luci- 
an in his difeourfe de Luclu hath this obfervation *, The Greeks burn , the Perfians bury *, 
the M^t^wbelmear with Hogs-greafe; the Scythiarts cat, or hang them upon Trees ; the 
powder*, the embalm*, the Gangetitjues drown*, the Narfingans im- 

mure*, the Brachmans expofc to Birds ; xkeBaShians to Dogs, ere. But as to the pkicc 
wc now are at, this Figure 1 took may give the better refemblance.

A nd feeing we nrc now by Providence brought into as Noble a Kingdom as at 
this day is extant in the Univerie*, give me leave rodigrefsa while, that I may 
the better prefent you ( but in a fiimmary way ) the topographic Defeription of this 
mighty Empire odndHjiantf with which Jihall mix a Narrative of liich remarkable occur- 
rents as liJivc hapned there within thefe laft fifty years : Which though itmay appear too 
great an interpolition to our travel, will ncverthclcfsl hope find acceptance. 

India then (which takes name from tlic River Indw that bounds it to the Weft) is 
part but the greater part of the greater AJioy and by fomc reputed a third part of the 
old World. So Strabo, lib* 55. in whofc age it was much more llouriihing than at pro 
fent, for he reports, that it had then not fewer than 50000 Towns, none inferior to Co 
(which was confiderable) in ^^pt. Canges divides it into two, Jntra & Extra: ne- 
verthclcfs, there be that fulxliviclc it into three, viz.* Major, Minor, & Inter-media. The. 
foil for the moftpart is very good, except where the Sun rages ^ yet there too by realbn 
of the long iiights,brcc2cs and Iho wers it has for three months evc^ year, the Trees, eli)e- 
cially to the teuthern parts, are ever verdant and abounding with Fruit, which twice 
yearly comes to maturity : and for Minerals of the beft fort. Gems of richeft luftre. 
Silks and Spiecsof moft value and ufc, no part of the World yields greater plenty. It 
abounds with Inhabitants and Cattcl of molt kinds. Arts ailb, di^cially in Indafianmid 
China, arc in perfection. It has excellent Horfe, and Elephants ot greater fize and more 
dociblc than thofc of Afrkl^ So numerous in Iflands as they arc fcarcc numerable. 
And concerning the Empire of Indi^an, can you lend your Eyes to any nobler pit of the 
World ? which for fpacioufncfs, abundance of fair Towns, numbcrlefs Inhabitants, in- 
finite Treafure, Mines, and all Ibrts of Merchandifes, equals, if not exceeds any other 
Kingdom or Potenute in either AJia : his vaft ( but well compacted ) Monarchy ex- 
tending from 20 to 4^ degrees of North latitude *, Eaft and Weft, from theBet^^dan 
Gulph unto the IneUan Ocean *, South, to the Devon and Mallabar *, North-weft, p Gm- 
erfne and the AfanrenAjor, Tartar and Perfian ’, z6oo miles fome ways, 50CO in cir- 
cuity in which are 38 large Provinces (petty Kingdoms of old *, ) die moft confidera- 
WtZTtGujierat (where we now arc) Mdva,Pengab, i?fw^<i/<«,andpartof Decance (Ariaca 
in Pro/.)togethcr comprehending 30 large Cities, 3000 walled Towns and Cattles for na- 
tural defence feeming impregnable. And well may be, feeing this Country (’tis probable) 
was the firft Seminary or Station of Noah ( or Noaccim ) after his defeent from Ararat 
not far diftant hence *, and afterwards the delight of Bacohm or Boaevhm ( from which 
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fome imagine him to be Noah:) the wonderful increafe appearing by that huge Ariny 
StMirobates drew out in his defence againft Semiramis the Eraprefs, both Armies 

making three Millions. And lb anfwerably builded and ^nted was this part oMndia, 
that when Alexander by the overthrow of Tams near the River Hydafpes entred India, 
Cmiftsund Herodotus report that jilexander fhould lay he found greater Cities and more 
fumptuous buildings inking Tarw his Dominions than he had obferved in all the World 
befide. But to return. His yearly Revenue is ordinarily accounted 50CrowofRoO“ 
pecs, each crow is a hundred leek, a leek a hundred thoufand Roopees,a Roopec 
two Ihillings three pence, fometimes two Ihillings fix pence. And indeed, both what 
Wealth and Power this*Emperour is of maybe conjedured by that one Province cal- 
led Cambay a (wherein S«r4f ftands,) the annual Cultoms and^otlier Revenues of which 
as Mercliants report is 200000 /. Sterling: And for Power, appears by that Army 
which Badttr (who only ruled over this Province) fought with againft the Tartar Mawad 
whom the King of Mandao invited to his afliftance, being no lefs than 1 50000 Hor fe and 
400000 Foot, 200 Elephants, 500 Waggons, and as many Chefts full oftreafurc for pav 
of his Forces. Hovvbeit, out of this prodigious income ilfiie yearly many great and 
luitable payments to his Lieutenants of Provinces and Umbracs of Towns and Forts -, 
having allb in continual pajy three hundred thoufand Horfe and two thouland Elephants, 
fed with Donna orPulfe boiled with Butter and unrefined Sugar*, to thofe only his Fif- 
cal or Treafurcr yearly giving out above forty Millions of Crowns *, and his continual 
Wars with his emulous Neighbours arc no lefs chargeable. 

Thedefcent or pcdcgrec ofthefc or (whether fo named from Mooli 

whence they defeend or by poflelfing the Brachmans Countrey of old called Cens Magoram 
1 know not ) we find ftainped upon their Seals thus. i. Aben-Emyr^Temir-Saheb-iluerar^ 
(\. e. T (tmerlane Prince of the four quarters of the world. ) 2. Aben-Miram-Sha. 5 . Ahot 
Aiirzjs Sultan Mohumed. 4. Aben Stdtan Abufaid. 5. ^en mirz^-Emir Jha. 6. Aben 
Baber potjhaugh, 7. Aben Homs^on potjharv- 8. Aben E^ar Abdul fettaghch- 

ladin Mourned Achbar. 9. Shaw ^elim or Aben Atmor^apher Nor din langbccr potjh.wgh 
O'azJ. 10. Sultan Curreon or Shaw Jehan nOY/enWed Sultan pot^augh Bedin Mohumn. 

Their genealogy is by fome deduced from Cingis^ChanXyr akm as fome pronounce it, 
a Prince of T^rwry, Sonof Babur^ 'Son of Pmrtm, of Phtlcan, of Phonamd, ofBiz^anhtr^ 
of ShaW'dids-chan, of Tomincan, of Bubacan, fonof BuiAmer^ all of them men of note a.', 
Stories fpeak Romance-like in their generations. 

CingU-chan (as Haithon and other his contemporaries fay) was at firft by profclTioii a 
Black- fmith *, but the influence of Heaven new molding him, in little time inftead ofhis 
Hammer he took into his hands a Regal Scepter. His ambition took rife 1 ‘rom the en- 
couragements a man in white Armour (mounted upon a white phantafma) gave bin?, 
promiling his help and ftimulating his courage *, fo as communicating the Vifion to fome 
chief Hoords they give credit to his deftiny and make him their General. He quickly 
Ihcws how his metal was refined ; for with a troop of Mogli (one of the levcn Hoords) 
marching due South he fubduesthe Countreys as far as Mount Belgian, part of Imaus at 
this day called Nkrakott and Copizat by the Indimts : there the Sea ft^ped his carrierc but 
prqftrating himfelf and nine times fumbling out his prayers, thcefted followed, For (as 
their Chronicle relates) the Hill clove afundcr, the Seaparted in two and yielded nine Foot 
broad a fafe pallagc. And was no fooner upon the Continent but that he hammers out his 
way with nifty Iron, firft againft or King of and after that doing 

fuch marvellous feats of Arms as requires a ftrong hiftorical faith to give credit to. 

Kingofthe South-eaft T4rf4r, after other viftories againft the Rujfe and 
Tartar died at Ketoa-kfltstn An, 1228. fome fay fixty years fooner, of the Hegira 6pS, 
having divided amongft his four Sons what was his by conqueft. To Tujha chan he gave 
H*hafiy Kapecha, Rhoz., and Abulgharr *, to Chagatsy~cawn Maurenabar, Aygor and Cho- 
razAn\ to Ogg part of Bafbria and Caucafus , to Tuli-chan his Jewels andTreafiire. T ftjha 
or Tuxichan dyed two years after his Father j Kagathay dyed in the year 1242. both of 
them without Iflue *, whereby theirSeigniorcs defeended upon Ogg^ or Ogtaw<haw», 
who at home and abroad expreffed himfelf the Son of Cingis-chan ; compelling the Perjiats 
Monarchy as far as Baby Ion to acknowledge him Soveraigni but in the year 1252. con- 
quered by death followed the fate ofhis predeccllbrs, having nominated for his .Sut- 
celTor his intant-fon Gi^uc chanva^cr the tuition of Alinchonna his Wife : but in the third 
year death called him alfq away and gave Manchu chawu Son to Tuli chawn fyoungeft 
Tetrarch) advantage to claim the Sovereignty by right of Survivorlhip. 

This young Prince thus mounted to the Imperial greatnefs perceives the Eyes of all 
about him inflamed with envy and threatning his cxpulfion, enraged by the villany of 
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fomc that whifpercd out his guilt in the laft Infants death : fo that albeit he was armed 
with integrity and a jull Title, he tontradls for his defence with feme nciglibouring 
Frinces to whom he intruded the command of fevcral Provinces of his Empire, upon 
condition they would hold of him in chief and be ready upon all occafion to defend him ; 
To KetoMchotan SLndtheKoyal City Camhaleck^y (peradventure ^at 

which fomc call CamhalH upon Tolifanga^ a River Ir reaming through C^ina into the 
Ocean O to his Brother, Perfidy C^ufiftan and Cherman \ ^nd to C^itfucawfty 

Gaz,mbc»: but c’rc hc had occafion to experiment the inconJlancy of his men, death 
jlimmoned him away Anno 1260. but not before he had nominated P'laknc cawn his Suc- 
I cilbr. Who proved of another fpirit, his delight being to dance in Aniiour to BeU 
lonas Trump*, firft quieting his domeftick broils at home, and then adding to the lultre 
ot his Diadem B^lon, a great part of Arnhia, and in Syria, Aleppo and Damajeus y 
winch places during life hc kept under fubjedtion and governed the people with great 
prudence to the year 1270. when (by the extremity of.hisdifeaie finding death at hand; 
he calls his three Sons afore him, exhorts them to unity, divides his lauds among them, 
dies, and at Mere^ah 1 5 farfangs from Tanru was with all due folemnity buried. Hah- 
kay camthi: eldelt had for his fliare the Provinces of Hyerac, Moz.endram and Kora^jw, 
(.comprehending Parthia, Hyrcania, BoEtria, saidSogdiana.) Hya-Shawmet haa 
Aro and Adorh^oni^panoi Armenia mdJheria{:omi>rmng Salmas, Coy, Nayivan, Ma>~ 
ruga and Mtrnn Cities of note.) To Tawdon-cawn were bequeathed the Seigniories of 
Dyarbec and Rabaien ^or Mcfapotamia, part of Syria, and what was miide Iruitiul by 
Eupljraus and Tygris^) And to his Sons by another Venter NycadorJ)glan and Targahc. 
cam, he gave Money-portions. Habk^-cawn that year died at Hamadan 'mPerjta Aivd 
Protedorto his Son who by devilifli art would have lent him to 

1 Hn untimel y grave *, but lav ing himfell by flight Nycador re-cllablilhes himfelf by name of 
Hameth-cami-. whofe Reign w^fo purfued by divine vengeance that in the year 1275. 
he dies mad and was buried z^CafLut. In his place Argorucawn the right Heir returiis 
from banilhment, and by the people was joyfully welcomed, and at his Coronation al- 
Ihnics the name of Tangader-^k^ zedda i, e. Ion fo Hahk^-cacen. This man fwayed 
the Scepter five years ty#nnically *, not only mallacring JSiycadors Sons and Alliances 
but ijiarcs no^to batii his Sword in the Biood of innocents’, lo that he became hateful to 
his o A ll, and ftimulatcd the Parthian to revcMe, by whom in a fet battel hc was over- 
come, and bytiic name oC Argon~chan vpbraided with cruelty ^ yea, to compenlhtc the 
Jikemealiire, he was cruelly tormented, hisbeUy ript open, and his guts given to the 
dogs* l‘o Tangador «^the impbcable enemy of Chriitians) fuccecds ins Bi other O'ivia- 
roc chan, who in tnc fourth year ol his Reign perilVjcd by Baldnc chan ins Uncle *, who 
alio after five years rule died ilTuclcfs. S^h fon of Targahe youngell ion to f''lak^- 
chanhy ailent of all the Nation mounts the Throne whofe atiettioas he lo wcllanlwcied, 
that never any before him was more beloved or hooojrc*d : Howbeit, lo loon as lie de- 
clared himi'eif to his people that be was a Chriitian, his Subjetts love grew cold, and 
many trealbns (fomented tiy Satan; were hatched againfi: him, lo that at ialt nc was 
flain (or rather martyr’d; by Ga-^m-chan Coulin to Tangador, who had linall caufe to 
brag of that his treachery *, tor, by the pennillive hand of God, when he lealt lulped- 
ed treafbn hc was wounded to death in Corbin by his own HoujhoJd-JcTvants not any. 
caufe alligncd in Hiitory for their fo doings but fay, his body lay fora longtime uu- 
buried. This hapned An* Dom, 1 305. Heg. 685. 

His Brother Mtapm Ahajayd (or ALdonmet Ben Argon) by his valour purchafed the 
Diadem : to whom followed Hoharo^Mirzji or Abufayd Bahador-chan An. 13 j 7* who con- 
iiimed his life in vencrcous exercifcs ; fo that for want of Uliie this Kingdom became a 
Theatre of much trouble, no lefs than thirty at one time contending for the Soveraign- 
ty. The people thereby were compelled to look for help from home and none more 
fafe to trult to than the Lord of Samerehand, Tamerlane, a Prince famouied for his jullice 
and fuccefs againft the Sarmati^ue Tartar, Pracopenfe and Chynefe. Him they invocatc by 
many Prefentsof their love and a Letter filled with hideous complaints, defcnbiiig their 
mifery through the divilion in their Kingdom and pride of thirty Competitors. The 
Scythick^Friute proraifes them fpeedy aid ’, and accordingly with liL^ 1 . oulaiid Horfe 
enters Perfia witliout doing any hurt lave againft the Tyrants i whom nc lo j.roi'. tuted 
and with ihch Ipccd, that within three Months tliey were all taken and made to qualf 
their farewell in the bitter Cup of death. Hereupon the people urged Tamerlane to ac- 
cept the Crown i who alter feven and twenty years honourable Government ( in that 
tune captivating the Great Tnrk,Bajazat whom he brought away in an Iron Cagcj iub- 
duing ail Afia,y^2Li in eight years conquering more Kingdoms and Provinces than tue^ft-

Myramfha the third Son, 
was llain in Battel Amo 1480. by Cbara^Jjfif ' tbe Turkoman in Aderbayon, f but left Iflue 
Sdtan Mahumed Father of Sultan Abufaydj from wliom the ^refent great Mogul is line- 
ally defeended;) and Mirz.a-Sharoc the youngeft of Tamerlanes tons (furviving the 
other) held molt parts of the Empire, till dying in the year 1447. he left Aherbayon 
for part of Media ) to Mtrtji foonjha Son of Kara-ljfuff the Tttrk^ ( who was new entred 
Penjia ) whiles Mtramfja'^j llfue to this day preferve the fplcndour of the Tartartan hm- 
perour. Myramflta (by fome called AUaruchan) left Ifl'ue ( as is laid^ Mohamet caned 
Aben Myrzji SAtan Mahomet, who dyed Anno 1453. leaving to his ion Barchan ( at his 
Coronation new named Mtrza Sultan Abafuyd) many fpacious Provinces, as Badajhon, 
Gaznehen, Cab A, Stfian, Kerman, Chorazan, and Khoemuz: all which were not oflorcc 
to lecure him againlt the Perfian, who having endured much aftlittion for tryal of Con- 
quelt, at laft Joottjha with Acen Ally his fon, Grand-lbn to Kara IJfuff, were beaten 
down i by which Vidory Vfan Caffan ( called allb Acembeg) Lord of the Wnite Sheep 
took upon him the Government. Under this Vfan Cajjan ( an Armeman) tnc Perfans 
invade Saltan Abafayd, who in a pitcht field was vanquilncd and cigiity uiouiand men 
he himfclf alfo Ham, three hundred Elephants t^en, and all his Country narraiLd by 
the Perfian Horfc : Yet by reafon of difeords reviving among the Perjia s, uiey kx Aka-^ 
fayds Son upon the Throne, by name of Aben-Mirzjt^hameth^heqae, whofe four and 
twenty years were fpent in cafe and peace. At’s death his Empire deiccnds Anno 14^5. 
upon his Brother’s ton Bahar Mirza named upon his acccls to the Ciown Abeo^Bahar- 
Padjhaw cntituled Prince of Maarenuhar, Balks, and Samerehand: but in the I'cventh 
year of his Reign he was expelled his Kingdom by tunlpiracy of Sha-Mahumed ailed 
alfo Sha^beg-chan) who claimed the Crown, pretending he was Son and licir to Aben- 
MirtLo^hameth cheque the late Emperour, being fas he laid) by craft ItoUi from his Nurlc 
and conveyed amonglt the Oazheag Tartars •, whence ftbr fome offence he had made ; he 
fled with his lawlefs Troops, enters India andattem^s the Conqueft -, where after he 
had tyrannized a long time he was in the year 1532. of the Mahometan account y 12. fore A > 532 
againll his will lent to an untimely grave, leaving no Ifllie: So tnat the Crown dclceu- 
ded by right of Inheritance upon the eldcll; Son of Aben Bahar, Hona^on by iiainc wiio 
was fadly profecuted through the power and malice of Mirz.a Kameron his younger bro- 
ther that confederated with Tzjeerchan, and at length forced him into Perfia, where he 
was entertained, and after three Montlis returned back in the headoof an Array. 

This alfo is remarkable (the Story whereof we lee painted in Lohor Palace) tiiatKing 
Bahar thirlling after the Conquelt of India difguifed himl'elf with thirty Noblemen in 
his company in the Habit of Kalcndcrs or Fryars as if they were upon a Rummery or 
Pilgrimage, the better by this craft to efpy their advantage: but being in DcUy ^the 
greatelt City of the Potan King) could not Jo conceal chemlclvcs but that Tzeca/der the 
King diicovered them, and pardoned them upon condition they would Iwear never to 
atteiupt the Conquelt during either of their lives. But when botli were dead, Homaym 
(Babur\ Sun) entred and dilpollclfcd Abram and Shec-Sha-SelymCTzicander's Sons J of the 
Crown. Howbeit, T^zcrchan a brave Bengalan Prince liglits againlt this new come Tar- 
tar and defeats his Army near Canges, forcing him mo Perfia', where he married the 
Kings Sifter^ and with her and Byram-chan, in the head of twenty thoufand Horfe re- 
turns, and being rc-lcated in Delly, is acknowledged King. 

Homayon Son of great-grand-fon of Teymir-Lanox Tamberlainbtin^ re-invefted 

with th.e imperial Diadem of Indafian by the alliltancc of Tamos tlie Perfian King, and 
returned triumphant by the overthrow of Tzar-chawn die uitruding King ol Potof;, who 
Anno Dorn. 15 50. and ot the jf/ejir4 or Mahometan account if 60. dyed dilcouiouite*, Ho- 
na^on, for tiie better education of his eldclt Son AbshU-Fetta-Gelaladin-Mahomet, after- 
wards called Ecbar, committed him to the care and trull of Byrangam-Autan, a perlbn 
of great parts and generous endowments *, foon after it chanced that being in an upper 

Room 
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Room in his Palace at Diltj/y and chawing fo much Opium as intoxicated his brains, 
hearing the Tinging Boys give notice from a high Tower that it was the time of Prayer, 
the King making more haftc than good fpecd to the Cliappel mift his itep, To as he 
fell down forty Itairs, by which fall he was briiifcd very lore, and after three days 
torment dyed ; fiich was Hmaiyonh unhappy end ; Neverthclcfs he was with due folcm- 
nity put into his Grave, here called an eternal habitation •, leaving Achbur his Son in- 
heritor to his greatnefs and mifery. 

Echar byhe]^ of Beyrgu^ano-Kum ^ndCham-Chattnuhh fon* having firft difappointed 
Ai HzJbmc plots dcfigncd by Abdul chuwn to difturb the publick peace of that Kingdom, was 
A.Htg,9ox all due Ceremony crowned King in l>e 1 ly\ after which, he bent -his endeavour 
to enlarge his Territories, and make known that he was verily the grcat-graiid-fon of 
victorious TeymirUin* In the firft place he takes revenge oi Hmm who had formerly 
chafed Turdichany whole head three months after by mifchance of war coming under 
command of Bader^hawn was cut off, and lit up in Delfy^ which Province thereby was 
for fome time quieted. Tlien by Ally Coolichun he fubducs J)oab (by Tome called Sa/tbal) 
a Province furrounded by Jetniry and Comes, the noblcll River in India. At that time 
Bfyramgam-chan (otherwifc called the aging faft, and tyred withxhe 

fopperies of this World, having well difeharged the trull repofed in him by his old Ma- 
tter, and not a littlcto his comfort obferving in his Pupil a Spirit fitted for the Govern- 
ment of that Monarchy, obtains leave to fpend the relidue of his time at Mahomets Se- 
pulchre, in contemplation : But ( in his Roomery in the way toA/f^y«4) at Pathang in 
Cambaya lie was woundcd to death by an obfeure Have of his, whofc Father he had for- 
merly llain*, fothatby y^W<i/^<tt/^«hisSon (then not fourteen years old) and a great 
and much afllidcd company tliis great Captain was brought back to Agr^y and there ho- 
jiourably buried. Echar laments his death, though by Ibme (how truly 1 know not) 
thought an Agent*, but nothing can recover him: And the better to forget his death 
lie fpends Ibme time inbuilding the Cattle at Agra which was formerly of mud, but by 
him pulled down and fo altered for the better that now it fcarcc admits a comparilbii

Surraf level! hundred and feventy miles EngUjls) the Navel of the 
Moguls territories, and Einprcfsof Citic$ in Induftan, has 28 deg.

new World, and fo called by reafon of his Vine-planting, in Nebr. Jain fignily ing Wine ;) 
but when this Bacchus lived will be difficult to know, feeing Multos fuiffe Liberos, faid 
Died. Sic. Howbeit, Fettiopore till of late (no longer than fifty years ago) bore away 
the fame. But otherlbrac there be imagine it took its name from the conquering Agra- 
darm, as Cyrus was firtt called, who from his own Name gave fcvcral places their deno- 
mination. Others derive it from the River Agrtmif, which from hence dreams pleafant- 
Jy into Canges, as Arrian lib- de Indicis called it. Pliny mentions Agra founded by Agar 
the Mother of Jfmael in Arabia, or India as others and Ibme iferivc the name from 
Agramcnes a puiifant Prince who commanded that pan of India when Alexander fought 
with Porus, as we read in Cm. and others. Ncverthclefs, in relpedt it’s built, or 
rather incrcaft lince the Race of Tamerlane came thither, it may probably take its 
name from Agora which in the Tartar Tongue lignifics a Town of Carts new built, or 
TownofWood, as//(ic/»^f,/»/. 489. oblcrvcs concerning it*, and agreeable to the Sg^- 
thique Towns, who feeing the Tartars have no to ft.ition want not a decorum in rank- 
ing their Carts fo as they rcfemblc ftrccts orderly dilpofed. What ever the name was, 
the lhape is femilunary like London: the ttrccts are many and long and narrow»but natty \ 
the City is Icven miles in circuit, in part walled about, and the Ditcii fences tlic re- 
mainder. From Agrsy to Lahore (molt of the way being through a lhadc of Trees) arc 
five hundred miles*, to Brampere arc reckoned one thoufand ; to Aftneer two hundred 5 
to Surat feven hundred and feventy, or thereabouts . 

Radgee Rana the moft potent and noble Prince of Mia, wliofe progenitor was Portet 
of the old race of the Indians, at this time loft his ttrong Cattle of upoa tliis occa- 

lion: 
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fion: Having intrulled that important Garrifon with a Captain of £c- 

bars Army formerly, but fled tOjthe Radgee upon difeontent ^ Zimet maJccs many in-roads 
into Gujurat, to let Ecbar know how little he valued his force in thole quarters. Ecbar 
gladof theoccalion, haftens with fifty thouland Hoi ie againft him. Some months he 
ipent in befieging this place i but fo fruitlcfly, that he rather attempts the conqueft an 
unufualway, undermining the Fort, andtotheterrourofthe bcfieged, blows the trains 
up with Powder caufing fuch a brcach> as himfclf and twenty thouland men immedi- 
ately entred pcl-mel, with fuch hafte that Ziwf/ the Rebel perceiving treaty of no value 
gathering in one his Family confumed himfelf and them in flames, to prevent the tor- 
tures provided for him by Ecbar and Mardont his enraged Mailer. In this fort this fa- 
mous Fort was taken, which Aladin by twelve years liege could not do: A vi«.lory lb 
great, that Ecbar caufes it to be exprell in fculpture at Agra. He had no tim-. to furfeit 
of this vidory, receiving Letters Worn Rajea Batg^as/der VkcToy o\' Lahore, Mirz.a 

Mamet ffagee his brother with thirty thouland Horfc out of Kabul, had atte^npted to 
prSy upoir Lahore : Ecbar delays no time, but with his Army prelents himfclf ib iudden- 
Jy to the Enemy, that without any refinance Mahomet flics away leaving his Camp to the 
mercy of Eebars Army. 

This occalion drew the King to view other places of defence, which he both bettered 
by his eye, and gave in charge to fuch as he could trull. He allb takes a iiirvcy of Pa tg- 
Ob\ out of which he is foon called by Letters from his mother then in Agra acquaint- 
ing him with the Rebellion of Badar^kam, Allg-KooU-kam and Zemaen wlio were feiit 
that fpring agaiiilt the Patanians, whom in 1)^4^ tlicy put to flight ; at 54w^t/;il lb, and 
at got a greater vidtoryi and three weeks after, at utterly defeated 

tlicm, fubduing to the Mogul all fuch Provinces as lie ingirt ’twixc Ganges and Tfarfi 
conquclls of lb great note, that they grew efflated beyond mcafurc,* conceiting .lU 
Jadufiau under like poflibility, and which they refolvcd to make trial of. But the re- 
ward and deft iny due to Traytors overtakes them: for Ecbar by fwift marches, Ion . 
before the Rebels expeded him pitches his Tents on the Eaft of Jeminy uIk* River at 
Agra:) which ftruck the adverfc part with fiich amazement, that as men ftiuck witli 
guilt, forfeiting the memory of their palled victories, they betook thcmfelves to a 
Ipeedy and lhameful flight*, after whom Ecbar eagerly purfues, and after long piirfuit, 
the heads arc taken : A^cMli caton allb was trodden under foot by the Horlc, and Badur^ 
cam Eebars command and in his fight) was ftranglcd. This done, Canjanna is fent 
to Joonfore againft Mirx^Salyman, and the King retreats to Agra : wlierc he fancies 
a pilgrimage to Afmeer albeit a hundred and thirty courfe or two hundred Englijh miles j^fmeer 
diftanttlience *, fancying, that by invocation of Mandee a reverent Hodgee or Dilciple '' 
ai Mahomet, he ihould obtain f«mc ilTue mafculinc. Accordingly, after much foot-toil, 

(at every miles end a fair ftonc being pitcht toreft upon, which as yet remain,) he gets 
thither \ where bare-toot very devoutly entreats dead Mandee for Children. This is a 
Prophet of great fame in thole parts, and through the liberality of fomc devoted Prin- 
ces there intombed in a ftatcly monument, graced with three fair Courts, each of 
which is paved with llonc, the outfide Fabrick (after the Perfian mode) being parget- 
ted or plaiftercd, and polilhed in Molaick order.

North Latitude, the C^lc feated upon a high Mount, the greater part of the City be- 
ing below, much after the fimilitude Dover, the houlcs well built but of fmall ftrcngtli 
albeit moated with a dry graff, and walled about with folid ftonc.

fo gratclul to Ecbar, that in gratitude tliere he ereded a very magnificent Mofquc, walled 
the old Town or as fome pronounce it, and from this occalion new- 

naraes it Femyore, which fignificsaplaceof pleafure^ yea, grew lb affeefted to it, that Fettiyor 
he adorned it with a Palace for himfclf, and a Buzzer for Trade fcarce out-vied by 
any other in the Oiient *, yea had made it the Metropolis and ufual refidence of the 
Court, had the River affected him, by whofe unwhoJfomncfs he forfook it ^ from 

whence 
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tvhcDCe ruinc and ncglcdl have fo moth-eaten her , as at this day flie lies proftratc 
and is become the objed of contempt and pitty, from being diftant eighteen miles 

EtteUjh. 

Whiles things were in this fort digefting, news comes to King Ecbar (then InFettipore) 
that another Rebellion was begun in Gujurat by Ebrahim Hojferiy Mahomet 

Hojfcn, and Joon-caxvn, who had forragedas far as Baroch, and were marching to. Amo- 
davady Jioping with their troops of Thieves and Coolies to make a prey of tirat wcalUiy 
City. 

AmnUvoi ' j4madavadi(xxa% to me to be that City which is called Amacafiis in Ptgi Amadavajiis 
in Arrian. Howbcit, fomc fay, it takes denomination from King Hamct who in the 
> car of Mahomet 375. made it large and beautiful: the Pole Artick is there elevated 
2 3 deg. 18 min. ’tis at this prcfcnt the Megapolis ot Camhayaoi Gttutrat, watered by 
a fweet River, and circled by a ftrong Wall of four miles compals, well and orderly 
advanced with many pretty Towers and a dozen Poll erns; out ofwliich, few pal's or 
rc-pafs without a Pafs, fearing treafon from Prince Badur^ who in our times with a 
hundred thouland Horfc ranfacktCw«/><9r4 thirty feven courfes thence j a courll* is equal 
to a large Enqli}^ mile or fomewhat more. Btol. calls it Cojamba and inaKcs it part oi Ge- 
drofta, and daily threatens this fair City. The ftrccts in Amadavad arc many, jiretty 
large and comely ; moll Ihops redundant with Aromatick gums, pel fumes and ipiecs, 
hlks, coticn, calicoes, and choice of and C&/;?4 rarities, owned and Ibid by the 
abftemioiiN Bannyans , who here furpafs for number the other Iniiabitaiits. Ol molt 
not.’ is the Buzzar, which is rich and uniform i the Gallic Itrong, large, moated, and 
t' e receiving place of the Cambay an Governour ; the houles in general arc ol Sun-burnt 
bricks, low , but large and tan ailed. Adjoyniiig is leenthe Monument oi a i cream 

Pedagogue, fo dearly bclovc'd by Sha Reer the King, that by a ilately Maufolcum he It rove 
to make him feera immortal ; the building (whicti is arch’d) and' pavement arc of well 
poliihcd marble : It hath three fair Courts, one of them faltidious in four hundred 
Porphyrian pillars framed in Corinthiack architedure ; joyningto it is a Tank of Water 
compaU'ed with Cloillers, adorned with fpacious Windows, molt ofw'liich give tlic 
obferver a delicate l ori/on. At Sef^^nes or Sarkefe alfo (one hours riding thence) arc 
i*ecnthe Dormitorits of many Potentates. Rajhboots, the ancient Nobility of 

this Countiy before the Tartars {from whom the prcfeiit Moguls dclcend) were coii- 
querers, lodged in a Princely Temple, much reforted to by tlie Tanma'is^ who brajjch 
Ironi the lame root with the Rdfl}bo0ts. Two miles nearer the City we behold tlic curi- 
ous Gardens and Palace of Cham Chamta, who was Sou to the great Byraachau the Perfian \ 
an Umbrae, by whole valour of late years the lalt of the Cambayan Kings in that very 
place, by lofs of his life, gave conquell to that Warrior *and dominion :o£c^4r his Ma- 
iler ^ in ineinory whcicof he built that ftately Houle, and miide thole fpacious Gardens, 
the view whereof worthily attrads a Traveller. Return we to Ecbar \ who no Iboncr 
leccived intelligence of Horens Rebellion, but with incredible halte he gets thither, 
(each twenty four liours pollinglcvcnty, in Icven days four hundred courfes) and gives 
thole Rebels battel at the Suns lirll up-riling \ and witli tlieir iioife and clamour fo terri- 
Jicsthem, that after fmailrdillance their whole Army broke into dilbrder: many were 
(Iain in the jmrfuit ; and by a fre/h iiipply of twelve tiioufand Hl>rle led by Chan Go^a^in 
expert Souidivr after a fmall skirmilh they arc further chafed, and in the EbrMm 
Hojfen and Mirz^ cawn were flain, and Mahomet Hojfcn himlclf taken prifoncr and forth- 
with beheaded. By this advantage not only Amadavar was recovcrcti and better forti- 
fied, but Surat alfo was conquered, and molt of Guzjtrat made fubjedt to Ecbar. This 
done, Ecbar returns crown'd witii Victory, and as the produdt of peace begins the 

ntciifiic Calllc in A^ra, which is built of luch good Hone, and the building fo large, that it dc- 
fer vedly ci.nllengestlic Titleof Princefs of Afia. Twelve years fearcc fmilht it, though 
twelve hundied Labourers at fome time were employed about it ; there he expended 
fifty thoufeiidcrow of Tacks i acrow isahundred leek, cachlcck a hundred thoufand i 
thirty, fometime twenty Tack make one Roopee, aRoopce istwolhillingsthrc’epencc^ 
fothat acconutingbutiweiity Tack 10 a Roopee, the total he disburfed amounts totwo 
millions and live hundred thouland Roopccs. At Fettipore at that time alfo he fpent 
about the Wall and Palace a million and live hundred thoufand Roopces 3 in all, four 
millions. At Tz.ek^er or Secrauda as fome pronounce it, three courfc (or five miles) 
from A^ra as we go to Labor, is the Maufoleum or Burial-place of the great Adb^u/s, the 
foundation of which was licgun by Ecbar, the fuperllrudture continued hY^Jamheer 
his Son, and yet fcarce finilhed, albeit tiiey have already coiilumcd 14 millions of Roo- 
pces inthat Wonder of India, it well racritsa litUcmore in the delcription : It is called 

Scander 
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ScMuier i- e. Atexandery a place where the grcateft of Greciim Kings made his ne plus 
when he made his utmoft progrefs or march into India y which place Ecbar, the moih 
magnifique Prince ot' Tamerlanes Race, felcdbed as the Noblelt Place ot Burial: ’Tisa 
Maujoleum of four large fquares, each fide being about three hundred paces *, the material 
is free-ftone well polilhed ; at each angle israifed a I'mall Tower of cliecquered marble : 

Ten foot higher than that is another Tower, on every fide beautified with three Towers , 
the third Gallery has two on each fide ; the fourth, one •, the fifth, half; and a fmall 
fquare Gallery or Tarrafs about, mounting in whole toaRoyalPyree refcrablingnot 
a little that famous Sepiz.omum Severs Imper. in ancient Kome you have reprefented in . 
fculpturc by haifrusy or (but in far lefs proportion) that famous Tower which Semiramis 
built in BAfyloa dedicated to the memory of Jupiter Bebu her Husbands great Anceltor. 

In this at the very top is the mummy of Ecbary bedded in a Coffin of Gold. The whole 
iJrufture built in the midft of a fpadous Garden, isfurrounded with a wall of red colour- 
ed ftonc, and in that a Rail mounted by fix ftairs which difeovers a little Garden but ex- 
quifitely beautiful i fo that ol this noble Fabritkimay fay,

The Sim through aU the vf arid fees none more gent. Vix videt 

AnEdificefoftately as ennobles tlieic parts, and gains admiration from Travellers, yea 
keeps in lafting memory the founders greatnefs *, near this is the othei, created in me- 
mory of T agea^Mohal Jangheer's belt beloved Wife , which monument fomc prefer 
before the ober as more excellent, but both indeed are the wonders of the Eaftcrne 
World for celebrated ftruftures. 

While thefe vail buildings were eroding, Gangarma profecutes Mir^aSidyman ; but 
(whether of grief or age is doubted) died fuddeiily, leaving the pro I ec ■ .on iicieofto 
Shader his Son, who in lliort time was made away by confpirators : In nis place Dowett, 
Bazju-cums (bn, a man both effeminate and hated, fucceeded him. So tliat now otca- 
fion prefented it felf feafonably for Ecbar to link Bengala to his Crown Imperial : a de- 
fign lb worthy his enterprize, that with an Army of fifty thoufand Horfe, two hundred 
thoufand Foot, and fix hundred Elephants he advanced againft the Pathan Prince, and 
paft over Ganges ere Sha^Dowet haa notice of his coming which when he was alfurcxi 
of, hedirpatchcd.^^^tfr B'han with twenty thouiaad Horie to encounter them: ’twixt 
Ziotfa and Moheb-AIli-poor they affronted one another, and for three hours (pace skir- 
mifht gallantly •, but Ecbar over-powering them with his numbers at length has the 
niaftcry, and couragioufly purifies them to Pathan, which King Dowvt had fortified. 

Ecbar by no means could provoke them to battel, nor in three months fiege enter the 
City^ for is a Town both great and well fortified^ yet in the fourth he forces it, 

giving it as a prey to his men, who ufedall fort of hoftilc violence : The unlucky King 
was buried in drink, all that time fenfelefs of lofs, till too late to repent it ; fo that he 
was conveyed away in a boat, and at three days end made headlcfs and font to Ecbar, 
as a fymbolc of their fubmiflion and his vanity. The King having thus fortunately pro- 
ceeded in goes back to Fettipere, where whiles he overlccs his buildings he is 

nevertlielcis mindful to increafe his Empire, which then was but in the Adoleicency ; 
to tfiat end by the valour and vigiiancy of Ruftan^aum and Zadoc-cavpn the ftrong Caftle 
Rhantipore in Malva was foon after taken from the Radgees, who of many hundred 
years had owned it. After which, the Caftle or Roughtaz., Oreophama of old, in Rota. 
Berar in Bengala, was taken by a merry Height ; This Caftle for many Ages acknowledg- 
ed the Radgee her Governour, her building both from Art and Nature being impregna- 
ble; ’tis leatedupona perpendicular hill, theafcentcut oblique out of the Rock for 
three miles compafs, the reft of the Rock is round about and precipitous; the top is 
a plain ofeight miles every way, the circuit twenty four ; healthy and abounding with 
all good things necelfary, as Water, Corn, Fruits, Wood, and lixteen Villages inclucl 
ed by the Caftle Wall, which gives the defence two-fold wonderful i in a word, not 
any Fort or Caftle in Afia (or it may be in the Univcrfe)is more delightful or of greater 
ttrength, as thofc that fee it have imagined. 

This, the /^gul looks upon with a luftfut eye, immcafurably thirfting, but knows 
neither by bribe nor valour how to compafs if, and though he comprehends no wayj 
yet knowing that the Foxes Tail is ufed lometimesto piece the Lyons Skin, ccales not to 
torture his invention *, the enterprize was undertaken by Mohebally cawn a wife and 
daring Captain: Who having leave, without acquainting Ecbar or any other with his 
defign, attempts it with four hundred young men privately armed with Cryzes as a guard 

K to 
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to his Seraglio, which was in two hundred Doolacs or Cajuacs, as if he were going up- 
on a journey into Bcngala. In this order palling on, when he came within view of the 
Gallic, hclhewsa his Concubines, and bribes him to procure leave of the Lord 
above, tliat in regard of his hafte he might with fafety leave his Seraglio there till 
his return: The mdlhge being delivered, ^^Radgee (who loved women well) entertains 
the motion i and Ally^emn imparting fccrct to a prudent Eunuch, difrobes the 
women, and with their apparel cloaths himfclf and tlie four hundred youths, command- 
ing the women to put onmafculinc attire and to continue the journey to Orixa ; accord- 
Jngl v the Eunuchs twelve in number, with Bows and Arrows guard the Seraglio, and by 
the command arc received (like Synom horfe into wretched Troy:) For AUy- 

c4Tv« giving the word, the Doolaes were no fooncr dilinounted, but that thereout illucd 
tlie Amauones \ in the firlt place they fecure the Porters of the Callle Gate, then with 
incredible Ipccdall'ail the aftonilhed Inhabitants, whom without much rcliftance they 
tookprifoners, and in the end the himfclf, whom (to prevcntcxcufc) they be- 

headed. By this Stratagem the Gallic RotM was won, which was not to be taken by all 
the hofti Ic force of India. Echar entertains the new s and manner of liirpr izc with incredi- 
ble delight i and joys the more in his belief, when he views that mafs of treafurc which 
was lent him thence by Ally^awnto confirm the truth of that conquclt. After whicli the 
Ji /' »} c invincible Gallic Jeloorc was by Gidney-cawn an Apollate Mahometan alfo betrayed to the 
Mogul, though to liis own brothers confufion. The fame whereof allli^U many Princes of 
^ rhe Rajias, each of them labouring to conferve their ownagainlt this over-fpreading 
Tartar : to which purpofc fome couragioully dcfic his greatnefs, of which rank was 
Roop Mathii, a Lady both fair and valiant ; who albeit her Beauty was more forcible to 
iiibdiic than any Arms flic could manage, ncvcrthclcfs flic confides more in her Lance 
than Beauty: lo that animating her party, Ihcvigoroufly falls into the ^£>^*/jDomim- 
on« 1 but in the midftofhcr carrierc wascncountredby Adam-cavpn, an expert Souldier*, 
who with his body of Horfe fo furioully oppofed her, that moll of her Pattons (or Pat- 
tans as fome call them) in that skirmilh were cut off, no quarter being given any but her 
Icl f ; who rather than endure the ftiamc of her imprifonment, the aflault of her challity, 
or thofcfcolFs they probably would have entertained her with, put a period to her lire 
bypoifon. Majofcr-cawn, in the mean time, this year 1 588* of the p68. being 

in Guzarat, hatches a conlpiracy again/!: and in the firft place llranglcs Gotobdas 
Mamet-ravpn the Kings viceroy in Amadabat and Ibme Ombraces, he then lei/.cs upon 
all advantageous places for the ftrengthening of his Rebellion : But by Abdal Radget 
( Beyrangano catm fon) is no fooncr oppofed than vanquilhed •, and fearing to obtain 
pardon, dcllroycd himfclf in like fort as did the late nam’d Amazjan. The report 
of whole death was no fooncr bruited but the fame alfo of Mirzat Mahomet Hac!^ 
(Brother to Eebar) his death occafions Ecbar to allure himfelf of Cabal, which during 
HackimsWk was impollible to be compaflkl', but ufing with all kind rcipedhis Wives 
and Children, he conferred upon ChJbeC’Cam Hametbeg and Mamet AUxaen-cawn large 
Itipcnds and commands in Mefidipatan, Orixa and other places, fuitahle to their me- 
rit. At the fame time Zebber-cam (late Prefident of Kahal) and famoiifed for his 
vidory that year againft Maxaen-cawn, Bama cavon and otlier Rebels in Bcr^ala) was 
made Viceroy of that Province, and Radzia Thormiel called to Fettipore, fuch time as 
Radgee Ramgiend hoidi of Baado (a Province adjoyning A^a, redundant only in land 
and Hones) by pcrlwafion of R^gee Bhyrmiel prefents himlelf to Ecbar at Fettipore^ 
and inrolls his Countrey as a member or appendix of the Afa/Wr great Seigniory; by 
whufe example fundry other petty Cemile Kings fnbmittcd themfclves unto Ecbar, and 
yearly (as a lymbole of their fubjedion) prefent him bclides Earth and Water their 
Daughters to be his Concubines j to the a grateful tribute : and for their better 
faiisfadion to court them in, at Praije (an nundred and ten courfc from Agra, Chry. 
fobona 'mPUr^, by fome NifeaJ raifes a triumphant Palace upon a Promontory where 
J^eminy empties her fclf into Ganges •, the material thereof is hard ftonc artificially poldh- 
FJalaffe Elabaffe *, in nothing more obfervable than a deep dark cave, in which 

builded. preferv’d ( as rehques) divers deformed Pagotha’s, ridiculoufly by them fuppofed 
to be Babba Adam, Mamma Evah, Seth, EnoJluLTid Methafelah, whom they affirm lived 
here ; and to whom (from moll parts of India) refort innumerable Bamtyans for bene, 
didion: firft purifying themfclves \n Ganges (reputed holy, and no doubt excellent, 
for wc find that a pint of Ganges water weighs lefs by an ounce than any other water 
thereabouts) and (having off their hair as an unclean excrement, fiippofc that thereby 
they have merited: the whole, is furrounded with a triple walU the firft, being of 
Iquarc red Hones and higheft raifedi tlieinmoft, of white ftonc, retaining an Obelisk 
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fifty cubits high, little lefs under ground as they fay to make it firm ajid duial)Ic •, pro»;a- 
*biy fixt there for oltcntation by Alexander or Bacchus^ Ovid, lih- 4. Met. 

Whofeconquefis through the Orient are renown' d^ Orifns tibJ i.-mi 

Where tawny India is by Ganges bound. Decolor cxtu’ni.> qua cingitur .mjij 

In this (which many P^r^Kings formerly in vain attempted by rcafonofthc overflowing 
Rivers) the King fpent a myriad and two hundred thoufaiid Roopecs. Here allb they 
fiiew a Tree which many Petan Kings have fought to eradicate and ddlroy ■, but as re- 
port goes could never eftedt, fo as ’tis little lefs than adored. Near EUh.tffe alio i s worth 
ourfrcingthc llately Tomb which built for his firll Wife (Ra ja Adanijen^js Siilci ) 

who poifoned her Iclf fofoon as fhe received the report of her Son Sultan d/tjh-ocs re- 
bellion. 

The affairs fucceeding thus fortunately, no clouds appearing, Fcb.tr bi oneh 

esnevi Chimera's, and fancies the entire conqueft of Pitrop, Patan, Chormattdcl, ytMol all 
Ben^ala to the South i and to ftretch his Empire North as far as Tartary, To further 
which, he hears, that Ahdul-cawn, Son and Heir to Skander-cha» King of Atutrenahar 
(part ofTarury) was coming to Fetnpore to give him a triendly v ift ; He prevents pai t 
of his journey aiid meets him at Lahore ; where there wantc^d no ceremony to content the 
Tartartan Prince, who after alhort ftay returned home with faiisfaclion. News at this 
time being brought King Achbarthat Mirza Sharoph in Badaxan had been injured by the 
Oudbeg Tartar', the King refolvcs to vindicate him: but firll:, as more conliderable, 
bends his march towards that he might at once tommand entirely ov.: Ganges. 

At Attccl\ he mulleisand orders his Army : to Rajca liyrmtel he dlfpolcsonc part, 10 
another, tohimfelfthe third. Byrmiel leads the Van, and oat It ripping ihc 
Army falls fnrioufly upon the Pat^wians ', who by their Lieutenant General Zell- Ally -Ait: 
received w'ith no lefs bravery, but anfwcr blow for blow, fo long, and with futh fut- 
cefs, that Byrmiel forced to retreat with lofs; fo as Ecbarh'^ lueh as lied having 
quirk notice of it, at firll: the news put him into a rage*, but Rcnlosi having got the ma- 
llei y ol Paflion, rallies his men, and with frcfli fupplics makes a quic k i ctui n and hav- 
ing received a (harp charge by Zel-AUy and his late viiilorious party, after foinc hours 
clofe fight, EcAir having far the greater Army, had the day i ZcLAlly M\:, and then 
Tarcoji the Lieutenant General were flain, and fifteen thou land of the Army left dead 
upon i lie place: by this overthrow the rich and noble Province of BengaU was totally 
fubjccted , which to this day remains a member of the Moguls large Empire. Tnis happi- 
ly effected, thcconciiicll o\' Kandahar 1% next deligned ; to which end, £cW hearing of a 
variance at that time hapiiing ’twixxthctwo Vrinccs HuJJan and (fons ofMr^ 

Bcyram the Kandabor Govcrnoiir) and the Perfian he confederates with the two young 
men, and fends C/w/fm -wiw; with five thoufimd Horfe thither, who at midnight were let 
into the Town by the two brethren, and the City made a Vallai of Ech.irs Empire. But 
Abas the Perfian King not liking his enlargement that way, foon recovered it from the 
Indian. Eebars Ambition ncverthelcfs grows boundlcfs^ lb he can overcomc,hc cares 
not how, nor where he conquers : for, hearing of the old King of MohrenJjurs death, not- 
withftanding his pretended fricndfliip to his Son, he covets to become his Succulfor. And 
firft, to di Hover their ftrength, he fends Tz.eddcr-ca9m and Hackgem^awn his AmbaJla- 
dors, who under an amicable colour of condoling and comforting AbduUawn for his 
Fathers death, at the years end return well iiiftruded : but tlie great Mogul refer ves the 
pradick part unto himfclf. For perceiving Cajfimeer interpofing, gnd at" that inltanc not 
under liis power, he lends Ally Mirza in ArabaUic to Jufiof-cawn (a fearful King) with this 
Mellagc, That if he with his Son would come to Lahore and do him hoimigc, lie lliould have 
his Seigniory eltabliflicd, and by that Alliance his power at all times w'ould be ready to 
defend him : ifothcrwifehc w^ould refer it to thechance ofWar, he mult expect a perpe- 
tual fliivcry. The Cafmirian King affrighted at this threat, and doubting his pov, ei , iuilU--; 
inftaiitly to Ecbar, and becomes his Vaffal : Howbeit Jacob-cam his Son being of mOi t fj)- - 
rit, and not able longer to diUcmblc, without leave returns home, followed b\ fe^ 'ms 
loved him: fo that he quickly expels the Indiftns out of the City, and is ackiiowlulg Jj K: ig : 

But his Halcyon days were of fiiiall continuance*, for Ecbar orders Ally Mir:.aCiiK\ C.ijfcm- 
cham with thirty thoufand Horfe to haften after him •, Ib.as the young King not da i i ng up- 
on equal terms to adventure battel flies to the high Mountains of Bimbcry, whither alio 
Caffem cawn, directed by fome Natives, fo hotly purfues, tliatthey became mafters of tiiole 
Hills i wbcnic'/acab flies to SirhenAf^r in Cajfimer^ but thitlicr allb they follow him, whc. .• 
neither ftrcngtii in men nor walls were iufllciciit to repel, but indefpightof both he ' ta- 
ken, and forc\-d to bend under the iron yoke of bondage. K 2 cafi- -a •

Cajfmer is part of tliat part of y^fia which of old was called So^diatta, being part of Scythia, 
intra Iwanm. The Nortii Pole is there raifed 41 degr. 9 min. This City is from U^ra 
three hundred, from Surat about a thoufand En^lip Miles dijlant: the Province gene- 
rally is moiuitaiiioiis, barren, cold and windy. Her Metropolis Shyrenak^ which feme 
c:i\[ Syremhar is three miles in compafs, watered by or Phatf a River fomc think 
Mefnnsj wJiich from after many glomerating dances increalcs///^^ in nothing 

nioicobfcrvablc than a Lake (eight leagues hence) which is fifteen miles about, incen- 
•icr whereof is an Illc in which is built a feir Palace, outof which is feen variety of/ports, 
as FiJhing, Hawking, Rowing, &c. Now whether this was that Cyropohs which the great 
Cyrus railed to keep out the threatned invafions of the Tartar, as Ibme furmife, 1 cannot 
lay, feeing another of that name was where Shyras now Hands. 

This done, reftlefs Ecbar(a while deferring the conquell of Bafiria) aims at Tuna and 
alhhofe Territories that alnitt upon the Eaft fide of Indus. A notable enterpri/e : But 
being a very prudent Prince, well underftoodthe llrcngth and condition of every Prin- 
cipality, and how the Rulers were reputed of. Knowing therefore how odious Mirzji 
jehan was by reafbnolhisTyranny, and clpccially to his inferiours, he fends Canganna, 
Eihars Favourite with twelve thoufand men to furpriy.e that place’, who to make the 
quicker march and lei's noife by Boat failing down Bavee into Judus, arrived ntTutta, 
w’hich iievcrtlielci's having intelligence, fo provided, that for lix months it held onf, but 
in the fex enth the Tyrant was necefiitated to yield it up, and upon conditions having 
lurrcndrcd the place, w’as entertain’d friendly: but by this acqiiifition all even 
to Loore Bander upon the Ocean came to acknowledge their Sovereign. 

Tutta or Tatta liW of late commanded by the Bajhboot) Ealb from the City Jcfclmcer, 
and Well fi om Bucksr, is reputed one of the molt cclel)ratcd Marts of India \ lb circkd 
by a branch of that it is a peninfiilc. From Lahore it is about thirty days journey, 
but by Indm in Icfstiiiie attained. Upon the Ocean Ihc has Lourc Bander , which is three 
ealie days travel ihcncei ohfervablc in this, tliat fiichihips as ridcat anchor tlicrc, are 
not lb gnawed and fpoilcd with worms asulually they be at Smiley, Chauly Dabnl, Daman, 
Cjoa, and other adjacent places. 

^ t) .1 59J About t us time AV^^WWthc old King of Decan paid Nature her laH Tribute, and 
Melic Anther his Son was /bated in his Tiironc : Ecbar (whofe difca/l* evns Ambition) is 
Jit k till he nttjmpt rl/e conquelb of that al/b^ to do which he reJblves neither toll nor 
toil iljoulti Jiinder : The cjitci pri/.c was more hopeful feeing that a woman was at that time 
ReCli'ix of the Marches. Canganna being chofen General, hav ing received his inllrudi- 
ons, withthirty thoufand Horfc marches ftom Lahore xo Brampore, vihciQ Radgce Ally- 
chanihQ Governour meets him with five thoufand more, and after fomc months gre.ucr 
preparation let forward towards Decan, the Army being provided of all things iiccdla- 
ry both for fight and liege. Decan is the name both of a City and Kingdom : tlie City is 
dilbant about 10 miles from the Uiamond-minc. The Kingdom is large*, included be-, 
twjxtthc Mogul, Narjingan and Samoz.een, comprehending or Cimcan in which are 
Onor, Batticda, Mangalir, and Other Towns ofnotc upon the Jjidian Coalb, niid by frequent 
refort of Merchants and others not a little tele])ratcd. TziendBteby daughter to the 
laft King hearing of the Moguls approach, in the firfl: place fortifies Amdanagar nfvon- 
the Town-, and having from the Kings of V'ipapore and Golcunda received an auxiliary 
Force of forty thoufand Horfe, the command of which Ihe commits to her Field Martial 
Eunuch Shuhel, lie attends the Enemy upon the Confines, firll skirmilhing with 

Ally Chawn^ MirTLo-Caffem, and half tlie Army and fuonafterthe Pagansentcr pel mcl, 
guided only by courage and defire of conquefi, lb as on both tides were many llain ; 
now one, then the other part feeming vidorious: fo long, ib couragionlly, with fuch 
emulation and fury the battel continuing, that when the Sun (weary of fo much bJood- 
Ihcd) had hid his face in the Well, they ecafed not, but by Moon-light continued the 
fight with equal refolution, fo as for many years a more memorable battel hath not 
been with more courage, in eighteen hours none knowing to whom the victory inclined ; 
till liich time as the Sun fparkling his beams again in that Hori/on, Canganna who was 
their Referve fell in with his Brigade, and in fo good order, that after three hours 
further dilputc the Decam very unwillingly gave back, leaving their heroick Captain 
Codgee honourably llain in the field. The Moguls follow the chafe fifteen miles *, but 
the Princefs Bahy gallantly interpofes them widi frclh Horfe, forcing the Mogul to a 
retreat toward Brampore, which recovered the Decan fomc reputation. Eebur hav- 
ing notice of what hadpalb, intreats ShaMorad his beloved .Son to rc-inforcc his Army 
by a new levy of fifteen thoufand Horfe*, and fiom Brampore with the other Foices 
quartered tbicieabouts to make a frelh invafion into thofe meridional Provinces: 

Merrily 
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Merrily the youthful Prince advances thither ward j but during his ftay in Brampore 
gave fuch liberty to his vcncreous and drunken dirpofition, that his radical vigour loon 
became Ipcnt, his lungs conTumed, and death gave the period to his conliimption. Sudden 
This fudden farewcl ft ruck the Army with fuch amazement, that many UmbraesCto de.irhof 
avoid the fufpicion of his Father) tied , not caring to inhume the carcafs. Ecbar prince 
having quick intelligence of this fad accident , though he was pretty well acquaint- Morad. 
ed with his Sons debauchery , yet will not be perfwaded but they had poifoned 
him: and for better information, his Chancellor (the Princes School-maftcr) Jhdjit 
Fauel is difpatchcd •, who (finding the dead Prince his own conliimcr) prudently 
alTcmblies O'M^anna, Jttfief^chan, Tz.adohcB 4 amet^hany Mirx^ Tzarol^, and luch other 
Umbraes as were at hand : he calls back fuch as had lied for fear, and then iatisfies 
Echar where the fault was *, and being commillioned by the King , undertakes the 
Princes charge, having firft font the dead body to Delly to be buried. In fimilltime he 
fubdues the Provinces of Chandys or Sanda<, Berar^ and many other wcaltliy places • 
and by Letters acquaints the King with his fuccefs, defiring him to forliikc Lahore^ 
while, (having fpent twelve Winters and Summers there , ) and remove his Court 
to'the City of which fo long languilhed by his abfencej further putting him 

in good hopes in finall time to fubjedt and add Dtcan , Gul^unda ( by the Perfians 
called Mydraban,) nfiaporct and other parts of India to his tmpirc. Ecbar in the 
interim orders his Son Shaw Selym (afterwards called Jangheer) with fifteen thoufand 
Horlb to fall upon Rajea Rana Mardont , the only fiiccellbr to Pornsy and of all Radgecs 
the moft powerful and eminent: Tzjebber Chan follows the Prince with five thou- 
land Horfe , Sha Coolichan AdAiarcm with three thoufand •, Radgee Shagenat Favorite 
afterward to with three thoufand more •, and many other Umbraes and Man- 

cebdars of note attended him with what Forces they could ■, which being brought 
into a body, the Mogul bids Lahore farewcl for fomc time, and according to Abdtd Fai^eU 
advice, removes both Court and Lcftar unto Agray •, into which he was received 
with all denionftration of joy could pollibly be exprefled , the Citizens fuppofing 
he came by his rcfidciice to inrich the Town , when as indeed his aim was to gain 
there quicker intelligence from the Army, and that he might prolecute his intended 
War the better againft tiic King of Decan, Lahore in the mean time forrows for his 
departure. • 

Lahore City both great and famous) is competitor for the Title of ALetropolis with Labor f. 
A^ay\ The Pole Artick there advancoi degrees 15 minutes; the air for eight 
months is very pure and reftorative the ftrccts graceful and well paved •, moft oftliem 
being clcanfed and ferved by the River Rarjeey a branch of Indwy which from Pen]eh 
and the Cujfmyrian mountains ft reams pleafantly near this City, and after a flux ofthrec 
thoufand EngUjlj miles, the Channel all the way being deep enough for Junks of three- 
IcoreTun, atTiirM in oncbi oad ftream near Dial at 2? degrees 15 minutes empties 
it fclf into the Ocean. In Lahore are many things obfervable , as the Caftle, Palaces, 
Mofques, Hummums, Tanks, Gardens, err. The Caftle is large, uniform, and 
nobly fcated ', the material ftone, white and poliflied*, entred by twelve Pofterns, three 
ofwhichrefpcdt the Town, the reft the Country : Within is a Palace entred by two 
Gates, givingpaflagc into two Courts ; the laft of which points out twow'ays •, one to 
the Kings Durbar and Jarneo where according to cuftom he daily (hews himfclf unto 
his people, the other to the Devon-Kawn where every evening from eight to eleven he 
dilcourfcs with his Umbraes. , On the wall are piftured fundry llorics and pal^imes, viz., 
Jangheer (^herwife call Sha Selym) crofs-legg’d Upon a Carpet under a State, his Son 
Perwees being on the right handf with Qtrroon and Tymoret his brothers, Dhan SWand 
Sha Morad \ about him are -Ew/Vi /i Sheriffy elder Brother, of luch wealth and 

pride, that having above an hundred Concubines, he new clad them every day, and every 
night tearing their apparel off, buried them in the ground Mirz^ Ruflan (once King of 
Candahor ) Can Charmay Rajea Manifenghy Can Afamy AJfaph C4n and Radgee Jugonath or 
(Saginct ( the Crajftu of India, for at hi s death he left Jangheer as a Legacy fixty Mawnds of 
pure (iolfl, each Mawnd being five and twenty pound weight, which in ours amounts to 
near lixty thoufand pound Sterling, and three hundred Elephants richly covered, with 
other things', at whole death his Wives, Sifter, Nephew, andfeven other friends burnt 
thcmfelvcs ( for complement) alive in his ftineral fire :) And on the left hand are 
FJy-lcarer, Sword-bearer, Mocrib-ChanlicftcTy Rajea Rodorow i

Upon the banks of this where it meet^Hydafpes, the viftorious Greek^huWiBucephalain 
memory of bi** Horfc that died there. Here it is thoiiglit the Patriarch TV^iltlcated 
liimlelf aftoi liis leaving the Ark', and hence Ophyr and HavtUh Sons of Jcci^4« remov- 
ed towards 6’4»jir«and Malacca. The Province wherein Lahore is feared is Pang^ Weft 
fi om>^;/’4, or rather from the Pry/zw word Panch-ob or five Waters or Rivers, which 
fire iiow called Ravee, Behat^ Oh^Chan, Wihy and Smdar (incrcafcd by Fodder and D 4 - 
wuidcej but by Pre/omy and old Hydrographers, jicefmes-, Cophys, Hydifpcs^ Zaradras^ 
and Rhuadeh or Hijpalis.

of his Souldicrs that to Agra he returns , unnaturally rclblvcd to thrull his Father 
out of his Throne. Ecbar was fo amated at it, andwiththis uncxpeclcd Rebellion, 
that what with fear of his Sons popularity, and what with grief to leave Decan uii- 
tonqucTcd , his heart droops, and a deep melancholy fei/.es liis lj>irit, till Ahdd Paul 
lou/cs him, and by the feafonable encouragement he gave, not only revives, butcxal- 
perates. Whereupon turning his back of Amnadagar with iialf his Auny, (^leaving his 
Son i'ha D'haersy with Ahdd Pazjel-, Chan-Chamuty Badar-Shawy and other Umbraes to 
jir ofecute tlic War of Dcran) he fpccds towards Agr/^, wliitJrei Shaw-Sclym had got belbre 
iiini in hopctofccurc the Treafury •, but milfing his aim, he marc lies back by^f/«'«aiid 
A/:r/cwar, and after twelve days march came to LLJIabaJfc having ibiced hispallage 
Berar on Bahuer, Syanporty Cbalpy, (iiotthatwhich ibme think 
Mehporcy Cberu, Gaftanporty GhanootSy Cherfamy and otlicr Towns and Provinces 

which feemi ugly acknowledged him, and in whitirCarrifoiis he put Captains of his 
own choormi’. The King now returned to Agray being fenlible of his Sons coiif piracy, 
wiilieiiall were well again ; liy kind Letters firft attempting it, difeovering the lliaine and 
danger he was in, the curie of Mahomet y and deprivation of iiis birth right, lb he jx^rliltcd 
but promi ling jiardon if he would fubraii and come in : Ho wlrcit fuch pel fwalions w'cre of 
fmaJl power witii SW-iV/ywi who to alliiic his Father of his conflancy inthatcouriefirll 
derides the Meifengcr, and then o’re-ruiis the Empire as far as hoping (but in 

\ airi jthc Viceroy there Radgee Manfingh would lide with him. 

Neverthelcfs, what made fomc amends, was the gooil fuccefs his other Son Prime 
D'hacn or Daniel had in his march tovvauK Deem : For Jn- li.iviiig entied the Country, 
in the lirP place bcficged Gandetxniy one pf the moll toiilidciable Calllcs for l{icii:\tli 
and llituat'ion in the whole Kingdom. Herein the dill relied l.ady w iih UKuiy ol'iier 
Nobles had pc ihcmfelvcs, llorcd with \ icTuals for two \ ears llcge, and piOv ided with 

all 
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all forts of warlike Inllrumciits. Notwithftanding all which (the Dice of War fo/a^ 
dcring it) in the fcventh month the Enemy took it by ftornij many of the defendants 
loling their lives’, but all, their wealth and liberty. Behey only, rather than fuffer im> 
pr ifonment made her fel f away by Poyfon, and fo put an end to her mifery. But her trea- 
furc of Gold and Silver came to the Conquerors hands •, who giving it in charge to Ab- 
dul Fazjel and Chauchanua, the Gallic he truftedto Godgee Byc^irz,, and without any fu. - 
ther rcliftance marched his whole Army through the Counties Berar and Gastdes, recei- 
ving Ibme acknowledgment from the faint-hearted Kings of Culcunda and f^ifidporej and lb 
loadeii with triumph and treafure returns to Brampore vidtorious. 

BRAMPORE (or Barumpur) Baramatis in Pfo/<w»y,or Brachman-pere as my notion Brumpert. 
prompts me, of old and at this day a Seminary of Bramswsy Jogues, Culans or Cymnojophs^ 

(^whofe Academy (about this place) is recorded by Parphyruts and Ptolomy) is in Artick 
elevation twenty eight degrees, three minutes i from Surat Eall two hundred and twen- 
ty miles •, from Jfmeer four hundred and twenty, and from Agr^ not much lefs than 
one thoufand. The Province is called Chandijh or Sanda •, where being watered by Tap^ 
pee fthc River at Surat) it becomes fruitful and pleafant but clfewhere is barren and 
Tandy. The City is built upon low ground, in an unhealtKy but fpacious Vale, and by 
Barmyans moB: inhabited: the Streets are many but narrow ^ theHoufes not high, and 
but meanly beautiful : At the North-Eaft end it has a Cattle (at the River lide) which is 
large *, and in the River we fee an artiheial Elephant fo skilfully lhaped, that by the 
Banryans ’tis of fome veneration, and by others admired. In times paft here rclidcd the 
Decan Kings, who by the Mogul are now beaten from it : and near this is Choft^Chofina's 
Houfe and Gardens at LoU4sata, zdorntd with a delightful profpeA of fcvcral Trees,which 
for fruit and (hade and for variety of Flowers and Herbs of all forts, exprefsthe inge- 
nuity as well as greatnefs of that Noble Perfbn^ as alfo the Water-works two courfes 
thence are well worthy the view. But to return. 

Ecbar no fooner underttood how fortunately his Son Daniel had proceeded South- 
ward, f the news whereof ’tis likely came to Shaw^elims car j but Gedgee Jehan prcients 
him with a penitential Letter from Shaw-Selym his rebellious Son in the^contrary quarter. 

After a little ftay, returns with the i/<jjf«/fpromifed pardon, provided he would 
difmifs his Army and make fpeedy rubmifTion. His ungracious Son repeating his for- 
mer impiety, returns this for anfwcr ^ That having an Army of feventy thoufand Horfe, 
and many brave men, upon mott of which he had conferred ibmc Command, it was evi- 
dent he needed not to lubmit : ncverthclcfs he would fubmit, provided an Amnclty were 
forthwith given him and thofe that were in tWs confpiracy, their lives and well-being 
being equally valuable with his own; which if his Father would not grant, he was re- 
folved to defend himfelf, and to continue his Army in their former courfes. Ecbar ha- 
ving ruminated a while, returns him a tart anfwer, fuch as incenfed tbe Prince-, who 
having advifed with his Council of War, forthwith diflodged, and in good order 
marched fpeedily to Elabafey where he commands all forts of Coin, of Gold, Silver, and 
Brafs to be ttamped with his own Name and Motto } yea, to vex his Father the more he 
dilhoneftly courts Anark^a his Fathers Wife, (which name hgmhcs Pomegranady) and 
withal lent him fome of his new-ftampt money a crime of fo high a ftain, that the en- 
raged Father hrtt curfes him, and then acquaints his Chancellour Abdul Fazal with his 
condition: who having laboured all he could to moderate his Matters pallion, with all 
convenient hatte (accompanied with three thoufand Horfe) follows ^ePott to do his 
Matter fome Service. But Sha Selynty (having intelligence how all patted) to anticipate 
fo hire an Enemy ,writcs to RadM Bertjingh (Lord of Socr) tliorow whofc Country he mull 
go, to lie in wait for Abduls pattage, and promifinghim a gratuity with command of five 
thouland Horfe, (b he would lend him Abduls Head.Thc Radgee promitts his betted with a 
thoufand Horfe and three thoufand Foot ainbulhes near Gwaler \ and Inch time as poor 
Abd/d Fa^jel (fiilpedllcfs of any Enemy) palled by, Ra^ee fell upon him’, and notwith- 
itanding the advantage he had , for three hours the fight cqttinued i but o’re-pretting 
them with men and troops, in the end Abduls company were ffloft part flain, and him- 
felf (after twelve wounds which he received in fight) was at length taken and beheaded. 
Stf/ywreceives the prefent joyfully, but £cW (who loved him dearly) becomes fopalfio- 
nate, that for three days he withdrew from all manner of company, and for Ibme time 
refuttd to be comforted. But (like waves) fee another horror affliding him : news 
was brought him of his other Son Sha DaniePs death, killed in the fame City and by the 
fame Dittarc/Wi»r<tt/ was formerly, by intemperance: hereat the old man afflidshisde- 
caying body iinmeafurably, cries and fighs and vows revenge upon Chanchaana for no 
better regarding him: whofo foon as the Prince was dead, made what hatte he could 

to 
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to Court to purge himfelf; hutwns not admitted £cWj light, till by mediation of 

others he was brought into his Majellies prefcncc, and gave fogood an account as the 
Mogul was pacified, and with new inftrudions haften’d back to the Army in Dnan, Nc- 
verthclcfe, the vexation he endures by the continued Rebellion of his Son Selym takes 
from him all comfort j and feeing him hardned in his cxorbitancies, is at his wits end 
how to reduce him. Therefore firft (as a King) he marches againll him witli thirty 
thouland Horfc, but by his Mothers fudden death was recalled •, whole Body when he 
had fiimjJtuouny interred in Delly in King Homayon her Husbands Sepulchre, then (as a 
lather) he tries once more what fair perfwafion could operate : To which end he di- 
elates a pathetique Letter mixt with love and anger, reproving, perlWading, dilFwa- 
ding, promifing, and putting him in mind, he was or fhould be at Jeaft. his joy and com- 
fort; and that he had no more Sons living. MyradZeddu (once the Prince’s Tutor) 
was thought the fittell perfbn to carry it ; who fo forcibly penetrates the yielding or ra- 
ther convinced nature of Sha Selymy that forthwith taking Penveej his little Son along 
with him, he HaUbafs, palTcs and after two days (the Wizard allowing 

the day fortumite) with all his Umbracs arrives at and by Mmojjuk^n 

was brought to Pchar then iA the Guzel-chan; whobiuihing to eye him, leads him into 
the MahacI, or private Lodging, where forgetting his i^romiie reniembring the dances 
Sclym had led him, into liich a rage that rapt him, that after he had flalht terror into his 
heart by the fury of his eyes, and thundcr-ftruck him with a florm of words, with his 
fill Ibrack him fo hard upon the mouth, that throwing himfclf down, requefts his 

{ubmits. F,^tiler at once to deftroy him, to which end He fiiews him his brealt, tiic fword and 
hai/d ready to it. But Ecbar by tliis abating his cholcr intends no fuch facrificc, but 
commanding him to arife, dilfcmbles his alfedion and terms him Afs and Fool, that 
commanding feventy thoufand men, would forfake them to truft the fiigred promifes of 
any. That faid, he brings him fortli again, and fends him back to Prifon, giving all 
the principal Umbracs his alTociatcs like welcome, Eadgee Batfo Qxcciptcdy who (wiler 
than the rclb) cfcaped. By this imprifonment, Sha Selym contrary to his culfome ab- 
ftains four and twenty hours from Opiitniy which next day Ecbar (fearing that in a palfi- 
on he would make himlelf away) comes inPcrfonandpcrfvvadcs himtotakc : The third 
day, by the intcrccllion of his Ladies and Concubines Sclym was freed and fent to his 
ow'n Houfe ; where he behaved himfclf orderly, in a dutiful manner each day vifitinghis 
Father *, till upon Ibnie old mens malicious furmifes or his Fathers new jcaJoulic he was 
rcll rain'd again, and the Mogul de novo cxalperatcd again/b him. But this ill-grounded 
rancour had little effed*, for Ecbar taking diftalte againft Mirzjt O'ajliovp (the Viceroy 
oi‘ Tuna's Son, and one formerly high in his favour ) for fpeaking one word with Ecbar 
ill interpreted, no fubmiflion will fervehis turn, no Icfs than his life mnlb pay for it: 
I'o which end the Kings Phyficianwasdircdlcd to prepare two Pills of like fliape but con- 
trary operation; Gajha» muft be trufted with them, and bring tliantojEcW; who 
(imagining by a private mark he knew the right) bids GaJljm 1 wallow the other. Co, 
jhaw ignorant of the deceit, by chance light upon the beft, fo as Ecbar by miftake was 
Tooibonthc mifcrablc Mogul perceives his error, and too late repents his 
foijnt* cholcr ; but (for Ihanic concealing the caufe) after fourteen days loi ment and fuccefs- 

kimftif. Icfs trial to cxpell the poi/bn yields up the Gholb, in the levcniy third year of his Age, 

and fifty fecond of his Reign; and with all imaginable folemnity in T^ck^nder, three 
courfc from Jigroy in a Monument which he had prepared, that great Monarch was bu- 
ried : And Sha Sclym (though a while refifted by Radgee AUnfmgh and Chan Afemy who in 
Sha Sclym vain cndcavoured to make his Son CuPiroo Mogul, lb nominated by Ecbar as they allcdged) 
crowntd. vs'ith fuch ccfcmony as was requifite was Crowned nt Agray by name of Janghecry King. 
great Mo- Qf LordGod, 1604. and of Mahomet ^84. 

G ivc me leave now to prelent you various Scenes, compofed of a mifccllany of fubjeifts, 
hapning in Jnduftant during Jangheers Reign. 

Jangheer (fo now wc Q|li him) by the mediation of Morteta Cum, Cooly MametchaHy 
p.i 604 gnfl other s of his Councrl, rcccivcshh Son Sultan Cojhroe Cor Guprrow) his late competi- 
tor into favour and to lay the foundation of his greatnefs in the good will of his peo 
pie freely receives CW AJfem and Radgee into grace .again. But Cujlrroocy ftruck by his 
own guilt, fufpecftiiig his pardon counterfeit, by Letter dclircs Hujfantegy Viceroy of 
Cabuly his old Friend, to meet him near Fcttiporc with fomc Horfc, that he might lly 
away, being alfiircd that if he ftay’d long at Court he fhould be put to death, i't his 
Zantel the Letter is Ipecdily delivered, who as rc.adily obeys the dilconlblatc Prince, and 
with three thouland Horlc halbesto Achbar porej which is from Agra four and twenty 
courfes, whither the Prince (cfcaping about twi-light from Court) comes, followed 
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by five hundred Gallants, who all together haften to Lahore. Jangheer had immediate 
notice of his Sons flight, and refentinghow dangerous it might prove, charges Me- 

lee AUybeg Captain of the Guard, with fuch force as he then had to purfte Ojfcrw, and to 
bring him back again. * The Otwal with three hundred Horfe, and Msrtaxjuhan witli 
fifteenhundredHorfemore, all night poll: after yea after both, but more Ica- 

furcly, Jrfwfcwr himfelf (pcrfwadedto itby AfiruiUmbravc) with fifty Elephants and 
eight thoufand Men : fo that the poor Prince (every way purfued) feared to be made 
Prifoner again ; yet fuch was the hafte Hajfenbeg made afore them, that none of the • 
three came near him by fifteen courfes, (yea, though all the way they plundered Villa- 
ges, and made havock of what they^uld; fo as on the ninth day the Prince attained La^ 
here: But intending to enter the CaHIe, they were (contrary to expedation) kept out 
hy Ehrahim^chan the Governour, ('premonifiied of the Princes flight*,) and which was 
worfe, h^Sayet-chan (three courfe from the City, and in his way to the place of 

his Government) making as if he would join with him, upon the River tlie poor Prince 
isimprHbhedT but byvertue of a bribe efcaping, he returns to FfHjfaay where he was 
entogered by another bait. For ZaUaden Haffen prefents himfelf unto the Prince, 
alluring him that his Father out of his abundant love had pafied by his offences, and had 
alfigncd his true Friend Hitffettbeg the additional Command of the Provinces of 
andSanafoed: with which teeming not contented, heddircsthe addition of 
all this being but to dally, and allure his ftay till Janghetr came to catch him. The Prince 
neverthelefs was not fo fiinple, but that heealily diltovershis Fathers drift fo that af- 
ter three weeks fruitlefs attempt to take the Caftlc in Lahore.^ he forfakes the City, and 
with twenty thoufand Hosfc in a quick march moves back again, with a full determina- 
tion to bid yofigheer battel nearer home. It h^ned, that he pitcht one night where Mar- 
tofa Kawtt witli fix hundred Horfe (hearing of Cufinred’s coming) was ambuihed: Morto- 
Ja falls upon him*, but fuch was tlie premeditated care Hujfan had of the place, that in 
two hours skirmi (li their Enemies were beaten, and Sha-Chelyal the Captain llain *, fo tliat 
had not Codgee Melee with the Kings Standard entred, proclaiming with great out-crics 
that the Mogul was at hand, the Kings party had been wholly routed : But of fuch ter- 
ror was the Kings approach (then paft Sultanpore) that jikdalRajea who bore the Prin- 
ces Colours molt cowardly threw it away and fled *, and by his daltardly Example the reft 
of the Army did the like, molt of them by the ruftick time-ferving people being chafed 
and knockt down, and all the baggage feized on by Country-people. The King was fo 
fcnliblc of this good hap, that in memory of the Deliverance he crciftsat TzieJ^rry, 1 . c. 
a place of Hunting a ftatcly Caftle, and new names the place Feniporet which fignifies 
Paradife, or a place of Delight. 

Fettipere, i f the water had been good, had by this time triumphed over all the Cities of Fettipere 
India ; tis walled about,aiid to the N. N. W. difeovers aLake five miles over. The N. E. 
has a lair Buzzar,rivc hundred paces long, neatly paved,aiid well built on all Tides : at one 
end is the Moguls Houfc, and a Mohol curioufly built *, on the other fide a Mofque alcended 
by thirty fteps, barr'd with a Gate ^ in all fo obfcrvablc,that it is fcarcc equalled through- 
out /Ww ; the top is full of little Pyramids, the Court within is fix times larger than the 
Reyal Exchange in LWow, neatly paved with frce-ftonc,thc Hies paved, and the Columns all 
ot oneftonc very beautiful*. Alftonting this Gate is a fumptuoiis Monument, the parget 
whereof is covered with Paint and Oyfter-pearl Ihells, but proudeft in the Kalender who 
lies there buried. To return. The mifcrablc Prince after this defeat, accompanied with 
Hajfenbeg, Abdul Radgee, and Chan Baderjhaw^ fcarce looksbehind him till they had attain- 
ed where ^4^frftays*, hwt Sultan GHjhroomthBadaJljacTofsthcRavee, and labour 
to arrive with fafety at Rant as, a Caftle by fome reputed impregnable, bad fortune it 
feems follows them every where *, for, palling the River Tsjenob,\>y the treacherous Water- 
men they arc kept between Deejt, and brought into the power of Cajfem-cbavpns Sons (then 
beficging the Gallic) who without delay conveys them to Jangheer, by that time paft La- 
tir, a flood feven days travelthencc. The King overjoyed with tiiis good hap, returns 
to Lahore, and by the way put to death many Umbraeswho were the Princes followers ■, 
and the Prince was committed to the cuftody of Zemanaebeg, (called after Mahobet-chan, 

I. e. beloved Lord \ of which Mahobet-cawn 1 may lay as Livie fpeaks o^ Cato, In this man 
were fuch abilities of mind, and fuch heroick vertucs, tJiat into what CTimatc Ibever his 
Nativity call him he feemed able to command a fortune*,) Hajfenbeg Bedafha, and 
Abdul Radgee,bem'^hi9: publickly difgraced,were then made clofe Prifoners.Such wasthe 
concliifion of the Princes firft out-breaking. 

Whether fomc Noble-mcn reputed Jmgheer tyrannical, or that they thought Gufu 
roo had better Title to the Empire, or that envy was die caufe, is uncertain*, but fome of

, thcfe fo wrought, as one night when but few men watched the Prince, fomc male-con- 
tents conlpired to take away the M<^uls life upon the high Mountains as he pafled 
tlicncc to CM, and to place Ga/ferw in his room : the Traitors were of no mean rank, 
Mirza Chcrief ( Brother to jifftph-chsm,) Mirzjt Nomradyn his Courm,^iri4 FetulU, Mir^ 
xA Sh/^'cnbeg, LoHsAeg, and Mtardoph ehan. fmgheer having no notice thereof, and 
fufpcding no treachery pafles on 5 but by good fortune was fo well attended, that they 
duril not attempt their villanous intent. Howbeit, in the interim, Ethanum Dodet the 
• Ticafurer was accufed by one of his Slaves, to have converted to his own ule and for 
the tneouragement of Traitors 500000 Roopees out of the Moguls Treasury: That, and 
ihc news of Cheer Jfenchan {Ethaman Dedets Son^ Law) his treacherous murder of 
Cotobdy Mmmtt'chm iJoati ( Lieutenant of Bengd* nrar Radgee Mahal, albeit yiff'cncham 
the Turk upon that fcorc was alfo loon after (lain hy Gejfadiue and ^i//weer^h4rt>ff, brother 
and Son to the Lieutenant, and his Mother and Wife moll bal^y abulcd) were imputa- 
tions reflecting fo much upon i)flK/er, that he was not only difeharged of his Place, but 
his Ellatc confiftatcd, and himfclf imprilbncd in Dumt-cham Houle during his Maje- 
fties plcafiirc, to his grief, but the aftonilhment of all htdaftan, whoever reputed him an 
onclt Officer and Counfellor of State. 

Greater was Janghcers fe^, when by Gedgee Vehes he was at length acquainted with 
the confpiracy intended agaiidl him by men of i)Owcr, fucli as he never provoked, fuch 
as were nearly related to him : But by MiriAVt^aves^diSKi', tluows olf all abjeCt fear *, 
and having apprehended the conlpirators, without delay he commands them to executi- 
on, Ethaman Dedet only excepted, who at the requcll of his Keeper was pardoned 
(upon payment of 200000 Roopccs to the King and him for his lile,) but led back to 
Prilbn in difgraceful fort. After which the King returns ( from Cabd ) unto Lahore ^ 
and by the way remembring the danger he had cltaped, and deeply grounding his jea- 
loulie tliat (Jufliroo his Son was partly caufer of it, he commands his Sons Eyes by juice of 
A .'Ck to lx made blind : buttlie Poilbn was more merciful, leaving one Eye a little light. 
chan dfem a lib {^C'Hjhroo\ Fatlici in L.-w) was clad in loathfomc rags and brought into 
the Cmixlchm, where every Umbrae vvas commanded to Ipit upon liis Beard-, after 
which lie was manacled and led to Pn ion, where two full years he remained clolcj till 
by the prevalent importunity ol his Wives he was letatliberty. 

This yen Amo 1605;. Cmromi ianotlicr of faf^heer*s Sosu) and other of his friends 
(to make his w ay thcealier to the Crown) prevailed with fangheer that his Kinfmcn 
.^ha]v Selym's Brothers Sons might be Chrilhicd; which accordingly was done in A^a: 
The jcfuiti tliat baptized the young Princes named them Philippo, Carlo and Henneo 5 
that year alfo they baptized another Grandfon of EMs by the name of Don Edoard. 
Soon after Ombrave being ApopleCtiquc, thereby became incapable of the further 
execution of his Office, Txjolamchan alfo in Cotopdy\ place was made Viceroy of Ben- 
gala, and commanded to fend up as Prifoners Af ’en-chan*^ Family ; which he did ac- 
cordi^ly. In the way, the young Widdow Mehermetda Ethaman Dodets Daughter, 
and Sifter to AJfaph-chan, was met by a Wizard or Fortune-teller, who told Jicr" many 
ftorics of her cnfuing Greatnefs, which foon after hapned. For they were no fooncr ar- 
rived at Agra (whither Jar^heer was by tliat time tome) but were kindly welcomed by 
Rockia Sdtanna the Mother Queen. It iiapood, that one day being led into the Mahal 
with her litdc Girl, was there accidentally, and in merriment lifting up her 

Vale, difeovers fo rare and foi^-ible a beauty that thenceforward he became her Pi ifo- 
ncr, .andfliethc fum of all he contemplates: He is now no longer Ethaman Doulets foe, 
but to ingratiate himlcll into the tree aflfcaion of his Goddels, rather ftudics how to 
advance her dejeaed Father -, in this paflionate dotage he forgets his ftatc- and 
the power he had to command, and privately each day pafll-s by Boat to Ethaman Don- 
lets Houfe, and all night confuraes hiralclfand his precious time in amorous dalliance: 
Beauty is a beam of Divine rcfulgency, no wonder then if an Enamorado iicglcft all 
other things to accomplilli his delight, witlioutwhora there feems nothing but darkncls 
and dillontcnt. To enjoy her the morc’and better, at limgtli he commands Godzjce Ak- 
ddjdojfen to Dodets goodwill for his Daughter*, which admires ^ and lay- 
ing before him the indignity he offers fo great a Majefty, JanMr (now CkpidsH^wc) 
being both deaf and blind, in cholcr bids him go, or ftay eternally. //#» replies no 
more, but fpccds away, andufes fmali pcrfwalions; for Ethaman Dodet (by tliis Mira- 
c le wrapt from hisdifeontented Orb) after fomc profeflion of his bafenefs, returns Jang^ 
W his humble and thankful condefccnfion : fo that Meher MetsJa is forthwith cfpou- 
Icd with all folemnity to the King, and her name changed into N'onrfta-hegem, or iVw- 
mahal, i. c. Light Or Glory of the Court*, her Father upon this affinity advanced above 
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all the other Umbraes •, her Brother ydjfaph-chan and molt of her kindred fmiled upon, 
with the addition of Honours, Wealth, and Command. And in this Sun-ftiinc of con- 
tent Jan^eer fpends fomc years with his lovely Queen, without regarding ought lave 
Cttpid's Currantoes. . ^ , 

jinm 1610. of the Hegira 990. and in the fixth year of his Reign, Sultan Sherryar the ^ ^ 
Prince funder tutorlhip of was fent Viceroy to Cuutraf. at whicluiiiic a,D\6io. 

Chan^Jehanvtti^ fent to Bramfare\ and Mahobet~ckan appointed Ccncral, and ordered A.Hes.990 
with an Army againft Radgee Rana or Rabama of Mmdony who at that inftaiit was broke ^ 
out into Rebelljon. The County allb of Radjea Cottz. fa branch of Bengali) was that* 
year fubieded under the Imperial Crown of Indufian-, by the valour and good londnd of 
TzMamchau. During which, Mahobct-chan f by that time in RanMs Prov me cs ) goes on 
vidorioufly, fo.rcing many Holds and Calflcs from thofe indomitable / but fby 
envy of forrle at Court ) in this his pro([3eroas proceeding Mahobet was recalled bark 
to Court and JbduUhan made General in his place. This alteration did not much alter 
the eftate of the Army, as fome thought; for Abdul profecutes Rana with no lefs vi- 
gour and fuccefs, urging him to a fet Battel at Siff meer ; where Abdul got the better, 
chafing Radvee to Oudefore and Pormandely killing many of his men, enriching themfelvcs 
with abundance of Spoil and Captives', and after much toil and fomc lofs he fackt .Sy^- 
•uend (Rana\ flrongeft Caftlej till then judged impregnable*, wherein they had ftore 
of warlike Provifion, and many Pagods, which for above lo'io years had llood there 
fuperltitioufly adored ', thefe the Mahometans burnt, and in place of them reared a Ihi- 
pendious Molque for Mahometan Devotion. Abdul-cann io foitunately managed this 
WaragainftJ?4y/4, that the great Mogul fends him thanks, andorders'him to 

live a while in Gufuraty not only to curb but to extirpate that rafcal-racc of Coohes and 
Bielfgrates which lb thicvilhly robb’d the CafFilacs and lived upon tl\c Ipoil of peaceful 
pallengers. Abdul fails not in that : For with fifteen thoulUiid HoiTc lent out in 
icveral parties , he ferrets and purfues them in all places where he knew tliey lurked, 
and after many petty encounters took Eder their retreating place (feventy conrle from 
Amadavad *, ) yea, happily fell upon them one time when they were together, and hav- 
ing with eafe put them to flight, in the chafe flew half their rabble, together with 
Latl^ooly their Ring-leader, whofehead \\c fQVit to Amadabaty and (as a memorial of 
his Vidory and terrour to all fuch Rebels) commanded that it Ihould be ftt upon a 


riiiHLic. 

But Cavpn-Jehan (during thefe broils) waiting all occafions of conqueft in Decany 
through dilcord and envy of fome Umbraes in the Army, finds his fuccefs grow worfe 
and worfe againft Meltc Amber y and knows no remedy without acquainting the Mogul 
therewith ', and as an expedient he intreats that one of his Sons might come thither to 
command, by whofc greatnefs the Army might be better ordered. After confideration, 
the King fends Sultan Pervtees his Son, and with him Radjea Ramdai ', who from Bram^ 
pore fends Chan JehanmdManJinghmth an Army to Bcllaguatey where they fend defiance 
to Melee : But Janffheer better knowing the prudence of Melee Amber and his power, 
fpeeds Chan Afem after them with four thoufand men more to re-inforce his Army, 
which done, he removes his Lefcar to Afmeery a place convenient for hunting. Chan 
Afem was no Iboncr come to Brampore but he intreats Canganna (^Lieutenant of Khoor) 
to join with him, and fo haftens towards BeBaguate with an Army of 100000 men, 600 
Elephants fof which huge Creature this Empire is thought to have 40000) and 12000 
Camels', yea, of fuch fame grew this Expedition, that ere they departed Cuncam they 
were of Horfe and Foot no kfs than 600000. With this great Body Abdul chan pene- 
trates into the very heart of Deeauy no rcliftancc being made either in Field, Town, or 
Garrifon -, fo that through all Attrden^ar, Gentfro, and as far as Kerchy tbe 

Seat Royal) they marched without refiflrance, burning and plundniig as they lifted', 
fparing neither Villages, Temples, nor Inhabitants not to be counted. The Decan King 
aftoniftied at their numbers, and unable to refift this torrent, flies to and fro, nor reft- 
inganywhcrctilJ he came to ten miles from iCrri^V, aCaftleof great ftrengtli*. 

For having made Ibme fraall skirmiibes and ambufeadoes, they appeared to fo little piir- 
pofe, that Melee Amber (albeit Mamet Lary and Wack^l AdeUhan were new come phis 
aid with above twenty thoufand Horfe, and fome Infantry ) devifes rather to quit his 
Kingdom of them by irratagem, than hazard it by chance of War. No actions ai e more 
fubjeft to Hidden and unexpefted Events than thofe of War. Melee cunningly writes 
counterfeit Letters diredted from ft>me aliout Jangbeers Couiti containing a 

private advertifement of the Moguls dcatli and Curroens advancement to the Crown: 
Thefe he gives in charge to a crafty Banman\ who circling about as if he came from 
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A^ay^ was taken as a ipyci his counterfeit Letters being read, their lying contents 
lo altonilhcd the General, that without more confultation they prefently divide the 
Army, quit fucli places as they had placed Garrilbns in, with confufed hafte march- 
ing back into their own Country, and each Captain to his former Quarter. Sultan 
Tenvees luai dies to Bramfore^ Ahdul-chan to Surat-, and Chan Afem towards A^a, 
\\ng Amber cafie rc-admittance to his Towns and Caltlcs •, which otherwife in all pro- 
bability u’ould hardly, at Icaft not fpeedily have been rccoveied. But lb loon as 
JanalKcr liad intelligence of that deceit, he becomes inraged at their fimpic credulity, 
•thicatiiing tlieir puniihraent, and then intreating Mahobet^chm to go Governour to 
Br (import. Who having received his Commiflion repairs thither-, where he was with 
joylul acclamations received : Such was Mabobet\ dilcrction that from thence he em- 
ploys what force he had, in fliort fpace fubduing Berar after which he enters Decan 
without any confiderablc lofs as far as Kerchy, where AbdtU-ahanh Amiy had been the 
year before • by that f cond inroad making Decan a molt miferablc Country and 
loadcn with abundant fpoils returns to Bramfore witli Vi»ilory. Which good liicccfs, 
when it came to Janj>hccrs ears, made amends for his lalfc years failings. And lurcher, 
when (by Carroons mediation, having firft by many battels and purliiits tired him; Rana 
prefents himfclf, his Son, and many gifts unto the King, amongll which an Ele- 
phant valued at Roopccs, lubmitting all he had to Jat/ffheer to be dilpofcd ol'i 

who heartily lorgiving, caibi aces him with aiicLl ion, oilers to Ins Son his Daughter in 
marriage, and returns him the Government of Permandd {Porns his Country,) Oodtpore, 
and other places : But foon after i whether for grief he had lubmirted, lor whicii he 
liiHercd npioach Ibflkicnt, or feme other caufc) died, and with much ceremony and 
hymns in a doleful manner fung to his memory, in a Sepulchre amonglt his Noble Pio- 
gcnitori. this great Piiiice was at Chytor buried. 


Janghcer the mean time having tonfumed eighteen months in plcafurc at Mando (ILvty 
couilCs iVom Hrdmfore, and above tw’icc as much from Amadavad,) departs, and in 
progrefs comes to Amadavad j where he dife barged AbdnUhun from that Command, 
but ordains liim \ k eroy oi Calpi and Khoor : and after twelve months pallimc there re- 
turns Vj Agray. Anno V94. and of our account 1614. That year Chabeeg Govcrjiour of 
CandJio- was dilplai eel (by real'on Oi' his age') and Badar^han made Commander there. 
T.ediar-chan alio wa$ Hj)t to liJcCced Te^alam-cbawn in Bengala: But at that timcOcm4/7> 
chan a PnthMian mi\\ a numerous Army befieging Daec (the Metropolis) he and Btha~ 
with fifteen thoufaiid men gave battel, which was bravely fought on 
both lidcs ; hut by reafon of a mad Elephant on which Ozjnan fate, Tzjediat-ahaa was 
unhorfed and maimed, yea the Moguls Forces dilconifited : but by ftrange chance a 
wounded man feeing Oijman pafs by transfixes him with his Lance, and by that mif- 
chance the Puttans 1 etreat, and at length flye, the Moguls not only recovering Daeck, 
but piercing into the very heart of the Gentiles Country they captivate his Wife and 
Children, forraging at pleafurc, and making all his Wealth (which was very great, and 
lent to Agray) a relfimony of theii Valour as well as Vidory. That year the Mogul 
journied to Lahore with his Lefcar. 

Abdid-chawn after feven weeks march arrives at Calpi, where, and of Koor he was 
to receive the Government. He ftraightway executed his Conimillion, in linall time 
quieting and deftroying thofc Evanns of rebellious Raflfboots, which till then there 
abounded;, he levelled aJfo the moll defcnlivc jilaccs with the ground, and made falc 
of 16 many ol the Inhabitants a«: paid iheCimigesol the War, amounting to 200000 
Chan Roopce-s and upw ards. Chan Afem alio about this time wciR Ambaflador from Jamr- 
Afemgoff hccY to Abbas the Perfian. Not any Amballador in mans memory went more richTy 
deru difpauht with Picfcnts or more bravely attended. He prefentecl the King (then at 

rejfu. Spahawn^ with twelve Clielts of choice Linen, two other Chelts filled with Shalhcs 

woven with Gold and Silk and Silver, many Daggers w'hofe Hafts were fet with Stones 
of value, cllimated at 70000 Roopccs ; and for difeharge of his own port and tra- 
vel had an allowance out of the Moguls Exchequer of lixty tlioufand Roopees, the 
better to rcprel'cnt the Majefty of fo great an Emperour. Abbaa entertains the Am- 
bafladour nobly, cloys him with invitation.'., lliows, fports, and other paltimes i and 
at his departure makes live hundred Colelbalhes with A/icn/icatm Ruftan-beg and other 
J'loblemen attend him two days journey upon liis way towards Catulaharh recommend' 
ing his well-vvifbes to the Mogul in a Princely return of five hundred Couriers, twen- 
ty Mules, live hundred Afles of great value, one hundred and fifty Dromedaries (or 
Coofelbafh Camels,) eighteen Chefts or Sandoughs ot' choice Carpets and Bezars, twenty 

Camels 
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Ctimels load of Wine, and eight of conferv’d Dates, Pillachoes, o^c. All wiiich 
were acceptably received by Jangheer-^ who that year took his progrcls to paiticipate 
the pleafures or Cajfmeref having firft removed Mahohet-chan from Br^fore to tiie 
Command of Kabul and Banges. 

K A B U L (by Ptolomy in his fixth Book and i8 Chapter called Chabura, by fomc fup- Kal 
pofed that Alexandria Arachofia which the Macedonian built near the mountain Ca>*cajus^ 
on the North is coT^nedhy Caucafutf South with Multhany Ealb with Cajfmeer and Kakavy 
Well with JndM) is now liibjed to the Moguls but not many years lince to the Tnrtar siwd 
Ferfian. The name from the Syriack. fignities flerily and agrees with the nature of thfc 
Countrey, Which is cold and windie-, being not fruitful, fave where the Nylob fattens 
her, a River (by Ftolomy called Coay Coos and Cophii by others) which not far trieiice ar iling 
ilrcams South into Indus, and is one of thofc five which empty themlblvcs into that Prince- 
ly River, and then in one lIrcamneartoDxK, difcmboguethemfelves into the Ocean. The 
City Cabal is North from Lahore eight days journey, 5ie way hilly and dangerous, albeit 
the Inhabitants be molt part thehoufes are low j nothing more obferv.ible in 

the Townthanthe Serrays and two great and well built Forts or Caltlcs, in one of which 
King Babur was born, from whom in three defcents7/*a^/)ffr isdefeended. 

Sultan Cufiroo upon his Feathers remove to Cajfmeer taken from the cultody of 
cappn and given to Cawn-Jehan to fecure. Cheq' Cajfem was then allb made Lieutenant of 
in his Brother Head. Cherram-cawi (T'^alam^atpns Son) hearing 

of his Uncles coming that way, (and ever hating him,) from i>4fck.tiavcls towards A^Jy 
with all his Fathers wealth to be dilpoled of by the Mogul : but in the way, near Rakgec- 
Mahal Cajfem^cawn met him and takes violently from him his bell Elephants and Ionic 
other things of value ; which being by his Nephew to the full related at Court, Caffem 
was immediately difplaced, and Ebrahim-caeen (C^cen Normals Coulin) put into iiis 
place : Who meeting at Radgee^om with Caffenucawa (at that time with all his goods and 
people packing away) Ebrahm demands rdtitution of the Elephants he took from Chcr- 
ram cawn. But Cajfem was lb enraged at thclc fuccelfivc indignities, that a*tcr Ibme 
words they fall to blows •, and in the skirmiJb Cajfem finding his party weakell retires to 
his Haram, where moll inhumanly he murders his Concubines, then Hies away, and 
leaves Ebrahym Poflellbr of his treafure i who by thealFcnt of fome Umbracs, and moll 
of the vulgar fort, was admitted Governour. After which he falls upon Moeckljom (the 
Rebel,) and defeats him and his Forces, killing fomc, and lelling others as Haves ; yea, 
enriches himfelfwithfo much fpoilaspufthim up with Pride, and made him lb reputa- 
ble at Court, that74»^fcfffr (in token of thanks) fends him aHorlc, aBattlc-axc, and 
a Dagger i and as an augmentation of Honour, from £l>r4hym changes his name to Phe^ 
roo^Jehan-cavpn. The fame time Mortafa-cawn was fent oy tlie King to beliegc Changra, a 
Caltle lb tenced both by Art and Nature, as made many judge it invincible ; and the ra- 
ther, for that it had contemned the bell and worll the Kings of Delly could do againll 
if, iiotwithllanding which, Mortafa nficr ibmc danger of ambulhments in that thick 
Wood being leventy miles broad, and no lefs trouble in palling his men over high rocks, 
and eight months fiege, in defpight of their belt defence by icalado entred and lubjcd- 
cd it to the Mogul *, though Mortafa lived not three months after to ruminate his viefo- 
ry. Which when janghetr heard, with a mixture of joy and ibrrow he leaves Cajfimeer 
and renioves his Court to Lahore *, where Sultan Cujljrooe (the true Idea of milcry ; by 
perfwajion of the Queen and Affafh-cawn, was taken from Cawn-Jehan, andputtoCWr- 
roon (his emulous Brother) to be his keeper. At that time Jangheer alFeCtcd his Son 
Curroon beyond meafure, imagining no Honour too much, no Command too great for 
fofprighthil a Prince-, lb that (little knowing what would follow) he gives liiiii the 
Command of forty thouland Horlc, and attended by Codjea-Abdul-PJujJ'an and other 
Umbracs, haftcnshimtotheconqucll of Decan with order tofubducor harrafsthe 
Kingdoms of Guktmda and P^tjiapore for omitting their annual Tribute of three pound 
weight ofDiamonds. 

This year i^ig. of A/4/;0mrt 102^. A&duL A Jes-€awn(nzcL\:dii\gBador^amt\iQOuzJteg 
in his command o^Candahor \ Caww-Jete was conllituted Lieutenant of MulP an mid Buc- 
chor, through which /Ww runs StdtanPerwecso(Pathan‘, 2 ind Radgee Bertfingh Bondela 
and Governors of A'4/p>, were commanded to raife Ibme Forces, aiidjoynt- 

ly to mai cl\ with Sultan Curroon into Decanmid to recruit his Army. 

Satan Curnmc (by this time having levied his forces and made all things ready for J.i 
this new War upon Decan) firft commands all men to intitle him Sha-Jthan, i. e. King 
of Hearts’, then with his whole Army in goodly equipage travels to £r4wp0r0, which 
was theRcndevous whither AbduLcawnand Radgee Bertfingh (according to conimand)

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conic and wait upon him, widi Thcdder^cam his Coulin, and many other Rajhpoots of qua- 
lity. Omoon (lor by that name wc can belt remember him) now 1 wells beyond mea- 
fiire to fee himfelf General, ancl in the head of fo brave an Army *, and loth to fpend the 
leaft time in vain, with fpeed gives order to Lala-Radm BenzJnj^h, AbduU 

Haprfy and many other Umbraes to begin the War with Mclec Ar^tr \ and that he and 
the relidiie would follow : Mitxa Adackty and Shadeur-cavm in the interim march to 6V- 
ettnda againil Cotobel MeleCy and Mdmet TMkie to Fifiafore againit j^del cawriy either to 
rci cive liy force or fair means the accuftomed Tribute of Diamonds due to the Diadem 
(it JndMjlant. AbduLcawn ill the firft place, purfuant to his Commiflion ^afles without 
an\ oppofition to BeUa^ate (a faltidious Mountain ’twixt Cunca and Dccuriy and as Ibmc 
BilUn^atc jjujij; that which is called BJippecura in Ptolomy, but more probably that Crates which is 
mentioned in thofc old Writers who affirm that (sis the Appermifu in holy) this runs in a 
continued ledge from Caucajusnsfar as Cape Comry the utnioft Promontory of Afti/abar, 
penetrating from N.to S. through the heart of many Kingdoms, and in an cxiuidiftan- 
cy ’twixt the Btngdan Gulph and Indian Sea *, ) Cmroon bringing up the other part of the 
A|toy at fifteen miles diltance, to liiccour the Van upon all occafions. The King of 
ImoK at all advantages interpofes, and oppofes them in many petty skirmilhes : But Ab^ 
dul cawn (formerly acquainted with his rhodomontadoes) pallcson, burning and Ipoil- 
ing what they met with i not refting till they came to A'fri^\th'c Kings beftHoufe) which 
they levelled with the ground, enriching thcmlelvcs with Itorc of booty and treafure', 
reducing alfo Berar andChaiidys, forcing Conipolition From all the Country asfaras>4m- 
TtodagoTy and Tribute from the Kings of Culcunda and Ftfiaporc fVihithcr Mnckty and Sha* 
da-^ihaxvn were fentloquit ken it. 

Janghter over-joyed with inch good fortune, torelifli it the better, folaces himfelf in 
his Son Ptrwtcs Gardens beyond the River. F.thaman DowLct (C^ecn Normals Father) 
dyed at thattime, and his great Eftatc was by thcKing divided "twixthis Daughter and 
Affaph-^awn \ but his Office of Treafurer was confer r’d upon Codgee Abdnl Hojjm. Cur^ 
roonallb (who late ns Kmperor in his own opinion) with a greedy c^e rcTpcCts the Di- 
adem : but perceiving his imprifoned brother intcrpoliiig, liu h is the magick of Am- 
bition that it*i uns on not caring how, tliough mafquc^ with never fo much deformity *, 
lb that IcigninghimfJf lick, rhisDilcafc was horrible) nothing can recover him but 
his eJdcil brothers death. Gangmna ( one of his infernal Council ) prcfently acquaints 
Ibmc Masicebdars with the remedy s of which rafcal trooj) Rez,a (or Rajca Bandor ) a moll 
notorious N'illain being qiuckcll of apprehenfion, makes no fcniplc to aCt In the mean 
time Cwrroon (as if he knew nothing of the Plot) conveys himfelf out of Sramporc upon 
pretence to batcr his health *, whiles that incarnate Devil at an unfeafonablc hour in 
^ ^ the Night knocks^ 6 kJIjtoo’x Chamber Door : who (awakened out of a feavfulDream) 
HevA'Jc:. Aborts up and demands his Errant. The wretch replies, became fr()m the Afognl his Fa- 
' ’ thcr about his deli vcr^\ The mifcrablc Prince (affrighted, and fulpeding trcalbn) dc- 

fires him to Itay till the morning: but that execrable Villain perceiving no entrance by 
intreaty, breaks in, grapples with the amazed Prince, and having got him down, ftran- 
glcs him i that done, lays him in his Bed, locks the Door, and liicaks away as if the 
Prince had died of fomc Impollhumc. By whic h we fee, NhUo fata loco pojjis exclndere, 
cum mors vetterit. This damnable villany being bruited, Curroou you nay believe has 
quick new's of his Brothers death, and albeit he outwardly cxprelles forrow, inwardly 
rejoiLC's. Bui c’rc Sim-rifc, Gufiiroo^^ afflided Wife (Cawn Aferds Daughter) went to 
vilir him, whom finding Ipcechlcfs, and fby his coiiiufed Face) perceiving that hcw'as 
murdered, never did poor wretch pour out greater abundance of tears, orexprefsmorc 
pallioii; firft tearing her Hair, Ihc then deforms her beautiful Face mixt withfuch loud 
cr ies and fymptoms of diftradion, that her Father and all his Family both hear and fee 
it to ilieir grief and admiration. But when they fee the caufe alfo, they wonder not at 
hei complaint, none of them forbcaiingto exprefs their forrow after fcveral modes 
witli moderation. Not only the Princes Houfc, but all Brampore rings with the horrid- 
nefsof this Treafon, they fulped the Author, and curfc him: hutCwroo» (cloathed 
with Hypocrifie) comes dcjedc-dly thither, falls upon the murdered Corps, and exprelfes 
fo much grief as many were induced to believe tliat he was innocent. After two days 
they bury the murdered Prince, and Curroon writes his Father word of his Brothers Hid- 
den death (concealing the caufe.) Janfheer who had a Fatherly affedion, firft weeps, 
and afterwards grows mad with rage, nifpeding that he was treacheroufly made away ; 
but not knowing upon the Hidden how to aillovcr it, feeds upon difeontent, writes bac k 
a Letter of reproof and threats toCurroon and his Umbraes j vowing a Itrid inquifitioii 
into the caufe of his death, and if any treafon appeared, ttethe would revenge it when 

they 
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they leaft fiifpedled it : He withal commands the body to be di^ed up, and brought with 
Iblemn ftate to EUhajfe ; which was done, and there he interrs him in his Mothers Moniu 
ment. Then he fends for Chdn and his afflii^ed Daughter, cumfbits them, and takes 

them for his conlbant Companions*, from whom being truly informed of Ckrrw/u ac- 
ceflbrinefs, he forthwith u^n SultM Bulloehy or S'lochy his Grandfbn (SontoPr-nce 
Gujhrooe) intails the Imperial Crown, gives him tlie command of ten thoufand Horfe, 
and commits him to the tuition of Chart Afem his Grandfirc, (of the blood royal oS Tar- 
tary) by him to be educated. 

Carroorr perceiving that the murder was difcovered, and that by the love which his 
ther exprelfcdto he was difregarded, thenceforth (not caring to pleafe) 

in a dilcontented humour he forfakesthe Court and defpcratcly flics out into Rebellion. 

(having notice of his intent) without leave taking forlakes the Army, and 
haftens towards to his Government: but by the Mogul (who wasltill dcliroiisto 

continue the i>«4»War) is rebuked, andmadeto return. Yeterc longhe was revoked 
thence V for at that time Abhas King of with thirty thoufand men had laid dole 
fiege to Katidahory pretending it was a member of his Empire. The City was defended 
hj Aaef-chart, a Captain of valour and honefty, who for litteen days kept it in dc- 
fpight ofthcPrryi4«: but perceiving his Garrifon too weak if they intended to ftorm, 
he acquaints Janfheer with his condition, and the time he probably could maintain the 
place *, by which if he had not relief, he fhoiild be forced to furrcndcr. yar^hcer hav- 
ing notice thereof, fends word back. That within that (pace he would not fail tofiiccor 
him, either by relieving the Garrifon, or railing the fiegc. So tliat polling to Lahore, 
and having advifed with his Council of War, firft he commands Chan Jehan (thenUeu- 
tenant of Mdthan which adjoyns Kandahar) with fuch force as he had in rcadinefs to 
halte thither ^ whiles the Enemy in the interim attempt day and night the entrance, and 
Janfheer ruminates whom to appoint for General ; at lall Axes upon Abdul-chan, who 
by that time and by Carroons leave was again returned. This famous Captain readily ac- 
cepts the charge, fpceds to Lahore, and is imbraced with fuch joy by the Mogul, that 
hcprefciitly coiitrads his fair Grand-daughter ( D'hden Shows Child) to Mirzjt-chawn, 
Abdul-chawrucldctt Son: And fo with a hundred Elephants and fifteen thoufand Horfe 
(five thoufand of which he brought along with him) he makes haftc to give the Perfian . 
battle. But ere he could attain thither, Janfheer (having notice that the Perfiaru were 
cxeeding ftrong and no lefs refolute) by Letters commands AzJef-chatt to furrender the 
place unto the Enemy : But the valiant Governour doubting they were counterfeit, holds 
out, till by a Mine a great part of the Wall was blown up ; and as Abbas was entringthe 
breach, he founds a parley, and after a fhort Treaty agrees upon Articles for the yielding it 
up, upon condition they might depart fafely with their lives and baggage. Abbas (who 
only aimed at the conquclt of the City) coodefeends, and has it given up *, wherein he 
places Ally KooU-cam, and returns to S^ahawn-, whiles Affofh and Abdnl-chan by ealic 
marches retire back to Lahore-, where notwithftanding the lofs by Janfheer they are 
welcomed. 

CANDAHOR has Artick elevation four and thirty degrees, and longitude from canUe 
the firft Meridian ninety eight. There be that repute it to be in Paropamifa which fomc 
call Sableftan , to the Weft it hath Aria, Arachofia to the South, aod adjoyns tliat part 
of Sagathai which of old was called Badria to the North, or rather Margiana which 
ibmc of late call Jefelbajh. The Countrey efpecially towards the South is rcafbnablc 
fruitful and redundant in moft necdlary things i yet by reafon of the many Carravans 
paffing and repairing from Lahore lo Per pa, ail fort ofProvifion is dear, and the palfage 
(in regard of many rafcal troops of Ptatans, Agwaru 2xACoolyes, which like the inhofpi- 
table Arabs prey upon Caffilaes) found both chargeable and dangerous. The City is 
notfofpacious as ’tis ftrong *, madedefenfive as well by help of nature as induftry *, to 
the South and Eaft it is furrouiidcd with a thick wall, to the Weft and North* with 
hills. The Suburbs alfo (though not well defended) are large, adding to the City beau- 
ty and wealth nothing wanting lave good water, which there and all the wnytoSpa- 
hawn is brackifh, through the diftemperature of the earth which is for the moft part 
barren and uncomfortable. 

Jangfieer infatuated by the crafty perfwafion of AJfa^h-ohaway fends him with a pe- 
remptory Older to the Treafurcr and Caftlc-kccpcr ot Agra , that without delay he 
(hould remove the publick Treafure thence to Lahore, where the Court then was and for 
fomc time he intended to fettle. This was a mefiage of fo much aftoniihment to Ethamar 
otherwife called Ethahar-chan, both from the confideration of the length and danger of 
the way, trouble of carriage, and his own integrity which that King had no reafon to 

diftruft ^ 
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diftruft*, as alfo the extraordinary ftrength of the Exchequer where the Treafure was 
thenhoorded-, thatatfirll he could hardly credit his Matters Letter: But at length he 
fell to diflwadc Jftph-k^nm, though in vain, had his arguments been trebled So that 
ontiieonclidc, halteand the Moguls command is urged-, on the other, delay and di- 
verting meaning to another fences on either part with that cagernefs, that 

from Worefs, blows became their uncivil moderators: But in thiitexerciie>^^^jb-e/»<i» 
(for all hi*; greatnefs) found himfelf too weak, the Eunuchs Guard was fo ttrong, and 
Ffh.ib.ir-chan Provott of fo near at hand to fecond him. Neverthelcfs, the Eunuch 
abates of his pcrtinacy, and Aftfk^han at length prevails for the remove of the Trea- 
Hire. But whiles the Eunuchs were preparing for the journey, this deceitful man polls 
CuiToou ^ fwiftZantelto hisSoninLawCurrww t^then iqion the confines of Deem) adver- 
prcfajn ^'fi^ghim what had paft, adyifing his Ipced to ainbiilh betwixt and Deify, if he 
ro rni>\ .s ‘''^y defirc to intercept his Fathers Treafure. The Prince receives the Letter with 
F 'fi s and without any check of Contticnce or rcfpetl of 1-oyalty, immediately commands 
all hisOlficersont of fuch Provinces ashis Father had afllgncdhim from Ermtporc to Surrat 
and all Ca^nbaya to Amadahat, the Governors of Barech, Jaioibajfir, Medapore, and of the 
‘ maritime coalt, (Jo^a, Diul, Na^fary, Afan^erelpere, and O»«cporr; as allb out of 

dot Candcrfec, Ondepore, Baracr, Amnetdagser, &c. in ail intcipri/.c fo full of peril dcli- 
rous to engage and bring them under like hazard, the better to oblige their future dc- 
pendnnee lijioii his Fortunes : and fo with no Icfs than feventy thoufand Horfe he marches 
towards Mmdo, as if he intended a contrary progrefs. 

M ANDO (threcfcore courfes from Bramporc) is feated on the fide of a declining 
Jiill ', in which, both for ornament and defence is a Cattle very ttrong by being cii- 
t ompafled with a defenlive wall ofnear five miles (^thc whole heretofore had fifteen miles 
circuit,) but the City later built is of lefs fize, yetfreiher beauty, whether you behold 
the Temples, in one of which arc intombedfom Kings, Palaces, Forrrellcs; cfpecially 
that Tower which is elevated one hundred and feventy fteps, ihpportcd by niallie pillars, 
and adorned with Gates and Window's very obfervabic ; built by Chan-Jehan, who there 
lies buried i and lately owned by tlic Kings of Deify, till fuch time as tiomayon the Mo- 
gul from Sheck.ShaSefym King of Dcffy^l his return from Bcrjla, whither 

Sefym force.l him. From BaroclCu^ dittant an hundred and fifty E/rgUJI) miles. Curroon 
atKr two Jays reft m Taxapore Rdvancca with fuch haftc, that his ‘Army (ignorant of 
his intent) thought he had been half frantick, every day marching above forty miles*, 
ib that in thirteen days he attained which is from Brampore near five hundred 

miles', yea, ere knew of his being in that Country. But as it fell out, 

h(. made more haite than good fpeed', for long he could notlurk'wilh fuch a numerous 
company, without the knowledgof £ffc4^fr-cw» the careful Treafurer j who(as if all the 
Enemies in the world were approaching) unloads the Camels oftheir precious burthens, 
conveys it in again, fortifies the Cattle, and fends quick notice to Jangheer ofhis Sons trai- 
terous intention : who at this report was aftoniihed above racafure, fothatprcrcntlyhc 
fends every way for Afiittance', tarS«/f.t« Fermes out of Paihan, Chan jehm out of 
AlMan, and for Adahehet-chm ont of Kahid : Whiles Cnrroon (perceiving he was dili 
covered) w’ithhiswhole Army divided amongft fevcral great Oifitcrs, by name 
ganna-, Ruftan^han,^Radgce Bickermoff/e, Mirzji^Darah, Sayet-chan, Aiahmet Tackjccl^, 
Tfejfaify and others, appear and Ihcw themfclvcs in the very face of making a 
bravado as iftheconqueftwere cafie and noway to be doubled of. But dietwoEiiniichs 
^ccpclofe to their charge in the Cattle; while Radgee Bukermanje at Curroom appoint- 
ment begins the churlilh play, followed by Byrambeg, Rnflofuebm, IVadr ckw, and 
D.irab w'hofcaflault though it was full of bravery, yet Ethabar^kan dclirous to Ihcrificc 
hi. bell endeavours to exprefs his loyalty to the King, alfords him fuch an cntcrtaiii- 
menr, that after three hours difpiitc having loft five hundred men, and being without 
hopes of attaching the place they were I'orccd to retreat, well beaten and no Ids alhamod : 
So that Cnrroon now forgetting that the beft Armour of proof for a Prince arc his Ver- 
tiies, letting loofc the reins of Difcipliiic, fills upon a more plealing but Ids honoura- 
ble defign ', for after a retrc.'itthc^ fall to plundering the houfes of fuch Umbraesas were 
likely to have booty in them. Byramheg\t^^\n% with the houfe of Aitrzjt Abdul Chan 
Afems Son, which was of fomc ftrengtii, but where contrary to expeflation he finds 
hot welcome : Howbeit Radm Bickermmfe entred with better fortune Ajfaph-cbans 
(which in thistonfufion found no exception) out of which they drew twenty leek of Roo- 
pces •, Rufian^han out of Lafcar-chamibitCOi Icck, and Darab fiom NoaradynXooly s ten ; 
in all, above threettore leek ofRoopces ; After which (as if they had effeded wonders) 
they returned triumpliantly to Fettipere. 
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^rhe Mogul. Curroon beaten. EaBAndia. 8 1 

Ciarroon-, after till cc weeks fhiy at Fettiporcj remcmbri?i{; that lie wiio attempts any 
great biilmefs with finall means, at kali famics toliimfelf the advantage ot opportunity 
that he may not deipair*, 16 found it above his reach- either by force or llibtilty to ob- 
tain that Treafnrc, rcfolvcsncverthclcfstomarehbackand givchisFather battel, whom 
by intelligence from Ajfaph-cawnhQ heard was advancing towards him. To this end, 
after double allowance given each Souldicr with protcllaiions of fomc extraordinary 
reward, he retreats towards Delly, in five days attaining Pherrybmd ten courl'e from 
Delly-t fnch time as Janghcer (having made all poflible Ipced; witfi his A.rmy pitched 
three courfe from the Town, and not above leven from Curroom quarters, * 

l(ai ly the ne«ct morn, Curroon feeing it was now no time to dally, lommands Radgce 
Jitekermanfe with eight thoufind Horll to engage. Againft. whom, Janghcer ^ tliough 
in per fon there; conilitutes Mahobet..chan h\<i Lieutenant General •, and midei U'^nAl/dnl- 
chan, Ethahar-chan Affaph-cam , Ciodgee Abdel Haffan^ Zadoc-chan, Mirijt Mamet ^ 

Radgee Bcrtflngh, Tz-eer-chant Seber-deefi-chany and other Principal Umbraes had com- 
mand : Mahober^hans advice the whole was divided into three Brigades ■, one part 
himicif and Radgee Bertfingh command*, the fccond Sultan Shcryer his youngeft Son, and 
AFahobet than y tUc th'nd Ahdd-chan^inil Zadoc-chawn ’. of whole loyalty and expencnce 
he lolitilo doubted, that he needed not to ufemore argument than Curroons hic cruelty 
to his elder Brother, and that his further aim wasthrough his Fathers blood to Hep into 
the Em])ire: Neverthclefs, to each Commander (as they were entrjng the Field; he 
lent ibme token of hisrefpedto wear that day for their better inco-iragcment. Bur 
Zaber-dccjl-chan in the firft place (carrying AbduL-chanhh Mailers Prefent; forw'antof 
good Scouts falls into a forlorn of live Imndred Horfe of Curroom and per ilhes. BUkermanfe 
purluant i o Curroons oi ders, vv ith a fmartbody of Horfe charges Bertjingh and tiic Moguls 
Wing fui ioully, lb that many parted with their Lives to exprefs theirl-oyaity : Whiles 
O’anganna and Curroon with the main body enter pel-mcl upon that part of the Moguls 
which was commanded by Mahobet-chan'y Rujla,'-cawn mttiTfoffally doing the like upon 
AbduUarvn: lb that lor three hours the battel was continued with equal hopes, each 
partlighimgfb relbhitely, that no advantage could for Ibmc hours bcdifcovcrcd, till 
Vidory at lalt inclines to Curroon. For Ra^ea Bicknmanfe after a terrible flaughtcr of that 
party the Mogul ( ommanded, indefpight of Iiis guard entring llernly (dy’din blood) 
fangheers royal Tent, arreftedhim Jishis Prifoncri which he had fcarcely done, when 
the battcUaxc of a Mancebdar then in prelcncc gave him /uch a blow that down the 
Radgee fell, with a curfc breathing out his unwilling Soul, and fiich terrour into the Radjca 
hearts ol his followers, that without confidering how much they had the better of the fight, Bicker* 
they lied, and gave the Mogul the opportunity to rally his fcattered men, and after a manfe 
little more difputc to have the chafe of the Enemy. 

Curroon in fomc amazement at this uncxpedccl change, yet like a couragious Captain ^ * 
does all he can to imbody his Army \ he perfwades, threats, oppolcs, and cries aloud, 
t\\nt lilhcit Bkkermanfe w^as llain yet He was living i yea that many as good Officers as 
Bickermanfe were in the Army ; But in vain ; for luch was their dilbrdcr and pannick, 
fear, that impolTiblc it was to revoke them : So (vollying outathoufand imprecations, 
cxprellingall fyraptomsof frenzie) he rides to and fro, not knowing whether he had 
better here put a period (by his death) to future misfortune, or to Hie and hope for better 
afterwards. At lalt, by Gangannay advice Iccrctly tent, he haltes away, leaving his 
treafure and baggage to the will of his Enemies : and with fomc few of his Friends at- 
tains the dclblatc Mountains of Affiv4/, in whofcrolitary rocks he ruminates his mifery and 
the JulticeofGod upon his unnatural pradicc and rebellion. 

Sultan Perwees with a glad heart meets his vidorious Father at Batz.ol i after which, 
the Seraglios arc freed, and the Caltle gates opened, fearlefs of any further oppofaU 
Now the old Mogul again begins to cheer up his drooping fpirits, and to Iblacc himfelf 
with Normal y the light of his Eyes, if not the heft objed of his devotion. His delights 
anclcarclfcs gave a lair occalion to Afaph-caven to mediate a reconciliation for Curroon, 
which the olclman (delirous of calc) inclined to : lb that from y(/w«rLcttersof love 
and lorgiveuefs are once moredifpatcbcdio the Prince ; who reads them with nofmall 
lecmiiig joy, and prepares for fubmillion. With Cangannay AbduUcam, Darab^ftwn, 
and other Llmbracs he defeends the Mountains of Afevpaty and through Baft- 
wer, HambycTy^nd L^rL/W^^unablc to forbear pilfering by the way) he came to Afmeer ', dvmdy 
where he throws himfelf at’s Fathers Feet, and upon his repentance and vows never more ^ 
to fly out, i s pardoned. But his fubmilfion appeared counterfeit *, for, ajrelh. 

So foon as Rajea Bivk^manfe was flain, Curroon in his place coullituted Abdul arwn ^ 
Goveruour of Uufurat, Amadavud, Sorer, and Cambaya, i mean the Cit\', for the Pro- 
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viiKC iiKliulini; rcaclu's Irom a River near Choul SoiithtoCr 

rcam^ under inc Perfi.tn v ol our miles, and fo well peopled, as ’tis thought there 
be no lefs than tlirecKorc tliouland Villages in this P’. ovintc, the moft being inhabited by 
Banyiyar.Sy Bitllrchis-, RajhbootSj and others the old Indians-, albeit of laic brought un- 
der the Moguls liibjcCtion. AhduUawrty though glad of lo conliderable acoinraand, 
dclavshis lepajr thither, both in regard of his delire to lee Currpo?i freed from trouble, 
and to enjoy the gain he every day got by CftrrooKs depredations : fo that obtaining leave 
TO fla^ a while, he feuds hisEiinuth B^adur cawn as liis dt]uity to jirepare buliiicfs the 
• notici ngainll his coming. Tlie Ermiuhin good equipage tiavJs thitherward, and by 
i 'll' Inhabitantsofv4wA!/4/>4Mvas received with due ceremony : but not able to bear with 
inodell^y the greatiicfs of that ('ommand, was lo puffed ii]) with hmple apprehcnlioiis 
of his high ftation, that he looks upon all others within the ciuie ol his Government 
as abjedl perfons ■, which Ihide in the end jcndred him ridiculous, and made him the 
contempt of diwrs. Ainoiigll whidi was N/idab Tfajfwhan, an eminent Oiheer, being 
nolcfs ih.aii ('.lima c :1c...: to the Mogul iu tholMhcn'iiues-, who in an amicable way liav- 
•iv’, in vain lai'ouiad to niaKe him underliand hiiulell', in plain cxprcllions told him, The 
jieopl. wen fodilhVLlsfud with his behaviour thev would no longer endure his command 
over them. W nth loner advitc the Eunuch took in llich ill part, that inltead ol tlianks 
he Tinvamui p'laiiiinic'iii Not content with which, he Ibdilimlfs the Gliaiicellor, that 
u'.iable tOiHM' iiiore lie ihes away for fafety. He rlicrcfote w ith what iorce he had takes 
liis way to Viceroy of and Bahayj caw»ol Chapprrbem/it::.'-, whom by 

liiscomplaiiit .iiidtlic alEoiitoilercd ) he fo inflames, that hearing the Euiuicn had iiol 
a!)Ovc five iiandred Ho. ie under i ommand, they prelently advance to ylmdd,!vad with 
.ithoufand I in. 1’ and live Elephants, enter the C'lty, and forcing tiic Callle, imprifoii 
Bafador^cami nc Eunut h with his airociaLc> Mad^try, Moi :.ab~cawny and Aiamct- 
HaJJini'ci^Camhayan Pod. Hate ; whom after they had dilgraced, they left the City liitis- 
iied, but tae Coantrey full of alloniihment. Cinroo,! having quit k notice of this paflage, 
t feeing it a plot nicerly to dii'nonom him ' after he had gi ren vt in to his pallion, Jlraiglit- 
way iiicaks out into iVehi Kebelhoa; albeit made Iport wath it, as unwor- 

thy Cnyroom impatitiite , thcii A:»ia^ onills being but three, one of liiciii a Law- 
yer, 'and the oLlici two were Mt reliant-; none of them of any inlluencc in the Army. 
Nt:verrl/< 'cls, Jviio.vmg laii>raclioa would not be had wdihoiit blows, and t\i?X SagL 
f4ip«min,iir not inliilt lOiigei, ..'^^’^////convoeates his Umbracs Amct^cawn (.Govcrnoiir of 
Brodiui^; T.altOc\^ Kitli^n lUdor^ Mumet Hf-jfc-t’, Aiinou^lv^^ Zcrdue’CawHy ABttz^acL 
and others i to v.hom he relates the Print esdiihonour and liis own vexation ; not 
ih.it he either .feared or valued fuch Enemies, but that he fa w tlic fire ofdifcord a kind- 
ling, whit h by the eonllancy of his Fiicnds hcdoublcd uotlo cxtinguiUi. They liear him, 
and unauiinouily with feveii thoiifand Horfe baftc tochallile Saffhchan and his Allbciates, 
Fourteen hundred tliouland Roopccs weredisburfed by Abdnl cawn upon this preparati- 
on, and to inc rcafc his Army with tciithouland infantry : fo th.at now he makes fure 
topiinilh, yea, to extirpate the memory of his Enemies. . Indeed many fwell tlicmfclvcs 
with empty fancies, and h\ a fooliih admiration of their own power, think meanly of 
other mens abilities: We fee it Jo in Abdul-cawth a man ofgrcat power and expcTiciice: 
yciatthistimefocfflatcdwith pndeand fcorn, that (by too much contempt ol thole he 
w as to grapple w'ith ) he prepares his own ruine. For from Mando with his Army he mar- 
ches to and thence TO kPwjJ/ff, judging all afflightcd at his coming : But 

Saffi'cawn and his were nothing troubled at it *, no, although Snltm Bullovby and Cawn 
Azjem their fupplies were then at T/troji a good way diffant, nor that he wanted (^thc 
nerves of War ) money, and that the people were (though hiswasthe Moguls caufc*; 
indiftcTenti but rather throws off all apparition of fear; and (to add fomething to 
his Treafury ) forrages iiich Towns as refufed to contribute , forces the Exche- 
quer, and Ijioils that rich Throne of State which Sulta/t Currooti had lately lit up in 
Amadavad as a Mouumcni of his Glory. With this and olhei helps he makes iliift 
topayan Army of twenty thoufand Horfe, five hundred Mufqiictticrs, and thirty Ele- 
phants for War ^ and (by Prot lamation acquainting the Country with the occafion 
ofhis making chat preparation, being to defend the Kings rig,Iita:'aiiili; Rebels) above 
twenty Umbraes of quality, A<f/rz/f Cajfcm, Jmmtrz,a Mockym^ Radfree CaUi cavfn, Rad- 
gee Dtela^ Commcl'cam-, CckeldM^ PherccL-iam/, Tzsdehm^ Tzd Jacob and others, 
repair unto him at Kamkfy where he was encampt, and marched with him to AJfcm- 
pore ., where hearing of Abda! vawns coming, he arofc and tame to Bonbey/tJow, 
lix courfc from Amadavad, where very couragioudy he attended the comiiii' ol his 
Enemies. 
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jdbehtl cawn at Anamogcry rccci vcti intelligence of their encamping, and in liornful mail- 
ncr acquaints them with his coming i atthatinllant looking upon his own company fo 
merrily that the wifer Ibrt could not chufe but condemn him of too much conhdcncc : 

Yet (loth he fhould perceive any want of will in them) they equal his halbe, ajid march 
through Nyriacd to Momodabad, which was but fixiourfc from tlie Enemy. There 
dtdeawn (by Ibbcr advice ol his Umbraes) commands Aiatzjtb-cawn to Prilbn, ar l 
fhacklcs liim, having received feme intelligence that he had corrclpondencc with the 
Eiiem>^ and the next day fends him with his Sou Codgee Sultan upon an Elcpli.:

Next (lay he reJblved tofight, and accordingly divides his Ai my iiuo tin .e i one 
part he allignsto Amet-t^mn and Tz.alibrg\ another to Tzardi c..wfi ^ Alaxatbc' ,, and 
Mamet-Cooly\ and the laft unto himfelf: in which equipage the whole Camp leiaoved 
to Zictelporc and Pheitibeg'i where Nahar-caw»y his live Sons, and two Sou ; in Livv, 
Karamamd cam and Kamamet cawn with three thoiifand llorle begin the f’;.’,ht, and 
chatL!,^- h) body upon Abdsd camy that they forced him to retire; hci.dcs, the Jnf.niiry 
plaid fo fiercely upomthem with their Mufqucts, that they difordcred Abdtil cams C:i- 
valry, and liy wounding their belt Elephant conf rained him to tuin and execute his 
wrai h uj)on his own company. 

O/riooz/j chief Captain fees the peril but know's noway for prevention, five by chal- 
lenging to a hnglc combat Nahar^cawn that was fo valiant. The old man was fo full of 
yoiithlul heat that he accepts it, and with his Lance wounded Abdul liwn in the Ann y 
but the old man being hurt m the head had perilhed, had not his Sons then maclc proof 
of their valour; IJowbcir, in the refeue tliree of them were Ibie wounded, Kumatnet 
flain, andthercHdiicdifcouragcd, that but for Dflmvtr-trfwv; (^who animated them) they 
had tied, and left AbduUhan vidorious. 

While thefcweie thus bandying in the field o^Marsy Tz,ed-iawnanA Ti.cdjacup gave 
a charge ii]ion Tzahhegand Amet town *, whereafter mutual giving and receiving blows, 
Tza'Jbcg was lirlt imliorfed by his Advcriarics Elephant, and then by Ti,ed^cami llaiii. 
Amcttmnah'o (ad venturing fur tlicrtliandifcrction warranted) was taken Prifonerby 
Radjea D<9o/4 and beheaded, which two had die command of one third part of Abdul- 
chatts Army :) fb was Tz^altbcgy and both fent to SaffiN^eban as a trophy ol iheii loyalty. 

The death of thel'c great men Jlruck fuch terrour into Abdu/s Army, that each man lied 
whicliway his taiicy direded him, Tz^tfuchan Governour ol Brvdcra only excepted 
whoilioughtit too great a blcmiih for himtoturn tail, having live hundred Horic and 
three Elcphaiiis as ycilullyand couragious. But what could his oppofition do when 
Saffin-iawn in perfon came to charge him ? To contend were madncls • and therefore 
upon good terms yields, and has fair quarter afforded him. But his example could 
work lirtlc with Ala met Cody his Son-, for he (imagining his Father hacldonedilbo- 
nourab.'y; with forty Horle ancl one Elephant flics to AbduLcawfty who (though welcome) 
received little joy in liich an iiiconllderable addition: foas obfgrving that Saffin-chan 
tlic'Cliancelloiir was Maftcr of the Field, hcadvilcs Mahomet Cooly tolhiftfor himfelf; 
and lb did he, with what force he coulcl fecurc from the purfuit of the Enemy. In the 
flight, /I was taken and brought back to and AbduLcawn (by im- 

expeded 0 . 1 -lets ol' the Coolyes and higli-way Rogues, as alfb by intolerable tempefh, 
amazed, beaten, and difeouraged) hallcnsto next day to Sttrr at y and after 

eight days refrclhment and fome recruits, to Bramporcy where he attends Curraons c om- 
mand, and makes provilion to repair his honour, which till then was never fo notori- 
oufly hlcmilhed. 

BAROCH (where the Pole Septentrional is elevated twenty one degr. fifty five mi- 
nutes) is a Town of note in tiic Cufurat Province : diifant from Sury'at (by Cojfumbay and 
Periaw) four and thirty A'/W///imiles ; from fifty four ^ horn Amadavad ahun 

drecl twenty four-, lioin llramporetwo hundred and eleven, or thereabouts. It is fear- 
ed ill a beneficial foil, watered by Narvar for Nardahah) a delightful River which 
{rom the Decan mountains mixing with the flows through Brampore hither y and 

at Hanjbt (a Village ciglit coiirfc lower) makiiTg a pretty Iflc, a fmall hours travel i hence, 
intwo ilrcams four miles alundcr incor^rates with the Ocean. Baroch i*. > liiidcby 
rcafoii of her high llaiidinga good way dillant*, built upon the belt advanu/ of Na- 
ture and Art both fo excellently contending, as makes it atfirll view fecin impregnable : 

She is well peopled, and ivith fuch induftrious Inhabitants as extract wealth both by 
land and water *, the bu'ildings arc generally low, fpecially thole below the mountain.

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In <7//£»»4f4« times her Royalties were Ipatious, as lover eigni/ing over many Towns and 
Provinces of note a great way diftant*, as Medupore feventy miles tlicnce ^ Rad^vt-pere 
or BrodcratAghVf '-, Jovpnbajfer thirty, and Jamgar in Sortr, each of which no w ciijoy 
peculiar Podellatcs ; Howbeit, the Mogul has received hereout as an annual Tax or 
Tribute no Ids than one million two hundred and thrcLiloi e thoufand Mammoai-cs (.or 
ihillings in ouj Money i) which Revenue from one Province, ihevvs what a vail Exche- 
quer all his Empire yearly contributed!. ’Twixt Btaroch and Amadavad is intombed 
r ally -Medina a Mahometan Saint, highly reputed by the People •, who in a way ot'rae- 
\ stoi lOLis Pilgrimage repair thither, loaden with Chains or Stones, and locking up their 
'Mout'is from fpeaking vanity, by (iich penance expecting to obtain eijildren, liealth, 
A\ealih, or what clfc thc^ m.ay lull after, i.ut to our Story.

of inch coiilulion; he was welcomed, and kaitd in Najjter^Throm., w.hcre iieduftatcs 
patience his Elcjihants and men in the mean time arc lent to Daidtabar, to be tiiere 
quartered til! lie had further uE of them. 

Sultan Permit aud Mahobet^hau after this rout, enter Bramporc-, where they had in- 
telligence vinithet Oarroon was retieated- They prefenily give janghcer notice of their 
good liicccfs, which he entertains with no Icfs joy than as if he had triumphed over a 
dangerous Enemy. But behold, this fair Sun-ihinc of content was invclopcd with an 
unexpected cloud of danger : For .7 hen Thonz, an Oitz,beg Tartar (of long time watching 
a fit occalion to forrage the Moguls Territories, and taking the opportunity of Curroons 
out breaking) witli thirty thoulimd I lorlcovei -runs ( Araehofia oi old) pliindcr- 

iup, the Country and doing all tiic Ipoil and mifchici he was able. Which known to 
j.tv hccry fo toon as he had given vcnttohispallioii, he fends poll to ZaeeEMvn .Son to 
Manobit caw/i) at that time Viceroy of Basige to advance with what force he could againll 
that liiVadiugTrfr/rfr. Tliis young Gallant delays not, but with twenty thoiiliind Ilorll* 
hallensto find the Ejicmy h and fooner than the Tartar expeded cntrecl his quarters and 
gave himfofiinousa charge, thatj’hw Thou^. after Ihoit trial found his men better at 
plundering than lighting: For after a Ihort engagement they betook thcmfclvestollighti 
which by rcafon of the fpoil they were Jbadeii and loth to part with, gave the Indians 
the better opportunity of overtaking them •, by which mil-hap, the Tartar loft Jialf liis 
men, befides fuch rich bagg and booty as gave ZaetLcawn the occafion of encouraging 
his men beyond their expectation. And to requite the Tartar-, they delayed not to pro- 
fecute their Vidory by lollowingthc dilinaycd Tartar into his own Country, and as far

This Cloud over-blown theHori/onappearsfcrcnc, and 5 */«r?/?ffr afrefh contemplates 
in what place he may moft folacc himfclr and enjoy his beloved Normal witu molt plca- 
fnre and lealt interruption', whole equal care it was to captivate him with cnannsof 
love. Cajfimeer at length is the place he pitches upon ; It abound, with varii ty of ch*oice 
fportsi but (what was molt in objection) the progrefs was long, and CaJJimeir remote 
fi om molt places whence in thofe adive times he was to expeft intelligence. Howbeit/ 
delight fwayed him againftreafon*, giving (by that diftance; lo fair an advan- 

tage, that with fpeed (EndinghisUmbraeswoid to follow him; he forfakes and 
through GKlcunda and Orixa advances into Bengala^ yea, with four tl.oniand Horfe and 
three huiidrv.cl Eiephants pallcs through the loiitary Dclarts, find fo ludd-^nly prefents ,^ 
his Forte before Dektka, that Ahrahim-cawn governing that Province (in tnis lurprize; ^ 
flics awMy firft to Banmir.u a noted Town on the banks of Ganges^ full of mil-lliap.n Pa- 
gods, miK h rclbi ted to by Idolat'ous Pilgrims, then to and thence to 

oaxar,^ not knowing indeed where to rcil tecurcly : Whiles G/mo^/lmiles at his fear, and 
withoni Icrupieoi let feizes upon his trcafiirc; which, with liis fair words lb bewitch 
molt ci'the Urnluaes of that truitfiil Country that they iminediately came to ferve him 
withunexpcdetl rcci nits of Horfe, Money and Arms. 

Overjoj.d with wnicn good hap thisdaririg Prince forthwith break, into P«rffg,flafh- 
ing (as t o the other; Inch terror into the cyesaiid heart of MakoUfiij'Jj m the Cowrno", 
that wit.ioutany Ihcw of manhood he polh to to acqu.iini Rniiant'^Q Captain 

with his danger 5 by whom ^^uiltead of thanks) he wasiirlt Ibundly raud, andtlun lor 
his covvaidiie imprnbiicd. 

Currooa nears of that pallhge alfo biitfo long as he continues profperons regards no 
mansinilery : but rather palling his Army over Ganges aims at Kerry ^ mpi doimting of 
the concjU'.lt Howbeit, by the way, at Radgee Mahal he was witn liiui fury aliaii't..dby 
EirahitK^chan (by this time re encouraged, and here nrabuicado’d with li\ tiioiil lad 
Horle) tnat little wanted ofputiing him to the rout, had not Ahditl-than (uhobiongnt 
up with him the belt part of the Army) interpolld, and niter nuee hours I'lni p .‘kir- 
niuh recovered him. In this Imart contlid three thodand were ilain oi Curroo / , p*a ly, 
and four til on land of Ehrahim'^\ who allb loll his life by too great avarice aiuonga ins 
men, but chiefly out ot too eager an appetite to regain elint honour w'’- ich wa, lO ititiiy 
blcmilhcd. Oerroon rubricates this iiithcKalcndar of his grcatHl deliverances : it acn- 
es him how to travel with more v igilancy, but dillWades not f i om the p ol ecuti ng h i s nn- 
juft dclign i Ipoiling and robbing all that wealthy Province, pafiing over Caenga Chabc^ 
ris of old,) andentring as Conqueror Tanda, Gonro, Banaraf^CrJxiighan, Srrr ipcrcy Sattgan, 
BaeoUy and llich Tow'iis upon Ganges oi: in Orixa and Bengala as rclited Imn ; preying 
upon their Gold and Tcwels, ading iinchaftities, and Ibrcing Oaths and Hoira.ies from 
the Inhabitants to become his Siibjcdls. Thence he marched to Pathan, whitiiei RaeL 
gee Vftem with ftvc thouland Horfe and twenty thouiand Foot came to olLr him tneir 
Icrvice. 

Pci-xvees hears of his Brother Curroons extravagancy and fupplics, and intends to find

Janglncr (left he Iliould liitieit of delight) at Cujfimeeer QntQTtams the new's of his 
Son Curroons frclh out breaking, as allb ot' Ebrahims death and dilcomfitnre : And fear- 
ing his vagrant Son might grow too popular and potent, roufes himfdf, and after ad- 
vice with his Council, forthwith commands Chan Jehan out of Multhan and Buc' ^ 
(Cionnt. ies adjoining to ChaOul) to raile aeonliderablc force to haften into Gufuraty with 
the Tribute of thofe Provinces to advance a new Army, and join with Pervpees, iliar he 
might be the better able to march againft the Rebels. Chan Jehan being come to FcitL 
fore, there loyters, andaslongat wraps himfelf in idlenefs, forgetful of tlu Mo- 
guls command, the Princes need, and his own honour. But Rnjlan ^Captain of EU- 
bafs) lliews himlelf more conlideratc ', for having imprifoned Maeoltdajctsan for his 
fear and flight, he then fortifies his Calllc, andftores it with men, moii), and provifi- 
011: Whiih when Citrroon heard, he alters his intent of beleaguering that place, and 
draws his lone againft RantM (aftrong Caftle,) which nevertheiefs by Syet Mo*ibarf^ 
was yielded upon f i eatv. After that he aflaults TzJrmery which though a while defend- 
ed 
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cd liy Hafiibegi was in the end .al(b delivered up. After which, Abdul-chan forces Jang- 
hicr Cooli^han Captain of Bonarcc into ElahafSf and Waixr~chan into Joonfore and other 
l owiis, but of whofc quarters they drew abundance of treafure. . And hearing of his 
Brothers approach with Mahobet^han, he appoints Abdul chatty Radgee Rhyhem, and By^ 
ram-chun to try their fortune againll Elabajs, which by Rufian-chan was fo rclblutely de- 
fended : They obey, and with ail haftebclicgc that place, next day allaulting it with ut- 
molt fury ; but by Rufian were beat oft, and forced to a retreat with lofs : In whicli acti- 
on the iced of fo much emulation kindled ’tw'ixt Abdul and RAgee Rhiem as was not 
.cjueiKhed (as foon appeared) without either of their dcllru(uons. Sultan Ptmecs :iini 
Mahobet^han half en ^^if polTiblc) to be at Elabafs to relieve tlic Garrifon p'lc the Rebels 
role from before if, to which purpofc they pals Rttekery and Mmueporc : but Abdul than 
hearing of their advance, and dillicartncd by the lafc Itorm, arifes and hies thence over 
Gangesy and at Bonarcc (or Banarai) joins w'ith Cunoona Army. 

Ganganna (bankrupt in credit with and had not been long in At 

)vff’sAimy, but h) Maljobct -chan s^ommnd (for Ibmc unworthy prank) there alio was 
jounl. imprifoned. ASer\antol Iris {M'hia Fehtem byname) took this indignity Jb impan- 
cntly, that witli five hundred men he ambunics Tv\ixi tlicir pallagc to Kalpin and Lald^i 
Connti y, and by ibree attempts his Lords deliver) : His good will wms much, but the 
fuctefs u sun fwe ruble •, fox AUhobet-chan (than whom none was more vigilant) fcarlcls 
ol likh a liare-aow, difeoveredthe plot, and in linall Ipace ilew him, and cut in pie- 
ces inolf of his ralh Ibcicty. Gangat/na vvas tlicncefortli more if l icTly looked to, and his 
Ellate feized upon, his Wife, his Son, and Family alfo upon Llephanis were fent flaves 
to Agra ; while Pcrjveesy A^Jjobctmid the Army (after a long and fwift march) arrive 
at EUbaj'sy where by valiant and faithful Rnfian ckw they were welcomed and lodged in 
the ( allie, with entertainment fuitablc to fuch IiighGuclts. 

Mahnbet-chawn impatient of Hay till he could engage SultanCurroon\ Army, (w’l io by 
that time had recruited and drawm into the held a great force of Horfc, allur ed by the* 
magic k of his (jold and Language) prepares for light: Near Thouic ffiftccn miles from 
Banaxas ) the two Armies pitch their Camps in view of one another, either lide rcfol- 
ved with the utmolf valour to pureirafe viHory. Ganges ( that great and deified 
River) a while forbad them, reft rasiiiii^^ eithers 1 ury, fave what volleyed fr’oin the Har- 
quebu/zes: How'beit, Beyrambeg began the play with four thouland Horfc, and fona* 
ged tire ( onnrry towaicls Elabap ) bur by Aiamet Shawma was met upon Shmezas banks, 
u litre his men were difeomfited, Beyrambeg llnWy and liis Jiead fevered. Aiahobct-ihan 
inurpreting this as a good Omen, draws "out his Foi Join*, but knows not how (with' 
out peril) to pals his men over Gaugtsy till by a Native he is directed to a Ford, whc're 
w ith a party of Horfe* he got over iue kily : and then having feeured the pafs, he quickly 
marehes his Army through the River. Having now noLliiiig to interpofe, Aiabobet- 
cham laces Om oovs Army . Curroon be'ing of too high a Ipirii to be tlrus brav’d, (clpc- 
cially by Mahobei, whom though for Iris gallantry he needs mult honour, ^yct contemned 
as being his adverfary,) ftraightway prepares for light : And having difpofed his bat- 
tel into tlicbeft pollure he could, lirlt orders Radgee Rhiem with his Elephants to charge 
Aiahobet. ThiscouragiousOificer very gladly undertakes it ; and gives AAahobct lb hot 
a ( barge, yea, with his warlike Eiephants lb dilbrdcred his party, tliat had Abdul-chan 
or Dcrru-chan ftconded him (as was appointed) Cwrroon had (’tis thought) obtain’d 
the victory ; Bui >iW«/-c-^<*»fwclling wdtli envy againlt Radgee Rhiem ever llnce their at- 
tempt of not only delayed to fecond him, but rather feemed pleafed when Ma- 

bobct-chans company recovered, and Radgc/cs Elephants (wounded and madded with 
Radgee execute their wrath upon their own party. In the end, Radgee (after as much 

Rhiun proof of couragc and skill as could be in man) was flain, and his whole body difordcr- 

fiain. cd. In this miferabJe fort periflicd one of the belt Souldiers in all IndUy and AbduUchan 

baftly ac cdlbry to his dcatii. But revenge, or rather juft ice purfucs him : for finding it 
higli time to give over looking on, ire fees Pervrees entring with Radgee Zijfmgy Radgee 
Ziandy Radgee licriz.ingy and their whole Army. Curroon alfo falls on, doing w'hat lay 
in thepower of man, the battel now pel-mel enduring for five hours, wherein was ex- 
prelled a great deal of bravery on both lides : Curroon was hurt in the Armi Perrvees 
(though upon his Elephant) by Verra-chan was wounded in the hde, and but for the ex- 
cellency of his mayl had there brcatlicd Iris laft. In the end, the Kings Army (by the 
excellent condudt and ufual valour which Adahobet afrelh affords them) have the y idory : 
the Rebels pulillanimoully oppofing that new torrent of deftrudion gaze a while, and 
then remembring the injuftice of their fide make a flow retreat, and in the end ilic amain, 
refolv ing not in haftc to rc-undertake fuch a bufinefs. Curroon not able to alter his deft i- 

ny

ny (ftrikingtRc ground with his Lance) leaves the field, and with lour thoiiHind llorle 
flics away to the inexpugnable Caltic of Rantaty which was yielded by MoNkirl^ , and 
wherein he had placed oneofthe Murderers of Prince Icnvi!i-’, 

thercfiduc of his Army to lip the bitter Cup of Death, the Honour of the Ficklto lii^ 

Brother and Mahobet chart, and the fpoil of his Camp to Rad^ce hcrtfingh, whoofGold, 

Silver, precious Gems, Elephants, Camels, Horfes, and Slaves of both Sexes, found there 
great abundance. 

Sdtan Qtrroon now in his ftrong Caftlc and at fuch a diftaiicc has time to ruminate his 
milery and accordingly with a dilcontcntcd mind fees how infenlibly he precipitates hi/ 
hopes, at thartnltantlhxcd in the center of melancholy •, and as an aggravation licarsof 
Mahobet-thans approach towards him .• Hereupon he difparks his sc'-aglio, and Hies 
thence to Potan with jijfaph-cbawnsloyQiy Daughter only in his company (who had lately 
brought him a young Princefs,) andby aZantcl dilpatches Letters to Darab-cha'/ (then 
mBcrt^ala) to Icvie more force, and appoints the rendevouz at where he 

would expccT: him. 

Mahobet chan and Prince Perwees in the mean time purfue Qtrroon, carrying falle 
in company, but under a guard*, fcarcc retting day or night till they came to 
Rantas where hearing which way he took, they chafe him to Patun ; but there alfo 
they mils of him, havingfurc tidings of his flight to Radiate MdtJ. At latan they breath 
awhile i and hearing of obfequioufnefs to C«rroo», they prevail vvitiiliis aged 

Father Gan^anna by Letters to diflwadc him, and topromife him the Kings thanks lb lie 
would join with them. Darah (inccnfcd by Mahobet^han\ Icvcrity to i.is Father, and 
liippoling his perfwalions counterfeit) gocsontolevie men for lii])po:tortiie Kebelli- 
on. Prince Pmvees hereupon proclaims him Traitor, and allots four thou land Rooj; ecs 
to any that would bring him to his Camp alive or dead. The time llrving ivaiiiiiidc 
(knowing that Curroon was fled) not only bring Drxrab chan, but !iis Childncn, and his 
Kiiifmaii Morad wlio was Son to Sha Nabarkhan\ all whole heavis were immediately 
llruck oif and lent to Perwees, and by Alahobct-chads permiflion prefented to Gan^amui, 
by that made a wretched Fatiier, and thence (a/a Trophic of their cai e, and to tiie ter ■ 
ror of others) difpauht to Agra to be fetup on Poles. The report of which fad acl ion 
was no fooner known to Carroon, but that it ftruck him into a fright j lb thut bidding 
farcwcl to Mahd, he flies to Medentore, and thence to Odjea ; but is quelled after by /i ' 
hobet to Medenporc, where milling him he halts for Prince Perwees, and ttiids Raker-chan 
and eight tlioulhiid Horfc in purluit after Gorow/. At this Ondee or Ottjea (a City 111 Oitde^;. 
Bengala watered by Ganges) arc manyantick Monuments*, elpccially memorable is the 
old Cattle Ranicha /d, built by a Bannyan Pagod of that name about 094500 yca?s ago 
after their accompt*, from which time to this the Barmyans cuttoniarily have repaired to 
oiler and to walh away their fins in Canges, each of which is recorded by the Bramyns, 
who (as they believe) acquaints this Pagod with their offerings. 

During thefc intcftinc broils. Melee Amber (perceiving the fcafon advantagious to a.d.i 6 z 
recover what he had loftj levies an Army of fifty thonfand men, and fo unexpectedly 
charges Lask^tr^han, Mirsji Aiametflieir, and Ebrahim Hojfen, that as men furprized 
they render up their Forts, and liiiicr the Dccan to repoflefs his Ibrmcr Cattles and Gar- 
rifons*, in which attempt 1 5000 ofthe Moguls men were flaiii, and as many expelled the 
Decans Country ; the three Umbraes alfo were fent Prifoners to DatUtebad to attcncl 
the plyafure of their Conqueror. Bacher^han alfo having commiiTion to profccutc Oir- 
roo« procraftinates not, but in few weeks attains ; where the Prince (though he 
had llycthoufaiid Horfe, and three hundred Elephants) durft not abide liim b.irtel ; fo 
polfeired was he with fear, and fo terrified with liis late bad fuccefs, as thar he liies into Curroon 
Gulcimdah, contrary to Bacher-chans advice, who rather delired battell. The King of »*«® 
Culcimdah having notice of his ftrength, and the danger of his Diamond-mines, had Ibmc 
caufc to remember what T»£jr4»fj the ^rcat Armenian King faid, (going againft: the i?f/- 
with 4000U0 Men, and iecing the ^0^4^ Army not above 14000, who for all that 
got the vietory,) They be too many (quotli he) for an Ambajfie, and too few for fght ■ 

Curroon having alfo liireptitioufly got from him a Diamond as big as n Hens Egg (as 
credibly reported ) Avcighing y8 Mangelincs, every Mangclin being 5 Grains (the 
weight was 490 Grains,) which the great Mogul foon after bought for a Million of 
Roopees, Coiiliderations that made him to receive Curroon with counterfeit kindnefs, 
and to attend him with twelve thonfand Horfe ; and for his further fecurity doubled 
nh Guards in Cunda-ver ^ndCunda^poly, two of his mott: defenlive Cattles, wherein he 
commonly put his Diamonds with much other Treafurc alfo knowing full well that 
Curroon (not toufidering the annual Tribute, i. e. three pound weight being a Vifeof 
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the faireil Stones or Diamonds thciKc jirclented the Mogul) had a vehement dclircto 
vifit and fcarch the intrinliquc of that piecioiis piece of Earth which report had lb fuffi- 
cientlybla/.oned, as he was allured w^oiild abundantly compenfate his pains and hazard. 
viamond- This famoii > Diamond-mine is dillant from Mcjnlipatan about fourfcorc and ten Enfflijh 
mine. Milcs i the iicaieJl Village is called Mercanda. The Mine it fclf is a large Rock under 
partoftliat Mountain which extends towards Bella/Mte {the Alpes of thole parrs) at 
the fool whereof runs a quic k If ream our European Merchants name Chriflena, which af 
ter fo ?y milcs flux incrcafes another River, and in the Intitudc of about eigliicen cle- 
•grcfs North, inoncChaimc! empty thcmfcives intothc Gulph of Thclbilfor 

main milcs round (by real bn of the extream heat) is barien and faiidy: bnt near the 
Mine the Earth appears to be of a ruddy colour, albeit the Vein it fclf is of a pale yel 
low. No parr of the World for fuch a (cope of ground affords greater plenty of Dia- 
monds than this, or of a better water, thole ol' Socodania \n Borneo not excepted, al- 
though many be yellow. The Quarry allb has fcvcral other traulliueiit Hones which 
n am neither beamy nor ell ecm ; I’amely, Topazes, Amcthylls, Spinels, Heliotropcsand 
other forts of Agais, Ganiats, Cryltals, and the like. The diltribution of the gioiiiul 
wheinheMinc is expofed rclcmblcs a Lottery : fbinc for their adventure hapnmg to 
find Hones mne h to their advantage, others to lofs. In digging, if a Diamond exceed 
twenty CaracLs (a ( araCl is four Grains,) fuch by the Law of tliat place arc refei ved 
for the King i but under that weight, fortlie Adventurer. When the Mine is open, as 
the number is great of thole that from moll parts refort thither, lb the Guard iiicrca- 
Ls anfwcrably, thereby to give the better fccui jty : flowbcit, the danger is grcatcft in 
travellms:, the Mounrainecrsliippoliiig that lew come or go empty and therefore for 
the moR part Mcrchauti confoit in C'arravaus, and for their Money are lulficieutly 
guarcLd. Melee Anther witn lets fuipicion but more fubtilty i^hcartily glad of this frelli 
Rcl)eUion,the MogiilstroubjcsbririgingjKacc to his Empire) fends an Amballador to 
CnrrooMy well attendud, with Letters of aRlcTion, and a large fum of Money, and other 
nccellarics; witli an invitation into (^if need were) where at all allays he flioulcl 

command his utmoR. Hope oft fancier that to be facile in the attainment, which rca- 
fon in the event ibcus diflic ilc : lb as piudencc we fee is of force, where force prevails 
not: ForO<rrtftf»/ j>crcciviiig his dclign about the Diamond-mine fruftrate, very hearti- 
ly accepts the invitation ^ bur after three months Ray in that Country, weary of idle- 
ncT>, piojcCls the recovery of his old Eparchy of Brampore: and lb without Jong ad- 
vice bids farcwcl; and with ten thouland Horfe divided amongft AbdnUhm, 
A^ahomet Tackhieck^ and yacup-chan, fhews himlclf again before but was for- 

bad tntrance by Rad^ec Rnfian (^appointed Governour there by Snltan Penvees : ) Which 
lb enrages Curroon^ that alter he had brcaflied out a thouland fruitlcfs threats, he aflaults 
the walls with violence, but by Rnflan as ehurlilhly anfwered, and with great lols tom- 
pcllcd to retreat to Chanchanna's curious Gardens, there to ruminate. Howbeit, AbdnU 
chan is fo traiilportcd, that he mounts again and advances his Standard ^ yet was idfo 
forced to march away, beijig well beaten by Raftan/y who filled the Ditch with the Car- 
i alll’s of Abduls followers. Alahomct Tackieckjat tvvi-Iight tries his dcitiny, charging lb 
iiirioully, that in defpight he mounts the walU and wasib biavely followed, that in 
fmall time he enters the Citadel, and on many parts of the battlement flourillicd his 
Coioursinllgii of Victory, and a^ a cah to Ahdnl chan to Peeowd him ; but Abdul (poi- 
fbned with env'y to fee a McrchantsSon pofleflbr of fo much glory,; forbears to fuccour 
him; fo that til is heroick Captain (too far engaged) was allailcd Xn^ Ruftan and Atfet- 
chars with fuch eagcrntls iliat his Company were tut in pieces, and Mahomet ftruckdan- 
geroufly in his eye, yea, (after as much proof of valour as was pofliblc) was taken and 
imprifoned. In this fort (the fecond lime) has AbduUhan forfeited Curroon the vido- 
ry, yet conceals the rcafon in his breaft, and goes unpunilhed. Whiles Sultan Penvees 
and Mahobet-chan continue their quell ; and receiving notice of the Siege oX Brampore, 
liaftc thithcM with Chan Alen, Radjea Stertfm^ and a great Army of Ralhpoots : but Cof' 
roon (prcmoiiifticdj feeing no good likely to be done, arifes witli his Army and falls to- 
wards Btllaguatc, in the way attempting Hajfcr j but milling it rc-dclivers Rantas alfo in- 
to his enemies hands, and once more rctmn^io Melee Amber then at Ketki in Decs$n,vi\nch. 
now feems to be the receptacle of his misfortunes. 

Haffcrrfe- Haffer (five coiirfes from Brampore as you pafs to AgrMy the ftrongeft and in all acl- 
jertbtd. vantages the beft defended CaRle through Chand/s ) is built upon the top of a prcc mili- 

eus Mountain , walled by Nature, and by its ’argenef, capable to feed and lodge forty 
thoufand Horfe ^ for, within are Springs of wbolcloine Water*, the Earth alio fo fruit 
ful in Herbs, Corn, and what elfc is rcquirablc for defence or pleafurc ; and uix)ii all 
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fides fix hundred great Ordnance of Brafs mounted, by the Jaft King of GstfiarM, that it 
is as Royal a Fort as any in J/tdia, Howbeit, one difeommodity it hath making all the 
other rclilh badly. Worms engendring in the Legs and Thighs of fuch as drink the Wa- 
ter, oft proves mortal*, and which only gave Echar tlie conqueft of this Caftle, which 
otherwiie was accounted inexpugnable. 

Jattfheet further rejoycing at the yidbories his Son Perwees and Mahobet^ehm had ob- 
tained, to exprefs how well he took it, takes fpecial notice of the fprightly valour and 
loyalty oi (lately made Viceroy of Ksdsid) and calls him to Court, 

and exprelles his good affedtion to him ; and more thM fo, adds five thoufand Horfe to , 
his command, fftd under his Seal by Commiflion makes iiim Governour of Benf^ala, of all 
the Provinces of Ifiduftsm the molt rich and honourable, of late years reduced" under the 
Moguls Diadem: ot old named Baricur a nnd Gattdarida., intowhofe Gulnh theg'-eat 
and noble River Ganges in two Ofiims falls under 23 deg. bv PtoUmy called Sirm Ag^trU 
CMS: A Province for number of Inhabitants and Towns, and plenty of all things requi- 
fite, not inferiour to any other throughout the Orient. 

Normal and Aftph^cawn both of tliem caft a fquint-eye upon the new Favourite Gan^ 
na-iJed-cawnj and tor no other caufe than that he was ^n to Mahobet'^ jcaloufic in ftatc 
like that in love having a double paffion of love and hate ^ no §ther known rcafon cau- 
fed it : And being no Ideots in the School of mifehief (Vertuc ever being pcrfccuted by 
Envy) in the firft place the better to affront Mdhohet (whofe vexations are now broach- 
ing) they prevail with the old Mogul tocommandyWii^rfwitlioiit delay to Icndimpri- 
foned GangofiM unto ^igrM- MirzA^Arebdefio4-€am (one of Normals Creatures J is 
lent with this meflage i and Mahobet (^loth to Ihew any example of dilbbedicnce, though 
he kntvfjangheer abufed, and that this was a meer plot to work his confiifion ) lets him 
go; who forthwith begins to chatter and fpit his utmoft malice againfi Mahobety exhibi- 
ting many unjult complaints, and inccnfing as much as poffibly he could the old Mogul a- 
gainft his Champion *, and principally, that he had put to death his Son, with others of 
his Kindred, yea, after he ha^ voluntarily left Curroon to ferve in the Kings Array. It 
is a gpod obfervation that Reges maltos habcftt ocales, multas aares : their hands arc long, 
and their knowledge is inlightned by many, and their power excrcifed afar off. Accord- 
ingly, thcfcaccufations wrought fomewliat with the^rediilous Mogul*, but more, when 
from the fecdsofdiftruftlbwn by ( 7 i«jg 4 a« 4 inthe heart oi Perwees^ in his Letter to 7^;^- 
heer he gives Mahobet the Charader ot a vain-glorious man, one that delighted to cclipic 
hisfplendor, and that it was probable jiis ambition might have a dangerous influence 
in the Army *, with other fuch glances as quickly took impreflion in the Moguls weak fan- 
cy : that without further confideration or memory of Mahobets former {cTvkc$jCangamM*s 
reports arc eibccmed no longer malicious , fo as without advifing with his own Reafon 
or Mahobets Friends at Court, he unadvifedly condemns him unheard, difpofes of his 
command in the Army to Cawn Jeharty (forgetful of his loytering at Fettiporey) and 
having null’d Alahebets Commilfion, revokes him home, where he Ihould be better ac- 
quainted with the reafon of this proceeding. Thus froHde perit virtas. Mahobet ad- 
mires the Villan^of<j 4 »^ 4 «» 4 , and Normals *, and thinks (by the candor of his own 
innocence) it is iinpolfiblc his Mafter Ihould really believe fuch imputations*, till remem- 
bring his dotage upon Normalnnd her inveterate Iplecn, he grants it : rcfolving never- 
thelcfs to take another couric, till time might better evince his innocency. Therefore 
as love and duty bound him, , he firft goes to Prince Pr*wwtobidhimfarewcl: whom 
when he found foftrangely altered, focoy andftately, it ftruck him with amazement, 
(an excellent fympathy and union, till Gangasma diflblvcd it, having been betwixt 
them:) fo that with a lad look he leaves the Camp, but carries along with him the 
hearts of all the Army. From Brampore he goes*, many guefs, but none (no not him- 
felf) knows whither Fortune led him : at length by theadviceoffome Friends (who 
afliiredhimif he went to Court he Ihould at lealt be branded with the name 6 f Traitor) 
hefecured himfelf in his Caftle of Rantamparey rcfolving firft to vindicate his honour 
by Letter Xojangheery or otherwife to fafeguard himfelf from imperious Normals fpight, 
and other his Court Enemies. 

This difeord ’twixt PerweesjMdhobety and ATorW, founds fwcetly mCarrooMs Ears, hop- 
ing by their oivifions to advance Ips own ambition.: And perceiving his old Father fcnle* 
Icfly nuzzled in apparitions of love, refolvcs to excrcife his craft, and ifl tlic Moguls 
weakneft to fix the ftrength of his confpiracy. So that firft he prefents him by Godgee 
fehoM (Tutor to his two Sons) a Letter neatly penn’d, but dilating nothing faveHy- 
pocrifie : He knew alfo the Appetite of his Father after Gold and Rarities, and there- 
fore addsaptlhcalh of rare Coins, a hundred choice Elephants, and fome Pourtraics 
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which he borfowed or rather bought from the Portt^Ms, The old King delirotts of ca£e> 
and as an indulgcjit Fatherglad even of his feeming fubmiflion, accepts his prefent and 
invites him home, afliiring his pardon. Accordingly, Afftifh-imm by the Moguls di- 
redlionsgives him notice : and adds his fecrct advice to return to Court whiles his JFa- 
ther was in this good humour. In the mean time, AfaJeffer-tawn sut Ldatrt receives the 
Government or Provolfclhip of Cajfem^am being difplaced ; He attained that 

command upon his marriage with MoviffaiUfegem Sifter to the Queen ; and this diigrace 
was ib impatiently digefted by that ambitious woman, that (lie ceafed not till file got him 
re-cftablilhed. • 

Six years paft, i6i8. ana of theWr^yyS. I told how yjmgheer atthere> 

Giidb of Aja^-cawn took his cldcft Son Cttjhroe from jiuffa^jRha-^Rhadia and Chan fehan, 
delivering him to Carroon ., who finding him a ftumbling-block to the Imperial Crown, 
by Roilgee Bandar got him made away. M that fame time were committed to that Fra- 
tricide, Shaffafin and Ethymare (Sons to Dhaen Shaw his Brother, who died through 
diftempered drinking at Bramaore) wdiom becaufc he law towardly young Princes a^ 
apt to revenge tlieir Fathers death, he was the more free to fend them through that 
bloody bath to deftruiftion *, butdurft not perpetrate fuch apparent butchery perceiv- 
ing all mens eyes and c}4)cdations upon them, and the death of their Fatlicr and Un- 
cic yet recent and not a little murmured at ^ fo that he had no other way to anticipate 
their claim unto the Empire, but by having them inftruded in the Faith of our bleded 
Saviour Chrift, and to be baptized *, by which profelTion he well knew they would be 
made incapable of that great caithly Monarchy, albeit heirs of a better *, for, yirtm 
locum babet inter ^a. After this, he ever led them with him to keep them the ftrid- 
lier, till fuch time as being vanqailhed at Elahashy Rnflan^awnt Ethymare cicapedto 
Perwees and thence to Lahore where his Uncle entertains and marries him to Bamoo- 

his Daughter : At Cwrraans next flight from Bramfore, Hujfen alfb eftaped and fled 
to Radyte Rufiangy and ilicncc to bis Brother, where he lived with more fafety. 

Mthabet-camat his Caftlc of Rarnamfore (pradifing to digcfl his affront with pati- 
1615 ence) receives a peremptory command tfom Janghcer {Normal 1 might lay) to deliver 
up his Caftlc to the Queen, wholiadgiven the keeping of it to /?4cbrrc4w»> (no Friend 
to Mahoheti) and that he ihould foriliwith remove into Orixa llv fmall days travel Weft 
from Sarigan to his Son who was the Kings Lieutenant there, llie meffage was tart; 
but being lent to one impatient of afffronts, and albeit divided in himfelf 'twLvt the ne- 
cciUcy ot feif-prefervatioa and o&nding his Mhfter, at length rcft>lve 5 upon this an- 
fwer : That he was very ready to manifeft himfelf a dutiful iubje^t, and therein to ipend 
life and goods to do him fervice *, but to ftoop to the lure of his malicious adverfary 
could not condefeend: He was ready in pcrlbn to give him the reaibn, provided he 
might repair to Court, and return to fUnrampore in fafety. With tliis ill-digefted me& 
AWui- ^'^6^ returns, with news alfo that Abdd-caem (eitlicr weary of his vagaries, or 

cawn that he faw the wind of Curroons good fortune ftill averfe, or doubting his former cJalhes 

i*Mves with Radgee Rhiem and Tackieckjm^i undo him) for feme or all of thefe he deferts Car- 


c;urroons roon, and flies to Chan fehan at Bramfore, where Prince Perwees tlicn alfb was; by both 
f whom Abdul was at leaft feemingly welcomed. 

Janghcer ha\ing received Mohobet^awns Letter, as it is true Nemo amat t^uem metuit, 
he throws ofThis wonted love, and not a little wonders at hisprefumption; bnt Maho^ 
no lefs admires his mifapprchcnlion ; $0 that after tlie carueft perfwalion of his 
Kindred and friends about him, he aflumes frefh courage ; and attends by five thoufand 
voluntary Raffiboots ilFucs from his Caftlc, and through journeys to 

Lahore, atthat time relblving to make his defence in perfon to Jangheer, (who was then 
removing to Kabul) or was refolvcd to die in doing it. The Queen and Ajfs^h-cawnlm- 
ing notice of his intent, but fearing his force, and that (if he were admitted any privfte 
difeourfe with Jangheer) probably he would reiiigratiate himfelf, they prevail with 
the Mogul to fet his feal to their didate, the fubftance being, That Aiohobot^MtM 
come in perfon attended only with a few of his confideuts, to aiifwer what fhouid be 
objected againft him. But Mahobet (contrary to his former refblution) being not Ufiex- 
perienced in Normals rather than adventure his perfon chofc byhisSc^in-Law to 
prefent bis ^ufe : which with a willing heart tliis gallant undertakes. *Whobeit^ 
arrived at th 9 Court, at his entrance into theLefcar found it true, that ,Non eft irafuftr 
tram mtdieriii And that injuftice armed with power is moft outragious. For he was 
no fooner dilmounted from his Elephant, but by the Queens order was difrobcdofhis 
bravery, and being clad in rags was chabock’t upon the foies of his feet witn rattans, and 
bare-headed (the greateft (hame) fet backward upon a jade, with Kettle-Drums kd 
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Qwen Normal tal^en l?ripmer, 

through the Army, and made a fcoti'to all the multitude ; over-joyed fhe had this occa- 
fion to manifclt her hate upon the Idea of Mahobet, and withal to let him fee how much 
(he delpifed his intcreft. Where honour is concerned, the greater is the wound, and 
more higliiy refented by how much greater the Perfon is that gave it : and Seneca well 
obferves, y W fuit durnm pati memimjfe dulce, as appeared fooii after : For Ai^obetMd 
quick intelligence what uncomely entertainment his Son-in-Law had for his lakcj^i- 
ved i but alluring himfcif it proceeded not from his Matter, he the better digdK it; 
and the rather, being informed the whole Country blamed and ftlrfuch 

barbarifm : In it he fees their hate, and his own mifery if he had rend red himfelf- lb as* 
now (more than ever difeovering the Queens ambition to advance her Son, and AfTaph^ 
cawn Cmroon, to that end guarding themfclves with an Army of thirty thoufand Horfe 
violently feizing the publick Trealiire, and in many tranfajftions of State abufingthc 
Moguls authority ; thcic things being duly pondered by Mahobet, and convinced of his 
loyalty to his Matter and zeal to Bnllochy right heir unto the Crown) Mahobet puts on 
a relblution to bid Normal defiance *, nevcrthelefs, exprefling his zeal to his old Matter, 
in abrief Maiiifetto he enumerates Normals and Ganganna^^ abufesto the Crown, and 
then pourtrays the late indignity offered his Son, which (as he alledged) was an un- 
parallel’d art of barbarity- This done, he acquaints his friends and fellow-fouldiers 
both what he had publilhed, and what he refolvtd to enterprize : Having their faithful 
alTurancc to live and dye with him, he forthwith furveys his Army, gives ttrirt command 
to offer no violence to Janghecr or his Tcnf, and with twenty thoufand valiant Rafhboots 
(his Countrymen) advances to find out Normals Army and the Lcfcar at that time con- 
lifting of above fifty thoufand men. By accident, part of the Army at that inftant march 
ed by, led by Eradct,cawn \ thcrelidue bcingpalfcd over the River were condurted 
h^Godgee Abdnl HHjfany intending to beat up Mahobets quarters. That experienced 
Warriour had his Scouts abroad ; and having the eyes of prevention always open, 
finding the advantage his, gives the Word unto his party, and with gallant rcfolutio’i 
firlt charges Eradct with liich good order, that in Ids than two hours (c’rc ^bdal 
Hujfan could come unto his refciic) he not onlydilbrdered, but llcw above fix thoufand 
of them ; filling the rett vyith fuch fear, that each man fled away for his own fafety • but 
unluckily, for the Hood without mercy fwallowed moft of them •, both dangers equally 
fo alfailing them, that with gaftly looks and loud out-cries fuch as efcaped made known 
the horror of this conflirt : The other part of Normals Army ftood Hill, till by 
Afaph eavrn, Abdul Hnjfen^ and other Umbraesthey were cheated up, and prepare 
to encounter the Rebels ; who with Mahobet their General were come in view, and 
with virtory in their Fore-heads (regarding neither their gicatnefs nor multitude) 
fo couragioufly charge their adverfaries, that for five hours there was giving and re- 
ceiving blows, each fide equally heated with rage, and inflamed with dcfire of con- 
queft. The Queens Army were frefh and excellently armed, but by the overthrow ot 
Eradet not a little dilheartned ; Mahobets men, though come from far, yet of a more 
warlike conftitution, were hopeful of booty : fo that in the end Normals party gave 
back, well beaten and unable any longer to abide the ftrokes of their adverfaries. Af- 
faph-cawn in the mean time rides up and down like a dittrarted perfon, now upbraid- 
ing, then intreating, and ufing all means pollible to rally; but fear and the Ralhboots 
Swords had flalhcd too much terrour amongft them to fight again : So as with a fad 
heart upon an Arabian Courfer Afaph flies away with Mirzjt Abomila his Son to a Ca- 
ftle of good defence not far dittant thence ; but by accident efpied, arc chafed by 
Mtr[a Syreveer {Mahobets third Son) and being taken arc (hackled in Silver Fetters, and 
inthatpotturcbroughtto^rMc^, were there fafely guarded ; WWiks Mahobet cawmnd 
his Army (galloping in the air of good fortune) beat down the Queens forc^ htthat 
time more willing to dye than fight; fb that without more lettthey proclaim milwes 
Ijrds o^J»dia, and prey upon infinite riches of all forts which they found inthetfilr. 
The aged Mogul was found fleeping liilFd in Morpheus golden bed, till by Mahobe^^n 
he was gently awaked and affured of his welfare. Upon a ftately Elej^ant they conveyed 
him to Attac^ (aftrongCaftletothcEaftof Jndus^ leaving (lain behind him twelve thou- 
fend men and many Umbracs of note, as Mirzjs, Cajfemy Radgee Deela, AbduLCaUee^ Abdul 
A^rchan, Godgee Shawarchan, and Others; and taken prilbners Jatioheer the great 
MirzaiAbontila his SonySultanBuliockyj Sultan Sherias^ 
n hfojfen, Eradet^camh Mokendas-chanj Mocrib-cawn, and AfoleftaAidhometj 

all vi^ich (to the amazement of the World) are led Prilbners to Kabul to expert the 
picafurc of their Conqueror. Now i$ Mahobet elevated upon theMajcftick Chariot 
of command, rclolving nevcrthelefs to detrart as little as might be from the fplcndor 
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of his Mailer-, his only aim being to clear his Honour from an iinjuft imputation, and 
to retaliate his Enemies what in his Friends he had fprnici ly fuflered. Nirmal (now 
clouded with fliamc) was brought forth, and by the monfter multitude exclaimed upon •, 
lb that by the advice of Afdhohets Council of War the poor Queen was condemned to 
lofe her head. Not till then did Ihe perceive the thorny path me had walked in, nor 
meditated upon the mutability of Fortune i nor till then could Ihc frame her ambitious 
heart to fear or fervitude : But feeing no remedy, arms hci i'clf with patience and craves 
a hircwcl of her Lord, to whom after much entreaty flic is admitted •, where flic pro- 
ilratcs her felf cloathed with fo much forrow, that Janghcer melts into companion and 
intreats Mahobet for her freedomc. Mahobet loth in any^thing to difeontent his Mailer, 
condeiccnds fo that (contrary to the advice of his confederates; Normal was fet at 
liberty : But to fliew that none is more thirfty after revenge than that Sex, flic becomes 
more enraged by this lenity, and Ipcedily puts it in praclitc. The rehcluc of the Royal 
Prifoners wcrcufcd with due rclpcft, Er^et and Molena Mahomet who by to6 

much rigour were fo enraged tliat Moletta died. ZaHoc-carvn fped bell ■, for before 
tlie^ht (uponfomc occafion jarring with his Brother yJfaph cawn) he fled to MMet, 
and for that fervice wasmadcGovcrnourof Lahore \ ^ndCajfcm^cawn (^by mediation of 
Mowefa-begem his Wife, Siller to the Queen) is reftored to liis Government of 
and>iii*^i5^r-i:4w«dilplaccd: fo that now Mahobet fways 7 »^/«/^w,tillby vicillitiideol time 
he falls from his Mcridian,and as well as othcr« experiments the mutability ol'Fortunc. 

Cnrroon ail this time was in Drcan, lurking till he miglit clpy fomc advantage to re- 
cover his loft credit, and once more lhake off the Title of a Rebellious exile : iJut when 
news was brought him from thcalmoft incredible change the Empire had, 

and with whatadifmal vailU was then invclopcd, hisFatlier andFrUher-in-Law being in 
fubjection, Sultan Bulloch and prince DanieV'i Sons imprdbaec!, and his own two Sons 
with Codgee j^ehanthcir Govcmour brought to Mahobet by time-ferving Mudoffer^eban to 
abide his mercy ; He difputcs not w'hat Mahobet meant, but what had liapned. So that, 
cxalpcrated with a thouland fancies, he gives Melee timber many thanks, and with 
Radgee Rhiems Son and twelve thouland Horfe pafles (under leave) through Rma^ Ter- 
ritories, and atlaft comes to Zfmecry intending fnddcnly to furpri /.c, ylgi a and pro- 
claim himfelf King. But his ddign by liidden death was prevented, hall his 

company upon that occalionforiakinghimi whereat, doubting feme treachery in the 
jlfmeerians (into fuch hate his jobbing and ocher dilbrdcrs had brought him) and that 
Mahobeuchanhsd fentfomc force againfthim, .and Sultan Eerveees alio had ambiilht for 
him, he haftens to Tatta^ hoping by conqueft thereof to c ommand hdm and Camkiya .* 
So as at his encamping before it he fends the Govcmour a iiimmous to deliver it ^ but 
the Cn^umXerif-Melec fends him word he had particular order to keep him out, and 
that if he attempted it he Ihould receive the entertainment of an Enemy. Curroon re- 
turns him back again, That hewasSon unto the King: /l/f/rc confcUcs it, but withal, a 
Rebel. Curroon rc-greets him, That he came to delie Mahobeuch and to bring deli- 
verance to his Father Melee anfwcrs, rather by all their coiifiilions to grafp the Dia- 
dem. Curroon enraged by thefe retorts, andheightned in his hojjcs by Vcrra.-chan, pre- 
pres foranaflault; and accordingly at one and the lame inllajit Jtoinis the City walls 
in feveral places : but Melee the Governour fo well defends the out-wor ks and walls, that 
theallailants were forced to draw off with lofs *, the belicgcd next day fallying out, and 
with fuch gallantry faliing into CwTcew Camp, that in thcskinnifli berra-chan And 300 
of his men were killed, and Curroon himiclt forced (to his old fliift; to fly to Dolly \ 
where finding no welcome, he haft es with his chafed Troops to B.tk^ (a Fort ’twixt La- 
hore and the Sea) to breathe a while. 

Dellyde* DEl^JLY is the name of a City and Province which of late belonged to the Potan 

feribed. Kings,'‘thc originary Inhabitants i but at this day is reduced under the Ctown of Jndu^ 
ifbe City is ancient, large, and pretty beautiful fuch appearing in the variety of 
&kk Monuments and Tombs of above twenty Kings and other great perfons who lye 
there iiitombed -. fo as it is a place not a little vifited by Travellers, and by infinite num- 
bers of Bannyans (who for fomc fuperllitious end refort thither) little lefs tlun adored. 
Not a little famous alfo, by rcafon of that Pyramid which is in old Delly (three miles 
diilant^ where lies buried King who was Grandfather to bf frame 

and inlcripcion luppofed to be eredca by Alexander at wliat time Deify was the 'Ma^fi^ 
hum of fundry Potentates. New DeUy is walled about, watered by part of Jemhiy, over 
which wc enter upon a twelve-arched Bridge of Stone ^ which River from a little .sj)ring 
arifing in the Mountains of Jenba drills to Agra^ and after a great incrcafc of her Channel 
at Rrage flows into CattRes^XQ^ With her in two huge wide mouths (near 10 j miles 

afuiider) 
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afimder) empties her watry ftomach into the Benialan Gulph, in about twenty two de- 
grees of North latitude, and then mixes with the fait Ocean. Ganges by Cofmographers is Cannes, 
reputed one of the nobleft Rivers in the World : It arifesjfome lay, out of Nigracnt^^tt 
oiCoHcafus--, others fay, from Syba^ fuppofed Sefhar mentioned in Gen. chof. lo. verf. 

30. Siba pop. [ant India qai earn Coriade pugnaverant contra Bacchmy faith Stephams y and 
after ioc 5 o miles flux lolcs it fclf in the Gulph of Bengala, as lately fpoken : It has many 
Rivers ftreaming into it which fwells her Channel, elpecially after ferntni at Pratje mixes 
with her. The Batmyans efteem it facred *, and from the Cow they fo much reverence 
give out that the Rock from whence it firft fprings has the rcfcmblance of a Cows head 
No new fancy? for rirgil in his Georgicks deferibing the River Po in Italy, lays 
Golden Eridanus with a double hern, fac'd like a Ball, &C. 

Mclec Amber, fofoon as Curroon was marched out of his Country, to procure affedli- 
on from Perwees alfo gave liberty without treaty or ranfome to hask^-cawn, Ebrahtm- 
Haffen, and Mirxjt Manoui^fner, and with a fefc convoy lends them to Brampore. The 
fame month MahobeMhan received 26 leek of Roopees from Channaz.eid-ihan his Son 
(at that time Viceroy of Bengala) which he extradted as an annual rent out of Pattana or 
Patenaw, Soughtar, Banaras, Sonargan, Tanda, Bucola, Seripore, and Chatman, rich and well 
peopled Towns upon Ganges ; as alio out of Sondiva (an Illc twenty leagues from Catigm) 
than which is none more fruitful in India. Jangheer alfo removing his Court from Cha 
bul to Lahore (by Normals rafh perfwafion) condefeends to the flaughtcr of fiich Ralh- 
boots as Alahobet had mixed with his own Guard ; and after that openly declared that 
Ihe could not be latisfied without the deltrudtion of Mahobet c’re he received any liipply 
from his Kinfmeri Chan-Alem, and Badgee Rujtang who were then advancing up towards 
him : And for her part, to leave nothing unattempted that might conduce to the execu- 
tion thereof, (he empties all her Husbands Coffers, and hires men from all places to ferve 
her*, fo that Ouripargan Viceroy of Bajfowerc brings her 5000 Horfe, Codgee Tzara 
3000, Madoffer-chan 12000, and of her own Ihe had lyooo more*, hoping alfo that 
Fadiahan (tied from the battel at Atteck^ into the Defarts of Thombel to Radgee Ghonuu. 
mo) would aflbeiate her ; but he was lb afraid of Mahohets good fortune, that he would 
not appear againfthim, but went to Prince Perwees (then at Brampare) to whom (by a 
commendatory Letter from Ra]ea Bevtzdngh) he was very welcome. Mahobet-chan has 
notice of theC^eens projedt and new preparation i but not any whitdilcouraged, draws 
all his Horfe and Foot into a body, and prcfcntly advances towards the Queens Army. 

In the way (at his Mafters requeft) he ufes Affdph-chan and his Son with more refpedt 
than formerly. Normal alfo haftens towards him, having fent her Son Shcryar to L^ore 
with 8000 Horfe to fccure that Imperial City againft Mahobet. In his pallage, by good 
hap he chances upon Sultan Bullochy and the two chriftned Princes, whom he refeued -, 
with whom he gotfo privately and with fuch hafte into Lahore that without refiftance 
nioft of the Rafhboots were cut off, and the Cattle mann’d with the Queens Army. Jang., 
heer alfo rouzed out of his long fleep now plays his part ; for being come to Rheed with, 
in eight miles of Normal and her Army, (and having at all times the freedome of hunt- 
ing, hawking, and fuch like pattime, he makes it his advantage) efcapes, and is joyfully 
welcomed by the Qu^cen, who (crying out MombaraclO impales him in her arms, and 
cries for joy*, then (as one allured ofthe viftory) gives prefont order to march onto 
aflail the Traitors. 

Mahobet chan (like all other motions, when at higheft, defeend) quickly knows of 
Jangheers flight*, and is not fo grieved at his being gone, as at the manner, intending ne- 
ver to have with-held him longer than he fanci^ : yet the revolt of 5000 of his men 
did trouble him. Howbeit, perceiving h*is enemies were approaching, and that it was 
no fit time to difeover his difeontent, he apparels himlelf in a rich and tried Coat of 
mayl, and with his Shield and Spear fpursu^ in the front of the Moguls Lcfcar ; where, 
by all figns he perceives the Moguls affeftion ettranged : He lighs at it, and returns 
and after a fliort Oration to encourage his Men, orders his Forces. But e’re the battel be- 
gun, Balant~chan brings him a peremptory Mclfage from the King, to this effedt *, That if 
he defiredtobe accounted loyal, he ihould exprefs it by rcleafing Ajfaphahan and other 
Umbraes whom he kept impr ifoned ; by whofe mediation probably he might obtain par- 
don. Mahobet^han knows it was Normals device ; yet loth in any thing to difobey the 
King, fends him a proteft of his loyalty, and that fofoon as he came to the River Behed 
his commands fliould be accomplUhcd. So he arifes, and at the place prefigned calls for 
Affaph-chan and his Son, ihews him he had power to deftroy him, but his vertue fwayed 
him to another end. Which faid, he not only pulls away his marks of fervitude, but 
vefts him with Princely robes, mounts him upon his belt Courier, girds him with a 

precious 
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precious Blade , and with n toiivoy of eight hundred Horfe fends him to Court, 
his farewel only appointing to remember him. Jar^hecr receives him with tears of 
love, but with words ofdifdaiii*, upbraiding him with cowardice, thatdurft 
not attend her time or depend upon her power to force him from a Rebel he botii 
feorned and hared, jijfafh^han laments her lunacy, but is afraid to vex her -, yet 
both in good will publickly and in private difeourfe at any time with the King, he 
fpeaks well of Mahobet, and as an honourable perfon labours his reconciliation .Where 
by wee fee, that valour gains praife even in an Enemy. 

• The c^rfairs of Jndufiant by this variety poITcfs all mens minds wdth aftonilhmcnt; 
W'liilcs Jangheer and his beloved Amaxjon with the Lcfcar pafs on to LAiore to advife 
with Suit An Sheryar her Son how to reduce the Kings power to his proper channel. But 
what pleafurc can the contemplation of her reviving glory atlbrd her, lb long as Mahobet 
lives unpunilhed? She knows not why Ihc is intituled foie Emprefs of the belt parts 
of Ajia, Conunaiidrcfs of fo much men andtreafure, fo long as Mahobet an obliurc 
Ralhboot (as Ihc called him) dares cclipfchcr Iplcndour, and travel to and fro unre- 
liftcd, guarded with Inch applaiifc and popularity Ihc ruminates a thoufand feveral 
forts of revenge, but by too much choice knows not which to faften on : the furcfland 
moll honourable is by War*, and thereupon calls Amct-^haa ( Bro^im^hans couliu,j 
Zejfer^chof!, Nonradon-Cooly , Anna Rba RadUy Emyr-chatif Meraomyrt Immirzjt Rufiau, 
and other Nobles, deliriiig them to haften Mahobets deftrudion. Each man promifes 
hisbc^^, and with fifteen thouland Horfe go jointly on to attempt it. In the firll place 
(hearing of fometreafure his Son Zaed^han \ia.A fent him out of Bengala) they anibulh 
near Cheban^hebaed (a Caftle of llrcngth) and brake out upon tlie Rafliboots that ilicn 
were no more but eight hundred valiant men, who fold their money at a dear rate, 
two thouland of men giving their lives for it and her ambition;, but by their 

multitude were at lail defeated, and moll of them llaughtered, Icav iiig twenty liv let k or 
2 r):-’OoocRoopces to their avarice •, which was brought to Lahorty and tlierelbmc part 
dillributcd for pay, the reft was coil'ered. 

Ganganna. ( Chanchamta [omc pronounce his name) byt’iis time recovered, was not 
withllanding his dotage made General of Normals Forces. Mahobct.^chan was not trou- 
bled at it ; but the revolt of his wild bon Byrewer afflicts him fadly. This young Gal- 
lant had no luoncr triumphed over Jjjaph chan whom he delivered to his Father, (as is 
Jpoken) but with a Brigade of three tlioufand Horfe (his Father had made him (Com- 
mander of) being ordered to Radjca Tz^nerjtngh SLt Normny not regarding his 
Fathers liiltruvlions, wheels by /few/or (the contrary way; to force his Fatherrs Calllc 
oi Rantiporcy Jilbcit in vain y for Motzjttb-chanthe Captain fufpediiig him, fools him with 
lair words, and by like An divides hisForccs *, fo tlmBeyremr making an efcape. Hying 
tliencc by R^ Rattanoy ?X. Bandy or Banda (as fomc pronounce it) a place to the Welt of 
Agra was unexpedealy taken and imprifoned. 

Jangheer finding his thoughts free and rcfrelhed by the new delights his youthful 
(^cen each day invented for his recreation, labours only to forget the Rebellion of 
Oirrflw and his late ad vcrfityj yea, gives his lafeivious mind full Jeope, covering him- 
felf with the effeminate robes of floth and waritonncfs : But in the plenitude of thofehis 
joys, the glory of his cllatc grows cloudy, and his motion whirls into a malignant Orb, 
by the difconfolatc News he receives from Brampore of his beloved Sons unexpeded 
death *, at which report his Eyes grow dim, his heart fails, and all alpprchenfions of 
pleafurc rclilh unfavory when the fad departure of Perwew prefents it wlf*, and thofe 
hopes and comforts he had, now feem fanllatical : So that he recounts his lofs, ladly 
crying out, Gujiiroc and Sha Daniel arc dead i Pervffcesi^ now no morc^ ShaEthimore 
and ray Grandchildren turn'd Chrilliansi Ballochyy is not he a Child? Shcriaren 
Fool? iind Citrroon the Eyc-forc of my conceptions? a Rebel, wild, proud, greedy, 
treacherous and deceitful ? Can 1 deny that 1 am old ? and at my death (which can- 
not be avoided) hov\r Ihbjed will my Empire be to innovation ? In theft* and fudi like 
dolorous exclamations Jangheer fighs out the few remaining minutes of his life, pcath 
C nltima poena as fome call it) fummoning him in few monthes after to the relignation 
both of Life and Empire. Humanartm rertun cirenbu eodem rotatusy non finit magnates 
femper ejfe fortnnatos : the circle of humane affairs turns lb coiiftantly round, as luffcrs 
not great men to be always happy, was Crafm faying unto Cynu, AdAsomet cawa in the 
mean time chaws the afflufting news of Prince Perveees his death. Twixt whom (forget- 
ting Ganganna's treachery) an entire friendlhip was revived. He fees (in him) the 
privation of all his joy, the hopes he had in his fucceffion annihilated, and the ambition of 
Normal and AffapLcamn (fulpefted to have poylbncd him) engendring to a monftious

height : ft) that bidding fareWcl to the world, he contradts himiyf to privacy, feeding 
upon the contemplation of what hadpift, and the lubrici^ oftcrrellrial plcafures : 

For certain it is, Tliat Life and Death are but indifferent things^ andofthemfelvcsnot 
to be ihunn’d or, fought, &ve for the good or ill that cither brings, as Semes well obferves, 

Fortioum inter dubisy Virttaem inter eerts nsmeramns. ALthobet alfo well knowing tlwt 
there is no life indeed more fafe than the obfeure, and that a retired life albeit it hath 
leis outward deli.^t, hath ncverthelefs Icfs envy and danger, from thefe conliderations 
was after his exaltation induced to forfake his ftrong and delightful Cattle at Kmam^^ 
pore, and through ZuUor he went unto Radgee Zirmol, where he Itaycd and turn’d Ancho^ 
rite. 

Howbeir, OwTflflw air fwells with Chimzraes, now more than ever affedting the Em- 
pire, none but Children interpoling him : He knew his Fathers attedlion was ^dy re- 
covered, andu^jpjpfc-fWreftteft to ftatc him in the Chair of Majetty. So that armed 
with confidence, and accompanied with forty Elej^ants and fifteen hundred Horfe, he 
leaves , Chytor, Tntts, and through Choh^^erBndEeclijfer, comesto Mufer- 

Thormet in Decan', where Melee receives him with )oy, and to his party adds four 
thouland Horfe, with promife of forty thoufend more to afliJtt him,- ifhe had occa- 
sion. 

CHYTOR (in mid-way ’twixt Brampore and Adfmeer') is a City upon a. high rock, Chytor, 
claiming precedency for antiquity amongft all the Cities of India : It was formerly 
called TaxUa, and is fuppofedtobe that Metropolis whence King Portu iflued againtt 
great Alexander, Rons Radjea Mardont lineaUy defeended from him, of late years 
(and till by intreaty of Saltan Carroon anno 16 14. he came lo Agra, and in flight fort did 
ibme obeyfance) here foveraignized, and in Oodifore, The City in formes Ages was 
fo great and nobly built, that it was termed the VmbrelU of the world: But at tjiis 
day is but meanly beautiful, and albeit about 3 miles in compafs, is not a third part 
of what it was formerly. Time , war , and weather have furrowed her ; not only 
difrobing her of her bravery in buildings where men inhabited, but in Temples and 
Monuments of Antiquity: For of this place it might befaid. Tot Templa Deam efunin 
Vrhe fepalchra Heroam namerare licet ‘y fo many Temples her-c were built, and fo many 
Princes buried. The ruines nevcrthclefs of above an hundred to this day remain of 
Stone, white and well polilhed, albeit now inhabited by Storks, Owls, Batts, and 
like birds, of whom the luperttitious people have an etteem little ihort of veneration. 

The North Pole is elevated in that place twenty five degrees. The Province is bounded 
by Cambaya on the South, by Chandys on the North, by Berar on the Eatt, and on the 
Weft the Ocean. 

Gangarma not a little blown up by his late honour and imployment againtt Mahohet- Gangan- 
eaiwn, whom he verily thought had left the fociety of men for tear of him, in the raidft J[iIj 
of his bravadoes is arretted by Death, and his Carcafs conveighed to Delly to be in- 
tombed amongtt his great Anoettors. At that time, Jacont’caven (an Umbrae of great 
wealth and experience) commanding eight thoufand Horfe under Cverroon, ’by reafon 
of fome affronts which were without caufc put upon him by Mirxjdadin Meleeks Son, 
wasfo exafperated, that without more ado he’^volts from Carroon, and flics to Chan 
Jehan General of Prince Perveees his Army then nt Brampore who receives him with joy, 
and together with four hundred Elephants and forty thoufand Horfe march in haftc to 
BeUagate, the Widow and Child of Sultan Perwees in the mean time being committed to 
the c^re of Lefcar-cawn, where they pradife all the c-xtremities of War, as plundering, 
burning, and captivating all they had a mind unto : By rare chance intercepting fome 
Letters from Godgee Hejfary , they dilcover Abdul-cawn (whom fome call Abdnlla„ ^ 
the weather-cock of thofe times) his intention to turn from the Kings party Abdui- 
and rtiturn to Carroon } for which he is convided, his ettate confittated, his honour 
reverfed, himfclf manacled, called the darling of inconftancy, and upon an Elephant 
in adif^acefulfort fent to Brampore, where by Lafear-eam he was imprifoned. This 
done, they enter Decan, and pierce fortunately into the very midlt or Melee Amber's 
Kingdom, doing what they pleafod without oppofition|, fo that after fix weeks hotti- 
lity, they return loaden with abundance of wealth, over-joyed with their calicvidory. 

But (when they fought themfelves moft furc) Melee prefents himfelf in an advantageous 
place with no lefs than eighty Jdiouland men, incircling diem on the one fide, as the 
hiUsdidonthc odier: lb that iurroundedallb with amazement they encamp, not dar- 
ing to hazard the fight, or force their pa^ge, but in that miferable fort are blockt 
up*, the Decan at no timeof!tndingthupa„±iU by farhinc finding no pleafure in their 
riches (where no meat on lafe terms was lhbh;®ircha(ed) they were conftrained to 
, ^ parley} 
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parley ; and the ilTucjthereof (according to ^icles) was, to march undilhirbed with- 
ou&^eir Atms or Baggage, having only their Lives and fome unferviceable Horfe al- 
lowlS to return upon. A difgrace utterly defacing -the memory of their paft: triumphs 
in that Country. Nothing rides upon fwifter wings than Fame, which gave jan^bcer 
the great Mogul quick advertifement of this bad fiicccfs, but knows not how to amend 
it i nor cares he much, the memory of Prince Vermes Death fo afflicaeth him. Never- 
thelcfs, Aormal ccafcs not to purfuc her revenge againfl; Mahehet ^ and finding him 
Jinrd robe dealt with, ftic begins with his valiant Son ; whom ftrftlhe 
rc(alls home, and places Mecrih-cawn in his command over five thoufand Horfe and 
twelve thoufand Men: but had fmall joy in his advance-, for inlefs than three 
w ccks failing over Can^es^ by accident the Boat was over turned , whereby he tVas 
drowned, and (by Commiffion from Janiheer) made Viceroy of and 

the Territories near Malacca in his place \ during which {Jangheer^ being then at Lahore) 
a Tartarian Ambafihdor {Zict Borka by name) arrives with Prefents and commends 
from the King of Mattren^jar (or Manawaer) accompanied with the only Oracle and 
Wonder of his time Hodgee AhdaLradgee (Brother to Chojea CaUann) one admired by 
moltandrefortedto by many Ibrts ot Tartars from Bochar, Tuz., Balel^j Samerchand, 
Ca-^ehen and other parts, none of which came empty-handed, fo that in linall time 
tlii^ Santooji became comparable in riches with molt Potentates in Afa. He was brought 
into Lahore with no linall joy and admiration, all the Umbracs of the Court (Ajfufh- 
attending him and he was no fooner lodged, but that he was pre- 
lebtcd from the Queen with a Goblet of pure Gold, maflie and of curious work, 
with fo many Jewels as out valued a Icck of Roopccs. Thcfc he accepts cheerfully ^ 
l)iit fcorning to be behind in courtclie, returns her and her Lord five hundred Drome- 
daries fvvift and beautiful, a thoufand Horfes of excellent jhape and breed, a great 
quantity of Porcellan and other China rarities. The Amballador ajfb prefents the Mo- 
gul a double of fuch, two thoufand Horfes, a thoufand Dromedaries, fome precious 
Svvord'bladc's, and other gifts of value; lb great, that the report went, never any 
Amballador came fo richly furnillicd, was better 'entertained, or went away more rc- 
w-arded. Nor let any Amballador think himfclf welcome to any AfiatickJVrmzcy that 
brings nothing for a prefent lave only Complement j for the very Natives feldomemake 
addrellcs to any great one without a Prefent. 

Yet is iiot Normal fiiitcd with content, lb long as Mahohet makes friiltratc her Vows 
to have him ruined : Her power feems linall, her endeavours idle, feeing (as flic thought) 
his cafe was in contempt of her ; fo that her thoughts projedt fevcral ways for his de- 
ll rudion. The indignity offered his Son-in-Law gladded her in part, and much more 
to fee his Son Zeid-cawn by her means calhicrcd from his employment, and at Court 
alfronted-, Howbeit, hy Affaphsimm^Janghcerhimkl^ countenance:? hinr, yea, Nor- 
mal (had not the over-flowing hate Ihe bore his Father hiridred her) had doubtlefs be- 
come amorous of this accomplillicd young Gallant, and made him in Capids Cottrt 
erj Competitor ; For Sncceffore novo vimitur omnU amor. But Ipight lb o’rc-fways 
Jkt, that forthwith flic calls unto her Amir-chan, Nouradift-Cooly, and Hemyr-bcg (her 
Minions) to whom flic difeovers her enmity, and intreats their diligence. They obey, 
and accordingly with fifteen thoufiindllorfc advance to fight with iiim (whiles Normal 
and the King journey to Cajjimery his Neplas ultra) and Ajfaph cawn (mindful of Maho- 
bets I^indncfsto him, loth fo brave a man Ihould pcrifti through thp malice of a woman, 
and elpccially by his civilities to engage him to Carroon) by a fwifi and trufty Mclfcnger 
fends him a Letter difeovering his Sillers refolution, and loUiciccs young BanaRadgee to 
prcfcrvc him. 

Aiahobetf upon rcccit of AJfaph^ams Letter, after fome forrowful c.xprclfions for- 
fakes his Cell in Zirmel^ flies to Cejftmeery and thence to Radgee Rana who ever ioved 
him. Normals Army has notice ot his flight, but dare not enter Kona's Countrey in a 
hollilc way, and therefore they poll intelligence to Normahal ; who writes to Rana, 
mixing intreatics with threats, making Jangheer fign what after long and fwift running 
is delivered him. Radgee Rama at firlt contemns her bravadoes ; but upon better con- 
(iderationaflurcs her, he is not willing to give the Mogul or her any juft caufe of offence. 
Which anfwcr being returned, he forthwith firft alTures Mahobet that his heart was true 
towards him j and that if he would have it fo, was ready to engage in his defence againft 
all the power of India ; yet in prudence he thought it morvadvifeable for him to with- 
draw to exiled Carrom, who (as he was Normals antagonift) would without doubt 
entertain him gladly. Mahobet^chan (by the circumilanccs of his fjjeech judging him 
fearful) tells him he intended not to be auy occafion of lofs to him ; and fo mounts to 

be 
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be gone : but Ranai will not let him go , till he promife him a delivery of a pac- 
quet which he had written and directed to Curroon, After much perfwaflon he cond& 

Iccndss and with five hundred Raftiboots, and one thou&nd other men led hy WaxJr^ 
than, hefpeeds into whereat Gttymer xi^ovi the limits of Nifamjha*s Kingdoms 

he finds Cnrroon', who was fo amazed at this his fudden coming , that he inftanfly 
ibunds an Alarm : But when he had read Rana Radjees Pacquet, after Ibme aftonifti- 
ment he embraces MMet with unfpeakablc joy , by proteftation firms a perpetual 
friendihip with him, and gives him the command of that Cattle and his other For- 
ces. admires at this agreement , and Normal (now too late) repents her folly;

May wi/li tht thing undone. Rage did enforce, 

JOfigheernKo blames her iiiconfiderate wrath, and grows fo afflided at this conjundi- 
on, that in a deep melancholy he forfakes his pleafiires at Cajftmeer, removes towards 
jJdnore, and calls for the Chronicles for his recreation. Scarce any thing is done or faid 
by or concerning thefeMonarchs which is not regiftred : Nor is it a newcuftome \ for 
Plutarch Symp. i- reports, that when chanced buttofleepat Table itwasre- 
giftred. And fjeji* 6. when Ahafnenu King of PerfiacoM not rett in his bed, the Chro- 
nicles were called for and the Eunuchs Treafon remembred that was difeovered by Afor- 
decai the Jew. But to our Story. Upon the high mountains of Bymbery he falls fick, and at 
three days end, after three and twenty years reign, (to the altonilhmcnt of the Les or, 
ATflrwwlicndlelsforrow, and the grief of the whole Empire) dies (lufpeded’of 

poyfon) thctwelfthofOflff^rror.;4rrf{4^eiEii/fc, intheyearofour accompt 162,7. and of the 
Hegira 1007. nominating ^on his death-bed his Grandlbn BnHoch (Son of Sultan (iujlnoo 
his eldelt Son) his Succeflor^ having alfo fworn his Principal Llmbracs to fee him 
Crowned : alfo ordains, that Curroon fliould have no portion nor favour, lave what 
he might merit from Bu&och by his fubmillion. Accordingly they conveyed the old Mo- 
guls dead body to Lahore, where they prepared for his Funeral, and after with all due fo- 
Icmnity carry it to Tz,ecander (three courle from where they intombedhim 

in King Eebars Monument ; and at Detty they Crown Sultan Budochy (aged thirteen 
years) King with all Royal accuttomed State, and unanlknoufly cry out aloud, Padjhato 
Salamant, i. e. Cod fave the King, 

Normal in Jangheer s end fears the beginning of her miferies ; and now fees that as in 
Nature fo in Government, no±ing is permanent that is violent : but being of an active 
Ipirit, (he inftantly conceives and fwells with the ambition of that Empire- Her preg- 
nancy was bettered by having the whole Treafiire in her hands *, alfo animated in that 
Bulloch was too young to nourilh oppofition, his Council carelcfs, and Curroon a great 
way abfent thence: fothat taking occalion by the forehead, Ihe anns her felf with con- 
fidence and a pretended Title, and refolvcs to mount her Son Sheriar, to the fupreme 
alcent of Majelty, or in the attempt to fet all India ob Fire, and to confumc her felf as 
afacrificeinthat great adion. In this rcfolve Ihc lets her Treafure fly, hires fifteen 
thoufand Horfe, and fends in pott-hatte to her Son in Jengapore (a pretty Town in 
Pet^idf, vratcTodby Cahul) to levy as many more : Which done, (he intends tottrangle 
her Brother Ajfaph^awn, and BuUochy tlie King, who at that time were advancing to- 
wards her. But lb foon as they had underttanding of her meaning, they leave Chotelen, 
and with thirty thoufand Horfe hafte to Lahore to apprehend Sheryar, whom they heard 
was lately baffled by Godgee Abdul Huffan (once his ftipendiary) and then encamped 
only with four thoufand Horfe : But in the way (to prevent Normals purfuit after them) 
they block up the narrow palTage that is upon the Mountains through which her Army 
needs mutt pafs •, fo as ere the Qgecn could come to joynwith Sheryar, Affaph-chan, Era- 
det-ahan and other Umbraes with the young Mogul in company arrive at LAsore, where 
they find Sheriar^s Ariny (by the expence of ninety thoufand leek of Roopees) trebled. 

They delay not, but with extremity of rage afTailhim-, and in two hours (bythevilla- 
ny of Amir-chan and Sheirgodgee two of his chief Captains who mott bafely betrayed him) 
get the viftory, forcing him into the Cattle which for two days was defended againft Sultan 
Sultan BuBochy and all his Army, but in the third was trcacheroufly yielded, many of Sheryar 
his men flain, much treafure taken, as alfo Sheryar hirafelf, who (to make him inca- made 
pable of future Government) has his Eyes put out, SuUanBidlochyia^ixxjnoitfnSferinghlind. 

O him 
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!iim to be killed. That done they again proclaim Snlloch Emperour, and fcnd£radet‘ 
cawn with twenty thoufand Horfe againft the Virago Queen .* Who (hearing how ill her 
Son had fped, and doubting Treafon in her Army,) lets tall the Majcfty of her Spirit, 
lighs at the jxrrfidy of her Brother, grieving that Die flew him not when fhe had hun in 
her power;, complains of her own weaknefs in continuing lb long fo ncedlcfly enraged 
againll deplores her abufing his valiant Son, and with a dejected eye behold- 

ing the fndden eclipfe of her glory and the iuconllancy of her friends, wraps all up 
^in dilnulling her Guard, and thus difrobed of bravery Ihc liibinits to BtdUchh mer- 
cy^ who like a noble Prince forgives and comforts hci , gives hc^ his Oath for 
fitVrv , and during his Reign affords her all refpedt and frecdomc beioming her qua- 
lity.' : 

ThisNoblc Princefhews himlclf in the Durbar and Jarneo to the people not fooft as was 
c\pcttcd,nor long enjoys his Sovereignty : for feeing all as hedelircd,lpccdsa- 

wav a Poll with Letters to Curroon \ which ZantcJ or Foot-poll made fiich hallc,tliat in 14 
days^as they report) he ran two thou (and five hundred of our miles, as far as Daiu in Dr- 
C4V, eight ( ourfc from AVc4»/)or^, and from Brodera or Radjcfore \n fejual 120 to the 
Eall ) which being receiv’d and opened, Curroon over-joyed with the intelli- 
gciu e : And fending his cxcufc to Melee Amber the DfwwKing for not taking leave in 
a more ceremonious manner he fets forward with Maljobct-tJjattj Zulpheck^ ckvi^ and 
feven rlionland Rafliboots and Mancebdars, palling through (JuiMrat to Amadavadf 
whe; c hi Saffin^chan he was welcomed. There he llept not long *, for making Agr^y the 
ohj.'Ctof hisrace he bids farewcl to Saffin-chuny and with a great recruit (feeding them 
with greater promifes when he had the Crown) after three weeks march he comes to 
Agra \ where he claims the Imperial Title, and by the Kutwal and his Favourites was 
])rov.laimcd King by name o[ Poi^Sktvr-yrhath 'fhen giving notice from the Gii/al-thaii 
to Ajfaph-chau how far and with what fuccefs he had travell.'d, as alfo that fo Jong as 
Sultan Bulloch was living liis Cjrcatncls was bat louutcrfcit ; AjJuph^chan (IcHit in former 
homicides, and not » aring how , fo he uuild ti\ the Diadem upon Orrmw at that time 
tottciing, y/<WorofhisCounkl, who forthwith without examination of 

right or wrong Poli n 10 Luhorcy and with AfJ'iph chans Keys enters the Humnium where 
I he Innocent Primes were vliiipCwtieis of danger,) and that execrable wretch with 
horrid (j^ceJand iiifcrnnl cruelty Itranglcs tlicmalJ, to lead C/iitaw through a bloody path 
unto the Throne.

AM. In fiich lamentable manner died young Bulloch y after he had been but three 
n.i\i6zit months Emperour. Others were forccxltotaftcorthat bitter cup*, for in thatmafla- 
Aii.i 008. ere there accompanied him Sultan Sheryary Sha^Ethimore and Slu-Hojfcn (the bapti/.ed Sons 
ol Prince Daniel, ; the two Sons aHbof Sultan Perwees and the two Sons of Morad 
or Amur ath\ all whofc Carcalfes wcrc without ceremony buried in a Garden in LAiore 
near to the cntruh oi fanghecr but their heads (as an undoubted Tcltiraony of their 
death) were lent to c«rrow therewith to glut his infernal ambition. 

The murthcr of the Royal Blood of Indufian quickly l()reading it fclf, affrights the 
whole Realm : and being known to Chan Jehan, Ztcdcharty and other Umbraes, they 
wcrc over-charged with fearful apprcheiilioiis ; for albeit they fee AJfaph^chan was guil- 
ty, ncverthclefs they want power to qucllioii him, cfpccially for that they knew very 
well It was aded by Curroons approbation (if not procuration : ) So as all the remedy 
that was left was only to heap a thouiand malcdidlions upon their heads, and to crave 
vcngccancc from above to rccompcncc this viUany. Cnrroon fees the Empire ftorining 
at him, but bis incantations quickly quiet them: lb as after long turmoil (having 
through the Ocean of inconftancy arrived at the Port of grcatncls and eafe as he thought) 
with great Pomp he made his Intrado into Agra, and forthwitli gave order for his Co- 
lonationi which accordingly by a general aflcmbly of the Umbraes and Nobles of his 
Empire was performed. Then by a Proclamation he afl'umes the Namc.ofSulf^w-Sli^. 
Btdy .uMahumct : For albeit wc give liim the name of Mogul, they tall him Sha or Pad- 
Shaurljy i. c. Rex magmu. Concerning which word 1 have (brmcrly givenmy appreheu- 
lion and may add, That as Maghul ln Arahicl^ lignifies 4 «l;»Mi)»or afiranger -, the fame

Aitimfigh, 't^ttcfingh, :ind GheJJwgh trom Fettipore with fifty thoulaiid floiic move iii" lb- 
Icmn llate to Agra, whitlicr (after lix weeks) repaired alfo AJJ'aph^chan, Zadoch- 
chan, Fradet chan, Ruflari.-chari , Saffin^han, Mtrgomley and Other Pniuipal Umlnacs, 
whom’ he aftcdtionatcly received : remitting and putting in perpetual ohli vioii all olil'U' 

CCS whatfoever committed during his rebellion. After which he proclaima a 3ui)ilc, whicii 
was celebrated with all manner of fports and plcafurcs imaginable. 

Curroon in this manner attained the highclt Dignity of the Ealtern World, giuidcd 
by a power (in his opinion) irrcfiftablc. Howbeit, thefe tins have apparently (.even 
in thefe our times) drawn down the heavy judgment of God Almighty, both, in raking 
his beloved Wife away, liuce when he made his Daiighrer (by that dead Lady ; his 
WMte, incefloffohigh a nature, as that year his Empire was fo-wouiided with Gods 
Arrows of Plague, Peftilence and Famine as thisthoufand years before was never fo ter- 
rible. The Sword alfb feems to threaten him, the Prr/ww having fnarched from him 
Kermsun^TidCandahar the Tartar, Kabul 'y Sheuph Almuck endangers Tntta^nd Lwrrf 10 14 
Bander 5 Radgee Joogh w'itli his Coolyes trouble Brampore, and two counterfeit Bullochyes 
have lately ibwn the feeds of an Univerfal Rebellion. The event is in the hand of 
God, who even in an Infidel hates the Sins of Blood, incelt, and dilllmulation. We 
will clofe therefore with a caveat to Cmroon from a Heathen, of more reafon and tem- 
perance.

Not many le^es from Sarrat and near the Cambayan gulph ( called Gedropa of old ) is 
Dm or Diw, (in former times called DettOyfrom a refemblance it has with that in ^gypO 
Patala, P*tAena, and Hidafpay as Arrhiauty Pltny and Strabo have plcafed to call it : feated 
at the entrance into the Perfian gulph, in the latitude of twenty two degrees eighteen mL 
nijtes North, diftant from Ormut to the South fixty leagues ; and from Cape Comryn two 
hundred : a ftream or arm of Indm cncomplfcsher fo that Ihe becomes a pcninfulc. The 
Haven before the Town is iand-lockt, ana ib good for anchorage, that than at SwaScy^ 
Chaaly D^tAa^ajapwrecy and other Havens thereabouts is no better riding, whether you 
rcipch the grouiia or Fort fafe-guarding them. Alexander ( after his viftory over Po. 
rm) returning, upon the banks of Hydsj^es (a branch of Indus) built BueefhsdainmmoTj 
of his Horfc killed in that great battel i ’after which he fpent lix months in cafic marches, 
till coming to this place he took fhip and failed 'moCambayay which feme Authors called 
PfuHlct^, At Akxmtders command Nearchm his Admiral from this place began his voy- 
age when )ie failed to Ormus , where he was ncceffitated to repair his weather-beaten 
Navy. The City it ftlf is large j yet by reafbn of the PmugAs lofty difpofition and hu^ 

mours, 
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mours, Chriftians (as is obfervcd ; arc Ids beloved here than in many other plates. Twas 
a Town of good trade when it afforded JIJf^Lfcetida, ( moft of whicli is from 
WfjPiichio, Gotten, Indico, Mirabolans, Sugar, Aratk, Agats, Cornelians, Diafpries, 
Calcedons, Hematifts, Pearl, and Elephants teeth in great quantities j but fincc Su- 
rat and Cambaya her neighbours have attraded the Englifh and Dutch thither, her traliick 
is become fmall, and her other allurements inconlidcrable. What fhe now moft boafts 
of is a Caftlc, which was built (after long fight and much blood-flied) by Mu^uearq the 
famous Portugal, Arnio 15 15* through whofc toft and care it was fo much bettered, that 
at this day itSnay compare with any other, either Fort or Maritime Town in that part 
of the Orient. Nor could it ever have fucceeded, had not bribes, threats, and other 
devices drawn belief into the Pagans, that their dcfirc to have fo many Caftles and Ma- 
ritime Forts was only to defend themfclvcs in parts where they were altogether ftran- 
gers: but it appeared afterwards, that avarice, rapine, and luft rather allured them, 
as Oforim their Bifliop in Vita Emanuelis 1 1 librofol.i^'j. fparcs not to fpcak concerning 
them, Etji Lufitani imprimis arces cupiebant ad fe defendendos ', pofica tamtn vifum efly per [pe^ 
ciem foederis & amicitU, dominationem quart cr Tyrannidem agitari, &c. Which t "iiit'ed luch 
turmoils, that in no other part of India they found fo long or fuch confiderablc rcli- 
ftance i partly from their own valour, but chiefly by help of Mirhocem and thofc Mama- 
Jukes, which Campfon Caurus then Sultan of f^/ypt font thitherto quell their infoJencics: 
Notwithftanding by the downfall of that great Sultan ( which was not long after by Selim 
the firft, about the year 15 16.) the Portugals by little and little grew vidorious ; though 
to obtain \t,LaurentimAlmeida\Son to thcirViceroy)thc moft excellent of all theirCaptains 
at that time in the atchievement pcrifticd. Upon the banks of Indus^ and in this Cedro^ 
fan Territory it w.as where Alexander left the memorials of his Indian conquefts to amufc 
future ages,making his camp, cabbins, mangers, horfesbitts and armour of a more than 
ordinary lizc ; a mean to make the truth of his conquefts fufpicablc. 

The River Indus, by Pliny called Sandm •, Sinthus by Arrhian, is now named Scyrid or Sinde, 
whofe oiit-lct or influx is in twenty three degrees fifteen minutes latitude, f Ibmc obierve 
twenty four degrees forty minutes) and weftern variation {ixtecn degrees thirty minutes, 
and commixes'in two great ofliums fThevet imagines feven, one of which is called 
in Ptolomy ) with the Ocean ; after three tlioaland miles flux from the Cafmirian or as 
Mela in his third Hook the Paropamifiafi,tmd not as Sabdlicns fancies from the Armenutn ) 
mountains part of Caucufas, foinc call it Naucracot or Nagracm (in the Siythiufi lan- 
guage the fame which Mofchici and Nyphatis are in the Armenian, viz.. Mountains covered 
with Ihow, like to the Alpes and our Snomdon ) in her difeent »'cceiving growth from many 
notable Rivers, which from that and other hills derive their origine, mellow India, and 
at lalt exonerate themfclvcs into Indus, from whofe name the moft noble part of the Uni- 
verfe is termed’, and hence it is that Indiu, Fluviorttm omnium maximus, isettcemed great- 
eft of all Rivers by ancient Geographers. The Rivers are Behat, Ravee, Damiadee, Ob^ 
chan, Wihy, C'f. of old named Hydafpes, (from which Hydafpes took his name who was 
King of Media) Acefmes, Cophis which and Hydafpes istheKiu^domo^ Aria, now 
Choraz.an, of old inhabited by the Aftaeetti, Majfiofu, Pijfei, &c.) Adns, Obitarmis, Coos, 
SuaJlcs,BtbaJis,MeludM,Hirotas,Zar*idas,Hilpalis,&c. Let it not be improper to tell you, 
that Scaligcr reports how that at the afiuarium or mouth of Indus the new Moon incrcafes 
the Sea, which at Calecut is not high water but at the full Moon and ^tSocotora and other 
places is full Sea at the firft and laft quarters i fo various is that Planet in her operation. 

On the other fide the Gulph in Arabia the happy is Mufeat, (or Alafcat-Saif) not far 
from that Promontory which is now named Ro^xlgate formerly Corudumim and Mtees 
in Amim. lib.i^. aliiioft to the Tropick of Cancer. I dare not conclude this was 

that Raamah ( which took niunc from Raama Son of Chujh Son of Cham) by Ptolomy call- 
ed Rhaguma and Rhegma in Ezaki -^7*^2. The Merchants of Sheba ;a City in South Arabia, 
whence came the Queen of Sil»f^4,aiid not (tom v/£ihiopiay0}ujh being mif-intcrpretccl.to 
y iht Solomon) and Raamah were thy Merchants,&c. Howbeit ’tis certain, it has been more 
populous and noted than at this prefent, though now the begins ( linte Ormuz was loll) 
to revive, being the beft Town, Port, Haven, and defence forFrigats, Juntks and other 
Velfcls ol War and Trade belonging in thefe parts to the Portugal, who firft conquered 
the Ilk Anno Dorn. 1507. and after the adjacent Towns Cunau, 40 miles from 

A^fiar, Soar, Orfaza, and other places, which till then were under the Ormufan Em- 
pire. About which time Zeifadin Mvas King, and (being in nonage) unhappily over- 
ruled by Atar a fpightful Eunuch j who for no occafioii tftit is known, but from the per- , 
verfenefs of his nature, not only put this Town in flames, but had well-nigh ruined his 
Matters whole Empire. Torus (the Kings Brother) after tliat commanded here with 
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Arabia. 


liTammadtc the Kings Son, wlio was poi^biied by Nor dim the fecond Olliccr in degree. 
After wliich it was betrayed to the Tttrki by Jackin Pormjral', but loon after recovered : 
Howbeit, next year (i)y bribery) the Turkj re-eiitrcd *, and fo foon as Peribe^ the Balha 
had planted a Colony there, he returned ’, but ere he got home hears of its ‘revolt and 
the llauglitcr oi' his men in Garrifon: which news fo amazed him, that he went to Ale- 
rfc^asa Pilgiim^ but by command of Solyman the Great (who would not pardon him 
that inii-hap; was forced thence, and tor a reward of his fifty years fcrvicq, bchead- 
ql, and his great EH ate forfeited : notwithftanding all whicli it now obeys the Portugal. 

Tiiw Town is fcated in a Plain ’twixt two rifmg Mountains ; a ditch and parapet drawn 
ii omoiic hill to the other fo environing her, that to Ibme Ibc feems inaccelTibJe. The 
Calllc is large and w'cU manifd, andftored wdth great OrdnaiK e.

Arabia, where the fwcctcll Spices and Gum., do grow, we found that the Spirits ilfuing 
fiom their flowers lb perfume the air when gently blowing towards pall eiigcrs, as they 
liavc diicovcrcd whereabouts they were even when no land was in light of them \ agrcc- 
ab e to that rcjxjrt Nearchus made to Alexander after he had fail’d towards the bottom of 
the Perfian Gulph , Ibi cjfc multos Cr preciojos Zlmones, claros G~ pellucidos lapillos, Qr arhores 
thiM rcdolcims,crc> as StrAio notes Itb. u^Geogr. The eighteenth day we croft thcTropick, 
and the ncx dav elevated the North Pole twenty four degrees odd minutes ; the Gulpli in ^ 
this place was ftraitned, the Ihorcs of Carmama^nd Armnia iniliis form appearing to us. 



Ardu (dcnoraiiiatcd. from Arahm fon of Apollo and Babylonia) at this day is more ob- • 
fciired than it wa^ in ancient times, ftichiimeasit was the Seminary of fundry famous

fihencs where the City Calach wasfiiow called OboUach 'as far as M//Mf,wasthe Sabaan land 
which from the alnindancc of Gold there found was reputed Ophyr, though indeed both 5 ^- 
baa and Ophyr are near Ganges : From the plenty of Myrrlie and Frankinccnlc it was called 
Thuriftraregio-, molt abounding near the hilly Countrey of AMat mvXSegar, neighbour- 
ing the land of Hadramat or Atramit, ^s Pliny. And Pomponius Mela lib. i!e. iH.thus, SAsai 
Arabia f el his tenent partem ofiio marts P erf hi proximi Carmania, (meaning oppofitc to it) Ai 
mantes AJabi fitnt : albeit many contrarily fuppofe, that 54^4 or Sheba (yvhkh Strabo lib. 16. 
calls Metroba ) was in the wellern part of Arabia near to the Red-fea, in regard Mocha is 
reputed to be partus Adramitictm Sachaliti er Ziagri promontorio proximum, by fome called 
Atomum. I take leave to digrefs a little further. After the confulion of Tongues which 
was about 1 20 years after the Flood, when ftich as were of one language feparated 
from the roll and planted by themfclvcs, (the Earth being waftc bciore them)

hCfiving Arabia, crofs we thegulph of Perfia, which by Platarch in the liicof Lucitl!:is 
is called the Babylonian Sea i by the Syrians Towmachana’-, MefendimndDeriobfarfijUa 
by the Perfians •, Bohar el Nah^im by the Arabians i and by the Turks Elcatifh, Wc 
iailed alfo near to Cape Gwader (Dendrobofa of old) within v iew of that other promon- 
tory we call Cape Coadel, which is in twenty five degrees North, where we found tlic 
Compafs to vary feventeen degrees fifteen minutes. An infamous Port according to 
the report which that noble Knight Sir Robert Sherley made thereof, as wc palt by ; For 
heandhisLadytravcllingthatwayin the year 1613. they witli one Newport their Cap- 
tain were allured by the Towns People to go afliore for rclrdhnicnt ; where but fortnc* 
honcftyofaHSdgeeor Mahometan Prieft then in Town who gave Sir timely no- 
tice, their lives .as well as goods had been hazarded*, fo perfidious and covetous w<tc 
tiole wretches to poflefs that little they carried about with them *, which is renieinbi cd 
only for caution. The next place of note we faw upon the Carmanian Coall was jaJ)ius, Jafrus. 
where the Artick Pole is elevated twenty five degrees fifty eight minutes, fyomOrmho 
diftant about forty leagues. Pliry calls it Carpeilay fo docs Ptolomy, but under twenty 
three degrees ; another Author calls it Cajfandra ; and other Ibmc judge it that 7 Lip 
focus where Alexander the great built Vellels for the recruit of his Navy. Ncverthticis 
the name it now bears ’tis thought was impofed by Jez^t^ird, Son to Sha-por or Sapons 
once King oiCarmunia, at this place buried. Albuquerque having reduced this place 
under the Crown Portugal, built a large Gallic here, and Itrengtheiied it wdtli levcn 
teen pieces ofbrafs Cannon, which when our Country-men took liom them in the year 
1623. (thereto provoked by the death of Captain ShillL^ who was unhappily llain 
there) then was found belidcs the other, a Camion-pcdro, two whole Cul verms, two 
Demi-Culvcrins, fourSakers of Brafs, and one thoufand Mufquets unadviledly put in- 
to the hand of the Perfian loon after the dcltrudion of Ormu^, both which lie now poliUf- 
eth : They ufually fire as many Guns as they fee Ships under tail, to giv e warning to Ormm 
and the acl jacent Towns upon that coall. 

Otrmama is two-fold, major and deferta. The Dcfcrt, along the fhorc extends from 
this place to Aria towards the N- E. The greater is confined by Cedrojia to the N. \V. 
and the Parchoatran hills. Ncarthis isa fmall Ille, czlkd Aphrodifia by the Giv{:ksy in

Sword-blades, fo excellently tempered that they were preferred before thole ol I^*r 
ntafcus i Memorable likewife in t,hat fatal march the vidlorious Greek made (after he 
had rigg’d and viduallcd his Navy) through the Country of the Orytes into Cedrojia, and 
Canuama \ where albeit he buried a great part of his Army, he ncverthclcfs I'olemnizcd.

O K M U S is a Kingdom in that part of Carmania major which Ptolomy calls Armuxjtm 
extremum fub ii. deg. 30. min. unde Arabia coufpicitur, where Arabia may befeeii: Allb 
an Ifie in the Perfian Gulph where the North Pole is elevated 27 degrees: ’Tis about 
one league from the Continent, and in compafs about fifteen miles, fo as the diameter 
maybehve. And, asthentheCity none was more fioiirilhing, fo alio, than the 
lUc Ormus none was more barren *, the Iflc which is compared to a Ring ferving as a Foil 
unto the Diamond, agreeable to the Poet,

Se* that fimply t onlidcred, a'ibcit the Illc had little or nothing confiderable in it felf,thc City 
nevcrthelels being fiirnilhed from molt parts of the Orient abounded with all things rc- 
quifitc, and was capacitated to lupply other parts with what was defirable eitlicr for the 
belly o: eye. Such was the excellency of the Situation of the place for commerce, fuch 
the indiifti y and commendable ingenuity of the Portugal y who without ollentation might 
nr\, rr^io in tcyris nofiri non plena laboris? and to give them their due, from whofe 
^r Jiicvements, what civili/cd People arc there that have not derived fome advantaged 
T.'c City it fclf was not great but compact, and large enough though the llreets were 
narrow, the better to evade the heat i which in the Summer feafon by being 16 near tlie 
perpendicular glances of the Sun, and inflamed by the fait and fulphurot tiic earth, (^tlie 
main compolition of the hie) Sol in Carlo Sal in Terra lb difplaying their properties as 
indeed renders this place as torrid and intolerable to live in during the Summer Scalbn, 
as any other part of the Univerfe. For the heat of the Sun rages molt when and where 
it meets a fubjcLl, moft capable as this isi which occafioned the inhabitants to lit and 
lleep in troughs filled with Rain-water prclcrvcd in jarrs and tanks, uliially falling in 
Jmie^ Tid}t and in abundance, the whole Iflc not afl'ordiiig one Spring of

Tiic Illc hath two Havens, one in the Ealt, the other in the Well parts of the Illand. 
Towards tlie middle of the Ifle is a little Hill which gives very delightful prolpeCti on 
one fide whereol' there is ttore of Sulphur, Jind no lei's Itorc of Salt upon the other. And 
that there arc Mountains of Sait clfcwhcre is reported by fcvcral Writers, Ifliall only 
vouch Marin. Siculus who averrs that in fome part of Spain there are whole Hills of na- 
tural Salt. To return. From the advantagious llituation of this’lllc and City of Ormus 
for Commerce, the laborious Portugal brought it to that pcrfedlion as it became the 
Staple and Glory of the Eaitcrn World. Secured indeed by many natural ^ops, 
on all fidcs commanding lllcs and Towns to furnifb her, as Ralfvra, Larac (Azgillia 
of old ) Kijhmy (by fome called ^liuxome or BroitJ ) Keys or i^iys l!lc ( C'ulfar in Ptolo- 
»»y) Angeny Abron, Nebery Andreve, (or de los pajharosj Karghy or Corn hi, Baharem 
(Icara 'm Pliny) Doz,aro, Jajcjues, Kofiack^ and others. In initio Perfica ora eft injuUin 
qua multi dr pretio/i umones gignuntur, in Ptolomy called Apphana. So as to the Eye of 
Man no place could be more ofleiilive ordctenlive, fcvcral gar ri Ions of the Portiigals 
being conlfantly maintained in thefe Iflands: Yet when the God of Nature had decreed 
a ruinc, it could not be w'ithlfood, but was in fome degree miraculoully eftedted, yea 
at fuch a time when they Icall of ail fufpeded it. The houfes within were exceeding neat- 
ly furnilhed with gilded leather, and with and Cli/W rarities *, the Buz/ar was 
rich and beautiful ', the Churches fplcndid within and both within and without the 
Calllc 16 regularly built Md 16 well fortified with deep trenches, counterfearp and 
great Ordnance commanding both City and Haven, that none exceeded it tliroughall 
the Orient. 

And for the name, albeit by that it now bears it has been known thefe jioo years, nc- 
verthekfs I liud it has had fcvcral other names well known to Antiquity ; as that of 
and Cmao Tarrerius, of Necrokjn to Benjonas, Zmnrhi to the Tartar, Ogwis to 
Theuetus, and Torotta to Niger : Yet the prefent name without much variation wasxnown 
unto Jofephusy who in his ilib.dejud. caWsit Ormuzja', Omizjt to Pliny y and Arnmzjon 
to Ptolwny for in the degree of 24 he places the Town Armuzjt ujion the continent. 
But by what 1 find in Curtius, and Rs^ out of Dionyfm, it is the fame llle where when called 
OgyrU and Tirnia Prince Erythraus (from whom the mare rubrum had its denomination) 
was buried^ agreeable to this letraltic.

his Sepulcher being feenby Nearchus and Orthagora^^ upon a Hill planted with Trees ; 
a report confirmeJ by Mythropajles a Perfian Satrapa, who fled thither to avoid the 
Aiu’,cr of King Daritts. Which Erythreus wasa vidorious Prince by land, and reputed the * 
great Mailer of Marine Arts and Navigation ; by the Greeks clpccially, by whom he is 
llippofcd to be Janm and Saturmu mentioned in Berofm ; fronri whofe example firft 

taught it the /Egyptians, Bacchns did the Indians. Notwithflandiiig wiiich, we may 
not conclude that Erythreus was the hrlt, feeing Noah was the former praditioncr in 
that Art, for which wc have the bell authority^ and that it was long before the birth 
either of DanausoT Neptuncy who by reafon thereof and of their antiquity nevcrthclefs 
Avcrc ranked in the catalogue of the Heathen Gods ; And without controverfie, it was 
from tlicm the Pha-ui(ians derived their skill, and from them tlic Egyptians, who in- 
Itrudcd the Greeks, (amongll whom the Creuns excelled even to a proverb, Cretcnfis 
nefeit pelajm t Is there a Cretan that cannot lail i ) from whom the Romans had their 
Sea-kno«vl - dge, and of whom Venice and Genoa were the leaders. But to return to liry^ 
threw, foi proof hereof obfei VC what P//>g^/. ^.tr.

By command of Shatv Awm, £»i 4 «^o^-cW»(Govcrnourof tliofe Territories that ex- 
tend from Shvrax. unto the gulph of Perfia) advances towards with 9 thouland 

Horfe and Foot, fuch a time as he expefted to ipeet the Englijh Fleet there. Bci ng met, 
the Conditions betwixt them under hand and feal were thcl'e : 1. That the CalUe of Or- 
wiii( in cafe it were won) with all the Ordnance and Ammunition flwiild belong unto the 
Englijh. 2. That the Perjistns might build another Caftlc in the lllc at their own toft, 
when and where they pleafed. 3. That the i})oil Ihould be equally divided. 4. That 
theChriftianprironersbedifpofedbythc£»?/»jfc, the Pagans by the Perjians. 5. That 
the Pfryi4»jfliouId allow for half charge of vidluals, wages, (hot, powder, ere. 6. That 
the Englifi Ihould be Cuftom-free in BMider^gtm 4 >roon for ever. Thefe Articles being 
ligned, each party prepare for fight. Captains of note in the Pagan Artny under the 
Duke of Shyraz. were AttictUybeg^ Pollotbegy Shacidibeg^ Shareearee, Mahomet Sultan., and 
AlyUg y^m'^iShaw-bander they call him) of the Port : Hic Array encamped before Bander- 
fftm-broon i and two days after, viz.* the twentieth of January 1622. with (mail difficulty 
became mafters of the Port i for at that time it had in it but a fraall garrifon of Pmugals 
in an inconfidcrablc Fort. After which fuccefs the Duke and Englijl) Captains play’d'iip- 
on the Caftle with a dozen pieces of Ciinnon for five hours, but to little irarpofe. The 
ninth of February xXxeEngli^tt^sS^^ottedL three thouland in two rrigats which 

they had lately taken, and two hundred Perfian boats which were good for little other 
fervicc: Theft, fo foon as they landed, having formerly made Sconces for their Men, 
and raiftd Bulwarks to plant great Ordnance upon, made towards Ormns \ but the For- 
though they let them land, (topped the current of their fiiry, at firft encounter 
from their barricadoes defended with Ihot and pike flaying above three hundred, and- 
with their Ordnance beat tlicm back with more halle and amazednefs tlian their ap- 
proach had courage. In this diforder a Flanker by milcliance was blown up, but the 
liege continued. Little hurt was done on either lidc, till the 24ofPV^r<«rfr^; when the 
^Englifi advanced towards the Caftlc,(under which was riding the Portugal Armado) and 
in defpight of the Caftle and Fleet (being then five Gallions and twenty Frigats) let fire 
on their Admiral the Saint Pedro a (hip of one thoufand five hundred Tuns : Which mil^ 
chance obferved, the reft of the Spanilh Fleet to prevent danger cut her cables, and 
in that flaming pofture let her drive whither wind and tide would. The Engli^i were 
well pleafed with that fad fight; and though a Prize rich enough, ncverthelels thought 
it not fafe to adventure boarding : lb down Ihe drove towards Larac, in the way a 
rabble of Arabians and Perfians boarding her, and like Jackalls with hungcr>ftarved 
fury and avarice tearing her aliindcr. The feventeenth of Adarch the Perfians ( to fliew 
they were not idle) gave fire to a Mine fluffed with forty barrels of powder, which blew 
up a great part of the wall, doing fomc harm to the Enemy ; through which breach the 
Portugds immediately fallicd, and maintained a fight above an hour againft the Perfians, 
who had drawn out all their Body *, and when the Trumpets founded, the bcfieged went 
OR fo couragioufly, that the hindmoft difeovered plainly a contempt of death. After 
nine hours the defendants were forced to retreat, and the heated Perfians begun to mount 
and enter the City in many quarters*, at which the Pmugals were glad*, for they cn- 
tertahied them with fo many hand-granadoes, fire-balls, powder-pots, and fcalding- 
Icad, that the aflailants were forced to fall back, a tlioufand of their men perilhing : 
Which when Shaculybeg had viewed, with a party of two hundred men he paft through 
thole affrighting fires and after a Ihort ftormfcaled one of their Flankers; which he 
held not aWc half an hour, they were fo tormented with linall (hot, and flames of lead 
and fulphur*, and in defeending were beaten off by fifty who for three hours 
maintained their ground, and retreated gallantly. This entertainment fo cooled the 
Perfians courage, that for five days they did nothing but ruminate upon the valour of 
their adveriaries. The three and twentieth day our Cannon from the (horc played fo 
hotly, and battered their Fortifications lb to purpofe , that at length making the ftiips 
their objed> they funk the Vice and Rear-Admiral of ktt-fryero^s Fleet. Afarch the 28 
neceffity humbled them, (plague, famine, and fluxes raging in the City) fo as five days 
after two Gentlemen in a fair equipage firft made towards the Enemies Camp 5 ufliercd 

by 
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bv Ibmc Coozclbailies oi' Sbarulybr^ Rct^ijiicnt into his Tent, nnd after a /liort (omplc- 
jiient moved for a tdlation of Arms, which if the Duke would agree to, they were 
ready to nrefent him with two hundred thoufand Tomains in hand, and aji annual tri- 
bute of an hundred and forty thoufand Ryals. Shacnlybe^^ having difinilfed the Fidalgo, 
not till next day acquaints the General *, who (wanting money) agrees both to a cellatiou 
and lading peace, lb th^ would depofite five hundred thoufand Tomains, (amounting 
wit'i almoJt to two millions of pounds,) and pay as a tribute yearly to the King of 
Peyfiu two hundred thoufand more. The Pertn^als returned him mis anfwcr, They were 
fii ho inch difirefs as to purchafe peace at fo di jJionourabJe a rate- Afterwhich a fmall 
I ellatioii followed, for they began a Treaty with the EngUib^ putt iiigthcm inmind both 
IV here and what they were, and of the ^ity that had been betwixt thofe two Nations 
of old i if they had' injured them, they were ready to make fatisfadion; their Kings 
were atthatinfl-ant good iTiends, and how could holfiliry *twi\t fuch Allies be defended 
cither by the Law ol Nations or Religion t Thefe and the like were fent: but whe- 
iner the behaviour of the Fidalgo difpicafed our men, or that they underlbod tlicm- 
i'elvcs fo far engaged that with reputation they could not loiiake the Perfiatty \ know 
nor, but the mcilengcr departed not well fatislicd. Two days after a hideous noile of 
thunder amazed them, the Enghjfi giving fire to two feveral Mines, lb as the breach 
gave an open profpccl into the Gity ■, bur the hearts of the allailants durlt not travel 
with their light, their lenlcs the laft time were fb conlbundcd •, fothat they oncly became 
fpcctaiors, and gave new courage to the Po^ugals , moll of which were lialf dead with 
tluxes and tliirft { the three great Cifterns of the City being cxhaullcd ) famine and pell i- 
lent e. The fourteenth day a iliip full of Mulcttocs 1 rom Kifmiy arriv ed at Ormw to help 
the P(irtui>als\ but perceiving it impofnble to api)roacli with lafcty, they turned back, 
thinlving\o iJftid ai fomc better quarter: Hut the Pcriinn General alluring them they 
ihould receive no detriment from his Ainn, they fool ilhly gave credit to it, till foui 
fcorc of their heads being llrntk 0 .T, and tlic lelt in chains made the furvivers lee their 
folly. 

The Orwudan' langiiifliing thus unde»' many afflidions, every hour hoped for R/t- 
frym to rail’c the ficgc, but he iaif.d their expedation. The feventeenth day anoilier 
breach ivas made by giving fitc to lixry Barrels ol' powder, which took fucJi cfled that 
the Moo;-', eiured in 1 warms, who yet were beaten back by cigluceji Gentlemen with- 
out the Hulwai k ; howbeir, next day the Infidels rc-entred and poUelfcd it. The iSth 
of .'■jpril two f'linillied Renegadoes Hole into the Pcrlian Camp, and difeovered to the 
Duke tlie livkly condition of the City, and the little defence the belicgcd were able to 
make : that gave the Pcrfim frclh encouragement upon the next opportunity to make a 
general ftorm. Which the Tortugds wifely forciecing, and well knowing the trea- 
cherous and faithkfs difpofition of the Infidels, ePpccially towards Chrillians, they 
without farther ])rotraHiiiation lent unto the EngliJh Captains who were aboard, letting 
them know their willingncfs to render the Calllc unto them, and to fybmit thcmfelves 
and wh.u they had to their mercy, which upon the three and twentieth day they per- 
formed i only craving that they might have their lives, and a lafe Convoy to Aiuskat in 
Ardta. The Engl/Jh according to promife tranfjjortcd three thouland of them as they 
delired,- intending like favour to the relt : but the Prrfians intercepted above three hun- 
dred Ards i aniongft which were many Pmugals) whom contrary to Oath they -barba- 
roufly Hew, and lent their heads to Gmbroon as a Trophy. Whicli done, the Magazines 
of Arms, Victuals, and Trcalurc were I'caled up with the Signets of boili Nations : the 
interim contrary to agreement was imployed by tlie Pirfian in malfacringof more than 
halWcad men, violating women , polluting Temples and defacing lioufes. During 
which an ( contrary to order) breaks into a Monallery, but in his return is 

dcfci itd liy the ratling of hisbiirthcnlbmefacTiledge', at which the Perfiam ( ]\\dging 
the . 1 ; ' ! t emcnf broken; fail to plunder every thing that was valuable. Tlie E»gliJlj dream- 
ing of IK) fuvh accident, charge the Infidels with breach of Articles , but got no other 
anfwcr than that ilic Englilh made the firll breach ; fo that for all thisfervicc our men 
got no more than i wenty" tliouland ])ounds. The brafs Ordnance in the Caftle and Ram- 
pircs were divided betwixt them. Some fay they were three hiindretl, others as many 
more: Howbeir, oui men acknowledge but fifty three great brafs pieces which were 
mounted, four brals Cannon, fix brafs j:)emi-caiinon, hxteeii Cannoii-pedrocs of brals, 
three of iron, ten brafs Bafes, feven brals Baftcis, lome Bafilisks of two and twenty 
foot lun;', and ninety two brafs pieces that were unmounted i which 1 the ratlier name, 
in thai the Portitguc:. alledgc they had fraall defence. Tliofe belonging to the Prrftan 
were tranljjouivj lO Combroort, Lor, Shyragy 5p<rW?z,and Bdylon. The KingofOrww 
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was made prifoner to the PerfiMj being at this day in Shyra^ under 
an aBwance of five Marks per diem in lieu of a former penfion, which (during his pro- 
^rity) was paid him by the PertMoly amounting yearly to an hundred and forty thou- 
md Ryals. So that Ormus whichfonate was the glory of the Eafi, is now become the molt 
difconfolate , and agreeable to her condition Ihc well may change that name to O mah, 
which fignifies Deftrudlion. 

After the fack of this City, the Sea-men found enough to throw away, by that little 
they got Ihewing their luxury^ nothing but jilea, Vina, Venus, appearing in the afccn- 
dant of their 'devotion. Captain Woodcocks luck was belt and worft j for by chance 
he lighted upon a Frigat that was ftealing away laden with above a million of Ryals, 
(as foinc fay if their multiplication deceive them not,)thcmoft of whidi he prcfiimcd 
came to his own fiiare: But alas! what joy had he in that fading pelf.^ For whether 
Woodcoek^mindcd more his A£immo»thmthc ldeerage of his fliip,who can tell i but many 
by fad experience found that the Whale funk tlofc by Sw^/ry-lxirr, the name neither of 
bird nor fhh availing againft that mercilefs element, a good fervant but a bad malter, 
and then yielded neither fafety nor comfort. Such was the exit of this famous City, 
after the had been matters of it lixfcore years, or therealmut : And bntfortoo 

much pride (the Parti^als upon ncedlcfs occalions irrirnting the probably Ormrn 

hadttoodi and but for too much avarice, who Knows but the Whale might have (warn 
ftill in its proper element the Ocean, which is apt to fnatch from ♦^ravellcrs more than 
it'gave. Such was the fad and miferablc cfTed of avarice and animofity *, the more to 
be lamented, feeing fo confidcrable a Place for trade and fbrength was thereby forced 
from one Chrittian by another to the weakning both their interetts, and proftituted 
under the arbitrarinefs of a thanklcfs Mahometan \ Yet the caufc may not be concealed, 
in as much as the excclTive pride and luxury of the place no doubt haftened this fatal 
revolution and period. Neverthelcfs, that reciprocal and inordinate defire of revenge 
and gain is juttly taxed, and not improperly made applicable to this plac * by an 
ancient Poet : 


Prey ^irds fierce Armies oft with irefnU /words. 
Whence bleed, whence faster hafiy death affords 
Prey doubles danger in th’ inconjlant deep. 

Whiles warlike beaks daneer-frau^ht pups do keep.

T He tenth of January 1627. Sir Robert Sherlcy at the defire of Sir Dodmorc Gotten our 
Lord Embafladour went a Ihorc*, and being in Crmhroon, acquainted the Sultan 
znd Show-Bander {tbQ one the principal Officer in Military, the other in Civil Affairs 
within the Town) with the Ambalfadours arrival, and according to the cuftom of Na- 
tions demanded fuch civility and nccelTaries as tlie Amballadour Ihould need for his ac- 
commodation and travel to the Perfian Court. At firft tlic melfage relilhed not fo well 
as Sir Robert expected : Neverthelcfs producing his phirman, the Sultan diilcmbled his 
humour, protcltingthat he was tranfported with joy in that he had fo good an oppor- 
tunity of exprefling himfclf an obedient Have to Shaw- Abbas his Mattery and that the 
Town Ihould be honoured by fo noble a ftrangcr : forry only he was fo furprized and 
badly provided, that his unexpected landing prevented the ceremony intended him. 
Sir Robert having returned his complement forthwith invited our Ambaffadouralhore. 
At wliofc illuing from the Ihip, Captain Brown thundred out his Farewell in a hundred 
great ftiot, whofe cccho not only made Gombroon tremble, but feemed to rend the 
higher Regions with their bellowings. Wrapped in fraoak and tiame we landed fafely, 
though Neptune made us firtt dance upon his liquid billows, and with his fait breath 
feafoned the Epicinia. At his Lordlhips landing the Cannons alfb from the Cattle and 
Cittadcj vomited out their choler, ten times roaring out their wrathful clamours, to 
our delight but terrour of the Pagans, who of ail noife iiiott hate artificial thunder. 
The Sultan and Shawdsander handed" him out of his Barge, and mounted him upon a Ibtc- 
ly Arabian Hoifc, whofe faddle (being of the Morocco {oit^ was richly embroidered 
with filver and Seed-pearl, and the ftirrups of gold; All the Amballadours Gentlemen 
and followers were alfo well mounted. In this Equipage, attended by his Ibllowers 
and fervants, the Sea-Captains, the Er^lijh Agent Matter Burt, and two hundred CoozeU 
hajhstws \ the Anibafladoiir ‘moved (lowly towards the Sultan's Palace wliieJi was in the 
Buzxat, all the way patting between a double Guard of Archers and Mui'quetoons •, 
and being alighted were ulhercd into a delightful charaber,thc floor of which waslprcad 
with a rich Perliau Carpet altogether as large as the chamber it fclf : And albeit the in- 
vitation 
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vitation was only to tafte his bread and fait, a complement very ancient, yctnd^foold 
as that of iircadand Water, obfervedby in his the AmballS&ors*]4eyer- 
thelcfs found thofc words of a larger coinprehchfion •, for they were entertained with 
a very neat collation of Sweet-meats »ind Pcio, choice Wine, .'indmuiickbothof 

thatCoiintry and from our Ships i the whole rcfcinbJingaiiothcrold reception near this 

place, w JhlIi hild LcElm tburatos ^ auratos^ Perjica feriftrorMta, vim, fidicim, tibicina, 
and u liicii together with the Sultans often repeating the Perlians complement Hojhomedy, 
J'iffo\vardy,l.e, Welcome, heartily welcome, SiOhredus either we were welcome indeed, or 
that it uas to remove a complaint he feared would otherwife have been made unto his 
Mniber the great Duke of .S'Jl5l^4ifornegleftingthat ceremony ^N\i\d^fccHndum jw gentium 
he well knew was due to fuen eminent Perfons and paflengcrs. 

GOMBROWN v!\{{ehOforiHilib. 6 calls Hacande by the Pcrjians'&d]' called 
Bander i. c. the Port-Town (and not unaptly, this being more valuable than all the relt the 
King of Perpa hath) i s It ituatc upon a level ground clofc by the Sea, the Country almolt 
roundabout riling for Tome miles very infenlibly without any hill of note lave to the 
North, which though feeming near is faid to be fifteen miles dillant* Near this 
place the Gulphis narroweft, Jrahia the hafpy oppoling it to the Weft to wards ten 
leagues , but fo vi libic that it feemed to us no more than Dover does from Calice. This Ci- 
ty Hands in Carmania and not Gedropa (as ibme have faid) the Pirpans call it Kermoen, 
aibeit Ibine crroiicoufly fuppofe it Chuppan, Some call this place Gamrou and Gontron, 
Olliers Gomroon and Cummeroon, for fo 1 find it varioully pronounced. And albeit the 
Town be but of Imall antiqiiit}', taking its rift from the fall ot'Ormus ■, iicvertheleTs one 
Newbury Englilh Merchant reports, that at his being here about the year 1581. it 
was then a Town, though 1 believe a very fmall one : Since which, the Portugals have 
built two Caftellets or Fort*:, the hrS: hy j^lbuquerq, Armo 1515- under whole power 
It relied, till tlie year 16 12. at which time by AUyReez. it was wrefted from them to the 
PcrpMi i but upon the dcitrudlioii oiOrmtu which was in the year 1622. by removal of 
ujolL ot the inijabitants, this Village fo increafed the buildings, that for grandeur it 
is now ranked with Towns of beft note in Pt^pa ', foas through theaccefs ot Merchants 
tiom moil parts, namely, Englijh, Dutch, Dane, Portuguez., Armenians, Georgians, 
Mufeovites, Tftrks, Indians, Ar^ians,Jews ^nd Bannyans, thit Gombrown from a Imail Village 
is become a City of great Commerce, by rcalbn of that notable concourfc which in the 
Winter ftaion ufualiy both by land aiicf Tea Jfrom the moft remote places of the v;orId re- 
tort thither i raw Silk, Carpets, Cotton, and other in-land commodities being thither 
brought by Carravan againft that time ^ and by Ship, Merchandizes of all forts ; lb as 
Trade here during three moiitlis appears quick, both to the enriching of the Natives and 
Lxoticks, in luch adegree, as verities that Maxim of P/4to his Civiras vix foufi 

fuhppcre fine commerciis. Parallel to which is that oiitofF/orrj ///)?. referring to Lw- 
renija de Medtets the great Thuftaii Duke, i^i dicit, Mercaiwram effe caput, unde robur 
& nervi manam in Rewpuh. Appearing alfo in the Pcriian Exchequer, which acknow- 
ledges that it 1ms not the like cullomc and other advantage from any other City within 
that Empire. Now albeit Gombrown be but newly advanced, nevcrthelcfs I meet with 
an ancient Author tiiai feems to point at it by this expreflion Baraomati funt populi qui 
Jndumverfus accolum, G umbroto proximi. Which liow applicable to this place, Heave to 
better judgment tlian ray own •, contenting my fclf with liich other obfervationsas 1 made 
during our fourteen days ftay there. 

And lirjl, t oncer iiiiig the buildings’, they are for the moll part of Brick not burnt 
with Fire buthardnedby theSun, which makes them fo hard that they appear no lefs 
lb! id and ufcful than ihofe the Fire obdures : Tht7 ar e low built, and molt witli fmall 
Courts and Balconies, tarrafled or flat at top, pargetted with plaifter in hardnefs not 
ini Cl iour to that Paris for indeed fuch is thediftemperature of heat fometimes that 
to live there is fcarcc tolerable : but when the air becomes more moderate (which is 
when the Sun islurthcll) to have more breath they ufetofleep upon their tarralTes, to 
which endtliey Ipread Carpets aloft for their-better accommodation. This kindofbuild- 
ing is common in all thefe hot places: That the Jews had their building fuch, appears by 
what we frequently read in Scripture, 7 L^ \nDeut.i2:%» yojh.2.6. i$am.^. 16. Jerem, 
i(j. 13. Abb, 10, y. The Windows arc not glaftd, but wooden trcllized, madetoflmt 
aiidoj)enas they lee caufc, to welcome the breez when it murmurs. The mountain 
(which they lay is fix leagues thence, but by its height feems not half lb much) by an- 
ticipating the cool North-winds makes this place much the hotter*, lb hot, as in the 
Summer ft-afon enforces the inhabitants to remove to Larr and other neighbouring ViU 
lages, where cool ftr earns, rocks and trees givelhadc and cool the air mt at Gombroon 
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is infuffcrablc, lb as fomc (accoidingtowhat was pradifcd mOrmw) ufeto lie iiaktd 
in troughs with water, which ncvcrthclcfs lb pcrboils their llclh as makc'; it noth 
exceeding fniooth and apt to take the leall: cold when any winterly weather liiccecdsthe 
heat, which by that becomes little Icfs otfeniiyc. Nowtheir Summer being no lets than 
nine months during all that time it is rarcil* one cloud be viliblc in the Sku , whereby 
the air (in the day time elp^cially) is not to be endured *, for by a reverbeiactd hi at 
which the Sun beams ft rike forcibly from the ground, both earth and air became into- 
lerable to man ^ndbeaft by rcalbn of the imiammaiion. Howbeit of late they aave 
raifedaBu 7 ;/.ar, which in lomc places byreafon of its narrownefs, and moll by being 
arched and dole at top, checks the Suns heat when the beams dart perpendicular, in 
thefides attracting what air there is to rcfrclli futh as either lit in lliops lor fale ol wares 
or thofe other that keep Taverns : Here being plenty of Shyntz. Wines brought in loiig- 
ncckcd glaflcs and jarrs that contain lome gallons, the bell wine indeed in all Pcrfia, 
Here be Coffc-houfes which alfo arc miidi rcibrtcd to, efpecially in the evening: fne 
Colfc or Coho is a black drink or rather broth, feeing tlu'y lip it as hot as tlieii niO'.ith 
can well fuller out cf Imall Chitia cups *, ’tis made of the flower of Bunny or Choava bci r , 
Itcepcd and well boiled in water miu h drunk, though it picafe neither the eye nor talte, 
being black and fomc what bitter, (or rather rdilhed like burnt crufts) more wholefomc 
thantoothlbmc, yet (if itbetnicasthcylay') comforts raw ftomachs, helps digell ion, 
expels wind, and difpcls drowlinels*, but of the greater repute from a tradition i hey 
haW that it was prepared by Gabriel as a cordial for Mullclmcn. Alio Sherbet-liouii s, 
a*drinkthatciuenchcsthirft, and tails deiicibiiily : The compolirion is cool vvnier, into 
which they iiifufe firrop ofLemonsand Rofc water, inthefe torrid Countreys iiK r. >lt: 
refrcihing fort of liquor that can be invented 9 albeit the Wine there was lb ,ool i ,’.at 
we refufed not to drink it v/ith moderation. Arack alfo or ill o'.g-water here is plen- 
ty of, which qualihed with Sugar is cordial, and much drunk at »ca and Land ini be 
hotteft fcalbns, eipecially where the diet is courfe, and ftomachs crude and wen i; tin oi.gli 
thediffufion ol'hcat which in cold feafons is contraded. Howbeit, for our better en- 
tertainment we had variety of fruits, Ibnic growing here , but moft impoiucl tioni 
places more remoter fomc of which were Orenges, Lemons, Pomgranates, I’omei- 
trons, Figgs, JJates, Currans, Myrobaians, Apricocks, Almonds, Piilacho’s, Apples, 
Pears, Qninces, Sugar*, allb Flowers and Nuts in great quani ity as well ns va-iety, 
which, witluhatpfcnty wehadofCabarito'sand Mutton, Hen Eggs, and Rice bought 
very cheap, made the place much more delcdable*, and for Oyfters and many Ibrts of 
fifh the fea being lb near furniihes them abundantly, and would do more, \\ ere tl lu people 
more indiiftrious. The belt houfes in the Town are the Sultans, the Shaw-banders, the 
Englifliand Dutch Agents houfes : ours in memory of the good icrv ice they did the 
■ Fnfian at the taking Ornim arc priyUedged to wear their Flags difplay cd at the top of the ir 
publick houle 5 and for fonie time i;he Engliflihad Iialftlie imported tuftomes accordiug 
to Articles. ^ f U,' i'. * :• • ' 

At the North twQSpftfcs in which arc planted four- 

fcore pieces of part of^he or trophies of ranlacked Ormus\

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■NiH'j davs we jlayed in Larr\ ftiame it were, if in fd long time we had gathered no- 
thing. Liirr is from Gmbrton feven fmall days riding, f i om Shyrai. fourteen, from Ba~ 
bylon twenty: A Town which by being lOo. miles from the Sea, (a good Neighbour )is 
but me.i.jfy watered by a few Springs,whichncvcrthelcfs are of great ulb for iIk^ refreih- 
ingtluii Gardens} and having but little (hade from trees, faveinthofe Gardens, are 
in the hot fcafons exceedingly parched with the Sun; to remedy which they have dc- 
g iies like Turrets upon the tops of their Chimneys to luck in the air lor relrcllimcnt * 
ilii> i)Iacc was dchiccdby rage of War, and overturned by many dr»-*dful Earth- 
ijuakes. Amo Domini 140D it fliook terribly when five Iniiidred houfes tumbled down. 
Jnno 1 5 g 3 of their account 9" boaflcd of five tlioufhnd hoiilcs ; but that very year 
the earth Iwclled withfuch a lympany, that in venting it fclf ail L<T?rwas forced to

L.nv, the Metropolis of this Pro v’iiuc, is now an un walled Town, as moll Apathk^ 
Towns be, An bring ncedlcfs, feeing the lofty roe ks which are to the Rail and North lb 
natura'Iy clefeiul )ici : Foi a brave and flatcly Calllcatthe North quarter, mounted upon 
an ovc: -look ing hill )not only threatens an enemy, but aw's theTow n m a frowning potturev 
iheaf ein tliereio i. narrow' and 11 cep*, the Cattle it fell' of good Itoiie; thewalls ivcll 
furniilKd and beautified with battlciucnts and plat-forms, whereon arc mounted twelve 
brafs Caunon-pedrocs andiwoBalilisks (the IpoilsofO^ww;) Within the Fort arc many 
iiuail houfls or Imts which lodge the Souldiers, who have Ibmciimes there an Armory 
iuilictc-nt 10 funiifli witli Lance, Cow and Gun three tlioufhnd Men. 1 !ov\ beit,thc walls 
arc weak, not Hanked, nor lb regularly built but that the feituation and Art i ather feems 
to make it defentive though large in compafsi ufually well viCLunllecI, ariikcl and maul 
ned, as ferves not only to command the City but Countrey allb, and to fee lire them 
againtt forrcigri iuvafion. The Buzz/tr is aifo a very elegant and noble fabtick the 
material of good chalky Hone : The building is Jong and beautifu] a quadrant Tis like, 
though 1 cannot call itfuch, thclides arc lb unequal i ’ris covered at top, arched and 
coupled after the mode of thole oriental Couiitrcys*, and within ^ 15 urfc-likc) is fiirnilh- 
cd with lliops and trades of Icvcral forts: The Alley or Hie which extends from North 
to South, is one hundred and feventy of my paces 3 from Eatt 10 Welt it is an hundred 
and lixty, the circumference of the oval in center is about one hundred and ninety : A 
building in fome hundreds of miles not to be paralld’d. Near tliis Buzzar rile Larrets 
arc coy ned-, a famous fort of Money, being pure iilvcr but lhaped like a Datc-ftone, 
the King’s name or fome fentcncc out of the being ftamp’d upon if, in our Mo- 
ney it values ten pence. 

The Moj:.jnis here are not many, one more remarkable than the reft it has, which is 
round,' either lhadowing out Eternity or fromthat pattern of the AUaba in Mecca, whole 
lhape they lay AlrJjam had from Heaven, imitated by the Jews : ) In fume part this is 
varniiliecl with Arabick^icxttTs, and upon the parget painted knots, beautified in other 
])Iaccs with counterfeit but low and without glafs, wooden trdlizes (artifi- 

I i.'lly cut after their invention) fupplying them. The cntiaiKc is through a brazen 
:-ai' , near which is hung a Mirrour or lleel-GlalV, divers lamps it allb has for life and 
or;'»:ueni. Some pf their Propliets reft their bones there : Emeer^AUy^z^dday^amcer, a 
lor;, ,-nam d, Jong-bon’d ( if his grave be of light dimenlion ) loiig-lince-rotten Prophet 
isihereenterrcd -, the older Prophet the frelher profit y zeal and charity oft times the- 
1 ilbing antiquity. But how can 1 credit what they report that he was a MJjometan} 
line c they Uiatlicdieda thouiandfive hundred years ago, which is fix iiundred years

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before Mahomet, .111(1 yet a Muffulman. Fait leaving that tradition, more certain ’tis that 
this place affords variety of Fruits, asDatcs(X)4^^/w, from the fingcr-l ike lh.ipc, thc^o- 
mans called them;; a Tree dillinguilhcd into Male and Female*, fo that unlefs the Female 
have /early a flowrcd bough of the Male ingraffed or placed near, Ihe pines away, and 
becomes lean and fruitlefs. Here alfo were Oranges, Lemons, Melons, Poingranatcs ? id 
Pomeitrons molt excellent ', and of Flowers, Jeflami ns. Roles, Tulips, Jiily-flowers, 

Here allb 'at cafic rates we bought Goats, Hens, Ricc^ Biirlcy, Rack and Aqna^viu, How- 
bcit the Mns^tto^ or Gnats peftered us extrcamly : but of more vexation was the Wa^ 
ter we dranieSnd in thefc torrid pbtes thirll after, nay, were ncccflTitated to drefs our 
meat withal, and is the belt the People have to drink out of the large Tancks they keep 
it in : they call it Ob-baroon, which in the language of Perjia lignifies vain-waicr ■, but 
with ftir more reafon I may call it A^ua mortis, death leeming to bubble in it. A bafe 
qualificil Water, whetlicr in regard their Tancks here are ill made or nail i ly kept, where- 
by the Water corrupts, or whether the rain of it felf is inlalubrious, or other hidden 
caufc in nature there be, I ( annot tell *, but this I can, that it is unfavory, lb ill to the 
gull as woiic Water for tallc, and cfpec ially for property can fcarcc be rclilhed- As 
little of ir came in my belly as could be borrowed from extremity of thirll : and will 
good reafon*, for as experience teaches, it caufes catarrh ^ breeds lore-eyes, ulcerate 
the guts, and ( which is more terrible tlian Ae reft ) engenders Imall long worms in th- 
icks i a fort of nally vcrminc not more loathlbmtolookuponthaiidangcronstothc itch 
ing (lifeafe in them that breed them, by no potion, no unguent to be remedied : Nor is 
there any other way known to deltroy them, lave by rowliiig them about a pin, which 
if in Icrewing the worm chance to break, it gives them very doleful mu lick ^ lor it makes 
the leg apt to gangrcii, and but by lancing hardly curable. The water doubtlefs being 
the natural caufc of tliat malady, feemstome to bring its venome from the Region 
where it is generated \ either for that the Springs arc vitiate, or that the rain-water is 
corrupt; For albeit clouds .arc feldora Iccn there, yet fometimes they are, but undir^llecl 
and unagiwted by the wind ; nor do they at all times dillill their rain moderately in drops 
as is ufual in colder elimaics, but in violent eruptions, dangerous both in the fall, and 
310 lels noxious in tlic drinking. Now the reafon (as I apprehend ) that they have but 
few clouds is bccaulc the Countrey is defert and landy, and wants Rivers and other 
moift places to occafioii exhalations, which beget rain. Howbeir, at our being here 
it rained a great Ibowcr, which made our Company tne more acceptable. And we 
could obferve that the foil (not only here, but in moll of this Province as we travelled) 
is either ftoiiy or a Height fort of mould, yielding little grafs or grain of any fort, or 
fruit, lave what was forced in gardens; unlefs it be Dates, which here arc exceeding 
good and plentiful: But in Valleys and where Sjirings meliorate the earth, it produces 
Rice, Barley and like grain*, as alfo triiits in great variety. 

The Inhabitants arc a mixture Jerps^mtSi Mahometans : Molt of tliofc I faw wer^blcar- 
cy’d,rotten-rootli’d,and niangic-legg’d', the violent heat and iiri wholfomc waters doubtlefs 
c.iuliiig it. The habit of the greater part of them is only a wreath of Callico tied about 
their heads, their mid parts tirtied with a'Zoncof vari-coloured pl.id, with fandals up- 
on their feet, clle where naked. Some ncvcrthelcfs (though but few) have Shalhcsof lilk 
and gold tulipanted about their he.ids, and robe thcmfelves in Cabbays of fatten, their 
fingers being adorned with rings of filvcr let with Turqueifes (that being the Hone they 
moll aire(!l in Pcrfia) in whicli they have engraven tficir Name, or feme felcded Pofie out 
of the Talmud or Alcoran. The Mahomehws delight much in Archery, and on thei r thumb 
commonly wear a ring of horn, wdiich makes the Arrow go off both llrongly and eallly ; 
their fwords afford them no fmall delight, the bkides being exceeding good, and the Iiilts 
no lefs v.ili]ablc i for with the better fort ufiially they are of GoW. Here are feme ne.- 
vcrthclcfs rhat arc proficients in Philofoyhy and the Mathematteks, the principal delight 
they take being in Afirolo^y ; For ’tis gr.inted that Major efi utilitas in AJhronomia quam in 
aliqtui feieutia. Nam, fi continual in ea error, efi tolerahilior c* minus nocet, quam in exte^ 
vis fcientiis : Greater is the profit in Afirommy tlwit in any other fcicnce: For, if any 
error happen herein, it is moll tolerable and lefs hurtful than in all the other fcicnccs : /p- 
goyt Alcabitii. But in the Mcch,inick and other curious Arts, it gives place to lew in 
Per/ia. In this City Ihould l)c a River, and that not a linall one i f our Geographic k Maps 
were true ; But therein they err *, for here could I fee no River, nor any in near an hun- 
dred miles travel further Northward *, for both by enquiring of fome Perfians and our 
own further navel, I could neither hear nor lee any nearer than Tdtb, a River fa- 
mous in repiraring Suftana i Vom Carmania, and from Larr Wcllward about five fmall 
dayes joiinev - or that other of Chur, over which we rodc’twixt Shyraz. and PerfepoUc 
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fomc Brooks indeed we i)ali over, fo fmall that they had no Name; hut Rivers no Man 
calls them, lince none ol them in breadth or dcptli exceed three foot^ Ri volets worth 
little more than the noting. . . ^ , 

Weft of Larr is a Town called Jaarm ( Gaarem lome write it) about twenty fttiTangs 
(which is lixry miles ) from Lor. Molt of the Inhahitans are Jews', by fomc rel 

pined little lei’s than a thoufand: much lefs than what Ren Jonas numbred in the Year 
1 lo j. for at his being in J aorta ( which is prcfiimcd to be this place) it had then twenty 
five thou land Jews inhabitants. Some make this their road from Larr to Shyraz, •, but 
rhe u ay we took was more to the Eaft, and more frequented, being ncitner fo hilly as 
the other, nor fo ftony. Concerning the Name whence it is derived, I liippofc it is ei- 
ther for that thefc arc the defeendants of that Kiri ah-jcarim we find mentioned in the 
I Chron. 2. 50. or from that in Judea called Kiriaih jaarim, i. e. plenty of wood w^hich 
grew there, as we find mentioned in 1 Sam. 7. i. which probably the trail fplanted Jews 
might commemorate. And this conjedurc is further Jlrcngthened, by the analogy of 
the name Gaaron with the JJehrew words Gcron Md Carim, which fignifies Strangers, or 
fuch as are tranfplantcd into a ftrange Countrey : fo as the Name litly agrees with the 
condition of the inhabitants. Alfo when out of theft Captives Cyrru gave leave for the 
rc-edif\ing the Temple, we find in £2,r. 1. 7. and Nchem. 7. iz. that from Elam and 
Kiriath jaarim levcial of the Jnvr returned, where in the 24 verfe, the other Elam is 
recorded : or clfe fio\A Jarc or Jaarah, Jehtam fourth fon Gen. 1 o. 2(k whole Brethr-'jn 
Ophir and travelling from Babel to plant about Ganges, ’tis likely left him by the

more probability: for in Scripture we read that he placed them in Ualab and Ghedsw^

\^:rGo^n: The finding of this River hath been not a little controverted, and the 
quell continues yet oblcin c ; For fomc would have it to be a River in Battria not far from 
OxHiy and to have the like vent into the CMptan *, which being fo remote from Media, 
(niii.ot be approved of. Others place it iKurAraxis, which has the greater feinblanccof 
niii.'i, ftreamiiig through that part of the Countrey wliich about Alexan- 
der\ lime was iKx-ntinKd Arropana-, other fomc Tvvivt the Mountain Chabor and the 
Ca/ptatiS-.':., emptying it fell into the River CJtm, whith difeharges it feif into thcC«- 
ipun. Notwithllanding which Ben Jonas in ids Itinerary finds Go^n hereabouts, and 
reports that it empties its frclh ftreams into the Perfian Gulph. Yet to dole with the 
Jew in this his CabaU is not fafe*, feeing he finds not ondy infinite numbers of Jews all 
along from hence to Ni/ibor ( or rather Nifipore, i.c. Bauhi Civitm ) in Sogdiana, (which 
ptolomy places in ^>14 under 35 degrees 20 ininuics) but fcvcral Gozjins alfo; which 
bi ings it under fuch confulion as none indeed tan well tell where to find it. And con- 
cerning that Go'^ania, I find it in Ptolomys Tables to be in 40 degrees 40 minutes, and by 
being in Media it hath affinity with the Name, but in the Map not being taken notice of, 
cannot tell where jiropcrly to place it.

Arabian dcfcris 10 Rubylon ; others ncverthelefs fuppofe that their way was through that 
part of Syria called Pulmcnna regio into Armenia, ’twixt thofe parts where Eupbrotes and 
Tigris have their Springs, and lb through the ftraits called Porta Caucafia llroo!: 
i nto Moz,cndrani, and theuc e into Battria. But that Battria was the Countrey they relied 
in cannot be imagined, feeing that was not remote enough for eighteen months travel 
from Ararat, if wx* ftioiild grant that they were in motion, and Ararat llriAIy to be in 
Armenia, being indeed not above 2 months journey thence', but more cfpccially feeing 
that/?»<wTrw was fo fai from being uuinluibited as the jilatc ihould be tJiev duignedtc) 
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withdraw themfelves unto, Ba^ria at that time flourifliing fo exceedingly that it had no 
Icf!s than a tlioufiind Cities. So as it may be rationally concluded, albeit in that dc- 
jefted and deplorable condition thefe exiled Jnts were dcfirous to find out fuch a defert 
Countrey as EfdrM fpeaks of, it was doubtlefs an enterprize very difficult, in cafe they 
had the liberty to be their own choolcrs, which too rarely happens unto captives, ror 
in thofe days through Noon's originary and after by Serns poftcrity fucceffively the 
oriental Countreys were better planted than was, (for in Alexander's time, af- 

ter fiibverting the Perfion Monarchy, invading India and part of Scythia intra Imottftif he 
reported tharthere he found more People and conlequciitly more oppofition, and greater 
and wealthier Cities than he had done in his tonqueft of all other that were under the 
ftrokeof the Perfian Scepter, even from Indtu beyond the therefore into what 

part of the World thefe poor Jews were pent is not fo eafily to be difccnicd •, though I 
imagine they were not permitted to cohabit together ; for then their incrcafmg ge- 
nerations would here as formerly in <AE^pt have rendred them formidable ; but rather 
were feparated and made to plant in fcvcral Colonics, as were the other Tribes, in 
like manner tranfplanted. Howbeit, the caufc of their Banilhment appears in the Pro- 
phecy of Jeremiah chap. 24. v. 9. where ’tis recorded, that by reafon of their propen- 
fity to Idolatry they Ihould be removed into all the Kingdoms of the Earth, and be- 
come a reproach and a curie in all places whither the Lord would drive them : Which 
was fulfilled *, for tranfplanted we lee they were into the Eaft and feeing the Scripture 
declares not the place, ’tis of no avail more tlian to their reparation afterwards to make 
a more curious enquiry concerning it. Albeit Jovitu Leunclavuts in his Pandefts to Ce- 
nebrard, and fome others from the word T attar in the Hebrew and Syriack^ importing a 
remnant, Giog-chany Cioc-Elpy and other proper Names,thcrc ufed, Circumcillon long 
before the publilhing of the Alcoran and other Jewipj Rites there pradtifed, fancy to 
themfelves that into thofe then uninhabited parts the Jovj withdrew : Which if fo, was 
in all likelihood to the N.E. of the Mare Cajpiim, bcj'ond Ojfw and Rivers now 

called Nycapbtac and Chefcl *, albeit Abtdfeda and Rabbi Mofts-bar^Nachma in his Para- 
phrafe upon the Peutateach conjcdlure that Cog and Magog ( Jilejhecs poftcrity ) is not lb 
much a general as a particular name of Princes and Perlous of command in thofe Scy- 
thiek^Provinecs 'y howbeit frequently mentioned in the Prophets and Ipecially in EiLeki 
38, &c. fo as that fuppofition is but weakly founded, atleaft in my apprehenlion. For 
of equal force is that tradition the Jfw here inhabiting as yet retain, That the Ofl- 
Ipring of Dan, Zebulon, AJher and Nephthali being planted near Damoan under mount 
Taurus, but themfelves the llTue of Rettben, Gad, and half Manajfes by Tiglath-ptlaiar 
removed to this Jaaroon, and parts about Larr, the fame time the Inhabitants of Da- 
mafeus were by that Prince removed unto Kyr in AIedia,i Reg. 16. 9. But that they ihould 
fequefter themfelves from the reft of the World, was not without reafon -, for though 
the meaning thereof no doubt was to exprefs their forrow and defire to avoid the tem- 
ptation of the Heathen ; yet feeing in thofe times of all Ibrts of Men they were the iealt 
Ibciablc as Chid fays, having as Tacitus 1 . 5, Hojlile odium contra omnes alios, and in re- 
quital thereof ftilcd by the Heathen Men^haters, of all Nations the worft, and other 
like Epithetes ', yet doubtlefs have inherited that voluntary execration they intailed unto 
their Poftcrity at the condemnation of our Saviour, living ever fince to our forrow wc 
fee in an obdurate and wretched condition all the World over, and is thought will fo 
continue, untill by miracle they be converted, as the Almighty ffiall think fit or at the 
perfonal return of CHR IS T to judgment 3 or of Elias, which is thought will be a little 
before the World’s confummation : albeit as that great Scholar Mr. F«/i^oblerves from 
' Matth. 1 1. 1 j. in John the Baptift, Elias is already come. The tranflation of the Septua- 
gint which to EUyds adds the 7 hisbite, being what doubtlefs jn that Text milled St. Chry^ 
fofiome. Moreom thefe Jews, notwithftanding their itch after Idol-worlhip is over, 
and that in the Synagogues they have a formal way of fmging- Service exprelling very 
little reverence, and differing from that which appointed ^ yet have they no fii- 
crifiemg Prieft,holding ho place proper fave Jerufalem, whcl^ the Chrifiians would op- 
pofe it as well as Turbs. The five Books of Mofes they have a'gr cable to ours : And al- 
though they have no Tirjhatha or Civil Magiftratc of their own, or dare not break the 
peace where tliey livp under Chrifiian, Mahometan or Gentile Government , yet arc not 
without feparation amongft themfelves, the five great Points controverted (in Augujlus 
Cafarh time) bctwixt the two great Families of Shammai and Hillcl^th fprcadinglikea 
gangrene fo irrcconcileably that till the Tifiibite comes (as one fays) none clfc will be 
able to agree them \ not Rabbi Elias who from the lirft verfc of the firft chapter of Oe- 
nefis where the letter Aleph is fix times foimd, cabal iftically concludes that the World 
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ihclU endure juft lix thoiiliuid years, in computation ftaiiding lor a thouland, albeit 
he Ihould enter the lifts to vanquilh cither party. But to return. 

In or near this place is a precious liquor or Mummy growing, /t^kmnaly-keobM they 
call it, whic h none prefumes to take, it being carefully preferved for the King’s foie ufc. 
In Ju>ie oncly it diftils from the top of thofc ftupendious Mountains, every year about 
five ounces. A moift redolent gum it isfoveraignagaintt poyfon •, and (if we may be- 
iic\'c them ) a Catholicen for all I'orts of wounds whatfoever : So as when other Princes 
fend Shtp»-AbbM Gold, Pearl, or like coftly prefents, he returns them a little of this 
Balfante as a fuitable requital. After Alexander had prey’d and liicrificcdVn Snfa ( 
irayedby a time-ferving Satrapa ) he led his wanton Army towards Perfep»lui 

his iieareft paflage was over thclc Hills of yaarom ( in thofc days by Authors callca P# 7 « 
perjidie and Safaida ) where to his amazement he was fo well beaten by Aricharzjmes a 
valiant Perfian and his little Army, that (contrary to the accuftomed pace of the 
Worlds Monarch) he was conftrained to retreat, and find another way to avoid the 
ftorm of ftoncs and arrows which that noble Perfian freely lent him. 

The eleventh of Febraary we left Larr^ Codgea Ghdraiy the Governour having furnifli- 
cd us with Mules, embl ernes of fobricty : Our Harbinger ( or Mammandere as called in 
Perfia ) was an old Coulbafij who would be furc (hopeful of feme reward) at every place 
where we made our Manzjcel to provide us good quarters, and fuch meat as the places 
could afford •, by vertui ncvcrthelefs or force rather of his authority domineering over 
the wretched Rufticks more than plcafcd us; for he would prefer them a little money 
for what he liked, which if they refufed, then miens volens he would have it, and AUa 
Soldado jraid tlicm with big words and b^madoes : So as we faw that in miferable flavery 
thefe Pcafants live, contented to fubmit to the arbitrary will of the Souldicr. Thefirft 
night we pitched our Tents not far from Z.<«rr, but were ftopped next day by an immo- 
derate flood of rain ; w hich though it was very welcome, yei made the earth fo flippery 
as our Camels glib hoofs could not foot it. The rain falls feldom here*, but when it 
comes, they both led and hear it : Sometimes it raifes fuch a deluge as fwceps Men and 
Houles away ; for i«as we were toldj fix Years before ( in this very place ) a Caravan of 
two thoufand Camels in part perithed by the fury of it. The fourteenth day we rode 
to Dc^achm {01 Tecijoo ) which lignifies a Town under a Hill *, where we faw many pretty 
Tombs, few without a Gravc-ftonc and an Arabick^mcmoml. The Alcoran coiranands 
that Jioiic be buried in Cities, for fear the Dead infed the Living. This Jm feynlchri 
was according to the Ancients, ^ho cavebatmry Vt nemo fepidtftram halnret in eodem loto 
rjHem almi JepdehrofriMs occHfajftt,SiU> i. That no grave fiiouldbc made in the place where 
any other had formerly been buried. And by the Law of the twclveTables burials were 
prohibited and not permitted to be within any City, but rather in Cemeteries without 
the City, or nigh the publick high-ways*, that by viewing the Sepulchres of the Dead 
(according to the cuftom of the Romans and e^gyptians who had them in their Banquet- 
ting-Houfes) they might the better contemplate their mortality. A mile from this Town 
we viewed about threclcorc long Pavilions i which were black without, but within they 
had female Beauties : The Pf call them the ArA>s Kahilai the Thr^fians 

and Armenians T oipha the T artars Hoords *, the Ancients Nomades from the Numidians ^ 
concerning whom the Poet lays truly, That 

Nulia domus, plauftrts habiunt, migrare per Arva Their Carts their Houfes are^ their foie delight 

Mos, at<]uc cirantcs circumvedare Penates. To wofider with their Hoafe^ods day and night. 

Suffer me to wander a little with fuch novel company. Seeing that Vertue the Trophy 
of a refined ambition is purchafed by embracing the wholfom notions of an humble Soul, 
of a well-tempered Spirit, that heavenly radiance refpeds no other objed with delight 
fave vertue, from which pure ftream flows Moderation, to whole excellency (next to 
Spiritual Ikcrifice) we fafcly devote our beft endeavours. Howbeit, fo apt to every 
immodeft ad is Man’s corrupt difpofition, that to enjoy fenfuality he conceits vertue 
( thou^ never fo gorgeoufly array’d) foul and deformed*, till moderation force him to 
a ftrid account, and difeover how much he erred in preferring intemperance before the 
tranfeending qualities of a vertuousUfe; from whence, when we contemplate the con- 
tented life anci pover^ of thefe Vloches-, needs muft we condemn our Iclvcsof loathfom 
riot. For, how free from unfeafonable care, pale Envy, affrighting Tumult,, and natty 
Surfeit do thefe enjoy therafelvcs? Happy Conquerors! how mutually do thcyaccorcl, 
how joyfully fatiate Nature in what is rcquirablc ? Hear Lucan in its commendation : 
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Safe Luxitry ! wherein fo much is /pent. 

Learn with how little Nattere is cements 
In Cold and Myrrhe thefe drinknot \ but are hrfi 
In health, when Bread and Water is their feafi^

To return. So foon as Phtahns had run thrice fifteen degrees in our Hemijbhere, wo 
mounted oui- melancholy Mules, and made our next Manzad at Berry : Notliiag oblcr.. 
vablc in the way, fave a thick Wall of great length and heighth, cut by extraordinary 
toil out of the Rock as a boundary, and to lafeguard the Larrians from tlie ShyraJans, 
the Kingdom of Larr in that place terminating. 

Berry is a Village which promifes much at a difl:ancc,biit when there, deludes the cx- 
pcdlation : Howbeit, not a little famous through the Territories -, both fi om tljc 

immunities that an ancient learned Syet endued it with, confirmed by fucceeding Prin- 
ces*, and from an Jrabkk. School which is there kept and diftinguiflied into lev cral 
Clafles of the Civil Law, Altrology, Phyfick, and what leads to Afrew .• commendable 
in their Pythagman filence, pradiling to difeourfe by winks, nods, and dumb figiis •, for 
babling and noife in all jirabickJSchoob is detefted: They obferve two Rules cfpecially, 
Qbcdience and Moving the Body to and fro whiles thL7 be reading. Adjoyningtliis 
School is a Jewma Adachit ( or Mefquit) of great veneration by being the DormitoVy of 
that great Dodtor Emawm zxddey^a-meer-a^addy-Jlfy, who was a Prophet’s Ion and 
aUied to their great Ally, in this grave enjoying (fay they) eight hundred years rclf; 
His Tomb raifed four loot from the pavement is longer and larger than the included 
Carcafs, for it is eight foot long and covered with a white fine linnen cloth 3 the Tomb- 
ftones are carved and painted with knots and poefics of Arabick. Near him are fixed 
two Lances to memorize his quondam profdfion, and Ibmc Enfigns not of ordinary in- 
vention : Upon his Coffin lie a fet of Beads, which (if you will credit them) to this day 
retain their Mailers vertuc in working miracles : Within the Coffin is his Body *, a mum- 
my that has continued long i the brains and entrails arc taken out (for they corrupt the 
fooneft) and the Carcafs ( as they fay) is embalmed in wax or fuch gums as both iincll 
delicately and arc of longeft continuance. At the top of the ChappcI is a Steel-mi rrour, 
wherein thefe Linx-cyed People view the deformity of their fins. They alfo flicvvcd us 
a fquare ftone which was pierced and hung near the wall*, a rare ftonc, areliqucmoft 
notorious I for the Prophet ufed to burtlicn the backs of impenitents finners with it, 
telling them their impiety made it feem heavy, a weight fo ponderous as made them 
take the right path to be quit of it. A little pot they alfo fhewed us, holding a fovc 
reign Unguent made eight hundred years lince, oft ufed and (which is a miracle) never 
exhaufted i ’tis not onely good to help forccye5,but a Panacea (as they would have ns be 
lieve ) againft all Dilcafes. To crown all, a Book (no Alfurcan of Devotion) was laid 
upon his Coffin s any body may be fuffered to fee it a far off, (but to touch ir was pre- 
furaption ) in ftorm and crofTcs (they fay) they find remedy with onely naming it : The 
Church was neatly matted ^ a Mof^e of fo great veneration tliat none enters with 
boots or Ihooes on. Sucli as want ilfucs, (in legs I mean not) health, wealth, friends, or 
the like, according as their Offering is, have latisfadion. The Oracle (the Priefl) tliey 
fav never deceives them *. Sed non ego credulns illis : and with that 1 bid farewcl to Berry, 
which fome make to be the firft Town in that which ftridtly may be called Perjiu -, liow 
beit, we ufualiy extend it South as far as the Gulph of Perfia \ having Media to the North, 
Eaft the two Carmania\ and Welt ^upana, according to the 5 Book of Ptolomy. 

The next night we got to Bannarow. The lalt Town fealled us with traditions, this 
with good cheat, MuSek, Kettle-drums and fix dum Mufquets. The ruins ‘of an an- 
cient Gallic (demolifhed by the PerpanJ here fhews its ribs, through which the coolair 
blows, feldom failing from the top of that Mountain *. One fide of the Callle wall is 
anatomized to the Town, the other to the ftony Dcfert. Next night we lay in G&yoome, 
bragging that it has a thoufand but ordinary Houfes. Alter we had repos'd an liour, 
a Hocus^^ocui for the Ambaflkdors better rcpall performed rare tricks of Adlivity, fome 
of them 1 remember ; He trod upon two lharp egg’d Semiters with his bare fccti then 
• laid his naked back upon them^uffering a heavy Anv il to be fet on his belly and 2 Men to 
hammer out four Horfe-fhooes upon it as forcibly as they could brat *, that trick end- 
ed, he thrull his arms and thighs tliorow with many Arrows and Lances, then by meet 
llrength of his head and agility of Body lift up ( no Icfs than a yard from the ground ) 
a great (lone weighing fix hundred pound*, and tiicii (as if he liad done notliing) knit 
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his hair to an old Goats-hcr.d, and with a ftornfui pull tore it afunder, crying out AL. 
lomhvphoddawy \.v. Cod he thoKkedy the Handers by with a loud yell applauding him; This 
was notable, but what was he to fpeak of Marius (one of the thirty Tyrants ) who 
with one of his lingers could overthrow a loaded Wain? Or o\' Polydamasy who with 
one hand would hold a wild Bull by his hinder leg, as Cal. Rhod. and Treb. PoUto re- 
port. but in remembring thefe 1 had almoH forgot how that in Coyoom is intonibed 
Melcc Mahomet y one who in thefe parts is not a little famous for fomeiiting the autho- 
•riiy of Ws Mafter Mahomet y when the Saracens (not liking the innovation ) firlt began 
to tanvclrs it. 

Next night we loll one another by a carclcfs^fibciating, whereby we procured to our 
feivcsamiferablc lodging in that Iblitary wildernefs, having neither grafs, nor trees, 
nor water but Hones ( which gave no rcfrclhment ) and fand in abundance : nor be- 
held WT other than OHriches, Storks and Pelicans ibr companions. The Lirth has 
heretofore worn Flora's Livery, but, by the rage of War and continued ardor of the 
Sun, becomes mifcrably defert i or rather from the wrath of Almighty God Who \^s 
the Kingly Prophet lings ) makes afraitftd Land barren for the mfftdlinef of them that dmd 
thrrein. Next day we queHcd in fcarch of our Carravan, and after Ibmc pains rcco- 
vcj ed it. That night we again pitched in the Defert, and were entertained by fuch a 
Hidden Horm of rain, thunder and lightning, as made our chcar very wretched, impri- 
Ibnijig us alfo in our Tents. Next day we liad the weather more comfortable, the fight 
ol' a few Date and MaHick-trees exceedingly refrelhing us. Coriat's report, that Ma- 
Hick is found no where but in Syo, was here confuted. Bv the way we took notice of 
an old-cont cited Tomb which inhumed a harmlcfs Shepherd : Hung it was to and fro 
wiiluiircads tripartite ( peradventure lliadowing out a Trinity) each thread being trim- 
med with piirtUcolourcd wool*, at each end of which was placed a puppet to protedl 
it, and Ibmc Cyprefs-branches Huck about, to revive (as I then apprehended ) an anti- 
quated Geremony mentioned in Viry^. which then was to credt

And that it was an ancient cuHom to adorn the Sepulchres of the Dead with fillets, Papin, 
lib. Siharim faith;

The next (l)cing the two and twentieth off ftriwiy) by the way we had fomc fport 
in dillodging a wild Bore whom we purfued, but neither ihotnor dogs could reach him. 
That night we made CutMbo onr Manzeel : Mohackjonr next i in which arc buried Ma.. 
hornet y Hodgety Jzjnael and Atty, four Muffulmannilh Dodtors, intonibed here four hun- 
dred years ago, and reforted to with no fmall reverence. Next day to Coughtony where 
the People in few years before fuffered in an high mcafure by LocuHs, which thefe 
parts are fometimes infcHcd with ; Yet not fo much as the more South and EaHcrly 
parts of the World •, where as God’s revengeful Armies they arc obferved to fly in num- 
bers infinite and in order admirable, devouring the fruits of the Earth fo exceedingly, 
that famine commonly enfucth. Howbeit, in fomc places the Inhabitants in requital 
devour them again, cHeeming them both favoury meat, and cafie of digcHion. The 
next day we got to Vnghea'y the day foDowing to Moycchaw\ the next to Pally-pot fiiaw 
C leaving Bebbaw-hodgee on our left hand ) and next night pitched a farfangh fhort of Shy.. 
r.tz.. According to cuHom we expedted a ceremonious entrance : But feeing none came 
out to that purpofc, our Amballador (who was ever fcnfiblc of his MaHcr’s Honour) 
lent bis Mammandar to the Governour to demand frefli Horfcs and fitting accommoda- 
tion. The Daraguad in peribn came to diflcmblc his ncglcdt \ firH excufing the Duke’s 

abfence 
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abfcncc whofe difplcafurc he feared for not acquainting him with this exxcllcnt ad 
vantage to manifelt his Jove unto our Nation, in comparifon of whom, allaothcr hi 
that part of the World were contemptible. In a word, ( perceiv ing our hafte) he pray- 
ed his Lordfhip to exercife but three d.iys patience till the Great Duke came piir- 
pofely to honour his Entrance -, a favour of a double rcllex, in that it would inlmitelv 
content the Governour and Citizens, and accumulate an incomparable fplendor to his 
Entrance ^ doling his Complement with anlf not, he was then ready to ulhcr his Lord 
fliip to his lodging. The Ambalfador though he well enough deferied his petty court-' 
fliip, yet thought it bell to dillcmble his difeontent, perceiving no remedy. We jot-ff’d 
leafurcly on upon our Mules and AlTinegocs, who ( lb loon as they winded the air of 
this great City) fpared the Perfians the labour of Kettle-drums, Timbrels, Hoboy and 
fuch Phygic mufick i fomctiracs braying out, at other times ecchoing to o.ic another 
in their Mymallonian Cornets as if fonie Orgyc to Liber Pater had been foiemiiizing- 
in fo much as many ran out of doors, others fited their Flambcaiixes to know the 
caufc and glut their wonder. After long circling wc alighted at the houfe of Shock- 
AVy-Bcg (the Dukes Deputy ) where our Ambaffadoiir after a prolix Apology from tfe 
Governour was entertained with a lliort Banquet, and then convoyed to Aliy-chan ,i 
Houfe at the Eall end of the City belonging to the King, enconipalled witii as curious 
Gardens and as fpacious as molt in Ptrfia. And now we have overcome the trouble 
of our pallage into the City, albeit wc entred not in the day time to fee and to be feen, 
do not think it novelty or that it was without reputation, or as if noaurnal Entries 
had not equal lultre vvith the day •, feeing that Holofemes thofe the Night to make his 
triumphant Entrance into Damajcta : Antiochtts alfo took the fame time to enter Hieru^ 
faleWf Anguftulus Rome-t and haughty Sapores into this City, 

SHER AZ (for fo they pronounce it)theplcafantcttof AfiatickCiiks, is removed 
from the eAEijuator ly degrees, 20 minutes North, its longitude is 83 degrees ; by Phil. 
Ferraritts and Ibme others fuppofed to be the rcUques of PerfepoUs : which 1 no ways 
allow of, not only from the diHerenceof feituation and diifancc of place from Ch/ 7 - 
fnanor, hcing 110 Id's than thirty Enghjlt miles thence, but principally in regard many ri- 
ling and rough grounds and fome toiifiderablc hills are interpofed. However, it is of 
great antiquity in the Name it bears : For Ben Jonas a Jew, travelling thefc parts about 
500 years ago, found Syaphaz, Jicreaboiit, whitii doubtlcTs was this City. By Cornelius 
dejudats Tis named a miftakc probably in the Tranfeript, Iccingthar 6VW an- 
other Author likewife mif-talls it. Don G^traias calls it Xirias ; PohIhs V'enem Zyraz.\ 
Sir Walter Raleigh Sir as Ojorius Xiras\ Stephanns Cirecatha and Cirec^batha, borrowed 
as I fuppolc from Cedim who the like from Muflaedini-Saddi the Philofophcr and 
Traveller, whofe native place this, was and is by him called CyropoUs, alludin» rather 
to its ancient Greck^mme tlian to the name it then bore. Icing Authors more ancient 
than himfclf call it by i he name of as the Jw 4 lately mentioned and others : This 

Saddy lived An. Dorn. 1 200. 600. at which time ruled there Mufafer Eddin Abubecr 

Sou to Saddy Son of Sengus ', as appears by that learned Treatife of Saddy called Rofa- 
rinm Politicum in our time traiillatcd by CemtHs. The name CyropoUs the word im- 
ports) was wc may liippofc alllimcd from Qrritf that noble River, which alfo gave Name 
to that maguifu ent Prince Cyrus formerly called Agradatus albeit we have a more clear 
authority tor it, feeing God by the Prophet Efi^ chap. 44 cr 45. calls him by that 
Name, above an hundred years before hisbirth,aiiointcd andcleligncd to be the Deliverer 
of his People from the Babylonian bondage. The River, whether it be that which fpriiig- 
ing from the Coraxian Hills in thirty eight degrees empties it felf into the MtreCa^ium, 
and has neighbouring it the two other Rivers Cambyfes and Araxis, ( for that in SogdL 
ana near jaxartes mentioned by Quintus Cwrtius and that other in India fpoken of by 
tALliatuts arc not ii, is evident • ) or th.ar it be this, which ftreams in the mid-way 
’rwivt Sheraz. and Chilmanor, being unliiiisfied my lelf 1 leave it unto others better to 
confider of', and fliall only give m\ further apprehenfion concerning the Etymology. 

Sheraz. then probably derives it felf cither from Sherab which in the Perpan Tongue 
fignifies a Grape, here abounding and than which no part of the Eaft has more gene- 
rous, nor any Climate more benevolent', or elfc from Sheer which in the Per pm ligni- 
fics Milk : And the rather feeing feveral other Towns have their dcnomijiatioas accor- 
dingly -, namely, AUppo from iLilip, i. e. Milk, albeit fome would have it from Alcpius 
^ulian\ Lieutenant •, and feveral Perpan Towns have the like as Whormoot, i. e. a Town 
of Dates; De-achow, a Town upon a Hill-, De-gardm, a Walnut-Town -, Baz.ebacljow, 
Perifeow, CutJsobbaw, and Others: Orotherwife, palfing by the 
Catena, or n jhos proptet' ajlum ; and that of Strabo I, a Minerva, qua dtt'ta erat She 
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raz. i 1 may with crjual Piiiliority alliirac the derivation from Shuraz. wiiicli lii\ni!ics a 
Lion-, ofi. iVom the Syrafes, as the aborigines or moU of old hereabouts were termed and 
appears by Pdyxms /. 8. dc Semiramide^ orclfe aSchyris Arabia f of ulis (who to i’ive 
Vlitiy\ c\piellion lA. 6. cnf. n.) Jndorum vei fotins Pirfariim Unj^ua la^itcmcst ibifwjt re^ 
meufitcf, cr. Nor was this City Icfs ancient than great, if the report be true whicii tlie 
Inhabitant'' make, that Jamfieat the fifth King of Perjia and predcccllbr to Kedor^ 
Lamner laid its firft foundation : For Poterm aflirms for truth, That QjiunAo Syras erat 
(' i. e. Civitas ) tuns Cairm erat ejus pajus i which proverl) notwithftand'iig iie bor- 
rows liom Mujladini Saddh w'ho hath this hyperbolizing queftion, ^idd efi Cahumf 
. Hid Damajeuf? ejuid terra? quid ipfttm mare? Omms cnimVrbcs pajri fum,(y JolaScby^ 
Lv Vrbs efi : rciidring thereby Siyraz. oncly worthy to be named a City j in com- 
])arilbn ol which Cairo, Damafais atid all others extant upoji the Continent or Hies 
were blit Villages; alfo in this taking his pattern as I liippofc from i^foU 
per cxccllentiatn 'Urh voeabaiHr . But that it was a very great City long ago is indubi- 
table-, and for proof 1 give yon thefc few iiiftanecs. Vlujrhbej^Qn learned Geogra- 
pher and Ncjihcw to Tamhcrlang ) 'm his time finds her to have fifteen miles lompafs : 
Comarimn alter liiin I lie like, itnd eighty thoufand hourcs. Barbaras cightfeorc years 
ago r^HVit'^ lie! to l)c twenty ; Cluverius the like: Tciffiera after him to have fix and 
ihiiTv miles CiKif.t i Skikard upon Tarich the like circumference ■, a circuit very large, 
hut occnlioncd by the many and fpac ions Gardens this as melt other Afiau Cities 
have, rather than from the numerous Buildings. John of Perjia in his time niirabrcd. 
her Inhabitants eighty thouland ; three huiidrcdthoiilhnd: 1 dare not gain fay 

their reports, bccaulc no prelcnt cnciuiry can well difprove them^ let us therefore rcit 
contented in her Defeription as I could oblcrve her to be at prefent. 

Shyraz is diftant from Ormus one hundred and eight far fangs, or three hundred and 
four and twenty miles ; from Larr one hundrc’d eighty fee ^ from Babylon three hundred *, 
from Spahawn two hundred and two and twenty , from the Cafpian Sea lix hundred*, 
from Caz-hyu four lunidrcd and eighty lix*, from Perifmv four hundred and forty j from 
Candahor three hundred and lixtv*, iroinTf^^ two hundred and nineteen from I'aza 
lixry miles FngliT,, or thereabouts. Tlie ancient Inhabitants were tlie Tapiri, 

Cartii and Ortbatn • now converted into Pare, Pitre, Fares and FarJiJltW. 

Shyr.iz at tliis day is the fecond City Ibr magnificence in the Monarchy of Pcrpa\ 
waieieil by Bmdumyr, {i\sPhil.F(rrarm in his Fpit> Centinm calls it, though indeed it is 
ilic Bridge, the water being called KurJ formerly either OrohH.<i as in Ptol. 1. 6. c. and 
/. (u f. 2 }. another of the like name being in Cahfyria, or clfe that Rho^omana in Piolomy, 
a River that draws her defeent from the Tapirtan, asfomc fiiy from the Parchoatrian 
Mountains, ami after above two bundled miles circling in meanders commixing with 
Choaffie. ( now Tabb ) and Vlay, not far from Faldai old Shitfian is now fo called; lole 
ihemfclvcs in the Gulph, and pr®raifcuoufly thence difgorgc thcmfelvcs into tiie ///- 
dutn Ocean. 

Some walls it flicws whii h were raifed by Vfun Cajfan the famous ArmcnianPnnccjWho 
lived An. upo-butfeemto Horn a limited bondigci for now it llrctches from the Souih-- 
c.ill to the North- weft well near three miles, and is not much lei's the other way i the 
com]}nfs being feven miles or thereabouts. It is very plcafantly ieated at the North- 
well end of a fpac ions Plain, twenty miles long and lix broad i circumvoivcd with 
Jolty Hills, under one of which this Town is Hated defended by Nature, enriched 
by Trade, and by An made lovely ^ the Vine-yards, Gardens, Cypreilcs, Sudatories 
and Temples ravilliing the c-ye and liiiell, fo as in every part flic appears delightful ancl 
beautiful. 

Here Art-nugick was firft hatched: Here iVwroflf for fomctimclivc-d : HercCym 
(the moil excellent of Heathen Primes) was born i and here (all but his head, which 
was kat to Pif^ard) iniomlied. Here the great Macedoman glutted liis Avarice and 
Bacchifm. Fkre the firft Sibylla lung our Saviour\ Incarnation. Hence the Mad arc- 
thought to have fet forth towards and here a of two hundred Kings 

have fwayed their Scepters. 

The Houles arc of Sun-burnt bricks, hard and durable”, the Buildings not very lofty, 
(feldom exceeding two ftories) Hat and tarrafled above, having Balconies and Windows 
ciirionlly trcllized: within they arc Ipread with Carpets ; little other furniture othei- 
W'here is noted. Sultan ShockzAllybeyJs Houfe ( wlierc the liift night we were banquet- 
ted ) is inferionr to few ; for his Dinning-room was high and round and Ipacious: The 
roof was arched, the walls imbolled with gold and wrought into Imagery, iblliadowcd 
that it was hard to judge whether imbolfcd, infculpt or iwintcd ; The windows were 



of painted glafs, the floor fprcad with curious Carpets. Few or none here arc witliout 
their Gardens (Forefts rather ) of high Chcnaers, (rcfemblingourEIm) andCyprclles : 

So as indeed a more delightful objed can hardly be, than what this City yields the eye 
from the neighbouring mountain. The Palaces rife fo amiably, and the Molques and Hum- 
mums with their cerulean tylcs and gilded Vanes, amoiigft the Cyprefles fb glitter by 
reftcaing the Sun-beams in a curious fplendor. 

Fifteen Mofques exprefs their bravery here, which in lhape are round (after the AU 
kaha,in Mec9,\) tiled with a plaiftcr made of lime-ftonc burnt, which fo foon as it is dry* 
becomes fo exceeding hard that it rather rclembles true ftone than mortar with 
which they do not onjbv parget the outlidc of their Houfes and trim it with paint after 
thcMorifco manner, Dutalfo fprcad the floors and arches of tlicir Rooms : But on the 
top and oiitlide thefe arc pargetted with Azure ilone refembJing Turquoilcs, lined 
molt part within with black wcll-poliflied Marble i and the tops are beautihedby many 
double gilded crcfccnts or fpircs which reverberate Hb Sun’s yellow flames moft de- 
lightfully. Two arc efpccially note-worthy in their ftecplcs, ( fo fomc call them) being 
Imall but exceeding high Towers: The one is fquare above fifty foot high in the body, 
leaded in fome part, in other part difcolourcd with gold and blue y the out fide var- 
nilhcdand wrought with knots and poclies, vaft and unfurniflicd( or rather unfinilhcd) 
within ; and above, fpiring in two llender but afpiring Mcoranes of wood, being 
round and coupled at the top, garnilhed with great art and coft, ^cry near as high as 
Tads in London \ from whole tops the clear voic’d Boys fing thrice every twenty four 
hours Edogies to their Prophets Ally and Mahomet i for, Bells arc no where tolerated in 
Mahometans Temples: The other ( rather refembling a royal Carravans-raw ) is qua- 
drangular*, the (iiperficicsof it invention, irabolled with gold, painted with 

azure, flagg’d with Porphyre, garnilhed in fcveral forms or^nazes, and made rcfplcn- 
dent at fomc folcmnitics by many Lamps and Torches. 

Other Mofques within this City are not fo remarkable, yet not fo mean as not to in- 
vite the obfervation •, for whatthey want in Architcdlure they fupply in Rcliques vene- 
rably accounted of for entombing the CarcalTes of fomc Alchoranijli Dodtors •, whole ft e- 
ming landlity hath got fuch repute amongft thole fupcrllitious People, their Tomb be- 
ing inricht by the fuperfluity of zeal, as no colt nor pains is thought too much to evi- 
dence the reality of their devotion. Some Sepulchres there are of well-polilhed Marble ^ 
others of Wood cut into an antickkind of carvings others exprefs the Painters Art, 
and other fome the Sculptors skill in Brafs and other metal *, fo that whye Art is defe- 
dive. Nature out of the treafures of darknefs has fupplied tlicm. In one place Shaw- 
meer^Ally Hamzy a prophetick Mahometan refts his bones, feven hundred years fince 
(fomc merrily lay ) ferried by Charon into Acheron for doting upon his Alcoran : The 
Mofque is fquare •, for thrcclcorc paces long I found the ftrudturc he is buried in to be, 
and in breadth juft fo many, lii another Sandentt-Emyramahowj contemporary (as 
tradition gives) mth Mahomet ’, and many more, whofeduft refts till the Trumpet di- 
^ofe them to a relurredlion. A little out of the Town is interred that learned Poet 
and Philofopher Majladid Saddi, who wrote the Rofaridm which is lately turned into 
Latin by Gentius : And near him his Brother Poet Hodgee Haier, whole Poems are of 
great efteem in Perfa, And indeed Shyraz, has a Colledgc wherein is read Philofophy, 
Aftrology, Phyfick, Chymiftry and the Mathcmaticks fo as ’tis the more famoufed 
through Perfia. Upon many of thefe Mofques the travelling Storks have piled their 
nefts, a bird ( as of the ^/Egyptians, fo) of thefe People divinely eftiinated, termed fio- 
tatis cdtrix by Petronm, 

The famous Stork^which buildeth in the Air, 
foflers her nakid young with tender care. 

And by that love their duty doth engage 
When need requires to help her feeble age : 

Nor fail her hopes for when pe cannot ftir, 

The pious Brood both feed and carry her. 

The Gardens arc many, and both large and beautiful*, fo as I may fiiy of this what 
the Syrians attribute to thole of Damajeus, Operatijfimi font in hortis : Several ol them (as 
I paced ) are eight hundred paces long and four hundred broad. But Hony^paw ( which 
is the King’s ) diallcnges fiipcriority over all the reft, being fquare every way 2000. 
paces. Mjlt ol’ them lafeguirded with walls fourteen foot high and four foot thick ; 
and which from their fpacioufncfs and plenty of Trees rcfemble groves or wildcrnellcs,

W'alinirN, Apricocks, Plums, Almonds, Figs, Dates, and Melons of both forts exceed- 
ing fair and of incomparable IWcetnefs ; alfo Flowers rare to the eye, fweet to the Ihiell, 
7ind uiefu! in Phylick. The earth dry, but green-, the air falubrious,thoiig|> lharp a little 
n\hiJe ; yea, fuch as may make good Tihaliu his fancies of Elyjmm : For,

So as I muJl acknowledge it a truth, that as the Eafl: is more warm, fo more refrefli- 
ing and j)Icarant liiaii the Weft, and through the gentle intlaciicc of the Sun and Wind 
makes both Flowers and Fruits much more delicious, fucculcnt and fair than we find in 
the Otcidcntal Regions. /nOriewrc (iaith V'icmnenattts lib> 2 . in Arift. Meteor. ) omnia 
fuai'iora quam in Occidentc gignantur ; Solis videlicet intenfiore calorc illic dominante : atq^e 
eitam terris ex halitibtu Oceani, cujus aqua pingues fu)7ty pinguefaSlis, Again, Orientales 
partes funt calidioresy quia dextra pars ftnt Cali & univerfiy ere. And Albertm gives this 
rcafoii for it: triplicem vim Orientalibus infundity fmplieem Occidtntalibw : inOriente 

enim radiot qut calort< initium funt primum mittity deinde foulatim ad cum Occidentis calerem 
augc,^. And in another place : Orientales ilias partes negari non potefiy calidiores ejfe OccU 
dent^iltbusy cum Aromata omnis generis adores cr delicUs veluti emnes in Hits nafei videa- 
ttuiSy quod fine calore validiori fieri non potejl, frjuidem tn Oteidentey qui eft frigidiory tninime 
nafeumur. And Olymptodorus gives us this rcalbn : S(d enim ah Occano ad orientales Terras 
iendit, itaque omnes cm fiatim ilhminaty & calore fovet. So as it may be granted that 
the Eall has j)rcem!ncncc over the Weft for fruits, plants, grain, fpiccs, drugs, herbs. 
Gems, Minerals, and other things. This oncly contrad ids that, liui Oriens nobis efiy 
nlits ( fi (ketdens y e comrarioy qui Occidens Oriens y totquc Orientes & Occidentes habeantuTy 
(jim ht longttudinem funt hahitaiionesy &c. Farther it is agreed (faith Bodin) by joint con- 
1‘uii of tlie Helirewsy Greek^ and Latinesy that the Eall is better tempered than the Weft j 
and that by the Prophets in Holy Writ the Eaft feems to challenge a dignity and fupc- 
lionty above the Weft ; to which truth fcvcral Philo fophers and Hiftorians fubfcribe,as 
AmmiantUy Strahoy Pliny and others, backt witii the judgement of Hippocratesy Galeuy 
and other grave Writers, who all averr that in Afa all or nioft things are much fairer 
and better than in Europe and that the Orient produces flowers, Iruits, fpices and 
other commodities, as alfo greater plenty of gold, lilver, pearls and precious ftoncs, 
than the Occident. Which may fully evinc • an oppolite judgment ^ elpccially feeing 
Almighty God in the lirft Creation of the Wo d was plcafed to endow the Eaftcrn 
parts of the Earth witli the bell temper ; And from whence (faith Carpenter ) all other 
parts derive their original. 

Amongll other paftimes there ufed, 1 remember I faw ropes or cords ftretched from 
tree to tree in fevei aJ gardens, hoys and Girls and fometime thole of riper years Twing- 
ing upon them the Turki clpecially during the Bjfram rime ufing th.u recreation : a pas- 
time firft pradiied by the Athenians. ] may coiilinc my commendations to a fmall com- 
j)afs, places more remote being at this day fteril, mountainous and unable ( if then as 
itow ) to mRkc Alexander an Epicurcy the Wine excepted, which is indeed the molt ge- 
nerous grape of Perfia, and famoufed all over the Orient. Nothing more complained 
of by the inhabitants than want of waters yet a pretty fliallow Rivolct it has, and 
might have more were the Citizciis more induftrious a gallant River ( Cyrm of old ) 
ftreaming not fifteen miles thence in the way to old Pcrfepolts, which by pipes like other 
Aquaduds might he drawn thither. 

* The Cfrenians and Epicureans phccthciT fummum bonum or chief felicity, in plcafurc, 

and make vertuc to he the Hand-maid without which Felicity cannot be well at- 
tended. Diogenes Laertius tells us, That Felicity is onely a ferenity and tranquillity of the 
Mind free to delight, and void of all fadnefs or perturbation : whence 1 may conclude 
thcl'c Shyr.r ions of that Scd. For at the Nowrouz. or Spring, they not onely fend Vefts, 
but other P relents to one another \ a ceremony no lefs ancient than Cyrmya% Xenophon has 
it. Alfo Plutarch in vita Alcxandri notes, That Artaxerxes the Great gave MJthridates 

(that 




(that inihappy Captain who fufFcrcd a mifcrablc death by the cruelty of Parifatis the 
Queen-mother for vain-boalling that he Hew Cyrus her Son when in rebellion ) a Gown 
or Veftof gold which he wore during a Royal banquet: Pradifed TiXPoby jilexMtderyyi}^^ 
having put upon his head the royalDiadem of Prryirf, veiled divers of the Macedonian Of- 
ficers with Robes of Gold ; Longas veftes auratas^tmcrc juhet, faith Juft. 1. n. in ufe alfo 
amongft the Romans of old. Mgujlus inter varia mumfenta togas infufcr & pallia difiribuit^ 
leoe propofitay tU Romani Graco^ Grad Romano habitu uterentury Rofin.lib. 5 . j^ntiy. Rom. 

Then alfo tbq Gardens are opened for all to walk in. The Women likewife for four- 
teen days have liberty to appear in publick^ and when loole (like birds cnfranchifed ) 
lolc themfelves in a labyrinth of wanton fports. The Men alfo, fomc riding, fome fit- 
ting, fomc walking, are all in one tune, drinking, linging, playing till the Bottles prove 
empty, fongs be fpent, or tiiar Morpheus lay his Caducem over them. In all my liJc 1 ne- 
ver faw People more jocund and lei's quarrelfom. 

'They revel /dl the nighty and drinkjhe roundy Hie noftem luJo Jucunt, & pncula l*ti 

Till Wine and (leep their giddy bratns confound. Confundunt ecrebris, lomno vindqj fcpult 

And’tistobe feared Challity is no vertuehcrc*, an unfeen martyrdom: For heat 
makes lull fo outragiousthat they make little defence againll it, thinking pleafure to be 
a delightful Conquerour. Now, how far fuch liberty coheres with that tenet of the EpU 
cures mentioned by Cedrinusy E"oluptatemejfe finemfapientium&bonorumy I determine not ^ 
feeing that Epicurtu his Summum bonumconftabat volupme ^ non corporis fed animi. How- 
ever," ’tis a certain Rule, That Vt Fenus enervat viresy fie copia Bacchi Tcntabit ore jfuSy de- 
hilitdtqtie pedes. To return. This Feaft of the Nomouz^ was begun by Kin^‘'Shalelladyn 
SoiioiVlp-JrJlany and is commonly celebrated when the Sun enters into rlrtesy lor 
than this they celebrate no Feaft more folemnly- Somewhat of Emangoly^awn the great 
Duke and his Banquet. 

This Man is a Georgian by defeent, a Mujfulman by profcATion, and one of thole Tc~ 
trarchs that under rihbas rule the Empire. His Territories reach every way well-nigh 
four hundred miles y and afford him the Titles of jrirch-Dukg of Shyrai^y Sultan of Lnrr 
and Jaartmny Lord of Ormus, Maaueroony Kermoeny Chufijlan, Sigejlany and Farftjlany 
Prince of the Gulph of Perfia and Hies there, the Great Beglerbegy c:oinmandcr of twelve 
Sultans, fifty thoufiind Horfe, Have to Shaw.-jibbasy Protedor of Mu/fulmen, liutmeg of 
comfort, and Role of delight. 

lie is of an extraordinary defeent for Nobility (as Honour goes in thefe parts)his Fa- 
ther andGrand-faihcr having been Dukes afore him -, but (which is no lefs ftrangc)pri- 
vilcdgcd from degradation by jibbas his Oath upon a good occafion : JUcnlican his Fa- 
ther having been victorious in fomc engagements againft both Turk^nd Tartar it added 
no fmall luftre to Aiahomet Codobandaes Diadem : molt memorably when ( by command 
of Amurath ) the fawey Baflta of Rhyvan with fifteen hundred Mulqucts breathed defi- 
ance againft Morad the Chielfal Governour for prefuming to take part with Jjmael in that 
famous overthrow they gave the Tierks on the Calderan Plain in the year 1 5 14. as they 
arrogate to tlicmfelves *, albeit the Turks acknowlcdg it not. Morad being thus unex- 
pciftcdly allaulted, fends a timerousextufe; which rather enraged the who was 
no( to be pacified till Morad had glutted his appetite with a Prefent of two thouland 
pound in gold, commanding him thence to Na^ivan (^o\d Artaxata ) and by that time 
hungry again. Alicolkhan {Shavf~Mahomet\ Lieutenant in (Jeor^w^exprelTing his diiplea- 
furc againft Morad undertakes to make the Turl^cat cold Iron, meat the ^^1»4 cared npt 
for, but by Ally^culicarh fierce charge with fix thoufiind Horfe made him return his 
bribe back fo as after a fmall difpute the Turk, was forced to a Ipecdy retreat over 
Arui-Taiirus ( now Mez,is~Titur) and gave the valiant Georgian the liberty to extrad a 
treble Contribution from Morad for his complLonce with the Turk.- and then return- 
ing viClor to the Court, Abbas knowing that reward is as powerful a fupport of State as 
punilhment, for that good fervicc recompenced him with the Shyraz. Dukedom, and his 
Son after him no lefs fortunate in Sha.. Abbas his field-fervice,having quieted Georgia, 
dued Larr and (hmus, and made tributary part of Arabia and Diarhec. 

Some days after our being here the Great Duke abfented himfclf mccrly to plcalc 
his hiimoui for albeit Sir 5 took the pains to ride unto him, and to tell 
how acc^tablc his being in Town would be at the Ambafladour’s Entrance, he an- 
fwer’d ; tit was no dilhonour for any Man (his Maftcr excepted; to ftay his leifurc ; Not 
knowing or not confidcring That the Pcrfoiisof Ambailiidours arc lacred, and challenge 
high rcipci^t in all places, according to the cuftom and conient of all Nations, both from 
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the rcprefentation they make and the nature of tlicir imployment" : So that this would 
not have' been tudurcci had our Ambafladour been provided with a Convoy and ne- 
ccllary accommodations for travel ; which wanting, tonftrained him lo praftile pa- 
ticnc e. Alfci lix day^ attendance, his Emincncy nituie liis Entrance into Sheraz, attend- 
ed with ’ ilorfc, where he took his cafe two days vvitliont the Icalt notice of our 
Ambafiridour. At length, finding that our Ambafladour would not make application to 
him, be feiit a Gentleman to invite him to his Palace, who returned with this an- 
; That he was weary, having come a great journey, and tlmt his joj»’.-ncy was to 
li c Ills Mailer. The Duke not pleafed with tliat nicliiigc thought it belt nevcTthcIefs to 
dillcmble it, (knowing the King had given exprefs command that in his palJiigc he 
Ihould every where receive lionoiir and hearty welcome i ) fo after foine panic, the 
Duke fent word hepurpolcd next day to vilit him : yet Jailed in his pcomift”, but his 
Son the Bc^lerbcj^ ( eighteen years old; tame in peribn to cxculc him. Next day our Am- 
baifadoin' lent woi d by Shoe Ally hc^ to the Duke’s Son, That his Vilit llioiild be retalia- 
ted; Umatiffoly^t^mn the Father Jeemsto be difpleafcd that he had not the honour of 
the firlt \uiu and marvelled what kind of People we were, lince his own little Icfs 
than adoiedhim -, neverthclcfs made ufc of it to his own fatisfadion *, for he was no 
foonci alighted near the Duke’s Palace, when by Shoc-Ally~hcg he was ulhercd into a 
Jong gallcTy? rich in commun beauties, Plate, Carpets, and" other furniture ^ where 
( contrary to expciflation ) the Duke himfcif (like a flatna) at the end of the room fat 
crofs-legg'd, not moving one jot till the Ambafladour was almoU at him ; and then (as 
one affrighted ) skij^t up, imbraced and bad him welcomes vouchfafingalfo (upon 
knowJcdgthathts attendants were Gentlemen) to give us the Hojfwmody faffowardy-, and to 
entertain us with a Hanquet. So after two hours merriment we departed, invited to 
return next day to a moie folcmn welcome. The entertainment our Ambalfadour had 
was Wine and Sweet-meats, which were of variety, and tlicn but according 

to the conunoii mode orthcfeHaflcrnpartsthcdancingW/cnchcswcnttowork, agree- 
able to w hat riHia-rch Symf. i . relates in his time, J'crj'tt mn cum Vxoribtu, fcdpel/icibM fal- 
Ja»tj or mbriumnr • for iirJl throwing olf their loole garments or Veils, the other was 
dole to their body refcnibling troozes, but of fcvcral pieces of Sattenof fundry colours 
(as there much uiedO tbcii hair was long and dangling in curls ^ about their faces 
were lui.’ig ro])e.s of Pearl, Carquenets let witJi Hones about their necks, and about 
their wriils and legs vverc wreathed golden Bracelets with bells, which with the Cym- 
bals and Timbrels in their hands made the bell contort : Their dancing was not after the 
iifu.';! manner *, for each of them kept within a fmall circle and made as it were every 
limb dance in order after each other, even to admiration. Thefe arc they whom I may 
^•xyConvivia Uia frenuerntm. Tibia demulcent fortitus & fiftula, nbique CantHS & faints & 
grata Ucc.ttia vttlgiyKualcs ejfejelent rpuUs vindp madentes. 

Next day being < ome, we were condudeaby a Sultan thorow two fair Courts, whence 
on foot we were ulhercd into a ftatelyBanqucting-houfe, which was a large room open 
at the hde.s, fnpported with twenty gilded pillars, the roof imhoffed with gold, and 16 
cxnuilitely painted as if Trfenge the Apelles of Perjia had pencilled it : the ground was 
fpre-ad with extraordinary rich Carpets of iilk and gold:, a State at one end of crimfon 
fatten was creded cmliroidered with Pearl and Gold, under which the Duke was to in- 
throne himfelf. Upon one fide thereof -was painted his Ormm Trophies *, no coll,, no 
Art being left out to do it to advantage. For it exprclled their encamping upon the 
Ihore, their aflhults, ftorms, batteries, entrance; plunder of the City, malfacTe of the 
Ormufians \ feme beheaded, fomc chain’d, fome their heads ferving for girdles : as alio 
the Englijb fea-fights and the like ^ But fo to life

And when the green and crimfon curtains or feenes of filk were drawn, there was a 
lively prolped into a great fquarc Court, which upon this oc cnfioii to aggrandize the 
invitation was round let with the prime Men of the City, as allb into another adja- 
cciit Court, where I think 1 told near five hundred Plebeians, who ( Mofeo like) were 
invited to illuftratc the Duke’s magnificence. 

Before this great Duke meant to difplay his radiance(for as yet he was not q||rrcd)Sii: 
I^dnme Caiton was featcd on the left hand of the State i ( where note, that all Afia over 
the left being the I'word hand is moft honourable; ) upon the other fide lat the difi on- 
tented Prince of Tartary, At the Amballadours left hand was fcated the Beylerbeg (the

Duke’s cldelt Son, and nc:<t to him the captive Kim> of Ormm, Next to the rtertttr Prince 
fat Threbu-cavpn a difconfolatc Prince of Georgia, a gallant Perfon, expert in Arms, and 
aconftant Chriltian. Oppolite to the State Sir Robert Sherley fcated himfelf : and in 
the fame room with fuch Gentlemen as attended the Amballiidour were placed the :wo 
Princes of (omc Sultans and other great Oflicers. The reft of the Banqiieting- 

rooni was lilled with Perfons of note, as Sultans, Afcrchams and Coofelba^joes. During 
wJiicii entertainment young Ganymedes array’d in cloth of gold with long crifped locks of 
hairs, (rclcftidliug thofe Pueri calamifirati fulchre indufiati mentioned in j4fuleius his Ban- 
quet)wcnt up and down bearing llagons ot gold filled with choic e Wine which they prof- 
fered to all the C'.ompany one by one fo long as the Fealt endured. Upon t!ie c:arpets 
were fpread tine coloured pintado Table-cloths forty ells long at leall •, broad thin 
pan cakes fix one upon another ferved for trenchers, near which were fcaticrcd wooden 
jpooiis whole handles were almott a yard long, and the fpoons lb thick and v/idc as re- 
quired right fpac ions mouths to render them lerviccable. The Fealt was compounded 
of feverai forts of pclo of various colours, andltorc of candied dried fruits and meats-, 
variety a I lb of Dates, Pears, and Peaches curioiifly conferved fuch I took notice oL 
(I mean as pleafed me bell) were Jaacks, Myrobalans, Duroyens, Piftachoes, Almonds, 
Apr icocks, Qaiiicos, Cherries, and the like. ^ The Duke is not yet taken notice of ^ the 
truth is, his Emincncy wasnot yetentred : Nor were we forry that when our bellies were 
full our eyes might have the better leifure to furvey his greatnefs. Kov/beit, the Fealf 
was no fooncr ended but the vulgar multitude Itrove to rend the sky with Tough Ally- 
WhoddawPaJliat, i. c. Ally and God be thanked, exprefling by voice and mulick their joy, 
and tlieii like that in Ovtd,

the Eccho being as the fignal for that great Duke to enter. His Entrance was ulhcrcd 
by thirty comely Youths who were veiled in crimfonSiitten Coats, their Tnlipants were 
lilk and iilver Wreathed about wuth fmall links of gold j fomc had alfo Pearl, Rubies, 
Turquoifes, and Emeralds, (for 1 do not remember that I law one Diamond i ) they 
were guirded with rich hilted Swords in embroidered Scabbards they had Hawks up- 
on their fills, each hood fet with Hones ol‘ value. After them the Duke followed i his 
Coat was of blew Satten very richly embroidered with filvcf, upon which, he wore a 
Robe of extraordinary length, glorious to the eye^ for it was fo thick powdered with 
Oriental Pearl and glittering Gems, as made the ground of it inpcrfpicable not lefs 
rich ( 1 thought ) than the Emprefs Agrippina, when cloathcd in a Robe of woven biir- 
nilhed gold : His Turbant or Mandil was of fmeft white lilk interwoven with gold, 
befludded with Pearl and Carbuncles i his Scabbard was fet all over with Rubies, Pearls 
and Emeralds,luch as that whicli Pompey found worn by ATithridates,w^[\i^d at four hundred 
Talcnts,P/Mf. P^ita Pomp, mentions : His Sandals had the like embroidery j lb as he leemed 
that day to relcmblc >4rr4.vfr.v«, whofc Apparel was commonly valued at ten thouland 
Talents, as Plutarch rclatcth. To this glorious Idol the People offered their devotion 
in many Tellalams, bowing and knocking their foreheads d la mode againftthe ground : 
Sir Robert Sherley conllantly wearing the Perfian habit, alfo fizadaed very formally ; and 
after that in a Cup of pure gold drank his Eminences health, and then (knowing it would 
plcafc the Duke) put it in his pocket, with this merry complement. That after lb un- 
worthy a Perfon as himfelf had breathed in it, it waslbme indignity to return it ; which 
the Duke amiably accepts as good fatisfadion: but perceiving our Ambafladour not 
very merry, darted him a fmilc, then drank the King his Mailer’s health, and exceed- 
ing civilly bad him and his Company heartily welcome, and fo withdrew. The truth 
is, our Ambafladour was fcarce well pleafed at the Duke’s long abfcncc and proud car- 
riage, yet prudently diflembled it : fo after reciprocal Sallams, fome CoofeWafliavps at- 
tended him to his Horfe, and fo returned to his Lodging. 

Capable is this Arch-Duke to pnrehafe his renown at thofe high rates, his yearly Re- 
venue being bruited excelTive great: For (fay Merchants) he has towards four hundred 
thouland domains per annum, ( a Tomain is five Marks Sterling-, ) out of which he pays 
fifty thoufand Horfe upon muller : His Plate and Jewels are commonly ellimated ( how 
ccr toinly 1 cannot tell) at three hundred thoufand Mammodees, a Afammodee is our Shilling. 
A fcantling of his great wealth may be taken by that memorable Prefent or New-Years- 
Gift he fent the King ( upon Meloembeg the Fifcals fccrct advice) three Years fince, ‘viz^ 
Fifty flagons of gold, feventy two of filvcr, and in Larees the value of four hundred 

and 
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and I'lX'ty five thoufiind i'Urm ; the whole being three hundred and fifty cozelbalh Ca- 
mels load : A royal Prefent, betides Wines •, and for which the King ( as a fymbole of 
ids aueptante) remunerates the Duke with fifty Courfers, fix change of rich 

Gannciir-'i a fword he wore himfclf, and his word that he thould continue in that Com- 
inancb which to the Duke was moft fignificant. 

This Duke here and in other Scr^^/w’s { Harams the Terfms call them) has above three 
Jiiiiidrcd Concubines: No furcr way inthefc Ta^an Countreys to di It inguilh one Mans 
great nefs from another than by exceeding in that fort of voluptuoufncfs : afbeit he hunts 
elfewhcre, other fports ferving but as a provocation. Nor do they refrain more manly 
exercifes; as chafing the Lion, hunting the Tygre, clillodgingtlie Pore, unkennelling 
the ]ackall and the like : At which iports he firit raifes whole Countreys, not lels than 
twenty thoufand Men ferving to rouze that kind of favage gamci for when the whole 
herd arc imbattclled upon ibmc mountain tliey impale it with a huge toyl of wyre and 
cords fupported with flakes (fix hundred CamcK load ) and lb either dart them from 
without the rail or venture in, and by (by drawing a ciofs line ) finglc what beall tliey 
plcafe to combat with Sword and Lance *, nor want they Hounds train’d ibr that ge- 
ncroi^ fport : and having kill’d forac,fufFcr the reft to ellapc for further paftime. Phi- 
lotaA in all >'//aWfrs marches had ever ready i iooo fadom of net and toil to impale 
mountains the better to hunt wild Beafts, &c^ R^Trojtts Pomp, rccoidcth. So as it feems 
in that Countrey this is no new invention- 

Two days after thisFeail, the Duke with a Train or Cavalcade of thirty ShImus 
and Cooz.e/haJhatvs came gallopping to AHy-cavm-, ( fo the Houfe was called we lodged 
at , ) and albeit he endeavoured to furprize Sir Dodwore Cotton with a liiddcn Vilit, yet 
fuch was the fcaibnablc intelligence he then had, that at his alighting he found a 
iboice lliadc as the firftpart .of his ciitcrtaiiuneiii, and then Chambers neatly ftir- 
nidied, from the Balcony looking into a plcafiint Garden where large Cyprclfcs and 
other Trees appeared in their bell apparel lor his better welcome. Hci e the facetious 
Duke encamped with all his Coin|)any, rcfolv’d to encounter the fury of his own wine 
and our £A^^/#Jl>Cii\mick*watcrs‘, loi Vis their belief, That

Dulcia Vina levant, animiUji & viribus aiigcnt. 

And give me leave to repeat, no part of the World has of Wine better than Sheraz.: 
So tliat for three hours the skirmifh continued, charging one another with equal refolu- 
tion. Many bottles and flagons were emptied, but by llratagcm from the Duke’s quar- 
ters revived afrellv, thuiidring fuch an alarm in the Duke’s brains, that at his mount- 
ing his Horfc he fell back-, aud had not our Ambalfadour ( who a> he was very abfte- 
mious fo was he moft civil) by chance upheld him, he had been dilinountcd. Mr. Sta~ 
dart of Caernarvon and Mr, Emery (two Gentlemen attending the Ambafladour in his 
Chmnbcr ) helped them homewards. Next day the Duke fcnliblc of his civil Treatment 
ictuincd his thanks in a Prefent of twelve good Horfes, with bridles and rich faddles 
fuiiing them ; by which it appeared that all were plcafed, and the Ambalfadour ( who 
without liich an entertainment had never fetisfied them) acquired the Epithete of a ge- 
nerous and well-bred Perfon. After other Ceremonies of welcome ( in which pifcalhcs 
and gifts were not left out ) we had leave to profccutc our travel towards the Court : I 
call it leave, the Duke now feemed fo unwilling to part with us: The Ambalfadours 
Attendants alfo (purfuant to the Duke’s diredioris) were very well mounted and fur- 
nifhed with frefli Camels and Afinegoes for our Sumpters } able Beafts, capable to en- 
dure tlic brunt of travel. Great is the difference betwix-t the Turks and Perfians : For 
the Turks being by Law prohibited, abftain from Wine, yet drink it covertly *, but the 
Pet/ian now i^as of old) di ink with freedom openly and with excels, it was fo of old i for 
/Plutarch in the Life of Artaxerxes reports the Perfians were liberal Wine-bibbers and 
lovers of Ma^^ick^ Cyrus craftily endeavouring to fupplaiit his Brother Artaxerxes in 
the Crown before the Battel of Comexa being his Lieutenant in the lefler Afia, the bet- 
ter to ingratiate himfclf with the Lacedemonians writ unto them, and among other 
vertues boafted that he was fitter to rule than Artaxerxes And the realbii he gave was 
this, He could drink more Wine and better underftood Natural Magick^ than his Bro- 
ther did. Peradventure the fame zeniw was in this great Duke we are now Ipcakine of. 
Topiocced. 

Six and twenty days we confumed in Shcraz., forced to fo long commorance by the 
merry Duke \ 16 as on Lady-day in Lent we departed^ thence towards Spaham the Pet- 
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(tan Metropolis. IJiit I cannot willingly part without firft colcbrating our rale diclttm 
in this Chariftcry. 

Why fhould our Wits difpute where Eden flood t 
If in the Barth or Airy or if the Flood 
Did (poil the furface : thus we feU from thence ! 

And too much knowled^ lofl the reftdence. 

^ Tet if that Place remain, for us to guefl 
By outward attributes of Happinefl,

Thy curious profreEty lodges, foil, the rich

My thoughts did run on Adam’j Banifhment. 

Yet c^rc wc go further, let me give you a brief Account of fuch Potentates (to let 
pafs Solomon whom they derive thcmfelves from) as had their Scat-royal in Sheraz., begun 
feven hundred Years ago, and but lately ended. The firft of which was Abu^vez. Dei- 
lamjhaw, by fome faid to defeend lineally from Adfljer the laft King of Perfia, and the 
hundredth in defeent from>^</4»f asjthey pedegorizc', and from his Name and the delight 
he took in Fifiiing and Navigation is injurioudy termed a Fifher-manv no otherwife 
than T merlane was a Shepherd, from the manner of living molt ufual amongft Hoords 
or Septs in T mary. Deilamfljow firnamed Boiakov Moheia rather,vvhich fignifics a Filh) 
had three Sons Ally, Huflan, and Achmet. A^ firnamed AbenJiajfen had no Iflue : his 
Father and he, were both buried in Sheraz. An. Dorn. 940. Heg. 5 20. Huflan by the death 
of his elder Brother became Lord of Parc, Hery, Hierac and Corazan *, and Achmet had 
afiigned Kerman and Macron, To Huflan fucceeded a ftranger Zedda-Mohee by Name 
bro^ht in by Muftapha the Babylonian Caliph ; to whom fucceeded EynoAuddaul who had 
no llluc. Rocnadaul ( Huflan^s Son) being poflefled of his Father’s Seigniories died peace- 
ably Anno Dorn, 980. Heg, 360. dividing firft his Territories amongft his three SonS| 
Sherfa-daule, Shamfdauks and Bahao-daules : The eldeft had Shyraztan, Lareflan and iCrr- 
man', the fccond,, Hierac mi Diarbec', the youngeft had Cerioom and Tabrifl^. Sher- 
fadaub died Illuelcfs An. Dorn. 990. Heg. 370. fb as the fecond Brother inherited', who 
foon after his Coronation was difpatcned by treafon, fo that the Seigniory dcfccndcd 
upon Bahao-daules youngeft Son of King Rocnadaule, Bahao-daule ruled 12 years, at 
his death commanding that his eldeft Son Sultandaule fhould fuccced him. This Prince 
being trained up in field cxcrcifcs from his cradle albeit by his valour he enlarged his 
Empire, yet could not defend himfelf from Hocem Mdjharafdaule his reftlcfs Brother, 
till by agreement the Kingdom was divided between them : to Sultandaule was allotted 
Farfiflan and Aywaz. \ to Hocen, Hierakeyn. At that time Gelaladaul their Brother was 
invefted with the Caliph-fliip of Bagdat An. Dom, 1021. Heg. i. and Sultandaul dying 
was An. Dom. 1025. buried in Shyraz with great folcmnity. Abdul-cawn his Son ruled 
after him; but perceiving the Crown to totter by the unnatural pradi^s of Syarfuddaul 
(called alfo Abul-favar) his trayterous Uncle, he was forced to fly to Gelaladaul his other 
Uncle the late made Kaliph 3 who was glad of this occafion, having long looked with a 
Iquint-eycof ambition upon his Nephew’s Diadem; But diffembling it, with a great 
Army he defeends from Bagdat, with eafe expels Abul-favar, and then mounts himfelf 
into the Throne, to amazement i who to lave his life flyes into Arabia : 

Whiles Mahomet Gazneby {xomHindoflam enters forccably into Hyrac and Shervan,hvx. was 
quickly forced to letxeat into Sableflan, Piire at that inftant being miferably plundered by 
Turquemen and Deliamans. Abul-favar by that time got fo highly into the Caliph's favour,

that he was rcltoi cd to the Crown *, but death cut off his hopes, leaving Abdul cawn the 
banilhed Prince his right, who upon this advantage returns and is by his Subjeds joy- 
fully welcomed : But he alfo furfeiting of too much joy lived not long after it ^ for feeing 
no way but one, he commends his Body to the Earth and bequeathed the Royalty to 
Abo:- flit lec'itahim (or the Merciful ) who dyed An^ Dom. 1054. 434. without llluc ^ 

V' ill vi’om after a leries of fifteen King) took end the Mobeym Race or Family. 

To Melcc^Ruhim fuccceded Abumanfer w'ho pretended himfelf to be the legitimate Son 
ol GeUladaul the above-mentioned Calhh. Abumanfor took to Wife DaAta Daughter 
of T ojhalbeg and after five years reign dyed in Ktrmotn^ and lies buried at Hurb^n not 
ihr from Jafquis. He had five Sons by that Lady; Abumanfor-phuiad-fottotj Chozree- 
pherttz.^. AhudfecTy AbHz.eddaiy and Aboally k^^zrao, Abtmanjbr enlarged Shyraz. and 
j'pared for no coft to make it beautiful : but while he bulled his fancy at home, his am- 
bitious Brother Cofme-pheruz uncxpcdedly took polTeflion of his Territories. Revenge 
purifies ; for travelling to Baudot to Ice his fick Grand-fire ToJhAbegj liis cruelty to his 
Brother being there tailed in qucltion and proved, he was forthwith committed to a 
loathfom prifon where famine and ftcnch quickly made an end of him. This Iharpdi- 
fciplinc could not terrific Jbuzedday the fourth Brother from intruding into Abmna»for's 
right: albeit his injured Brotlier having cfcaped had gathered an Army, who lb Hood 
to" him that Zedday in the Confiid was (lain witli molt of his AUbciatcs. Abumanfor one 
would think was born to an Iron deltiny being unable at his lecond return to fafeguard 
himfelf from Fazfle his Lieutenant who unawares feized upon him, and fecured him in 
a iioifom prifon, adorning his bafe brows witli his Maftcr’s Princely Diadem. Which 
treachery Aboaify the youngeft Brother coHid not refent •, for he takiji|; a happy advan- 
tage pulls it from Fazjele and crowns him with one ( better becoming Tray tors.' offlanu 
ing Iron. Aboally after he had foyercigniz’d feven years was arreiled by death An.Dom, 
1 100. Heg. 480. and for mnt of Iflfie die Scepter falls to Maimmcd Ahutalip To^ulbe^y 
Son of Michael, Son of Salyjuciut, Son of Didacus a Turqueman. 

In the Salffucian Family it continued till Maktmcd Abul-cafan died Att. Dom. 1110. Hcg. 
60Q. without Ifliic. For then a Race of Tartars followed, fucccfsfully conduded by 
Ciftf’s-cawK Lord of Ketoa-kotan, Afaitrenahar and Cazjichett. Almoflanfor-bila-Manfor then 
fitting Caliph of Meccha and Baudot. To Cingis-cam who dyed An. Dom. 1228. follow’d 
Tuh-caw» and 0 }agatay-€awn. "trom ChagatM dclccndcd Tamerlane whofe llTuc now rule 
D/dta imra Gangem. After the Tartar the Turki ^rcfli planted here, led by Chara Ma- 
homed An. Dom. 1415. Heg. 795. original of the Karakula gujpan or black Sheep as they 
ftile thcmfelves, banillied-4». Dow, 1470. i*^.8 50. by -4cf»-^p^(othcrwifc called LJ/iw- 
Cajfan ) an Armenian, whole Grand-fon Ahan was the laft of the white Sheep or Aeorlur 
gufpan, fliorn to the very bone by JzrnaeLSophy his ambitious Kinlman Anno Dom. 1504. 
Heg. 8S4. lz.mael was Great-Grandfather to Abbas die Terjian King who now reigns, 
and is of the Ben-Allyan or Sophyan ftem or pedigree. 

From Sljyraz we travelled to Ferfepolis which is thirty Englifi miles to the North-eaft 
of Sliyraz. Firft we palTcd that noted Aquadudt rcfembling that at TangheAolon, the 
pipes by fupporters reaching from Mountain to Mountain •, fo as by the Jn£ans ’tis called 
Ecbar Tanghy, by the PerJiansTanghe-buzzurk, fignifying the lame thing, that is The great 
Strait from whence the water is conveyed into moft plcafant Gardens full of Flowers 
and Fruit, on each fide vifiblc : It alfo fcrvcs the Duke’s great Pond Itorcd with Filh and 
Fowl, fo as it alTords him great delight,and no Icis pleafure unto weary Travellers. The 
reft of the way was fomewhat fandy, and about the mid-way hilly *, from whence to 
chilmanor arc about ten miles, in which mid-way runs the River Cyr or ^nu, over 
which is a well-built Bridge of ftone called Bynd^Emyr ; i. e. the Prince’s Bridge. And 
being come to Ferfepolis, lirft fuffer me to prdfint you in little with the revival of the 
Palace as it ftood in pcrfcflion. 

PERSEPOLIS was the Metropolis of the World fuch time as the Monarchick 
Scepter was fwayed by Cyrus and the fuccceding Kings, untill the fubverlion of that Em- 
pire by great Alexander. By that name it is ufually called in all Greeks and Latine Au- 
thors*, for fo we find in 2 MacehAt. 9* 2. which St. Hierome reports was writ in Greek, 
where *118 called Ferfepolis', huthy the Ferfians and other Oriental Nations was Named 
Elamis, as in the 1 Macehab. 6 . which Book was writ in Hebrew ; thofe various Originals 
occafioiiicg that difference of Names ; but by comparing tholfi two, the ftory or matter 
of Ifivt appears to be the lame j fo as it is evident that Elamis and Ferfepolis were one 
lame City. U'hich being fo, that fuppofition which FofleBus and others have that Shu- 
pan and Elamts was one, is of no more weight in my apprehenfion than that of Ferra- 
rius who in his Epitome Vrbium erroneoufly makes Shyrax. to be feituated in that place. 

More- 
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Moreover, as the Name Perfefolis is a derivative from Perfia, lb was Elamis from£/I^ 
by whicb laft that Countrey was denominate untill Daniel's time ; albeit in Ms 2 v o’ 
we find the Perjians called Elamites by the fews who then fpake the Syrian Toneue ’ ’’’ 
Now albeit the firft Founder of this City is thought to be Sofarmm third in fucceflion 
from Maces, who confpiring with Belochus the Babylonian Governour arainft Sardma- 
Jn Mti^i 3 1 so. put a period to Affyrtm Empire after it had continued under 
eight and thirty pat Kings : Nprthelcls the City was enlarged and beautified by CV- 
rtts and Can^fes his Son, and made the Royal Scat upwards of two hundred vears ^du- 
ring the reign of thirteen Kings, the laft of whom was Darius vitimm, who unwillinelv 
gave place unto the Greeks, In its flounlhing condition it was ( laith P Curtim and n 
Siedus) the richeft, the nobleft, and the lovciicft City under the Sun ^So rch as in 
vited Antiochus Efiphanes ( for his frantick humour nick-named Ffimanes) to march thf 
thcr with a confiderabic Army in hope of maftering the greateft Exchequer in the Wor d 
with like fuccels he had at prufalem, whence he had but a little before lacrilccioullv 
ravilhed ten Tnn of gold *, but hence by the Citizens and Dianah Priefts that avaricious 
5 yrw»wasrepulfed with fhanic. Jaftinetib. 1 i.calls kCaputRe^, Vrbemq‘ illuftrem mdtis 
amisyrefertamtf, orbss Terrarum fpohts i The capital Kingdom, Itulfed with no lefs than the 
fpoils oi the Umverfe. So tXiTLtSw WaUer Raleigh well ohferves. There was no place 
in the whole World which being laid iir the ballancc with Perfepoh would have out- 
vweighed it. For although Babylon and Skufhan were very rich, the one furnifliine the 
Macedonian Victor with fifty tliouland lalcnts, the other with nine millions of cold and 
fifty thoufand Talents in bullion in Perfepolis the main bulk of Darius his vaft Treafure 
lay as in a hoord, there being found upwards of a hundred and twenty thoufand Ta 
lents ; or according to Strabo, two and thirty millions 1 ‘even hundred and fifty thoufand 
pounds, all which came to Alexander^ own lhare after that he had allowed the Souldiers 
three dayes free plunder of the Town. So beautiful alfo and lb ftately in its ftruaure 
the timber being raoft of Cedar «nd Cyprefs wood, and the elegancy of buiidinc fo cu! 
rious and regular, as in that Age it was accounted and ftiled the Glory of the World 
and may therefore juftly challenge this infeription, ’

Now, albeit the City was fucli, yet it cannot be deny’d but that her greateft luftre was 
borrowed from the lofty Palace of thePerfan Emperouis, which both for feituation, 
prolpedt, richnefs in material, and curiofity of Art, rendred it incomparable. Plutarch 
invitaAlexandri calls it The proud and ftately Palace of the great King. Of that majefty 
as put thQAdaccdonianWmoT into amazement at his entrance thereinto: For,in the prcfcncc 
was a State of pure gold thick powdered with fparkling ftones, in which Alexander was 
inthroned i in the Bed-chamber (amongft other curiofitics) an artificial Vinc(prerentcd 
by PytheusJ the ftalk of which was burnifhed gold, the ciufters Orient Pearl mixt with 
Rubies of great price •, and no Icfs rich the Bed : the bedftcad allb was gold, and thick 
fet with gems ; the Bolfter was eftimated worth five thoufand Talents,' and thcFoot- 
ftool at three thouland Talents of gold, (the Hebrew Talent is four thoufand five hun- 
dred pounds ; ) fo tliat you may well wonder at the fiim. 

Give me leave now to deferibe a part of this ftruaure, by which the whole may be 
imagined. It was built at the Eaft-end of a fpacious Vale, upon a Rock or rilingground 
four hundred paces from the City, the plat containing fifty acres of ground or there- 
abouts. The Walls on either fide were elaborately carved with figures of Men and 
Bcafts. The fecond ftory was of Porphyre mixed with Marble of other feveral colours, 
imbclliflicd with coftly ftones in Mofaick fort *, but the architrave, Freez, and moft part of 
the Arches were ftudded with gold, being flat and tarralled at the top. Towards the Eaft 
it had a high and ftately Tower or Keep, circled with a triple wall each higher than 
other, and at fuch a diftance as gave pleafent walks between ; The firft was 16 cubits 
high •, the fecond was double as much •, the laft threcfcore : all three of Marble well po- 
lilhed*, battleracntcd above and below to be entred by feven gates of burnilhed brafs. 
From the furamit of that Tower the Kings had not onely a delightful prolpca over all 
the City that fpread it felf below, but ( notwithftanding the Hills that furround the 
Plain) as it were an unlimited Horizon uncircumlcribed fave by Heaven it (clf, Ad- 
joyning this was a Mount which contained about four acres of ground, and built after 
the nobleft manner. It was the Maufoletm, in which and in the contiguous Hills w^ere 
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intombed feveral of the Ter fan Kings. The roof and cafements (fayes an old Author ) 
were of Gold, Silver, Amber, and Ivory*, and the walls were polillicd Marbles of fc- 
veral colours. Adjoyniiig that was the Temple dedicated to ( fo Ditma is there 

called Atui‘t in Sictdttsy Nanca in the 2 Macchah. 1. uO^qual tothatat£c^»rff.«» 
which ill tlioJc times C^s Jofrphite and others write) w'as fo cxquilitcly built and with fiich 
cxtraoKlin.'iry colt, that it excelled any other then extant in the World. For the mate- 
rial*; u cj e of the bell fort of Marble of feveral colours intermixt with precious ftones : 
aiicl no Icfs admirable was the Art, of that kindthc Arabs Marhutery, hnt the yews 

MoJ'Mrk/-) ^ compolition of many finall pieces of Marble varioufiy coloured orothcr- 
ill gilt and dilpofed agreeable to the hgiirc or place they afliimc in the pavement or 
other part of the llrudlurci which fet together look as if they were imbollcd and rc- 
prelentMen, Bealls, Flowers or other fancies, exhibiting an unexprcllible plcafurc and 
Itatelinefs to tlie eye. A Ibrt of work thofe of old much gloried in. For the Temple 
at Delphesy Art ctniftasTomh, and that crciicdh)' j^cxemder for his dear Efhejiion were 
fuch *, yea inan^ reliqiics and broken pieces of fiich we find as yet remaining in old 
Monuments through feveral parts of Afia, and in Europe alfo as at ConfiamintpU the 
roof of SanBa Sophia\ at Tome the Temple of Bacchus now dedicated to St. A^»es y in 
Sieffa the Domo or Cathedral hath in the pavement large and very rare figures of this 
work *, in Venice that to St. Markj, in Florence chat to Cofmo the fn 11 of the Medices j and 
tow ards the Eafl. end of the Abbey in Weftminfter the imitation ot Mofaick may be ob- 
ferved in the pavement, and in Edward the Confeflbr’sTomb. But if Molaichjhe in wood 
’tis called Terfia : the feveral pieces of which are boil’d and dyed into what colour the 
Workman fancies, and being inlayd reprefents to the life whai figure they pleafe. Of 
this work much is feen in the Quire of St. Dominicks church in Bologne in Jraly, where the 
Halls arc all of this kind, cxprclTing tlic ftory of fomc part of the Old and New Tclla- 
ments. An Art much admired by Travellers. 

But alas ! this rich and lovely City, yea the Palace it fclf, albeit they forced admira- 
tion and deferved commendation from the Creeks^ ncvcrthclcfs at a drunken fcall, in a 
debauched humoiii” by the iiiHigation of Thais an infamous ftrunipet then following the 
Camp, to retaliate what Xerxes had in a holUlc way perpetrated whiles he was at Athens 
her native place, commanded nay helped to let all on fire 5 an aetfo unbe- 

coming that great Prince as whcji lie more coni idcratcly viewed the flame made him re- 
pent i yea fo repent , that if polfible he would have quenched it with his tears : For as 
Sii Walter Raleigh notes, Wine often ingenders fury, and fury matter for repentance ; But 
precceding milchiefs arc not amended by fuccccding fliamc or lamentations. Never- 
thclefs, this fad execution rendred that famous City trUtt as one lays of another 
place ”, fo that nothing now remains favc what the mercilefs Fire could not devour, I 
mean the Walls and Pavements ; which be'uig of Marble and by expert Malbns hewn 
out of the main Rock, and by rare Artificers carved into Itory and grotefe o work, have 
hitherto refilled air and weather ; fo as if not defat ed by ])abai ous Jiammers and hands, 
it probably will remain a monument to exprefsthe old /Vryirf^Mnagnilicencc unto all fuc- 
cccding Generations , for without an hyperbole. Mole jiui finpor cm incutit fpetiantibus- 

At this day ’tis called Chilmanor, or Chehcl^minar as the Terfians pronounce, wdiich in 
their Tongue fignifics Forty Towers. The Palate (whofc mines 1 fiiall now deferibe) was 
(as I lately mentioned) built upon part of a Mountain of dark coloured Marble, which the 
great Achited of Nature has placed at the North-call end of tliat large Plain where the 
City of Perfepolis once ftood •, tlic middle of which was watered by the River Araxis (or 
rather Cho^ Araxis J which ii. Cnrtius lib. 5. and Strabo Itb. 1 5. fay, ftreamed aliout twenty 
furlongs from Perfepolis 'y although others of equal authority name \t Cyrus, which I ra- 
ther approve, feeing the modern name it bears is Kur and Al-Chyr, as Ibmc Perfians call 
it, allicit others call it Pofdly Courck, orKurl^aa fomc j)roiiounce, a derivative from Kur 
or Cyr, i.e.Cyrm'y over which is that notable Hone-Bridge built above two hundred years 
ago by Emyr^Hamzjc-Delamita a Perfian Prinec of the Salj^ucian Race, in whole memory 
’tis called Bwd^Emyr, i. c. the Princes Bridge. The ciicumferciicc of the Plain ( Un- 
rounded with riling Hills) is near forty Englilh miles. About tlircefcorc acres of this 
Mount which Diodorus Siculus 1. 17. calls the Royal Hill, (but by tlic modern Perfians, .S’Anr- 
achoo and Choo^Rahmet, i. c. the Mountain of Mercy) by exiraoi dinary toil and Art was 
dilTcdled and deligncd for the foundation and otlicr accommodations of this marvellous 
Hruaure, which both for perpetuity and elegancy in fculpture was in feveral places 
funk and poliflied for laHiiig Walls and Pavcnicjiis. The allcnt into j.his Palace is at 
the Welt fide of the Hill by ninety five Heps, every Hep being twenty inches broad and 
three inches higli one above anotfier} tJie Stair-cafe (that is to fay from one fide of the 
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Stair unto the other) is in breadth and thirty foot : but fo contrived that it gives a 
double paflage leading two fevcral ways, one towards the North, the other Soutli *, each 
ftair allb in the halfway having a paufe or half-pace which is very large and fquarc, 
flagg’d with Porphyre and lined at the fidcs with a brighter coloured Marble than the 
Rock which divides the double ftair, and above the half-pace winds the contrary way 
to what it is below, both being fo eafic that 1 very well remember we faw a dozen Per^ 
CtMts ride uo a breaft without crowding. The other Part of the Hill adjoyning this ftair 
is Drecinitiius, in height being two and twenty foot as I gueifed (for 1 had no certain 
mpVurc ^ feeming of old to have been lleightly damasked or wrought into crotefquc; 
Md runs due North and South above five hundred pates, as did the Palace ; which 
thereby gave it felf a full profpeft to the City below, not unlike the view we liavc of 

^Affh?ftair-hS there is fomc remain of the Gate or place of entrance into the Court, 
beina about twenty foot wide, fo well as my uncertain way of mcafuring by paces would 
afeertain ■ but the height of the Gate and what fuperftrufture it had is not now dcmoii- 
ftrable The profpeft wc have from tlicncc towards the left hand is a large empty 
oicce of around, by gentle Hills bounded both to North and Eaft, feeming to have been 
fome Garden-plat or like place of recreation. Bat Ealtwards more near the ftair arc 
the figures of four ftrange Beafts carved in ftonc^ not fuch Beafts as are in Nature, luc 
rdther as iHuc from the Poets or Fi^ors brains : At firft view 1 thouglit they had fome 
referablance with thofe four monfters the Prophet Daniel in his nodurnal Vilion faw 
rifina out of the Sea, alluding to the four fupreine Monarchies ; but by comparifon found 
mv ftlf miftaken. Thcfc quadrupedes ftand two and two •, the firft two being about 20 
foot from each other look towards the ftair *, the other two have the fame diftance from 
one another in breadth, but arc thrice that fpacc in length from the two former, and 
have their faces turned towards the Hill, which is the contrary way : So as it is pro- 
bable thefc four beafts together with the four interpofing pillars, of which two arc 
fallen and two remain, ferved (as one may imagine) to fupport fome Gallery or Tar- 
rafs tliat had its profped North towards the Garden, under which a piaz.zA was where 
attendants might walk, and South towards the Palate. The main ftrudure ranges all 
alona towards the South from the top of the ftair, the profpedt being moft part to the 
Weft the Hill towards the Eaft interpofing. One of the tour beafts (to give it the 
‘ ncareit rcfcmblancc I can) is like an Elephant *, and the fecond (being ncareft to it) is 
fomewhat like his oppofite, a Rhinoceros *, the third is like unto a Pegafus, or rather 
that volant Grji^ri AriopMcnhcsmhi^ Orlando furiofo^^ but the fourth is fo disfigured 
that it cannot be deferibed: Howbeit, herein thcfc beafts differ, for two of them have 
vifages with beards and long hair like Men, agreeable to that fourth beaft which Daniel 
chap. 7 . verf. 7. looked upon as the moft dreadful, prefiguring the Roman Empire *, their 
heads are armed with helmets or caps of defence, upon the necks of which are great 
round globes of like material : And the Pegafus is trapped with warlike mail, fo ftud- 
ded that it feems a fort of MofMck.workh and in fuch lively and permanent colours as 
if it had been imboffed or wrought but very lately. 

A few paces thence is a large fquarc ftone Ciftern or Laver, twelve foot in diameter 
and twelve inches thick, fupported by ftones of a large fize: Near which (ftill towards 
the South) arc the fradurcs of fomc pillars*, but of what ufe, feeing they are demoli- 
Ihed, cannot well be afeertained. Flanking tliis is a Wall ^at runs from Eaft to Weft, 
which 1 fuppofc is part of the Mountain, and terminates that room to the Southward ^ 
it is Marble^ about nine foot thick and thirty foot high. Near the middle there is an- 
other double ftair of thirty or forty fteps *, as alfo a half-pace in the half way, flaw’d 
with large fquarc Marbles and faced at the fides with figures imbellilhed and carved by 
no rude hand This brought us to a large fquare room which I ftiall anon fpcak ot. In 
the firft place therefore I return to the foot of this ftair, to take a view of the Wall or 
Frontifpicce i which on cither fide the ftair has engraven in relievo fcveral figures and 
in fcveral rows over each other, refcmbling fome memorable proceflion : The Images 
on either fide have their faces towards the ftair, as if they were to march that way. Thole 
that be figured in the loweft rank, by their habit and pofture feem to be ot inferiour 
quality, for the jiljoba or garment moft of them wear reaches fcarcc to the knee, and is 
fomewhat ftrait near the wafte where ’tis girt about, but towards the skiit more large 
and circular, according to that form wc fee the Moors wear at this day in IndHjtau: Some 
are naked downward, others have Calzoons reaching to the calf of the legs i fome be 
bare-foot, and others wear Sandals. Howbeit, thcfc fccm to be of the Military pro- 
feffion *, for in one hand they hold a Spear upright in the fame pofture a pike is orders, 
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but in the other hand there is varicry ; for one carries fomewhat that is of a uicular 
form, others ha'^keis witii iVuit, others fome dicfts with boxes not unlike the Sa^idon^hs 
now tiled in rrr(u wherein they tarry Prefervesand Dates, pots for perfume, ai.d ti e 
like: So ne a) lb lead a Horfe, others an Elephant, and lome a CameU other fome a 
Mule, .I 'd lome lead Oxen and Sheep with loni^ cars, hi^h nofes and horns veiy odly 
diftoi luJ. This folcinnity induces fome to think it is the reprefentation of fomcivinai- 
kabl. sai rilu:ci and the rather, for that not lar from thence and in like fcnlpturc 
V'vcrnl fij;nresol their Priclh or yi/^^ arc tarval, nmoni’jt wliitli is an Arch-liamen. 
Now vvhei cas there is a Horfe led with the relt, and peradvciitnrc for Sacrifice, Dioel. 
Hicnlfu, Xenafhon in the Idfc of Herodotus lib. 7. and otiler 1 iiiloi iaiis acquaint us, 
that in old time it was commonly pradifed by the: Per fians. And tonternin^ the de- 
dicating a Horfe to the Son their Deity rcprclcntcd by the Myihra, rcHcding upon the 
Sun’s fwift motion, as Pterita obferves in his Hicroolyphieksi we have romctliiiig typified 
in that famous election of Durnts Hyfiaf}'is\ as alio in that memorable niartli of the 
lall Vdriuf ngainll Alexander before their engagement at 7 ///#, where C^mnm Otrtitis re- 
lates, how that the Horfe dedicated to the Sun followed the white Chariot of nf 
ter which went the Ai cli-ilamcii that carried the holy Fire as the Perfians efteem d it. The 
Romtim after like manner in Pom^a Circenfis led HoiTes in honour of the Sun, a cidlome 
del ivici horn tlie Perfiansf whole King 111 his greateJt magnificence can fed his bell Ilorle 
riciil\ trapt to be led in Hate, and the Chariot allb dedicated to the San, Cal.Rhod. Antiq. 
1 . S. chap. 2 . Horfes ullially of thcNyfean breed, fiith Philofiratm 1 . i c. 17. This grof s 
Idolatry fjiicd it felf allb amongft the Kings ol Jttdah.^ who in 3 Pc<r. 2 1 1. are re- 

proved, in th.'it after the manner of the Gentiles they Jikevviie had devoted I ioi fes to 
the Sun. Smtclry other figures arc engraven hcTe in garb little differing from the I'ormcr, 
but in their weapons they do', for fome arc armed with Lance and Shield, and fome 
have Ihort I lubs w'ith thick round liunchcs at the end like that 1 Iiavc*’*fcen ufed by the 
fivaj'.e Plondans in vsar others have them headed with fpikes, fiich ns 1 cannot repiednt 
by t omjiai iloa ; and oilier Jomc carry Borneo's. Amongil tlic rcll: there is a ('iiariot wliii h 
lias two wiK'cJs, diawn by a ImgleHoue, the Ciianoter going by it j wiiuh fort of Cha- 
riot is jot unlike tnatthcJ^<iwz*«D/df4f<?rj and otiicrGcnerais f.ii in in rriiimj)li,as repre- 
iented 1 a Laurut i fb that iliis without doubt was either nppro]>riatc to the .Kings own 
ule, atcoiding to tiic ]\'buon Xenophon and others give eonceriiing Darius lus Maicli^ 
or , vviiii li IS more probable ; was lacred to the Sun. 

In the upper rank, the linages arc more large and inajcfliial, by thcii habit and man- 
ner of Selhon feeming to rvprcleiit fome fbvereigu Piinecs, as may be prcUimcd by 
the Tiara or high fharp-poiiited Caps that are upon their heads, which none in iliofedays 
durfl. cover with but Princes ol the blood, and they onely by permillion: Tlicy have 
alfo chains of gold about theii necks, as fbme prime Satrapa had the luiviledg to wear. 
Thofe of the upper rank wear long Robes or Ciarmciits, the Perfians appearing 

to be Cem togaia before the Romans : And indeed we may oblcrrve iliat fioni Poland that 
garb continues in life amongfrall the Oriental Nations, line the gicaiell v.iiiety is in 
the attire or drefs of tlieir iieads; lor bolides the Tiara whit li was worn by Sci'emJJimo^s, 
the Cidaris was worn by fcc^cral fort, as King, Prielt and People. Now as I lind cc- 
talion, give me leave to make a few turfory obferv.aiions. 

And firft concerning long hair. Albeit in thefe modern times 1 find it is the common 
mode of the Eallern People to (have the head all lave a long lock which fiipeifliiioully 
they leave at the very top, fuch clpecially as wear Turbans, Maiidil.s, Duitars, and 
Puggarees ; In ancient times ncvcrthclcfs it is apparent (witnefs thefe Images) That the 
nobler fort of Men wore their hair very long. Herodotus lib. 6. and AtherwtsUb.j^. afford 
Us fome examples. Perfa a prolixa & [preiofa coma qua capHUti funt-, Comatos ditufitttr, 
(whence alfo part of 6Wf iiad its denomination,) fhort hair in iliofe clays being ac- 
counted a mark of fervitude. Likewife in that fharp and mcmoraiilc contell betwixt 
the two Brothers Cyrus and Artaxerxes for the Crow'll, Cyrus being Ilain and llrippcd a- 
fnonglt many other dead corps, could not ( fave by his long hair ) be difeovered. And 
as to Chains of gold, they were accuttomed to be worn by Favourites and Perfons in 
prineipal truft amongft thofe Nations, asreeorded in fiicred Wm cone erning 

42. Dan. 5. 2g. And inprophane Stories m.inv examjilcsi as of Ajlyagcs rhe 
Median King( contemporary with NahuchadnczjLar ) ivhofe cxtcrioiir Veil or ( Garment 
wn, long and richly embroidered, his hair a’fo \\'as of g,rcat length and crifped, his 
face W.T, alfo fanguined with Vermilion ; under his eves was drawn a linall fl roke like rhat 
the Wony.n now life to paint with in Turly, and about his neck a rope 01 carcanet of 
great Oriental Pearl, as Xenophhon deftribes him. Over their heads an Officer holds a

holds a Ihort lj)car, HaflaJUmma armorim cjt& wiperli, ihith Ro/ims lib. 5. which as 1 
apprehended was the Scepter ol old, and by the Perfians had in veneration. Venerantur Su- 
ptruni ) (liiitli f^b oriffv.e Reges HajLt^ pro Diademate habebant. And faitli 

SpoMdA/nu-,Haftii mhil alittdefi ^u.jm Serptrumy nt Achilles ! Liflam temus jnravitper Sceptrum^ 
The Speai was no othei than a Scepter j as for example, yJchillcs holding a Spear in his 
hand fwor^ by that Scepter. Which ncvcrthelcls was loon after converted into gold; 
aswchavc authority \nlib. Heft. 5.2. where the King held out the golden 

Scepter ill his hand for tlic C^cen to touch in lign of lavoiir ^ and probably it was in- 
riched with precious Hones, with which this great Prince was fo deliglitcd that the 
Jewels he nfually wore v/erecHimaied at 10000 Talents. In the other he holds a Mound 
or round Hall liginfying Sovereignty. Some others Item to be of piiiicipal noie ^ for 
they have round folded Cajis a fpan Jong and Hat at the top, not unlike toCa])^ of State 
or Maintenance .■ with long Veils in large plats and folds, and ample lleeves like unto 
the aiu ient Mannch or Surplice, and armed with Ihort crooked Scciniters lliick thvvaii 
their bi call into a girdle : And other fome (according to the mode now ufecl there ) 
we ir high jicakecl Caps, fuch as I tbiind worn in Mozc»dram^ and in the right hand 
they hold a lliort Stafl or Batoonfuch as m pidurcsarc given Generals or tliofe that have 
mniiieiir Command in Armies. Others refeinblc Soiildicrs, and ar.* armed with Sword 
and Dagger, Half-pike and Bow with very large Arrows i but tlieii quivers arc of an 
antic k lhape clitfereiit from thole which arc at this day ufed. There arc alfo the figures of 
Lions contending for prey, Tygres, Goats and other Bealls. And iu vacant places be- 
twixt the Image; the Wall is damasked d la or adorned witli Trees and Land- 

skip'.; which though not drawn by 7 .j^//pp«^/ncvciLhclefs for the great Antic piity tlicy 
bear may worthily receive acceptation from any Traveller. 

Adjoyning thefe towards the Welt is a Jafper or Marble Table about twenty fool 
from the pavement, wherein are inferibed about twenty lines of Charadters, every 
line being a yard and half broad or thereabouts i all of them very perfed to the eye, 
and the Hone lb well polilhed that it referves its luHrc. The Charaders arc of a Hrangc 
and unuJual lhape*, neither like Letters nor Hieroglyph icks*, yea, fo far from oui 
deciphering that eve could not fo much as make anypolitivc judgement whether they 
were words or CharacHers; albeit 1 rather incline to the firH, and that they comiiie- 
hended words or fyllablcs, as in Rrachyograpljy or Short-writing we familiarly pradife : 
Nor indeed could we judge whether the Writing were from the right hand to the left, 
according to the Chaldee and uliial manner of thefe Oricnial Countreys ; or from the left 
hand to the right, as tlie Greeks, Romans and other Nations imitating their Alj>habcts 
have accuHomed : Neverthclefs, by the poHurc and tendency of fome of the Chara- 
ders (which conliH of fcvcral magnitudes) it may be fuppofedthat this writing was 
rather from the left hand to the riglit, as the Armenian and Indian do at this day. And 
concerning the Charaders, albeit 1 have lince compared them with the twelve lev era I 
Alphabets ill Paflcllfts, and after that with tliofc eight and fifty dilFcrcnt AI])habcts I find 
in Pnrch.ti , molt of which are borrowed from that learned Scholar Cromay which indeed 
comprehend all or moll of the various forms of Letters that either now are or at any 
time have been lii life through the greateft part of the Univerfe, 1 could not perceive 
that thefe had the leaH relcmblauce or coherence with any of them : which is \ cry 
ftrange, and certainly renders it the greater curiofity, and therefore well worthy the 
icrutiny of ibme ingenious Perfons that delight them felvcs in this dark and clilliuilt An 
or Excrcife of dec ijdKring. For, how obfeure Ibev cr thele Iccmcd to us, without doubt 
they were at ibme time unclci Hoocl, and peradveniure by D^miel, who probably might be 
the fiirvcyour and iiiHrud the Architedor of this Palace, as he was of thole memorable 
Buildings at S/?«//;*/« and Pcbatun\ for it is very likely that this Hiudure was raifed by 
Ajtpagcs or his Graudlbn Cyras and is acknowledged that this great Prophet (who like 
wife was a Civil Officer in highcH trull and repute during thofe great revolutions of 
State under the mighty Monarchs Nebuchodemfor, Beljhaz.zar, Adages, Darius and Cy- 
riis) had his myftcrious Charaders: So as how incommunicable foever thele Charaders 
be to us, (. for they bear the rciemblance of pyramids inverted or with bales upwaids, 
Triangles or Delta’s, or (if 1 niay fo compare them) with the Lamed in the Samaritan 
Alphabet, whii h is writ the contrary way to the fame Letter in the Chaldee and Hebrevp:) 
yet doubtlcfs in the Age thefe were engraven they were hoth legible and intelligible ; 
and not to be imagined that they were there placed either to ainufc or to delude the 
fpedators : for it cannot be denied but that the Ptrfians in thofe primitive times had 
Letters peculiar to tUemfclves, which differed from all thofe of other Nations, according 
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to the the tcaimony of a learned Author, ferfe frofrios hahebant Chstrsiaeresy qm hotUe 
in vtfimis antiqHorum Monmentnnm vix imtmmwr- However, I have thought fit to 
infert a few of thefe for better demouftration.

Which ncverthclcfs whiles they cannot be read, will in all probability like the Mene Tehl 
without the help of a Dnml hardly be interpreted. 

Adjoyning thefe is a fpacious room, beft rcfembling a Hall \ albeit fomc think it wAs 
a Jmma Mechit or Temple ; the dimenfion by the ruinous walls that compafs it may very 
well be difeerned. In it there arc nineteen columns or Pillars, molt of which arc per- 
fed, albeit fomc have their Capitals cither broken or defaced •, and upon thofc the Storks 
build their nefts, whom Winter weather offends more than do tlic People who have 
them in little Icfs than veneration. Thofc ^t remain entire arc (contrary to ufual form) 
lharp towards the fummit or top : fo that it is not eafie to guefs what manner of arch or 
fuperftrudurc it fupported lave what I have defcribed concerning Perfepolts ^ or of what 
kind of ftrudnre the whole was, whether agreeing with the lomct Doric or Corimhiac. Jn 
height thefe Pillar bare about twenty cubits,which at the Icaft make ^clboti and in com- 
pafs near three yards and a half, allowing for the intervals betwixt every flute \ for they 
arc all round and i luted, every Pillar having forty flutes, and every flute three full inches 
as I meafured i and diflant from each other about nine yards. The capitals have their 
mouldings enriched •, the pedcftals alfo wrought into Grotcfque with figures, and both 
Pillars, Capitals and Pcdcltals all of tlic belt fort of white Marble ; and ranked in per- 
fed order or rows, fuch as we fee in Cathedrals, or in the Halls of llluftrious Priiices" 
Now albeit there be but nineteen Pillars at this day extant, yet the fradures and bafes 
of other one and twenty more are pcrfpitablc : from whence and from the rclcmblancc 
they bear with the jilcoraaes, ». c. high flendcr Turrets which the Mahometans ufually 
cred for ufc and ornament near their Mef^aits, they term thefe Minors, ue. Towers: So 
as ’tis probable, that forty of thefe Pillars were Itanding fuch time as the Per/ians gave 
this place that new denomination-, but how long it has been ijnpofcd, thole I asked 
thequellion of could not fatisfic,thc precedent Name being utterly forgotten. Notwith* 
Itanding this limitation, it is evident there were in all an hundred Pillars when the 
place was inperfedion i as appearsby the vacant fpaces and alfo by the bafes or founda- 
tions of feveral rows of Columns which arc yet vifiblc j iu the whole amounting to 
that number. ° 

Hence afeending a few Marble Heps wc entred into anotlier large fquare Chamber 
which might be a room of Prefeiicc : 1 paced every fide ( an imcertain but the beft way of 
mcafuring 1 could then raake,)and found them fourlcorc and ten paces *, the 4 fides makW 
three hundred and thrccfcorc paces. Into this large room are eight feveral doors, bS 
unequal plates of entrance : For, I found four of them have fix, the other two four 
paces. Each door ftcad is compofed of feven well-polilhed black Marble Itoncs clofe 
laid one upon another ; every Hone about twelve foot in length, and four foot in height j 
which, as alfo the walls and broken arches were wrought or pouriray’d with figures rc- 
fembling Ibmc great Perfons on horfcback, after whom proceed feveral others in fa- 
tcrdotal habits bearing branches in their hands, Ibllow'd by liindry others that lead 
along with them Bcafts of feveral fpecies but whether by way of Triumph or for Sa- 
crifice, I know not. 

Out of this we parted into another room contiguous to the former ; which fomc Per- 
funs in company perfwaded us had been a Nurfery ^ other fomc that it was part of a 
Sera^u The room is large though unequal in the fides j for J found two were threcfcore 
and the othci two thrcefcorc and ten of my laigcft pates : It had feven doors for cix^ 
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trance •, probably typifying their Mythra or the Sun with feven gates which the Perjians 
had in divine adoration, myftcrioully reprefenting the feven Planets. Adjoyning this 
was another which in pacing 1 found how two fidcs thereof were twenty, the other two 
thirty of my largclt paces*. The walls here (as of the reft) were of black Marble ^ 
but lo incomparably polilhed and glazed, that we beheld it with admiration: For ic- 
veral parts of it were as bright and fplendent as Tuch or Stcel-mirrour, fo as we could 
very perfcdly fee the reflex of our faces and bodies when we ftockl before it. In 
other fomc 'f laces the gold alfo that was laid upon the Freez and Cornifli, as alfo upon 
the trim of Vefts, was allb in as perfect luftre as if it had been but newly done \ which 
is to be wondred at, the violence of weather to which ’tis expofed and length of time 
(being upwards of two thoufand years) duly confidered : An Art of great value with 
the Ancients and longell preferved amonglt the Monafticks as we find upon figures and 
capital Letters in old Vcilam Maniili ripts and Bibles ^ but fince, wcll-iiigli loH", or by 
our Painters now a days but meanly imitated. The fculpture on both fidcs the wall has 
for ornament variety ol' figures fomewhat larger than the life, (unlefs that Men in thole 
times were greater than now they arc \ ) fome ol which Images reprefent Sovereign 
Princes, as by their fitting, habit and ornaments may be imagined \ for they arc fcated 
in antique Chairs of State, the hair upon their heads being very long and crilp, and 
about it fomc wear high-peaked Tiara’s, which the i^enetim Ducal Cap molt rcfcmblcs, 
and in little, the Tag or lliarp point the Moz^ndram Coolas have that .ire lined with cu- 
rious wool; or that you fee worn by the old Inhabitants of Perfia in my following De- 
le ription of Syahawn. Others have Caps that be flat and round, and other fome more 
high and folding like Caps of State, which together with the long Robes or upper Veits 
they wear is rclemblcd uy thole our Knights of the Garter ufe at St. Georges Fcaft, or 
Inltallation of the Knights of that molt honourable Order ; difl'ering ondy in the llccve 
which is more large and purfling, like thole we fee worn by Biftiops, favc that thefe be 
wider and loofer at the hand. In their hand one holds a half-pike, another a Pailoral 
ftaflT, others Ihort thick Truncheons or Staffs of Command*, a Gencrars weapon is his 
Truncheon, a Soiildiers his Sword \ the one ferving for Command, the other for Exe- 
cution ; and in the other hand they hold round Balls or Mounds, ligiiilying ( as 1 fup- 
pofe) Sovereign Dominion. Amonglt other attendants, two Officers of State are re- 
markable : foi one of them holds a Sumbriero oyer his head, which probably was not fo 
much for fliadc as State, and gave rife to the Royal Canopies which in thole primitive 
times and after were uled ; the other creds a Mace or like Enfign of Honour crooking 
towards the end, in thole daysS doubtlefs reckoned amonglt the Regalia. 

Upon the Free/ and Architrave over the heads of the Images arc Ibmc Characters in- 
feribed which differ from thofe I lately mentioned, bcaring(fo well as the dillancc would 
fufler me to judge ) a little rcfcmblaiicc with the Letters anciently of ufe amonglt the 
CemrgiMis whicli were corrupted from the Greekj And if fo, it cannot be withltood. 
That as to molt Nations the Syrians have given Language, fo unto the Greeks Arts and 
Sciences of moll forts owe their original ; and concerning whom in Travel ( to Ipeak 
the truth ) we meet with more memorials of Antiquity than we find extant of fucceed- 
ing Romansy or indeed of any other Nation. In Idler figures arc rcprcfcntcd the Sa- 
trapa or Perfiatt Nobility ; who with their Arms Hand on the one fide of thofe Maje- 
ftick figures , and on the other the Magi or Arch-flamens, fome of which hold Lamps, 
others Cenfers or perfuming-pots in their hands. 1 quell ioned fomc of the bell fort of 
Perjians then in company, whom they thought thofe Princes did reprefent? One fiiid. 
He fuppolcd Keyomarras *, another Jtmjheat or Shem-Jheat Noejljam, i. c, ShemJiUtts Nocy 
quartos Rex Perjarwn *, as Saddi in his Rofarium wittily fancies : a third Aaron or: SampfoUj 
a fourth Aji^hoTy i. c, Ard-jfairthQ\?&.o^t\icPerpan Kings in the hundredth defeent 
from Adam\ though 1 tlfmk it means Ahapuerus {^whom fome make the founder of 
this Palace *, which 1 cannot think was a Temple, both from the variety of Rooms and 
afeents, as alfo from the nature of the Story pourtray’d in fculpture*,) and another Zul- 
sJman as they call Solomon : whereas 1 expeCted that in thefe various conjectures Rujlan 
their famous Champion would have had mention, concerning whom 1 have formerly 
given my aj^prehenfion. 

Now for as much as the remaining figures or Images are many and different, yea lb 
many, as in the two days ftay l was there it was impofliblc I could take tlic full of what 
I am alfurcd an expert Limner may very well fpend twice two months in e’rc he can 
make a perfect draught i for to lay truth, this is a work much fitter for the Pencil than 
the Pen: the rather, for that I obferve, howthatTravellers taking a view of fomc rare 
piece together, from the variety of their fancy they nfually differ in their obfervations^ 
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rhar whrn thev think their notes are exatt, they ftiall pretermit fomething that a 
a defed the Painter can bcftfnpply. And iceing I did nottake 
rh^ in nr IS I wcnt from place to place, 1 lhall ncverthclefs from the Idea and mixt 
notes I then took, enumerate the particulars-, fo as upon the whole 1 lhall leave little 

unfooken tliat is remarkable. r i 1.1 • a ,, , 

Thefc walls in their perfeftion doubtlefs exprefied an unfpcakable majefty 1 Howbeit, 
throiif^h length of time and barbaroufnefsof People they arc in feme parts broken and 
ricmoiiflied, although the arches and fquare fragments yet remain lo astht Story that 
is engraven upon the Marble (which is high and thick) continues to this day m many 

Upmi thc^wSll^ fculpture is figured a Perfon of quality ( as his habit declares ) con- 
tending with a Lion, whom witli his right hand he grafps by the leg to prevent his out- 
ra^^e and thereby feems to have the vidory, ( the conteft with Lions being no unufual 
nradice with t\\G Perfians.) Near them arc two inlcr lour or fcrvile Perfons ; one of which 
holds as it were a flaming torcli in his hand (than which Lions fear nothing more) the 
other a basket full of provilioir, but the basket for lhape differs h om any 1 have feea 

'^NcartMs°[ra fquare of five broken pieces refcmbling arches and windows, ’twixt 
which upon both tides arc the figures of feme great Princes, molt of which as to their 
habits are little difl^ring from thofc 1 lately ddenbed, albeit their poiturcs vary *, for 
fomc of them are wraftling with Lions. Bctwixm the arches arc flat pieces of walls 
lower than the arches, imbroidcred with fevcral forts ot aniick work with figures in- 
termixt and Charaders writ upon the top dilficuli to our iinderltanding. Adjoyning 
that is the figure ol' a Monarch, whole right hand grafps a Scepter of iinulual length, 
for part of it feems to be under ground : and behind him ( but in Ids proportion) at- 
tend divers of his fervants ; one of which advances fomething towards his head, which 
I took for fome kind of Mace, though much differing from thole great Maces we ufc 
m England., others bear lighted torches or flambeauxes, for they are large. Nigh whom 
is an imaae of monftrous lliape *, for albeit the body be like a Man, he has Dragon’s 
daws inllcad of hands, and in other parts is deformed ; lo that doubtlefs it was an 
Idol and nor unlike Ibrae Pamha's 1 have feenamonglt the lirachmans in the MoguP^ 
Countrey, all which are of as ugly a lhape as tan be imagined : There are alfo feveral 
armed Men which hold Pikes in their hands, creded. ^ 1. ir • c r 

Thence afeending four calic fteps upon the walls, we fee cut the effigies of fevcral 
Perfons in Pontifical habits^ moll of them following as in a file each other ; In their hands 
thev carry I'everal things, lomc of which rcfemble Dilhes and Cenfers. Near forty paces 
thciicc in another large fquare room is* the pourtrait of fome great Perlon^ lor he has 
the Regal Robe upon his Ihoulders and the Tiara upon his head, and is followed by 
fundrv Petitioners but in fevcral habits, as Men of Icvcral Nations ^ and may be pre- 
fumed fiich both by their different habits and for that they have Icnpts in their hands 
which they Icem to prefent the King, in the nature of luppliants. In the rear march 
the Guard, Ibme armed with Spears and Swords and Ibmc with Bows, who alfo by the 
long crifped hairthey wear fcein to be of more than ordinary quality, for even in thofc 
times that gave fomc diftindlion. Upon another part of the wall is the like figure of 
another great Man over whofc head one Officer holds a Paralbl, another a Lamp : Near 
whom hands a Flamen(asby the vefture maybe conjedured \) and his ficeyc is either care- 
Icfly or modifhJy thrown over his arm : After whom follows a Marlhal s lor in one hand 
he holds fetters and with the other leads a Prifoner, as by the pofturc of his body may 
be prefumed, who as in an afflicted ftate feems to fupplicate. After him proceed fc- 
vcral others, all in order one of which leads a Ram, and fundry Flamcns lollowwitli 
Cenfers in their hands, as in thofc times was accuftomed in preparatory Sacrifices. 


tom with fquare Marble Hones of extraordinary fizc, arched above, and broad enough 
for three a breaft i leading into a fair Room or Chappel which is alfo arched aud fup- 
ported with four pillars four yards about, eight in height, and l our yards in diltance from 
each other ^ and through which is a paflage by another entry towards the Mount, upon 
the wall whereof is engraven their grand Pagod, The fides of thefc two cnines in like 
iculpturc and matter cut, have been carved with figures of fevcral Men, by their habit 
feeming to be Priefts, orderly following one another with their hands Jicld up and 
joyned together, as in thole Oriental parts was ufually adled when they would cxprels 
^ ° triumphs 
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triumphs or other caufes of rejoyclng. The front is artificially engraven into the fimi- 
litudc of Men and Ucallb in various pofturcs ^ as Men combating with Lions and other 
wild Beafts of fundry Ihapcs, and Bcafts one againib another. Among the relb is the 
figure of a Horfc preparing to defend himfelf againfl. a Lion ; but lb rarely fancied as 
gains the Sculptor piaife fufficient, the polbnrc is fo natural-, fuch as when chat Art 
was more in perfection, would hardly have been bettered. Over and on each fide ti c 
door through which wc entred, are carved in the Marble fomc Men armed with Sword 
and Pike and fome with Taigct, -, over vvhofe heads upon the Architrave arc Chara- 
fters engraven which like the reit prov’d adverfe to our intellca. 

Near that is a fecond iul)tci raiiean paflage into another fquarc Chappcl, Ibrongly ar- 
ched and fiipported with four white well-wrought Marble pillars, cacli about feven yards 
high •, ( for tis prcilim’d that the greatclb part of this pile was vaulted under ground.) 

Near which is a fair Arch of like Ibonc, whereupon is engraven a Man of an extraor- 
dinary frz-c wearing his hair extraordinary long and curl'd both upon head and beard*, 
the lalb of which is cut fquarc alter tlie mode of the aged devout Arabians : his head is 
covered with a llat round Cap, and at his feet Onlignof Emincncy orConqueft) a Lion 
couchant is placed. Another Man a few Heps thence holds a Crooking ftafl', Mace or 
other enfign of Magilbracy in one hand, and a Lamp in the. other. Several Pike-men 
jallb feem to guard the place, who appear oncly from the /valbe upwards. Nigh thefe 
is another Sovereign Prince (in thefe particulars I repeat not, feeing they arc fcvcral fi- 
gures ) royally feated in a (.'hair ot State, in his right hand he holds a long Scepter fuch 
as I have formerly mentioned- (.)n the one fide an Officer of Scare advances his Mace 
or fuch like Enlign towards the Prince's head. A little higiier a Man is placed upon 
one knee, and by his bowing polburc (albeit his face be turned towards the North-weft) 
feems to fupplicate Ibmc Deity. On cither lido the Prince in two fevcral ranks Iband 
many Flamens whofe heads are lillcttcd (for 'tis that gave them their Names) and in their 
facerdotal garments holding up their hands and joyningthera together, dancing andre- 
joycing as in old times was 11 fed in Paans to the Sun, their Afolb. Not far thenc e is 
the like Story ; in this onely diflering, here the Prilbncr being upon his feet makes his 
prolpedb towards the Eaft, with his linger either fainting the rifing Sun, or feeming to 
contemplate Heaven. 

A fe w pai.es thence arc figured two Giants who by pure force fubjeeft two Lions whom 
they hold down by their hands faftned within their hair. Nigh them arc placed anoclicr 
Guard of Poor :iimed with Spear and Sword, as it were (iifcguarding fome notablo 
Prifonei . Adjoyiiing that is the image of another Sovereign Prince, in habit and po- 
Ibure little differing from the former •, only the Scepter here rather rcfcmbles a Biihops 
or Palboral-lfaft', which he holds ercift in his right hand. At firft view 1 imagined it 
was the Imago of an Arcli-llameii i but more deliberately, That it rather reprefents Ibnie 
Sovereign Prince. Now, albeit of late times Kings amonglb the Infidels in fome parts 
imitate our Europaan Monarchs, not oncly in Hate but alfo in their Regal Ornaments 
of Grown and Scepter ^ iievcrthelcl’s of old the variety was far more in thofc diftin- 
dtions. For (tliat 1 may not exceed my bounds) in Perfia, the Diadem, the MyihrayihQ TL 
4r4and the Cy 4 ari<, with the Wreath or Gliaplct wercthc^r^rf/wof old, as now the 
Alandil is with which the Shauyh, and with the Pu/garee the Aloj^urs head is adorned. 
Amonglb thefe the Mythra, ( which fome make one with the Cydarist as in Zeeh. 5. 5. 
where after the vulgar Latine, Cydaris is tranllatcd Myur) was not lealb in efteem with 
Kings, feeing it gave the agmmen to the Perfian King Chedor-Laomer ; albeit the Priclls 
of jHpitcr and the Sun were in Iblcmnities and noted Sacrifices alfo permitted to wear 
it. The Diadem was a Royal Band, faith Plat, f^ita Dcmctrii ; and propei Jy ligiiilies a 
Roll or wreathed Head-band : or a lilk Ribbond wreathed about the forehead, faith 
Drajitu^ which were firft attributed to the i/w/Arw gods, as were Crowns of gold. But 
in after Ages Diadems were worn by Kings and Sovereign Princes, who inftcad of 
Crowns had Maces, which were in no Ids veneration, Maces by fome being worlhip- 
ped as godsi whence it is that the Images of the Deities ufually had Scepters or 
Maces in their hand, Jaflinl. 5. A Wreath of blew and white tilk imbroidcred with 
precious ftoiics. which the Sttrana crown’d with, and then invented. Diadma 
trot purpureuntf ^int. Cart. lib. 6 . Regis cognMi Diadcmata gefiabant-, Xcmph.lib. 3. The 
Mythra in like fort was an ornament for the head: made of pure fine hniien, as wc find 
recorded Exod. 28.^9. and of like ulc as furr’d-Ciaps be with Kings and Pi inccs, when 
they wear their Crowns. The Mytcr being put upon ylaronh head, the holy Crown was 
put upon the Myter Exod. 29. 6. and being an ornament lor the head, was with littk 
▼ariation worn by Women as well as Men *. Adydjrx erant capitis ornamema^ mHlieribta 
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froprtjt, faith Servius in his Comment upon the 9. lib, Fir^il. Inter mulichria fwn 
thray tfiut mngis enfittf te^endi quArn ornandi canja, comperta eft, qmlis Fir fine vituperntient 
mi facile mnpoteft, Rofinm lib- 5. yintiq. Roman. The Tiara was little different, being a 
round Wreath of linncn wrapt about the head, worn by Noble Women as well as Meii: 
By Pricfls a I lb in Perfia \ by the High-Priefts among the Jevts, and by the Cahphs of c/£- 
gypt and Rabylon. O Nobilem, magis quam foelicem Pannum, laid King yintigpnuf, intima- 
ting' tJic cares folded within the Royal Tiara or Diadem. Tiara erat Iona capiti cir^ 
cumpltcara, faith Pint arch. The Cpdaris (as 1 lately mentioned ) was worn by the Perfian 
.Kings allb, and by Princes in that Monarchy, and was the fame with thc'TiVirtf. The 
Kings reil'inbled a Cap of fevcral pieces of filk of various colours low’d together, rifmg 
flralght up with a (harp top, not bending, as thofe which were worn by inferior Princes 
in token of fubjedion. Cydaris eratfafeia carulea albo diftinbia, f^-Curt. lib, 3. tydarim 
Rex & Regina fohmmodo geftakant, Xenoph. lib. 8. So as we fee Authors vary in the de- 
feription and ufc thereof j and differing from the Diadem, Id erat Tiara & Cydaris ip~ 
fitu Regiam diadema, Hicron. F.piftola ad Fabiolam, and was ufually fet upon the King’s 
head by the S arena or principal Magas at the Coronation: Which how to iinderftand 
is liibmitted to enquiry and lhall conclude with that Enlign of Royalty the King of Cu- 
fco in America wore upon his head at the Entertainment made Piz-arro the Spaniard: It 
was a red Roll or Wreath of wool finer than filk, which hiing upon his forehead as nh: 
Diadem, was preferred before gold or precious gems with which thofe parts did fupera- 
bound, and which no Subjed was permitted to wear, as Acofta relates in his Indian Ki- 
ftory. So that as that attire became diftinguifliablc, in like fort was the Paftoral-ftaff, 
which albeit properly attributed to the Flamen or principal Magus, Kings ncverthelefs 
fometimes ufed to hold. Now, albeit they never were convertible terms, the Pontifex 
ufually deriving his Civil power from the Regal; yet in regard Kings (whofe charge it 
is both in Spirituals and Temporals to take care of the People) even amongft the Cen^ 
tiles have oft-times exercifed the Sacerdotal fnnftion (which amongft the Jews after the 
Law was in fome cafes fliarply reproved ^ as i Sam. 1 j. 1 3. 2 Chron. 26. ) Give 

me leave therefore to quote Firgil.Ub. ^.t/Eneid. concerning oEneas who liicrificed a 
white Bull unto Jupiter-, upon which the Commentator obferves. Tunc erat hie mos m 
Reges (jfent Sacerdotes vel Pcnttftces : And La Cerda likewife, That Princes in old times 
have fundry times executed the Pricftly Office : and concerning which 1 might inftance 
feveral examples befides that in facred Writ of Melchifedeck^who was both King and 
Prieft. lint in piophanc take that of Annius, who (Firgil. hb. 3.) was ^f.v idem Homi- 
num Phaebiq', Sacerdos, Whence probably it is that out ol Cicero and others, our Rider 
in his Ditlionary notes that Epifeopi aliquando Monarcha appellanturj, w'hich the Babylonian 
Caliph and Roman Pontipces by reafon of their mixt power and ufurpation over the juft 
rights of Sovereign Kings and other Potentates according to my apprchenlion moft re- 
ferable. Calipha eft Ficartus, qui & divinis & humanis pracjfet, ScaligUtb.i.Jfag, The Caliphs 
of tA^gypt and Babylon were Sovereigns and Regal in their Civil adminiftrations, and 
withal exercifed the Spiritual preeminence and dignity in Rites and Ceremonies, as the 
Rex Sacrorum amongft the Romans ufed. Feneftel. de Sacerdot. Rom. Summus Pont if x Jud. 
triplici Corona ornabatur, Jofephus lib. 3 . c. 1 1 . which the Pope imitates- L.xCcdamouiis idem 
Sacerdos erat (Jr Rex, Xen. lib. de Repub. Imperatores etiam Summum Pontificatum ad fe tran.. 
fttilernm : And the Emperor of Mufeovy is attired both in a Regal and Pontifical Habit 
or Veftment, a Miter being upon his Head and a Crofier in his hand. For ( faith Mr. 
Fuller) Kings are lookt upon as mixt Perfons, wherein ("hurch and State are blended 
together; the function of Royalty and Priefthood united, having continued in forac 
Countf eys for many Generations . Homer ftilcs Agamemnon the Shepherd of his People. 
Julius Cafar affeded the High-Priefthood, in regard lulus the Son ol Afeunius exercifed 
the Sacerdotal Office. Reges tarn apud Gracos quam Romanos Sacerdotes fuijfe mamfcftiQlmum 
eft, Rofin. lib. 3. Ant. Rom. Livy lib. i. Such is Prefter-John the tAEihiopian, Rex & Srf- 
cerdos, Acofta. To conclude this, the Jews Common-wealth was i ailed Regnum Sacerdo^ 
tale. And albeit the Paftoral-ftaffin this figure ( as I fancy ) is Firga Regalis, Authorita- 
tern habens imper antis ; and as Martial adds ^4 m Paftor bactdo,Oves regit. But enough up- 
on this criticifm. The Robe this great Prince wears is long and majeftical : towards the 
skirt arc folds as is ufually feen in large loofc garments i but towards the Ihoulder fomc- 
what ftrait like the rich Copes ufed in Cathedrals, or thofe worn at the Reception of 
Ambafladours by the Magnifice's in Venice. Tow^ards his head a Macc is raifed, which was 
an infeparablc adjund it feems when Princes fat in State -, and on cither fide the King 
attend fevcral great Perfons: on one fide the Nobles or PcrpanSatrapa,oi\{QtW\'ic He- 
motimi, as Xenophon ftilcs them ; and on the otiici the Magi or Pi lefts. Two Men alfo 
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wait behind with great Lamps, and fome with Rolls of parchments : oppofitc to them 
is a Prilbiicr in chains brought as it were to Tryal by the Mar/hal, who formally leads 
the Captive by one hand", the Prifoiier by the lubmifs bending of his body feeniing to 
invite the Court to mercy. Under thefe is placed a Guard of lix ranks of pikes, both 
Men and Arms in full proportion. Upon the left fide of the Throne Hand feveral other 
Flamens who hold Rolls of parchment in their hands ^ and upon the right, the Noble" ; 
who wear long hair, have antick garments upon their heads. Bows in their hands, qui- 
vers full of long arrows hxt to their right tides, and fwords with plain guards unto their 
left. A fcl^a: number of Priefts and Nobles feem to withdraw apart, and to cxpoftiK 
late or argue fomewhat concerning the Prifoner i who by this noble appearance and man- 
ner of proceeding may be conceived to be fome Perlbn of Eniincncy ; Init who he was, 
the niylterious Cliaraacrs there engraven can bell difeover. And yet feeing Ibme ima 
ginc this ftrudurc was raifed by the direction of the Magnificent, (^who ruled circrf 

A- M. 3400. and whole fiiprcme Ofliccr the Prophet Daniel for fometiinc was) it may 
without offence be prefumed Daniel \ who when he was the Prefident or Chief of the 
hundred and twenty Princes mentioned in Dan. 0. 2. by the envy or rather confpi- 
racy of thole Kihniquc Princes or Govcrnoiirs he was accufed for worJliippirig God, 
contrary to that impious Decree of Darinsi for which lie was arraigned, condcmnecl 
_ary:l call into the Den of Lions. Otherwife it may rcpiefent Crcejks that unfortunate Ly 
dian King ; who being deluded by the Oracles-amfhihology engaging againft the Perfia/j^ 
became Cyrus his prilqncr ; and had fullered, but by calling upon So/o» in that his lamcnt- 
afile condition : For feeing BelJhaz.zjtr the lalt AJJyrtan Mornarch ( to whole fubverlioii 
principally contributed) was (lain, it cannot properly reprefent that great Con- 
quell and Revolution. 

About a large Hones call thence over continued heaps of rubbilli, wherein doubtlefs 
arc buried many lare pieces of Art, is a void fpace, iii which as my thoughts prom- 
pted that famous Temple Rood which was dedicated to Diana there called Anaya\ in its 
time reputed next to that at Efhefiu the moll curious piece throughout the World. At 
the Eaft-end there rifes a Hill or Rocki upon part of which, about fifty foot from the 
ground in like Sculpture is the figure of a King, who with erected hands feems to adore 
the riling Sun. Near which, fo well as my light would Icrve at fuch a diltaiice, 1 fan- 
cied that I law the Fire and a Serpent engraven: which being moil obvious to wind and 
weather, is moll worn and Icaft perlpicablc. The lifting up of the hands in worfhip 
has of long time Ixjcn a pollurc alio 'aniongft Heathenry Omnes homines preces fa^luri 
manus ad Caelum tolLmty faith Arifiotle libro de Mundo : Dupliccs ad fydera palmasy Ovidius : 

And Supinas ad Caelum cum voce manus, VirqiU Moreover, that the Perfiam of old were 
may be proved by thefe three idols. For albeit the grand Pa^otha by being 
the tutelary Numen of the place was in moft repute ♦, the Fire neverthelcfs was their 
principal Deity, for with them it rcprcfcntcd Omnipotency •, as the Sun the Hierogly- 
phick ofEteiiiityi and the Sjrpcnt, Time’s revolution and fapeity : Which laft was 
worlliipped by the Ophita j and both that and Trees were had in Divine eftimation by 
the Indians \n honour of Liber Pater and ey£fculapius, as we are informed by Alex, ah 
Alexandria. The Serpent and Fire in like foit were adored by the Lithuanians of old, 
and Trees alfo ; Lithuani ab arigine colebant Numina, Ignem, Sylvas, cr Serpernes, ejuos ve- 
nerabantur, Munjier .p lib. Cofmogr. Bclidcs theic, they had feveral Elementary gods j 
for as Herodotus in his firft Book relates. Soli, Luna, Jgniy Telluri, Aqua, & Ventis, Perfx 
facrificant, &c. They worlliipped the Sun, Moon, Fire, Earth, Water and Winds i yet 
had neither T- anples, Images nor Altars, fo writes Herodotus in his firll Book ; albeit Strabo 
and others fay the contrary •, and by their Reliques it appe.irs they hadi yea, Plutarch 
V’ita Artax. mentioned their invocating Juno, Pluto and other Grecian Deities for the 
health of his wife Atojfa, i. Efiher. 

Scarce ten yards diftant from thefe, but upon the lame declivity or front of the 
Mountain, in like fculpturc is figured the Lnagc of their grand Pagotha -, a Damon of as 
uncouth and ugly a lhape as well could be imagined j and i f reverenced by thofe wrctciies, 
fine it was not in love, but rather with a Ne mceat, bafe fear too often drawing da- 
ftardly fpirits into vile fubjedion. It is of a gigantick lize or magnitude. Handing as 
upright as his deformed poHure will permit, difcoveriiig a moft dreadful vifage ’rwixt 
Man and Bcaft : Under his chin is a large maw or other thing like unto a Ihtchel ; but 
for what ufc, ’tis a queftion whether the Sculptor uiiderftood it. This monfter hasleven 
feveral arms on cither fide ( as if defeended from Eriareusy ) and inltead of hands he 
ftretches forth his vultures claws, his body being fome what dillorted. What the mean- 
ing of thefe feven arms Ihould be, is hard to guefs : But according to my fancy, they 
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may fignific on the onclidcrhc terrene power and dominion tliofc Kings had over 
lb many Kingdoms or ProviiKcs ^ and tlie other, a myltcrious type of the feven great 
Planets width the t'trfUiJs liad in adoration, Deos tnim illos^ejfe feptem Planetas qws M- 
mates ircdidir JntiqmtMy faith Poficllus. And albeit this Paj^od as to form be molt ter- 
rible to bciiold, yt-r in oid times it Iccms they gave it reverence •, and to qiialifie the 
dreadfnluci s ol the figure, thofc more recent tell us that it reprefents the greateft Prince 
Perjia evei iiad, both in reference to extent of Empire and to the power he had over In- 
fernal .Sj)ii its whom by magick Ipellshcufcdtobind and loofe as he lifted •, Ibgreat a iS/r- 
o cmivrctr do, they feign Jarnfiteat to have been. According to the courfe of their Stories 
he livai about an hundred years after Ktyomarra^ wliom lome imagine to be l^xstKider. 
Litomcr( Kit ter in the Hebrew j fo called from the Kidarts or Royal Cap he wore) van- 
quiihcd by the Patriarch Alraham. but having occalion in fevcral places to remember 
tins yamjhcat, here 1 ihall lay no more. f " 

Upon the King’s left lidc are placed a ftand of pikes :*oppolite to whici. >i a little 
lower nation is ])laced a Man who by his pofturc and garb appears to be in a diltrelTed 
condition', lor all)L'it he be in the prcfcncc ot the King, he let ms nevcrthelcfs to expo- 
Ituiate with Ibme piincipal Officers i and cither from guilt oi ehc upon view of that 
deformed monftcr to be in Ibmc kind of aftonillimcnt fo well ;:s the Sciil])tor’s^^rw«f and 
hand could humour it. Below the guard are twenty Flamen^. placed lome W wiii^.- 
with thcii hands point upwards towards the King, others tovvards the Sun, and the reft 
downwards towards the Temple of Anaya. I'wo raiiK-; of other Flamens, hfteen in each 
rank arc placed on each fide the Altai c who by their mimmick gelUires and elevation 
and conjunction of hands exprefs their Epwicia by this mcxle and manner of rejoycing^ 
unlcl's it were an antique form ofworliijp wnicli probably they then tiled unto their Pa- 
gods. Some of tbef: have their faces towaros tne King, who allb had his ffiarc of ad- 
oration but others turn their backs glancing fidc-ways upon the Pagod*\^\\om in this 
dance they half environ. Lower arc figured eighteen or tw'enty Lions in a row, every 
couple looking towards one another. In the lowcrmoft place oppolitc under the Altar 
is a door, or rather mouth of a Cave, which gives entrance into the Chappcl that is 
fuppoitcd by pillars. Mr. Skinner ( who travelled thofc parts more lately ) allures me it 
is yet open and remaining in the fame condition I have deferibed. 

Near thefe arc the remains of a large Sepulchre or Coffin of ftone, prefumed to be the 
dormitory of lome remarkable though unknown Pcrfoii : for both the Villagers there- 
abouts arc lilcnt in and ’tis the left inquirablc, feeing that it was the cull oni of the 
Moiiarc hs of Perfia to have their Corps let down into deep holes or pits purpolely bored 
within the lidcs of Mountains i as this day appear abundantly by the lignals upon the 
Hills about Perfepohs^ where the Bodies of the greateft number of thofc that preceded 
Alexander the Crear were interred, aslfliall hereafter note. About a bow-lhoot hence 
to the Southward upon the Plain or lower ground is a high Column inpcrfcdlion ; but 
of what ufc at fuch a di fiance I apprehend not. 

To conclude y for Jn ma^is volnijfe fat efi^ This is thefum of what I have to lay re- 
lating to this unparallcl’d Antiquity and (when in perfeeftion) incomparable SiTudurc, 
which has fo far the precedency, that Don Garcias dc Syha Figuroa ( Ambalfador A, D- 
If* ly. to Shaw Abbas I'rom Philip the Third of Spam ) upon his view, not onely prefers 
it before all he law at Kme, but concludes That it is undoubtedly the only Monument 
ill the World at this day extant without inipoiiaic; yea, far exceeding (faith he ; all 
other Miracles of the Earth we can cither fee or • ar of at this day. Give me leave there- 
fore to add, That here ( where J may fay Matcriam fuperabat OpMf,the Materials arc rich 
but much more cftimable the Workmanlhip ; Nature and An Lem to confjiire tov\ards 
the creating amazement and plcafure both in Senfe and Intclkrt i the prelcnt ruines re- 
taining luch a majefty as not only exprefs the Founder’s magnificence, but in the behold- 
ing ftrike a Icniible imprcHion ( if not of veneration yet > of admiration \ in fuch cTpc- 
cially as liavc a due cltecm of Silver-hair’d Antiquity. Is it not therefore great pity 
that fome Illuftrious Prince or other Noble Perfon valuing rarities, has not c’rc this 
lent fome Painter or other like Artift to take a full and perfeeft draught of this lb an- 
cient Monument ? the rather, feeing that the Inhabitants of Shyraz.-, but principally the 
Vilhgers Sit Mardajh und other People thereabouts put no value upon it; but contrarily 
(finding that albeit foraetimes they gain, yet moft timer, th y lofc by frcc-quartcr of 
Soldats and others who out of mecr curiofity repair thither, ) in barbarous manner 
fpnrc not to deface and tear alimdcr what they can in Ipight, and under pretence of 
fcTving their common occafions i albeit by the Dukes of S hyraz, they have nt liindry times 
been punillicdfor it^ info much as thefe rude Rufticks have barbarian-like done it 
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more Ipighr, than cither length of time, injury of weather or holhic rage ever coultl 
cffcdl Non tempts cdxx rernm, non terrx.-niotKSj nec hofiiles injurU tot ptatlorum fpticiOffo~ 
liditatem ejns udificii convellere jiotHerant. NaniexrHpc j'olida vel ex ^nadratis marmorum fa.. 
xrs ita comfocinm eft, ut ex mo lapide videatuTy ^ vix junEiiaras ofiendity laith an Oblcr- 
ver. Ncvcrt.'iclcls, I may here with thank-fulnds acknowledge, how that upon my propo- 
liiig it foinc years fince unto tliat great Meemas of antiquity the late noble Lord 'thorn, s 
Ear] of Arundel y He was 16 fcniible thereof, as to that end he diipaciicd a Youth thither 
whom Mr. Ner(tate recommended to his Lordihip for one he knew could both defign 
and copy vjtell •/ But I hear he died by the way at or near Suraty before he could reach 
PerfU ; fo as that worthy i ndeavour became frulfratc* To proceed. 

Little more than a mile hence is whicli in n Spanilh reporter I find writ 

Mar^ateany and in an Italian Mebrehoafeon, very much ditfering from the riglit i>roiiun- 
ci?^ . 1 . ’Tis a Village confining of near two hundred Houles, luch as they be, the 
Peopiv. o,. (.'hich place were fo tranfcendently liiperftitious, that (upon notice wc w^cre 
Chrtjiinns and not Mitjfulmca according to their Alcoran) what ground wc trod or wh;:t 
places wc entred, at our departure they filial allies and dull, apprehending wc had pol- 
luted the earth by rcaibn of our profcllioii*, which being done in our fight made us Ionic 
pallime. This and the Neighbouring Villages for that they arc watered by Aquaduds 
. ^-•.reed from the River Kttr or A7-d»yr^ovcT which upon the liindemyry a Bridge 16 called, 
wc rode in the way from Sbyraz. to Perfepolis) feem very delightful places-, the Gardens 
aiid fields by that rcrrclhmcut appearing at molb ilalons cxtraordiiia:/ pleafant and 
li'uitful in variety of Fiowers and Fruits and Gorn. ISevcrthclefs by thole Hue es ( the 
mode ofthofe parts) the main Channel is 16 ftraitned, that in icvcral places ’tis very 
Jiardly difcernablc. 

Northwards about three PnfJijlj miles from Chyl manor at the foot of that Mountain 
which verges towards Perfepolis y in like fculpturc is carved the figure of a Giant which 
the Perfians fay is the reprcfentaiion of Ruflan: which may the better be credited feeing 
that in his memory the p^acc is called Nofrdiy or as Ibine pronounce Nafd Rufian. .. e. 
Rufians Momonent. This Ruftan was a Heroc celebrated in the old Annals of Perfia which 
thefe modern times preferve but by tradition: 16 that uncertain it is what age he lived 
in-,, but as Igadiered afterwards at when I went to fee his Tomb, was in or 

about the reign of tliat great Arta.verxes or AhaJImrus who took to Wife Hefler the 
Jew-, in whole Wars ’tis likely he was Ibmc Eminent Commander ; concerning whole 
Iticngth and ails, Romancc like tliey report wonders. Nigh this upon the fame Hill 
the linages of fevcral Women and Maidens are.carvcd one of which they fay is the 
figure of Rufianh Earthly goddefs ^ of whofe Amours and adventures which like a Knight 
Errant he performed ibr her lake, the Perfians teU many plealant llorics : As alfo, how 
by the corrivalfliip of Sha^j^ad his falfc friend, Rufian was dtftroy’d by falling into a pit 
covered with boughs and Earth whence ncverthelefs with a dart he ilew his adverfary, 
fucli time as he look’d down into the pit to inliilt over Ruftan by way of triumph. 

Nor far thence ( where the Mountain in like mamier is made fmooth and even) arc 
two other large figures of Giants on horfeback. The one has the Royal Tiara upon his 
head with long crifped hair dangling under iti and upon his lliouldei s that royal Veit 
which the Sovereign Princes wear, as cilewhere delcribed : In his left hand is a Club 
with Iron Ipikcs at the end, non uidike that which Painters ufually give to Hercules. Op- 
pofitc to this is the other Chevalier, who wears a like Veil upon his Body, with hair 
upon his head of equal length, but bare-headed. The horfes in theirpoftures fac e cacli 
other, as do the Riders 5 who with their right hands Itrctched on liigh lay hold upon 
a round ring, teeming to coiuend about if, and either to force it from each other, or 
break it afunder. Tliis probably is a fyrabol or emblemc of that great Empire •, and 1 e- 
prcfcntsto all Generations that great cona*ft for the Monarchy of the W orld, which 
happened betwixt Darius and Alexander y ot Other wife tliat ’twi.tt Cyrus and Artaxerxes. 

In another place upon the precipice of the Hill is the effigies of another Gigantiiic 
perfon, little di&rent in habif, and mounted upon a like Bucephalus. Within his right 
hand he holds a Sword not fo hooked as the nor fo clofe-guarded as ours: 

and with his left out-ftretched he graips a Foot-man that feems to oppofe him ; backt 
by another Cameradc bare-headed, who by this conqueft over his Fellow, in lubmifs 
manner by the bowing of his body feeJfis to beg the Horfe-man’s mercy. There arc fc- 
vcral other Images carved in that Mountain, which are lalting Monuments, and very 
wdl worth a Travellers notice : but thefe 1 lately named are tlie principal. Now whe- 
ther thefe ftupendious Monuments may have been made by the diredion of fome Per.- 
Jim Potentate, or of Alexander tlie Great who had molt picalurc in that kind of often- 
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tarion, and the molt expert Statuary in the World at that time marching with 

his Army ? Or wtietl.cr they were ibrmcrly cut by the diredionsof that mighty Mo- 
narch Nabuckorlowfor the Hercules of the Eaft *, or precedent to him by the appointment 
of Sewiramii-, which lalt ( as Diod. Siculus U 2. Jofcfhns ex Berofo contra jifpion, and other 
HiJlorioi’iaphcrs rclatc'i in Chaldea, Media and Pfry/4 to exp refs her greatnefs, butefpe 
cially to ctirni/.c her fame, planted Gardens, dill'cdcd Mountains, raifed Bridges, and 
upon higli Plates caufed her own Efyies and her Husband’s to be engraven *, Itajli^an 
Mom (Jl Media apud quern Semiramis in petra feptendecem ftadiorum, fuam effgiem infculpfit, 
Rhod. /. 2y. c, 24. There flie made a Garden 12 furlongs in compals, and upon a 
Mountain 17 fui longs high caufed her figure to be cut, with 100 others preienting her 
with giftis and upon a Marble Rock caufed it to be writ inSj/rwci^^ lctterstothiscffed, 
A Semir amide fuhditorum opere, iftud faxumexcifum eft, Munfter lib. 5. Cofmo^r. htChaona 
or Coom in Media upon a like high Mountain that railed it fclf in the miJll of a large 
Champagne ground, Ihc ( aufcd other very ftately Gardens and Houfesof delight to lx; 
creded , and to the intent fiie might from thence have a period view of that great Army 
of 1 lorfe and Foot w hich (he had railed and was marching with into India, being ( as Sui- 
doi reports ^ three millions of Foot, one million of Horfe, one hundred thoufand Cha- 
riots and the like number of Camels for fight, and 200^0 more Camels that had the 
baggage of the Army, and carried ^ooooo raw hides lor waiting her Army over the 
YQx Jndm-, relblving ( but in vain) to make Staurobates the Indian King a Vallal of her Ba^ 
bylouian Empi re. I Ipon the Jarceian Mountains near Ecbatanc llic left a nothcr MonumcEt 
of her power, by cutting a palFage through it for the Army, Diod. Siculus Ub.^.cap.^. not 
only to t he wonder of thole times, but admiration of fuccceding Ages : which partly out 
ofljalc tlattery, but principally out of fcai the People iirll reputed Idols, and then wor- 
Ihippcd, but whether 1 am not able to determine ^ and therefore leave it to the fur- 
ther ll i utiny of fome future Traveller, who in thelb things may have a better con- 
tenting my felf oncly with the profped and relation. At Caramoon-Shaboon 
near unto Wy-j/u, in the way ’twixt and the like curiolitics arc cut, 

and ill all probability during the time thefe were clledcd. At Hamadan alfo the like*, 
and ill Ibme other parts of Fcrfta’, which being engraven upon the folid ftone, at fo 
great height, and not upon the declivit)', but hollow'd within the precipice of thofc 
Mountains, endures the violence of wind and weather, and ’tis likely to continue as it 
is, while tl;e Rock it felf laiktii. But to return. 

Upon either lidc of this Mountain near Chilmanor, cfpecially that which rclpedts the 
South, the Roc k is cut fmooth •, and upwards above a hundred foot high in it are cut 
or pierced levcral holes, fome being of larger fr/e than other: the lealt is three foot 
I’^juare ; Alfo in the lidc of the Hill fome perfpcctives are engraven, or at leall dcligncd. 
Mow feeing that Diod, Siculus and other -Writers of thole times acquaint us, That when 
the Perftan Kings had the Sovereign command of the World, their Sepulchers or Burial- 
plac cs were not in Cemeteries where Graves were iifually made ; but in deep holes pur- 
pofcly digged within the Rock or Marble Mountains about PerfepoUs’, whereinto the 
Corps ( after they were embalmed ) were let down by long cords or other engines fitted 
for that purpolc: So as for the performing that lafl: office, there wa.s no afccndiiig with- 
out a ladder, which was oncly reared upon fuch folcmn occ alions. For j)roof wliereof, 
that Story ol' Darius Hyftafpis mentioned by Cteftas in his Hiftory of Perfia is pertinent 
and remarkable which King having in his life time prepared in the Hill joyning Prr- 
fepolis his own Sepulchre, was very defirous to be let down to fee the place where his 
Body Ihould be laid •, but the dilfwadcd him, as being ominous : nevcrthclefs the 
King’s Parents ( no Icls curious ot the light) were by the Priefts let down with ropes, but 
in the defeent fo terrified with hideous apparitions, that letting go their hold they were 
killed by the fall, for which difafter 40 of the Priefts by the Ring’s fcverc decree were 
put to death. The eyEjyptians of old had the like Sepulchres in deep Caves or Vaults 
thirty foot under ground, enriouQy cut into the folid Rock, and at the bottom parted 
intofevcral Chambers, where the embalmed Corps were laid*, as by the Mummies fre- 
quently found there is apparent. In Thebes alfo ( which Strabo calls Diojpolis) i. e. Jovis 
civitas { not that near Joppa ) are like Graves, wherein are interred above 40 of die 
^yptian Dynafts and Kings, which there have their Sepulchres •, for to bury the Dead was 
accounted impious, but l)eing imbalmcd they laid them in fome private room within 
their houfc, faith Pmponius. Albeit it is not to be doubted how that this cuftom conti- 
nued not many Ages, nor was praftifed amonglb all forts of People; but during tlie 
time thofe Princes gralpcd the Scepter of the Univerfe, and with thofc oncly that were 
of higheft Quality : For, when the fubverted this Monarchy, this mode was left, 

and 
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and that People conformed to the Greeki cuftoms ; as appears by that ftately Funeral £phe- 
ftion hadjanclalfo that other ofAlex/mder himfclf i where the Corps were neither interred 
in thefedeep holes, nor burnt with fire, but embalmed, coffined, and kept after the manner 
of the c/£pptiafts. Nor doth it appear what manner of Funeral Statira the Wife of Ale 
xander and^Daughter of the lall DariHs had i whether according to the manner of the 
Mdeedonians or Perfians : For albeit JufliHt Diodorus SicmIus, ihuntus CurtittSy and tABUart 
make mention of her Burial, and of the Burial ot Darius •, yet in what manner, or in 
what place they were interred, ( albeit neither pomp nor cofl: was fpared, nor the prc; 
fence of the Conquerour himfelf wanting for the greater honour of tlic Obfequy; thofe 
Hiltorians arc altogether filent. 

Befides thefc upon the fame Mountains fomc pieces of Perfpcaive arc elaborately and 
regularly cut, rcfcmbling the nobleft fort of ancient llnidture. The lowcft door or 
place of entrance is open, and as if it were to be alcended by fteps : on cither tide the 
door are placed flat pilafters which fuftaiii the Architrave and other fnpcrftrikTure. 
Towards the fiimmit arc other doors fiiut i and the whole imlxrlliflied with a few pour- 
traits of Men, whic'ii ferve for ornament, fomething conform to that Templum Solis 
which long after by Aurelian the Emperour was eredled upon Mount ^irinal in Romcy 
as exprclled by Laarus. Upon the ciilmcn has been a Pa^odM\\ch the Inhabitans there- 
af^uts fiy was Jamfseat or Shem~phid he that fucceeded buchan^ and he Syamec the Son 
of Keyoasarra^. who ruled Perpa circa A. M. 2000 . and was contemporaneous with the 
Patriarch Jacohy fix hundicd years before the deftrudion of Tr^^, than which (fbmc pre- 
Ibme to aver) no Monument in the World precedes in time *, Nullum ante Trojanu tem- 
pera Mommentum apud ullos Uteris mandatum vel fculptum fuerat : In which we ought not 
to be pofitivc. 

About three hundred paces Southward from Chilmanor there is a fingle Column, entire 
from bafe to capital-, but being fo low and without company, it is not eafie to conje- 
fture of what life it was. The jicdeftals of two other Columns fquarc in form are fe?n 
at no great diftance thence i but uncertain what Ibrt of Column they bore, feeing there 
is an empty hole in one of them, which fome think ferved as an Urn to keep the allies 
of ibme dead Bodies that were burned. 

Some fpace from the Mountain towards the Valley, arc fcveral Coffins or trouglis of 
{tone*, fome whole, but molt broken: in which one may prefumc dead Corpfes have 
been laid There arc moreover the rcliqucs of Ibmc Tanks or Conlcrvatorics of water, 
towards which one may difeern the Aquedud or watcr-pallage was cut through from 
the top of the Mountain : fo as by a pipe what rain-water tell at any time from the clouds 
was convey’d down into the Cilterns. And with good reafou-, for albeit the City Per- 
fepolis had the benefit of the River lately mentioned, yet the Building expatiated molt 
towards the North-eaft, which was towards the Palace. Certain it is, lo great a di- 
Itjince needed thefc helps (wanting Springs ) the better to feed their places ofjilealure, 
as Orchards, Gardens, Grots, erc.which the City had plenty of, and thofe very large ones. 
The oncly ruin that remains of building in that part the City Rood, is a Ipacious 
fquarc, which had but one door for entrance. The walls arc high and lalting for they 
are of extraordinary large pieces of Marble. And albeit the cement of thefc that joyns 
the {tones isvifiblc^ yet of what fubftance the fingle column is, 1 lately mentioned, 1 
fomewhat doubt, feeing ’tis fo high and differing from the colour of that quarry, and 
by the curiofity of the cement feeming as if it were one piece of ftone : fo that the little 
time I ftaid there would not fuffer me to fatisfie my felt whether it was natural or arti- 
ficial. Howbeit fince upon fecond thoughts 1 fuppofc it may be fuch plaillcr as in old 
time was made of flower with whites of eggs and the belt fort of ftone beaten into pow- 
der, with which the outfides of fome fofter materials was ufually finifiied or pargetted ; 
And of fuch a compofition was that Pifewa mirabilis near Cuma, which for colour and 
durablenefs even in thofe times gained admiration. To proceed now in our Travel. 

The eight and twentieth day of March wc put foot in ftirrop, and that night rode 
four and twenty miles to a Town called Moy-om* In the mid-way ’twixt thofe 2 Towns 
1 obferved a Hill, upon whofe top ( as the ruins fhewed) hath ftood a Cattle fo advantam- 
oufly feituated by Nature, as we judged was impregnable. A late rebellious man- 
ned it againft Abhas his Sovereign, who (to terrific others) came in perfon to reduce it. 
But fuch was the Sultan's refolution, fiich the height where the Cattle ftood, fo narrow 
the entrance , and fo defperately defended, that in fix months fiegc he had but 1 ittJe hopes 
of taking it. Loth he was to draw off ^ and what ftratagem to nfc could not fuddeiily 
deviie: At length he goes this way to work^ a reward was proniifcd to any would 
effeft it. What force could not do, Magick (at Icaft of Gold ) perpetrates : For an 
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old Wizard covetous ol iiain) promifes his heft :i and ac( ordingly by fpclls fo perplex- 
ed the deluded Sultar/, that upon the Witches aluiiance of lair quarter he defeends } but 
the Block rewarded him. Ahba6 acknowledges the Enchanter merited his price; But 
while the Wi/aid dotes upon his gold, he ices not that danger was at hand*, for the 
King gi iidjdng the lofs, and knowing no better way to recover it but for being a Witch, 
fends him to without his head ; making that tiie occafion of his juflicc, which but 
a little before he held iifclul, though then dilliked it. To return. 

AMown ( a Town of note upon the road betwixt Shyrai. and Sfaham) is very delight- 
i ully icated i enriched alfo with iweet Water, excellent Wine, plenty of Wood, Itore 
of GraE, and diaper’d with Nature’s Carpets. It belongs to their highly honoured 
Prophet hniatly whole Tomb in a well-built Machit called Emoom Ji.niatl is hcrelecnj 
conlidcrably endow’d through tlic liberaliry of many Princes and Great Men: For to- 
wards its maintenance ycaily twelve thouiand mawndjhaw of Rice, and four thouland 
ot Barley is allow’d. Nevt night we lodged ( flept 1 cannot lay, we were lb vexed with 
Mif^uito's) in a.w, a Village conlilling of thirty Families •, niolf of them Prophets or 
Prophets Chi Idreii. We ll ill found kail profit, where Ibch Prophets dwelt, feeing they 
drunk no Wine, nor were Grapes allow d to grow amongil them: Not that Wine 
there is held bad, but from feme Tradition, and probably that it is the Blood of thofe 
Giants u ho warred againll the Heathen Deities. Nor was the Water in their Tancks lo 
wliolelbm as might merit commendation^ albeit the Confervatory was as good as any 
uc J’av\ till tlieiii being large, and plailtercd with a compolitioii of lime and land with 
Ibnie glutinous matter (as I apprehended) which made it both large and fmooth', fo 
that it feemed to lie no other than natural ftone, and bcttci tiiaii what we call Plaifter 
of Pans. Such w’crc tl' e Cilterns or Tancks in old Rome as Phny tells us : and of like Art 
wcic thofe IL nder Mai hie Columns our fore- lathe i s have Iccn call or madt for Cathe* 
dials ilructures', ret kon'd inter res yirditas by Panctrollns. 

Next day we rode over Ibmc craggy and llcep lliils, and at night made Tartan^ our 
Manjuel : A fnuill Town moll remarkable in a Mtfthit, wherein we beheld a Monument or 
Tomb wliich was railed a pretty height from the ground, and cover’d with violet coloured 
Velvet', under whii lilies l)uried a Great Uncle of tlic Kings. Next night we came to 
poje-i a plau’ oblervable oiiely in an old Gallic, which was fometimes a Garrifon: in 
aiivl about uiitcli ijiiiabit(as we were told) no fewer than foity thouiand Georgians and 
who by ])rofeHion are Chnfiians-, albeit little better than captives, being for- 
libly cianlplarited luther. They arc a People have Saint George the Cappadocian Biihop 
in veneration, being their Patron. From Mahometans they difter; not in habit nor mode, 
but; ill their gi.ay eyes, a great argument of heat, ArifiotU^ as black is of the 
contrary, the colour of moll Perjians, and have long white hair which after the mode 
of thofe antick Gallants recorded by Pliny and Lneun they wear tiHiied with fillets of lilk 
and gold or lilver. If any of thefe ( which is too too often ■ turn Mahometan-, they are 
tpJhfatlo^-prdeTTQd beyond vulgar merit. Poor Souls ! hearing that we were Chrijiians, 
they not onely flocked about us, but wept to lie us : Nor wanted we bowels of com- 
panion to behold Chrijltan in fucli a mifcrablc thraldom and condition, and under fuch 
temptations. Nor I'ar dillant hence is Thymar j memorable ( iiJiyzar err not) in an an- 
cient monuiiicntjby fome//F/>rwCharadlersliippofed to be the Burial-place of Barhjheha 
the Mother of King Solomon : which probably may be miltaken for Bethfijemep^wWiLh iig- 
nifies a Houfe dedicated to the Sun : Howbeit’tis called Mi chtr Zaldment ». e. Solomon^s 
ChappeJ , a place (if truly Jb) well worthy leciiig. 

Next night we lay in Whomgejh next in CazxHzjtr next we came to Ba'^hit~chow-,7i\\d next 
to Degardow : Eight leagues from which place (and near T czJycoMa Jw^ rode over a moun- 
tain of black Marble, (where doubtlefs arecpiarrics Serpentine and Porohyre,\f the earth 
were examined: ) the defceiit was precipitious ; fothatfaveby laggccllteps, and thofe 
not a little dangerous, was no riding down. Out of this part of the Pirthoatrianmom- 
tains the River Rhogomana Iprings; which having watered SLyraz.^ runs into the Perfian 
GuJph. Howbeit,* down we got, and that night lod^ to Cumhaij;llcllo\ a Village fa- 
mous for a Carfavans-rawy and for the bell Wheat-bread in Perfia. Next night we came 
t0 Texjiecaf»z.y a Town which ftands plcalantly in a narrow Vally, the ground on each 
fide declining gently, fo as no Hill appears near it, the coimtrey round about for fomc 
miles being even and Champain : It is hardly to be Teen or Jbund till very near the 
place, did not a Caftk point it out which was built by Tezdgyrda Perfian King above the 
Town long lince, as this Name jxirtly intimates. Here is^a very fimaly Corravans-r^twy 
the bell 1 rom thence to Bander on the Gu’ph of Perfia.

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Next day ( paiOing through De-MoxaJheg) we got to Amm-htutty by fome called BeytiU\ 
a Village of thirty Families, moft bting Ajwftate Georgians ^ inclolH (to exclude their 
lhame) by a high, ftrong and round wall with Battlements, which makes it to refcmble 
a Cattle, albeit a Village. It is commanded by Data as they call David-Charm Brother 
to the Duke of Sheroi. i who for his Apottaiic was made znEparch, and honoured with 
three temporal Titles, but purchafed it may be with lofs of an eternal Happinefs. Here 
is a neat Carravans-raw and Banquetting-Houfes for his own delight : that I went into 
had five rooms upon a floor, which were well painted with Imagery, andembolled with 
gold. The Gardens were formed into good order *, and l)eing the Spring which as rirg-

A mile ae-are, the City, uie nfar, the Snli^ of 
ILhe, and the Armouan Prince in a Cavalcade ot about four rtouland 

Horfe Slid innumerable Foot, came out to meet us -, The high-way for full 2 miles from 
the Town was full of Men, Women and Children : here alio we found the m 

great numbers-, vcho all lo^.thcr all tlie way, in a volley of aylamations welcomed us 
with H4»'»oiy Sogmxrjy, the better fort with Hop,j;aldom bfn^aUbm-, in our Lan. 



brance; but according tk, -y . a ^ 

The Bridue alfo over cvhich we pail into theCity wr*. in like manner full of Women on 
both lidcr* many of which equally coveting to Icc and to be fceii, in a lair deportracrit 
unmafciucd their faces. The lirft place we alighted at was Conm-j^otfmugh a Houfe ot 
the Kiiu-’s at the Weft fide of the Mydmy where fomc of the Nolfte-Men kneeled down 
and Tcllalcnfd, three times kilfing the K'mg’sthrclhold, and as oft knocked their heads 
in a cullomary obeilfance •, agi ceable to what il, Cmm /-s .relates \yas the mode of thole 
times, rerncosRefresadoramsimvrtmi^gemfleaehanh turn prom meumbentis in terrfm freinc 
hunntm feriebant ac icrrum oftHlabantur •, they gave their Kings external adoration. Sir 
Robert W/ry ( who was well acquainted with the formalities of thole parts, and in all 
nlac cs habited like a Perfian) li/.cdaed alfo, which made him the more to be rcfpctled. 
\.^Cofelba(h concluded the Ceremony in a Panegyric, That the excellency of 
iiad attracted a Prince and other Gentlemen from the extremeft angle of the World to 
fee whether Fame had been partial in the report of his magnificence*, but no wonder, 
fmcc his licams fpread thcmfclves over all the Univerlcl That done. Bottles of pwe 
Wine were laviihed out ^ after which, with a continued clamor of the Plebeians thereby 

exprelfing 
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iff 


exprefling their joy, we were concluded to another Houfc of the King’s, which was at 
the South-caft end of the City, through which a broad lluce of Water had its courfe into 
the ZinderoHt, which made our lodging the more delightful. 

The fourth day after oUr being in Spaharnty Mr. Burt the EngUJh Agent, and a vc.y 
accomplilhed Merchant feafted our Amballador, exprefling a very noble entertain- 
ment and hearty welcome where, according to the mode of Perjia, there was ftore of 
odoriferous Flowers and fwcet Water •, agreeable to the old cuftom mentioned by Pith 
torch in the life of Artaxerxes, where the King entertaining Amdeidas the Lacedemo,. 
mart, circled his brows with a Garland of Flowers wet with molt IWect and precious 
ovls, which perfumed the place. At night a large Tanck of Water was fur rounacd with 
lighted Tapers, artificially uniting two contrary Elements Squibs allb and other Fire- 
works, for the hiore honour of the Fcafli fiich as made the /’fr/Zww Jidinirc. Next day 
piodte-nazjtr the Armenian Prince was vifited by the Amballadoiir at his Houfe in JeU 
phta : A Chriflian he profefles himfelf ; but ( 1 mult be bold to fay ) his Houle was fur- 
nilhed with fuch bcaltly Pidurcs, fuch ugly poftures as indeed are not fit to be remcm- 
bred : For God calleth not unto unclcannels, but to Holiiutls. Yet forafmuch as he 
’'..ofefTed himfelf a Chriflian, that golden laying in Sedulim lib, i. is fit to be writ upon 
his Wall, Dettsfemper adefl. As alfo that which the Prophet Jeremiah declares ch. 44. 
ver. 4. in the odium of that infandum ptccatum. It is abominable, for the Lord hateth it. Yea, 
Seneca a Heathen hath this excellent faying. Si feirem homines tgmraturos & deos ignofeitu- 
ros, non peccarem tamen propter peccati vilitatem: If 1 knew that Me n could not lee, nor 
the gods punilh, yet would 1 forbear linnmg for the loathfomenefs of Sin. Plato hath 
the like, That he would do notliing in fecret whereof he fliould be ailiamed in publick. 
Ne ( faith Cicero ) ftquidem deos omnts celare pojfumus • No, albeit it were poflible to conceal 
our fins from the gods. Pity tiien it is thele Chriflians living amongft InfideL are fo paft 
fliame, being a powerful reftraiiit to keep Men from fin without which they abandon 
thcmfclvcs to all manner of debauchery. For, faith Pythagoras, Nihil turpe committas 
tuque coram alii^, nec tecum', maxime omnium verere teipfum'. Do no fordid adt that cither 
othets or thy felf mayeltluiow; and principally let thy own confcicnce be regarded. 
But to return : Amongft other our cates, i took moll notice of a rolled Pig ', in regard 
it was the firft we faw in Perfia ’, andism^at emially ofFenfiveto7wandiWrf/7®«ff4w. 
The flagons and bowls in his Houfe were all of gold; Vials of fweet Water for perfume, 
and glalfcs of Shyraz. Wine were emptied for our better entertainment. 

Thele Georgians and Armenians are by feme called Jelphelyns, from a Suburb adjoyning 
this City •, but rather in memory of their Metropolis which bears that name near Ararat, 
called Ariamnes by Tortelius, The Georgians arc the ancient Inhabitants of that Coun- 
erey, and have a little intermixture with other Nations. The foil is moft part moun- 
tainous, much refemblingH<p/vfri4 where the Swituers live. From the tops of fome Hills 
they can difeover ( at leaft as they fuppofe ) the Buxine and Caflian Seas. They derive 
their name either from St. George their Patron, or from the Cordiaan Hills on which 
they inhabite-, albeit the derive' them from the word for that they are 

Husbandmen, but called Jberia formerly. And indeed the goodnefs of God is herein 
to be acknowledged, in as much as thefe Georgians with their Neighbours the Carcafh 
and other Armenians continue their Chriflian profeflion, albeit they are fufBciently 
threatned in that refpedt by T ark, Tartar and Perfian who environ them, and tell them 
that all Natolia and thofe other Countreys that lie betwixt the Buxine 3.ndi Mediterranean, 
albeit they were once altogether inhabited by Chriflians, arc now overfpread with thofe 
that embrace the Alcoran. Th^ were interdifted Communion with the Orthodox by 
Dw/pww Patriarch of Conflantinople ’, ncverthelefs under Sapores, added to the Army 
triumphant, 20000. Martyrs. At AlbanopoUs Saint Bartholomew was buried, laith Sa- 
phronius. Some call them Jberi, and fuppofe that from them defeends the Spaniard. Con. 
Porphyrins ( if rightly informed ) deduces thefe Georges from David and Bathjheha ; but 
that pedegree 1 fuppofe will be but badly proved. By profeflion they arc now for the 
greateftpart Neflorians and Jacobites ’, and more inclinable to Arms than Trading, as 
their Neighbours the Armenians be: but for comelinefs of Body, height of Spirit, and 
faithfulnefs intruft arc of that repute, cfpecially with the Perjian, that many of i^cm 
are imploy’d in places of Command,efpccially againft their turbulent advcrlary theT«r*. 
And as of old, the fAEgyptian Soddans had their Mamahwles, fo at this day the Perfi^ 
King has the greateft number of hisOw!/f/l>4jl»f /from thence it being fcldom heard that 
any of them is falfe, or having ferved the Perfian ever turned to the Jur^ Notwith- 
ftanding which the Perfian King in our times, upon fome diftaftc given by anfiondeL 
chsmyVOsAt War againft that Nation ; For (as one obfer ves) though Glory and Dominion 
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be two cxtcUcilt tilings it well acquired yet arc they but bad motives to commence a 
War, or to invade the juft poiVcllions of another. And I may not omit tiiat Sir Robert 
Sherlcy one time when wc were travelling together, gave us the ciifuing relation. 

Scanner a late Georgian Prince had by a SarcaJJian Lady three Sons, iitcander, Thrcbeg^ 
and Cotiflandel. Threhcg iflliftcd himfclf under tlic Tarii] Onflandeidid the like under the 
Perfian -, but both for Preferment became Apollates and iiuncd Bofcrmcn. Confiandel 
was the rooft adive of Spirit, albeit in Body naturally deiormed. Abbot taking fome 
diflalte againft Seamier for his compliance with the Tierk^-^ the Prince fo lleightly c\cu- 
i'ecl the fad, as exafperates Abbot. Ally-chan thereupon was ordered to march agaiuH 
him with ten thoufand Horfe. In this expedition none was more forward than Con- 
fiandel (who with more credit might have mediated fo/ his Coontrey,) tliisadmiiiillring 
occalion to put in pradicc his ambitious dehgi is : y»a, oi fuch repute was he then at 
Court, that he was joyned in tiommifiion witn Alty-cha^i. Having entredOVor^w, Cetu 
ftandcl k^vn under a pretence of duty gave his aged Fatncr a vifit i who received him 
alFcdionately •, but withal negleded not a friendly reproof for his Apoftaiie-, whereupon 
that night, after an invitation to a Banquet, ne cauied his Father to be made away ; 
and then prevailed with the party he commanded, wiiij wiiom ibmc temporizing 

complied, to ialute him by the name of King* but 16 odious boui to God and 
man was this Parricide, as he had little comlort in that forced greatiiefs : For, not long 
after conllicting with Oc<i/4’sSoi\who had entred Cheylan with a party of Horfe) 
Conftandcl received a prick in the Arm, and was conitrained to retreat i but which was 
worre>fo fuddeuly and fo uncxpedcdly was he alfaultcd in his Tent by his own Countrey- 
men, that albeit he hiinfelf made a fliift to efcape, they tut in pieces an accurled Cata.. 
»Mr/f who washisbcd-lcllow, and did him what further mifehief they could. Confiandel' 
being come unto the Perfian Court fo provoked the King, as he forthwith difpatched 
him back for Georgia in the head of a gallantArmy, pretending to expel the Tarkj But 
by his Vaii-courricrs gave the Georgians notice of his cru;,! intent. The Queen (his 
late Brother’s U ife ) prevailing for an interview, Confiandel was Ihot by an Ambufeade, 
upon a ilgnal given by that ./l4i4s.#;9,vrho by that over-reached his Itrat^em, having this 
or the like for excule, 

Nec enim lex >ufiiof ulJa iVir can there be a fomfimem more fit, 

Quam necis artifice^ arte perirc fua. Than be fimdd die that firfi invented it. 

But Abbas ghd of the occafion todifehargehis promife, fends them word, That as 
they had trcachcroufly llain his Subjed and Servant, 16 he would have ample fatisfadi- 
on. Nevcrthelefs, by the friendly interpolition ol Aliy^han{ who grieved not one jot 
for the death of his Competitor, ) Abbas alters his firlt thoughts, and was content 
that young Temcriskjsy his appointment Ihould be their King. Tcmeriskjn the head of 
Ibme thoufand Perfian Horle was received into Georgia with joyful acclamations ; but 
long his Halcyon dayes coiitinucd not : For the Tnrks Ambairadour then iclident at Sya- 
hawn infufcs jealoulic into Abbas, as if Temirijk, was more the Grand 5«>ww’s friend 
than his', and with like artifice Temerisl^ was abufed. Whereupon the young King fear- 
ing to come to Court upon Abbot his invitation, LaUa^beg preiently marched into Gear^ 
oia with thirty thoufand Horfc,forragiag the Countrey with Fire and Sword. The young 
King for his fafety firlt retired to the Mountains ^ but there aifo being alarm’d, he was 
forced to flic unto the Tsarkj where he prevailed for fuch a force, as not onely re- 
inflatcd him in his own, bnt fell into Shervan, Which fo incenfed the Perfian King, that 
drawing together what force he could, he rcfolved with himfelf to make qnickwork, 
and not onejy to liarrafs the Georg^ Countrey, but ( if pollibie ) to exterminate die 
People from off the face of the Eaith. To which end, in i>erl6n Abbas enters bis 
Countrey, killing all that came in the way ; firing Churches and Towns molt lamcwbly, 
and cutting down all their Mulberry-Trees *, and having in that fort &tisfied his 
returned, and gave way to Temeriskjo take a re-view of his cruel execution. Morad, a 
Noble Georgian, not knowing any better way for retaliation, like another Zofyrns dif 
figures his face, and (lies to Cas^n to imprecate the King’s revenge againlt Temeriek^ for 
that wrong. Abbas giving belief, orders a confiderable force to fall into that late wafted 
Countrey. But fo foon as they were upon the Georgian confines, in the night when the 
Perfians dreamed of no enemy at hand, Morad with five hundred Confederates, anda^ 
notable refolution as ever ap^ared in Men fell into the Canip, cut in pieces (even hun- 
dred Men, and amongft others eleven Chans and Beglerbegs ; the alarm ftriking fUch 
terrour uno the reft, that they could not be perfwaded when the day appeared to run 
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any further hazard among thole delperatc Men, who had nothing left but their lives, 
and for their Fortrefles inacccflible Hills. Since which, by the mediation of R-- 
veral Coo^elbajhaws that are Georgians has given them an aflliranceof peace from thence*, 
they on tlic other fide promifing^to put a^rcater vahip uponthc fri^ndihij^thc Perjian.

Now concerning Armenia-i fomc derive it from Armentts a Thejfalian^ who was J^Job’s 
K infnian. it is divided into J^jar and Minor. The lefler is in part of Anatolia *, the greater 
is conrined by Tartary to the North, Media and >^jj[^'4to the South, Welt and Ealt widi 
the Bitxine and Cafpian: It includes Colchis, Albania, Georgia, Iberia, &c. Countreys 
which be now oblcured in other recent Names, as Znriu, ^Ctmtria, Men^ellia, Turq^- 
mania, Cara-cuUa, Gttrgee, Haloen and Sarlochia-, in which place (Ibme fny) the tpn Tribes 
were feated by Salmanajfer, In that latitude it was divided into four parts by the Emp. 
Jnfiin.Epta being the belt peopled Province, and Baranis the Chief C.'ity ; in the lefler Ar^ 
menia were Nicopolis, Ara, Cafarca^ in the ^eSitet Arfamia,hy Ptolomy called Arfamifata 
Carcathioeerta, &c. 

Two Patriarchs or Protomifts they have ; one at ferafAem, the other at Sy»a in Ara 
bia ; who nevcrthclels fometimes rchdes at Sis near Thorpes, or at Ecmeazin near Rhivan 
( rather Ervan in Shervan) feeing that Antioch their old Sec th^ may not Challenge. The 
three firft general Councils they have in great honour i they itudy the Larine Tongue 
very little (for it is rare in Apa: ) Twelve titular Btfhops they name, thfcC hundred 
fome fay *, very poor, which ought notto render them dcfpicable. The Old and' New Tc* 
ftaments they have in their Mother-tongue ; a Litany alfo, part of which is cvciy 
Lord’s day read and expounded in the Church : They allow but of two Sacraments •, aa- 
miniftcr the Lord’s Supper in both kinds Bread and Wine \ deny a real prcfeiu e ; Ba- 
ptifin they celebrate after the Entycbian Ibrt, as Jacobus ( Father of the Jacobites ) and 
Joannes Philofontu, An- Dorn. 550. ipiftaught them, as I gathered from Ibinc Armenia 
ms at jelphee. Since Cozjracs time, inoft«of thefe Eaftcrn Chrifiims follow the con- 
denined opinion of Neperius-, a Hcrcfic encouraged by Cozroez. the Perpan^Apoflate in 
hatred to Heraclius the Emperonr : For, by forcing it upon the CbripUns wha were his 
Subjects, it fpread it felf like a IcproGe or ill air well nigh over all the Orient. Tlie 
Profelyte CentUes or Mahometans they fign in the fbrc-hcad with a burning crofs *, others 
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they baptize with two fingersandfignthelnfant with the Crofs, as glorying in that Hie- 
roglyphicJc wliich Jews and Muffulmen eftcem fo ignominioufly of. They are great lo- 
vers of Tradition *, pray not for the dead, imagining tliat till the general day of doom 
they arc without either joy or torment. Five Sabbaths every year they ablfain from 
flcfli, hlh, cheefe and butter*, in memory of thofe five Ages wherein their CwnVr fore- 
fathers ufed to immolate their Children to the old red Dragon : Wednefdays and Fri- 
days ( except ’twixt Eafler and jifeenfion ) they fall *, and by what I have obferved, I 
Jiippofc that no other Curiftians are ftriiHer Lcnt-oblcrvers : For, they not onely refrain 
then Wives during that time, but abftain from flefli, lilh, milk, eggs and butter*, thole 
forty days feeding upon oyl, bread, hony, dates, cucumbers, melons, herbs, and the 
like, and drink oncIy water*, but at other times eat flelh of all kinds; yea, can dill 
penfe with Hogs flcfli and account it a dainty. Howbeit, before the three great FeftU 
vals they i'alt twelve days. They marry oft-times at nine or twelve years of age j the 
Laity twice, Ecclefiallicks but once; Trigamy to all is hateful. The Preskytery arc ho- 
nou red . Images in CIi urches they approve not of, coridcmni ng the Greeks therein ; but 
in their Houfes can endure the pidures of remu and Priapsts. '!he Crofs they regard, 
but worfliip not ; nor do they believe tlierc is a Purgatory. Their Temples are but me;\n. 
Obedience andrcljped to the better and elder fort they pradlifc : theft and adultery they 
puniih. In fomc things they arc but refined Idolaters : For, in Burials they have a eja- 
ftom to lead about the Church an unlpotted Lamb, which they divide and diftribute to 
each a bit ; as a fymbol obliging one anotlier to love and charity : Peradventure this cu- 
ftom is derived from that of the Hebrewsy who fed to divide a calf, as Mofes records 
in Gen. 15.9. ^nd Rs Jeremiah, chap. 54. v. 18, ly. On Good-Priday they reprefent the 
Paflfion and Burial of our Saviour, during which they exprefs forrow in their faces. On 
Eafter day they joyfully celebrate the Rclurrcdion by a reprefentative body, ulingthat 
morning ( as do the Greeks) the old Salve, He is rifen indeed : an Angelical note they call 
it. That day they celebrate as a great Feftival, ihoMahometans nor Jews not daring ( as 
not being permittcd)to mingle among them: thcKingallowsthemthatprivilcdge. They 
fall upon the Nativity. The Jefuites have been induftrious to knit them unto Rome, but 
in vain. They infill much upon Antiquity, and have a Catalogue of two hundred Bi- 
fliops fince their firft converhon ; fomc were ioble Martyrs: but of late years, the re- 
port of an envious Doeg that thty had fubmitted to Rome and acknowledged the Pope 
their Head, made Jhbas cauflefly jealous of their loyalty, which could receive no 
qualification without the facrifice of Ibme of their lives, made an offering to his 
cruelty. Upon which the reft implore help from the Tnrkj, which raifed a bloody 
fccne of enluing troubles. Ledevic Crangier a Jefnit ’tis reported lately croft the Black- 
Sea into MengreUia, where Threbis-chawn entreat^ him civilly*, and that by his inftru- 
dion they are much purged from fupcrftition : Which if fo, his Name Ihould be of 
more fame amongft them. In the year 1211. over-run they were by the favage Tartar* 
AfengrelUa (part of Armenia) was of old called Colchis ; after that Laxarnm Regie : Disu 
fcarias was the Metropolis; once fo famous and confidcrable,thatT mefihenes, and Plin, 
lib. 6 . c. fpare not to report, how that three hundred feveral Languages were Ipoken 
there *, fo as the Reman aftairs in thofe parts were managed by nolefs than a hundred and 
thirty Interpreters: whence it probably came to pafs Uiat Mithridates King of Pentne 
ipake twenty fix feveral Tongues, having had his education firft, and after diat a free 
commerce and alliance with that his nci^bouring Countrey. Upon this confidcration 
it was that the Romans in their Monarchick growth, endeavour’d to impofc the Latin 
Tongue upon all Nations. Romani Idnguam fitam tote orbi impenere conantar, ( laith Fives) 
& rem prefeEte pMerrimam meditantar* Nam ( S. in Civitate Dei lib. 19. c. 7. 

Plin. lib. 7.J nihil efi ^ned heminem ita alienat ah hemine at Lit^aanm varietas, & faeUitU 
/tin animalia mnta etiam diverfi generis qudm homines diver/arm Lingaarm feciantttr, etenim 
cmtnercia, nec^ittsdo, feeietas, eenfiUernm commnnicatie inter gentes, cenfervantur, &c. A 
very noble dehgn. For ( as St. Angt^, in his City of God, and Pliny in his Natural Hi- 
(loty lay) There is nothing more eftranges one Man from another than differing Lan- 
guages: It being eafier to difeourfe with brute Beafts than Men of unknown tongues. 
For by underftandiug one another, not only comnierce,but affairs, focicty, and commu- 
nication of one Nation with another, is preferved. 

The Armenians at this day are the greateft travellers Eaft and Weft of any Afiatkki: 
defirc of gain and affedation after novelties inducing them : Albeit indeed the advan- 
tage they have in their feituation, fo near neighbouring the Seas Caftian, Buxine, 
diterranean and t\ic Palstt Meetis, give them more than ordinary encouragement; and, 
whence it comes, that at this day the generality more incline to Merchandize than 

Mars, 
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Mars, notwithllandiiig that the Turk^, Tartar and Perfian are o(c caullefly cjuari cllin« 
with them •, and that the and Pcrpan by turns domineer over them. For in a war 
’twixt two Potent Monartlis, ’tis dangerous fora third to ftand neuter, being thereby 
in peril to become a prey unto the Vidor. Learning is not now in that repute it was 
formerly •, thofc frequent interruptions probably being the caufe of it. Howbeit, Schools 
they have, and Univerfities. David's Pfalms alfo, and fome other part of Holy Scri- 
pture, which was tranflated into the Armenian Tongue by St. Chryfofiame during his ba- 
nifhment jnto that Countrey from Conftantinople, faith Cre or. in rita St. Joh. Cijryfcfl, The 
Armenians alfo have intheir Language the works of Greg. Nazianzxnc and Cyril, tranflated 
out of Greek, Their Alphabet coiilifts of 28 Letters j they write ii oin the left hand to 
the right *, but in their Charader nothing agreeing with the a,do the Georgians, 

who have but 32. The Armenian Letters and Language is fo very dilhealt by rcalon of 
the harfli afpirations, that! had much ado to take thefe following words after their 
guttural pronunciation^ excepting thofc they borrow from the T«r(^and which 
be cafie and the greaiclfc mixture of their vulgar Language. As the ancient O. ieiital 
Languages be all flowing from the Hebrew, which being the oncly Language befoi e the 
Flood, and continued in Heber's Family was calK d Hnmana Lingua : of whicii EbenE^ra 
f^ys, NonnulU Hebraorum Litera tom dura [ant cr difficilis pronnnciationU, nti nemo eas fa- 
cile pronunciaverif, nifi, ejui fiaiim d tenerrvmU amiis earum pronunctationi fefe ajfucverit.

SPAHAWN has ArticI; elevation 32 degrees 39 minutes, and longitude 86 de- 
grees 30 minutes: dim ring a little from Don Garcias accompt, whole height exceeded 
not 3 1 degrees 30 minutes. In whofe dclcription if I feem prolix, imj^utc it to the do- 
lire 1 have to Give what 1 found obfcrvablc. And firft, in regard fome uippofe her jike 
Agra) an upilart Town, i will trace her in her antiquity and variations fo far as my little 
reading will afiord it us. 

1 liar it was Ecbatan (^as Niger thinks) is ridiculous to imagine*, T abriz, by fuffrage of 
moll W'ritci being taken for that City. < Two thoufand three hundred yearsago itwas 
called Dura But whether that which Fc/ewy calls Dera, (not probable, feeing he pla- 
tes it in Sufiana,') or that Dora which was built by Arfaces the firll Parthian Emperour 
after his victory over Seleuchm, as Jufiin records in his 41 Book, I know not: But pro* 
bably this old name has milled tfiofc that judge it to be Dura in that Province where the 
haughty Affyrian cretTed his golden Colof. Heiatompylos is the next name I find it had ; 
recorded by ApoUodorus, Polybius, Ptdonyz 'A Pliny lib. 6.f. 8. fo denominated from 
her hundrccl Gates *, albeit the name be alfo given to Thebes, qua centum jacet obruta por^ 
tts : In Hyrcania alfo there was another of that name ^ and one in Libya which was built 
by Hercules a:; Diod. Siculus mentions ^ whereby wn tr.ny imagine Jier in thofe days a 
great City. And thoiu.ji in Alexander^ conquefts Curttus name her not, it feems Ihc 
was then varied into that Greektlh denomination : For of this name goes a tradition, 
That Demt mtu Nycanor ( Sotor'^ Son ) thirfting after Syria and Jerufalem ( upon his trea- 
cherous killing Antiochus Alexander^ Son, to make the conqucft earier)he was affronted 
by Tryphon Lieuteiiiint of Syria and forced to fly to Arbaces the Perfian King for fuccour*, 
who being acquainted with his unnatural defign, not onely deny’d him the Law of ho- 
fpitaht/ bi.L lent himprironer to where he was held in fetters, till upon 
fubmiilion he was relealed, and by Arbaces re feated in his own Dominion. 

After that this Cit. was called Nymzamana, which Ugnilicth Half the world: (alike 
hyperbole being givcMi to Rome which fome call Epitomen Vniverfi.) By j?f« ( here 

An. Heg. 540. of our Lord 1 j6o.) ’tis called Afibahan or Acjpachan who reports ajfo, 
that thvii it had twelve miles compafs. hyCluverius ’tis called Hagiftan. By the Arabian 
Geograi)\\er Asbahawn,Etemmfub Algebal,( i. e. the mountainous part of AlediaJfuntZ^bes 
pcnduftris •, quot um maxima funt Hamadan, Asbahawn, Deinur 0- Comm. Asbadana after 
that and under the true latitude. By Mandevil our Countrey-man ( three hundred and 
40 years ago ) Saphaon. Atthisday ’tis called Spawhawn for as they fibbolcth Sphawhsnm) 
but by Writers differently fpcH’d, as Spaha, Spachen, Aebsdoan, Ajpsichan, Itpaan, Spec- 
han and Hi(pahan *, erfOurs ijjringing from length of time and diverfity of Idioms’, but 
from whence the name Spawhawn derives it felf is not known unto the Natives i I may 
nevcrtliclcfs venture a conjecture of the Etymon, That it is cither that old Town Spada 
whexe Eunuchs were firft guclded *, or from a compound of (which lignifics a Horft) 
and Chawna ( a Houfe or .Stable, ) Spawhawn as the City Pafargad which lignifies a Horfc*. 
and the rather, in that the Hipyodrome ( the Body of the great Mydan ) was an old ac- 
cuflonicd place for viewing of Horfe-s. And not unlikely to be that Afjtadana which 
Ttolomy in his fifth Table of AJja places amongft the Cities of Perfia and in the fame de- 
gree of latitude, which givc.s it the greater probability : For AJpa in Ptelony is thirty 
mi Ics more towards the South than that which he calls Hecatompylon Regia. But I can by 
no means clofc with tliofe who arc confident that this Spawhawn was that old City which 
was ( ailed Hecatompylon. For albeit I deny not that Inch a ])lace there was, Ms called by 
our C>rf<;^IIiftorians and that placed in this Countrev *, nevcrthclcfs by comparing their 

feveral 


ieveral latitudes, it may be concluded that CszJhyn or Coom was that Hecdtomfylon which 
Ptolomy places in the latitude of 37 degrees 50 minutes. And both Ptolenyt Pliny and 
StrtAo ^1 agree, That Jjpa (as without perad venture Syahavn was then called ; had no 
more Northern elevation than 36 degrees, and withal is placed in Parthia. 

Give me leave to fpeak what 1 find afted whiles tailed Spawha»n,znd with that to coupl<* 
our prefent Obfervation. If I exceed, this may cxcule it, Praftat de Carth^ine taccre 
fauca dicere A. D. 645 . of the Hey. 25. by command of Omar then Odyph of Afeccay Siet- 
ben Jbivaksz. with fome troops of Arabian Horfe invaded Perfiato pluck violently away 
from Yezjdgirds head the tottering Diadem ; which at the third pull ( having twice over- 
thrown him) he effedlcd, the fplendour of that Kingdom then cclipfing: this done, 
Ben-Abivakex. facked his two beft Towns, viz.. Elmedin in Chaldea (^h\x\\i An. Dam. 520. 
by Kozrao Son to Kohodes ; howbeit, the Alcoran fays it Iprung out of Hell •, ) and Spa., 
ham in Parthia. An. Heg. 400. Mahomet the Calyph of Baydat after his conqueft of Uh- 
jurat in India in his return homewards plundered Spaham.Tanyrolipix commonly reputed 
Lord of the Zelz.uccian Family and Anceftor of the Ottomans^m the year 1030. of the 
c^io.( Edward the Confclfor then ruling ay Llewelyn Wales intreated 
by Mahomet Prince of Perjia to aid him againft Pyfajhiszn encroaching Babylonian : which 
Tan^olipix {or T ogrtdbeg as lome call him) did, and profpered in', and after that de- 
fended him againft the invading Indian. In recompence of which good Icrviccs, the 
T«ri^onely defircs leave to pafs through his Countrey, and over Araxi> (which a Bridge 
doth fcorn, Pontem indignam Araxisy lib. 8- c/£neid.) to vilit his Countreymen who lived 
betwixt the two Seas Cajpian and Euxin: A requeft how reafonable foever it (ecmed, 
nevcrthelcfs ralhly deny’d by Mahomet y who indeed thought the Tarkjn^d a worfe dcfign. 
But this denyal was fo unkindly refentcil by the Turky that after fome palfionate expref. 
fions he kept his party for fome time fecrctly in the Caramanian defert, and foon brought 
under command all that Countrey which neighbours the Perfian Guiph: And (vexing 
to be fo confined, ) foon after he marches againft the King, and at Shyraz. both Amies 
met} where albeit the Perfians were twenty thoufand Horfe and Foot and more nume- 
rous than the Tarky yet was he vanquilhed. Mahomet rallying another Army of treble 
the number, ncverthelefi could not rclift his deftiny : For, after a Ihort but hot diljiutc 
near thofe Plains, the Perfian Army was routed, and fo fiercely purfued by Tanyrohpixy 
that ibme thoufands of the Perfians were (lain, and many made prifoners ; Mahomet la- 
ving himfelf in the Field by the fwiftnefs of his Horfe which brought him to Spahawn^ 
where, in amazement falling from his beaft, he broke his neck. The Turkijh forces pur- 
luing and without rcfiftance ciitr ing Spahawn y which when it had acknowledged Tan^o.. 
lipix vidor, with little oppofition he made an entire conquefi of Parthia. 

Rached-biU alfo Son of AlmoJler..fia was flain by Mazjtd Anno Dom. 1130. of the Heg, 
5 10. and buried in Spahawn : Which few for many lliall fpeak her Antiquity in the name 
(he is now triumphant in. 

I have told you how that in the Story of Ben-Ahfvakez,!tttioaf!tnd years fince it intitles 
Spahawn a City, but gives us no further particulars concerning it. Ben-Jonas ( who faw 
it four hundred feventy fix years ago) affords her twelve miles compafs, as llie was at 
that time faying further, That (he was rich and populous. Mandevil An. Dom. 1 300. 
( which is above three hundred years fince) reports that in his time it was a noble City. 
Anno Dom. 147 .t- Jofeph Barbarnsvf^shQrQ in Reign, and then by the name 

of Spahawn it was a Cfity both great and famous, peopled with 1500000 Souls*, the Town 
and Suburbs being ten miles in compafs. Rabbi Benjaminy and Contarini the yenetian Am- 
balladour eighty years ago, relate that then Ihe had twenty Italian miles in circuit. And 
lamias the ^ortuguez.y fent by Albuquerq to Sha-Ifmael An.Dom. 1513. reports her to be 
a very great City. 

Sufpending my judgement concerning their relations, I lhall give you the truth of 
what I obferved. Spahawn Metropolis of the Perfian Monarchy, is icated in the Par., 
than Territory (now called j^rac)2ind as umbilic to that fpacious body which at this 
day is awed by the Perfian Scepter, From the Perfian Guiph Ihc is removed a hundred 
feventy nine farfangs, (of Englifi miles five hundred thirty feven*, ) from the Cajpian 
Sea, three hundred and fixty miles Englijhy from Shyraz, two hundred twenty two', 
from Babylon four hundred and fifty-, fromCandaljor eight hundred and fcvcntyiaiid from 
CazJbyn two hundred and feventy . She is in compafs at this day about nine Englijh miles, 
including towards feventy thouland Houfes, and of Souls (as may be conjedured) 
contains about two hundred thouland : for, befides Natives there are Merchants of fun- 
dry Nations, as Englilh, Dutch, Portaguez, Pole, Mufeovite, Indian, Arabian, Arme- 
many Georgian, T »r£, ^ew, and others drawn thither by the magnetick power of gain. 
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It hath fcvcral good Buildings j bat themoft obfcrvablc arc the MyeLWfMcfjMets, Hum- 
mimsj and PaUtecs-^ as be the Gardens, Monuments and Jelphey a Suburb adjoyning. 

Stahami is jnoft pteafant in its fcituation, elegant as to Building, populous for Inha- 
bitams, liili in Trade, and noble By being the ufual rcfidcnce of the Court-, emi- 
nent for nil Ibrtsof Lvcrcife, fufTicicntly watered by the Sinderyy fruitful in its foil^ and 
for nir fo pure iftid quick, that I very well remember we found it much warmer in more 
T^orihcrriCitieS^hich had greater latitude. And feeing C«rfiW faith of PerJia,Re~ 

rw mv alia in ma j^fia Jalnbrimr habetur 1 may in prailc of this place add, Than the air 
of Spaljawn no part of Perfia is more healthy. Howbeit,thc Town is of no great ftrength, 
yet has a mud-vfrall about it ; and towards the outfide of the City, alarge Cattle untian- 
kcr’d but moated about*, and fcvcral Houfes within,whicli guard the Treafure,Arms and 
Ice there ftored. 

Let me lead yon into the Mydan\ into which e’rc I can bring you, wc pafs over a 
well-built arched Bridge of hewn ftone, which is towards the South-weft end of the 
City fupported by live and thirty pillars, through which the Sindery {or Zind^eur) i'rom 
the Mountains ftreams gently, fpreading in rainy Scafons here wel-nigh fo broad as 
the Thames j but very (hallow : For iii Summer her channel is contrafted, and fo lhalfow 
tliat Children ulbally v^de or pafs through ; /or that the Citizens for the better water- 
ing of their Gardens by (luces drain and divide it into many Rivolets, infomuch as the 
courfc of the River is fpoiled, and ^ which is ftrange) loll in fome Valleys not many 
leagues diftant thence; where Tis drunk up without ever emptying it fclf (like other 
Ifreams ) into any Sea or Ocean ; cfpccially by the pipes which feed the two great and 
famous Gardens belonging to the King, called NazM^jarib and Cher-bauah, which for 
beauty contend with all other in ^Jia. 

The Mydan is without doubt as lpacious,as plcafant and aromatick a Market as any in 
the Univerfe : It is a thoufand paces from North to South, and from Eaft to Weft above 
two hundred*, rcfcmbling our Exchange ^ or the Place-Royal in Parify but fix times lar- 
ger; the Building is of Sun-dried biicki and an uninterrupted Buildings the inlidc 
full of Shops, each Shop filled with wares of fundry forts i arched above (in Cupolo's) 
Tarras-wife framed at top, and with blew plaifter pargetted. And being the nobleft 
part, is placed as it were in the heart of this City : The King’s Palace, or ChonnaPotJbaMffh, 
lonjoyns it upon the Weft (idc, poircfling a large Ipacc of ground backwards, but juts 
not to the Street further than the other Buildings , which are uniform to the Street, fo 
as to palTengers it gives not any bravery, her gieatcft gallantry being in the outward 
trim : for it is pargetted and painted with blew and gold, imbroidered with polies of 
Aiobick^y which after the manner makes it (hew very plealant. Within, the 
rooms (^according to the common form there) arc arched, enlightened by trellizes: the 
rooms imbolied above and painted with red, white, blew and gold •, the lides painted 
with fports and landskip ; the ground or floor fpread with carpets of filk and gold, 
without other furniture*, tarralled above, Mrnilhcd with a Pharoe over-topping 
many Mofijaesy and the Garden or Wildcmels behind the Houfc made fragrant with 
Flowers, filled with ai^ Citizens priviledged from hurt or affrights, and for which 
they return their thankfiil notes in a more melodious confort and variety than if they 
were in the exadeft Vollyere in the Univerfe. Within the Hippodrome many of the Ca- 
valry nfe to ride, ( according to the ancient cuftom, as Xenophon in the life of Cyrus in- 
ftanccs ; ) fo do the Perfians at this day, daily repairing to the Court-gate, mount^, 
with lanccs in their hands, Sharalheers or Swords and Quivers by their lide *, where af- 
ter they have praunced a while they depart, unlefs the King prepare to go abroad ^ for 
then they give their due attendance. 

The North Iflc of the MydanhsiXh eight or nine arched rooms, ufually hung with Lamps 
anclLatten Candlcfticks, which being lighted (as ’tis ufual, cfpecially at the Feftivi of 
Lights w^hich they call Cera^an) give a curious Iplendor. Thither the Potjhauoh and 
others frequently refort for'paftime, as tumbling, fleight of hand, dancing girls aiifl 
painted Catamites *, that nefandum peccatum being there tolerated. At the furtheft end 
North is the Mint *, where wefawoneday Silver coyn’d, Gold the fecond, and next 
day Brafs. Not far thence are Cooks (hops, where Men ufe to fled the helpful belly, 
after the bufie eye and painful feet have fufficiently laboured. 

The outfide of this noble Burfe has this form, fo well as my memory would ferve ; 
for 1 mult acknowledge I forgot to take the draught during my being upon the place, 
in which I am blame-worthy.

Afore the King’s door are oneandtiurtydemi-Cannonsofbrafs and twelve iron 
Culvcrins unmounted 5 brought thitlicr (as Ifuppofc, after fome overthrow they gave 
the fmugd or TmtO from Ormtu or Oppolite to this Palace is a fair Temple 

butthat at the South cud is the molt noble. Theoutfideisltone: not 
formed accordiAg to the Oofs (the Hieroglyphick of our falvation) as ours be$ but 
round as were the Jtw^s } either from die Ttimud figuring Eternity \ or from the jilcaha 
in Atecca, the (hm whereof they fay was revealed to Abraham out of Heaven, pattern’d 
(auis hoc credat )6om that which Adam reared in Paradife: Within this here is diltingui- 
fhed into Uesi the walls are lined fifteen foot high from the foie with white well-polifhed 
l^rble 9 cupolo’d, compalled with walls, and open to the air, the Iflcs exceped where 
the People refort to prayer and proltrations, which are covered : and without arc 
Ibme feats to reft in. In the center is a large Tank; and at the portal another, 
odtengular, filled with pure water, which fiilt glides round the infide of the Meda» 
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through a flonc courfc or Lhaimcl fix foot deep and as n^any broad, which after a plca- 
fant murmur drills into this Tanki whence it is fuckt out by fubterranean paflages and 
diftributed into j)rivatc Houfes and Gardens for ufe and retrcfhmcnt. Within the My^ 
d<i» the Shops he uniform, Trades ufually having their Shops together: of which, fonic 
be Mercers Lajjidaries foinc, and ( not the fewelt) fuch as fell Gums, Drugs and Spi- 
ces ; flicwing alfo greater variety of Simples and Ingredients of Medicines than ever I 
fiiw together in any one City of Enrope ^ and fuch as may give encouragement to Phyfi, 
both to view and judge both of thpir nature and' quality, as well as temperature of 
the climes they come from, which fuch ns arc ignorant cannot diftinguilh. And indeed 
the Drugs and Spices here fo perfumed the place, that it made me lince give the better 
ircdit to that Monoltick of an old Poet, 

Luras madentes Pcrficotum aromaium. We fueled the aromatick^air of Perfia. 

Other Moftfites ( here called Dear and Zttaa)aic orbicular for lhape, and part thereof 
have large cupolo’s for fight, but low and indifferently pleafant ; a great part being 
open to the air i and feme have their jilcorarta's,h\^\\ llendci round Steeples or Towers, 
moll of wlii( h arc terrafled near the top like the Standard in Cheap-fide but thrice Ihc 
height, for the better coiivcniency of the Boys at the accullomcd hours to ling aloud, in 
and for placing lights at the Ceraokm or Fcall of Lights, which is annual. The mate- 
rials of thefe Mefyuits are Sun-burnt bricks, varnilhed on the outlide and beautified 
with painted knots and fancies : Few arc without their Tanks or Ciltcrns of water wherein 
Muffulmen wafli their hands, arms and eys, having formerly bathed their face, cars, brealb 
and feet, as an operative work to purge away fin, if not to confer Holinefs : The Maho^ 
met arts herein imiuting the Ethnicjue Romans^ who at the entrance intotheir Temples had 
Tanks or like places to waih irr, Delubra they called them. Dchdtriim effe locum ante 
Templm ubi aqua citrrehaty a diluendo diQumy faith Servim. The Female fex during wor- 
ihip ufe to approach no nearer than the door of the Mefsjuit. 

Hunmums in this C\ty be many and beautiful ; Ibme are four-fquarc, but moll beglo- 
bous. The Hone of which they are built is for the moll part white, and well polifticd; 
the windows large without, crofled and inwardly made narrow ; the glafs . where glafs 
is) is thick annealed and dark i the top or outlide covering round, and tyl’d with a 
lounrerfeit Turquoife, which ispcrfcdl blew’, very beautiful andlafting. The infidcsof 
thefe Hot-houfes arc divided into many cells and concamcrations, fome being for del 
light, others for Iweating in, all for ulc : For the truth is, Bathing with tlicle is ( as it 
was with the Creeks and Romans) no lefs familiar than eating and drinking; yet the cx- 
cefs doubtlefs weakens the Body, by making it folt and delicate, and fubjecT to colds. 
Howbeit, they may better there ufe it than we in Europe^ by rcafon that they drink wa- 
ter, eat much Rice, Peloand like food of calie digcltiou, whiih makes thcjr liodies 
folid and hard, fo as little fear is that Bathing will make them froatliy : befidcs their 
much fitting and little excrcife makes them fweat lefs and need more bathing. Thefe 
Bathes arc of pure Hone, paved with black and chcc qiicred Marble : Men frequent the m 
commonly in the morning, Women towards night : the price for bathing is very fmall, 
but fo much ufed as makes the gain the more abundant; Tis accounted a CathoUcon a- 
gainH moH difeafes, especially colds, catarrhs, phlegm, achs, agues, Lues Vemrea and 
what not. The Womens being there is known by a linncn-cloth ufually dilplaycd afore 
the door, which ferves to forbid Men any approach during the time they Hay tJicrc. 

The City is built upon a level ground, and of oval form •, having many Streets, and 
fcarcc any Houfc but is accommodated with large Gardens full ol Cyprcl's trees. The 
City wall is of no force againH Cannon-, but of ufe againlt Horfe, and fliock of any 
Lance : fome Parapets and Bulwarks it has of more ornament than ufe-, the Eerfm ma- 
gnanimity ever choofingto die rather than be befieged. It has a do/en Portrefles or 
Gates ; of which, four are lately Ihut up -. CoHideft, ChdyyMergh, and Cherbas^hf which 
are lately made the entrance into a Royal Garden : the other eight are H^na-hauty 
which opens towards ShyreoL and the Gulph*, De-cridefi to Babylon and Ardaveil ; Tockr 
xy or T tbrixrohaut to Ca/oariy Corny Cashyn and Tabryz^ Kerroen to TezJ and Cavprejlany 
Lamhoen to Hantadoffy Sheydack^ Madaymy to Candahor and India j Towbara and 
Dahaet, 

Palaces here are few *, the King’s Houfc is in tlic Mydan ^ that alfo where we lodged 
belonging to the King, but made ready for our Ambafladour -, Comia Mtloeymbegy Mir* 
AbdttUy Tamaf coolibeg, and Haram Btguna were all I faw worth the remembring. The 
firft is low built, pargetted and painted without, but gilt within and fpread with Car- 
pets, 
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pets, the ufual furniture of this Countrey *, all which have large Gardens beautilied with 
dowers, being plentifully watered : The lafl; which is the Royal SeragUoj is famous for 
the Treafure and Beauties it contains *, of which (being dangerous to enquire, and much 
more to view) we will be Kilcnt. The Calfcie is large, ftroiigly walled and moated: 
made defenfive with fome pieces of brafs, but more by a troop of lean-fac’d, bcard- 
lefs, memberlefs Brnmehs •, who (though CyrM made fuch Efquires of his Body, now ) 
like fo malignant Sagittaries, have no other duty favc to guard the Ladies. The Battle- 
ments it h?s are plcafant to look upon ; but the horizontal Plain which is cafily difeo- 
vered from thirtjf rifing Turrets there, yields molt plealiirc. 

Gardens here for grandeur and fragour arc liich as no City in > 4 )wouuvics •, which at 
a little diftance from the City you would judge a Foreft, it is lb large ■, but withal lb Iweet 
and verdant that you may call it another Paradill* : And agreeable to the old report Horti 
Perfarnm erartt amamijftmt. At the Weft end of is that which is ( allecliV<*i.cr-y«rpc/^-, 

a Garden dclcrvcdly famous- From the Mydan if you go to this Garden you i)af< by 
Cherbaitj'hy through an even Srcct near two miles long, and as broad as Holborn in 
dorij a great part of the way being Garden-walls on either fide the Street j yet here and 
there bellrew’d with Mohols or Summer-houfes ; all along planted with broad- fpreading • 
CJienacr trees, which bcfidcs fliade ferves for life and ornament. Being tora» to the 
Garden ( or rather fruit-Fqrcft ) of Nazjer-jarceby you find it circled with a high wall 
which is ab^t three miles in compafs, entred by three Gates that are wide and well 
built. From North to South it was a thoufand of my paces i from Ealt to Weft feven 
hundred*, and the profped from one end to the other cafily and fully difeovered, by 
rcafon there is a fair open He (like that in FountaimMeau) 'which runs along, and is for- 
med into nine cafic afeents, each furmounting or rifing above the other about a foot, 
all being very fmooth and even. In the center or middle of the Garden is a Ipacious 
Tank, formed into twelve equal fides,* each fide being five foot fet round with pipes of 
lead, which fpout the liquid element in variety of conceits: and that fort of paftime 
continues to the North Gate, where is raifed a pile for profped and other fort of plea- 
liire, antickly garnilhed without, and within divided into fix rooms : The lower part 
is adorned with Tanks of white Marble, which fume out a cool breeze by quaffing fo 
much cryftalline water as makes it bubble there by a tonftrained motion ; the Aqua- 
dudt being brought by extraordinary charge and toil thither from the Coronian 
Mountain. 

The higher rooms are beautified with variety of landskips which reprefent their man- 
ner of fport, hawking, filhing, riding, ihooting, wraftling, courting, and other fan- 
cies. The roof upon the parget was gilt and painted with blew and other colours. In 
this Summer-houfe by fome Gentlemen who were Cooz^elbajhavps of the Cemr^ian Nation 
1 ms invited to taftc fome Shyraz.V>/mQ : They exprefied very high civility, and gave 
me leave to drink what 1 plcafed i ncvcrthelefs I was forry to fee them in that cxcr- 
cife lb over liberal, which the cuftom of the place reproves not : But profclling them- 
felvcs Chriftiansy have for their inftrudtion that of the Pfalmift, Vimm Utificat cor *, /« 
cimditatem creation eft non in ebrietatem,&c.Eccl.i 1.28. Neverthelefs it was worthy my ob- 
fervation and commendation, that being ovcr-chargcxl, they never quarrel, nor amidft 
. their Cups lalh out in difeourfe to the jult offence of any ^ whereas in other Couiitreys 
excefs in Wine has too often contrary effefts ; According to that of the Poet, 

Ebrietas ratione caret ; fwriefa fer erbem 

Tranpuolat ; & finem nitUo diferimine fonit, 

Ebrietas mores fran^ity lin^naffy lo^naces 

Ejftcit, &c. 

But what Teemed the molt plealant, was the view we enjoy’d from her Tarras, that af- 
forded us a curious profpeS: into a great part of the City ^ which (favc at ^«/?4»’s Tomb, 
upon a Hill two miles thence) elfewhere by rcafon of the level cannot well be obtain’d. 
This Garden is rcplenilhed with trees of all forts, for Medicine, (hade and fruity which 
arc all fo green, fo iweet and pleafant, as may well be termed a compendium of fenfe- 
raviihing delights, or his Paradiic. 

Monuments of Antiquity I could find but few; Burial-places as in other J/iatick^Ci- 
ties, and agreeable to the Law of the twelve Tables being commonly without the 
Towns: Yet fome here arc. As Ruftanh Tomb we were directed to ^ which we found 
two miles from Spahavpn behind the Garden we laftfpake of*. A Tombe fc*yce to be dif- 
cern’d by rcafon of its ruin, but by the Gowrrj Cabala preferved from oblivion. To fee ir, 

we 
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we loot it to the very top of a Hill not cafie to be afeended, where we found a hollow 
Cave, whether tut by Art or Nature fcarcc difcernablc. His grave is here, as they lay, 
but his Image we found at a place ChiUmynar (from his gigantick lhape engraven up- 
on the hde of a black Marble Mountain) now called NotU or No^^di Ruftan ; a brave Che- 
valier ( as 1 c’j)ort makes him) fuch time as jirtaxerxes ( Queen Hefitrs, Husband) wore the 
Diadem A. M. 1 500. Some difgufts happen’d ’twixt Ruftan and his Brother Shaw-^ad •, 
who at a time when Rujlan was hot in Chafe of feme Beall:, it feems he fell into a pit 
w hich Shaw-gad had digg’d and deceitfully cover’d with boughs as if it had hatched no 
danger : But in profecuting his hate, and looking into the pit tlie more to glut his un- 
brorherly revenge, he was (lain by a dart Rnfian flung up to retaliate him. Such was 
the end of Rnflan and his Brother ; of whom the Gowns (tlic old Rnfiatts) fable no Icfs 
than w'hat we find others do of BelUanut or Ogno the Dane, 

Nearer the City is Darins (or rather Xn^-esJ his Mount*, a rifing hillock which the 
People flicwcd us, whence Xerxes ( upon view of the innumerable Army he had in that 
large plain) wept, upon a meditation that in few years none of them lliould be living. 
A notion true, and looner than he predicted : for what by ThemiflocUs on Ihorc, and 
Leonidas at Sea, at Salamis, and ThermofyUf his huge Army melted away, and quickly 
became Icfs numerous- Howbeir, fome fay his fecond view of the Army was at Ahydos 
near Jicllefffont, 

Not far from thence we rode to the Ms now' called 
Demawcndy(oi like name with thole oTfpiVc known 
*he to Ptolomy -y) through which, (who thought 110- 

thing impolfiblc or unfcalible for the accommodation 
of the Citizens) is forcing a palTagCythough he efl'edt 
it not in icfs than twenty years time, by the inceflhnt 
toil of 40000 (fometimes 100000) Men, to force a 
River to Spahawny that runs contentedly to it felf fifty 
y miles thence, and by this 1 fuppofc is effeded : which

In like manner, Abbas hw the hafty death of Father and elder Brother, impatient of 
corrivaffliip, for ’tis mole true. That

Mmits of Confort to forticipate. laiBatiens Confottii erit 

lops oS* fuch branches as he thought mi^t ecllpfc his grcatiicfs', and ipeedi^g to Sji^ 
ham to juftifie his Title to the Crow^ expedting at his entrance to be wcicoSj^i tiie, 

Citizens unadviledly upbraid him with the death of Hemyr Hamza his Brothet) and old 
Mahomet : A reproof unfit for Suhjefts to their King •, wno as Cicero admonifties, are t& 

(peak as reverently of him as of the Gods : Which had thefe here obfcrvcd» they had. 
not fo highly incurr’d his hi^ difplcafure. jibhas being fo inraged, that by his Father’s 
Soul, the ieven Orbs, BifmiUa and Mahomet^ be vows revenge. For a Montlis jpace 
they held out, and defended the City againlt the King: but in the end victuals grew 
Ibort*, and upon his diverting the River, (as Cyrm when he too^i Babylon) fo many as 
Could did ftcal away, choofing any hazard rather than to endure a famine. Mm takes 
the advantage of it, and by Itbrm enters, killing for two lioursMen, Women and Chil- 
dren, fliewing no mercy 5 making good wliat a noble Poet of ours in his Monarchic k 
Tragedy well Notes : 


What mifery mere yreat can be devis'd. 

Than is a City when by force furpris'd ! 

For he commanded forthwith a Pillar to be reared of all the Rebels Heads, as a Me- 
morial of his juftice and their dilloyalty : wherein probably he took for example tliole 
three Towers of Heads Tamerlane cauled to be eredled of thofc he mallacrcd at Dama^ 
few. And doubtlefs the Tragedy had been acted, had not the (imitating Amc' 
lion, who when he took Thyana, having fworn the death of them all, by a merry equi- 
vocation made all the Dogs to be hang’d up) in commiferation feigned a vifion from jiis 
Prophet which declared that fo a Pillar were railed of Heads, no matter though it were 
Bealts heads, andfohe interceded for pardon : to which, Abbas after fo fiifficient llaugli- 
ter condefeended *, forthwith commanding a Ipeedy deftrudion of all kind of Bealls, 
(the innocent fiiffering for the nocent,) of whole heads and thofe Men already flain this 
Monument of mcrcilcfs mercy was reared, out-braving for height many in Spa- 

hawn, though now grown ruinous. In tliis calc Cicero pro CIh, fayes well : In great Re- 
beUions not all but fome few arc to be punilht for example fake : Poena ad paucos eft 
terror ad omnes. Such another is in SimaChy ’twixt£rei and Derbent, upon tl\e like OC' 
cafioni whicli fome would have to be dedicated to the Sun, like thofc four 
each of which was forty cubits high, raifed by Sechisthc t/£^pt>4wKing as an exprellion 
of his zeal to that Deity, as Plin. lib. ^ 6. e. 8. 

The feite of Jelphey refembics Pera which is oppofite to Cenfiantinople,oi asSoathwarke 
is to London i the River Sindereut intcrpoling. ’Tis called a Suburb, as-be thofe other of 
Cewer-abaut, Abbas-abant, Chanz.-Ataut, Az.en-abaut, and Cheiyft^Saban\ though indeed 
they arc moll peopled with Men of one perfwalion. Jelphey is governed by a pe- 
culiar Podcllate, an Armenian Chriftian Prince (as they itile him) Hod^e^Nazar by 
name, ( though a Merchant by Profelliou) having fupcrintendency over them : He and 
his enjoy freedom of coiifcience *, but for money-matters and publick taxes arc at the foie 
difpofition of the King. In Jelphea {namod fo from another of that name in Armcn.a ) 
the People inhabiting this Suburb arc numbred ten thoufand ^ and in Aianabaat 4000. 
Families. By Ibme ’tis written Go!fa and ChiiUfa, but I have better hit our Dialed- The 
JelpJjelyns arc habited like the Perfians, but differ inafpedv moft of thelcand the Georp- 
ans having brighter hair and greyer eyes. They are for the moft part Merchants, many 
of them Fadors for the King, w’ho exads an account clpccially at their death •, and if 
of confidcrablc Eftates, declares himfelf heir, and difpoles of what he thinks beft, none 
daring to contradid him. Ibcy profefs Chriftianity, taught them crrqnioufly by jaco- 
bw the Syrian Menethelite ; and have two Protomifts, one in jelphey^ the other fomctimes 
at Sis near Tharfw, other times at Ecmeafin not far from Rivan, as with their Teiicnts 1 
have fpoken of. 

Gower^ahaut i another Suburb) takes its Name from the Gowers that inhabit it^ nick- 
named from their Idolatry, being rcliques of the ancient Perfians, liicii as at this day 
the Perfians be in India. The Perfians have them in fmall account ) partly for chat they 
are the originary People of that Countrey •, partly for that by tlieir n^ullry they lhamc 
the Perfians in their idlenefs. Thefe ( if we may credit TraditioiO differ from all other 
Gmiks^ in that they never built any Temple to the Sun, as moft Idolaters have done -, 


but give a pretty good rcafon ■, For (fey thcy),no place on Earth could be lutiic lently 
capacious, feeing that Mundm miverfus efi Temflkm Solis. Zertoofi was their Law-giver, 
and no other than Zoroafior, whoTe aftics (if the Greeks may be believed) were comumed 
by lightning, invocating OHon. Neverthelefs, fome think that he was Nimrod : But 
more tcrtaSl ijMs, He was that Zeros^er who firft taught the Perjians Magick and Judi- 
cial >^o/tfJJ^r*Howbeit, fome there be that imagine Zertoofi was ^at PerftM the Gre^ 
nan Heroe whoHlft ^ve Perfidt}ic Name, and upon his Pegafiu is feid to^ fetch that 
fire from Heaven udiich they after idoliz^. Albeit the Mahometans apply the Name 
Gower to Chrifii^s, feeing it fignifieth an unbeliever. Thefc Gowers adore the Sun called 
Mythra, believing it to be a globe of fire, a reprefentator of a more powerful Deity : 
Their Flamens were a fort of Platomfis\ for albeit they acknowledged many Creatures to 
be excellent, yet are they no way comparable to the Creator, who is (even as th^ ac- 
coimt) the center of all perfedbion. Palcrm Cerfem, folcra Terra, fed pnUrior tjai fecit ifia, 
efc. Neverriielcfsthw have declined th^ and at this day deifie an elemental Fire, which 
((like that of hf^^tbf3lO-doth=^ q^guilh. ^ ^ 



Their Marriages are fuch as 1 have related amongft the banilhed Terfees that live in 
India ; but their Burials differ : For, in reverence to the Fire thefe not onely forbear to 
burn tlic Dead, fearing to offer it an unclean thing *, but even hold it a crime to (pit into 
the Fire, which yet they repute facred. Howbeit, in the Oriental parts of amongft 
the Brachmans, the Dead are expofed to the Fire*, albeit in the Occident it came firft 
in r^ueft by SyUa the Didtator % who having abufed the dead Corps Cmut Marm, 
fearing like fence ordered that his dead Body Ihould be burned; which was done, and 
after pradtifed by the fucceeding Kemm Princes. But whereas the oEgyptiam powder 
the Dead with Salt and Spices to preferve them from putrefaAion, the Ptrfa in India 
expofe the Dead to the Son’s rage till he have eaten them. And thefe Gsfwcrs oft-times 
put them in the hollow of a Tree ftanding upright liipported bf the bole, tillobferva. 
tion releafe them : For if the Vultar pick out his right eye firft, then th^ conclude that 
he is in Paradife *, if the left, then a Cacodamon vexes him *, and th^ feaft or faftby that 
obfervation, as joy or ibrrowis occafioned* . Contrary to the Satrapa who had 
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their graves fo deep in the fidcs of Rocks and Mountains, that they were ufually let 
down by cords or other like device many fathoms, the Corps being firft embalmed. 

Thcfe People arc for the moft part Methanicks or Husband-men *, few of them either 
Scholars, Soldats or Soldagars, as they term their Merchants : Their habit varu s but 
little from the common mode, fave that their head-piece is falhioncd to the garb of 
Hyreania. Their Women (hew their faces (a thing in thefc parts very rare : ; and their 
apparel and hair is tindtured with yellow (refembling the burnilhcd embroidery of the 
SunO for a flame-coloured fcarf hangs loofe behind them, of ufe amongft the * 

Women, as lib. 2 - 

Her face wanted ayellew Vail to hide 
The amorous hlufus of a jhame-facU Bride. 

And in his lib. 

Whofe hair and cloaths with f^ffron colour dfd. Crocco medicamine crinem Fluxa c jlorati^, O’c 

And by the Verfa more efteem’J of than other colours, from its refembling the Sun their 
Deity. Howbeit, many of them (either out of zeal or poverty) go bare-foot i for 
they ufe neither fliooes nor landals. The Portuguez. Friers allb have two Houies here, and 
are of the Rules of Camel and Augufiin : their Chappel is neatly gilt and adorned with 
ornaments, as Organs, Altars, Crucifixes, Images, Candles, &c. with which they en- 
deavour to convert Men to the Papacy : but for the Armeniansy they arc fpedators rather 
than auditors, and love no innovation \ and the Perfiansyivs their principle to contemn 
Images : ncverthelcfs they arc of fome ufe, feeing they ufually ferve to fend Intelligence 
to Goa and other parts ot Chriflendom. 

We entred Sfahawn the tenth of Aprils and on day departed thence towards the 
Court which was then at Alhar^'mMozjendranhdbout^om hundred miles diftant North- 
wards from Spahawa. 

Our firlt nights journey was. to Bceaue ( or an hours riding from Spahoivn. 
Thence-forvvard ( by realbn of the incomparable hem) we were forcccl to tiavel in the 
• night, all day rcfrclhing our felvesinthcCarravans-raws*, good refiing places when 
gnats forbad it not. From Beegue we travelled to Sardohan (called Sarraca by Ptolomy lib. 

6. cap. 2 .) fixtecn miles thence; and next night we made tvhmjg our ManV.cil, 
being feven and twc'iity miles from Sardohan. Next we came to Tawgebaut, a Houle and 
Garden of the Kings, which for beauty and fwcetnefs is comparable to any other in 
Parthia ; and the more obfervable for that it is fcated in a barren fandy Ibil. 

The blufhing Rofe^ows here ! the Violet Hie Rula purpurco crefcit rubicunda colorc, 

And Parthian A^le in choice order fet ! Violac orone genus hie eft, & Parthica Myrtu 

And for five hundred paces every way gives a plcafant prolpeft of moft forts of Trees 
familiar to that climate *, as alfo of Pe^an fruits and flowers,^?.. Pomgranates, Peaches, 
Apricocks, Plums, Apples, Pears, Cherries, Chefnuts, Damask, red and white Roles, 

Tulips and others flowers in great variety j watered with ftreams, beautified with arti- . 
ficial Grots, having alfo Hummums of ftone paved with white Marble : The Mohul or 
Summer-lodge brags alfo of a dozen Chambers which were delightful to the view, rich 
in imbofments of gold and paint of various colours, aud proud in the Archited : fo as 
it will ealily be granted, That ArchiteAurc, Sculpture and Painting arc in moft parts of 
the World now, and have been, and ever will be in efteem with Princes and People belt 
bred and moft ingenious. And all this coft is lafeguarded from land and ftcaith by a 
defenfivc wall, fo high as hinders (favc in one rifing artificial hillock which is raiftd in 
midft of the lix defeents ) the affrighting fight of a circumvolving Wilderncfs. A Tra- 
veller is not to imagine pleafure his objed i for pain and mifery will entertain him 
oftneft : otherwife 1 could have lulPd my fcif in this Paradife *, and, ( as Mtoca the Ara- 
bian Vidor after a ferious view leaving Cw^4,)figh out thisFarewel, Eheu Taw^ebangh ! 
tfua & quanta tua font deltcia f But on wc mull to try the difference. 

Fiom Tawgebagh next night we came to Bawt, which was fix fariangs or eighteen 
lifh miles diitanf, nothing memorable, fave an old Caftlc in the way, which by realbn 
of the darknefs of the night wc could hardly difeover. From Bawt we got by break of 
day to Obin^tsrwy : both thefe are the King’s Houfes *, who uling this road, has at every 
twelve miles end a Lodge betwixt Spahawn and the Cajpian Sea, wherein our Amballa- 
dour had the honour to repofe and found reafonablc good accommodation. And now 
the danger is paft, let me tell you, moft part of the Jaft night we croft over an inho- 
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fpitable fandy Defart which was ten miles broad, and in length ( as they toW us) little 
kfe than a hundred : where here and there we beheld the ground covered with a Icxrfe 
and flying fand, which by the fury of the Winter-weather is accumulated into fiKh heaps 
as upon any great wind the trail is loft, and palfengcrs (^too oft ) overwhelmed and Iti- 
fled by that impetuous Tyrant*, yea Camels, Horfes, Mules and other Bealls, though 
ftron^ fwift and ftcady in their going, yet fometimes are not able to Ihift for them- 
felvcs but perilh without recovery : thofe rowling fands when agitated by tho wind move 
and remove more like Sea than Land, and render the way very dreadful to palTcngers. 
Howbeit, whirh was fome amends, the drinefs of thefe parts caufed through the in- 
fluence of fome Conftellations, give Icfs advantage to the Sun by exhalation to occalion 
winds, than in hotter places and near the Sea is obferved. Indeed, in this place I 
thought that curfe fulfilled which is mentioned in Deia. iH. 24. where the Lord by Mo, 
fes threatens in ftead of rain to give them Ihowcrs of dull : For, albeit the King (to do 
as much as may be for prevention of harm and prelbrvation of pallciigcrs) has failed at 
every three miles end a wall or Gallic*, yet by the unftablc foundation, in March and 
September in defpight of their beft props it is piece-meal torn afundcr, that little or no 
remains appear of their late ftanding. This our laft nights travel was thirty miles. 

Next night wc rode one and twenty miles to Stfedave, an old weather-beaten Carra- 
vans-raw ■, well agreeing with the feituatiou, being placed in an uiifociablc delart. Our 
next nights lodging w*as at Syacmf ten farlangs or thirty Ett^Up) miles i a place that 
made amends for the laft *, this being notable in her Carravans-raw which is built from 
the ground of good frce-llonc, white and well-polilhed i yea to the belt of my remem- 
brance, unlcfs at T anghe-Dolon^ this was the firlt building of that material 1 law in eight 
hundred miles riding ■, moft of the building as we pall being of brick well hardned in 
the Sun, as is common in thefe hotter parts of Apa. A word of our laft nights jour- 
ney. The moft part of the night wc rode upon a paved cawfey broad enough for ten 
Horfes to go a brcall, built by cxtraordinacy labour aj^d expence over a part of a great 
dclarf, which is fo even as that it affords a large Horilbn: Howbeit, being of boggy 
loofe ground, upon the lurface it is covered with white Salt in Ibmc plates a yard deep : 
a mifcrabic pallage ! for if either the wind drive the loofe Salt abroad which is like dull, • 
or that by accident Horfe or Camel forlakc the cawfey, the bogg is not llrong enough to 
uphold them, but fuffers them to link paft all recovery. This caufey has lomc refem- 
blance with thoic ancient mihtares whofe foundations were laid with huge piles or 
ftakes pitched into a bogg, and faftned together with branches or withes of wood,upu 
on which rubbilh was fpread, and gravel or ftoncs afterwards laid, to make the ground 
more firm and folid. That of Trajans was nouble^ but a dreadful pallage this was: 
and the more to be feared becaufc fome forlorn hopes of highway-men many times pil- 
lage paflengers: God be blclfcd, wc efcaped this, but not another which was little Icfs 
formidable •, for wc had no fooncr palled the Salt defart but of ncccflity we were con- 
ftrained to climb over and about the Hills called Cartanda of old, fo liigh were they 
and glomerating, *, but for the eaficr afeent formed as if Olympm had been cut out in- 
to labyrinths. 

From Syacm we rode next night two and twenty miles; moft part of the way was 
over another fait Defart, wherein (as we were told) thoufands have unhappily periflied \ 
and would yet run like hazard did not a like large and well-made cawfey Iccurc tlicpaf- 
fage. Here we pitched *. old Termimts in this place limiting Parthia from reaching fur- 
ther North; From whofe high tops look we back and memorize her that was once for- 
midable to the Roman Emperors, and Miftrefsof thegreateft part of Apa. In the Scy- 
rfcick. tongue Ihe lignifies an Exile or Stranger, as JaPin in his 4 1. Book. The Parthim 
Diadem was once garnilhed with two and twenty Kingdoms, comprehending thegreateft 
part of Apa \ from w'hich magnificence llic fell *. yet after a long cclipfc, by vcrtiicof 
the Sophian ftem recovered a great part of her former brightnefs. Tis now called 
erac, lirnanfd Aaemy to diftinguilh it from that including Babylon. Her old Provinces 
were R^aayApamea, (not that near Seleacia in AfyriaJ TapirayChoama, Araciana, Semina 
and Mizia: her Mountains Oromesy Abicoroniiy Marderami and Panboatriy not much 
above 800 miles in circuit : And albeit moft part was hilly and lleril, it bred neverthe- 
iefs Men in their time both wife and valiant : Yea, in fuch repute with the Apolllestliat 
in the firft Epiftle of St. John the dedication was ad Parthos as fome old copies have it. 

Next night (the Moon making our way the eafier) wc rodeto Ghezz., a pretty Lodgt 
belonging to the King, diftant from our laft Man/eil eighteen miles. Near this place 
we overtook fome of thofe or wandring Hcrdf-men, old Authors commonly call 
Nmades\ either for that they deftend from the Numidians, or bccauft they were na- 
med 
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mcd by the ^ tS vtf/etr, a pafeendo-, S^^fi in fafeuis inter armenta degentn. l ixcd 
Itations thefe keep none, but for mixt profit and delight remove from place to place a'; 
fancy and good pafturagc invites with all their Family and fubftance treafured up in 
long Waggons covered with Felt, and lb high as they admit of a divifion into two do- 
ries: the ioweft (the place of ufual rcfidcncc) is even with the ground i and they ha.v'c 
fix wheels to draw with. Little is the difference at this day from what Strabo lib* 1 1. 
of old reports concerning them, Errant femper fine Lore vel Pennte (ftc dicta quia penes nos 
nati font ) fne fixisfedibus, fine le^thttSf A People albeit now of no accompt amonglt 

the Pcrftans\ yet time was when called PanUy by their courage as well as numbers they 
obtained for Arbaces their Coiintrey-man the Pat'thian Empire. But having clfcwhcre 
fpoken of this fort of People, I fliall give you a brief account of our lalt nights tra- 
vel, which for the greateft part of the way was through the bottom of part oi Taurus, 
level with the ground, though the top ordinarily moiltens it felf in the middle rc.:ion. 

This is that Itrait ( and not Itraits in the plural, though the name be fuch ) or nai row 
pallagc which is fo much famou/cd in Authors: by called who alfo terms 

it Inj^ens Natura miraculum a great miracle of Mature i Bertins, Cafpiarim clanjlra\ Strabo 
and Ptolomy, PyU Cafpu \ and others Media, Za^ia, Zarx^ea \ Diod. Siculus, Cafpta por^ 
ta *,9 Prifeian, CafpiadM tan^unt port as, &c. and forae, and not improperly Pyk Semiramtda ■, 
albeit different from thole wc call Caucafu porta Jberix ( which arc near Derbent) ancl 
wherein doubtlcfs Hagiruu is miftaken, in faying that the Cajpia porta arc in Tttrijuefian 
vvhich he places in Zarathay or Altai as now called. This narrow ff rait is not more than 
forty yards broad and eight miles longi but the Mountain on cither fide is precipi- 
tious-, and fo high as it is much above what an arrowcould reach at twice the Ihooting, 
were it polUble to begin the fccond where the firfl: lliot leachf, and is one of three no- 
ted pallagcs through that great Mountain Taurus, which from Perfta and the South and 
Welfern parts Armenta,Hyrcania7tnCLt]\t:Cafpian Sea, and which doubtlcTs gave this 

the denomination. Through this it y/as the (Air Amaxoniast cmii: to Alexander -, fci that 
mentioned in Pliny which Nero threatned the Parthians to pierce through was in Armc- 
nia, and formerly fpoken of. 

Now albeit Ibme have attributed this pafs to the Spirit of Semiranm, who fo cv 
prefs her power and to eternize her memory to pofterity, cflUted wonders i For, U 
Jarccio Monte juxta Ecbathan, immortaU fui monumentum rclicjuit, pracipitta Ahntis cr ca.\'~ 
voiles anfrathts loca concava ad pUmm deducens, ma^no fumptu iter reddidit, Diod. /. 5 . 

This certainly is rather the work of Nature, God’s handmaid*, the height and h.ird- 
nclsof the Mountain rendring it an endeavour vainly to be attempted, if not impoll 
fiMe to be effected by Man. Albcitthc Ptrfians (merrily 1 thought till I perceived them 
difpleafed with my incredulity) allured me that it was done by Mortis Ally\ Arm with 
the lielp of his Sulfik^, which fay the Chronicles was eighteen cubits long but by 

equal faith you are bound to hdkvc Ally's Arm was proportionate : And not unlike that 
Fable mentioned by Nub.Ceojnr. i. parte c. 7.4. concerning the Mediterranean Sca,which at 
tirlt being furrouiided with Hills like the the famous Hercules cut that Moun- 

tain afundcr with his iword, and made that ftrait wc now call Gibralter, which gives 
the Water a large and free palliige into the Atlanticl^Ocx?ii\. Now to confirm this for 
a truth they tell us, That Alty being in purfuit of the Gowers, ( lb then they called the 
Chriftians) unllicathing his Sulfichar, for the quicker execution it parted in two, (at 
lealt was double edg’d ) with which he fo hew’d his enemies on the right hand and on 
the left, that at fomc blows he beheaded hundreds j which made the relt Hy to pur- 
pofe: In the purl'uit, the better to overtake his Enemies, he clove Rocks and Moun- 
tains in twain, and then (as they fuppofe) made this linooth paifage ; To which 1 have 
but this for anfwer, Hanc fobulam longi temporU mendacia fi?rxit ; For would they give 
that credit unto Pliny he deferves, they might know how that long before Allyh birth, 
fpeaking of this pallagc, he lays, Ruptura efi Montis longitudim oUo mill, paff- anguflifjt 
ma, &c. A defeription rightly agreeing with what wc found it ; and Strabo liiith. Tin’s 
ttrait was made by a terrible Earth quake that rent afunder levcral great Mountains, and 
this amonglt the reft \ Terra.-motibus (fays he) ruptafuerat Terra apud Cafpias portas, com- 
plitri'ff, Vrbes pagi, CT* varia mtttationes fluviorumySi^c. 

But of more certainty is what a Perfian then in our company told *, hovy that a dozen 
years liiicc, a valuuit Thief with five hundred Horfe and three hundred Miilquets defended 
this narrow raid againft all palicngers i none palfing nor re-palling without Ibmc ackiiow- 
ledgcment,albcit the King of Larry-yoon (whoPe Dominion lay amonglt the Mountains ) 
frowned at his laweinefs, and threatned him : but fuch Itorins rather made good mu- 
lick to the Thiefs ears. Howbeit, Abbas alfo upon affront grows cholerick to be fo 
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bearded, yet fcornsto honour his overthrow by an Army*, well knowing he had many 
Chevaliers about him, by wiiofe courage he little doubted to reduce him : but fuch was 
thefamethat went of this Thiefs fortitude, that by their demur jibbas upprchtnds their 
fear, anti for anger grows pale at it. Nevcrthelels, c’re he could give his rage a vent, an 
undertakes the work*, whom the Kmg embraces : and having breathed frcfli 
courage into the hardy Chriftian, being excellently mounted as a Paflenger he Angles 
out the Thief who doubted not to iTiaftcr fo fair a bcail with fmall oppofal. Such con- 
fjjlcntc had he in his valour, that it was his cuftome to give fair play i ufually '•ommand- 
iiig his Company to look on at a diilance, albeit more than one eiitred the ftrait : So 
that inihort Ipace this pair met, and engaged each other with Sword and Buckler *, the 
Armenian followed his blows with fuch clexterity, that after (bmc bloodflicd, upon a 
clofe he gave Death a free palfage; A Vidory nobly attained ; yet 16 irkfomc to his 
men (whofe lives depended upon his fafety) that like robbed Bears they fell upon the 
V'idloi i who doubtlefs had then and there expired, had not Ibmc Coofel-balhaws that 
W’ere fpedators relieved him ^ by whofe fudden falling on, the Thieves were quickly fa- 
cr ihced unto their Mafter. The Chriftian thus returning to Court Crowned witli Law- 
rel, AbbM adds to his luftre and gives him a Command, lb unfupportable to the weak 
foul of this Champion, that further to cajole the King he denies iiis Faith, and turnsdii- 
fidel, though abundance of tears were llicd by his Countrymen as dilfwalivcs from it. 
But fee the end of his Apoftafie : The King albeit he had cauic to favour him by rcafon 
of hisgoodfucccfsagainlt the Tartars*, yet Jcaloulle (or rather Divine Veugcante) lb 
Hung old Abboii that without any known otcafion, or acquainting any man with his rca- 
fon, he commands Lollabe^ to cut off his Head fuch time as he was linging a Lullaby to his 
good fortune. 

Our next nights Manzcil was at JJalvary, ^^cigbteen miles from (JhcsLz.,) a Village 
pretty wcllbuilt, and delightfully Rated, and wiicre the Earth was mellowed by a fweet 
Rivolct that purls from thetops of Tamnu^ alfo the ground wasmoft part of the year ap- 
parelled in green, requiting the painful Husbandinaii with a due acknowledgement of 
Olives, W alnuts, W^iieat, Wood, and other things. Bidding an nmvilling farevvcl to 
tliat pU afaiit place, the ne.\t night we rode twenty miles, to Pertfeorv, i,e. a broken or 
div jded Moiiiitaiii j and by the poliiion thcreol' may probably be the illiie of that which 
Vtoiomy calls The Town is fometiracs honoured with the King’s rclidcncc *. not 

that tnc beauty of this Houle (which is but ordinary) allures him, but for that there is 
choice hawking, Phcfaiiis and other game more abounding there than in moll other jwrts 
oi'Varthta. Tnc Pole is here elevated iix and thirty degrees. The Town is reRcIhcd 
with \ cry fweet water*, thefeituation is uponthc brow of a high well wooded but (a- 
grecablc to its name) divided hill, having on each fide a llecp accefs *, whofe top has 
been crowned with a large Caltle, which now age or war (the canker-worms of all 
temporaries) is moth-eaten j her ribs only appear ,exprcffmg dcfolation. One Mahu- 
med tlicn commanded the Town *, and albeittrulled with the Swoid and Scale, I fear he 
was Aftrea's corrupted Servant : No marvel then if in a difeontented humour Ihe left the 
Earth *, for wc can witnefs, that in Perfia (efpcciaJly in Perifeow) julUce was corruptly 
ballanced. At our entrance into the Town, ^to extort a bribe from our Embaflhdour) 
he hanged one Perfian, (at lealt wc were lb made to believe,) cut oH'anothers Nofc, and 
mutilated a third, to Ihcw that his Laws (like Druefs) were writ in blood : rijiera im- 
piorum funt crudelta, their delinquency was for the felonious Healing a irillc of two Ihil- 
iings value Irom a Footman ferving the En^Ujh Agent. Another was ready to be trulftd 
up*, but fecret notice was given our Ambaliadour, thatifheplcafedtobeg hisLife, up- 
on prefenting the Governour with fomething, it Ihould be granted him ; This was the 
mam defign *, and though v.’cll epough feen, our Ambaliadour very gladly ranlbmed him. 
Complaint was alfo then made againft a Farmer for thralhing a Vl'hoVc agaiiilt her will : 
The Perfian Rhadamanth twixt jeaft and earneft bids geld him and hang his Stones at her 
Ears as two Pendants, fuch as to him the Gulph of PerJU afforded none ib prec ions- The 
poor wretch humbly befought him to fparc his ufeful parts, the like did his aflonilhed 
Wife; foasafccrmcdiationofFricnds, and thirty pound Fine, upon proraife to grind 
in his own Mill evci after the execution of the fentciice was remnicd. But each Man 
< t icd out, A fcv'cre Cenfor is this Dara^uod. Who never read, as I fnppole, how that 
Nemo jure Notura cwm detrimento alterim locMpletior fieri debet ., or ( whicii miglil be his 
ownLeffon) thsit Avartu onwibiu eft mains, fed fibtmct pcjjimus. The barbarousV;>«/j in- 
deed had fuch a Cuftome, Si furaverit tjuod valet j^odenitr. ant machabitur, vel cnfiritur, c^c. 
But lierc many times thefc Satrapa’shavefuCh tricks to extort bribes that the fuhjea has 
good caufe to clamour out, 
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Gold forfeits Faith, perverts the poor Mans ri^ht, Auro pulfa fidcs,auro venalia J ura, 

Coldmakes the Law a Slave, wherejkame wants fyht. Aunina lex ftquitur^mox fine lege pudor 

Verifying what another merry Poet fings, 

Mnnera crede tnihi placant Homine^t^, Deoftf, 

Placatttr denis fapiter ipfe datis. 

After two days repofe mPerifeow we continued our travel, the Court then being lit- 
tle more than a hundred miles diftant from us. Our hrlt nights journey from Perifeew 
to Cheer four and twenty long miles, and tedious in the paflage ; for fome part was 
over rugged hills, other part through whilbling dales 9 in both which wc were lb wea- 
ther-beaten with a ftorm of Wind and Hail bred ii\ Tartary, and forced over thcCafpi^m 
Sea, (which from hence, if the fcafon had permitted, wc might have feeii,) asfoi loine 
time not only look away our fight and hearing, but threatned our brains ; for in dc- 
fpight of our bell skill to keep together, we loft one another ; infomuch as we had hard- 
ly recovered our company, had not the uninelodious noiie of the braying Mules, and 
jingling of the Camels Bells (being to wind-ward) brought us together, and helped us 
out of thefc Cation or Zairian Straits \ through which, when neither Sun, Moon, nor 
Star befriends, whofoever hereafter travel, let them be fure to borrow Thefetts his thread, 
or be content to wander in fome kind of Labyrinth. From Cheer we rode next night four 
and twenty miles, to a fiiiall Village whofe name 1 have forgot •, but remember very well 
that the Frogs ( the Bull-bulls or philomels of this marilh place) aflbmbled in luch num- 
bers, and chirped luch loathfome tunes, that we wilhed Homer would have given ihcm a- 
nother King : For as one writes, 

The pratlinyt Free ( thinkit^ his Lanffsa^ne good) Gairula linwfis R.iua coasai 

Creaks fruit fnUy in his beloved Mad. 

Thefc in the Spring ingender of the flime that froaths from tlieir own bodies, and in 
Ihallow plalhes croak and ride one another outragioully i but towards Winter lefolve 
into their fir ft matter. ’Tis ftrangc what fome report, that if their Heart and Liver be 
pull’d out, they will nevcrtlielefs skip up and down: and no Ids certain it is that Frogs 
arc of great vertue, if phyiically ufed*, for there is no part of them but what is mcdici- 
nablc, if Aldrovandns'wiXxi^ report be rightly informed. 

To Aliavarr, one and twenty miles from the Town of Frogs, we rode next night ; a ve- 
ry plcafant place for earth, water, and wood: and where we found llorc of Phclants’, 
a Bird abounding in thefe Hyrcanian Towns, but near tlic River Phafis in MengrelUa 
(emptying it felf into the Baxin near Trepizend) originally breeding. And it is note-wor- 
thy, » hat this River Phajis in fome part of the Hiftory writ by iiaintnsCartiai is miltaken 
fot7igrisfromPhafi,or Paji-Tigris.^o wonder then if Alexander i\t the firft light of the C’rf- 
fiian thought that Sea was the Fens o(Meettis-, and that he was perl waded from the River 
Jttdas he might fiiil into the Nilas, mthaut interruption, Strabo 1. 1 5 geogr. Phjfon, (which is a 
branch ol Tigris ) apod Graces Indus, apod Barbaros Canges,vocatur. Bpiphan. lib. de ii.gemmis, 
taking Pifon ior Ganges, (b they miftook Gihon for Ntlus, which made their Extent of the 
Garden of liWfwl'oovcT large i aKo Artemidorus makes Canges fpring from the Mediant 
Mountains,and/?f« finds \\s 2 xi Zeilan'. Thefe I inftance to note the little know- 
ledge they had in thole times of Geography which abfurdities are fmee by Nav igation and 
Commerce well correded. fafen and his Argonauts firft made thde known to Greece, 
when thence he forced their Sheep bearing Fl^ces of Gold^ or Gold-meriting Fleeces. 

Next night wc got to Necaw, five and twenty miles from Alliavar ^ obfervable only in the 
Kings Houle, and for tliat their common Manfionsand Churches differ not from ours of 
the ordinary fort in England. Here (as in fome other parts of Hyrcama, it being Sum 
mer time) we were exceedingly peftered with Flics and Gnats ■, whofe vexatious Stings 
made fome of us, when wearofe, look as if' we had the Mea/lcs. And when wc 
came near the Sea we were no lefs troubled with Snakes-, for if fo be we left the Road, 
and rid through the green paftnres, then they would wind about our hor fes legs with- 
out other harm than affrighting, and ferving to -perfwade us into the common path a- 
gain. This is not ftrangc, feeing that Pompey ( after he had fubdued Tigrancs the y/r- 
menian) marthiiig into this Countrey was conitrained to retreat, by rcalon of the infi- 
nite number of Snakes and Serpents that offended the Army, as) Plat. Vita Pomp, writer h. 
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And i>£lian lib. 5. jitnnialutm reports. That Alc.vandcr martliiiig hence into India law a 
Serpent 70 cubits lojis:, none fuch now in this Countrey *, but that there are Serpents of 
like prodigious bignel's, Petrits Crinitm relates, That one of 50 cubits length was nou- 
riillt h) Oclai'iit-s Cafnr at Rome. Strabo exceeds thefc, Dracones cenmm cubit erum 
mtiidimsin z Ethiopia funt: In arc Serpents a hundred cubits long*, Sedanvo- 

l.if/ics vd reptanuSy tjuaruur. 

Next nigjit we got into Afiaraff, a City upon the Marc Cafpinm. The Emperour of 
]\y(ia v\.K here at this time, expeding the Amballadoui i unwilling to remove till he 
v'aiiie j and (as we thought ) relting there fo long both that we might fee the extent of 
Ids Emiiii e, and likewife have a profped of the better parts of Perfia. The Sultan of 
the Town attended with fifty Coofelbajhaes, met the Amhnllhdour three miles from the 
Court i and having civilly brought us into Afltari^y ulhcrcd us to our lodging: I may 
lav Us, lor tlic Ceremony was very much below the Quality of lb eminent a Perfoii as 
an AmballiKlonr. 

A S H A R A F F ( or Abajlntrt^yAnd yet I dare not lay fo named from Ahajiurtu ) is di- 
lf.uit about two miles iVom the CafpianSc^: feated in a low ground, many ialtMariihes 
( ircumvolving her, and but meanly watered i no other but a fmall Spring (Maxera in 
Ptohmjy ) Jirenming from the Tauripan Mountains drills in two branches through it, ihe 
hi oadei of w inch is not live yards over *, yet in former times a River of good breadth. 
Lint no MOiider we crolfcd over fo few that we could call Rivers, feeing the People cut 
them into many fmall lluces, and divert the llrcam to Icrvc their occaiions lb that oH: 
nines the true c:hannel is not to be difeerned. This pradice is no new thing, no lefs 
aik ient than Cyrtu the CJrcat ”, who to retaliate the lols of his Men which were drowned 
in palling the River Cyndts (a branch of Euphrates in Ajfyriay ) divided it into above 
three hundred little Streams, lb as the main c Jianncl became lolt. This was principally 
in revenge for the lol's of his white Palfrey, a Beall which was of the Nifaan breecf, 
the befl Midiai^n^iX the World ) brought forth,as5f«. dc ira lib. 5. c. 23. Howbeit, the 
ground here ’s realbnable fat, but incultivatcd i the greater part of her Inhabitants 
j)loiighing in Cunipo M.iriio. 1 judge two ihoufand Families live in this Town •, and no 
doubt int real e daily, the King having but of late afleded this place. His Palace is 
pretty lauc, and but newly finilhcd*, albeit Earrabaut the Hyrem Metropolis but 
:i\ e miles W'ell thence is the place where the Scat Royal in that Counrrey has been kept 
for Ibmc Generations. Abafebaut allb not above two miles theme liirpalles for a cu- 
rious summer-houl' , extelling all his other for prolped, Painting, Mummiim, Water- 
works, and a Foreft which is llorcd with game oi feveral forts: lb as it attrads the 
King, who wheic cvn he ftays long makes Cities of fmall Villages. 

Tile here is but ordinary *, and the Machits not to be admired. The Palace is 

large, and looks imo very pleafant Gardens *, albeit the Building itfelf be not very 
regular, but rather confufcdly divides it fclf into four or Banqiictiug-lioules, 

which be goigeoully painted. Were thefe united, they might belter delight the eye, 
and laufc the Aichitcd to be commended : But more of it at the Ambalfadour’s Audi- 
ence. Abajfcbaui iiy^uW'ics Abba^ h:i Garden: and though I find a Tov\'n mentioned in 
Ptolomy c:{\kd Abafxn.i h\\m time, Iniay not conclude it to be this, feeing he places 
that in Media. 

The Pole Artick is here elevated eight and thirty degrees fevcntccn minutes •, it is due 
North from Spahawn, as we obferved in our ftardight travel, (for in the Summer llafoii 
the days are raging Ijot and not to be travelled in, ) Artturus was ever right before us. 
From the Gulph as we travelled from Ormtes to this jilacc are a thoufiind EnyUjh miles : 
from Spahawn three hundi cd and fifty or tbcicabout, as we reckoned. 

Before I give you a brief.furvq' oi' Hyrcania, let me prcfeiit a fliort narration of our 
The Am- A.nbnlf idour’s Audience and Entertainment. After four days repofe, the King alligncd 
baffadoirr himliisdayol audience. It vv.as the five and twentieth of May, our Sabbath, ^nd the 
hui Au- fag-end ol their or Lent; advantageous to the Por-jlv/j/zp/;, though 1 will not 

dience. ^ay it fjiarcd him the charge of an entertainment. Sir Dodmore Cotton our Ambafladour 
had Sir Robert Sherhy in his company, with my fell' and feven or eight other En^upt 
Gentlemen his followers : Good rcafon it was fome Sultan or other Ihould convoy and 
fiicvv him the way, the C:oiirt being a quarter ol' a mile dillant li om our Houle ; ) but 
what ill otlicc was done at Court, i am not ..bic to divine ■, lor a linall Cavalcade it was, 
yet fo it happened that notice was given by a Conn icr from Mahomet Ally-bey^ the Favou- 
rite ; So as to the Court his Ixirdlliip got, verv few of the Town having notice c)f his 
time of Audience ; as appeared by thofc few that came out cither to fee him pafs, or 
to view the manner of his reception •, which without doubt was the producT ol the Fa- 
vourites 
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vouritcs envy, octalioncd through the fpighthecaufekfly bore unto our noble Couiitrcy- 
man Sir Rohm bherUy : For otherwife it might have been wondred at) feeing AbhM of 
ail forts of honours counted to have Strangers at his Court, the highclt. 

At our aligning an Officer bad us //oifc-^4i<fo»»,andulhcrcdus into a little Houfewnich 
flood in the center of a large Court, wherein was no other furniture fave a few Perfiatt 
Carpets which were fpread about a white Marble Tank fitted with water. Here we re 
pofed, and for two hours were entertained with Pclo and Wine ; nothing fo good as 
the material they were ferved in*, flagons, cups, dilhes, plates and covers being all of 
gold. Thence we were conduced by fome Sultaas thorow a fpacious Garden, wh ich was 
curious to the eye and delicate to the finell : whence we were brought into another Sum- 
mer-houfe, which was rich in gold emboflements and painting, but far more excellent 
in a free and noble profpeft j for from the tarrafle thereof we had a delightful hori/on 
into the Ca(jfian Sea towards the North, and Southward at a great dillantc could difeern 
the high Mountain Tohtm. The Chambers were large and Iquarc ^ the roof arched and 
richly gilded : Tlie ground was fpread with Carpets of lilk and gold. In the midft were 
Tanks full of fweet water, (an clement of no mean account in thefe torrid Regions ; ) 
and round about the Tanks were placed Goblets, Flagons, Ciftcrns, 

and other llandai ds of mallic gold *, fome of which were filled with pcrfiimcs, other 
with Rofe-water *, with Wine fome, and others with Flowers. And after wc had relied 
fo long as we might at full feed our hungry eyes with that food of olleiitation, we were 
conduded into another fquare large upper Chamber where the roof was formed into 
an artificial Element, many golden Planets attr^ling the wandring eye to help their mo- 
tion. Here the ground was covered with riefler Carpets than the former, the Tank 
was larger, the material more rich, and purling It reams by pipes forced up into an- 
other Region. This Sea was fo deep and fo capacious, that it feem'd a little Ocean 
where the fpoils of Ihipwracks were conjured out to plcafe the molt avaricious Mtm- 
mon \ for, lb much gold transformed into vcflels for ufe and ornament were fet for ns 
to look upon, that fome Merchants then prefent made an cRimatc at an incredible va- 
lue. Another watry Magazine there was circled with a like wall of golden vellcls : Molt 
of the Hagens, Cups and other plate were garniihed with Rubies, Diamonds and like 
Stones ; lUch as might compare with Cleopsura's furniture in that great Fcall made to 
Mar^'^Anthonjii In quo eonvivio (^Giixh Cedremu lib. 4. ) mnnia erant aurea, gemmis mqgnifice 
diftidla, arteq\ elahorata, &c. But the Chamber by the length it had was more refem- 
bling a Gallery than a room of State: the feeling was garniflicd with gold, and penciled 
with Story in lively colours 5 all which feem’d to ftrivc whether Art or Nature to a 
judicious eye would be more acceptable. One John a Dutch-mm (who had long ferved 
the King) celebrated his skill here to the admiration of the Pirfians and his own advan- 
tage. The floors alfo in this room were overJaid with fuch large and rich Carpets as 
befitted the Monarch of Perjia. Round about the room were alfo feated feveral tacite 
Mirzjus, Chsmnsy Sultans, md BegUrhegs ; who like lb many inanimate Statues were 
placed crofs'lcgg’d, joyning their bums to the ground, their backs to the wall, and their 
eyes to a conllant objeft ; to fpcak one to anotlier, liiccze, cough, or fpit in the Pot- 
jhaugh's prefence, being ever fmcc the time of AJlyagss held no good breeding : nor 
may they offend the King, who by the fnlgur of his eye can dart them dead as l^ti as 
l^ak the word, as Cafar faid unto MetfUns. The Canymed Boys in Veftsof cloth of gold, 
rich bcfpanglcd Turbants and embroidered Sandals, curled hair dangling about their 
flK>uIders, with rotting eyes and Vermillion cheeks carried in their hands flagons of belt 
mettal', and went up and down, profering the delight of Bacchui to fuch as were difpo.. 
fed to tailc it. What Vakrint reports to have been the cuftom here of old at Fealls, 
Circum foteris it Bacchus cr omnis Jbda filet Pueri tanquam furdis, quid folio of us ejfet in- 
dicabant, ^ ferens poculum dedit fofcentilms,&c- was here the mode, and duly a^fed. 

At the upper end (furmounting the reft fo much onely as two or three Maftubd's or 
white lilken ibags would elevate)fat die Pet^Jhapf, beloved at home, famous abroad, and 
formidable to his Enemies. HisGrandeur wasdiis: Circled with fuch a world of wealth, 
he cloatlicd himfelf that day in a plain Callico coat quilted with Cotten ; as it he 
Ihould have faid. His dignity conlifted rather in his parts and prudence, than furtivis 
^orihus, having no need to Ileal rcl^t by borrowed colours or embroideries. Crofs- 
legg’d the Pot^liuw fat his Shalh was white and large his watte was girded with a 
tlKmg of leather ; the hilt of his Sword was gold, the Blade formed like a femi-circle, 
and doubtlcfs well tempered ; the fcabbard red : and the Courtiers Rtgk ad exem^ 
flam were but meanly attired. 
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TiJC Amballcidour by DickJ^'tlUams his Interpreter^' Callimachee the Pgrftans call him ac- 
quainted the Kiiip, That by his Mailer’s command he had undertaken a very great jour- 
ney to c on: j atiiiatc his fuccefs againft their common Enemy the T«rits as alio to pro- 
mote Trade, and fee Sir Robert ^ertey vindicate himfclf from Noedi AUy-heg his inu 
putaiions , and withal, to defirc that a perpetual League of friendihip might be conti- 
nued ’twiM the two powerful Monarchs ot Great Britain and Perfia. 

Tile Toi fljoH^h railing his body, returned this anfwcr : To the hrH, the Ttr^s were a 
mean People, compared with the generous Perjians-, as appeared by fcveralliattels he had 
given them ample proof ofj and that than the Tttrks no Pctmlc in the World were more in- 
toiinderablc. NcverthelcTs he wilhed unity amongftCfer/7?w»Princcs,thcOtftf»»ii»ground- 
iiig his conqueft upon their dikord. Concerning Trade, Great Brit am^\oiM 

if lie ])ieafcd receive ten ihouland bales of lilk at Gombroon every J/muary \ and for pay- 
ment, would by wav of exchange accept of fo many thoufand En^lijh c lothcs as Ihould 
be adequate in valiic : For, as he well knew the filk was a greater quantity than he could 
ufe in Ins own Dominions fo were the Qothes to hinr, but he would iiazard the vent- 
ing th;m by his Mei chants to ferve his Neighbours, fo as neither we nor he flionld need 
to irallique or liold corrclpondency with Tarky. It would infmitcly he to his fatipfa- 
clion to difappoinithc Grand Seignior ot' that yearly Cullom he was forced to when his 
Carravam go by the way of ^eppo or Trepi'^ond to the Vc/xtiany Gematiy french, or 
oliicr European Merchants, Jamjartes were maintained by thofe Cultoins : Wliat 
was this, but to Iharpcn his Enemies Sword to his dcllrudion? Concerning Sir Robert 
i^herley, he had been long of his acquaintance, andcxprclfed as many conlidcrabJe fa- 
vours tO'.\arJs him (though a Itrangcr and a 0/rifiian) as to any of his born Sii))jc<fls. 
That if Noj^dEbeg had afperfed him unjultly, he ihould have fatisfaftion : It argued in- 
deed, Nogdi beg was guilty, in that he rather cliofc to deftroy himfelf by the way, than 
adventure a purgation. In fomc fort he prefaged my rigour ; for had he come, and 
been found faulty, I3y my head, ( an Oath of no Ihiall force) he Ihould have been cut in 
as many pieces as there are days in the Year, and burnt in the open Market with dogs- 
turds. Now touching a League of Frienlhip with the JCing your Mailer, I chearfully 
embrace it: and concerning your fclf, you arc truly v^Jeome. And feeing you have 
done me rhar Honour none of my Prtdccellbrs ever had before ^ for you arc the Rrft 
Ambafladoiir tliat ever came from Great Britain in that quality into my Countrey, you 
may defcrvcdly challenge the more refpe^t Yea, as I account your Mailer Chief of 
rhe worfliippcrs of Jc/m, fo do 1 of your fclf in a fuperiour degree to any other Ambaf- 
fadour now prefenr. 

This faid, the King fat down again. And whereas all Afahometms lizcda or knock 
their heads againll the ground and kifs his garment j in a friendly manner he pulled our 
Arabafladour near him, and feated him by his lidc, fmiliiig that lie could not lit crofs- 
Jegg’d : and after Audience, in another Apartment calling for a bowl of Wine, there 
drunk his Mailer’s health *, at which the Amballadour Hood up, and uncovered his heady 
which being noted by the Pot^fioagh, the more ro oblige he lilted up his Turbant : and 
after an hours entenainment, diimifled him with much fatisfaiftion. 

It is a real truth, that Aures atq, OchU Regim funt mnltiy fo we found (though not the 
occafioii ) that the King’s good will became foon diverted: For, from that day rill we 
arrived lit Cadyn ( albeit no offence was given,) neither was the Amballadour cajol’d 
«it Court, nor law he the King, neither did any Saltan invite or vifit him : all wliich was 
imputed to the envy of Mahomet Ally-^eg, who by bribery was made our enemy y one 
that for his faculty m diving into other Mens aftions, and informing the Pot-jhangh with 
his obfcTvations, made a Ihift to engrofs the Royal favour, infomuch as molt bulinefs of 
State palled through this impure conveyance : lo that it came to this at length, whom 
lie loves the King honours, fuch as he hates the King crulhes all to pieces. To have his 
good opinion each great Man out-vics others y infomuch that his annual comings in viis 

modts was bruited to be fevenfeore thoufand pounds fterling. And well might be, fince 
Myter beo{xh{i Overfeer of the King’s Harams) has a hundred thoufand pounds yearly, 
if it be true that Ibmc there alTurcd me. * 

Sort noflra hamilior ! Tamcr^brgh Houfc at the North end of the Town entertained its 
twelve long dayes and nights, { lb long the Court Hay’d after we got thither ; ) where 
the Sun darted his oiitragious beams fo oblique upon us, as made us believe we felt not 
more heat when we were within the burning Zone, than we did in Afhar^ at that pre- 
fent : Nor did the Sun we thought more torment us in the day, than did thole innu- 
merable fwarms of Gnats, Musqueto’s and like vermine in the night fcafon. Howbeit, 
our comfort was, that if it were fo for any continuance, our fliort Hay there was fomc 
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fort of prevention. And yet, though our lufFcrings were great in one fenfe, the extre- 
mity of the Pot Jh^^h^s jufticc, or rigour 1 may better call it, was more in another, as his 
mifcrablc Subjects felt it in a higher degree. 1 ftiall give but a few inftanccs •, too 
many of fo brave a Prince, wliofe Vertues baliance his infirmities. And feeing they 
are the reports of fome 1 met there who had been long in Perfia-, 1 will with i^Curttsu 
fa}', Plnrafcribo ^atn eredoy me enim ajfrrMre C^c. 

A poor ^iftrdfed wretch beftowing a long and tedious pilgrimage from Cuhu/tothis 
place upon fome little bufinefs, c’re he knew what the fiicccfs would be, unhappily re- 
lied his weary limbs upon a field-carpet jchooling to refieihliiml'clf lather upon the cool 
grafs than be tormented within the Town by the mereiJels verminc ■, jiooi M.ui ! he fell 
a malo infejns: for fnorting in a climadtcrick lioiir, at fuch time as the King fet forth 
to hunt, his pamper’d jade ftartlirig, the King examines not the caufc, but lent an eter- 
nal arrow or flecp into the poor Man’s heart*, jeafting (as Iphicrates did when he Hew 
his (kxrpy Centincl ) I did the Man no wrong ; I found him fleeping, and alleep 1 left 
him. Poor wretch ! happy only in this, ma^ni dextra eeeidit ! The Courtiers alio 
( as the Negroes in Mamew^oy who when their Captain receives a hurt by war or acci- 
dent, lympatbize by voluntary maiming thcmfelvcs in the like part ) to applaud the fadl, 
parafitically made him their coinmon mark*, killing him a hundred times over if lb many 
lives could have been forfeited. ThcL4rMpoct jultly reproving fuch tragic k acts could lav, 

Pegi4 ( erede mihi ) res efi fMcurrere Ufis. 

Mercy is the trued Conqueror. This is not unlike the practice of Artstxerxeo In'; great 
Anceftor *, who riding to hunt the Lion, cauled A/if a noble Youth to be beheaded, 
for no other fault than darting a rowzed Lion tliat made at him before the King begun 
to throw, as Ctefias relates. A puniflimcnt far exceeding the oH'cncc undoubtedly. Nor 
like that other Artaxerxes who is no lefs famous for his mercy, by ordering ilie cutting 
off the Tiaras or Turbants of icvcral Men tondciniied to lofe their heads ^ tlie L.iw by 
this his ingenious and Prince-like couftrudion being fatislied, Af»- Mercell. 1. jo. But Iiovv 
highly foever they extol their King, 1 prefer that noble Pagan before him, who had this 
excellent Max im of Javenaly Nada anquam de morte hominis emteiatio longa eft j Delay cannot 
be long where life’s concern’d. 

A Soldat’s Wife having fed too high, in a luftful bravado petitioned the King for na- 
tural help, her Good-man proving impotent. A dangerous impudence ! The King finds 
it to rctlect njwn himfelf, ( old at that time and Matter of four thoiifand Concubines ) 
lb as he promifes her fpeedy jufticc; calls his Phyftcians'y Phlebotomy was held 

too mean a remedy for her diftemper, they gave an Aflinego an Opuu potion, which 
fo enraged the Beall, as by force he balely became her executioner. 

There arc MolUjftmafandi temporay which arc not alwayes light upon : as appeared in 
a needy Souldicr, who drawing up a catalogue of his g«xi fcrviccs, doling it in want, 
and humbly entreating fome ftipend from his god of War for luch and fuch good Ser- 
vices: Non bit peccatur'y for, for his faweinefs he was dnibb’d ( with many bjiftinadocs 
on tlie foies of liis feet ) w'ell-nigh to death; and ( imitating Pyfo the ludge in Senccay 
lib. 1. eof. lA.) examines who it was that writ it? The Clerk makes his apDlogie : but 
the King futtering Paflion to predominate over Rcalbn, that he lliould never write 
worfe, makes his hand to be cut off*, giving the poor wretch juft caiife to ingeminate 
Ol) ! qnam vellem aefeiretn literas. Thus wc fee the worft Tyranny is Law upon the Rack ; 
Summum jUmma eft injuria. 

Two needy Knaves were arraigned in the Divan, and condemned for ftcaling : ma- 
ny grievous taunts the Pot-fliaw levelled, faying. They defer ved death for daring only 
to come fo near his Court fo ragged. They confefs they therefore ftolc, that they 
might wrap thcmfelvcs in better cloathing. Abbas not fatislied with their excufc, com- 
mauds two new Veils to be brought: but Winding-lheets had been more proper*, for 
the Executioner forthwith- dragged them away, and upon two fticksftak’d them np on 
their Fundaments. An Execution pradifed 01 old in Perfia, as appears by that Decree 
of Cyrtu mentioned in the 6. of Ezra, v, 1 1. Elevatum Corptu infigatur fuper lignum^ as the 
70 render it. 

Such, and fuch other was his inhumame paftime during our ftay at the Ca/f/ian S^a. But 
enough, or rather too much, upon fuch a Subjedt*, elpecially relating to fo great and 
generous a Prince, as notwithftanding thefemiftakes is beloved as well as feared at home, 
and abroad no lefs highly honoured : Therefore to record the variety of tortures here 
too much ufed by men eating Hags of Hell, Canibal-hounds, Capigi and their death- 
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twanging Bow-ft rings, ripping up Mens Guts, and the like*, what could be the effeft, 
but an odious and uniiecellary remembrance ? Whofe Image do fnch as are cruel bear 
but his, whole true Title is, tlie Deftroyer ? To take away Life is an ealic thing, not lb 

to reftorc it. But, Soveraim Princes, by the duty of their place ufually proteft their 

Subjects from wrong, reprefs fadtions, reward the good, punilhthc bad, prelerve the 
publitk peace, conl'crve the Law, and encourage Sciences and Arts, by which they 
gain immortal honour to themfelves*, yea, make their Dominions famous and wealthy : 
< Thence it is the Poet fays, and that truly, 

FaUitHr egrtgio primipe credit 

Servitiunt : lihertas grutior extat 

Shum Jab Rege pio. 

For by tliefe few fad Inftanccs wc lee that ftrait is the fingle Path that leads to Life, 
but to Death many Road-wayes appear. And Life, albeit Culanus the Brockman ar- 
guing with Alexander-, maintained that nothing is more defpicablc than Life, and made 
it good upon himlclf, therein being Felo de /r, believing the immortality of the %)ul, 
which he fancied w as 'Spirit mixt of Fire and Air, and that this fpiritual Ellencc was 
but clogg’d with Clay, fo as he could with confidence aver, that Anguftus cjl anumu 
ejitcm terrena deltUant \ yet St. Augttfiine has a contrary opinion ^ for he put that Value up- 
on Life as induced him to maintain that MhJca Soli praferenda rjma Sol caret vita, 
jcii Mujcd vitam habet •, A Fly is to be preferred before the Sun which hath no Life, 
as the Fly hath. And albeit nothing be more commendable in Princes than Juftice, 
for it is that which makes them Gods*, yet Clemency is of greateft exaltation by 
being niolf honouiable. Tally (though a Heathen) aflirms as much in his Oration 
to Cofir lor t lie Life of Ligarm “Thy Clemency (OCofar) is moft excellent, yea 
“ more lionoiuable than thy other Vertucs: Fortune hath made thee great, but Na- 
“ turc hath advanced thee higher, in thy inclination unto mercy. Nor can tht 7 well 
be feparated, feeing that a Prince, exalted above others in dignity, is tied to an im- 
partial way, neither hating nor fearing any, but rewarding and punilhing as caufe 
requireth *, witliout which, contempt or confulion foliowetli. But to thelc irregu- 
lar iric.s of /ibbat 1 may nor give the Attribute of Juftice*, fince, if the punilhment 
exceed the fault, j all ice then degenerates into Cruelty: a Vice odious to God, who is 
the Father and Fountain of Mercy, and unto Men, who are too apt to imitate bad Ex- 
ainplcs *, conceiting any Ad, tliough never fo unnatural, if moulded after futh a pattern, 
commendable. Yea, wc lee, that Heathen Potentates fweryiiig from the Divine Rule 
of Jullite, pamper the corrupt habit of their minds, out of a monilrous opinion that 
they may every w'ay inebriate theit luft without controul ; as appears by thole inhu mane 
Games cxerci led in the Amphitheaters ; by that barbarifin Xerxes Xenophon 
TiotfsJ pradiled on his Brother, and other Satrapa’s^ inch in Dtjoccs (Father to 

Phraartes) w^ho laboured utterly to exterminate the Perfian gcncrofity ; and may add the 
iniferablc Tragedy of his Son, die memory whereof is recent through part of the grea- 
ter Ajio. , 

by divers Wives, had feveral Children*, for whofe education neither coll, nor 
tare, was Iparcd : Of moil hope were Ijmaely Sophy-mirxatf Codobando^S niton, and £- 
mangoly’^ lour brave young Princes i tbetwofirll were begot on (iordina. Daughter of 
Simon cawn\ the latt';r two of Adartha, Daughter of Scor/der-^mirzjt -, both Georgians, both 
Chrilliaiis: the firll Lady was brought thence by AVc/.aj!;j'C4w»*, the other by Skatv-Ta- 
nioi-Coolibtg, both being Perjtans, both Favourites: all of them fo dear to that 
it llcmcd lie then had got the Elixir of Eartlily happinefs : His Wives were fo incompa- 
rably beaui i l ul, his Favourites fo exadly faithful ; and his Sons fo lively the Charaders 
of his Peifou, policy and courage ^ reciprocally joying the aged King, and over-joying 
the w^ai like Per {ions. But it is commonly obferved, that as the molt excellent things al- 
ter fooncil, and that no day is foferene tliat is iiotfhadowcd with fome Cloud j fo this 
candor and perfection in thefe youthful Princes quickly vani/hed. For Ifmad (when by 
icalbii of his delight in Arms and quick figns of magnanimity, the Afiattck world ga/’d 
and adi'iiiied him; in an infernal cloud of poyfon went down to an untimely grave at 
ifimteen, in the meridian of his fplendour. Sofy-myrsut, dogg’d by a like adverfe de- 
ft ill , , t elevated at firjt for revealing a confjnracy, was in the end at equal years 
tin fio A II and ci ullit to death, after the dumb Copigi had got a hateful vidory, mccr 

jealouiic in the King commanding it. And Fntangoly^, cTe his popular applaufe could 
fiatc’h his ruiijc. upon conference with a W'itch that uiiderllood the Almutcn of his na- 
tivity. 
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tivity, pcrccivins; tliat fliortlifc .ittcndcd him, grows fearful of his Sires iiKonllaiuy, 
and in a deep and diftonfolate melancholy evaporates his fid Spirits i leaving the e.\- 
pedtation of hazard and Sovereignty to Codobanda Snltartf fir named Soffee i who { made 
wife by his Brother’s milcries) fo prudently behaved himfelf in duty to the King, 
and in a plcafing and fafe diftance to tlie People-, that ^bbas dotes, the People cele- 
brate, and an iincontroulablc good Fortune fccnis to dandle him. Aflability, bouncy, 
loyalty, courage, and experience in Arms, at home and abroad j the Fer/tM Monar- 
chy, Turkj o4raby and Tartar, admiring, fearing, and commending him in fcvcral 
Eulogies : fo as his own left nothing unlaid or un-invented that might iioiiour him i and"* 
his enemies without giving their thoughts the lyc, could not but idoli/.e him. Who, for 
all that, (not like our common Spirits, ciliated by every vulgar breath upon every art 
dcific thcmfelves, and conceit all great additions of honour below their merits, ) Hood 
immovable ; forry he grew fo popular i modcftly chiding them for flattery; and con- 
demned himfelf of liypocrilie by fuflering his victories to be lb gilded; tince wluil he 
had or did was but a reflex of his Father’s vertue, which he doubted might fuffer an e- 
clipfc by his accumulation. Oli ! how execrable is this marrow-fretting fcab of jea- 
loulic and envy ! it converts that rcafon which only makes us Men, without any regai d 
of jullice intobrutilhncfs', yea, to exceed in cruelry the moll unrcafonabic and molt 
violent Creatures! Is Abbiu a King, a Father ? does tlcmcncy belong to any attribute 
more piopcrly ? Is Soffee Sultan-mirxjt a Prince> his Son? C>n whom can he more jiiltly 
confer his love ? in whom ilioiild Vertue rather dwell ? where tan there be a better cen- 
ter? Poor prince! the path he treads to add luHre to his Father’s Diadem and to ob- 
lige his Conntrey, betrays his iteps, and intices him to an affrighting precipice : For, 
the more he indulges his Father, it ferves as fuel to an unjull jealoulie ; the more he 
dignifies his Countrey by his goodfuccefsagainll the T«rl:, the more applaufe the People 
crown him with *, but Abbas Icars the more his popularity : Yea, fo tar fears, lb much 
degenerates from paternal piety, that without pity or regard of juilicc ( which mal js 
Ki^gs more beautitiil than when circled with 'Diadems) he contrives his mine. 

During thefe his Cabinet-machinations, the Prince brandilhes his Heel in jn oud Ara- 
bia where after fcvcral conquclts the Vidor himlclf became captivated. For an Ara.. 
bian Pririccfs, of great beauty (and in fuch Bodies ufually arc impaled the fairelt Souls ) 
fettered him but fuch was his bravery and worth as he quickly redeemed himfelf, and 
made her his pri loner ; Inch magick and interchanges are in love,ruth magnet ick power 
hath Princely vertue. By this Lady he had two ChiTdrcn,>V/} and Futyma \ a name given 
her (as 1 luppofe ) in memory of Fatyma the Wife of Mortis though not unlike both 
in Name and perfcdiioii to that lovciy Fhaedima who was the Daughter of Otho a noble 
Perfiariy mentioned in the 4. lib. of Herodotus. This young Princefs Fatyma was no lefs 
loved by Soffec-MyrzA the Sire, than doted on by the Graiidlire Abbas, A Itrange atfe- 
dion, to dillingiiilh fo unnaturally ! to feparate where Nature had fo llrongly united! 
to hate the graft, and to endear the fruit ! But that his hate might flow more currant- 
lyand Ids fiifpcdcd, he looks one way and aims another ^ feeks to enrage by abuling 
him he whom loved moll dearly, May^ar?LnArab, the Prince’s Tutors, a faithful and pru- 
dent Servant. And indeed yir bouwfoltss eft prudent, Ariflotle tells us in his Ethicks. Such 
was Ma^ar, whom Abbtts calls for, and in lieu of rewarding him for his Sons generous 
Education, darts him a Item frown, accufinghim of pride, and charging him that he 
had bewitched the Prince with a difloyal ambition. M^ar for all his prudence fees not 
the vcnonie prepared i and therefore in an humble but confident innocence, excufes and 
endeavours to quiet him ; But the more he vindicates himfelf, and the clearer he made the 
MirzjFs loyalty appear, the more he exafperates the King, lb as the higher was his rage 
inflamed. At fu ll the King amazes him with a volley of defamations,and in that maze 
gives the fign: a dreadful lign! for forthwith the Blood-thirfty CufwViw break in and 
Itrangle him. A barbarilin! an a»:;t fo unbecoming that famous King, that with the 
vulgar fort to this very day it will not be credited : Ncvcrthelefs, Fames Ihrill-mouth’d 
Trump founds it abroad, ib that the Prince (then in adlion againft the Tartar) has no- 
tice of it. Whereupon, as a Man void of fcnlc, immediately he leaves the ('amp i and 
being come to Court, after many fignals of for row, befeeches the King that he may 
know the rcafon of Mamr\ death : who flaflics him this thundring rcto.'-t, For thy am- 
bition. ThcPrincecallsHeaventowitnels his loyalty : hwt Abbas provokes iiim luither, 
to have more colour to fatisfie the world in his deligned dellruction. The Prince in- 
flamed with pallion, in that dillradtion imagines he law M^ar a llranglingi and in that 
ccllalic unflieaths his Sword, vowing to rcluic him. In the grcatelt, nay I may fay the 
wifelt of Men, Realbii hath not at all times the predominancy over Pallion-, as we find 
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exemplified in Shaw-j^bba* an illultrioiis Prince, and at fometimes reputed an inciuJ^'cnt 
father : but now lb far from that, that he forrows not the leaft at his diftradion i' but 
jjipon this milcrabic advantage ( by Ibme fair terms firft difarming him ) invites liiin into 
another room, and (pretending he was not very well; withdrawing hinilelf, commanded 
iiven big-bon’d villains, deaf and dumb, through a trap door to illiic into the loom 
armed with bloody minds and deadly bow-ftrings •, whofc very looks as well as habits and 
weapons quickly bewTay their office and intention, which needed no other interjiretcrs. 
The Prince innocently admires the caufe v«.and if Oratory or other way of intreaty c ould 
have wrought remorfe in thefe heIl-hounds,oncIy till he knew the ground of this cruel com- 
mand, he had aflbrded it: 13ut well knowing they were without realbn and inexorable, 
with an incomparable rage and vivacity he liew upon thofe monfters *, now one, then an- 
other receiving fuchteftimonics of his courage,that(e’re they could faften upon him their 
ghaftly twanging bow-ftrings ) he fent three of them to the Devil •, and for fomc time 
(Icfcndcd himl'clf, offending thofe blood-hounds with admirable courage and dexterity ; 
infomuch that hail lie maftered but any weapon, he had doiibtlcfs faved himfelf, ancl 
fent iliem packing; but wanting it, his breath failed, and longer his valour could not 
nouriflihim, \oy FaciIc eft vincerc non repu^namem : fo at laft they faftned their noozes 
on him, wMio now for want of breath was as a dead Man; and the villains had trium- 
phed in his further tortures, had not the King (who it feems was not far off) prevented 
it, commanding tliem oiiely to pinion him, and ( before he could recover feiife aiM 
ftrength' by drawing a riamingJteel before his eyes made him ftark blind; forbidding 
him tiic light of wliat he moll loved, Wife, Babes, Friends and AU'[ar\ Carcals : By 
wliich impiety jifia loll her faireft Jewel, Verfia her Qown of llonour, and Mars 
his Darling. 

The lofs of this brave Prince was quickly rumoured : All Prr)//i mourns, and in many 
Threnodies ligh his Farcwel : ihc Army alfo fwclls with paffion ; but leeing no remedy, by 
a IbiTcd lilcncc miirniilr their imprecations. The Prince, when he perceived his own 
undoing, '^the eye ol llcaibn lent him fiich a fight, ) having cm fed his birth, liis fame, 
his loyalty, and .whi'Ji is molUad) his parent; by many fj antic k threats \oivs his de- 
ftriiClion : Bur (im vtrikts ira-, finds *iis revenge impollibic ; yet at that conceit roars 
hideoully, and v.oi to be coinfotteJ, till SHliman-mirzayCttrchiki cams and other his Kinf. 
men ,vid iv/(onUt» fa\ on tes lioekcd anout him, ancl by tlicir niiferableevamplcs cliclatc 
patience : none of w im h imt lu Ibmc mealurc had J woin big witli tlie King’s infufion in 
their times, and through like jcaloulics were made blind, or cruflit and damned to per- 
petual imprifonment. 

In thole cUfeontenteu times ^bbas kept his Orb, moving like another Sat/trn : for now 
he imagines his Crov\n ilxt c lofe to his head, iiotliing appearing ihar might diftiitb his 
ejuiet : and amongft his deli^ jit s, nothing fo much plcafed him as young f’aryma ; no 5y- 
ren was melodious in fon^’, iio C,reatuie delicate in feature, lave pretty Faiyma: If any 
Itood in fear, wiio conld compole his palfion but Faryma ? Court and Kingdom admired 
his love to this prett) Favourite, and no lefs rejoyced at it; for by this innocent Lady 
they oft-times found tiie way to txpel nis rage, ancl howtopleafiirehim : The Prifoners 
alfo by Fatymaypt livelyliood, for want of which they were oft-times well-nigh fami I lied, 
none but fne daring to mecliutc ; and thus by this good Infant gained they what former- 
ly they pined for, food and comfort. But what joy has the blinded Prince, line'' he cannot 
participate ? Revenge di.lights him more ; that word as Mulkk belt pleafes the infernal 
fancy of this melaiiclioly Mtrz.a't not caring how dctcftablc, Co Abbas luffercd. The 
Devil infpircs new rage and blows the coals of ( more than cruel; alfaffination ; For al- 
beit he pallion.'itcly loved Fatyma, yet hearing how his Father doted on her, tiiatafrcfli 
fn get' bis hate, yea hatches the Innocents tonfuiion. Oh! in him behold the favage 
and iraiifccndcnt cruelty of curfedMan: Revenge had plunged him lieadlong into a 
whirl pool of unnatural barbarifin; inlbmuch, as when the pious Child came (in an 
imlucky hour to bring him comfort, and by all fymptoms ol duty to exprefs a lovely 
obedience ; the wretch grafps and in a lymphatick fury whirls her neck about, unable 
to untwift her felf from his wrathful hands, mifcrabic Fatyma exj)iriiig by her Hellilh 
Father; and in her, the joy of Parents, delight of candor of Perfta, and com- 
fort of the diftrefied, vaniihing. Theaftonilhed Priiucfs his Wife cries out, His light 
deceived him, that it was Fatyma ! little dreaming, that he therefore martyred her be- 
caufe Fatyma. And, as if that had not been enough, ( to prevent the King of a Suc- 
cclfor) hearing young Sofee^s voice, doloroully i lying out for Fatymay winged with 
rage he gropes for him ; hut by the Princclfcs intei poling the Ciiild cfcaped, or clfc 
had loft (what lie now enjoys) the Per/ian Diadem. 
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Abbas when he had notice of this Tragedy, grows To oiitragioufly pafiionatc that 
many feared he would become his own executioner : But when he had drenched his Ibi - 
row in a Sea of lalt tears, he moderates hisfplccn, and revives upon hopes of additio- 
nal punillmicnt ‘7 vowing to retaliate his diltradted act in the height of cruelty: Which 
being told the Prince, had fo terrible a reply, with a million of difmal enrJes adden, 
that the King was as one aftonilhed. To conclude, after he had tyred out a few more 
minutes with impatience, and confidered that Death oncly fets Man free from the mi- 
fery of tlfis World by breaking afundcr t^chains of bondage, the third day lie put . 
a period to his Life by quailing up a cup or ^yfon. Non malum efi mori, fed mori male, 
laitli St. Chryfofiome : Nevcrthelefs, the King Ihewed nccdlefs Ceremony in his Oblagiies. 

The dilconiolate Princefs fequeftred her fclf from the light of Man: but liiice her Son’s 
coming to the Crown, whether he hath by his benign alped banilhed her diltonrent, 
and in feme meafurc alfwaged her forrow, I could not learn ^ but for Abba^ himfelf he 
bad the World farewel a little after our departure. Now after this digrclTion, giv e me 
leave to give you a brief furvey of the quality and condition we find HyrcattU wx. our 
being there. 

H Y R C A N I A ( now under the Dominion of the Vcrfian King ) hath to the Eafl; Mer- 
f iana, to the South Mount Taurus, to the Weft Armema and part of Media Atropana, 
and North the Cation Sea: Treble it is in iengtli from Eaft to Well, what it is in breadth 
from North to South •, a Countrey known in leveraJ Ages by lev era! Names. For Mcr^ 
cator names it Diuroament Augiobel, Strava and ’tis alfo called Corea, CaJJm, Steana 
and Cafpia by other Authors : but by the Hebrews it was called Hadorum \ by the Tartars, 
Kabonchara \ and by Pynetus, Kyriz^h\ which lalt gives fome occafion to imagine, that 
it was into this place the tranlplantcdthofe Inhabitants of D4»»4/cw that arc men- 

tioned in the 2 Jicjjr. 16. ^ 5 . Jofephus alfo gives the like name, for he terms it Kyrcne, but 
places it in Media, as in more due place will be remembred. Nevertheltfs, at this day 
not part as fome would, but whole Hyrcania \% by the Perfians named Mox^cuAram. 

By the fcveral days journeys we rode within this Kingdom, I obferved t'lar it is in 
moft places of a good Ibil, through the bcnevolcncy of the Clime i rcplcniihed with 
grals; fruit, corn, llowcrs and the like*, and hath cattel in great plenty : Moreover, 
for their manner of Husbandry, Buildings and civility, more refernbiing outs of Kiaope 
than any other wc had hitherto obferved in Afia, And though the foil be good, the 
Earth no doubt is much bettered by thofe many Rivers and Rivolcts that fpriiigiug from 
Taarm ft ream abundantly and delightfully through the Coimtrey, and. empty them te Ives 
into the ^^arc Cafpium : Such are Cyrus and Cambyjes, w^hich gave two grt§t Kings their 
Names, and near which of old the OWm and the Oleni inhabited, Araxis and Obfel: 
four Rivers that deduce their Springs near each other in Mount Ar^wai Co.inac, whii h 
divides Media t\om Hyrcania, Maz.cras, Bundamd, Hydero ilfuing Ibme fuppole out of 
the Deferrs of Z-op, AragusidX^y faid to drill from the Moloffians , and others, whith 
after a long trickling race having mellowed the Eartli, difembogue rhemklves into the 
Cafpian. Near the Mountains they have ibmetimes a diftempered Channel , for after 
great rains or melting of fnow, they commonly over-flow the lower grounds : but the 
belt is, thole Land-lloods meliorate the Earth, and arc but of very Ihort continuance. 

1 could neither fee nor hear of that which Strabo in his 1 1. lib. reports concerning fome 
Rivers here which fall fo violently from the Rocks, that Men may pals under the Wa 
ter as under an arch without wetting : fome Water-works indeed there be at ffeb.:*.: 
that by Art have that very rcfcmblaiice. But in old times it fo fuperaboiindul wirh \\ ood, 
as that the whole was called Sylva Hyrcana \ and whence in probability ir was tliat the 
Scythians termed it Hercoon, i. c. Afilitary place In tdieirUmgiuge : wbitli neverrhclefs 
nouriihed olFenlive Creatures of feveral Kinds, as Snakes, whicli wc faw abundance of, 
but more elpecially Lions, Wolves, Foxes, Wild-Cats, Boars and Tygres i which lalt, 
a Roman Poet mentions with an Emphalis, faying, 

Them with their dujj Hyrcailian Tyyresfed. Hyrcan*q; admorunt ubtia l 

Albeit fince the Woods have been deftryo’d. Towns built and the Counnv\ ii.li.ibiral, 
it is much altered : for Tygres we faw none ; but ( as a good exchange^ Ibund pk nty of 
Cows, Bulfols, Horfes, Camels, Sheep, Mules, Deer, red and fallow, Antilopcs, 
Hogs, Goats and other like bealls ; and of Birds, ft ore of Hens, Phefants, Partridges 
Nightingales, Pouts, Quail, Wood-cock, Thrufli, and other Birds’, of Fifti, c'pccially 
nesLr the Ca(piau, Sturgeon, Mullet, MulTel, Dog fifli, Kcls, Tiincys and others ’■ Grain 
alfo of molt Ibi t, and Fruits and Roots in great variety : But that Tree called Occhiu, 
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wnith is laid to dillil Honey, we found not; but one that had Tweet fip or juice, which 
Vislikelv ^,avc the occalion of that report; but of Oak, Elm> Alh, and molt in Mul- 
berry-trees there is great plenty. 

In' former i nnes Tamhrace (that was in vain befieged by SeleHchm CallimcuSf)Telebrcta 
Adrapfa, Soconda OT Soconaay Sorhoy jifmttrnaj Tapen, Carta ;ittd Mattzjtca 
wxu- Towns of note i but now totally loft, unlcfs they be revived in Farrabaut, AjisL 
Ahhrjjfebauty Perifenwy Omoaly Sarfrafiideay Chaeopero, Cabany Bildithy Bacdz., Da- 
Cengccy Sumachyy Errt, and Bacli^ Nigh which lait is a Spring of that rare 
kind of Oyror clammy fubftance which fb^hc call Ncfi-y but whether of that kind we 
hiid mentioned in the 2 AFacchab. 1. which iVifAewMfcfprinkled the Wood with that 
was laid upon the Altar, after it was exhaufted from the pit wherein the Priefts had 
. ontealcd the holy Fire, at Inch time as they were led captive into Perfiay I cannot fay *, 
lave that the Name and iVirpk* there mentioned, as well as the quality, have 

fome refemblancc. Tins Ntphia is an oyly or fat liquid fubftance, in colour not unlike ' 
fofi white clay •, of quality hotanddrys lo as it is apt to inllame with the Sun-beams, or 
hear that ilTiies fiomFirc ; as was mirthtully experimented upon one of >^/fA-Wfr’sPages, 
w ho beine anointed, witlimuch adoefcaped burning. 

Many liich ftrangc Springs have been found; Anjiotle mentions one in Carihage\ at 
Octhas in Thcftly another fuch was as Pliny reports ; neat Oxns as Cartim ; and the like 
near Bdylon : lor that at Cardavas in Saxony near Brunjwtcl^'i’i rather a foit of Bitumcri; 
not unlike that is evaporated in the Mare wortuum. This ftrange Spring purs me in mind 
ol another memorable Water we faw and tafted of at Chacojporo a Town about twelve 
miles W'ell horn Farrabaiif, both ol them upon the brink ol the AiareCaJpum: For 1 1. 
Months it is fweet and potable •, but one Month every Year fo brackilh, as renders it 
unlit to drink or to diefs meat with. Vlntarch Vita Antonii relates, how that Mark^ 
A,ithony having marched through Acedia into Hyreaniay belieged Phraata the principal 
Town of that Province •, but his battcring-Eiigines being furpri/ed in the way by Phra- 
aries the Parthian King, and wanting Victual was forced to retire, ( halle to en- 
joy his Clc'ipxra adding to his Ipced *, ) lb as after Tevenand twenty days he jwlicd the A^ 
ra\'tsy over which he r.rd built a Bridge vrhichwasbroken by the Enemy: in that march 
he loll 40. ; lorfc and 2 ^ or o Foot, moft of which died of liuxes and thirft. The rcafon 
1 make nier.tioii ol' tiiis^ in 1 egard the ftory lays he paft a River that to view appear’d 
very cKa: , Init the Souldiei s thinking to afliiagc their thirll found it incrcafcd by the 
hi ackiiliW atcr : I'or it gnawed their guts, and put them intoothcr diftempers. Now feeing 
feme take Pi%aham for the rcliques of Phraata above-named, it is very likely that this 
fait Stream at Chacoporo was the i'amc which Plutarch takes notice of in that expedition. 
And that there arc springs and Rivers of fevcral taftes as well as colours, is in no wife 
10 be quell ioned •, f<tr them e it is that Ibmc conclude a Spimiw Mmdi: Now toncern- 
in.; colours I haveaiieauy inftanced ; and as to tallc, the Sea (experience teaches) is 
»h r •, not by Nature but by agitation partly, and partly through the power and eftitacy 
01 tire Sun, wliicli by his heat and beams attracts the fmall parts that he in the fuperfi- 
cu s of tile liilt Water. Philofaply alio as well as Ex'pcrience acquaints us, that in Sum- 
nur the Sea is falter than it is in Winter ; and that the Eaft and South Seas are moll fait; 
VC .1 , by t ornmon tryal it is ib obferved. Moreover, the Sea- Water is mut hthickcr and 
Ir longer 10 iitar ( as we hnd by common experience ) than frcHi j. whereby it comes to 
pals, that Ships leak and linkoftner in frcflrW'atcrs than they do iiuhe Ocean. Belidcs 
leeing flit lias hear, we may perceive how that lalt Water inriames rather than extin- 
euiihcs Fire: and for proof thereof have liindry examples-, as particularly in lib. 7. 
ALarobiiy and 10 Symp. Plutarch: the realbn being evident, feeing drynefs is a quality 
that nral' es it a friend unto the Fire : For as Ariftotle ( Nature's principal Secretary ) ob- 
fcive,, Lilt Water has a Ibri of fatiiefs and oyliiicfs incorporated. And albeit Water 
in it Icl: > like the pureft oyi) naturally is without either lincll or tailej nevcrthclels 
pcractidins it may liave both, according as it doth participate with the quality of the 
Earth through whofe veins it howethy and from thence arifes both colour, taftc and 
find] •, as \\\ ufually obferve in fuch things as derive heat and tindure from Sulphur, 
Steel, Vitriol, Jumper, and the like*. Now that the fat or oylinels of the Sea Water 
iivinmes, I could give many inllanccs-, but (hall onely what was jirovcd in that memo- 
1 able Sea light ’twixt Adarl^ Amhory and Auguftw afar at Aihun* in the Gulph of LtpantOy. 
a-. 1 Li orded by Plutarch and other HiJlorians. To return. 

The Nativcb for the moft part arc exceding courteous 10 Strangers, and hofj)itablc •, 
and in fome jrarts no lefs indullrious in Husbandry : tliey lj)eak Perfian, yet haven pecu- 
liar Dialccl of ! heir own which they Uic lefs ufe lince they became fubjed to the Perftan ; 
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who oft-times would be very merry with them, but we could perceive it was in a deri- 
ding way: cither occafioned from their imperfedt Speech (as the PariJUn mocks the 
Nomum and Gafeoi^n,) or fimplicity of heart, or elfe from the report they meet with of 
the Womens courtefies: which though we faw little rcafon for, yet Strabo lib- 12. 
writes, That here the Tapiri inhabited of old ; who after they had tliree or four;Chil- 
dren, commonly ufed to lend their Wives to other Men to breed upon ; and to which 
the Women as willingly condefeended. A cuftom now abrogated, yet probably not 
wholly forgotten. For the Men, we foundj^m ( as 1 have faid ) of a very pleafant di^ 
ipofition, and delighted with novelties. Of bid, their Anceftors ( as the Abbot of St. 
Albans did with the Norman Conqueror) thought to have prevented Alexander's defired 
entrance : but with the fame hand and inftrument the Gordtan-dtifot was cut, thefc Hyrca^ 
mans and their Wayes were maftcred. 



A great part of the Countrey through which we pafl: was Champaign, and near the 
Town inclofed with quick-fet. One time I left the road to ride through a plealant green 
Field i but many Snakes twined about my hories legs, without further harm than putting 
us both into an affright, and as it were adviling me another time to keep the road. We 
alfo paft through great Woods : but of all the Trees I faw, none for number as well as 
ufe exceeded the Mulberry. For thirty miles riding that Tree had the preeminence : and 
larger of that kind I never law, nor bearing more fruit, albeit ’tis the leaves they molt 
value. The Berry if white pleafed our belly belt, the colour our eye, the leaves our 
obfervation: For indeed, in molt Villages and Cottages we faw Iheds filled witli la- 
borious People minding their enriching Silk-worms : an Infed whereon Nature hath 
« cxprelfed fo much Art as is fcarce comprdienfible. This Worm, as in quality, in di- 
verlity of lhape alfo varies from other Worms : for her firlt generation rifes from a 
fmall round fperm lefs than Muftard-feed, which by laying in tlie Sun or other moderate 
heat iiKreafes to an inch \ the firft lhape it aflumes is like the Palmer^worm*, from which 
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refemblancc in lix months fpacc it twice changes. The male after copulation dies •, whom 
the female foon fbflows fo loon as Ihe has laid her eggs or feed, which you pkafe to call 
it* Her food is ufuaHy the leaves and boughs of Mulberry-trees, the white moll de- 
lighting her h llrewed every day frefli over her Ihed, which mull be kept fweet and 
warm. " Tlie Worm being Ihut up cats greedily, frequently raifing her little head •, and 
being as it were tired, fleeps two days together *, during which flic calls her skin, and 
then cats with a frelh appetite : Soon after that (he four feveral times calls hci; coat, and 
rlien having difcharged her beWyfaHs to work; in fhort fpace making her Lawn both 
winding'lheet and fcjjukber. The Silk ifeppens to be of Inch colours as are commonly 
laid before her, and is ufually either white, yellow, green or land-coloured ; but being 
Ihut op, lirch is the tranljnirency of the excrement that the Fly is dillernable : The exte- 
r iour part is in colour like pale Gold mixed with Lemon the Silk rough and hairy *, the 
iiiteriour part more hard and of an oval form, the better to inhume the Fly : whole 
task being clone, fometimes Ihe dies, other times Ihc breaks forth *, and then the Worm 
is metamorphos'd into a Butter-Fly. Sometimes the lilkcn-balls arc expofed to the 
leorchiiig Sun, tliiough whole ardour the poor Worm is broiled to death ; not unlike 
a Mifer that voluntarily lacrificcth himfclf to death, fo it be to contemplate his rich 
Idolatry ; but by this expanfion the Silk (they fay) bccoiius finer than if fullered to break 
her habitaele. After this, the cods are thrown into a cauldron, the V\'ater being mode- 
rately 1)01 i then with a cane the People llir them about, at once drawing the ilimy SilK 
from as many as the Iiillrument can conveniently lay hold upon, and with a wheel draw 
oT the Silk, raw, which being dry is folded. During the Winter featbn the Silk-worms 
ilcep without eating, fo as they feem dead , but in the Spring being laid in the Sun, re- 
vive again : A perfect type of the Refurrdtion. From the Seres or Rc^^io SerUa ( part of 
Scythia towards Induftam) this Worm firll came into PerfiUy not Jong before Alexanders 
lime : but until the Emperour Jaflinianh time ( which was about the Year of our Lord 
5 30.) it was not known in Eierofe *, the firll being prefented by the Perfuns mito the Em- 
perour at HyzaKtium as a rarity. That th^ alTorcl honey, yiclcl wax, build nclls, and are 
a fort of Spider, Ariflotle am P/i;g>fo think*, but 1 think the King finds it moll, 

from hence cxtraifting -600 Batmans of raw Silk yearly. 

Upon Whirfon-Monday we bade farewell to Afior^, Sharv-Ahhas the fame time remo- 
ving his Court to Cashyn. The rcalbn why he went one way and we anoiher, was ( as I 
luppofe ) that we might have the better profpeft of his ("oiuitrcy : for he went by Peri^ 
JioWf we by Larry^Joon. The firll night alter we left Ajharaff wc lodged in Ferrabantf 
whitli is five miles from Afharaf. 

FERRABAUT is a Town upon the Souih-eall fide of the Ctjj/ian Sea, probably 
taking name from Ferra^^baat or t'erraji’Zxd, ( Boat fignilics a Garden, Zed a Son,) who 
fucceeded Shezyr or Shaw^zyr Son to Jaum^Zeddah, that was predecellbr to TezJgird 
the Hyrcanim King llain by the Romans about the Year of our Lord 595. five and twenty 
Years before the CErao^ the Mahometans t(X)k beginning. Some (how truly 1 know 
not ) take this for the remains of old Amantfa, but 1 rather imagine it the rcliqucs of 
that Socanda I find mentioned by Ptolomy : Nevcrthclcfs, other fome there be that writ- 
ing this City Phraat-hant, llippole it to be that Phraata which Marcos Antonius belieged 
filch time as he invaded Media, to be revenged for the death of Craffos that rich and 
powerl'ul Roman General who with thirty thouland of his Men were llain but lately 
before by Phraartes the Parthian, returning rc infeda with but half his Men, the 
Bridges being broken by the Panhians that gave him palliige over the River Araxis and 
Cyrus. VJi^hbeg caWs it Strabat^ aad Tesxera, Eflrahaat\ Names borrow’d (as l ima- 
gine ) from the 6. Isb, of PU^ c. 16. where ’tis laid, Stanri gentes fum circa Mare Cafpitnn. 
The feituation of this City is upon a fiat ^ the foil rich and" beautified with Ciardens full 
of fruit *, watered by a Itream of fweet water about forty paces broad, which fpring- 
ing frcim Taurus (the Mother of a fruitful womb) after a long and circling race, at this 
Town incorporates with the briny Cation. The air ncvcrtlicleR is not lb ])ure here as 
we could find it was in moll other places higher up : But whether caufi;d from fome in- 
fahibrious Maiilhcs that arc there, or from the vapours that ufually arife from the Sea 
( a little mile thence) 1 am not able to determine. In Head of walk it hath a deep Moat 
or Graff; Willows and other Trees being planted upon the l)anks, which arc broad 
enough to walk on, fo as it gives both lhadc and ornament. The iloufcs dilFer from 
the common form of Terfia: for they are not flat above, but like ours in England in the 
roof, allb tiled and glazed according to the Englijb falhion. 

This Town has about three thoufand Families : the ftreets arc broad enough *, not re- 
gularly built. The Mlefchit is not extraordinary; and two Buzjuirs it has, yet neither 
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of ;thcm fingular. FcwHoufcs but have their Gardens contiguous, which together make 
a combined" beauty though feeming feparatc. Of moll note is the King’s Houle at the 
North end of the Town -, from whofc Balconies we had a large and delightful profpeit 
into the Sea as far as TtUca or Tiix^^ as the Ifle was then called *, and.lbme Of the Gar- 
dens extend to the brink of the Mare Cajpium .♦ This Palace has two fquare large Cou“ts 
railed about, ^nd the ground by the elaborate Gardiner wad formed intoGrafs-plats and 
knots of fcveral forts, and replenilhed with variety ot Trees and Flowers, which makes 
the place feem exceeding pleaiant', and amonglt others Tulips and Rofes were there (q 
plentiful, that what is laid of another is prope% applicable to this. Hie rofas mtrie 
nitidofii'j jlores F'eris amoeni : And amongfl Other Treips the Iprcading Chenores, Sycainores 
and Cheftnuts furround the place with fo much beabti^ and every part of the Houle af- 
fords fo amiable a profpe( 5 t,as makes the eye and fnielf contend which lhall furfeit foonelt 
of variety. The Mulberry of both colours at thattimc^p^cfented us alfo with choice fruit, 
no lefs wholefome than plcafant: fo as by way of gratitude give me leave to tell you, 
the oSgyftiaris make that Tree the hieregly^hicl^of Wifedom i and upon this account, 
Jmowing tiiat the froft is its deadly enemy, it feldom or never buds until the cold wea- 
ther be wliolly gone, and then as by inftindt it puts forth fpecdily,and as quickly ripens 
to maturity. 

This Houfe of the Kings, though it be Ipacious yet is low i but the rooms arc high 
enough, arched and of iufficient length, rather rcfcmbling Galleries than Roonts of 
State : Three of thofc Chambers were more richly furnilht than the reft*, for the lidcs 
were adorned with Looking-glalfes, which irradiated the feeling or roof arched and rich- 
ly painted and in Tome part cmbolTed with gold *, but no Baldacchino, no cloth of State was 
there, the King being abfent: the windows were of Mufeovian Glafs, cemented with 
gold or what refcmbled it : Glafs it was of largo panes and very clear ■, which fort 
of glafs ( if that be a proper Name ) is taken out of a Rock called Slade in Carelia near 
to the River Dwina in Raffia ^ and by being loft is eafily cut in pieces, fliced into thin 
flakesjandpreferr’d before other glafs V both for that it is clearer and not lb brittle 
nor fo apt to burn as glafs or horn. The floors wc could not enter with our fliooes on ; 
^ccarraat fervhfileas detrahunt in Terence his Heaut. as then was now here obferved : but 
with good rcalbfljfeeing they were Ibread fome with Velvet Ihift with Down or fine Bom- 
baline *, others with rich Carpets and Calzoons of Bodkin and cloth of Gold, Howbeit, 
in Winter-time the Pot-Jhaagh fleeps in Ihccts of collly Sables or rich Ihort curled lhag 
of the Ihccp of Cwazjau In the Gallery where the Mirrours arc, not only on the tides 
but on the arch over head in Story or Landskip is pencil’d feveral immodeftfportsand 
gambols fuch, as if Aretine had given the direiftions ; LavtUoesy which fo much of- 
fended our eyes with lharoc, that they are in no wife fit to be remembred : nor have 
1 more concerning this, favc it is the opinion of foine,that Ferrabaue was the birth-place 
of that great Phytic ian and Philofopcr AlfarabiWf who ( as Ben-<^fem writes ) To much 
admired AriffiotU'^ Book of Phylick that he read what is iutitled De Audita no lefs than 
forty times over*, leaving tliis World in the Year of the Hegira 339. in his great 
Climacftcriquc. 

The Cajpian Sea is dcfervedly ranked amonglt the Wonders of the World. Lactu to., 
tiiu OrbU maximasy faith Mercator in his Atlas 3 for greatncfsjtalle and colour,refcmbUng 
(albeit without any vifiblc mixture with) the Ocean: and which is admirable, never 
over-flows its bounds, albeit many great and notable Rivers,namely V'olyfayZnYiedRhannd 
Edel by fome *, Araxis which Claud. Cajar erronioufly fuppofed did empty it felf into Eu- 
phrates at his firlb compalfing Mefopotamia ; C^as now named El-chdP ; Cambyfes now Con^ 
nac ; Coraxis now named Coddors ; with Obfel, RhoeU^o, Soeonda, Mirras, Zyoberis, Hy* 
deroy Staoy Aragusy llmenty SyrtOy Jaxartes now called Ardoc and Osefil \ Oxus now Obia 
and Nycaphtacy Dynodore, Jehun, Habyn and feveral other which run perpetually into this 
Sea, thereby fwclling her concave womb^ fo as a wonder it is, it keeps within its com- 
pafs, albeit the circumference be full 3000 miles. So that in all probability, it hath 
fome fccrct vent or in-let into the Euxm or fome other Sea : For confidering how that 
theft mighty Rivers are inceflantly vomiting their full gorg’d watery ftomachs into it, 
in reafon it may be granted that it would over-flow its banks, did it not as well empty^ 
9s receive.- For that is but a weak aflertion. That the Sun attrafts equally by vapours 
to that excels of water which is poured in. The lhape or figure of this Sea is oval. 
From North to South the diameter is about 600 miles : towards the Ihore ’tis Ihoal wa- 
ter and full of Syrtes i fb as Ships that ulually pafs over, draw not above eight foot wa- 
ter when they arc laiden; but being a few leagues off at Sea, ’ris very deep and hard- 
ly fathomed. 
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It lias fevcral Names attributed, dillering as the Nations differ. The Arahims call 
it ( as they do all other great Lakes) Bthar Corfitn ; the Rnffe, <^ualeftsca-mere ■, the Cf«r- 
and Sarcaf name it Otnutty Enclm and S4/4, noted ports upon that Sea. The Re^ 
mans termed it Mare Hyreanmns the Terfians GhyUnf and Deriob Mozjendram: by which 
Name moll of //yrr4»»4 is called *, albeitiW<*^i»«j in his Adjuncts to Pro/w/s Maps, pla.. 
CCS it ; crronioiilly as 1 apprehend) upon the South.call fide, where Mergiana ought to 
be : Upon the North it has T4rf4ri4,thatpart we call NagM j on the Eaft Zagathai •, 
cama South ^ and part of MeMa and Armenia on the Weft, furrounded with lofty Hills, 
furnilht with Filh, and upon the (hore hath many Towns well peopled and traded to 
by fundry Nations. There is not any Author 1 know but confents that it is Landdockt, 
and hath no commerce or intcrcouric with the Sea by any vifible paflage through the 
fupcrficies of the Earth ? attelled by Travellers, who in fcveral progrefles by Land and 
Watei , liavc found it fuch : Its valt body (as 1 faid formerly) gains it the Name of Sea. 
A Name attributed to Lakes far lefs than this, as in the holy Laud and other places, 
might be inllanccd. This, as other Seas, is a gathering together of pci pctual Waters 
nourilhed with Springs ^ which being in nature fo rare, and by Learned Mens con jedurcs 
fo obfeure, fuffer me to ftay a while in the dilquifiiion. 

This C as fome great Lakes and noted Rivers 1 lhall hereafter mention) hath in all pro- 
bability, as I lately faid, fome fecrct courfc, which gives it an intcrcourfc with Ibme 
Sea, and moll likely with the buxine, both becaufe of its Voifmage, no other Sea 
being fb near it as the Eaxwcy and for that the Euxine hath a current or flux, which 
from its caftern fhore towards the Mare Cd/pinm runs along the t/Efiaariumot' the 
Palm AdeottU ; which (as Comaretm the Venetian oblervcd ) hath a ilrong current towards 
the Thracian Bvfffherm, and flows hence into the irEgecat and Mediterranean Seas -, prin- 
cipally occafioned, as fuppofed, by the Water which by fome invifible paflage ftreams 
from the Cajpian. Plato in his Phadro fancies that there is a great abyls {Tart arm he 
calls it) which he mUkcs the magazine or original Fountain of all Waters*, into which 
the Sea by liibtcrranaan Caverns, at all times empties its fupcrfluitics : a fuppolition Art- 
fiotle diflikes, inafmuch as the Sea is the lame at all Seafons *, what it gets by Rivers and 
Ihowcrs, lofing by exhalations and extenuations through the exceffive heats that be 
ufiial within the torrid Zone : Jn qna cavitate omnes flnvii conjktntn & effinnnt tAem 
A^ffimdari frobatitr, nt una Volga tantam eopiam a'jHornm ferpetno tffundit in Mart Car 
j^iKw, qna totam terram obtigere poteft'-i unde IncAenter tmfiat dari talcs meatm fiAaerraneos 
in Mare ; alioqitin tfia immnfa copia aquaram qua ex Flaviis injimt in Marc^ mandam omnino 
imtndaret, iaith that olifcrver. 

* Let it then be granted, That this Caff>ian Sea by receiving Volga and thofc many noted 
Rivers I lately mentioned, mult ncccflarilybythisfurcharge of Water overflow its banks, 
had it not ibmc fecret vent to empty it felr, and probably into ibmc other Sea. For, as 
our ingenious Carpenter lib. i . chap. 9. Gee^. obferves, w’c may demand, Whether thofc 
imaginary Ciiverns (which Plato and others fancy ) were ever fill’d with Water, yea or 
no ? If fill’d, how arc they capable of more ? But that they were never fiird,is not without 
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an abfurdity to imagin : As if any Cavern Ihould be fo vaft and comprehenfiblc, as in 
upwards ot 5000. Years continual pouring in much Water as thole many great Ri- 
vers abundantly furnilh, could be capable of holding more Water. How can it then 
rationally be otherwife imagined but that this Cafpian hath fome fecret meatm or inter- 
courfe with fome Sea ; either by fome unknown channel under ground, or River that 
clandcllinely illues thereout. But that it hath a mixture with the Euxincj rather than 
with the Perjian Gulph or Scythiaue Seas, may be gathered from its nearer voifinage to 
the Euxintf by many hundred miles than any other Sea. It is nevcrtelefsobfervable what 
an ancient Author writes, Plutarchust Dionyftns ^ alii Scripores e Mati Scythico erampre 
tradunt -, unde Strabo-, Patroclum nohilem Sertptorem in ea fuijfe fententia ferihit, ut o: India 
ad Hyreanos navigari foffe credidtrit: meaning (as I apprehend ) that cither by the River 
Oxmoi Jaxartes there is a pallage into the Cation Sea from that part of India which is 
about Lahore. But thofe great Rivers emptying themfelves into the Mure Cajpium, give 
it an increafe or charge, but no difeharge, which is our ferutiny. And albeit the pad 
fage or Vent be but conjediiral, yet will it the fooner be believed by paralleling it with 
the like fubterrancan paflages obferved in feveral famous Rivers, or which 1 fhall in- 
ftance a few particulars, viz.. Such is Eridams or Po in Italy, Erafenus in Argolica, the 
Rhine in Germany, Ti^is throng\i Arcthufa, HyyanU in Scythia, Ana in Spain, which run- 
ning fifieea miles under ground is abridge whereon 10000 Iheep grafe daily as the Spa^ 
»t<«r</boaftcth; Zyoberis in IJyrcania, which after 40 miles courfe under the Earth, re- 
appears in the River Rhodago, AlexaftderatAriftotle^s requeft by putting in 2 Oxen, made 
good the report', Licus in Natalia, our Mole in Surrey^ but more remarkably the River 
Alphetu that waters the City Elis in Alorea, which after a large race through Achaia, is 
fwallowcd up, and in fome profound channel makes way through the Mediterranean Sea 
into the River Arethufa that waters the City Syracufe in Sicily,

as I^irgil lib. 3. iAEncid. Strabo lib. 6. Mela allb, Alpheus dicitnr fe non confociare Pelago, 
fed faster Maria tcrrdfq\ depreffm, hue agere alveum, atq', hie fe rurfm extoUere, &c. Scalier 
likewife in his 37 Exercit. fuppofes the Cajpian to have a 1 ecourlc under ground into the 
Euxine. Moreover, tliat the Cajpian hath fome pallage under ground and intercoiirfo 
with the Ocean, may be prclunied by its producing thofe kinds of Fifh whofe ordinary 
abode is in fait waiers, namely Porpice, Conger, Gudgeon, ThorRback,Turbut, Cackrel, 
Skate, Soles, Oyftcrs, Lobfters, Crabs, Sturgeons, the roe of which makes Caveare 3 
Cabirot the French call it, and Mullet, the roe of which makes Potargo( with other Sea 
filh 1 might mention) not delighting in frcih waters. Nor is this a new opinion, feeing 
that great Geographer Strabo in his Difeourie thereof, SinumOceani ad Boream ejfe tra- 
dunt, &c. and Bajil. that great Scholiaft in his 4. Homil. Hexam. faith, Mare unum ejl, ut 
iUi dictmt (jui orbem perlufiraverant etiamfi enim Hyreanum e?" Cajpiam mare per fe perforata 
font, hac tamcn duo maria in Pontum Euxinum feje infinuant; pofllble tO him with whom 
nothing is impolfible ; but in making the Hyrcanian or Cafpian Sea duo maria I know not 
his authority, feeing thofe two names make one Sea : Yet probably in that miftakc ta- 
king Arijlotlc for his guide, who indeed fo diftinguilhes them : An error obferved 
and exciilcd by V^icomercam in his Comment, upon Arifl. Meteors, In hoc he) ArF 
floteles ejl condonandus, cujus temporibns nec Terra nec Alare plane perluflrata fuerant. And 
for the better entercourfe of the Cajpian and Euxine fome Monarchs of old, notwith- 
ftandiiig that vaft diftance of place and forging grounds which interpole, have attem- 
pted to cut foch a (luce or channel as Ihould be navigable for Veflels to pafs from each 
other. For example Seleuchus Nicanor with incredible labour and expence endeavoured 
what Art could eftedt to make them i ommunicable : but before his work was half done, 
he was unhappily flain by Ptolomy Ccraunusthc ty£gntianKmg, as relates, where- 
by his great delign mi (carried. Some of the Perfian Kings alfo, whofe immenfe power 
made them think nothing impolfible, attempted the like, untill by fruitlcfs endeavours 
tliey were made to underftand their vanity. 

Now, to know whether this Cafpian have that property other fait Seas have, as to ebb 
and flood', to faiislic my turiolity, one day 1 ftood fome hours upon the ftrand pur- 
pofely to obferve its motion-, and albeit there was little or no wind ftirring at that 
time, yet the water was fomewhat turbulent and rolling eljjecially towards the foorc, 
and not unlike what we obierve in calm weather in our narrow Seas, and in its waves 
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refcmbled a flux and reflux of the water; and though not in fuch a meafurc as with us 
upon the £w/#i?jIhore, yet more than is within the and the water more 

fait i that in the Btdtiqm being frelhby rcafon of the ftore of melted fnows which with the 
frclh water floods is inceflantly poured in; as in fomc meafurc ’tis in the Caffiian, which 
is the caufc that it abounds fo much with Eels, Lampreys, Trouts and fuch other Filh 
as love to be in the frelh waters ^ and withal to manifcll its faltncfs is proved by the 
plenty of Mullet, Sturgeon, Lobfters, Oyfters, and thole other Filh I lately mentioned. 
So as to fpeak pofitivcly, I lhall with Sedig^ in his Exertitat. againft Cir^ fay, In O- 
ccani littmre del Zur Boreedij nkOut eft dfttUy &c. which may be the condition of the Mare 
Ca(J)iHm. 

But to alTign a rcafon for the ebbing and flowing of the Sea is a task too hard for me, 
feeing it hatli puzzl’d great Scholars not a little : That of Earifiu amazed ylrifietUy 
though Secretary of Nature i being indeed to be ranked imer occulta Naiura» For albeit 
none may tircumferibe the powerful afts of the Almighty within the compafs of natural 
caufes, neverthelcfs fomc aferibe the proper caufc unto that valb flux of frelh Water, 
which in places infinite is perpetually poured in by Rivers ^ as alfo from the clouds in a 
vali: proportion. Some likewife aferibe it to the acquilibration of the Earth and Sea *, 
but tnc moft plaulible opinion, cfpeciaily of the Platoniflsy is from the powerful influ- 
ence of the Sun and Moon (the noblcft if not the grcatclt of all the Planets) as the prin- 
cipal caufersi cfpccially the Moon, which undoubtedly hath a great influence over ?U 
moift Bodies, of which the Sea is chief. So as at the full Moon, when the Sun gives 
her the greatefl: light and power, the Sea then flows higheft, and ebbs loweft, as her 
light dccrcafcs ; and agreeable to her courfc wc fee the tides arc higher and lower : For 
as AgeUnc in his 14. lih- notes, The Sea is the Moon’s allbciatc, ebbing and flowing as 
the Moon grows old and young*, altering as the Moon alters, and pafles the Ca:li Cardin 
MS *, fuch and fo powerful are the influence and operation of her beams. Others never- 
thelefs aferibe this ebb and flood to thcfaltnefsof the Sea ^ which faltnefs (^ArifietU (ays) 
is tnufed by the Sun’s exhaling the thinner and freflicr parts thereout, leaving behind 
what is thick and briniflr- or (as Scaliger ) by fomc participation with fomc fnlphu- 
reous minerals which vapour anionglf it *. upon which account it is ArifiotU in his 
Prohlems alTerts, that the Sea is hot. Now that faltnefs is the efficient caufc may the ra- 
ther be granted, in that ’ris demonllrative that fait waters have much more heat than 
f^re/h waters have. For, albeit fpirits are concealed in all forts of humids bodyes, yet 
do they appear moll in what is lalt : whence fome obferve, That thofc vigorous (pirits 
which exift in the fait humour, is, or at lead caufes that tumour which wc ordinarily 
in fair weather fee moving the furface of the Sea which ebbs and flBws in various mo- 
tion which moves Carpenter in his Geogr. to fay. That the Sea as a Tcrreftrial Heaven, 
therein imitates the ccldtial Orbsifrom whence proceeds this turbulent motion. Howbeit, 
we may not imagine that this flux and re -flux of the Sea is fo dilcernable in the Ocean 
far from Land as ’tis in the narrow Seas near the ffiore, where we behold the Sea vio- 
lent and raging if difturb’d by wind, and fretting by having bounds, but rather liable 
and to the eye without any perlpicable motion. Upon which coniidcration it is that 
Homer terms the Ocean A great Handing Pool, and Seneca refcmbles it to a dull mafs 
or heap of matter, which Nature could not bring to perfedtion. Albeit, it cannot be 
deny’d that in calm weather (when the Sky and Sea arc alike ferenc) the water is paci- 
fique and without the lead vifiblc curl or wrinkle; and yet near the Ihore a fpirit diH 
covers its lix)ntaneous motion. For motion it doubtlcfs hath from wind within, which 
as I have often obfcrved, makes it heave and rowl when there is not the lead breath 
of air above ; by which and by the appearing of fomc Birds,and Filh playing and frisk- 
ing above the water. Mariners have an infallible prefage of the weather, and prepare 
by that fair virarning accordingly againft an approaching ftorm,happi]y fore-told them 
by thefc watery Inhabitants from a fenfe and indindl they have of the e nfuing altera- 
tion. So as it is not to be deny’d. That winds arc generated in the womb of the Sea, 
as well as l^wcls of the Earth, and give an equal didurbance for their better making 
way to their proper place or clement. 

In eight days Ihips ufually crofs this Cafpian Sea from Aftracan to Derbent or Ferrabaut. 
This paflage is when the winds are favourable^ for thiough adverfc winds Sir Anthony 
Sherley was eighty days in his paflage. The (hips hci c are not unlike our old Cerraghes 
which Julifu Cafar mentions in his Wars with Britawy and Lucan the likci for they are 
oncly fow’d or ditch’d together with hemp a id (ord, and comparatively with ours 
have little ftrength through want of Iron. Many Canoos hew’d out of Ibmc large Oak 
we faw, of which provifion Hyrcania has plenty *, each fo large as capable to hold fix 
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Men, who as Filhcr-men would launch Ibmc leagues into the Sea without apprchciifioii 
of danger, lint at Ferrahaut and other 'Sea Towns we law great Velfels with malts 
and fails, flat-bottom’d, unlcfs they were fuch as traded from port to port, keeping in 
liglftofLand, having little knowledge of the Compafs, or other help for Navigation, 
favc what the Pole-ftar and other Arftick Conftellations adminiftred. The great*. ft of 
thofe Velfels 1 faw exceeded not 30 Tun •, in which they ncvcrthelcfs adventure to crols 
to Afiracan or CitTM-Kam-^ as they call it, a noted Town and llle in 47 degrees North la- 
titude : the lile is 12 miles long and 3 broad. The Town is feated upon a rifing ground, 
about which is a Line for defence, and upon the works fomc pieces of Cannon mounted i 
the Houles arc not many nor well built, but fiifficicntly peopled. And albeit the foil 
be barren and the air bad, yet fuch is the attradt of gain, that it is much icibrtcd to 
by Merchants of fcvcralCountrcys who trade hither for Furs of Fox^Sablcs,Woolverin, 
Ermyn, Lufern, Miniver, Beaver, Otter, Squirrel and the likc^|||kh and the 
Dominions under the Mufeovite and Tartar abound with, as alfofillPllh, and more cfpe- 
cially for Cavcarc,which being fauc’t withfallct-oy], vinegar and pepper is held a dainty, 
and Potargo, and principally for fait which they extradt from fait water, and vend in 
great quantity, to the increafe of the Duke’s Cuftoms*, wholinceJic wrefted it from the 
Ne^ay Tartar in the Year of our Lord 149^ hath ercdlcd a Gallic of good defence 
there *, as appeared when Johannes Bafilius the Emperour ( about fix years after ) gave 
^elymH5 t\Mc Grand Seignior two memorable defeats, at fuch time as he brought his Ai mies 
hither in behalf of the injur’d Tm^r; And the like foon after by his Son Bafiliades ., 
which good fuccefs gave the Ruffe a peaceful x^fieflion and fubjedlion. 

Six leagues from Afiracan runs the great River yolga, or Wolga as here pronounced, 
which Iprings out of a Mountain about 100 miles from Terofiave in Ruffia in the latitude 
of 60 degr. where after a little fpacc the channel is well-nigh expatiated fo broad as the 
Thames at London ; and after 2000 miles courle inlargcs more, and near this lie in fcvc- 
ral great Oftiums difgorges its watery ftomach into the Cafpian Sea. Were the depth 
of ffiis great River anfwerable to its breadth and length, it would compare with any 
other River, and better incourage Navigation*, yea be much more frequented by Euro^ 
paans than it is i in regard it affords a much nearer and eaficr pallage into Perfia and the 
Indies j than we have by the way of Aleppo and Trepizjtnd’-, and much more expeditious 
than by furrounding Afrique^ For Es^erience teaches us, that Ihips which fet out from 
London which is ufually in Afrilt do with a fair gale of wind arrive in two months /pace 
at Stunt Nicholas in Ruffia, ythcrc the North Pole is elevated 66 degrees 30 minutes ^ from 
which place we pafs upon the Drvina by boat to Fologda in 7 days more, and from thence 
in 2 days by Sled to Tcr«/Ln;tf upon the River rolga, whence by boat likewife we pals 
down to Afiracan in lefs than 30 days fo as the whole from Saint Nicholas to Afiracan 
( moft of the way being by water ) is computed 2600 Englijh miles at the utmoft *, and 
from Afiracan to Ferrabaut (under the Perfian) or Derbent, the paffage may with a fair 
wind ill three days or little more be accomplilhed *, taking great heed as they lail, the 
water ( by reafon of Ihoalds ) being very dangerous in fund^ places. 

DERBENT is a Port Town upon the Cafpian Ihore, of great ftrength and no Icls 
antiquity : being fuppofed that the foundation thereof was laid hq Alexander the Great, 
who alfo eredled that great and ftrong CaiUe called Kt^ow adjoyniiig it j from whence 
he drew a running trench as far as Tefiys\ thegreateft part whereof was countermur’d 
with a thick wall of ftonc, the ruins whereof are yet apparent*, through which was the 
onely way or jiafiage from Mengredia and thole parts, into Media and Hyrcania, called 
by Geographers of old, Caucafia vel Iberia porta ^ and though helpt by Art, isnever- 
thelefs by Pliry termed Jngens opus Natura, So as thence is may be gathered, it was 
no lefs dcfenlivc in its natural ftituation. That Hiftorian alfo gives us the dimenfion, 
Jbitranfitus patet duntaxat 300 and worthily reckon’d amongft the Wonders of 

Befides that, from the Town unto the Sea (more than a mile) two Walls are raifed, which 
be eight foot thick and thirty foot high *, the diftance betwixt the Walls being about 
eight hundred foot or eightfeore paces. Moreover the Town it felf for Trade is not 
inferiour to any other upon that fea ; moft of the noted places thereabouts as alfo from 
Trefizjond and other Ports upon the Euxine frequently repairing thither for commerce, 
which enriches the Town and makes it the more populous. Moreover, as it is a Garri- 
fon ’tis made more defenfive byj regular Fortifications, which have been occalionally ad- 
ded to the old Wall that of it felf is both large and ftrong ; altogether of that account 
as by a good reporter it is called Vrbs totiue Orientis munitijpma. The circuit of the Wall 
is three miles, and affords a profpeA into the Mare Cafptum.

(which by tranfpolition of fyllablcs is i.e. the Port Town) is fcitu- 

atc in that part of Jrmema the great which is now called Ziuria and Myral^ but Mba- 
nia of old •, and in Ibmc Writers known by other Names, as Mercofa znd Demyr capiJ.c. 
Jrott-ffotes From Samschy removed a hundred and twenty miles, and from BilMw a 
hundred and eighty. The North Pole is there railed one and forty degrees and fifteen 
minutes : A place of that account as for many years has been a bone of di vifion betwixt 
the T/o iLand Perfian *, for by being a frontier Town and claimed by two mighty Princes, 
to which party locver it inclines, ’tis upon every chance of War in danger fo become 
a prey unto the Conqueror. This Derbcnt being indeed the Key that gives entrance into 
Mot.endram^ Gheylan, Shervan and other conliderable Provinces-, infomuch as it has 
made that part the ftage of War and by the various fuccellcs it endured, born nolhiall 
lliare in cithers misfortunes. More especially in the Year of our Lord 1568. Hejr. 948. 
at fucli time as £»i|j||hi«w;:/-wrVz,4 with ihioak and flame unkcnneird Ofma» Baffa with 
iiis Varlets: The 1 lpi« Prince making the Inhabitants then feel the temper of his 
Sword, and the Houles the fire of his Revenge, to this day fliewing iiid ligris of his 

’^wi^d this City and Dirbent is that noted Emporinm fomc call jiraPi ( and not impro- 
perly, feeing it is watered by a ftream flowing from the Iwift River Araxisy) but accord- 
ing to other’s £rf s.,and by other fome Seres : from which and from that abundance of raw 
Silk which is here vended, the Countrey thereabout is by fomc miftaken for the Series 
retrio i albeit the truth is, Silk is extraordinarily plentiful here, and upon Camels in large 
quantities carried to Cajhatt, where the Manufactures of Carpetting and lev cral forts of 
Silk-ftufTs are in perfedion, not a little to the Town’s advantage. At tliis place alfo 
there is ftorc of Cotten-wooll and Galls, which Merchants value: but of Pillachocs, 
Pomgranads, Grapes, Melons, Orenges, and like fruit which Travellers efteern of, 
here" is abundance From hence to Bachn ( upon the Cafpian Ihore ) are about eighteen 
Ertfjilli miles a fmall Town, yet of fuch note with Geographers as they call the Sea acL 
joyning it Marc de Buhrty that which by moll is named near Baihn is (as I have 

hearci ; a Spring whereout the Inhabitants have a kind of oyl of a dark colour, which 
ferves for Lamps artd other houfhold ulcs, and without any lavour that is oUenfive. 
Thence to Bildtth is iouiteen more i the Countrey for the moft part level and fruitful, 
by being thoi owly watered both by Araxis and Cynet. Returning to FerrAraui, 

We travelled along the Sea fide and came the firll night to Chacoporo, which is about 
twelve Eriohflj miles Welt from Fcrrahm : the way we rode was clofe by the fliore. 
This Tow-n lies open to the Sea, which beats oft fb outragioufly againft her banks that 
the Inhabitants are ofi put to charge in maintaining them. Here we crofleci over a frclh 
Water that was about a Hones call over*, one month in the Year ’tis fait (as the Inha- 
bitants told us, but not the reafon of it : ) This is that fall llream I lately mentioned in 
the march Marens Antoniw made from Phraata. Next night we rode to Bfirfrnjhdea, 
a large Town pretty well built, and no lefs well peopled : but the Sea doth not fo much 
advantage them as the Land, by reafon of that plenty of Silk-Worms they nourifli : 
and indeed the place appeared to us the plealanter by reafon of tliat plenty of Wood 
and Water it had, whicJi was as good as plentiful. Here they would drink no Wine, 
the Law prohibits it ; but the ground of that Law wc could not learn, tliough we did 
fuppofe it was from that ridiculous Tradition of the mifearriage of Arott and Marot 
thetvk^o dcbaiichi Angels- YromChacoporotothis^hcc was twelve long miles : The Inha- 
bitants wc could perceive delighted much in Archery j an cxercifcthefcCoiintrcr^'shavc 
even from the infancy of time been not a little famous for ^ and which gave the bell 
of the Latine Poets the occaiion to celebrate their Neighbours of Jthyra in the lecond 
of his Ceoryicks.

The next Town of note we came to was OmotU, which fomc take for Z4y4w4*, others 
for that ZadracartAy where Alexander refrellied his Army in the purliiit he made af- 
ter Beffits that infamous Battrian though others thci c be think it tJic remains of that Na- 
barca, where the Oracle of Dreams was famoufed. Howbeit, built it is under the 
North fide of the imperious Mountain Tanrus: and of fuch grandeur, that no Icfsthah 
three thoufand Families there inhabit : They were then a mixture of Icvcral Nations, 
Armeniansy Scythians, PerJians,JewSy Cards, Bamyaris: Indians and Mufeovians, who albeit 
they make a of Icvcral languages, yet live harmonioully, and which is no lefs 
remarkable being tolerated their own forms (for in mattei of Conlciencc they quellion 

none 
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noae where there is no breach of Peace, ) they obferve well-nigh fevcnfeveral Sabbaths 
fucceflively each after other*, the Brnrynns having Thurfday for their Sabbath •, Fri- 
day the PerftMs *, Saturday the Jews ; Sunday the Armenums ; Munday the VegHms ; 
Tuefday the Gowers and Otrds or Pire-stdorersy who are the ancient Pmhiam : fo that if 
any of the Scythisms beyond Bwhor were there, they would compleat the Week in that 
variety, each obferving a morality of the day: Luce facr a re<juiejcit hHmHSyreqmefcit ora- 
tory Sepofita ex artimo & cerpore curafitit. But in this, what isbeft worthy our obfervation 
is,That in the diftribution of Days, the feventh Day (upon which God relied in contem- 
plation of his fix days labour)hath dcfervedly the preeminence over all the reft of the 
Week-days, in which, the ftrudture of the Univerfe was created *, for the excellency of 
that Day we may perceive by this, is morally acknowledged by moll Nations^ whether 
Civil or Barbarous. To proceed. 

The Town is built in a large level, but withal a very plealant and fruitful foil i happy 
in her prefent profperity and former greatnefs^ her vilible ruins making good the re- 
port that once it was this Countrey’s Metropolis : nor are her Buildings of the meaner 
fort, or the Caftle unworthy notice, feeing it gives place to none 1 law in all that Pro- 
vince for beauty or ftrength *, being fortified by a deep Moat or Trench it has that is 
full of water and compaflls the Caftle, fo as the onely entrance is by a Bridge which 
they draw and let down at pleafiire ; ferving as a place of good defence to fecure them- 
felvcsagainft the rodomontado’s of the ncighl)Ouring and other Montaineers*. 

and few Honfes but have their Gardens. Yet of bell note is the Cathedral or yorw/i Ma- 
chityin which(as we were told)arc intombed four hundred forty four Princes andProphetsi 
whofc Sepulchres though they be not fo magnificent as that which with looo Talents 
Alexander raikd for his Friend Ephefiion near this place, yet fuch they arc as raife ve- 
neration amongft the People, if not admiration with paflengers *, efpccially thatof Meer 
Agawmsideenyto which they chiefly offer the myfteries of their Religion. When 1 entred, I 
ftnmdabouta fcore of ancient grave Ar Asians or Zopbilars 'fitting crofs-legg’d in a circle 
near the Prince’s dormitory, with each an Ar^icl^Book laid before, out of which both 
model! ly and mufically they performed their Excrcifcs. This as 1 fuppofed was the Pa- 
rent Aia vel facra funefia in honorem mertHeram. After the Eaftern mode they wagg’d their 
cities, bowing their heads and battologizing the names A/leugh -wheddaw and Mohmtet 
very often: wherein they were fo forioufly compofed, that albeit I entred unexpetlediy 
amongft them and in my Countrey habit ( which gave moll fafety in travel, and clfe- 
where was fufficiently admired,) iieverthclefs they continued their Service without di- 
fturbance or deviation *, yet was no fooncr ended but they arofc, very civilly bad me 
welcome, andihewed me withal what antiquities the place afforded, and as they thought 
might be acceptable to a Stranger. 

Thence palling to the River fide (over which upon a Bridge of ftone we rode the 
night before) to refrelh my Iclf under fome Poplars*, for, as fays a Poet of another like 
place, this had

feven or eight more beautiful than balhftil Damozels(likc fo many Nymphs) fprang dut 
of the Water, as I fuppofc to admire my habit *. But I no Icfs admiring their confi- 
dence, quickly left them*, having this in thought, Sinod non vetatLexyhoc vetat fieri pu 
dor: For the truth is I took them for Amorofd’s and violators of the bounds of Modc- 
fty*, until from better fatisfaiftion I was made to believe it was fimplicity and the op- 
portunity they took to fee a Stranger : for when the Sun mounts to his Meridian the 
Men commonly go to fleep, and the Women tlicn have the benefit of the River where 
they ufc to fwim, and probably cool their heat, in both kinds ’tis to be feared too much 
tliere abounding. The habit of thefe Water-Nymphs was a fine Shuddero or Lawn 
embroidered at the neck, wrift and skirt with a border of fevcral coloured filks and 
threads of gold *, but in publick they go veiled according to the common mode with a 
long ihect which from top to toe covers them. 

From OmoA we travelled to Larry-John or Jeon as fome pronounce ip, being proba- 
bly that I find mentioned in Ptolomy, This place is from Omoal thirty miles*. And 

here the Kingdom of Hyrcama is terminated by Mount Janms 'y a Mountain reputed the 
greateft through all the World, both for length and height: For in one continued 
ledge of hills it makes way from the IdTcf Afla unto the furtheft part of Eafl Jndiay not 
Icfs than xooo miles. And for proof of its greatnefs, 1 vouch Arifiotle who affirms 

that 
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t iat Tahtw mom omnium eft muximus. And Muginm^ that Aftu tetitu longe maxinuts mom 
aunts eft. And Dton- Alex, that Totim OrbU terrarum maximtu eft Taunts. Sic diElus, 
uHod inftar Taitri elate capite incedit, &e* fays another Author. For which reafon faith £«- 
fiathiti.Feteres omnia grandia & robuftaTaures weaver e. And as another good Author ob- 
ferves, Tanu altitudtnisy ut ab'eo AJhramajera vifantitr, ortafii^ & occaftu eorum facillime 
ferfticamur. So that upon the whole 1 may fitly apply what Lucan hath done to one mucli 
intcriour, the Appenine : 

LNuUo quoqj vcrtice Tcllus Than which no earthly part more high doth rife, 

Altius intuiiur, propiorve accciit Olympo. Or whofe approach comes nearer to the Skies. 

So high, as the labour wc endured was very great in the afeending. For albeit our 
travel in and over this Mountain was feanetimes through narrow inhofpitablc ftraits, 
other-whiles it was over extraordinary HiUs; fuch Hills, as after two days winding and 
painful climbing ( for 1 may fo call it, feeing that oft-times wc durfl not ride,) wc got 
fo high, that we could dearly fee the clouds hanging a great way below us, and obfeu- 
ring the Earth, the highcfl: vapours feldom rifing above 50 miles from the Earth, if we 
credit the Icarnul Bratofthenes and by the fenfible alteration of the air might well per- 
ceive we were mounted a good way up into the middle Region : fo different was it from 
the weather wc found below; and to our fad remembrance no lefs different in operation, 
than rationally could not otherwife be expeded, afeending from a hot and* defending 
into a hotter Countrey : For a Gentleman of our Company and of our Country died 
foon after •, and my felf not minding to alter my thin habit, by the like cold I took 
upon the Mountain and in our defeent into a very hot foil, fell into fo violent a dyfen- 
tcry, as in eleven days gave me a thoufaud ftools, molt of blood. But whether it had 
any inlluence upon thofc honoured Perfons Sir Dodmore Gotten and Sir Robert Sherley, I 
cannot jfdge i albeit they both wcce in good health when we paffed thole Hills, andlcft 
this World for a better within a month after. Plutarch writes concerning LuculUu, that 
purfuing Tisanes the Armenian King lie had the like experience of the air here *, differ- 
ing fo mucli from the air of the Countrey more remote, as put the Armie into a di- 
licmpcr. But more ofpccially this ^ves me occafion to call to mind what Acofta the 
Spaniard reports ( oncerning thofe high Peruvian Mountains called Peria-Caca ; which 
in palling over put him into a dillempcr he could not better refemblc than to a 
Sea -lick 'lefs, vomiting fo much that he tliought he fhould have died ; caufed through the 
fubtilty of the air and the fublimity of thofe Hills, which he fays furpafs the Alps and 
Pyrene Mountains no lefs than lofty Towers do ordinary Cottages. 

Now the afeending this Mountain Taurus was not more iroublcfom I tliought than the 
defeending ; for in fome places wc had the path fo uneven and fo unskilfully cut, that 
we were in danger of tumbling down a deep and dreadful precipice; at the bottom of 
which wc could hear what wc could not fee, a hollow murmuring Water. But one part of 
that Mountain was a more frightful palfage than the rell; agreeable to that in Per 

compendia Montis pracipita via ; this for the fpace of three miles being cut or forced through 
the hde of a perpendicular Hill, the top and bottom of which was undifccrnahle, the 
wideft part not being much above a yard; infomuchasiftwoHorfc-mcnfliould chance 
to meet, I faw not how tlicy could fafely pafs by one another ; unlefsthcy made likclhift 
the two Goats mentioned in Pliny did *, who accidentally meeting in fuch a place, had no 
way to preferve thcmlelvcs, but by the couching of the one whiles the other palt over. 
That paifage at Pen-mun-maur ’twixt Abfr^Cpmvs^ and Bew marris in little rcfcnibles this; 
but for danger is not comparable. A very wretched pafs, and good caufc have 1 to 
remember it : For, whiles I was fomctiracs through a ncedlefs curiolity looking up, 
worldl ing at the great height above, and anon darting my fight down, no lefs marvcl- 
liiig at the depth below *, unawares a Rock that jetted ill-favouredly out of order, unex- 
pectedly ftruck me fuch a blow that I was fowewhat aftonied,and happily delivered from 
a fall into that ahyfs. A Rock 1 may fay that demands an uncivil tribute of hccdlcfs Paf- 
fengers. How belt, out of that formidable path of death we got at length to the top of 
that imperious Mountain which by its cvennefs for full fifty miles ( fuch was its breadth 
from Omoalto Damoan) and incomparable profpeCt it aHbided, made fome amends for 
the danger we had lately palfed : For from thence wc raifed our profpeCt fo well as the 
interpofmg mifts would fuffer, not onely over the breadth of Hyrcania, but far into 
the Cufpian Sea as we apprehended, (certain wc could not be, feeing it was above a 100 
miles diftantO for the reflex of the Sun’s rays which arc better combined in a plain 
fuperficies than where the profpeCt is over Hills and Dales, and the air near the Sea,

by being intermixt yvitli thick and watery vapours, the Sea allb by a refraded light 
prefenting it felf in a tliicker medium, rendred the objed lefs diftin^uilhablc : and Ikve 
that it was a delight to have an uninterrupted objed, little other ulc could we make of 
what wc faw at that diftance our fight was fo imperfed. But without doubt, from 
hence (for Taurus and Caucafus differ not) that ancient Aftronomer Premethests Broiacr co 
Atlas firlb obferved and inftruded the Affyriaus in the motion of the Firmament, the A- 
cronical riling and fetting of the Stars and Bodies Celcftial *, and found out the caufes 
ofMctcorr, Eclipfes and other occult caufes and curiofitics in Nature ; and whence it. 
was that the fabulous Greeks report that by Mercury he was chained to a Rock and his 
heart continually gnaw’d by a Vulture at the command of Jupiter-, the penalty being in- 
flided for his felonious dealing celcftial Fire from Apollons Chariot-wheels to Ciilivcn his 
inanimate Statua*, albeit Pallas was acceflbry, by whofe perfwafion Hercules fliot the 
Vulture at the Marriage of Thetis. Howbeit, Gerddus finds out a contrary Mythology^ 
defining him only for a melancholy perfon, overcharged with anxiety, griping care 
gnaw’d his heart as it were a Vulture. 

Now from this higheft Tarrafs of the World look we towards the North-eaft,and fix 
our eyes upon that part of Tartary which this Mountain vifits where it falutes Imaas. 
Tariaria is fo large a Countrey as it contains not oncly a tliird part of the continent of 
the greater Afta, but extends it felf a great way into the moft Eaftcrn part of Europe-, 
comprehended in thefe three, Sarmatia Afiatica, Scythia and Cathaia . which fomc di- 
vide into five, i . wt.. Tartaria autiqua, i. Zacathai intra Imaum, i.Carhai extra Imams, 4. 
Deferta or Sarmatia Afiatica, 5 ZsA Minor Tartaria‘, which includes the Pracopenfe with 
thofe that live ’twixt Tanais and Borifihenes. The Name as fome apprehend is from the 
Hebrevp, and fignilics a remnant or Icattcred Generation. Others derive it from the 
River Tartar which runs through thofe Provinces they call Mongul, We Gog and 
Magog altogether peopled by vagrants or fuch as arc without certain Habitations •, their 
wealtli wholly confilting in their Cattel. Depafiis pafeuis alio commi^ant Vxores fecum dit- 
centes, Ftlios omniaq', fua bona *, putantes gravem ejfe infelicitatem din in um loco morari, aS 
one diaradcrizeth thefe vagrants; who go to and fro they fcarcc know whither, the 
Pole-ftar or the two Bears being their diredors. ^Polygamy they allow : in Mar- 
riages refrain only their Mothers and Sifters. A fierce pcrficfious and crafty People they 
arc, by continual pradice made expert in riding, darting, and no lefs excrcifcd in 
footmanihip', have little or no civility favc in Zagathai, where they alfociate in Town- 
Ihip, and arc taught it by the Commerce they have with their civilized Neighbours, 
bread they cat very fcldom *, for Marcs milk, flelh half boiled, fowr milk and herbs 
are their greateft dainties. About the Year of our Lord uoo tlicy firft embraced Ma- 
homet ; Ncverthelefs many Jews are commoraiit amongft them, fo as both Seds now ufc 
Circumcilion. Amongft them are fome Hoordsthat profefs CHRIST, albeit infe- 
ded with the far-lpread Hcrcfie of Neflorius ; who being once the Confiantinopolitan Pa- 
triarch fell into that foul errour that in CHRIST were two Perfons as well as two Na- 
tures : A Tenet bccaufc oppofed by the Emperor Heraclius fo forcibly impofed by 
rhocs the Apoltate upon the Chriflians within his Dominions, that formidinc pama it was 
fubmitted to by too many, and like a gangrene hath fince Ij^read it felf through moft 
parts ol' the Orient- By the power of the Mujeovite Imagc-worlhip is nevcrthelefs in 
troduced, at leaft for ornament, in paint but not in fculpturc, which laft they think 
onely violates the Commandment. The reft arc Gentiles. The firft that fovercignized 
over them that we read of was j-cW» ; who by help of fomc aflbeiated Hoords 
firft fubjeded by lomc Prefter-John (diftind from him in e Ethiopia ‘, ) 

after that Argon, and at length died in Ketoa-kotan A. D. 1228. In this more memorable, 
that lie was the immediate Anceftor of Tamberlatig, from whom the prefent Mogul is in 
a direcT Line defeended. 

But leeing Mergiana is neareft us, for Zagathai ( which is but a new Name impofed by 
Zoa or rather Sha-kitai^^Athcv of Ogg Father of Tamberlane -, though I rather apprehend 
the derivation from Saca, it being part of that the Perfians call Scythia and adjoyiiing 
Cathaya Vikcfi the Name of j comprehends Mergiana, Batiria and Sogdiana { in 

which lalt was the Maffagetes Countrey, ) to the North being terminated by tlic River . 
Chejil, by thciWJirf Ctfjpiwwtothc Weft, Iry Imaus or rather Paropanifits to the South, 
and to t!ie Eall by the Wildernels called Lopp. Which Mergiana by Pynetus is termed 
Tremighen ; by Cafialdus Jefelbajh, by rcafon of the green Turbants which they wear , 
as he was mif-inrormed^ for ’tistrue, that in the Turkilh Tongue Bajb lignifics Head, 
yet Jefel is not Green iJbSs it rather feems to take the denomination from the Rivei 
Chefel, a noted River called jaxartes of old which waters that Countrey and flows into 
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the Otjfian. A Country fo fruitful in Corn and Wine, as gave Strabo the occafio;: to 
report how that one bunch of Grapes prefented Alexander filled a basket two cubits 
about •, which iricouraged him to foittd that City which after his own he named Alexan- 
dria't it was after called and'Se/eMCM, but fince Indion, Fifty miles heiice is 

Mutrany at which Town Shtm-IzMoel the Pcrfian King gave a iiomble defeat to ooi; of 
the great Chans of Tartary. But moft remarkable is this Region, for that (as is be- 
lieved; the Patriarch iS7o4i!; foon after he forfook the Ark here planted j and either he 
or Ibinc other to his memory built the City of Niffa^ fo called by Ptolomy in his fcvcntietli 
Table of Afia cap. lo. a Derivative queftionlcfs from Ntyjfa, rather than Ntfew, as 
thofe write it who pretend Bacchus to be the founder of it, unlcis they were one. Hence 
alfo Nimrod and the reft departing into the Vale Shynaar, through the confufion of 
fpecch occafioned by the impious defiga they had in railing Bahely dili)crfcd themfeivcs, 
fo as from them in few years' after the greateft part of the earth became more or lefs 
inhabited. 

Sogdiana adjoyns this Province, watered by the River Oxus or Nycaphtac : a fatal place 
to the Perfian and Alfyrian Monarchs, by being a boundurc to their boundlefs ambition : 
But contrarily, from thence have ilTued luch fwarms of people as at fevcral times .have 
well-nigh ovcr-lprcad theUniverfe. This Province was fubjeded to the Perfiansi for 
here Cyrus built another cyropo/is to keep out the invading Tartar -, Alexander another 
AlexmdrU Oxiana in 44 dcg. as alfo Alexandria Vltima in 4 1. And at this which was 
built by Cyrus it was where the vidorious Greek received fuch a blow upon the head from 
thebefiegcd, that for fome time he was reputed dead; butbeingtaken, for that churlilh 
entertainment it was levelled with the ground. 

Ba^ria has Mergiana to the Weft, to the Eaft and North Sogdiana and the River Oxusy 
and to the South Aria and part of paropamifoy now known by the name ofc^r^:^*, 
which too is part of Sagathai and under the Perfian : but 1 rather take the Southern part 
to be fo called. In former Agc^ Samarchand which has 58 dcg. (called Afaracan^ in 
Ptolomy and iluim. Citriiusy Samracana in ChalcondyleSy and Paracanda in Strabo) was the 
moft noted Emporium or Oppidum mmdinarium not onVj of B Atria but of any thereabouts', 
yea, for fomc Ages the Mart ’twLxt India and the Roman fubjeds. Famous alfo for that 
It was the place vi'idch gave both birth and burial (though Ibme lay at Amor) unto Tam- 
bcrlane that great Vieftor (who in eight years fuhjcdcd more Countreys than the Ro- 
man could in eight hundred ;) Where alfo the Traitor Bejfus lurprized by Spitamenes was 
delivered to Alexander, who rewarded him aufwerablc to his demerit: But his ralh 
putting to death at this place Clytrn that faved his life at the battel of Granview puts fuch 
a Itain upon then in drink, as all the tears he Ihcd when Ibber could not wipe 

off the blcmiHi. It is now become a poor place, and gives precedency to Bochar, which 
elevates the Pole Artick forty degrees i catted of o^BaEtroy and before that Zorw/w 
and Zoroafpay probably from Zoroajter their firtt King who was llain by Nimss. Inis 
Zoroajler was the greateft Aftronomer in his time, and Practitioner in Art Magick, in 
which and thcFire-worlhip hefirft inftruCled the Perfians : thofe Books he writ concern- 
ing Liberal Arts, and the Cataclifin in fourteen pillars half brafs, half brick (like thofe 
attributed to before the Flood) Ninus defaced. No lefs famous is this by being 
the birth-place of that great Naturalift Avicenna (in the Eaftern World called Honain- 
Ally ben-Sein) born Anno Dorn. 880 . Anno Heg. 370. thofe yo Books he writ concern- 
ing Phylick, Chymick, and Philofophy, not a little advancing Learning. Which Town 
alio at this day fubmits to Choratan tiiat gives name to the whole Province, (called 
Caraxia in Pliny, CorzJana in Procopius, Corafp^ in Ptolomy, and Korafmia in Athemus,) fubdi- 
vided into Heri, Farghan and Tocharijtan. 

Heri in former times was called Aria, which fome miftake for Sablejlan that wc now 
pll Candahor , included betwixt Hyrcania and Paropamifa *, albeit Hcrodot. 1. 7. places it 
in the North of Media by the Greeks lb called, but by the Arabs Algebal. In our times 
had for its Governour Sham- Abbas, during the life of his emulated elder Brother. Er& 
the principal Town within this Province is three miles about, and not thirteen as fome 
rqjort: but fo abounding in Rofes, that the fame thereof islpread over a great part 
of the Orient the Gulc-ob (as they call Rofe-water) fo plentiful that it lerves the 
neighbouring Provinces ; fo exceeding fwcet, as by much it excels what we have diftilled 
in Europe. Role-water ismadeufe of in Sherbets, Banquets, and other entertainments, 
where guefts ufually lit upon Flowers, and have llat-fidcd glaffes filled with water broke 
upon their heads, which falling down upon the nerbs and iow^s, perfumes the place 
delightfully ; for indeed, the Rofe-wrater of Perfia is lb golB, that better is not 
in the World •, fo as much of it when Ships pafs from Gombroon to Surat ( which

And about two 
hundred Years after, ruftiing through the Cajpian Streight fomc Hoords feated them- 
felves in that part of Armenia which was fince called Turcoman ^ where they ferved Ma- 
hornet Sdtoit of Perfia againft his enemy the Oidyplo of Bagdat: and being abufed by Ma^ 
hornet under Tangrolifix their Captain made themlclvcs maltcrs of Perfiay as in a more 
proper place 1 have fpoken. Howbeit, as obfciirc as they were, fomc glimpfe of them 
it may Iccm appeared to Rabbi Ben jonas •, for that in his Itinerary he oft mentions the 
name Tore ; and amongft otlier things obferves. That the captived Jews tranljported by 
Salmanaffar aflbciated thcmfclves with the Tores of Nijha^bor ( Nifibi fn Ptolomy ) or ra- 
ther NijU-fore, i. c. Noa eivitas ; by Haython the Georgian and VUdseghius the BaHhUn 
alfo frequently conimcmo rated : But until the Year 1200 the Name was not heard of in 
Europe \ and the foundation of that valt Empire was not laid until the Year 1500. fuch 
timp as Chief of the 0^«ti4»FamiIybyConquefl:of Pontus nnd Bitlynia{ now enW'd 

Burjia from Prufa the Ottomans Seat before the Conqucil of Confiantinople ) and ottier parts 
of Anatolia, left fo great an Army to Orehan his Son as gave him the firll deligiitfiill 
profpeft into Enrofe: fincc which under three other Princes and eleven Emp^roiirs (a 
Title afliimcd by Mahomet the Second in the Year 1450. upon his fubduing Confiaminople 
and Trepiz.ond) within the fpaccof three hundred Years tliey have enlarged their Do- 
minions over much iw Afrtek^, motcof Enrope, and molt of Afia^, thereby reducing 
many late flour ilhing Kingdoms and States under the worft of tyranny •, prophelied of 
( as ibme imagine) by Jeremy in the o.Chap. 22 verf.and accompliihing thai-prophccy of 
EzxkiclChai), 36.verf. 39. under the nsime of Gog an^ Magog', to which the 20 .. fsipter 
of the Apocalypfe has reference as fome imagine. Many conliderable Towns were there

Ev.ing‘prapar. repor- 
ted that it was fo well governed as murder, adultery and theft was punilhc*dtncrc, and 
unchafte Women difcountenanccd ; yea al^it environed with Gentiles, they dif-allowc-d 
Idol-worfliip : which diferimination from the reft was either from the light they re- 
ceived by the exiled Jews, or cllc by the preaching of the Apoftles St. Thomas and St. 
Andrew, whofc labours were fiiccefsful ^ind manifefted through the greatell parr of Tar- 
tary and the Indies, More North and North-eaft the Scythians bejond Imatts iiiiiaiiitc 
by Ibme faid to be under the great Champs Dominions: but Chams or Kawns rather, there 
are many. Of old it was called Regie Serica, by rcalbn of the abundance of Silk and the 
excellent Manufacture in Tapiltry and Carpetting there found, which fpread their fame 
into the molt remote parts of the Univerfe. This Silk and delicate Wool gave Syda- 
nias Apottinaris occalion for that Monoltick, Ajfyrias nemmas, Ser vellera, &c. and to Ter- 
tuUian of Sera nerent, Babylonii imexerim,&e. and Tz.etz.a of Sires texuras pulchemmas 
Iona operiantur, &e. The true pofition of which is not rightly uridcrltood at tins day, 
though molt take it for Cathay part of St^athai, which alfo is derived from the S<«c.c and 
what of old was Scytho-Saca, by which Name the Perfians undcrltand all Scythians.

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Now concerning Taurm, if we were to give that Mountain the feveral Names it bears 
in the diRcrent Countries it runs through, varying indeed according to their fundry 
Idioms, it would be endlefs; 1 fliali therefore content my feif in talcing notice of .that 
part thereof which came in our way, and by the Natives is called Albers-^ a Mountain 
of great fame, if not infamous rather by reafon of that Pyree of Idol-fire, which 
( if Tradition may be credited ) has continued un-extinguilhed for full fifty generations. 
Of which place Strabo fpeaks in his lib. 15. Procofuu alfo lib. 2. and Benjamin ben-joruu 
in his Journal. The Fane was round, typing out Eternity. In the midft an Altar 
was raifed five Itcps from the ground, under which within a trench the Fire was 
placed. The fmall round top of this Pyree was open, the better to let in the Air which 
is the Soul of Fire. But this Fire ( if they may be believed ) was not like our focalisi^nis 
fed with Wood, Coal, Turf or like common corabuftibles j but (as they gave out; a 
flame fo pure and rarified as came neareft to thofe Celeftial Bodies which the Stoicks 
Ihy be real Fires. And as the Element of Fire is fuppofed to rcfemble thofe Igws atemi 
or Veftal Fires which l^irgil mentions in his 2 lih, eASn. fo thefe have a Cabala that Zertoofi 
was their firft inltruder'in that Idolatry ; But ’tis probable that Zoroafier is the fame, the 
name not vary ing rauch •, for his opinion it was,That Fire was moll worthy Divine efteem 
feeing that Omnia ex mo Jgne funt gemta. The Sun and Moon are heavenly Fires, whence 
their IdoEFire was by them term'd Mythra. And this their God has lingular proper- 
ties; for. Fire is a comfortable creature, diftributing both heat and light, helping both 
againll cold and darknefs, the two greateft enemies unto Senfe, a learned Man well ob- 
ferveth i Ignis congregat homogenea & fegre^at heterogenea : Fire gathers things that be of 
a like nature, and feparates things of a ^itferenc Nature. Fire (faith AgathUs) EUmen- 
turn efi fittt altijfimumf majefiate pleniJJimMmy vifa fulcherrimim-, nainra fotentijfmum. So 
powerful and fo iiifatiablc, as all the World, were fire Jet alone, would not be able 
to fuflicc its appetite : that baffle it received by CanopM the v^gyptian Idol which extin- 
guilhed it by the Water it held, w.is but a merry Height •, as Btfenfis Ub> 2. Hifi. Bed. 

. and 
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and Snidas mCanopo acquaint us. Moreover, by Frocepitu lib. 2. de hello Perfico, the 
Pyrccafthis place is alio remembred. Hie ma^im Pyranmefi (faith he) ^ued Perft 
Devrnm maxime vencrantHr^ nbi J^nem perpetmnMagi enflodiam. Tlicfe Ma^i or Fianicns 
i'omt Cd\\ (ironically their incelluous Marriages,) who lived 

in great repute until Jbdas a zealous Chiwiari Bifliop ol'thc primitive times prevailed 
with the Perliiin King both to difcountenance thofe Cncraarims and to dcltroy their Tem- 
ples. After which the Pyromamitjucs wercmallacred by ir^rrci^ whom forac call VvaceeJ^ 
tlic Saracen, as we learn from Mirconds Ttarich in his Story of Perjta. From Whence we 
may conclude, That as the Devil is reftlefs in his labouis to form his Worjhip after the 
belt pattern •, fo the original of this was probably either in alluiion totheTypesofthc 
Ceremonial Law of the fews as recorded in Levit. chap. y. verf. 24. or clfe in imitati- 
on of that tire which for a Divine end Afofes in Levit. chap. 6. verf. 1 3. commanded ihould 
neither be cxtinguirticd nor profaned : and lor prefervation whereof, when the ]ews . 
were led captives info Perfity the Priefts took fire from the Altar and hid it privily in 
a dry and hollow pit i wliich many years after was by Nehemiah's direftion at his 
return from Perfia to the holy Land drawn out ; and though at firlt light it appeared like 
thick water, yet therewith fpr inkling the Wood that was upon the Altar, and the 
Sun at that time reliedting his beams, it became a great fire quickly and tonfumed'fhc 
fiicrifice. 1 Mate. 1. 19. So as by this word f/rr, whcrcout Zoroajitr w'ould have 
all tilings pi oduced , God was queftionlcfs intended according 10 Dcut. 3. 24. ami 
Heb. 15 . 29. where God is called a con/nmin^ fire. So as of Fire we may fay what 
Plaro i^thc Divine Philoibphcr; doth of Light, Eft Vmbra Dei : Detuvero ejl Lumen lu^ 
tninu. To which itnay add this truth, that Totius rerum Natura Caufa & Origo cfiDcus. 

In thefc Pyrea: Ibmaimcsthcy not only immolated their Children, but men of more 
years tiian diicrction. The Ceremony after the dedication ufually was firll to be anointed 
bythc]clbp, crowned with Garlands, and laftly to be attended by a multitude: then 
giving the liirvivors the fame realbn forthat fad Mandanis the Brachman did Alexander 
upon the like fare votis expetero, rjua me martida Jenio earne liberaium inpuriorem 

tneliorem';. Vitam immutarcty thcu whiles tiic Mulick makes a noife, throws himfclf into 
the fire, \mUi which he thinks that he incorporates. From which Gymnofophifes the 
Cowers Perfeesdili'ct but little at this day concerning that Tenet. Furthermore, upon 
tin^,Iiigh Mountain it is (% the inliabitants) ilvM Pifcfyton clddi Son to Gup.ifp (who 
in yacobs days ruled Perfia j is ( in potentiamn moriendi ex Hypothefi ) endowed with power 
of not dung, with thirty other immortal 0 yrons who by Zertoojis doom arefo continue 
there till Doomf day , fo as if any could find tiic piacc,tliey may^^in another fence)if thieves 
meet them be likewile made immortal. 

Here alfo upon Q^tecjuits high hill arc fomc rcliqucsof the furious Gyantefs Lamafa^m 
and of Arneofi her husband •, a Gyant of monllrous fiiapc and proportion : How nuiny 
cubits he was high is incredible; but armed (as the fabuloully report) with two 
horns as big as the tusks of an Elephant •, his eyes alio were proportionably big, and 
his tail was like to a Cows: but in fight he was as powerful as Hercules. This great Thief 
and his Wife were neverthelcfs both flain by Hum-fiia Honcoir, llich another Souldier as 
was Saint Peman at Rohan. Put leaving thefc, let me draw your eyes to our enfuiiig 
journey. After many laborious ftepswcgottoa Village called Rym, twelve miles fliort 
of Damoan \ where we beheld a Caltle, fo built upon the heft advantages of An and Na- 
ture that to us it feemed impregnable : For above, it wanted no ground either for peace or 
Wars It had fwcet gardens adorned with fruits aud flowers, made happy inaRivoletof 
pure water which fprings there, and thence delightfully ftreams in many meanders into the 
liottomc *, but both by its feituation and defeription may be that of which Procopius writes, 
Ca’U a^juanfftt falubritate prafiat. 

In this plate (as a Perpan of quality travelling in our company told US') not above five 
and twenty years ago lived Mclccl^ Bahamany who commanded many hills and dales in 
Celac'i^ and 'Taurus ^ a Prince albeit confined to the middle region, neverthelcfs forced 
with coif and care to uphold his dignity both againft Tartar and Perfian his great and 
quarrelfomc neighbours : wherein iuch was his good fortune, and fuib the mutual love 
twixthim and his fubjscU, that though often invaded he hood fecure *, yea, livc'dto 
obferve the ruine of many his emulous neighbours', his aim only tending to prcllrve 
what his prcdccelTorshad made him heir unto, and that his gray hairs might go in peace 
unto an eternal dormitory. Thus thought Bahamany who alfo added his endeavours to 
compleat his thoughts. But Abbas returning from the conqueft of Mox.endram (having 
foiz^LdShalUy-mirzjt Son of Abdajla tawn to become his penfioncr) unhappily looking up 
towards this part of TaarHs which feemed to threaten him, rcfolves to be no longer 

bearded 
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bearded by that mountainous King*, but according to thRtMottoofTaeitHs,IdaqKitu 
^Modvdidituy pretends that from his lofty dweUing he ufuaiJy pried into his two King- 
domes of Media and Mozjendram, by that haying the advantage to raniack his Towns, 
rob his Carravans, illure his Worms, anticipate his progrefs to the Caff urn Sea, ?ud 
to divert many Rivers into other Iburces, which fpringing from Tattnu Itrcamed into 
Hyreoftia and Shervan, and without whole fource thofe Provinces would become barren, 
if not ufclpis. Meleck. Bahaman readily finds his drift *, and comparing him with that 
fable of the Wolf, who drinking at the fpring-head, quarrelled with the Lamb for 
troubling his draught when he was quenching his thirftat theftream below, premedi- 
tates what anfwer to return : Whiles Jhbas in an impatient delay relblvcs to try the 
chance of War, appointing Methkttlihe^ to profecute hisdefign, and not return with- 
out victory. 

This could not be fo fecretly intended but aged Bahaman had intelligence. Atfirft 
it troubled him, in that his gray hairs were morepropenfc to cafe than War ; Yet, left 
his fubjcAs from his example might be difeouraged he throws away all dull thoughts and 
as a common father provides for fafety *, with Arms and Vidluals lijrnilhing his Cittadel 
forjnany years fiegc", yea, omitting nothing that might intitlchim a careful and expert 
Souldicr. In each defcnfive place he phints a Garrifon, and other parts lays naked 
where the enemy might come, that in nothing the Countrey might relieve the Perfian. 

That done, he mews himfelf, his Qj^cen, his two Sons, and ten thoufnad fcletft men in 
his Caftle *, in that pofture not feari^ any thing they could attempt. 

The Perfian General in the mean time with thirty thoufand men march againft him ; 
and at their firft afeent find the way dangerous by thofe many Ihowers of Darts and Hones 
he thundred on them : they firft grumbled, and then would have tumbled down, had 
not MethicuUbeg by promifes and threats encouraged, cxpofinghis own head in the front 
of danger ■, foas after fome skirmilhes he laid clofe fiege to the Caftle, where he was 
told the King and victory was included. Having well viewed this inaccelTible Fortrefs, 
he dcfpaircd of taking if, fuch was the height thereof, and fuch the perpendicular af- 
eent, twocxccllcntdefcnces Art and Nature had enriched it with. Ncvcrthclcfs, fome 
attempts he made, but invalidate : to ihoot their Arrows at it, was one with aiming 
at the Moon : Small fliot they had, and Lances good ftore ^ but of Imall force to bat- 
ter Rocks. So that after many tedious aflaults and bravadoes (wherein the Perfian had 
ftones in requital,) the General well knowing. That what ftrength was not able to do. 
Ingenuity as the moft forcible Engine oft effedts, he beat a parley, and with many pro- 
teftations aifured themoffriendfliip: Yea that he might the better lhadow pretended 
truth, prefents the aged King with Tulipants, Shamlhecrs, Pearls, and other gilded baits, 
mean enough to angle for a Kingdom *, intreating him withal to defeend and tafte a ban- 
quet*, Iblcmnly fwcaring by the head of Shaw-Abhae, Paradife, the eight 

Orbs, and other ufual proteftations, that he fhould come and go with fafety *, no other 
reafon inducing this invitation but a hearty good will be bore him, and from the hopes 
he had of coming to fome agreement. The peaceful King, un ufed to deceit and wars 
rotten ftratagems, fwallows the tempting hook, and believes all for truth albeit his 
Wife and Sons dilTwade, giving him inltances of like diflimulation : Credulity is 
rather a fault than an offence, feeing it hurts none but it felf ; yet here is proved other- 
wife. Neither thofe, nor the tears his men Ihed to beg his ftay vowing their conftancy 
to the laft, could avert his deftiny ; Neceffity being governed neither by Law nor power .• 

So down he goes without hoftages, where he finds the Crocodile ready to embrace him 
with tears of joy : but after a Ihort banquet, gives him an iron bed *, regarding neither 
vow, honour, nor ingagement : fo as Bahaman now too late repents his dotage. The 
Perfian General alfo thinks all his own, and therefore fends his Sons a meffage of in- 
treaty but upon a Ipcars point, the fubftance being. That if they wiflied their Fathers 
iafcty,they Ihoiild come down and have his word engaged for their fiife return •, otherwife, 
he would Ihew the old man no mercy. 

Nature inriches man with reafon, but Time with knowledge and experience. Hence, 
the two gallant youths, regardlefs of the rodomontadoes of that treacherous Enemy, 
make tills aufvveri They would believe he was a man of honour and honcily, when ac- 
cording to promife he gave the King their Father his liberty, otherwife lie might ac- 
count th ni Ideots, breach of faith to their Father being fo notorious : and that from 
equal reaibn he might demand the Caftle and Crown, as them by whom thofe w'ere pre- 
ferved. Adding withal. That the King of Perfid*?i ill-grounded ambition would never 
profper : For, thou •di he had craftily avoided the Epithctc of a Tyrant, thjs would rub 
afrclh his former iiijufticc, yea, anatomize him fb as all Afia would efteem him ignoble •, 

. yea, 
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yea, the world would tax him of diAionourablc avarice, who commanding over many 
large and fruittiil Provinces, could not reft contented without the fubjugating a Nation 
never wronging him, andvaflalling a King whofe prcdcccflbrs had in a larger feries 
and for more Ages governed LMry-J^m, then Jxjnads pollcrity had done Perfia \ being 
withal a Country lb cold and barren, thatinthcconqucft more than Title he could not 
boaft of. 

Sim rctimre ^ivata DonutSy de AlienU certare re^U lout rj?, fays ^ acitus • whiles private 
Men think their own enough, Great ones conceive all too little for their ambition ; ac- 
lordingly jdbhas will not be circumlcribcd : this being the uliiai return great Spirits 
make, Jtu rnihi objedat accindo gladio ? So as without furthci Treaty he invites them 
from their confolidated cloud to view their Fathers head otf. They imagining Innocence 
a furc guard refolutely bid him do if he durft : but withal call to mi lul how that murder 
is inexpiable even in their Alcartm. Methiculibeg having torn his Foxes shin with over, 
llretching, fees this device prove air, and knows no way now to blow them up, himi 
ielf being as it were undermined. Yet giving rage a vent, he llormed it \ but the bcl 
ficged made lb good defence, that fcveral Oo^elhafliaws there brcatlicd ihcir Jnfti and 
lb many others were maimed that without more adoe they fell into a mutiny, rclblv/ug 
to return whiles they had apolfibility *, .upbraidingthc General, that he knew not how lo 
ufe a Vidory, feeing j84fe4»i4» was theirs. Mount 74«r«itiieirsi and doubted not the 
bclieged would do homage if the Shaw would accept of it y and that with more creclii 
and lefs lia/.ard they ( ould oppol'e the Tttrkjor Indian The General in fo great a ftrait 
knew not well what to do : for on the one lidc, tiiougli he could infufc jiaticnce and 
make them ftay, he knew not how to tike the Fort , on the other, if he rciurned with- 
out conquelt, he as well knew his head lliould offi Fnraucawny ()liverdi^caw>h Kunhivfjy^ 
cawn and other (.:aptiins for like raifearriage liavingtliat Year been lb rewarded. There- 
fore in coiiclullon he rcfolvcs upon this wicked device: Hcrekafes Bahanuwy afliuing 
him his confinement was only to try his temper *, that leave was granted him either to 
go or llay as plcafcd him, Abbas his Maltcr having lent for him-, and that he hioiild de- 
part with full fatisfadion, ( Oiild lie but lee his Sons, whom for their valour he had in 
higli cilocm : and that if Articles might lie ligned, it would fetter him in a thoullind 
engagements. 

Bahaman ill no wife confidcring his craft was over-joy’d at this propofition i for ne- 
ver did Mufick to dull cars found more mcdioully *, fo as ’tis thought lomc fpcll infatua- 
ted him: He believes the Pcrfiamnd d'lCtiMcs a pathetick Letter, and is permitted to 
Ihew his joy to his Sons at a diQance. A Mellcngcr delivers it, and bewitches the 
Princes with fuch Pifcalhes and Prefents of worth as were lent ; which being accepted, 

( fearing to irritate lb potent a Neighbour, the Qieen al(b provoking them down con- 
trary to the Souldicrs, who by many lubmiftivc dilfwalions preliigecl their ruin,) they 
figncdihc Articles, and relying on the General’s words, dciceiidcd and were llraioht 
conduded lo their endeared Father, ’twixt whom was exprcilld as much Jove and 
obedience as was polfible -, the General allb feems to bear a part and invites them to a 
llanquei, w^hcrc death attended. For wlicn tliefc three were liiiiliug in a mutual conlen't 
of love, the General gives the lign i lb as at one inltanc three Coojdbapies with their lli. 
t ing Scemiters whipt off their heads, all three at one inftant being made immortal : And 
c’rc this villany was divulged they made ihciiirdves mailers of the Callle, fomc recei- 
ving quarter, otlierfome deftrudion. By that wretched polity this late thought indo- 
mitable place and Nation was fubjeded. Such was the milerablc end of A/cUc Babamau 
■ and his two hopef li1 Sons forgetful of Wars lill)tiilje^ i and how Aladeule their neighbour 
King of the Black Mountain, for playing fait and ioofe with Selim lirlt Emperour of 
rhc7'«r^’j by equal credulity gave a like ilfuj to his Life and Kingdom. Oppolite to 
this Caltlj is creded the Sepulcher of Bahaman\ beloved (^ecn, in the Jiigh-wayas we 
palled : Tis of four cquilatcials raifed above eight yards high, the maLcnai Jlone well 
Iquared, and very apparent and comely. The land here was well wooded -, for in old 
times hereabouts grew many lofty Trees, which arc rare now in tiid'e high places', fiuh 
as induced tlic* noble Poet Lucan in his j. hh. to remember tlicm.

A long mile fiom this Sepulcher and higher up into the air is the liigh peak of ix, 
fno.Hy by Strabo ill his n , lib. cM Jafonia, nhofc ■ op Mbaped like a Pyramid ) fnJ, 
mounts as lomc think all other parts of Taurus: up which defatigating Hill jk \ c; i l>dcf> 

• we cramblcd but with difficulty, and from ivheiicc we had an unlimited I lori/ou : For 
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we could difcovcr thenr the Cafpian SeU} albeit cighcfcorc miles diitant^and not fo mlf- 
takenly as Alcxandery who upon the profpedt ju{ked it to be Ibme out-breaking of pa. 

Itu Meotis. Above it is compofed of iulphur, }|^h caufes it to iparkle each night like 
t^tna *, a plealant objedt to the eye, but fo oflUikit to the fniell that it requires a nolegay 
of Garlick in the afcendkig. Hence moft pAltriof P^fia and ChaltUa has their Brim- 
ftonc. The reafon why wc rode up, was out of curiofity to fee the Baths lb generally 
refortedto; the Springs in this Bath are fome hot fomc cold, yet rifmg out of the 
fame Mountain: Three of them are more private than the reft, being compafled with 
Walls of ftbne-, the other two are open ^ the firft be for thofe of ^ality, the others 
more common: And hither in -^«^«/?difeafed People flock apace in very great multitudes, 
who receive notable cures from thofe Waters, which by their great Vertue and medi- 
cinal hcatdefervcdly draw thither that concourfe of People, not from fevcral parts of 
Perfia oncly,but more remote Countr^s. The Earth is by Philofophers called Elemcmim 
fitriMinnimy cold and moifti albeit in fome places by reafon of Minerals it be 
min and of a combuftible quality. For, Naphta and others of a bituminous fubitancc 
are without doubt the efficient caufe of hot Springs (fuch as thefe here be) and allb of 
fubterranean fires, as Experience teaches. Thefe hot Baths queftionlefs receive their 
vertue from the Mineral veins through which they pafs: but what fort of Minerals the 
Water has either its heat or tinfture from, (whether from Sulphur, Vitriol, Steel, or 
the like ? ) our fliort ftay would not difeover *, and 1 could learn little of the People,for 
they were ignorant. The Earth ( faith Ari&otU lib. de Mando) hath within it not onely 
Fountains of Water, butalfo of Spirit and of Fire, fome of which flow like Water: 
whence it comes, that the Water it ejeds is fometimes fcalding hot, and at other times 
lukewarm and temperate. But the caufes and effeds of this 1 leave to fuch as delight 
to fearch into Nature’s Curiofities. 

How are we toft by Portane ? when we keeep 
At SeOy we fee the wonders of the Deepy 
And tremble at the dat^er, where we dive 
Vttder the hideous waves. When we arrive 
On Landy we thinks us hap^ : But e Vr long 
We muft to work^ ^ain, and climb the firof^

, The top ( liks fierce Vcfuvius ) Sulphur Jpits 
The n^way wholefom Baths, which cure ad fits 
Of Aguesy Aches, Paljie, titd the Stone y 
AU Epileptick^ fumes y as if alone 
Nature had c^fe this place, to plant in thejo 
The Art of Galen and Hippocrates. 

Now whether this Mountain derive its Name from the adjacent Town called Damoan, 
or the Town from it, others may better determine than my felf : But from the etymon 
of the word in the original Lan^ge.or Dialed of thefe parts, it fignifies a Second 
Plantation. Whence it is that frre Jews who in great numbers inhabit hereabouts ( ha- 
ving as they report been feated there ever fiuce that memorable tranfplantation from 
Canaan by Saltnanafier A. M. 3220. mentioned 2 Reg. 17. 6. ) fpare not to averr ( but 
from a Cabala or received Tradition from their Anceftors, ) that upon this Mountain 
of Damoan Noah\kx\i refted. About the place where die Ark refted hath been no 
fmall conteft among Writers : fo as to my apprehenfion that high place has been fo 
clouded or dc^rcifed through variety of conjedures, that it will be a labour of fomc 
difficulty to diicover it. Ben-Jonas places it near the River Tigris, where it fprings not 
tar from the Gordian Mountains : Inter Armenios & Gordiaos in monte Ltdsaro confedit Area 
Noha, fays Epiphaniue. And in regard there is a Mountain called Ariarathis in the Icill-r 
Armenia, fome would fix it in that Region : Ncverthelcfs the moft received opinion 
is, That the Ark after that univerfal Deluge refted in Armenia the greater *, for in Gen. 

8. 4, we read that the Ark ftay’d upon the Mountains of Ararat ; wliich word fomc in- 
terpret Armenia: and running currant wiA moft, probably gave occaliontothePoet^r^- 
tus in his fourth Book to lay, Armenia celfis infi^at montibsu Area. Bocatius and Hsython 
the Armenian arc no lefs pofitivc,that In totoQrbeTerrarum non eft mons altiorquaptArathy 
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titjiu in cMumine Arcs Ncs fcfi dHwwwsfttk, But where this was has not a little 
been controverted by Divines and Geographers of the greateft rank; For by Armnr 
moft agree is underftood (Amsim aaiTmnu, which for length end height is reputed 
the greateft Mountein in the World » ftrctching from the moft Northerly part of Ar- 
nunis as far as /Wm, until it be affrontied by Imsm, which in a contrary com^fc divided 
ScythU : all which tradt or ledge of Hills is ufually comprehended under thele three 
names ArMrsty Tswrm and Csiic*fm\ which for the greater half feem to environ the 
Mare C^ium, NevertheleKsi the names of thefe three imperious Hills are loft in manv 
^places through length of time and the fcveral Idioms of fpecch, which vary accordine 
to the different Dialedt of the fundry Kingdoms and Provinces they pierce through As 
example, wIieraA‘4r4f rifes in^^«i4, there themoft culminating pycoor top is common- 
ly called Baris and Saharis *, which in the Csyti^ne f^nifies a Ship : Jngm mom Baris efi fa. 
fir Mimadmy feys Daaufcen, And is either a Province in Armenia neighbouring Ara.

Parthia. Being alio more ttrengthened from that of the c omm*. ntator upon licrefus \ who 
pcrlwades hisRcadcrthatthe Ark retted upon thofc hills that llparate Armerna 
ti'om Media: Which defeription as with a linger to my apprchenlion directs unto this 
Mountain of Damoan. But having peradventure prefumed too far upon this fuppohtion. 
Heave tliedifquihtioii to a more accuiatc obferver: and onely take leave to acquaint 
you with what the Jevs^s herc-about inhabiting report ; How that part of the idolati ous 
Tribes of D*<.v, Ztbulon, A(her, and Naphthki were by commanded to abide

Yet lince they were baniftied their own Country they have not lincc eitiicr had 
King, Iligii-Pricft, Countrey or Town they could call theirs : but like Vagabonds live 
fcattered over the Fate of the whole Earth : So as they wlio once were the chofen People 
cl God, and in confidcration of whom all others wcreofiioeHecni for faiidity, whofc 
di cad was to be upon all the Inhabitants under Heaven, whofc liinic Ihould make the 
Univerfe to tremble whiles they obeyed the Lord i for their Apollalieand Idolatry arc 
now 1 ejected, and that dreadful Prophecy of ycr. 24. 9. pin fuant to that curie of 
Afofes pronounced Deut. chap. 2 3. verf. 37. and of Enei^ chap. 5. verf. 15. where God 
threatens to deliver them to be removed into all the Kingdoms of the Earth to their 
hurt, to be a repi aicli and a proverb, a by-word and a ciirfc in all places whither he 
would drive them, to the full extent we fee accomplifticd. For indeed, not only what 
the Chriftians retort them for their hatred to Chrift, the Prophets and Apolllcs •, the very 
Heathen aecufed them as or cnemicsofMankiiid, towards whom they bore an 

irrcconcilcable hatred lay Diod. Siculus and Tacitus 1 . 5. being ol all Nations the worll, 
Antian. de Marco Imp. and as people that of old time moved fedition, ££r.4. 15. iiilb- 
much as they were termed Ecetentes , & wlfortuito corum eccurjum oculu horrebavt, animo 
perfer^uebamuTy men avoiding the very tight of them if by chance they met them. And 
though 1 am perl waded {by what 1 have ieen) they are at this day the moll numerous of 
anyone People in the w'orld were they drawn together into a body i yet being difper If, 
they appear as if they were but few. Further, albeit when they were in the promifed 
Land, of all others they were the nioft prone to idolatry, even wiicnthcy had light and 
all the whole World bclidcs fat clouded in darknefs*, yet being now under captivity and 
fcvcrc fubjedtion whcrc-ever they inhabit, they keep ftridlyto the Tradition of their 
Anccilors, rcadin;' the Pentateuch, and abhorring Idols. So that tl.ough by rcalbii oftlic 
turfcafore-inciiiionedand liicir unbounded aviiricc they be the moll contemned people 
upon the c«uth , yet by us are to be pitied, being the oir ipring of the Friend 

ol'God , and foralmucii as that in Ifaiah 14. 3. ’tis promilctl tnc Lord will in the end 
give them rell from their lbrrow,arid fi om tlK'ir fear, and from their hard bondage. For 
as 3 c. 4. albeit they fliould be call out even to the ends of the earth, yet from 
thence will the Lord gather them, and bring them into their own Land, the Land which 
their fore-fathers polfcflcd. With which agrees /(r. 32. 37. That he will gather them 
out ofall the Couiitrcys wherein he hath fcattered them in his indignation, and return 
them toilieir own land, where he will caufc them to dwell in fafety. Which fome tliink 
will be actomplilhed at their converfion and not before : according to that oi' Zcoha.^ 
r/4chap. 12. verf. 10. They llialllook upon him whomthe^ have pierced, and lhall 
exprefs their repentance by lamenting for him as one mouriieth for his onelyfoiij for 
ill that day the Lord will op^le himfeif againfl all Nations that lliall come againlt y«-- 
rujalem. In the mean time (^with grief be it ipokeii) we find tlicm every where, in a molt 
obdurate condition. But to return. 

Eaft of Datnoans high peak is a Town callcdiW-y^, in which were about a hundred 
Families. A young miui Son to Hodge Suare or Apiucrus (the Per/iaps Merchant that died 
in London Anno Dom. 1625. and Brother to Mahomet whom we buried at Sea ) hearing 
of our palfmg hy , came out accompanied with fcveral of his friends and kindred 
to invite us to his houfe which was about a mile thence ; He was apparelled in a robe of 
Cloth of Gold, had upon his head a Tulipaut of Silk, and was gallantly mounted. His 
Mein was good, fo was his Civility : prevailing with the Amballadour to go a little- 
out of his way to accept a Collation, fuch as the Countrey and linall warning could 
prov ide, it was with fuch cbcarl uluefs as gave his Lordihip and rell of the Company good 
latisfacTion. Tlience we hailed towards Damoan : where as we defeended down a Itccp 
hiil,wcpaned by a black Tent pitched in a pleafant place near the Koad,iilied with above 
thirty Women and Men, who at lirll I thought were fplcmiii/.i n.> their Mia and Pagana- 
lia, but it proved a W edding. Staying there a while we law the Bride, about ten years 
of age, but the Groom was thirty. Many Bride-maids tame out to admire us, whom 
we no lefs wondered at: for their faces, hands and feet were upon that folcmn occafioii 
painted in various forms with birds, beafts, tallies and flowers-, their arms and legs 
chained with manilio’s or voluntary brae elcts, or rather fetters of Brafs and Silver, which 
in their Morifeo made them appear not unlike the Arcadian Shcpherddlcsas dclli ibed in 
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Romances. Having prefentedthem witli a Imall offering we left them, that night making 
Damoan our manzeil. 

Vamoany whether it be the relift Chabor or Halah is uncertain: but bytliejcws, 
in thefe parts called fehuds, their long captivity and abode here, feems to be one ol 
them. And that the Avx and the Cuthai were tranlplantcd by order of the Af 'yrmn 
Monarch into Samaria from thefe parts is imagi ned : It is a Town of good repute amonglt 
the Perfians : Ibme write it Damamany but 1 took it according to their pronunciation. 1 iie 
North Pole is there elevated fix and thirry degrees, twenty minutes ; and longitude^ is 
eighty eight. It is included by a skirt 01 Taurusy in the Kaboaebarion Province (.part 
oiGhelack^) and this was the limit of Mediato the North. In old times here livea the 
Parajitacerta, mountaineers mentioned by Strabo in his ii. And. Hirodotm in his i bb. 

A Town pretty well watered it is, for a branch of Goz.af/ rcfreflies her. Bcu-Joi.ns (wiiofe 
Travels Arias Mont amts had a good opinion oO draws this Coz^an all over the Pcrfim Do- 
minion, where-ever any Jevffs were planted : but crronioully, for it is rcltricLive. Da- 
moan is peopled molt part with Jewsy who in this place arc two hundred Families. The 
Buzzar is built aloft, and fcarce worth the climbing to, except it be to buy wine and 
fruit which is had here in plenty and at cafic prices. Two days we Itaycd in Damoan to i e- 
create our wearied bodies *, but on the thirteenth of Jia/c w e departed, and that day rode 
to Bomaheem five and twenty miles from Damoan. 

And now we arc in MedUy a word of her. Media (fiiith Polybius) is feituated in 
fhc center of the greater Afia\ accounted a rich and noble Coimtrcy. The hcLitious 
Greeks perfwadc th«at it takes its name from Medus Son of fafon and Medeay t/Etas un- 
fortunate Daughter.

been called Syro^MediUy mentioned in hjiay 22 . 6. where 'tis laid, That EUm bare 
theQuivei and Ayr the Shield- This is more likely to be that Kyr than Karite.ath, as 
Hyreama i s called by fome, as I lately obferved. But at this day favc this ihiall glimpfe 
nothing remamcih. From hence to T mrU is two days riding. The Carravans-raw is 
thus lliaped. 
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T AURlSi the late AAMm Metropolis is fcituate ki that part of AfeMa which of 
old from one of AUxmdtr'% great Offi^rs was called Atn^nM, The Turi^and Perfim 
call it TAvfyx. and Textris: bat in the World's adolelcency *twas known by other Names, 
as of Ashmtkd which we find in Exjrx , after that Enkxtms in the ^oeryfhaj Ctefias in 
his Perfica calls it jUkkxMttxs Ammlm the CXXII. Interpreters^ Cardim others ; and fome 
TiffrxmxmM', who by analogy have miilplaced her in Syris from a City there called 
hixumx converted into EfifSats by Amochxs : by otherfome called Jrjxeix ( of whi» 
were divers ) and Exrmms, which Pttlmny mentions and places under thirty feven degr. 
North. The primicr Fanoder of diis noble City is not agreed upon : Xrr. ftidith it is 
raid, That Aryhsxad built it, he that was flain in the Mountain Rxgxx by Nahtuhodow^ 
jw the great Monarch of who after he had deftroy’d that City returned to 

Nituveh. Otherfome DiteUj the MnU , and fome lay Jhjtcts An. Mxndi %2g6. Others 
Stlencbns built it. But Diod. Sktdm attributes it to SmirnmUi who with incredible 
toil brought the Water thither by a deep channel from the Mountain Orontes. Ho wbeit, 
aSiires us that it ( or rather a Royal Palace for the King ) was built by tlie Pro- 
phet DanUL c/Ed^nnit Dmtkl RfyUm Eebnumnm Media opm el^antijpmtm & arte mi- 
rakili confirn^wih Vbi (faith Died. Sicnim) Sefoiehra Regm & femflm Anaia maxime 
nebilitanmt h A Temple dedicated to Diana whom they called Aru^ay whofe pillars were 
over laid with gold, as was the roof, and the pavement was Afi»/ 4 iel;„Marble of various 
colours*, lb excellent as gave occalion to PelyhitU lib* 10. to lay, zHes emnes alias Echo- 
tana epibns & magn^eemia lenge faperaffet* Inthat Temple the great Artaxerxes fequeltr^ 
the fair A^afia whofe Beauty made him and his Son competitors, as Plutarch '\n the Life 
of Artaxerxes, To return ; By the name of Eebatan ihe was belt known^and had then 
her moll magnificence *, for faith Strabey it wasfiftecn ItAian miles atout, havingWalls 
ftrong and ftately, feventy cubits hi^ and fifty broad, beatified with many lofty Tur* 
Mts and Battlements*, and the like we have in Judith : Within were numbred many noble 
* Palaces \ but that which Daniel built (the AOnfekm afterwards of the Median Kings ) 

was 
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was moft magnificent, which remained entire and undemolifht in JcMus his time and 
fomc whiles after: That built by Darius was no lefs fplendid*, for moft part was of 
Cedar-wood, the roof being ftudded and plaited with burniihed gold i of both which 
nothing now remains favc memory •, and 1 can hardly lay memory, iince fomc (but fri- 
voloufly ) make queftion whether T^ttryz. be old Ktbatan ■, and whether it be in Media 
or no. But if to be under Baroma, if to be 36 degr. 50 minutes, if to flicw the ruins 
of his Grave, if to be the Burial-place of Kings, if to be the Metropolis time 
out of mind, if to be the City from Jerafalem N. E. lour hundred farfangs call make it 
EehatoM j or if the authority of jittaaias, Tetrus de la vallc, Lcunclavm, Teixera and Or- 
tclms will ferve, it will then appear to be Echatan in Media j and the rather from this ad- 
ditional authority out of Polybius, Media fita in meditulUo Jpa Rejpo efi opulentifima, chihs 
Caput eft Echatana : Upon whofe deftrudion by the Jjfyriam, Ri^es{ mentioned lib, Tebit 
and called Ara formerly ) became the head City of MedLi: but Ecbatm afterwards re- 
covered its liberty though not former glory. Pliny allb hath this note, Ecbara {mcSLii. 
ing Echatana) condita eft u Seleuco Nicanor Regt diftans a Caftnis port is 20000 Pajfits. So as 
Pftf/ow/s conceit of ( miftaken in the Tauy a Gamma being printed erroncoufly 
’for it ) to be in Ajfyria, oi'Cedremts and Haithon in Armenia, of Chalcondyles in Perfta 
of Niger in Perft Armenia, and of Pmlns P'ehettu in Parthia j what were thefe conjed&s 
but taking rife from the Monarchique Titles of AJfyrian, Armenian, or Parthian as they 
fwayecl then, and the reft made Provinces*, but chictiy from the miftakc how Armenia 
was divided ; part of Armenia extending South from Araxis into Atropatia, Artaxata 
being the Metropolis, and from whence the Name Perf- Armenia was compounded: 
which is not above 50 degrees though Pre/owy makes it 40. for by Ahulfcda, Vlughbegnnd 
other Geographers of thofe parts, the latitude of Taurys belt agrees with the icituation 
of Echatan. 

Tabriz^ then is a City both great and populous, famous for an in land Trade *, and fo 
well governed, that it is no terronr to liith as repair to buy and fell there, for all it is 
a Garrifon. The lliriiation is near the Mountain Orentes or rather Baronta, which is 
a part of Taurm. It is compared with a mud-wall five miles a])out : the Houles after 
the common mode arc flat at top ^ tlieir material Sun-dried bricks. The large, 
the Gardens lovely : That to the South eail: was planted by King Tomas and much Ipokcn 
of', but the Turks Horles have lately grazed there. It hath but a fmall fupplyot frelh 
Water i yet what it lacks in tliat, fire and flame fupply *, the Sun, Wars rage, and ci- 
vil broils having more than fufficicntly parched her. To pafsby the revolutions of the 
Empire, the T nrks firft palfagc fix hundred Years fince, Tamberlanes rage and the like*, 
remember wc oneiy ihofe irreconcileable Faftions, the Envicaydarlai and Namidlai that 
for three hundred Years fo perfecuted one another with implacable wrath, as they en- 
gaged in their quarrel nine other Provinces, who at length grew fo engaged amongft 
thcmfelves, ^that not oncly this City but Media and Armenia became well-nigh depopu- 
lated : the Cibelyns nor Rofes parties or faftibns out-matching them : fo as in fine they 
made an eafie entrance to any invader. Selym the Grand Seignior was the firft clpicd 
iti and to become an eye-fore to Tomas Son of Isjmael their inveterate adverfary, fends 
a Bajharv thither with an Army who ranfaked it An. Dam. 15 v^yMeg. 894. without much 
reliflancc. And An. 1530. Solyman feconded it with fo much fury that it flamed many 
dayesj the infatiate Tw-f;/ pillaging without mercy, turning toplic-turvie all they met 
with, and into a Chaos thofe elaborate Walks and Gardens which Shaw-fam,M to mnzh 
delighted in. .Reviving again, it again was made proftratc to Ebrahim Bafta\ luxury 
fent f)y Solyman at the inftigation 01 VUrntm Perfian Traytor, albeit Brotlicr-in-law to 
the King-: at which time An.i^^ 4. Heg. 9 14. the Turks plundered it. But An. 1 y8 e. ffejr. 
9G5. it groaned under the greateft fuftcring, when Ozjnan the wrathful Bajfa Have to aI 
mural tljc third fiibduing it, perpetrated all manner of hoftilc cruelty : till thirty Years 
after by that incomparable Prince Emyr.^hamz,e-nyrzA (elder Brother to Shaw- Abbas) it 
wasre-gained, re built, and fortified againft the future infolencc of thofe Bar^rians. 
For ’twixt this City and Ardaveil he gave tiic Turks a notable detent : and after that, 
Abbas hiinfdf An. 16 ly. near the iame place did the like-, which for tlie future has 
quieted it under the Perfian Government. Tauris is diftant from Cadyn feven days cafic 
journey; from the Mare Cajpiurnnsmmy, from Araz.(i\ City of good Commerce in 
Silks, and thipugh which Araxisfirems) fix i from Derbem eight*, from Spahawn feven- 
tecir, from Sbyraz. thirty, from Ormw fifty j from fifty ^ from Aleppo thirty, 

and fi om Babylon thirty or thereabouts, ^ 

Three days journey from hence is Sumachy, which fomc pronounce Shamakie *, a Town 
confining of four thoi^and Houfes or thereabouts -, well peopled and of good refort by 
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Merchants from Rujfia and Armenia, being thence the road way to CazJhyn. The Nortli 
Pole is here elevated jp degr. feituate it is in that part of Medta called Atropatia old 
Writers, and pretends that it had its foundation laid by Shamne Zeddaule An. Dom. yp-. 
jie^. 370. from whom probably it took its Name having fomc coherence with it. The 
ground is good in which ’tis I'eated, and watered by a pretty River, fo as it bears uoth 
Corn and Grapes in plenty : and though the place be level, it ncverthelcfs has a large 
and delightful profpedt towards the North-weft ; but of moft remark is a Fountain or 
Spring near the Town, which inftead of fwcet Water fends forth a Stygian liquor, thick 
and clammy i both in colour and tafte rcfembling Tar*, and not unlike that bituminous 
liquid fubftance at Hait upon Euphrates, in the High-way as Travellers pals from 
Baifdat to Aleppo '. This onely is in much left quantity, and not put to like ules. Taitrts 
was the Royal Scat of fcvcral Kings, the laft of which was Ohdolo-chavifn, who died and 
was here buried Dom. 1^66. jF:feg. 946. leaving behind him a Son called Syrvan-Sha, 
who finding himfelf unable to fway a Scepter fb near to Abbas the Per/ian King, pru- 
dentially fubmitted his Royalty, and enrolled himfelf a Tributary Prince under his Em- 
pire. Now albeit the City is conunonly reputed of good defence, yet it was unable to 
keep out the Turkilh Army at fuch time as that old fretful wretch Mujlapha with fire 
and Sword invaded thofe parts and turned moft of the Towns and Villages into allies', 
this place cfpecially parching by the heat of his wrath, and the Inhabitants liifFering 
under the edge of his mercilcfs Sword, the heads of fo many of the.bcliegcd being up- 
on the furrender whipt off as raifed a Monumental-pillar, which ferved as a Tro])hy to 
exprefs his favage fancy. 

Next night we made our Manzeil at Sangurrahaut, a Town confifting of an hundred 
Cottages. In this place we buried a civil Gentleman Mr. Welflit our Caniarade and 
Countrey-man under a broad-fpreading Chenoar-tree, and fixed a brazen I'crole over 
him which fpake his Name and Nation. This was the utmoft we could do in that po- 
fture we were : Neverthelcfs, VtTe poftremo donor em munerc merits, give me leave to add 
tliis Diftich to his memory. 

We have deplerd tijy death : th^nfaing Years Mors tua non carcat flctu j linquamus Amivi: 

Tly Kin will pay thee T ribate with their tears. Moerorem ut ceJebrent funcra cum i-cbrymi 

From Tabriz, we travel through Sultany to Caihyn, the Hills Zagri and Coatri inter* 
poling. And, 

Next night ilept in the open Fields under a befpangled Canopy, the Firmament ; the 
next in Shaw-De, i.e. the Ring’s Town, his Purgatory rattier ; if a conlpirac^ of loofe 
and fcalding land, burning Sun, and mean Cottages could make one ■, for the Uoufes 
there difter little in lhape or dorenefs from Ovens; fo as the People all d.iy bakw them 
felves in them in ftead of Caves and Grots, which I'erve well to abate the ext; erne ar- 
dour of the Sun : a People fo dilcourtcous, thatourmifery nothing aihietedthLiTi. Now, 
in regard that the heat derived from the Sun arifes from the reflexion of his beams 
darted upon the fur face of the Earth, where the Sun cafts his beams perpendicuiar, 
(which is onely within the torrid Zone ) tlie heat where the reflex is molt, niiilt by coii- 
fcqucncc be greateft. But that the heat fliould fo exceed here at liich a aiiiaiice I'loni 
the Tropick, was doubtlcls from the quality of the Earth and inflam'd air that render it 
lb intemperate to us,though better endured by the Nativcs,whofromtheir cradles are in- 
ured to it. Ciiltom is a fecoiid Nature. In probability this was the Land of Nod, i.e. baniili- 
ment, into wiiichCrfw wandered after he departed from the prclence of the Lord i lor 
this Countrey is Eaft from Eden. And whereas he built Enoch the City, albeit it has 
loft the Name, the Mountains Enochi nevcFthclels are not far diftant hence being part 
o^' TaarHs and neighbouring the Badtriaiis ; albeit tliat name is found allb near Pontus 
and Albania, as Ibmc have placed them. From that hateful Town we hailed, and next 
night got into CaxJhyn. 

C AZB Y N (^or Kazjuin after the lifp of Ptrpa ) is that fame City which was known to 
ancient Topographers by the name of A, facia or Arfifaca which Strsdso mentions lo 
named from j^faces that valiant Perfian who ruled here An M. ,720. and from wiioiu 
the enfuing Kings honoris gratia were Itiled Arfucida. This was two hundred and lilty 
Years before the Incarnation of our Saviour CHRIST-, and is accounted the lirlt that 
made Media an Empire in defpight of that Selcuehns who was Son to tlie great Monarch 
of Syria Antiochus lirnamed Theos. By command of Nycaner ir was afterwards called £«- 
ropHs ; but loft that Name when it bended under the next conquell . It is likely this 
was that Ra^es 'm Media as appears in Tobtt ) whither the Angel went from 
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to receive the ten Talents (of our money about three thoufand pounds) Tohiiu 
was to receive from CabMl fon to GaJbrtM his kinfman . Their Talent of Silver conta ined 
3000 Shekels, i.c. 375 pounds 7 the Greek Talent being but 175 pounds ftcrling; 
but a Talen: of Gold was twelve times as much. I am not ignorant that fomc make 
Edifa \n ^ 0 opotamta to be Ra^es: but that is unlikely i for then what bulincl's had they 
from Aw to go to Echutan} (in the way no doubt or not far deviate to Ra^s) a 
contrary way leading to £Wij!74 which was lcituated’twixtTijp*w and £i«p/»r4ffj ; befides, 
it i> :aidinthc Apocrypha that R^es was in Media, which Edijfa is noti and whereas 
iTo parr of Media is nearer than a thoufand miles from the holy (]iry, Edi fa is not above 
liv e luindrcd. In 011c Author 1 find it called Hifpian meaning Hifpahan , and if lb, he is 
mai h niiftaken, that City being two hundred and feventy miles ivomCashyn, Whence 
t Jic Word CazMyn is fetcht I could not learn : but I fuppolc from Cowz^vm i. c. a Vale of 
liarley \ as Sheir-van is a Vale of Milk, err. or elle from King Caxjvm as they call Acem- 
b(.j the Armenian : or may it not be the relid of Cashira an old City which Strabo placed 
lic’rc.^ for if 1 fiionld deduce it itoxn Chazbi as the fevenry interpreters tranflatc it in 
Cen. 38. 5. 01 from Cajipbia whence fevcral of the Levites and Jw/ tranlplantcd by54/- 
tnanaff^tr and by order o\ An oxer xes were led back to build the Temple at yerufalem, as 
in Ezra 8. i - . or other wife from Cafapa in Hyrcania, as fome have fancied, it would rdifli 
of loo much alKdation. The llgnification of Exile is unknown by interpretation or occafi- 
011 to the Iniiabiiaiits, except the broachcr of that conceit had recourfeto the Idiom of the 
old ParthioKs. Heylin in his Geography makes this City and Spahanpn one, in which con- 
jcChire he is railtakcn. 

The North Pole is here elevated 36 degrees and 15 minutes, longitude 85 degrees 
3 minute By KingT^w^# ( Son of//»»4fO it was made the Metropolis of this Mo- 
narchy the -better to affront the Ottomans. The Kingdom it Hands in is Media, tlic Pro- 
vince Shetrvan, that part which is called Deylan removed from Tabryz. a hundred and 
eighty miles Engliib; fiom Hamadan (the Sepulture of Qiiccn Efitr and Merdccai) a 
luindrcd and ten. Now concerning the dcrivauon of l/amadan, it is oblcurc*, 16 that 
wiiethcT built or named in the memory of Hamdan the fon of bif^tn the fon of 5 «r the 
mentioned Cen. 36. I know notv but famous it is at this day, efpcciaily for be- 
ing the burial-place of Avicenna (born at Samarchand) a man in his time of intompa- 
rahle Leai?:ing and InduHry as to Nature^ as may .appear by near a hundred books he 
wrote concerning Phylick and Philolophy, as alfb a Didionary of Stones and Herbs, 
Poems t oncoming tlic Soul, err. From Sultany (the rclideiu c of fix Sultans) ’tis ninety, 
Ibmc lay fifty v fiomArdavyl ( the Seigniory of the Abafians) eighty, from Cheylan 
feventy from Femdtaut two hundred ; from Samarchand five hundred from Ormus 
eight hundred ', from five hundred ', from 7rrM/^fw a thoufand ', from Spahawn two 

hundi ed and feventy ; I rom Sljyraz four hundred and ninety ; from Kandahar five hun- 
dred and fifty mi Ics tnglifh, or thereupon. 

Caz.byn is at thisdiiy for multitude of buildings and inhabitants, the chief in Media, 
and equal for Grandeur to any other City in the Pirfian Empire, Spahawn excepted. 
Itis featedina very large and fair even plain, no hill of note in thirty miles compafs 
over-looking her: a champaign it is yielding grain and grapes, but little Wood lawl 
gi owi iig there. Here Epkeftion ( Alexanders Favourite j was buried : l)Ut the Monument 
upon which the Macedonian Conqueror expended twelve thoufand Talents is not now 
to be fccn, for Time has devoured it- it has a fmall flream flowing from Abonda 
( Baroma of old^ which givestlie thirfty drinkand mellows the Gardens*, from whence 
Iry its rcfreflimcnt and the Peoples indultry they have abundance of fruits, rice, roots 
and flowers in variety. 1 think the rcafon why we faw no great Rivers in any Place, is 
Irom their forcing it into Sluecs and Channels under the Earth ( as Cyrus did the deep 
KwexCyndes, which a great Scholiaft wrells for inllcad of Cvhon) to bring it 

by fubici rancanpafiages to fuch Towns as have none but by that kina of Ocrivativc : 
inlbmuth that il Jndsu, Enphrates and Canj^es w*crc amongft them (1 mean where the 
Couiitrey is ir.oft peopled; doubtlefs they would make them kifsthcSca in five hundred 
oftinms or branches. Such fruits as 1 remember we fiuv here were Grapes, Orenges, 
Lymes, Lemons, Pomcitrons, Musk and water Melons, Plums, Cherries, Peaches, 
Apricocks, Figs, Goofc-bcrrics, Pcars^ Apples, Pillachoes, Filberds, Hafelnuts, 
Wainuts, Almonds and excellent Pomgranads *, Dates there were alfo, but fuch as 
came from Larijlan. And fcveral Gardens wc law here very pleafant ', for being furnilhed 
with Trees of feveral forts and watered with frcfli fprings, they become replenilhcd with 
fruits and flowers of fcveral kinds bcfidcs thofe lately mentioned *, which together with 
. the warbling birds that are numerous there, render the place cxtraoidinary delightful. 
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Cttsbyrt is circled with a wall, but of little force againft anadverlary ^ the compafs is 
about icveii miles -, faniilicsarc towards twenty thouliind, and the people not fewer than 
two hundred thouiand that live there. The Bu'zzars are large and pleafant, but infe- 
riourto Ibme about her. The Mydan is uniform and beautiful, the Kings Palace and 
Haram are nigh the great Market low it is, built of raw bricks, varnilhed after the 
mode of Payiiim painting, in blew, red and yellow tindtui cs, mixed with Arabick knots 
and letters of azure and gold. The Windows arc large, trellized and neatly carved. 
Within itis of ufual fplendor moll of the rooms be arched, the roofs and liaes neatly 
painted in grotefque : the ground was alfo richly fpread with Carpets of Silk and Gold, 
than which no Potentate in the world has more or better. And here ’tis worth the re- 
membring what MmU^AUy (Omers General) took from the Pfr/nw King when 

he wasvanquilhed-, a Carpet that was fixty cubits fquare, very ciirioully wrought with 
figures and precious ftoncs of fcveral colours refcmbling flowers: whofc border had the 
reprefentation of the Earth, beautified with herbs and flowers as in the fpring and the 
materials with which it was woven were Silk, Silver, Gold and Stones of ineftimable 
value ; By which it appears, that this excellent Art of Carpet-making was anciently pra- 
aifed in Perfia. 

Near the Palace Gate is a great Tank or Magazin of water made at the common 
charge, and almofl: finifhed at our being here. The Hummums (or fwcating-places) 
are many, and refplendent in the azure pargetting and tiling wherewith they are cerulea- 
ted : the vulgar buildings alfo content the Inhabitants, but to a difeerning eye yield lit- 
tle admiration. The Gardens are many and large i but with thole in Spahawn and Shyraz. 
not to be compared. The Mefehits are not two thirds fo many as John of Perfia comput- 
ed long ago to be above 600 i nor thofe fo fallidious in pyramidical afpirings,not curious 
in architecture, nor in-lide glory, as in many lefler Towns* So as I cannot enlarge 
herpraife, fave that in Spring and Autumn 1 believe it may be a temperate andinticing 
climate: but in Summer and VVinter extreme in contraries', tlic Sun frying them with 
his oblique flaming glances, and Hyems nolefs benununingthem with his icicles. 

Here we met the Pot-lhaw again who got into Cashyn two dayes before us : And at 
his entrance into the Seat-royal inftead of diltributing theaccuftomed Royal Benevo- 
lence of giving a ci own piece to all the woipen at his return after a long progrefs, (which 
the Ancient Kings of Perfia ever ufed mi Alexander doubled to thofe that were with 
Child, and for omitting which OcAm is taxed,) Abbas exercifed his levcrity. For it 
feems that forty Camels entring loaden with Tobacco out of India^ (the drivers being ig- 
norant of a late prohibition, the King fometimes commanding and reftraining as rcafon 
of State ,inv ited, ) Mamet Ally-beg the Favourite (wanting h* s pifcalh ) commanded the pe- 
nalty be executed, which was to crop their cars and fnip their nofes -, offering withal to 
his angry julticc a difmal ftcrifice of forty load of Tobacco which was put into a deep 
hole that fervedasa pipe, and being inflamed, in a black vapour gave the Citizens gratis 
for two whole days and nights an unplealing incenle. 

After fome ftay. Sir Dodmore Cotton to quicken his difpatch vifited Mahomet APy- 
heg \ who according to his education entertained the Emballador with a fupercilious 
look, advifing him to trull his fecrcts to his Cabinet, wherein as he would have him to 
underlland the Myllericsof the whole State were locked s the King by reafonof other 
great affairs expreflinga willingnefs that it Ihould be fo. The Ambailador in any otiier 
place than Pfryirf might have fleighted his propofition: but perceiving no other remed}'^, 
and defiring to halle home, imparted fo much as he faw necellary. In anlwcr to which, 
he loon perceived that touching Sir he was to e-xpedt no further fttisfafti- 

on, his adver fary being dead and at the Ca\}ian Sea the King having fufficicntly honoured 
him.- but to fpcak truly, thePot-lhaugh had then no affeftion for him, when probably 
by realbn of his old-age he was difabled to do him further fervice ; adding (but out of an 
enemies mouth) that his Ambaflies to the Princes of Chriftendom were but complemcnrs 
of ordinary moment. But when our Ambailador objedted, he was in perfon there 
to juftifie his Commilfion *, that he had the Kings Letter of credence, fign’d and llamp'd 
by the Shaugh hirafclf; and that it had been a dangerous prefumption for Sir Robert 
Sherley to look Shaw- Abbas in the face had he been an Impoftor i the Favourite was convin- 
ced we thought, for he had no further objedlion, fave That fo our Ambafladoiir pleafedto 
lend him that Phirman Sir brought for his jullification, he would return it 

him ne-xtday, with his Mailers fence concerning it. 

It was no fmall vexation to our Amballadour to treat in this fort by proxy : but iS 7 >- 
eefttas cogit ad torpid is an old laying : and three dayes palled e’re Maljomet Al^dfeg would 
either vouchlafe to return the Letter or give that fatisladlioii he promifed. Howbeit, 
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at lcni;th he came in perfon and told the Aml^aflador, Tliat the King lind look’d upon if, 
denied it to be his, and iu])allionbumta', and that Sir Robert ShcrUy had liberty to de- 
part. Now albeit oiir Amba^]adou^^^e^y well knew this undue prallicc, yet it v^ns in 
vaintoclialIen!;e ilie Pragmatick Pagan; nor knew he any iccourlc by Jnllice to eafe 
hiinfcll', J’m 1> uasLlicconllitution of that time and plate : aial by the enquiry then made, 
it was^ery nell imdcrllood, how that he never jhewedit the Kijjg, nor had made 
fijiilicr Ici uLiny concerning it. The truth is, he was brib’d, but by whom is nornctef- 
I'ni \ to ])C nicntioncd ; for Abbas by this gotthe worfl', feeing in this tranl’adioii he ivas 
d fli oi.oiired otherwile his juflicc and prudence would have ajipcai ed more to Sir Robert's 
V DiJication: Iklidcs, the difiontcnt he exprellcd againll Noadiho (as noted; and 
li r^nm-chnn hisSon, who durll: not appearat Court wliiJes Sir Robert Sherley was there, 
j;oi many months after till SynaUhnn had mediated his peace (albeit not he but his Fa- 
ther had oHeiidcd) made it as a])])arcnt as the Sun, that there wasjugling. The truth 
1^, the wiikcd practice’ ol thefe parts i** fuch, that when any arc ilipcr-anmiated, ac- 
iojdingto the Proverb, feeing they can do no more Work they aretoexpeCtnomore 
Wages; and aciordinglv Sir Skrlry through old-age being tlifabJed rofervethe 
Vcr'jians, that m.idc tliem botli Height his perfon, and veil cue li his penlion ; even then 
when he molt c'-peded llibliftcncc and merited their belt acknowledgments. But this 
badreqiiiial ol good lerviecis no new thing in Perfia -. winiels that which Plntarchin 
1-ita ^mxerx. relates (.oncer mag Ant alcidas a noble Spurt.m-, who wiiiles that State 
wa-, paramount, no man in the Court was more regarded ; but fLiireriii;?, anecliple 
.11 liic battel of LcKt'fra I attributed to the good eonduCt of Bfamhmid,u • the Spartans di- 
fpatLhed^«/4ic//!/.wto the PerjianKmg for fupplics, whofe rc’Cepiion was theiias Height 
as formerly it was honourable. And hence came thole dileonienrs, nay that Arrow of 
Death that arrefted him : for upon the thirteenth of July tin lei's than a Ibvinight 
after our entring He gave this tranlitorv woi Id nwultivntmvalc in his great Vli- 

maderick. A Family of fo good antiquity, that the naming ferves to illiiR rate it with- 
out smy Hyperbole. This Gentleman made good the old Proverb, That 'ris better to 
die honourably than to live with obloqnv. Aad ( wanting a fitter place for burial ' uc 
laid him under the thrcfliold of iiis door without much noilbor otliei ceiemonj. He 
was Brother 10 two gallant Gentlemen Sir nntlSn' Thomas Sherley clcfervcdJy 

ranked amongft the greateft Travellers of their times, and (by their great c-\pcricnce; 
qiialilied for moil eminent ferviecs both Civil and Martial. So as in the due Encomium of 
liicli, give me leave to apply what learned has obferved upon Straboy Btemm

In fomc mcalure verified in thefe Brethren i who in jiafltng through 
ft range Couirtreys cfcapcd many dangers, wherein nevcrthelcfs they rcajicxl miu h ho- 
nour, and in which variety this Gentleman had his fliarci and no lei's tailed oFfinidry 
Princes favours ; For, by Rodolph the fecondiic was created a Palatine of the Emjiire •, 
by Pope Paul, ^.an Earl of the Sacred Palace of Later an from whence he was impowred 
to legitimate the Indian Baltards i and from the Perfian Monarch he received j'evc- 
ral honourable Commands , and for whom he performed fomc memorable iervi- 
ccs : but when he moll expeded thanks , found Icalt , in his old-age , even when 
he befl; deferved. Yet in that not unlike Bellifarm. Which 1 fpeak not liy report. 
And therefore feeing he wants gilded Trophies to adorn his Sepulchre (albeit his Ver- 
tucian out brave thofe bubbles of vanity) till fomc will do it better, accept tliis Vltima 
amorts exprejjio from him whofo long travelled in his company, audio much honour- 
ed him.

Let it not feem impertinent if I add fomewhat to the deferving memory of his Wife, 
tharthrice worthy and heroick Lady, Terefia. The C.ounucji Ihe frit drew breath in 
wusCyrcafhia, that whic h Pomponius Mela caiU Sargacta, near Pains Maov^, adjoynill,^, 
Geor/ia and ’twixt the Northerly parts of the Biack and Cajpian Seas. She was of Chri- 

Parentage, and honourable deilent. Her firlt relation to tlie Court was by being 
lent up to attend the Sultana, and by that means became fequcllred to the Hotram ; where 
arc many hundred Virgins admitted whom the King feldom or never fees-, and lor ought 
I could hear, to the King Ihc was no otherwife related : He ncvcrthelefs has power to 
difpofe of fuch of them as he pleafes to his Officers, who efteem it no fmall honour to 
receive a Wife from his Royal Hands. According to which cuftom ihc Emperour of 
perfia prcfented her to Sir Robert SherleyfiLs a tdlimony of his rclped : which Lady v as 
a conlfant Companion to him in all his fortunes until death. 

Such time as her beloved Lord lay dead, and flic half dead through a Jong dyfeiitcry, 
to add to her affliAion one John a Dutchman ( rather a Jew) a Paintei , regarding neither 
her Sex, Profeffion nor difconfolate condition, complots with MametmAUy heg her Huf- 
bands enemy to ruinc hey pretending an engagement her Husband was in to one Crole 
a Flemmint and knowing he was dead, referred himfclf to the teftimony of the dcfuri(5t 
to Witnels it, having no other evidence it feems to prove the debt. She might liavc 
paid them by like Sophiftry, That if the dead Man would affirm it flic would liitisfic it. 
But the pretended Creditors haftc to the Cawfee for a Warrant to attach her goods. 
Howbeit, a faithful honeft Gentleman of ourCampany Mr. Robert Hedges by name, hap- 
pily having notice, haftens to her Houfe and adviles her to make quick conveyance of 
her goods, which the poor Lady readily hearkens to, and forthwith tears the Sattcii- 
qiiilt flic lay upon, Ihewing that vertue a ftronger could not have bettered •, and taking 
thence a Cabinet which contained fomc Jewels of value, being indeed the all was left her, 
intreatsthat worthy Gentleman to fafeguard them till the danger was over. He readily 
obeys : and was no Iboncr departed, when the Boor enters with his Catchpolcs^ 
w ho ( without any Apology for their rudenefs, or pity to her diftrefs ) brokc-ope her 
Chefts, and plundered her -of what was valuabk : libr fomc rick V^fts, colHy Turbants 
and a Dagger of great price they took away, but fmdingno Jewels (fuch they had fccii 
him wcar,*^ and the rich Oftrich-fcatlicr nlfo, which tlicy had vvooried in their Ollrich- 
appetitc) they were madded at that difappointment, and made her Horfes, Camels and 
Anes, ( being jfll the perfonal Eft ate they could then come by ) bear them company, not 
cariug if the Lady ftarved. The Gentleman fo fooii as the ftorm was pall returned, and 
bcfidcs words of comfoit gladded her heart in delivering her her Jewels again; of 
double value by that cfcape: without which I am perfwaded her other fortune reached 
not to fifty pounds. A fmall provilio.i for lb noble a Lady •, dpecially feeing Money 
is fo iiicful in thole uncharitable Regions. But God provided better for her and beyond 
expedation; having as I hear fincc placed her in Rome, where of late Years flic lived 
w ith more fi eedom and outward happinels. 

And in Ol- 
d^r thereto, like difeontents, long contlicl with adverfc diJpolitions, and. foil i teen days 
confuimiig ol a 'iwx, ( occalioiied as I thought by eating too much fruit or lucking in too 
much chill air upon Tturns ) brought that Religious Gentleman Sir Dodmorc Cotton our 
Ambafladour to an immortal home; the 2 ; of J«/)' (eleven days after Sir Robert Sherlfy\ 
death) he bade this \^■orUl Ailier, ( )iir duty commanding us to fee him buried in the bell

fort we could> wc obtained a Dormitory for him amongft tlie Armenian Graves , who 
alfo with their Prieiis and People very civilly alTifted the Ceremony. His Horfe (which 
was led before) had a Velvet Saddle and Cloth upon his back: his Coffin was co- 
vered wit h a crimfon Satten-quilt (black they account not of ) lined with purple TalFata •, 
upon 1) i s Coffin were laid his Bible, Sword^d Hat : Mr Hedges, Mr. Stodart, Mr. Emmery ^ 
Mr. Molam, Dici^the Interpreter and fuch others of his followers as were healthy, attend- 
ed tlie Corps-, and Doctor Goch his Lordffiip’s Chaplain buried him : where his Body 
rcfl s in hope till the Refurredion. ' 

Now, although his fingular Vertue and Memory will not perilh, feeing ’tis acknow- 
ledged that Evehit ad eAEthera Firtus *, 1 wilh neverthelefs with all my heart that he had 
a Monument more befitting him, as Ibme more eminent Memorial. For 1 may truly fay 
he was Fivim omnia Virtmis exemplar ; and therefore wilh I could better exprefs that 
premam offeiam Amorii lowc than by decking his Herfe with thefe impoliffied Episadia.

The Burial of our three AmbalTadours ( you cannot otherwife inwgine ) was no fmall 
diTcourageraent to the progrefs of our Travel being as a Body without a head. For 
though the Pot-jbaugh feera’dto commiferate os as Perfons left defolate in a ftrangc Coun- 
trey (as an affurance of his refpedt having fent each of us two Vefts of cloth of Gold) yet 
were we convinced, That he may well call himfclf a mifcrable Man, whofe welfare de- 
pends upon the fmiles of Perfia. Wc prepared therefore to be gone ; but could not till 
Mahomet Ally beg gave his confent. Long attendance we danced e’rc wc could procure 
a Phirman for our fafe Travel, and that Letter we defired from Show-Abbas to our moll 
gracious Sovereign : but at length importunity prevailed fo as wc got it wrapp’d up in 
a piece of cloth of Gold, faftnedwith a filkcn-ftring, with a ftampof Arabick^ Letters 
curioufly gilded upon paper very fleek and chamietted with red and blew, agreeable to 
the mode of Perfia. 

The King's Phirman was thus interpreted. 

T he High and Mighty Sm, vhefe Head is covered with the Sua ^ whofe 
Mononiscomparabietothe¥mramcnt^ whofe Imperial Majefly is come 
from Afharaff, and hath difpatched the Lard Amhajfadonr of the Englilh King, &C.

After thirty days ftay in Cazhyn, about the nrtdft of Jidy we willingly bad fare-well 
to the Perjian (’ourt. But e’re we go far let me give Mahomet j4Uy-beg our fmall friend 
his reward, that others may know him. His Birth-place was Parthia (from Parah whicii 
fignifics to frudific •, ) his Almuten calculated, the alped was found happy : and in iiim 
the Machiavellian Motto verified, That a drachm of good Fortune is better than a pound 
of Vertue. in a happy minute Ahhas by accident calling liis eye upon him, Mag.-ck in- 
fufion it had it feems i for from a very mean condition he was called to Conn, lobcd 
in gold, aild quickly made the Magnet of Perjia. So that we fee there is no Soul fg 
bale, but is capable in fome degree of exalted Vertue*, as appears in this example ; For by 
being a Favourite he quickly became Pegis aures & ocuh : and of fuch reputation tliat he was 
ackowledged the Idol of the time, intrulledbythcKi.ig, and in a fliort ij^acc a.-cjnaint- 
ed not onely with the Intrigues of State, but quickly learned to fleer the Helm of Per- 
pa. His yearly in-come at our being there by many was eftimated viis & modis upwards 
of looooo pounds S/fr/iw ; which may well be, feeing fcarcc any Mirza,Cavcny Sid, an 
or Beglerbeff tnat depended on the fmiles, but in an awf ill complement liad no 

other way to make him their Friend but by fome annual pifcalh or other. His Wealth and 
Favour with the King made him vain-glorious, and with delight beheld himfelf in a faife 
glafs,\vhich reprefented him much greater than he was : An humour (as one well obferves) 
lb poyfonous, that it ufually fwclls the bladder of Vanity with fo much wind of Ambi- 
tiori as makes Men conceive they fhall evermore be Fortune’s darling ; But Fortune not 
feldom in fport, like the Eagle with the Tortoife, raifes them aloft, on purpofc to make 
their defeent the greater. A Favourite therefore in the height of his proipcrity, ought 
in prudence to contemplate his flippery ftanding*, and how that Fortune is in nothing 
fo conftant as Inconltancy. His prefence was comely his countenance pleafani, made 
the more amiable by many complemental fmiles : He was of a big full Body •, iar gc eyes 
and nofc he had, and muftachoes in excefs : at this time aged about forty, a third of 
which he had been Fortune’s Minion. But no fooncr was old Abbas by impartial Death 
ftruck from the Helm of Perpa, and young Soffee made the Royal Steer-man, when Maho- 
mePs fupercilious looks were humbled *, yea, his Iplcndor ( in the letting of his Mailer) 
quickly darkned; fo as we fee that true which lliycs, That ordinarily Advancement and 
Honour change Mens minds from better to worle:^ SolttsPe/papanM^fnycsthcHillorinn) 
mutatus in meliui. Vov Mahomet Ally^eg his imperious difjX)lition and avarice heaped 
moft Mens contempt upon him, infomuch as any now dares brand him with becoming 
Epithetes ; and his Eflatc being fo vail, the very weight threatned to profs him to ruin. 

In this wc allb fee, That Vertue is the bell balis for Nobility : An ornament that 
gives Princes Courts the befl lullrc *, albeit F«ivountcs and gieat Officers feldom trace 
her Heps, as if inglorious *, but fuch rather as fuit with their ambition, and have a 
tendency to delight and advantage. This makes the People figh, beholding the wricked in 
authority. Proverbs 29. 2. Of all others the ShyrazSan Dynaji moft affrighted him when 
he darted him frowns of death : But (non femper feriet qnodcimqite minahityr ) a black mift 
of unexpefted deftrudtion fuming from young Soffees brows (of the right flock) fent 
Emangoly firft to an untimely gravc,and Ibon alter the Bcglerbeg his Son to bear him coni- 
j)any : neither to be defeended of loyal and Princely Sires, to have Abbas his Oath of 
lafety, to be Protedlor of Perpa during the nonage of the Infant-King, tohavcfamoii- 
fed the Crown by many heroickferyices, nor to be could repel the deadly 

fhaft of jcaloufie*, but in the meridian of his courfc and glory, in the cx'tremc of his 
hopes, and when fo long a fare-well was leaft thought on, he and his arc hewn dow n, 
making good that of the Satyric Poet^Ad generumCereris pne cade (fr vnlnere pauci Dtjcen- 
dm Tyranni ; His pride amongftthe Natives, perfidy to the EngHpi, his cruelty ar Ormm 
in Arabia, crying for revenge. In which examples we fee fulfilled, That as nothing 
is more proud, fo nothing is more miferable than Man. Whiles Mahomet^Ally-be^ (hakes 
off his rags of difcontent, and afrefh ingratiates himfelf \ at this day moving iififi fphcrc 
of greatneft. 

^bas the Perpan Emperoiir was of ftaturc low, of a quick afped, his eyes fmall 
and flaming, without any p4/^f^r4c or hair over them*, he had a low forehead, bur .1 
high and hawked nofe, (harp chin, and after the mode of Perpa was upon the chin 
bcardlcfs', his muftachoes were exceeding long and thick, and turned downwards. He 
was born in the Year of Mahomet 9 j8. King of Hery fifty Years, Emperour of Perpa, &c. 
forty three, died aged feventy in the Year of our account 162S. of their 1008. 
in Cadnen. His Heart, Bowels and Carcals were parted and buried in Ally-Mofched, in 
Caxhya, in Ardaveil, or at Coom fome fay ; fo as few it feems know the certainty of tliis 
diftribution.

The Eaftern Monarchs at this day continue the cuftom of their Prcdcccflbrs *, who 
delight more in Epithetes of Vertue than in Titles of Kingdoms. They accounted it 
an cSeminate vain-glory to ItufF their Letters or when they fent their Ambauadors abroad 
to forreign States to guild tlieir greatnefs by accumulation of Names of Provinces : In 
whivJiicrpceUhc German Emperour got little in the late Letter he thebe- 

yiiiiiiiig of which was fo filled with Titles of his Empire, that after he had heard half a 
(io/vn he had no patience toftaythc reading of the rclL Which alfo is the rcafon 
that the MiUiovite uinicfs necclTity enforce) feldomc or never fends thither his Am- 
bailadors. Ncvcrthclcfs, the prolixity of Titles and Epithetes is no Icfs redundant in 
another kind, adorning his Letters and Diipatchcs with. Hyperboles of liis rcfcin- 
blante to the Sun i iiisaliinity to the Stars ; and agreement with the fwceteftand rareft 
Ibrts of fruits, liowers, gems, &c. As alio with the Epithetes of wife, famous, fweet, 
victorious, merciful, jull, beautiful, couragious, &c. Howbeit, the Titles of thePerfian 
Mouarcli may be thefe.

Now if he could have lari , 
fied his Atheifm with the title of an earthly God or of Jove, Menander and Tz.ciz.a had 
defended him, faying from Homer, Rex eft viva Dei imago in terris, & Rtges omnes ohm vo 
eaverunt Joves, & Rtges pro Diis habebant, &c. Sapores Son to Mtfdates the Perfian, Anno 
Dorn. 315- alfo began his Letter to Conftamius the Emperour in this fort (as lib. 17. Mar- 
cellitti) I Sapores King ofKings, equal to the Stars, and Brother to the Sun and' Moon. 
Which kindred to thc^ Sun was alfo claimed by Mark^ Anthony that noble Roman, who 
called the two Children he had by C/M/><wr4 So/ & Luna : both which ncvcrtliclcfs were 
led captive by Auguftus, and to the end it might thereby be inferred, that both Sun and 
Moon were his iuferiours. Cozrhoesziib (Ormifdd's Son) in the year of Grace 020. 
(thcfirft of the Mahometan Accompt) fcorning thole of Deus Terrenus or of Homod 
Deo feettndus, blows himfelfup in this blafjihcming proeinc to Mauritius the Eniperour: 
Cozrhoe great King of ATings, Lord pf ]^rds, Ruler of Nations, Prince of peace, Sal- 
vation oVmcn *, among Gods, a maii good and ever, among men, a God molt glori- 
ous : the great Conquer er, ariilng with the Sun. giving ey cs or lultre to the nighr, a Hcroc 
i n defeent.

For Solyman Tfaccus (.that wrathful Turk) proclaim'd liimfeli' King of 
Kings, Lord of Lords, Emperour of Conjlaminoplc and Trepiz,ond •, Ruler of Europe, 
Africa, Afta-, Commander of the Ocean, and Conquerour of Arabia, &c. 

Alfo Amur at his Grand-fon ftilcd himlelf God of tlie Earth, Captain of the Llnivcrlc, 
lacrcd Angel, Mahomets beloved, err. At length the home-bred Chynois but th other 
day fending his AmbalTador to with an Ejpiltle direded, To his Have the Sophy ot' 

Pcrfia, the undaunted Emperour of thcWorlcf (a well read man) fends greeting : Nei- 
ther the Ambaifadours brags that his Mailer had fix hundred great Cities, two thouland 
walled Towns, a thouland Ciifllcs, fixty millions of Slaves, and a hundred and twenty 
thouliind millions of Crowns yearly revenue could make his King there to be admired, 
or priviledge his Ambafliidour from dirty welcome: the haughty fpurning him 

back again, to alfurc his Mailer they neither believed him to be the Beauty of the Earth , 
nor (as he writes himlelf) Heir apparantto the Sun. His next neighbour and Ik 
being at odds for Title, the Tartar 1 Acan (vulgarly the great Cham) A Cham indeed in 
his millakcn genealogy ; For as fom^avc writ, forgetting that his great Giaiidiirc 
Ciw^«-d;4w was a Black-fmith, he blafphcmouHy procljiims himfelf Sou lo the highefl;

What may we then think of the Peguari 
Monarch, oi MoitacaUm&MMiioongej whonouriih ib high a conceit of their ra- 
diancy that Heathen Arabafladours and others are required to creep like Worms and 
hide their Faces, JeJt their eyes fhould be blear’d in gazing onfuch alultrc/’ Or of that 
'fallidioiis Afonomotaphofi, who feldom goes abroad or Ihcws himfclf, in companion to 
his people, left they Ihould be ftrutk blind in eying him, anirtain weakening the beams 
that other wife would ilfiic from his face; but are permitted to ufc their Ears to admire 
his champs when he eats and the gulps when he drinks: but pay foundly for it, at every 
gulj) and cough (he coughs fometimesyoumay fuppofe of purpofc) they ihdut for joy, 
and 5 rf»f<ir-Iike make the place to ring again. And feeing like pride appears in the Pa- 
jmI Prince Bemface%^ we find in Fafe, Temp, that not content wirli the Title of lluivei- 
lal Bilhop, he intitlcd himfclf Lord of the whole World ; but Sextm 4. his SuccclTor 
foar’d a ftrain above him in that Panegyrick upon the triumphal Arch as hefirft entred 
Rome being writ, /« T irnsy crederis efe Dem.

That 
he is head of the Church, the Favourite of God, the Pillar of Faith i illued from Solo- 
tnoHy David, Judah, andjihrahami 5 M«rprop, extract from the Virgins hand, Son of 
Saint Peter and Sai nt Paul by the Spirit, and of Nahu by the flefli •, In thefe, more vagrant 
than his other rcftlefs motions i in vain feclnding him/clf from the view of man by a 
thin lawn, fince in his fweUing impofthumes hisPourtraift isdilcovcred : A Canker allb 
Iprcading North as far the other way, to that other kind of Heathen Chriftian by name 
^vati F'^ilovpich r Rumck Mufeovire, whofe Coronation jinno Domini 15S4. was cele- 
brated wit*' wonderful magnificence, belides his Furrs loading himfeir with two and thirty 
bubbles of ciuentation. All which confidcred, we may fay, VVcllfare jAurclim, Saladint and 
Tamberlane, Heroes as great, as vidorious, and as terrible to the world as any of thclc we 
have lately named ; who fo detefted flattery that they bluflicd at their dcibrved praifes *, 
and ibme at their burials caufing their winding fhcct to be dilplayed as an epitome of all 
they merited ^ proclaimed ^loud, Pulvto & VmhrafumM, c^c. But to return ', let us now 
proceed on in our journey.

Yet Anthony attempts revenge, but adverfe Fortune fullered him not to thrive fur h was 
thcrefiftance he found the Satrapeni (inhabiting Media) and the Armenian forces 
led by Ttpranes a Captain that formerly worfted Lucidlus. Howbeit, Aa^Hpts ( in whole 
Reign our blelfed Savioift: became flefh, midjanus Temple was opened) by fi\aty eaiily 
effeded what his predcccflbrs could not do by force prevailing w ith Phru.rtes to vail 
bonnet to the Roman Diadem. But two hundred and thirty years after, one Anaxerxes 
a native Perpan and royally delccndcd, fhakes off that lervitude ^ not oncly out- 
braving the Roman, but by a three dayes fight and vidory over Artabanm revived the 
Perpan name, which for full five hundred years had been lubjed to Parthia. 

Ale.xander Severm (from Jalins Cafar the four and twentieth Emperour) fucceeding 
the luftful receives a pragmatic k Letter from the new King to rellore what 
anciently adorned the Grown of Perpa. This repugn’d the Roman Majefty , and there- 
upon marches to give him an account: but in carelefs palling oxer Euphrates, the Army 
was fo fuddenly charged by Anaxerxes that the Roman Emperour was routed totally : 
his bad luck not ending there ; ^Ojt Maximimu the Thracian foon after bcreavcxl him 
of his Empire and die German aflaffinates of his life j his vertuons Mother Mammaa 
(Ori^ens Profelyte) alfociatingthc Emperour in his death as Ihe had formerly in liis glory. 
Licinius V'dcria .Hs firnaiTied undertook then to rule the Empire, and took upon 
him to over-rule the rifing Perpan : but neither his eloquence which was notable, nor 
Army which was great, could do what a Supreme Judge had decreed otherwife •, f'oi 
with an undaunted party denied him entrance, and in the trial the Romans wxte 
defeated *, but which was worfe, himfelf being taken prilbncr was to his dying-day 

(and tothealtonilhmentof alllyrants}madca foot-Aool for Sapores to tread upon when- 
foever he mounted: the Jufliccof God herein being fingiilarly manifelted, by com- 
peafating the Emperour in this lingular abafement and odious fervitiidc for his cruelty and 
extreme rigour extended to the Orthodox Chrillians, manythoulaiids of wdiichhe had 
martyr’d, and amongfl: the reft Saint that noble witnefs, who upon a grid-iron 

was in a nioft horrid and inhumane manner broiled to Death. But have 1 not wandred too 
far in reviving the memory of Panhia} For by this we are entred Co®w : where having 
refreilicd our fcorched and wearied bodies three dayes, offo noble a place I could 
not chufe but make this following obfervation.

and by Ptohmy placed iji Mergiana : Or inthe name Arba^U, lb called from Ari;accsthc 
Aledc who in'ihc year from the Creation .} i46- laid the toundation or rather nevv-im- 
pofed tlie name loon after the deftrudion of Ninewhito whofc overthrow he molt t ontri- 
biitcd : Oi in Coama, which is a name I find recorded in Ptolomy and Diodore •, and being 
then of tiiai emincncy as gave the adjacent part of that province the name Coamay 
RcyioCominfMOy as I find in Strabo Ub^ ii. andalfo in Notwithltanding, ibmc 
T li v i e l)c and that of approved authority, who take this City rather than Spai^vm to be 
ilrai vvliiehby reafon of its hundred gates the Grecians termed fJccaiowpulosy and may be 
gi anted feeing tlie latitude is the fame which Ptolomy gives it. 

Nor was this place Icfs confidcrablc for magnitude tlian antiquity : for «b<T by 
Arabian Geographers it is one of the four bell Cities that Empire liad ^ and the Inha- 
hiiants have a tradition, That for bulk it was once comparable unto Babylon. Friar 
OdoricM de Friuli allb reports it to have been full fifty miles in cirtumferente, and that 
for greatnefs it gave not place to any other City in AJia. Howbeit, the circuit it then 
had cannot by any marks now extant be difeovered : but that it was a large Town is di- 
leernablc both by the rubbilh appearing in fcvcral places, the Ibundation of Temples, 
and otlicr publick Sfruaures* Now feeing fomc Travellers have vouchfafed this City 
fo inimenfc a body, it gives me the invitation to take a retrolped ol otiier great and 
famous (.liriesi which if it be a vanity, 1 have no better cxculc than by lemcinbring 
tliat S. Augujlin made it one of his three wilhes. To have feerv Rome in its glory. • 

The greatefl: Cities that ever were, without all peradventure were B.ibylon and Rome, 
( with which 1 might rank Nineveh: ) Enipcriai during fuch times as tliofe Monarchs 
fwayed their Scepters over the Univerfe. That hyperbole incnrioncd at Shyra:., wdiich 
deiifively term Cairo and Damafeus Vilhgcs, 1 willingly pretermit*, for lince their fall, 
new Babylon and new Romcy that is to fay El-Cairo and Conjiantinoplc, arc by moft ranked 
ainongll the greatcll Cities of the World. Concerning Babylon, being now fo near the 
place, I lhall here oncly note her circuit: So/wiw (who gives the largclt mealurc) re- 
ports it to I'c four lumdred and eighty furlongs, which according to our admeafurement 
is about thrcefcorc Englifh miles. And Rome ( in Nero\ time ht full grovfth; had fifty : 
of whieli j'afi, the e.vieiii may bell be imagined by the number of thofc free Denizous 
enrolled into Cenfo that were able to bear Arms, which as Lipfius and others relate 
were 46500:. and could not exceed one third of the whole, Women, Children and 
Servants compi elicndcd . And if we Ihould allow old Rome in its tlourilhing ftate to have 
been fifty It dim or miles about, which is a valt circuit ; yet cannot wc grant that 
n was fo thick built, nor with Houfes fo large for habiution or fo high as arc now in 
Pma and London', theirs fcldom exceeding 2 Itories, I mean the common Ibrt of Build- 
ings i but granting that the Houfes in old Rome might exceed for nurn’oer, yet were they 
not fo fill’cl with Inhabitants. Rofinns in liis Antiquir. Roma divides old Rome into 1 5 
Province.s, each Province contained a hundred Houles, called Regions by Romulus at the 
foundation ; But the greatnefs of Rome was principally increall: by the many publick Stru- 
< 5 turcs and Temples it had. Xd^od magnitudinem Roma adaitxit faerant Tcmpla & mttltifaria 
[acrorum locorim,Mbi figna c?“ flatua dcorum,hominum & ammalitm, ponuntur. Thus enumera- 
ted : li/ppodromoj, Equiria^'trcos,Theatra, Amphitheaira ludorum ct* Nanmachiortim fora,CoB- 
naculay Curia, Baftlicas, RegUs, Obelifcos, Comitia, Septa, Cafira, & alia publica ry£difu 
da, Nymphaa, Thcrma, Lavacra, Maufolea, Sipulchra, Locus, Jeptem Campos,

ciebantur: which put together, muft needs take up a great part of the City. But that 
it was fifty miles about is to be quclUoned : XiuamvU ex F'opifci verbis depravat putant 
ardii urn Roma fuijfe quinquagintamilliaria, tamen ex Rufo & Ktdore qui poll Confiantinum 
Jmpirat. vixcrunt, circuitum Roma nonfuiffe ampliorem quam nunc antiqua mtetiia compldtarh 
tur : BoduA de JUtu Italia fol. 284. Now wnercas 1 named Cairo and Confiatttimple as 
the greatell Cities of recent times, it was partly for their being adopted into the names 
of thole two former *, and fomc Travellers as yet continue tlint repute concerning them, 
although 1 am of another opinion ; For, Cairo is well known to be a long and narrow 
fcattering piece, or rather pieces of Towns patclit togetliei , and falls much fliort of that 
grandeur fome report it : AjfeStus fum admirationc ( fiiith Lndoutcus Rom. Patriem, being 
;it Cairo) reperta e(i ifta Civitas fama longe inferior. Tama enim non eft inventa, quanta erat 
j umor. Neque Vrbe Roma ambitu major eft, lica mult./ fre jiumior ; hnge plures habens indL 
acnas, vicii cnam quamplurimts di/pergitur : albeit report it other will'-, and AL 

bicisss Stemmate Chriftimorum Principum, who have it by report onely, the other being an 
Eye-witnefii. And concerning Conftantimple, it is a great and populous City *, yet has 
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not above twelve En?lifi miles compafs, the Houles very mean and low built, and within 
the Walls arc many Gardens and wall places : but were their circumvaliations treble to 
what they arc, they would fall Ihort ot what old Rome and Babylon are reported. Tiiofe 
alfo, when I conlidcr the many and great Gardens and Orchards they then probably 
had, ( for without doubt that high raifed Garden which Ncbuchadne^mjar credted upon ar- 
ched pillars was for admii ation and profped over the City which was founded upon a le- 
vel grouncC rather than that there vvanted Garden-room in Babylon i ) as at this day Cotu 
fiantwoplemd Cairo have, and according to the recent mode ot Spahawnj and other 

the greateft and noblclt Cities of the Orient, (for as to the greatnefsof thofc oi China I 
give little credit •, ) 1 am perfwaded that thofc vacant and pkafurable places took up well- 
nigh half the ground within thofe Cities. So as by what 1 have coniidcrcd and obfer- 
ved, 1 am not afraid to fay, That it is probable fomc of our European Cities are not lefs 
numerous in Houles and fixed Inhabitants, than thofc I named. For albeit in Spam, Italy, 
Germany, and the Netherlands there are very many Large and beautiful Cities y a tnti c 
find 1 none that for greatnefs and populoulhefs are comparable to Paarts and London'^ 
which two, like the reflex of the two great Luminaries, appear the grcatcft: and of 
thof'i, to which the precedency fliould be given, is work for a more accurate obiei vtr. 
Never thclefs, though by the vogue of moll Travellers I well know that Pan< na:. tnc 
firfl. place attributed •, 1 grant it is fo increafed fince I was there, being upwards ol' 20 
’ft.-ars, that I am not qualified to give a judgenmt: But on the otiicr fide, London is 
alfo increafed fince then, even to admiration: lb that were the length of London diawn 
into a circle (the lhapethat Paris bears; taking in all that Building which is contiguous, 
it is believed the diameter would equal if not exceed Parts. And as to number of In- 
habitants, the addition it has from the Sea by People from exotique places, gives it a 
capacity above Paris, and as by the Weekly-Bills of Mortality is prefumed. Moreover, 
the number of Gardens, Cemeteries and like places adjoyning Religious Houles and 
Churches, Colledgcs in the Univerfity, befides thofe belonging to the King, Princes 
and other of the Nobility there, with the great number of Tennis-Courts in Parr, take 
up much more fpare place than London dodi, which cipecially within the Walls is molt 
compaifl and thronged with Houles, widi few Gardens or like vacant places interjeifling. 
But iiippofing that the narrow Lancs where Coaches, and Alleys where Men can hard- 
ly pals (which alfo arc good Buildings) were expatiated and extended to an equal breadth 
with the broadeft Street, doubtlcfs either of thofe Cities would then IWcll beyond the 
compafs cither of Babylon or Rome, or any other *, which neverthelefs is I'ubmittcd. This 
digrcllion I have the rather adventured, obferving how that forreign Writers cither out 
of ignorance or envy fpeak Iparingly of our Metropolis and in rank, place it amonglt 
Cities that be but of a fccond or thiiA magnitude. Therefore to return. 

The Name this City now bears has been variouily pronounced, according to the dif- 
ferent Dialed of Nations : Some call it Coim\ others Kom, and Kome: Oderic calls it 
Como ■, but the Arabian Geographers Comm. The feituation neverthelefs is unanimoufly 
agreed to be in a large and delightful Plain ; the Countrey for fome miles about very 
fiiiitful in its foil, and the air exceeding fwcet, feldom clouded with fogs or parched 
with beat, lave when the Sun pafles from the Vernal Equinox to the Northern Tropick ; 
the breezes all'o feldom fail them which allays the heaf, likewife abated by thofe fruit- 
ful Gardens they have, whofe Trees arc their belt umbrella’s for refrelhment as well as 
Ihade, bearing Itorc of delicious fruits, namely Grapes, Pomgranates, Melons of all 
forts, Pomcitrons, Apricocks, Plums, Pears, Piftachio’s, Almonds, Apples, Qginccs, 
Cherries, Figgs, Wall-nuis, Small-nuts, Berries, and the bell Wheat in 
jueUeUo excepted ; ) the Peach or Mala Perfica is alfo here abounding j a fruit and leaf fo 
much rcfcmbling miin’s heart and tongue, that the e>£;g-^pr/cj(,Priells dedicated it to their 
Goddefs IJis as the hieroglyph ick of affedion ; probably that which Virgil in his Ceor^. 
refers to,

• The City has about two thouland Houfes, moft of them of more than common ftru- 
durci well built, well formed, well furniihed: the Streets are fpaciousi the Buz^utr 
beautiful ; but the City is now un walled, according to the uliial mode of Cities in Afia. 
The Mofqne is famous and Venerable, having been richly and beautiflilly adorned by 
cnlhrining the Body of once amiable Fatyma, Wife, Daughter and Heir

N, where the Artick elevation is ^4 degi. 7 minutes, longitude 86 degr. 
mav worthily be reputed the fecond Town in ^Parihia for grandeur, wealth and beauty : 
diftaiit North from Spahawn tixty long EngUjh miles land from South two hundred 

and ten or thereabouts. Whence the Name derives it leli, the illiterate C’ajhamans 
could not tell *, but my conjedure is that ’tis borrow’d either from Cup>an, winch in the 
5yririLlignifieth heat or blacfcncfs j or from CaJfan^Mir^a Son to Hocen Son of My or 
elfc from ShawCa(ha» (Son to Man, begot b> Tangroliptx M. H(g. 582. of our account 
1 ) rubjeaed by the Great Cham j or (which belt pkafes me, li ancient enough) from 
Vflj^-CaflL the Mmemarty (Men or Caffan^beg fomc call him ) who in the Year of our 
Lord I r o- ot' Mahomet's tlight from Mecca 8 50. vanquilhed Malaoncrcs (whom lome call 

Mditllachawn) the mo(Tamcrlang\])Voy:nythAtr\i[cdPerfia^ . 

Ac this day it is a c:ity both great and lovely, and ancient too ^ for Odenc mtitles it 
a noble and renowned City in his time : and as now it is well feated, comely built, and 
abundantly peopled*, over-topt by no Hill, unfealbocd by no Manlhes, nor watered by 
any great Streamy which chiefly augments the heat when Sol approaches : But 
which rages there in no Ids violence is Scorpio •, not that in the Zodtackj> but real Scor- 
pions which in numbers engender here. A little Serpent of a finger Jong, (which makes 
me marvel at Cedremu who fay es there are Scorpions 2 cubits long 111 tlie Brachmans Coun- 
ti cy e India,) like blit lefs than our Cray-fifli -, and is the onely creature that ftings 
with his tail, fomc flyes excepted: Of great terrour in the Iting and lo inflaming, as 
with their invenoraed arrow fomc die, few avoid madnefs, at leaft for a whole day; 
the fting proving moft dangerous when the feafon is hotteft, which is when the Dog- 
Star rages. And as it was laid of another, Vna eadimfy, monos fert vulnus opimtjue: fo 
in this malady is no fuch remedy as by applying the oyl of Scorpions. The Poet fo

and agreeable to what PUny in his Natural Hiftory reports ol the Scorpions in Mejopota- 
mia-y they fav, and we found it true •, fomc of them creeping into our our Rugs as we 
flept, they Icldom or never hurt a Stranger. Holler aftii ms how that one who exceed- 
ingly loved the fmell of bafil, being dead had a Scorpion Jbiind in his brains: bowbeit, 
the tMthiops lay, That to cat Balil is an Antidote. But Mamomdes the Icarnca Jw in Jiis 
Conn. Bthiciy fayes. Contra ilium Scorpii urina filii cfl propinanda qi^agtnta dterum, ad 
menfuram e^uatuor ovorum: the quantity of 4 cgg-Jhells lull ot a Child s urine drunk forty 
dayes cures the iting of a Scorpion : But what Pliny reports. That Grabs having ^heir 


claws broke ofF and buried in the Earth, will become Scorpions, fitfides penes Authorem, 
The Africans report. That ’tis a prefent cure to anoint with garlitk. And Pomanus 
writes, how that one ftung with a Scorpion was helped by drinking Frankinccnlc with 
the fculpture of a Scorpion relblvcd into powder. Howbeit, the Perfrans ufual remedy 
is to bleed and bathe the affefted part with Scorpions oyl ^ or otherwife to hold it over 
the head of the Scorpion, firft being foundly bruifed. 

This noble City is in compafs not lefsthanTeri^or Norvfrch, about four thoufand Fa- 
milies being accounted in her. The Houfes are fairly built, many of which areparget- 
ted withodt and painted*, the Msfijnes and Hammams are in their cupoloes curioufly 
cernleated with a feigned Turquoife : the Bhzjlot is fpacious and uniform } furnilhed with 
Silks, Damasks and Carpets of fdks, fdk and gold, and of courfe thrumd-wool *, no part 
of the World having better or better coloured. Here are alfo ftore of Spices and other 
Merchandize. Befides, the People here (the fruit of Induftry ) be more civil, no Icfs 
aftive, and as trim and rich in their attire as I could obferve in any other part: and 
by reafon they allow few to be idle, here arc full Manufadlures of Silks, Sattens and 
cloth of gold cur iofly wrought and coloured, no better in the World •, and in fuch plenty 
that one an Pngli^ Merchant who was there about the Year 1600. Iparcs not 

to avert. That there was then more Silk brought in ode Year into Cajhany than broad 
Cloaths are into London. Here alfo they have a Angular Art in dying or colouring of 
Silks, and ftaining of Linnen-cloth like the Indian-Pantadoes. They allb make very cu- 
rious lively flowers and knots, and in beautiful colours upon Leather which are very 
lafting and for feveral ufes. In a word, a more induitrious and civil People, or a 
Town better governed Perfra elfewhere has not. Here is no want of pleafure neither, 
abounding in Gardens, Fruits, and Corn, by the elaborate Tymars made to fru(n:ific, 
which being cultivated, retribute a gainful acknowledgment. ThcC<rr4V4»j,r4winthis 
City is very noble, naylmayfayanunparaUePd Fabrickof that kind, by many degrees 
preceding all other C4rriW4w-r4wi we law in P^/m*, this being both large enough and 
nt enough to lodge the Court of the greateft Potentate in Afia. A Royal foundation it 
is, being built by Ahhas for Travellers to repofe in grasisi and to exprefs his magnifl- 
cence as well as charity. The whole Building is grounded with Marble, riling from the 
ground fix foot ^ the refidue is brick arified in the Sun, pargetted and adorned with 
knotsand fancies of -^r/itiVCharadcrs, in azure, red, and white colours laid in Oyl, 
after the mode of Perfra. It is a perfedb ouadrant 5 for each angle from one another are 
two hundred paces, the whole eight hundred. In the umbilic of this Court is a fquare 
TankfiUed (by an Aqux dud) with cryftallin water. This royal Inne has alfo adjoyn- 
ing it fuch Gardens as rather exceed than want to difplay the founders muniflccnce. 
Here is not any other memorable Antiquity that 1 could hear of, fave that NycadorJOg- 
Ian theUfurper who died frantick was buried here Amo Heg. 65 5. and he fcarce wortft 
the Memory. More than which 1 have not to lay concerning this City, other than that 
feveral conjeftures by learned men have pafFed, Whence the Wife-men came that pre- 
fentedour bleifed Saviour with their offerings, who were without doubt the firft-fruits 
and called of the Gentiles*, waiting the accompliihmcnt of Balaams Prophecie mentioned 
in Namh. 24. 17. There jhaU come a Star ant <>/ Jacob, and a Scepter jhaU rife ont of Ifrael, 
andjhaU finite the comers of Moab, anddefirey the Children o/Seth: which was gathered 
more from this of their Prophet than any other Aftrologic computation. Now that 
they were Gentiles is evident *, that they came from the Eaft, undeniable ; But from 
what City or Province no lefs difputable than the place of their burial. The word Mdgm 
is proper to Perfray Perfra is Ealt from Bethlehem ^ fb as Ibme are of opinion they came 
from hence i others fay from Shnfhan where then flourilhed an Academy. Neverthc- 
lefs, the people here have a Tradition, That thofe three Wife-men or Kings went hence*, 
which fomc fay were intombed in CaUen- Howbeit, Melchior perfwades us they came 
(vom Sheba in Sabeai SLnd Ex erientali Arabia regione, Reges ad celendmn ChrifiHmvenernnty 
faith PofretUuy The Kings came from the F.aft j»rt of Arabia to worlhip Chrift. Others 
labour no lefs to bring them from the Omerits in ^^thiopia South. From Babylon other 
fomethink they came : from Ormm fome would have them *, aconjeAureas likely as it 
was Paradife. Ceyloon and Taproban have been thought their Countrey: But if you 
pleafe to truft Friar Oderic of Frinli, Cajhan was it. And his conjecture is not amifs, 
feeing that TheophylaEl and other ancient writers, as alfo Saint Chryfofiom in his 6. Horn. 
upon Saint Matthew affirms, that the Magi who came to worlhip 'Chrift, were Perfran 
Princes. But feeing this is a work of fuch difficulty, let me ratlier bufie my brains in

10. where ’tisfaid, The begimun^ of his Kingdom was Babylon, Ercch, 
jiccad and Calnehinthe Landof Shinaar^ And out of 'that Land’Jpjur (or as fome Tranlla- 
tions, Nimrod) went forth and hailded Nineveh atjd Calalj, which is a great City. This is 
he whofe name derived from the Hebrew Alarad, renders him RebeUis contra Detm Gt 
Natteram: He, who by rcafon ot his Tyranny became a Proverb, ^uafi Nimrod robnjlm 
V'enator coram Domino. By Serofus called *, by others Saturnus Babylonicns i 

whole Father was Chu(h or Jupiter Bclus^ and his Father Cham called Jupiter Chawon 
agreeable to that of T z.ttzjt, Reges omnes olim vocaverunt Joves, g' c. And after five 
and twenty years rule as King, died about the year ol the World 1^4;.. his !)ody be- 
ing buried at Babylon fay moll albeit one Author I meet with finds fome part cl him at 
Perfepol '. 

To Nimrod fuccccdcd Belus his Son, ftiled Jupiter Bahylonims, Baal, and Bel, which 
in Caldcc lignifie the Son, orSoverairn Lord. This Prince at the age of threefcorc 
years gave jilacc to Ninus who imitating his great Ancelfors, added to his Empire 
Arabia, Armenia, and thofc Countreys that verge upon Batlria : and to dcifie his Fa- 
ther erected his Statua in Gold, which he commaiidc’d to be worlliipped. Tiiis is 
the firlt Idolatry any Sioric mentions. After fifty years, r^cmiramis (the Daughter of 
DecretannAfoaloniir, her Father not known in Hiilory) being made his Wife, fo cap- 
tivated his rcafon, then in dotage, as prevailing that Ilic might command the Empire 
five days, made futh ufe of her power as within that time the King was fent tohis long 
liome ; fo as then file fwayed the S( eptcr without control : and being ofa malculine fpirit 
fo greatly enlarged the Allyr ian Empire that Ihc not only added tAithiopU and BMrta, 
but alio ^!lC Ealf-lndies, Quo prxtcr illamc^ Alexandrum nemo intravU, laitll an old 
Hiltorian : but of that lait had little rcafon to boalt,lecirig that (lie w\as (though unwilling- 
ly) forced to a retreat offer Indus by Staurobates', in palling which, all but twenty of 
that great body of thirty hundred thou (and Foot, and ten hundred thoufand Horfc, w ith 
near a hundred thoufand Chariots of War (as Ctefias writes) mifcrably pei ilhed. Never- 
thclcfs, to recount the wonderful things together witli the memorable conquclls file ef- 
fected both at Babylon and other places, would be to repeat what is fpoken concerning this 
Virago in the latedclcription of Babylon ^nd other parts. Her Death (alter forty two years 
rule) is varioufly reported } fome affirming that Ihewaflbin by her Son in li is Fa- 
thers vindication i others, that Ihc died a natural death; or was mctamorpholed into a 
Dove, which in her memory the Babylonian Princes bore afterwards in their royal Banner 
or Enfign. 

her fJuccclTor, by fome Writers called Ninias, and \)y othQrfome: Zaneis, Mars 
and Amraphcl, is luppofed to be that Prince whom Abraham overthrew with Chedorlaomcr 
the Perlian King near Damafeus nithc refeue of his Nephew Lot, as recorded in Gen. 14. i. 
Chedorlaomcr King of Elam, \. c. Perjia, whether that was his proper name or given 
him from the Regal Tire or Garment he wore upon his head which was termed Chedar 
or Cydaris, or that he was called Kedar from his duskie complexion, is doubtful : But 
more certain, he is that fame whom the Tarich calls Cheyomarraz, Father to 5 www/j-, 
to whom in order fuccccdcd Owchang, Jamjheat, Zoac, Ercydhuth Manuchcr, Nawder, 
Afraciab, (whom Ionic fuppofc Achemenesf) Bazab, Kaycobad, Shelomo, Cbozjrao, Loraz- 
pcs, ^c. But being as yet in quell of the Alfyrian line, return wc to Ninus, who begun 
ills Reign A. M. 2000. andfinilhed it after thirty eight years Rule, being fiicceeded by 
Arius, by Ibme called Thuras after whom followed feven and thirty Emperours, the 
lall of whom was Sardanapalus who begun his Reign over that great Monarchy A.M. sj 24. 
but by all Hiftorians laid to be a Prince lb degenerating from the warlike Spirit of his 
great Anceftors, that he is ftiled T/r, muliere corruptior \ and not without realbn, feeing 
he was lb effeminate, that he not onely wholly fcqueftred himfclf from men, but gave 
himfelfup totlielbcictyofhis Wives and Concubines, both inhabit and ex'ercife imita- 
ting them : A Prince that wanted Plato for his Tutor, who was fo far from Sardanapalus his 
opinion that Cratias egitejuod mas fuit non fasmina, thanked God that he was a man and 
not a woman. So as it was not without diiliculty that Arbaths his Median Lieutenant ob- 
tained admilllon into his Palace at AVwrT/j; where he found the Emperour moll delicate- 
ly attired not with an Ornamentum Kirile but in a Ladies drefs bcfpangled vvitJi rich Jewels 
and fpiniiingof Silk araongft: the females. .N<^verthclcis, after due reverence laluting 
him with a Salve Domine Imperatur, the Emperour returned him this puling aiil wer, Ne me 
die Dominum prccor, ego enimfum Domina ; At which, attonilhed, tlie General withdrew ; 
but fo dilfatislicd, that fo vail a Monarchy and lb many Sons of Ma>s Ihould be fubjcdlcd 
under fopufiUanimoiis a Prince, as he immediately (bunded the Trumpet of Rebellion, 
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t j 5 Miferahle end of Sardanapalus. 

and drew Sclocbm tlic Govcrnoiir into his coiiipiracy. Wiiilcs ^.irdana^alHs 

was handlii],i;hisUiilaUi the two Generals brandilhed their Swords and iviarchcd up 
with all theiV lorce againll Nineveh the great', lb called in>;7»<j chap, j.veill ii. a 
City of three (layes journey, 48ofiirlongsinconipafsraitht!ic lliltorian^ which if true, 
Vra-.a imndred furlongs more than Ballon.

The miferable Lmperour tneii in dcfpair, retired to his I’alace, and 
in\ iii ng his Women i nto tile place w here his jewels and Treafurc Jay Ids lire to it, \\ Jicrc- 
by ail was quickly confnmcd, hiinfeir for company- Such was riiewofiil Extt of that 
gi entPf ince, who i\b> jitJ}in oblerves, Hoc folo imiiMiu efl rirnm, In this onely A.l exprelt 
liis manhood. The Coin then melted in that Flame is by confent of Writers conijiutcd 
One hundred millions ofTalcnts in Gold, andoncthouiand miUions of Talents in Silver *, 
which in oiirs amounts unto Twenty thouland and live hundred millions oi poiiiids : a 
film not jiarallol'd in any ftory, and incredible, did not the greatnefs of rhui Enijiirc, 
and the long time lii< frugal prcdccclibrs had been amalliiig it, to; ;v line towards 
it. 

Thus this great Monarchy ivhitli had continued glorioiifly commanding the World 
about 135c years, had its fir^^hough not ultimate period in a fii(teflioii from Mw- 
rod: And being divided betwSn thetwogreat Captains, agrceableto their IbrmerGo- 
vernments allocated to himfclf;l/f^//4 and /-’tr/w with the adjacent Provinces; 

(all)eii lomc give Perjia to j 4 chcmcncs Son of Perfesy wMio toniribiued a c ouliderablc 
aflillancc to the two other confpirators in this great enieipri/.?, and froniwhofe loins 
Cynts the great dclleiidcd, who afterwards fubjciTcd the Alfyi Ian and Median Empires 
under that of Perjia ;) but Bclothns took for his lhare Ba'.ybn and the Eait o\\AJjru, Nb 
iieveh included. 

jirbaclus (w'ho in Ibme Authors is allb called Arbaccs) by this lull of 
raifedto himfclf the Sovereignty of Mediae, and dying, was futeceded by ALmdunes :

Drams ., and by fome fnppoledto be that great Prince AhajhHcrus who m.irricd Hejhr 
the few, ‘ but the ground of that conjcfturcl neither hnd nor credit*, feeing that by tljc 
belt Authors either Darius Hyfiapis, or Artaxerxes by the Greeks called A/acrcchyr, one 
of them was undoubtedly that Prince llclidcs, the diftance of time betwixt tl/jferwo 
Kings is not Icfs than an hundred twenty nine years. Of this Afiya^c^ iittle is reu)rded, 
favc that for the richnefs ofhis Apparel none ever excelled him. " His Daughter //.Wiy,.'- 
ne whom he had by ArianahliWik, he gave inmarriage to C,.mbyjcs t.'ie Vcrfia.-7, Father 
ofd^rw the great, ylslyajes lirR drcained, That his Daughter made lb much Water as 
drowned all Afu-., and anotlicr time, that the Sun being under liisfcct, thrice he pro 
fered to embrace it, but Hill it avoided him; Which upon the Allrologers acc|uaiiaing 
hini|hat it related to his Gr^ndfon Cyrus which lignificd the Sun, lie endeavoured (but in 
vain) the Childs deftruc^ion. To him fuccccdcd Cyaxarcs by lomc called Darius the Medc i 
whomQ/rw fuccceded A. M. 4406. 

, To Belochtts (now fettled in thcAllyrian Empire about the year of the World 3 
fucceeded Pul AJfar, called Ttglath Pile far, who in 15. 2y. is rccordccl to have 

ruined Galilee, one of the three principal Provinces ot Caman-^ of which Pjovince 
Samaria was the capital City ; and carried all the inhabitants of NcppjtLui and Damafius 
Captives into AjfyrU Aftci three and twenty years rule he gave place to Salmanliffer

This Allyrian Prince after ten years rule vvas fuccccdcd by Sennacherib \ who going to 
figlit againll T<r/wi(i</alK't^«blo/>l‘«wKiiig, in the way fcni a blalphcmoiis fmnmons to 
K[n^i-Jcz.ckiJj by ms Servaiit^4l;]/^/(5/»i for which, upon the Prayer of good Hezakiah 
and purfuant to the Prophecy of Jfaiah, one hundred Iburfcorc and five thouliuid of the 
AJfyrians were in one night llain by an Angel of the Lord ; which made Sennacherib halfcn 
back to Nineveh, where worlhipi>ing in Temple he w*as llain by his Sons Adra~Mc~ 

be and Shiurei.cr wiio cfcnpedinto.i^/ww4, and (after feven years rule; Efar-Haddon 
his Sou reigned in his llcad, 2 35. Efar-tladdon having taken revenge upon the 

parricides, by that confulioii then happening between the two Brethren gave oc cation to 
Mcrodach thc'Govcrnour oi' Babylon to rebel, and lucccc'ding therein depofed the King, ami 
thereupon retransrerred the Scat-Royal from Nrnevehto Babylon. Aleroduch or Bcrod.tf. 
BdLidan :isG\[kd 1 Re\(. 10,1: - Ivvayed the Sccpter,ofwhom little mention is made, albeir 
he raigiied 40 years,andleft the Imperial Crown to Be n-Meroduch his Son who after 2 
years gave jilace toiV^l'op//o:crfr the Triumpher over Pharaoh..Nechothci^yypttan King, and 
at the cud of 2 5 years vvas fucceeded by Nabuckodonofor,Yi\\o by rcafon ofhis many Vidtories 
and tiiumphaia Reign was called the tJcrcuUs oftlie&iit.This great Prince was the Gold- 
en Head of that lei rible Image mentioned in Dopi. 2. 32. To whom the Highclt gave a 
Kingdom, power, ilrcngth and glory, comniandiiig not oncly whcrclbcver the Chil- 
dren of Men dwelt, butaifo the Bealls of the Field and the Fowls of the Heaven were 
given into liis hand as Ruler over them all, Aw. 2. 38. fo as it w-ill be too great a labour 
in this fmall circle to ciuimeraie liisconquelts, his v idorious arm llibduing whcrc-evcr 
it was extended : <Ai^^pt he made a Province of his Empire*, Jcrafalem he deltroycd, 
and fired the Temple *, cairying Zedechus and his people prifonersto Babylon, thclall 
ofthc four Kings of Judaij, Afafiafcs, Jehojakim, Jeconias and Zedechias) who by 
the Ajjyyi^niKinw'i, were led captive to B.ihylov. Syria and Arabia were likcwilc liibject* 
cd under the llroke ofhis Scepter *, and part o\ tyEtImpia. The prided' AV/fwb he 
abafed, agieeable tothc prophccic ot' Nahmu 3.9. and 14. ult. new Arphaxad:i\\d 
fpoiled£(L'-w. In a word, the extent of his Dominion was not ftraitned within lefs 
bounds tlum the coniines of the then inhabited World. But to partic ularize his many 
liimpiuous and magnificent llrudures, cfpecially that at Babylon, would be no lefs tcdioiN : 

For he not oncly beautilied old Babylonbat added to it a new City upon the oppolitc lidc 
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oftheRivcrwhich hciiiclorcd with a triple WaU of Brick i and for the delight of his 
Queen twhomfomcnamo^r/M, fuppofcdto bctheDaii8htcr ot-4?)r4^«thcA4'</i«w 
Kline V.icl for the recreation of his Daughter Nytocris (who in Ipirit and noble build- 
inec (he afterwards made feemed another SemirMuis) by extraordinary colt and incredi- 
birnumk r ofhands raifed fuch Bately Arches of ftonc as for height and breadth feemed 
a Mountain, which gave a curious profpeft not oncly over that mighty City and River 
blit into the Country round about which was level, and the horizon uninterrupted by any 
hill ■ fo that betides the delightful walks it had, he planted it with all manner of fruit and 
flowci s, infomuch as it feemed a Paradife. Which, with the rich and ftntely Palace he erca^ 
ed for his Royal Seat (reputed one of the Wonders ot JJia, and continuing perfedl to 
Alevmlcrs time) begot fuch admiration in the King himfelt as otcaiioned that exprcllion, 
h m ihis frc4t Babel wimh J hmc W«, &c. which boaft drew upon him the molt memo- 
rable luifiment any llory mentions, for Icven years Ipending his time amoiiglt lavage 
beails- vet through divine mercy reftored to fcnlc and dignity, the remainder of his ^ 

life acknowledging Gods power moft Sovereign aiidEvcrlalhng. 

This mighty Monarch after four and forty years rule paid Nature her laft debt and 
was buried in having firft bequeathed his Crown and Scepter to BviiMcrodach 

a Friend unto the captivcdyfvrJ, and in particular to King as welindinyfr. 

c M neverthelcfs, a Sun very unlike the Father •, miicli of what the one by prudence 
and valour got, the other loft by want of judgment and too much pufillanimity : For; 

.'vw under Amafis revolted from him ; Media by the good condutft ol Aftya^es, ^nd Perfia 
1 I- -I.. »T:t-Vi/lr«st>r frrtm iindrr liii; hibieclion; Hiid luaichinf? with 


rannical anddif-obliging nature as rendred him no lefs contemptible abroad than hate- 
ful at home; foas the period of that great Affyrian Empire which from Nimrod to this 
Prince had tiouriflicd upwards of 1600. years under a Icrics ot fifty Monarchs, had its 
ultimate period. For Prlpa-^ar too fccurcly and impioully fcafting a tlioiiland of his 
Lords, (thofcGold andSdvcrVcflels con-ftemted to the Lord, and by his Grandfather 
NehMchadnez.zarhTOtt^htfi'om the Temple ^t 'femfalcm to Babylon being profanely uled 
by the King, the Princes, their Wives and Concubines) diy^ito Deh Judgment by 
interpreration was pronounced againft that miferablc Prince, .and execution immediate- 
ly followed • for, tile Medesand'^erjians who then befieged the City entred forthwith 
and maftcred Babylon, yea that night was Belfiazj^ King of the Caldcam flam, and 
thtMcdc^han about fixty two years old) HilutcdKing, Dan. 5 . i u Where we are 

to note, lhatthis Darius t\v: Mede PerJ^/s taWhim, by the OVff^ns called cy,w 4 r« 

as we find by Xenophon : Hc was Uncle to C)^ the Perfian, and obtaining the Diadem 
whenhewasoldhclditbuttwoycars, anddying illlielcls, gave an uninterrupted 
adniiflion unto the whole ; For as wc read in£ir* i» 2* the LordCiod of Heaven gave un- 
to him all thcKingdoms of the Earth. And Heft. i. 1. h.nd his Empire extended from 
India to Ethiopia , which comprehended 127 Provinces. The licgc of Babylon the Me- 
tropolis of the World may not be pretermitted without a little notice. Cyrus was Son ot 
Cambyfes and Mandane daughter of Aftyages the Median King Cambyfes was Son ol Cyras, 
Son of Darius, Son of Achemenes, ^n of Perfes, who (faith Iftdore) gave Perfta its 
namc^ aPiinccofthat Vertuc and repute as gave that Race for many years the iifiial 
ilrnume o[ Achemenida. Cyras (whofe name being derived from C/^r Sherez in Hebr. 
which fignifies the Sun) Ibmc years before calling to mind the milchief intended him at 
his birth by his jealous Grandfather, ambition predominating over parental refpeds, 
be marched againft him with agalhant Army of Perfians under condudt ot PJarpagas whom 
>4/?y4?«had ordered to deft royC^rw, but abhorring that cruelty prcferyed tiic Infant 
vv'ho lived to recompcnce tiie fadt, and were minifterial together in the fubduing 
ares ( whom they fent prifoncr into Hyrcania in EvilMerod^ch's time, where in anguilh ot 
mind lie foondci)arted-,) and .afterthe death of C^axares his Son (old when he entred 
upon the Government^ both by birth and conqneft claimed that Croivn. ThcCal- 

dean Emperour not liking his fuccefs, procUimed war againft Cyrm, and drew Crafas 
the rich and puiflant King of Lydia into his league. Howbeit, Cyrus who well knew the 
Babylonians tempers, and the intended place of rendezvous, with a great body of Horfe 
qmikU not into Cappadocia, and interpofed ’twixt the Babylonians and them*, and loon 
engaging the Lydians, though the fight was linart night compelled them to retreat. Cyrus 
early preparing to renew the light found no enemy, but intelligence that Crtxftus iiad 
withdrawn hinifelf into Sardts his beft City and ftrongeft Hold, dil'mifling moll of the 
Army into quarters. Cyrus drew before the Garrifon and after fome aflaults not onely 
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took the City but in it an incredible mafs of treafure, and which was molt conlkl.rnblc, 
the King himfelf, whom the Conquerer notwithitandiug his alliance fet upon a high 
pile of Wood, which when ready to be inflamed he lamentably cryed out, Solcn\ Solon'. 
which demanding the realbn of, was by the relation fo convinced both as to his 
own mortality and the chance of war, as in princely ])riidcncchcnot only repealed the 
Icntencc, but reftored him though not to the King^ omyct to his good opinion. Tne 
people ncvetthclcfs foon after endeavouring their liecriy were not only utterly di farm- 
ed, but Ml policy fo trained up in eafe and licentioulncfs that they who before were a 
redoubted and warlike Nation became effeminate and amongft men of honour of ito 
cllccm. The Caldcans by this blow given their friends began to apprehend tlicir ap- 
proaching troubles, and that Cyrns would make their Countrey tlfe ilat of ’\ar. So 
that in the firft place they victualled Babylon with provilions of all I'orts fuflincnt for a 
twenty-years liege. IJiit Cyrtts pre-ordained for the conqiie/t of tlint City and tminre, 
not lb much from that propiietick iiuhrmiioa oi' Nabuchodonofor which fom: allude 
to, That a Alule fhould fubduc Lydia and fuhvm the Ajjyrian Monarchy^ tlx Mule lie in l y- 
ing his mi-xture of blood ; as from that clcdioii of the Almighty, j. above 

100 years afore his birth, That as his Anointed he jhould fubd/te Nations, looje the loins if 
Ktn^, &C. and (which was his greateft truft) fulfU the ple.tfure of the Almighty, faying to 
Jernfalem, Thou jftalt be built, and to the Temple, Thy Fonndatten fliall be laid,i[i\. 44. .’S- 
which accordingly he piouily endeavoured in the hrit year of his Reign, making a I^c- 
cree to build Gods Houle, rclloring the fandified Vdlels (yiXxiCa Nalttckodenof or took 
thence,) to one of the Princes of 5* 14. which wasaConi- 

milTion very warrantable for this great ciitcrpriy.e. The City was compalled with a Wall fo 
high and thick as delervcdly made it one of the Wonders of tlie World. U was, faith Diod. 
Stc. 365 furlongs about, in height 565 foot, and fo broad that llxChai iots c ould well pafs 
in front', the great River ran through the middle of the City, well-nigh double 

the breadth of the Thames?! London, which i’/fwir^wikiicvcrthelcfs made tonimunii able 
by a Bridge, the like whereof was not in all the World: the Garrifon allb was well 
niaifd, fb alnindantly viduallcd and provided with necellarics ol all forts and barricadoed 
with bra/cii Gates fo ftrongtliat the beiieged held it impregnable. But God having 
decreed the end, directs the means; for, as prophclicd in feremy cliap. 5 i. verb j i. 
Sufcitavit Dominm Jjnritum Regum Medorum^ & contra Babylonem mens ejns c[i itt perdat cum. 
Accordingly Darttu the Mede and ins Nephew Cyrus perceiving hov\' impollible it w’as to 
take the City by battery orllorm, and how well they within were furniflied with vielual, 
contrive another way, (probably taking their dciign from the Princefs Nytocris, who 
when the Bridge was built diverted the Itrcambyflucc, (for a large deep liiicc Ihe cut a 
mile above the City, which turned the Channel and gave it another coiirle till tliey had 
laid their Foundation, and raifed the fuperitrudure fo high as needed.) Accordingly 
whiles was lulling himfelf in his vain-confidcnce, C)Twhy fevcral lluccs and 

trenches which the pioneers and many hands cut and effected in that Ibft and ealic 
ground, fodiaincdthe ufiial channel thatit became dry as tbrc-told by Jeremy chaj). 5 1. 
V. ^ 1. And whiles the befiegiiig Prince was carioufing with his Satrapa’s, tlieir Wives 
and Concubines, as formerly remembred and recorded by the Prophet i^./z./f/clinp. 5. 
verf. 2. and by chap. 5i.vcrf. 57. the befiegers made the ealicr entrance, foas 
the City was furprized, aiiJthcbcfieged then found it their bell playtofave themfeives 
by flight, in which many fell by the Sword*, others in the City, amongll whom, 
Beljha'^.z.ar himfelf, whom wdne and flecp hadmiferably prepared for it. By w IiiLU lul)- 
verlion this great City that formerly knew nofubjeelionbutlat as F.mprcf. bl the Woi Id, 
nowbcgiintorelilhthc mutability of Fortune and was forced to how under the Birfian 
Yoak^ for the Victor not content with dif-robing her of her imperial clrcfs rave her as 
a prey rothcinfultingSouldier. A fad judgment, but no doubt by divine difpenfation 
both to bring her to a ftr id account for her notorious Idolatry, and to compenraic the 
cruelty and taunts upon fundry occafions e.vprefled towards the c.iprivated Jews, as \ve 
lindjparticular ly denounced by the Prophet Jeremy chap. 5 i . v er f. : 4. Sic reddidit Balylo a 
& ettnUis habitatoribw Caldea omr.e malum fimm cjuodfeccrunt ttiSton, andalforli.-.r ll.<' woiitl 
by the mine of thismaftcrlcfs piece might know, there is a let rime for rhe niKioiibrcd 
dillblution of the whole *, and that mans impiety isa forccablc attracLive ol't '■aIs indigua- 
tionandVcngeance. 

The Fame ol this great enterprize was fuch as with lirtlv’ trouble ferved to reduce the 
reltof Afia : But unable to forbear giving the reyns to his boimdleis dclire, his great 
fpirit would not be fitisfied whiles hisEmpire had any bounds ^ fb that he marched with 
a numerous force againft: the Scythians. Tomyris Queen of the Maffagetes, ( a people

fotnc reduce from but I rather think from j> e. mixtura iii Hebrew^ the 

Princefs (he formerly though in vain courted for his Wife) affronted him with au Army 
equal for number aud not inferiour for refolution. So that both tides appearing deli> 
rous to engage, altera hot difputcthe ^ecn became vidoriousi and having Cyrnsm 
hcrpou'cr, the death of her Son (to whom Cyrus refufed quarter not Jong 

before) lomingfrelh in memory, Ihc commanded his Head Ihoiild off, and then threw 
it into a \'dlt‘l filled with blood, with this cxprcflioii, Cyrus ! m\v drinkjliy Jilt. So writes 
Htrodotm tind Juftitf- Nevcrthelefs, ral. Maenw ^nd StrM'o eport otherwilc:..as, That 
at the age of feventy years, and the nine and twentieth of his Reign he died in peace, 
and was with all due ceremony buried at Pafarjrada a City in Sitji.im which he had Ibund- 
cd. With which agrees Xen. lib. 8. Jnfiit. So that how uncci tain locvcr the place and 
manner of his death be, ’tis more certain. That his body was iniombed at Pafarflada, fec- 
ing that jilexander the ^veat returning thither out oUndia iiiconliderately put to death 
O^finn Prince of the Blood Royal of Perfia upon a fuggdtioii of that malicious Eunuch 
Ba^oas that he had violated Cyrus his Tomb, upon whicli was onely this plain Epi- ' 
taph,

To C)r«5 the magnificent (for fo he is called) fiiccccded CU»i^>y/d ins Son’, a Prince in 
nothing refemblinglhc magnanimity of his Father j being infamous lor iiisciiielty and 
prodigious lull: but his Reign wasihort (not exceeding nine years,) yet tuibulcnt. 
Outrage as ’tlsobfcrved is commonly attended w’ith a Ihort life. For, having liibducd 
and ^thlopta as far as Eleph^ttitut (whofe neighbour the Troyhdins { never 
havmghccntribiitarytoany) refufed lb much as to lend him of their Ealtli and Water 
(whicli Jalt they could ill fpare) in token of their fubjeftion •, lb well fenced were they 
withrowling lands and heat intolerable) in a jealous humour by the hands of that villain 
Praxafpis he made away hisoncly Brother Smerdis’, and liaving no illiie of his own the 
anguilli thereof diljDoled him fo to frenzy, tliat it incrcalcd upon the tidings brought 
that fifty tliouland of his men (whom he had fent to burn the Tempk* oi' fuptter Ammon 
which Itoodin that confining part of Cyrene formerly called Marmonca) were bu- 
1 icd in thofc hideous waves of Sand, which Satan ( who oft-times commands the air ) had 
raifed for the prefervation of his Worlhip ; A llorm agaiiift wliich there was no Ihclter 
norcvafion, Herodotus 1 . 2 . albeit prc*caiitioncd by the /////, who fufferccl the like 
fate for that limplc challenge they gave the South-w'inds for the injury they did them in 
drying ujitheir few Rivoiets. With which not being adraon ill led, but rather hardned, in 
revenge ne forthwith demoliflied the Temple of Anubis at Memphis, broke the neck of 
that healllyDeity, of great veneration with the e^yypiians’^ wiio indeed were ib jiro- 
digioully Idolatrous, that yterro reports of them, Omma antnulia ( except 0 porco) tanejitam 
Jkoscolebant. And at Damafeus npiiigabout the like pranks (winch iiad Decii good had 
tlie /tal been rightly grounded; he was calually wounded by his owm Sword, fo mortally 
that he could not be recovered, but in that extremity died fraiitick and un])lticd. 

The Deputy he had left to fiiperintend Perfia had a Son rcTembled Smcrdis: whom he 
vdted wiilulic Imperial Rolie and Crown which lelr; and tliat device pall currant 
imtilthcirnpolture wasdifeoveredby a Lady of liis owm Seraglio who was Daugliierto 
Onattes a Satrapa of no mean account who one time telling her Father what Ihe obErved 
he acquainted the levcnfubordinJite Princes how thatthc pretended Smerdis wanted his 
cars, kly they found the means to give him liis defert, after he had as an iinpoliurc 
worn llie Diadem eight years. 

The feven Princes wliohad the fupcrintendcncy ofthe Realm not knowing, ofany right 
Heir to the Crown, found out no better expedient for an Election, than by agreeing. 
That he Ihould Reign whofe Hoifc neighed firft next morning alien he riling Sun: which 
being publilhed, that night Variw his ingenious Groom made his mailers Horle cover a 
Mare in the place appointed ; lo that he no fooner entred the field next morning, but 
the Horfe (mindlui it feems of his late cntcTtainmcnt) fell to neighing couragionily •, 
whicli the reft of the competitors (ignorant ol that craft) accepted as an undoubted 
prelage of his merit, and with all due ceremony faluied^m with the Regal Name i at 
PerfaaardihQ Arch-tlamcn put upon his Ihouldci s the Veit and upon his head the Ci own or 
Royal Tiara which the gi cat Qrw had on at his Coronation. Howbeit, by being lineally

defcendedfrom Jrfanmes who was Grandfon unto9rwthe great as faith Herodouts, he 
hadaTitle totheCrown ■, albeit otlicrs arc of a different opinion, believing that deleft 
was invented after his acceffion tothe Crown. Neverthelefs, feeing he acquired his 
creatnefs by the favour of hisHorfc, inafniuch as a Horlc in the PerfiaaT oague was then 
and yet is called Jfp and Jfiisy it hath induced me to think that his agnomen of ffyfiaJjlUt 

^ Dm^n^hTL^^ Babylon not yet well acquainte d with the Yoke, revolted v 
'but bv the faithfulnefi of Zopyrns was reduced. This is that Prince, whom the captived * 
7 i.wfmiridedofCVr#«» his great Anceftors good intention to the holy City and Temple 
wMch NebuchadwsLZAr had deftroyed, and Iti r red up his heart to rc-build both. In the 
ini-prim he exprefled much kindnefs to the fews : whence it is, that Ibme of their Rabbt s will 
nprdshavchimtobethatyilb4/l>«rri«whoupontherepudiating of rafint married //<ry?fr, 
MordecaP^ Niece. After which, he profccutcd the Grecian War, and extended liis bounds 
bevond the fJcllelpont : the war was upon this occalion.Hc difpatched Amballadors to./4»it«- 
tJihe Macedonian King, ut Aquam & T err am tradcrent Dario : whiles his Council was dcli-^ 
beratina what anfwer to make, the King in Civility invited the Ambafladors to a ban- 
Quet wliere fevcral Ladies were*, to whom the Ambalfadonrs, cither from their in- 
temperate drinking, or the haughtinefs of their Maltcrs Empire, exprefled fuch rude 
behaviour that foon after at a like collation the Ambafladours were flain by fomc of the 
ALucedontan Youth who had difguifed thcmfelvcs in womens habit. A rafh attempt. For, 
being known to DariMy albeit he exprefled his diflike ol the Ambafladors mii-licliavi- 
our he would have puniftie^*, yet looked upon it as a violation of the Law of Nations, 
and confcqucntly an affront towards his pcrlbn : which he was lb feiifible of, that having 

firft acquainted them with his apprehenfions, with all poffible fpeed (^making this the 
colour of that War) he marched towards them with a Royal Army, and without much 
refiftance harralfed their Countrey as far as Marathon a Town near Athens *, where the 
Athenians with afmall force cncountred that great Army of Perfiansy who by appai itibus 
were put into that pannick fear that they were lhamefully put to flight, not rallying till 
they had paft the Hellejpont. A ViAory albeit attributed to the lingular courage and 
coodcondu(ftofA//7rtW«, yet by the ingrateful State of Athensy to their everlafting in- 
farav molt unworthily requited. This great defeat, aggr^ivated by the revolt of 
and the diflcntionaraonglt his Sons about their Title to the Crown, and fomeadd the 
grief he took for being difappointcd of his hopes to enjoy Anthina\ lovely Daughter, were 
of that force as they broke his great heart ; after he had reigned fix and thirty 
years, having ordered that hisbody fhould be buried at Perfepolis j and dircdting ( notwith- 
Jlanding that Arta^Bajhanes was his firft-born Son) that Xerxes uis fecond Son born after . 
Daritu had obtained the Crown, Ihould fuccced in the Throne. 

Xerxes the firft year of his Reign reduced ^^yyph and the next made what preparati- 
on he could to profecute the War ngn'mit Greece y the difgrace his Father received at 
Marathon was fo frelh in memory. The Army he raifed was fo prodigioufly great, that 
men thought it was not only enough to over-run *, but the whole Univerfe: no 
Icfs (asmoftHiftoriansfay) than eighteen hundred thoufand Foot ^ Hirodotas heightens 
them to live millions two hundred eighty three tlioufaiid two hundred and twenty men *, 
and alfo fourfeore thoufand Horfc*, his Navy allb were a thoufand Ships which Jufiin 
Ub. 2. centuples. Naves quoque decks centum millia numero habuijfe dicitur. With that 
monftrons body this great Monarch marched undifturbed as far as the HeUefponty with- 
out feeing the face of an Enemy : There he took the fccond muftcr of his Army, it is re- 
ported, that from a fudden confidcration of the mortality of his men, he could not re- 
frain weeping. Ominous tears / for they prefaged what happened fooner than pcrai)- 
venturehethenapprehended. Tojoyn the two Worlds he forthwith cauled above fix 
hundred great boats to be coupled and planked, and thereby made a Bridge over the 
Helle^ont\vi\yxthetviO Caftles Ahydos which is on the Afim fliore ^ndSeftos in Ewropey 
where the Sea (albeit a mile broad) is narroweft. Having thus pafled his Army, to 
exprefs equal care for his Fleet and withal to leave foine fignalof his magnificence he 
converted the where Mount >4rfcw ftood into an Ifland, the place he cut being 

about two miles. This great body of Horfe and Foot (which as they lay drank the River 
Cyfliitfdry ) devoured alfo fuch a world of Provilions that the Providers found itinipolli- 
• ble to fublift long inthofe ruinous quarters, fo as it forced the Perjian Monarch to en- 
Kagethc Crician Army fooner than otherwife was intended: which albeit they wilely 
delayed, neverthelefs waiting for an advantage, the Pcrfians were no looncr advanced 
toThermo-nU (lo called from the hot Baths there, aftraitor narrow pmge not exceed- 
ing half an Acre of Ground, betwixt the Mountains that Icparatc Theffaly from Greece,

fomcfay five and twenty foot) but that Lemidas the Sp^tM King with three hundred 
Lacedmtoma?fs (the remainder of five thoufand that firft appeared) defended the Pal's 
with fuel) incomparable refolutionthat for twodayes they withftood this World of Men. 
An oppofir ion fo memorable, as albeit with his Men were llairi, yctfo noble a 

lacrificc Jives and will live in Fames honourable Roll to all polterity, as not without 
caufcthet7rffly in that placeraifcd himaStatuawitlithis iiifcription, ali^Mndohic coutra 
ntyrtadaSf cum trccemis hminibm pugn^it Leonidas, Howbeit, Xerxes after this /mart 
• entertainment marched as far as Athens \ which being abandoned by the Inhabitants he 
cafily fired, by the way having plundered the Temple at which was marvellous 

rich by the offerings of many Princes and people of preceding generations ; Sacrilcdgc(for 
fo ’tis called, f^ing he acknowledged Apoth for one of his Gods) fo notorious fayes 
Heredom and other Hill orians of thofe times, as occalioned many fatal calamities to pur- 
fuehim: albeit he framed this cxcufe, That it was irrational, nay impious, to confine 
th'e Cclcllial Gods to Earthly Habitations, for thereby they immured them within Wood 
hnd Stone, but was othcrwiieimderftood by the Greeks vsho gave Judgment againft him, 
by the bad fiicccfs of his affaires, as foUoweth. For firft, his great Armado was fooii 
after bearen and funk by the Athenian Admiral, with his four hundred lail 

near the lllc of Salamis' in. the Gulph of Negropont\ and fuch havock made iby the in- 
cenfed 6 rrfJ;j, that Non vicH fed •vincendo fatigati inter ingentes catervas firatoram hoftiim 
faith an Author *, a fight or execution fo dreadful to the Perfian Kin^that his 
Spirits funk fo as he could not think himfelf fafe amidJl: his Royal Guard fo long as he 
continued on the wrong fide the HeBe^om: And accordingly leaving Afardonim (his 
General and Uncle by marriage) thrqeLhundrcd and fifty thouland fdcit men, he baften- 
cd to Sips ‘-y where finding the Bridge difordered by a late ftorm, he was ncccffitatcd 
to ferry over in a fmall Cock-boat ; thence giving one Hiftorian occafion to fay, He was 
primM infugay popemiu in praltoj and to another, and that very truly, Ejtu introittu in 
Craciam non tarn terribilis efuam difcejftts fait taryis, C^c, Ncverthelcfs, to diilcmble his 
grief for that inftabiliry of Fortune, he began to play fuch mad pranks as rendred him 
more and more ridiculous : For, in the firft place to be revenged for the breaking his 
Bridge, and lofs fiiftained at Sea, he commands a Sea-Captain to give the Water three 
hundred Ja/Jics ; and having the Images of Neptatk, Boreas and Protests brought as Delin- 
quents before him, toexprefshis owngreatnefs (being Brother to the Sun and Moon, 
asheufually ftilcd himfdf) and what low efteem he had of thofe marine or inferiour 
Deities he committed them Prifoners to his Provoft Marlhal who was ordered to mana- 
cle theii hands and^load their legs with fetters during pleafure \ 'for which irreverence 
and impiety as they imputed, the Creeks proclaimed him Deoram immortaliam Hvftts : but 
hein requital thereof, and tofhcwtliathelovcdtoimitateG«w^y^/fj his Anceftor, chain- 
ed the PaHadinm and fired the Temple of Mtnerva, the rather, for that flic was the Athc^ 
nians Tutelary Goddefs; and with like frenzy burnt the Temples of all other Gods inter- 
• pofing his return (that of Ephefitt excepted :) whence fo foon as he underftood how that 

the reft of his great Army was wholly broken by the overthrow given Adardonitte atPUua 
by Land, and ArtaJntes at Micalehy Seam one fame day, he continued his flying march 
as far as Babylon ; where to fhew that he put not his confidence in thole ftrong Wails, he 
tauflefly pulled down part thereof; and then alfo without the leaft provocation firft defa- 
ced and after that dcmoliflicd the noblcft ftrufturc and piece of Antiquity that was at that 
time extant throughout the world, the Temple of^r/w, which Semiramis with charge 
incredible and Art incomparable had crefted and dedicated to the memory of her Hus- 
bands Grandlire Bebu- !t was a fquare Pyramis faith Strsdso bb. i ?. r . 3 . made of brick ; 
in the midft rofe eight Towers, the firft of which was one furlong high, and the reft 
proportionable; fohigh, andfocuriousthatit fuperadded to the other feven Wonders 
of the World . He alfo ravilhed thence the Statua of BeltUj which was twelve cubits high 
and of nwflleGold*, and asHerodetm lib^ 1. flew divers of the Flaracns that would have 
refeued it : Alexander would have repaired this broken Pyramis, but after an cllay 
found it not prafticablc. Howlxrit this aft of his, albeit Hiftorians reproach him for 
it, ncverthelcfs feems alluded toby that memorable predi(ftion of Jeremiah chap. 15. 
verf. 18. where inveighing againft the grofs Idolatry of the Caldeans the Prophet con- 
cludes, That f^ana font opera & rifa digm^ in tempore vifitationis faa peribunt. And in 
Verf. 44 . FifitabofaperBebtmmBabylone,mnrmeiuoqHeBabylmmeorrMeti&c. Thushaving • 
fatiatccl his humour againft thofe imaginary Gods, with like barbarous outrage he e.xcr- 
cili d his Tyranny againft men ; moft inhumanely putting firft the Wife of Mtfifibthe 
Saftrian Lieutenant, and after that himfelf and 'Children to Death ^ with feveral others, 
of whom he bad conceived feme caufclcls jealoufie: So as becoming more feared than 
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Themiftocles dies in *PerJia. 
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*loved, udrtabazjis ImUnck and Captain oftheGuatd, doubting he might Iiavc l.is ih:ue 
in that fccnc of blood, conrpircdwith^/*>fcnVi«<f«an Eunuch his Chamberlain, ancU\avir,g 
found a wicked opportunity to execute their Trcafon,^hcy cut him olF. A fadt fully rccoin- 
penced by Artaxerxes his Son who (liccceded in the Throne. 

Now notwithftanding thefc prodigious extravagancies of Xerxes^ that he had fome 
Vertuc and bravery intermixed, appears by Alexander the great, who at his critiiii. -, 
Perfenolis perceiving a Statua of Xerxes thrown under foot by the Soiil’dicrs, viewing it 
a while laid to feme Officers Handing by. He was confidering with himl'df whether in 
refpedt of his Vertue he Ihould fet it up again or let it lye upon confidcration of that mif- 
chicfhe had done \Vi Greece \ which Ikid, he ordered its Handing, as formerly. By this 
we fee theCuftom the Perjian and other Eaftcrn Princes was to cred Sratiias in memo- 
ry of the Dead rather than Sepulchers ; So did the Romans of old, Afajoresmjhi Staut.ts 
multis decreverunty Sepulchra vero faitcisy Cicero y. Philtf. Xerxes was buried at Pcrj'e- 
polls. 

Artoxerxeshegan his Reign AnnoMmdti 3500. and ruled the Empire moll lionomably 
full four and forty years. This Prince is ufnally called Lonnimanmy ejuia dextra Jmt lon- 
gior quam finifira \ lb long, that Handing upright he could touch his knee with liis rii>,ht- 
hand.; By the Arabia/tr Tamas-JharJhi 'y and by the Perfutus Ardfiiyr-liahaman. Ahedal 
with the lofs his prcdccelTors had fuftained by the Grecian War he difpatchcd his Am- 
baifadors in the firll year of his Reign to conclude a peace with the Athemans, inclined 
to it by Tmagor as svho had received a bribe of ten thoufand Daritjues or Sagittaries 
which with Ins giving adoration to the Perfian King, according to thccuitome here, atliis 
return coft him his life*, he had the better means to reduce <AEgyp»‘y wliich he cHc<Hed 
in the end. During that, Themificcles the great Athenian Captain incurred thc]'..aloune of 
his own and the Spartan Dcmocratical Statcs,and had the fentente of OHracilmi cd •, 

fo as forced by his ingrateful Country-men to^ fliiii for himfelf be adventured to the 
Court of Perfia in difgifife, where hcreccivcdas generous entertainment as could bede- 
viled of fuch high eHecm was anobic Enemy with the Perfian : But foon after being liy 
the P<?ryr4»Kingdcriredtofervcunder him in ej^gypt againlb the Crecia::s, he being of a 
Hcroick Spirit chofc rather to bid farcwcl to the world in a cup of poyibn, t':nn engage 
againft his Countrey, notwithftanding their r niclty. 

The reft of this great Monarchs Reign was peaceable and full of Honour. lie was 
a Prince of great civ ilit5r and *a conftant wcll-wilhcr to the fews j in Ezra 7. and Mche^ 
miah 2. much fpoken of, and therefore by moll is taken to be that Ahafimenfs who lor 
the moll part kept his Court in the Palace of Shajhan: and the rather, for that A^tax^ 
crxes by the PerCians is pronounced Arta^fhajhty art is great, which Ibme make Ahajhne- 
rm^ But that Nehemiah, Ezra, and Zorobabel were by this Rex Regum as he ililes him- 
Iclf permitted to return to build and inhabit Jerusalem is by none I meet with fo much as 
queftioned. He was contemporary with the High Prieft Jojachim, which gives Krent- 
and others occafioii to alfirin that Hefier, {ot Atojja c. aimnk, Formefier and 
Edijfa, as by fcvcral Nations llie was called) was the Wife of this Prince. He died at a 
ripe age and was buried at PerfepoUs. 

' Darius the Ballard (by the death of Xerxes and S( 7 g^/ 4 w«/t^een Hefiers Children) for 
fome time cllablilhcd the Empire to himfelf. e^gypt in his time rebelled ■, and contrad- 
ing a defenfive League with tlie Athenians utterly expelled the Perfians thence and pre- 
ferved their liberty during his and his Succelfor Artaxerxes Mnenons Reigns. In the 
interim, to his illcgitimation he added incelb *, an unnaturhl and impious aft, yet fami- 
liarly praftifed by the Perfians. Perfia, Medi, Indi & t/£lhiopes, cum matrihus & aviis, cum 
filiabus neptibus copdantur, faye^Hicr.adJovhs. and thence called Maguffai dcrilivcly by 
other Eehniques. By that Lady he had Artaxerxes whom we lately named, and CyrusYds 
Brother, that for Ibmc years governed ^4 the Ids : a Prince of equal magnanimity to 
any in his time *, but withal fo ambitious, that his Father lliUkept him atadillance, be- 
ing indeed jealous of him i and the more, obferving that tlic Q^ccnpalllonatcly affefted 
him. 

After nineteen Years Reign Darius died, and his Son Artaxerxes was placed in his 
Throne. Thcgreateft of this Princes troubles took rife from the reftlefs ambition .and 
purfuit of his Brother after the Crown , heightned thereto by the partial favour of 
the Queen-mother and iecret infinuations of Tijfiaphemes his pretended Friend, who firll 
mndcmim believe he had moll right to fway being born after his fatlicr was King •, but 
findingthatprojeft not likely to liiceeed, faced about, informing the King of the Princes 
intent: Which occafioned a fummoiis to be lent him, and appearing, being Iccurcd 
but in fetters of Gold, at the importunity of his Mother Parifiutishe was foon fet at li- 
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berty and rcftorcd to his Lieutenancy of and the adjacent Provinces; attfiatdi- 
ftaiK'-c ruminating how to compafs his ambitious ends under colour of revenge for the 
latcdilgracchc fufTered ; and havj^ a confiderable intcreft in Greece they were willing 
to widen the dilll micc thereby to make P/*ry/4 the Icfs capable of offending thcrai fo as 
they readily Ihrnilhcd him with ten thoufand Auxiliaries expert in War, But the pre- 
paratioiii that CyrM made, made it appear he was in carncfl-, and that he refolvcd either < 
io\\intlic< :i owiiorfindaGrave: Accordingly with a confiderable Army of Horfeand 
Fooi lie paifed through Syria into jdjfyria, and without oppolition poflefled himfclf of 
i!k’ rnoprincipal Seats of the Empire andSttfa^ which made him believe the reft 
liisonii, and was no lefs the opinion of molt. Howbeit, at Icnjifh, intelligence being 
h’ oi’glit that j^rtaxet'xcs was advancing with nine hundred thoufand men, it fomewhat 
al’c red his former apprehenfion. Qr/wncverthelefs prepared for fight i what he want- 
ed of number was liipplicd by skill. Both Armies being on their march, at or near 
Caoi'iaxa (or as the Perftans pronounce it Keom^Jhawy about 4000 furlongs from Bahyhn^ 
i amc lirit in view of each other. The Generate having difpofed their men into fuch or- 
der as they thought belt, quickly engaged: for many hours Vidlory feemed doubtful. 
Cyrttt for his part exprellcd as much refblution as man could do : for firft with his own 
hand he Iglled Artaacrz.es 'ACaddufiaHFtmCQy foon after made way into the thickeftof his 
lincniits, and pcrfbnally charging Artaxcrxes him fuch a teftimonyof his v^our, ^ 
ihai by the Enemy (wdiowith a Ihout applauded the Fad) it was tliought he had been 
Jiain : Blit tlie King being rather cntlamcd thereby requited him fo with his Sword, tlwt 
Cyrui h.id no further defire to engage the King. In fine, percei v ing the Eraperial Bilign 
(which was an Eagle of Gold; advance, Cyras refolvcd to put it to an ifliie*, fo as too 
eagei ly expofing his own perfon it happened that his Tiara or Regal Cap (which he wore 
as pretending right to the Crown) fell from his head \ which being obferved by Mithridates 
aP<-rj 7 .^« Youth, with a boldthruft he wounded the Prince in the Face, fo that he was 
forced tbr fome time to withdraw out the fight and towards night was accidentally and 

nufernbly llain by fome Pioneers Inffibitants of Coon-jha who by millake fell into his 
naked quarter. In this expedition the Hillorian had command : butfo foon 

as the whole Army fell into a rout, in defpight of the Ferftam he made a lafe and 
memora^jlc retreat through the Caddaftans Country into Georgia and crofled the River 
Phafts 10 Trepiz.e,jd ivhcrehc embarqued for Byzantinm and thence with honour brought 
ills CouLtrey-men into Greece. In this great fight many thotffands were on both fldcs flain *, 
iieverLhclcfs, becoming maftcr of the field taking a view of thofc that were 

amongft others Cyrtu w^as diftovered by the- long hair he wore : His head was 
quickly fevered from his body and prefonted the King; and Mithridates to whom his 
death was imputed (albeit the King would have had the honour ofithirafelf ) was high- 
ly rewarded; but foon after by the craft and cruelty of Parifatis the Queen-mother in a 
nioft horrid manner put to death, as we find by Xenophon AwiPlatarch in the life of ^r- 
taxerxes \ who not f ttisfied therewith alfo made Statira the Queen away by poifon, only for 
exprefiing her dcteflation of the fad. 

Amidit the fpoilcs it happened that Z?4r/W the young Prince light upon AJpaJia a Lady 
of Jiicli extraordinary beauty that upon the firft light became amorous, and. after 

ibme d illourfc fo paflionatcly afleded that without her he could not live. The aged King 
upon the report ol her beauty would needs fee whether Fame fpakc truth ^ and upon view 
became ccjually captivated ; lb as this unhappy competition occafioned a difference not 
to be rcconcikd Twixi Fathcr<ind Son. The King nevcrthclcfs perceiving how cxtrcajn- 
ly the Princes Ibul was endeared to her, and confidering that indecora Jam intuta gave 
way to his Son, endeavouring all he could to abate his own defire ^ which though fmothcr- 
cd a w'hilc broke out at Jaft into fuch a flame that he violently feized her from his company, 
and pretending that it was in zeal, fequeftred her within the Veftal Temple e^iAnetya as 
they call Dima At Eebatm. Which enraged the Prince*, and being further heightned 
in his jcalouiic liy Terebates an Eunuch in near relation to the King, wjthout the lealt con- 
lidcraiioii (finding no other way how to recover Ajpafia) he pradifeshow he might 
afl^finaie the King his Father in his Gofot .• A Trcalon of an ugly dye, and according 
to its demerit no fooner known but that the Confpirators were flain in the attempt, and 
the Prince himfclf (though Heir apparent) fecured, tried by a Council of War, moll 
ofwliich were Princes, condemned, and the fcntenceput in execution. Now albeit 
the King for his own prefervation approved thereof at firft, yet afterwards the lofs 
of fo hopeful a Prince fo overcharged his thoughts that in a languilliing condition it 
ai leiv’th broke his heart. Such was the end of this great Monarch after fix and thirty 
years Reigns being likewife buried at Perfepohs iu or a^ut the year of the World 
j6c>o. Ochue 
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• Ochu his third Son was crowned King: who during his fix and twenty years rule 
aftedas many tragiquc parts asthe worft of his predcceflbrs ever did : lb as of him ’tis 
laid Nidla nan fangninist non fexns, non ntatis miferkoreUa fermottu efi* And for Example, 
not content with the cruel perfecution he made abroad againft o^gyft which he rcduccO, 
and the blood he fpilt in the conqueft of India, Syria, and Cyfrus where he gave little 
quarter*, at home he inconfidcrately made away his two Brethren : and as he was con- 
triving more bloodlhcd was himfelf cut fliort by Bagoas the Eunuch, who finding.it im- 
pofllbletoafcend the Throne, mounted the right Heir Arjames thcvcon, wliomnevcrthc- 
lefs he foon after flew fearing he would revenge his Fathers death. In this unhappy Prince 
the Royal Race of Cyrus the great took end, having ruled the Empire about tw 5 
hundred and thirty years. 

Bagoas of great power was ncverthelefs fo hateful to the fubjed by reafon of his 

trealbnable pradilcs that he faw it was in vain in his own behalf to attempt the Crown : 
fo that not knowing how to lecure himfelf better than by obliging his Friend he pitched 
upon Codomanus who at that time was Lieutenant of Jlrmenia by Commiflion from the 
late King. Codomanus nevcrthclefs was of the Blood of Kings, and of fuch noted va- 
lour and courtefie that it was no fooncr propofed than generally approved of. Hav ing 
the l^oyal Scepter in his hand, according to cultome he afliimed the name Darius,t\\c better 
to ingratiate himfelf with the people who had that name in veneration. This is he whom 
the Greeks call Vltimus Darius, the Perfians Parvus or Cowcheck^ from his mil-fortune rather 
than want of proweft, in which and other Princely Vertues he was equal to any of the 
greateft Monarchs prccecdcd him. But the Supream who from his highclb Thrones dif- 
pofes of Monarchies and States as to his Divine Wildom leems bclb, let a period unto 
this i as fore-told by the Prophet Daniel chap. 1 1 . verf 2. And in order thereto, albeit 
Philip the Father of Alexander lb foon as he could prevail with the Grecian States to be 
their Capta'in General had invaded part of theleller AJia by Parmenio his Lieutenant Ge- 
neral and Attalus his Field-Marflial, and laid a Foundation for Alexanders Profccution 
of the PerJtanWsLti nevcrthclefs, waslboppolra hyMemnonti Rhodian Officer under 
Darius that Philip made but little progrefs in that Work : for the defign was laid afide 
upon that unhappy death of who was flain by Paufanias a Mac^nian Youth whom 

Attains againlt nature had abufed, and being complained on to receiving but a 
Height return provoked the young man in a trealbnable way to vent his paflion upon the 
King. So that it appeared, the overthrow of the Perjian Monarchy was clearly defign- 
ed for Alexander. Who no Iboncr had compofed his domcttick broils at home which 
gained the Son the fame reputation with the Grecian Princes and States the Father had^ 
to retaliate the Perjian for the many invafions and vexations they had given Greece, but 
principally to quench his ambitious thirftandtogive the reins to his boundlefs fpirit, 
he firftdifpofed of his own Kingdom to Antipaters trull, and then diftributed molt of 
that he had amonglt his Friends, giving this reafon to Parmenio, Spes fola & Afia mihi 
fufficient. 

Inconfidcrable was the number he railed for lb great a task, not cxxccding thirty 
thoufand Foot, fivethoufand Horlc, and one hundred and eighty Ships which never- 
thelcfsexprefled thegreatnefs ofhis mind : yet notwitbllanding in this is not to be too 
much ccnlured, feeing what his Army fell Ihort for number and bravery was fupplied by 
courage and skill, moll of them being Veteratae Souldiers who had received piany ho- 
nourable fears in the Wars under Phifip his Viftorious Father, Vt milites& militia Alagifiri 
fuerunt : Whereas on the contrary, albeit Darius infinitely exceeded Alexander in num- 
bers and wealth, and that through long peace- and plenty moll of them were richly clad 
and delicately fed ; yet withal were given over to luxury and grown cfFcminatc. 

Alexander (whom the Perjians call Scander and Alcander) then crofling the HeUeJpont, 
gave defiance to the jPer)?rf»rby throwing a Dart.Hel^ded without much oppofition, and 
had leiliire to offer a folemn facrifice upon Achilles his Ancellors Tomb. The firll encounter 
he received was near the River Grankus which divides the Trojan Territories from the 
Propnotis in the Adrajlian Field : the more noted place this is, not oucly from this firll battel 
mth the Perjians, but for that Powpry the great at Stella near this place defeated A/tV/jn 
datestht great King of Pontus,9ndTamberlane thchke to Bajazttmth his five hundred thoii- 
fand men, of which, two hundred thoufand loft their lives that day in the field. Jn this firfl 
fight Spithridates the Perjian General performed the part of a gallant Commander ■, never- 
thelcrs,bcing flain the reft fled *, ^^uos terrere Nominis ma^is ejuam Armis vkit, faith Plutarch 
concerning Alexander. The Vidlory was Alexanslers\ who in that fight exprefled fo 
much skill as well as valour, that the glory of the day was wholly his. Of tlic Perjians 
fell above twenty thouland lays I^uintus Curtius, Plutarch reduces them to two thoufand *, 
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but of the Greeks not above tliii ty Horfc and Foot» to whofe memory Mexander forth- 
witlKaufcd Statua’s ofbralUobccrcacdby Lyfffus the belt Statuary at that timciiuhc 
world. 

This rucrefsgave him the command of molt parts Afia the lefs, and not oncly fur- 
niflicd him with recruits, but what they moll wanted, provifion. Palling through Phrygia 
touaids the Puxinj at Gordisj with his Sword he dillblvcd that Knot upon which the 
vorqiicJl o\ AJta byOraclc was laid to depend. Darius by this time found the Maxim 
triK, Tl'sirt the mcanelt enemy is not to be contemned, much more fo greata Souldicr as th^ 
lb that at Icngth he rcfolvcd inperfon to engage Alexander, and like him- 
Uf ad vartted with an Army of three hundred thoulandFoot and a hundred thouland 
1 k 1 ll au ordi% to Juflirt •, Plutareh doubles their number. Concerning the method of 
i . i s niai ( h OtrtiHs and others give us this memorable relation. In the Van of the Army 
tl;e Arch-liaracn carried the holy Fire, atlended by the Pricllsand three hundred lixty 
f V Youths who were tlicir rclarors all cloathed in red. Next followed the Chariot of 
j uniter drawnhy white Horfes, the Riders being apparelled in Scarlet and holding Rods 
oi Gold in their Hands. After them came the Chariot dedicated to the Sun, which was 
r.ttendvd by ten other liiniptuous Chariots richly wrought with Silver and Gold. The 
VaiMM.irdof Horll- was forty thoufand, confifting oflevcral Nations and Habits^ The 
Kings o,\n Regiment of Foot which the Perfians termed Immortal were adorned 
with Ciains of Gold, their Coats imbroidered with Gold and Sleeves powdered 
wiih oriental PcaiJ. After which marched liftecn thouland more fplcndid than the 
former, npparcM like Women*, thefc were called the Kindred of the great King. Next 
wi:om lodciiisLifc guard excellently mounted and clad like the Servants of lb great a 
Mon.T cii : and after them Darim himlelf, litting in a triumphant Chariot which was of 
burniihul Ciold crabtllilhcd with glittering Stones and fuppoited by fcvcral Gods of his 
great Empire i upon his own head was the Royal Tiara, and the head of flic Chariot 
refembled a Sumhrerode Scl, two Eagles fpreading their Wings over him ; on either fide 
were too little Pagotha’s or Pillars, all being Gold la with precious gems. Two hun- 
dred 5,atrapa\s or latlicr Princes of the Blood with rich Partisans went ncarcll hisper- 
Ibn. In the lait place came Sij'yaamhis the QucciMnother, and the Wife of Darim, 
whofe attire w as lo lichthat it was not to be valued : they allb were drawn in Chariots 
of Gold, iv'rhiiltcrnCajua’sin w'hich lat the Kings Children and Nieces, a large train 
o\' Perfian Ladies, with an infinite number ol* Concubines, and their guard of Euniichs as 
richly apparelled as the reft attended them. Near thefc marched the Treafurer at War 
with his charge, which was lb great as that it burthened two thoufand Camels and 
Mules. After which followed two hundred thoufand Foot and fifty thouland Horfc i 
but Seneca well obfer ves, that multitudo non habet vim Jed pot,dtts» An Army fo nice in diet, 
lb rich in habit, fo diilercnt in language, and generally lb cireminatc, as without doubt 
it wa(> their very numbers they thought would amatc that little force Alexastdtr was in 
the licad ol' i w^lio though l ew, were little frighted with their enemies great body, and 
upon the deft i iption made of their wealth their courages were fo inflamed they thought 
it long c’fc they engaged. Tlic light was Toon begun, and continued not long : for the 

r/w 7 more minded to preferve what they had, than to run the uncertain hazard of 
War upon fucli unequal terms, or to adventure tlicir Golden Robes and Jewels againll 
thole ( ourft d^fpicablc fellow's that with Iron and Steel advanced againft them. In this 
ftiort lig]!t or skirmiih rather the Pcrfiansloft looooo Foot and like number ofHorlc ftiith 
{^inttts OiritiM others fay 6oocoFoot and loooo Horfc, moll of which fell in the 
tluile. Dari/is himlelf was fo purfuccl, that fearing to be known in that pofturc, he 
threw the CrovvnlVom his head. The Treafure alio was all taken j but whicli was of 
moftiiotc, his Mother, Wife, Children and Kin were prifoners, who uled 

tlicni like a nobl j Prince *, for albcif they were of incomparable beauty, yet commanded 
he hi, alftdion fo as t.hty had not the Icalt violation or difrefped ‘given by any i the 
Vic^tor alio ordering that wliat Jewels they loft ihould be forthwith reftor’d : yet the 
Ipoiis were many and ricii, even to admiration. Amongft which I oncly mention st 
Cabinet of Gold, thick let with Diamonds and other precious Stones, which for mate- 
rials and Art was reputed the bell Jewel in the World. Alexander taking that in his hand 
and IhQvtingitto Per dice as, pi cafaiitly demanded what was fitteft to put therein? Some 
laying Gold, others Pearl and Stones of price *, No, fays lie, nothing but Iliads. 
Pliti. Ub. 7. r. 2y. 

Soon after this conflid Parmenio routed Prince Memnons Brigade near Damafats : in 
which flight the Prince was flain and the Daughter of Ochsu the former King to- 
gether with the Wives and Daughters of moft of the Nobility of Perfia taken 

Prifonersi 
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Prifoncrs ; as alfb a further mafs of Darins his Treafurc, amounting to 6200 TaJcnts of mo- 
ney coined, and inBullion 5 ooTalents,over and befidcs other wealth which was incitimaBle . 
PheenkU alfo and moft of Syria proftrated thcmfclves to Alexander upon that Viftory : wliO 
likewife after feven months fiegc mattered the City of 7 )rc, and for their obltinacy ma^ Ic 
the Inhabitants feel his wrathful temper. Caz.a alfo made him fomcrcliftance *, but being 
taken, advanced without further interruption x.o jerujfdem-^ovito't which, to enter 
tain the Cbnquerour ifliied Jaddus the High-prieft attired in his Pontifical Robe witii a My- 
tcr upon his head,and attended by the Priefts and Levites in their Sacerdotal Habits, which 
faith was fo full of gravity and State that .>^/^.vW^^firft admired and then pro- 

ftrated himfelf before the High Priett for his beiiedidtion •, who for his better fai Ufaciioii 
likewife entertained him amongtt other things with the Prophecy oi Darnel which in cx- 
prefs terms prefigured hi s Vidtor ies. 

Thence he marched into which fubmitted. And having an ardent dcfirc to 

viHt Japiter-^Aaunons Temple, albeit the way was exceeding difficult, ncvcrtliclels after 
five days treading the Joofc and fcalding fimds (in all thatDclert feeing neither graft 
nor tree, bcaft nor bird) which comes to pafs, in regard it very fcldom rains there, 
and t^tat by rcafon of the extreme heat all or moft of the Spi iiigs be dried up i lb as ’tfs 
apparent that Water is the Mother of all generations, if Paravelfas may be credited, 
no vegetable nor animal being procreated above, nor mineral bciitatli without it^ 
& reram omnium ex aqua precre^f tone, wluti ex primo principio, fkithThales Mtlejius. ■ Blit 
after lb great toylc being at length arrived at the place, he was faluted with the atfedted 
title of Jupiters Son, as the Parafites interpreted the equivocal Greek word wherewith 
the Oracle entertained him. Returning to Memphis he quickened his march towards the 
North part oiAjfyria csWtdAdiabena^ where he had notice that the chaft and beautif ul Wife 
of Darius notwithftanding her princely ufagewas fo overwhelmed with grief ujion the 
thoughts of the declining condition of her Husband, that Death only could give cafe 
to her affliction. 

SooniJSftcr this the PerfiM King profered Alexander his fair Daughter with thirty thou- 
fand Taecnts together with ^^^pt and all A/ia the Id's for portion. But Alexander 
who had thefc already in pofiellioii and the Soveraignty of the whole world in his Idea, 
replied. That the Firmament could not endure two Suns. So that they prepared on 
•cither lidc for another fight. Darius recruited his Array to five hundred thouland Horfb 
and Foot, fomc Authors make it much more •, and Alexander to fifty thoufandFoot 
and eight thoufand Horfe. Thefc great Codies foon met and engaged each other. This 
Battel was much better fought than the former, moft of them having gained experience. 
i>4ri/wcxpreflbd fufficicntperfonal bravery that day andthcSouldiers, the one fide for 
liberty the other for conqucft, ftood fo well and fo equally to their charge that Victory 
ftood hovering a good while with doubtful wings, ere it appeared to which part Ihc 
would incline : but Alexander who well knew that upon this the whole depended and 
would decide the quarrel, exprefled fuch extraordinary valour as well as experience in 
the fight as at length albeit he loft three hundred of Iiis belt men, and that Parmenio, Per- 
diccas, and*£pMwmcrchurtinthcfiglit, he renewed the battel with fuch frclh courage 
that the Perfian Army were conftrained to give gromid, and then fled ■, Darius himfelf 
in the laft place, who in the battel having given great proof of his courage, in this con- 
dition would have flain himfelf: In the purfuit more were Hain than in the fight, joooo 
iaycs Arrianus, 40000 (ayes i{uintus Curtius, but Diod. Siculus makes them double the 
number; how uncertain foever the number be, this days Victory over that part got 
him conqucft over the whole, i^uo praUo{Pxys Jnflin) AJia imperikm rapuie Alexander \ 
Cujus tamafuitfeelicitas, ut poft hoc, nemo rcbeHare aufus ePi* Perfa enim ( pofi imperium tot 
annorim) jugum fervitutis patienter acceperint. Which Words of the Hiftorian were true ; 
for the reputation of this battel quite broke the heart of the Perfian Nobility and fet the 
Imperial Crown upon Alexanders head : Who purfued the V iCtory, f orcing the remains of 
th. Perfian Army to diQicrfc thcmfclves into divided quarters and fuch places where t.hey 
could find belt Ihelter. Invitations alfo came from Provinces and Cities in moll j)i.iccs 
thereabouts to Alexander, to take what he had viCtorioully acquired by right of War. 
Arhela was the firlt that rendred, nigh which place the Battel was. ArbeU built by 
heUu a City iinder^ 37 degrees, by ‘Ptelomy called Arbelitis by MercelUtmsi CanyfabeU 
is about fifteen (fome fay five) leagues North from Nineveh, in that part oVAffyrU 
whicii was then called Arrapachita fevered from Armenia by the Nyphates hills. Babybn 
was next incourfe toentcrtitin the Conquercr in this kind of complement, which place 
for a long time had been the objeCt of Alexanders defircs : lb that thither in the beft equi- 
page hccould, he cheerfully marched withthegreateft part of his Army, having firftfeiit 
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IbmeHorfe after who with a flying party was palTcd the Mountain that divides 
thofe parts from Medist, to preferve hirmelf where he could find moft fafety. 

Alexander tlicrcfore marching through the Countrey called Adidene the North part 
of Ajfp'ia 'twixt the Arrofochites (corruptly fo from Arfhajhitcy that part of Affyria 
being the firlt Plantation of Arphoxad Son of Sent) and the Gara-mem (before the Flood 
tlic fame where Eden or the Garden of Paradife ftood,) at length the Victor came in light 
ot the high Walls of Babylon, which put him into an eeftalie of joy , for indeed} that was 
the I clcbratcd place he coveted, having as it were from the beginning ofTimeltnickr 
terrour not into Grecia alone, but all other Kingdomes and Provinces through the Uni- 
A erfe. To welcome the Conquefour, Maxxtu or Mazifies as Ibmc call him a Berfian 
Satrapa at that time Governour of the place (who had faithfully promifed hisMalter 
i^rfWwhe would keep it for him, not oncly againft Alexander but all tlie world,) falfly 
iilued with the Captain oi tlic Giftlc and the Treafurer who prclcnted Alexander with a 
particular of his ciiargc being nolcfs than fifty thoufand Talents of Silver in Bullion or 
as forac report two hundred thoufand Talents in Gold ; followed by the Ma^i or Caldcan 
Aftrologcrsas forward as the reft to adore this rifing Sun, accorripJanied with an infinite 
number of l iorle and Citizens all in their beft Livery, having ordered that the way all 
along lliould be ftrewtd with fvvcct flowers and Altars ercfled fmoaking with Inccnlc, 
with what other fymbols of joy and fubmiffion they could poflibly. cxpicfs to make his 
entrance more acceptable and magnificent; without the leaft outward appearance of 
fear or terrour for their inevitable fubjeftion and lofs which they were fure would follow 
this new chance of War. Alexander rapt with admiration beheld the ftatelinel's of the 
place, the height and ftrengthof the Walls, the beauty of the Towers, the many no- 
ble ftrudiircs and places of pleafure all along tlie River Euphrates, clpeciaily that incom- 
parable Garden which was Jupported by Arches the greatnefs and,curiolity of the Royal 
Palace, than which the World had not its luperiour, that excepted of Perjepolis ; and no 
Icfs magnifying the Temple of Belas which Xerxes had defaced. Alexander gave immediate 
order for repair thereof : but having a little before fpoken more particularly of tj>is place, 
I may not repeat. Neverthelofs,fuch contentment Alexander found here, tliat he Ij'ptot more 
than a months time in banquetting and mJier cxcefs which had wdl-nigh vitiatedthe Ipir its 
ofhisCountrcy-mcn who had been educated after another manner of diet iuaftridt but 
wliolfome diitiifiinc of War. 

At length, leaving the fupcrintendency of the place wi^ Mayses the former Gover- 
nour, the Conquerour marched dire^ly towards Shujhan •, his way into Sujiana was through 
Sittacenenn^Satrapene, clofc by the Altars of which he viewed for the honour 
he bore that Hcroc his emulated Anceftor. Into Shujhan he was received by Abulites, 
according to his principle Itill adoring the rifing Sun who exprefled little Jefs ceremony 
i 11 hi s entertainment than Maixsu had formerly at Babylon. Here the Trcaiiircr prefented 
the Conquerour with an invoyce of his cliarge which was Nine millions of Gold and 
fifty thouland Talents of Silver not put unto the mint as fay moft Writers; albeit P/«- 
tarch mentions onejy four thoufand Talents, and in Purple-filk from Tyre to an equal 
value. • 

The plcafiirc of this noted place detained him longer than he intended at his firft com- 
ing : for indeed, the curiofity of the Gardens and magnificence of the Palace were not to 
be parallel’d. Alexander at a Princely Banquet w*hich he made his Favourite Ephefiion and 
other prime Officers of the Army with fcvcral of the Perfian Lords, fitting in Darisu his 
State which was of pure Gold moft richly fet with precious Stones, could not forbear 
exulting, that what he had long defired was now accompliihed, viz., to be Malter of 
Xerxes his magnificent Palace. And having here as at Babylon plactd aconfiderablc 
Guard, he halted towards Perjepolis, invited thither by Teredates t\\Q fearful Gover- 
nour. liy the way (as I noted in our palTage near Jaaroon) he was to march through 
theftrait called Pyle Perjsdis, where Arsobarx.anes (a noble Perfuoi) gallantly defended 
thepafs with alinall party of well-rcfolved Perpans *, fo that Alexander after the lofs of 
more Captains than in the two firft Battels againft Darirn, andinnny companies of Foot, 
was forced to find another way : At which the noble Perpan halting to Perjepolis in de- 
fence of his Mailers right, was bafcly refufed entrance by Ttredates’, fothat wheeling 
about, he immediately fought the Vidor, in which attempt he found an ho- 

nourable Grave. 

Perjepolis, albeit the gates were opened to give Alexander free leave to enter in a 
friendly and fubmilfivc fort, neverthelefs, fuch was the fpight they bore this gallant 

J ftaceforthcmifchiefJT^rjpw haddonein(?rwf, that the Souldicrs were inconfiderately 
iceni^ to kill and fpoil as they lifted. This was the Metropolis, the Principal Seat 
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and Burial-place of the Verftm Monarchs. No place in the world being put into the 
balance with this City would have weighed it down ; for after the Souldiers had loaded 
thenafelves with three dayes plunder of Money, Plate Jewels, Images of Gold, and Bullion 
in abundance, the Conquerour for his (hare had a hundred and twenty tlioulhnd Talents 
in coin : But not content therewith, he let the City and Palace on fire, at the inftigati- 
on of an infamous llrumpct ■, not woi th a naming the fecoud time •, Vrbem ilUtm Rej^iam, 
tot Monarcharum altricem^ totitts Orientis im^eratricewj Cyacio it cAterarum terror em^ 

jiammis mijerrim incendit, fayes Munfler Cojmo^, 

■ And not finding any fitter place to take a furvey of the Perfian Exchequer, which 
clearly appears by the fevcral valt liiras Alexander kized in this itinci ant War to be pro- 
digious, UifFer me a little view, that it may evidence how properly the Perjitm Kings 
5^rrogated to thenifelves the Title Q[RcxRe^tmy Demimfq' omnium tyc. their 

aniiuaiRcvciiucbcinganfwerableto the amplitude of their Empire, which extended one 
way from the North lide of the Hdlc^om to the River Canges j and the other way to the 
ArA-PhiUfioram and Gouiitrcy of the Garamants : lb as ifoncly (lomindia they cxtrailcd 
yearlythrcc hundred and thrcclcorc Talents of Gold', outofthcreftofthe 127 Provin- 
ces how great mult be the receipt? for no Icfs was yearly brought into the Exclieqiier 
fay good Authors than 40500 Talents of Gold, every Talent according to the Hebrew 
amountingunto 4500 pounds*, foasthcfcvcral vail firms whkli Alexander dil] 3 ored out 
of thefc fevcral Trcafiiries may well be credited equalling (’tis thought; the puhJick reve- 
nue of the Roman Exchequer, which in AuguJlnsCafar's Raign,was 1 50 Millions of Crowns 
as by fomc is reported. Let it not then be loft labour to enumerate thole lums as I find 
regiftred, and probably agreed with the Accorapt then given 
At the battel oUjfus Alexander took from the Treafurcr at War 620 j Talents of coin 
dcligncd for the pay of Dari/ts his Army, and 500 Talents more in Bullion, liiimiiitcd. 
What the Silver Talent was, is doubtful: For if it were the Talent, that was

2 18 pounds*, if the Alexandrian , 375 pounds 5 if the 25:^ pounds*, (^forl 

obferve that the Attique andEiiboique with the Talents in diifcTcnt Kingdoms were not 
the fame, no more than was the Weight which had its equal variation, and likli as liatli 
occafioued fundry miftakes amonglt Hiftorians.) At Memphis he found Talents*, 
ZtJDamafcHsz6uQ. Babylon tit Ecbat an 26000. at 50000 uJi-ini tiled and 

ninemillionsqfGold*, iit Parfagard 60000. ttnd in Perjepohs 1 200 jo Talents ^ onuSirabo 
reports (if he mean not rather the Total; thirty two millions feven hundred and til by tliou- 
fand pounds : So that the 3 oo«.io Talents or eighteen millions of Crowns which Danm prof- 
fered with his Daughter Statiraivi portion, and the 10000 Talents foi ranlbm- 

ing of pri loners, would eafily have been paid, leeing that prodigious mai's of treafure Alex- 
ander fent thence into his native Kingdom was fo great as loaded five thoufand Camels, and 
tenthoufand Mules. 

Moreover, feeing I am upon this fubjeef , fufFer me to balance thefe with other llu- 
pendious furasimeet with in authcnic ftories. Andliift, ( oiicciniiig that w*hicli 5 rfr</rf- 
napahie laci ificed with Iiimfclf in flames when Nineveh was taken by Belochus : It is report- 
ed to be no Icfs than One hundred millions of Talents in Gold and a thouiand millions of 
Talents inSilvcr, which in our money amounts unto twenty thoulhiid and five hundred 
raillioiis of pounds ; fcarce credible, if the vaft extent of that Empire and arbitrary 
authority of thofc Kings were not cbfilidered, and tliat it was loon after the golden age 5 
and compared with what King David amafled together out of a far lefs Dominion: For 
David / as appeals i Chron. 21. 14.) bequeathed Solomon towards the building of the 
TempleOnc* hundred thoufand Talents of Gold and ten hundred thoufand Talents of Silver, 
which in our money amounts to eight hundrq^lixty feven millions, three hundred eighty 
two thoufand and five hundred pounds fterling, or th(?reabouts. Marvellous itis likewiie to 
coafider where and in what maimer Cynts Icraped fo faft a fiun together out of his Lieute- 
nancy in the Icifer AJia lii^-h time as he marched agaiaft liis Brother Artaxerxes^ being as 
Xenophon reports One hundred and five and twenty millions of pounds. 

Now as ill the firft I gave but one inJlancc out of tlic Tax that was yearly raifed from 
India ^ foin the Jaft I ifiall oiicJy mention a^Egyptj which in Cleopatra^ time brought 
every year into the piiblique Trcaliu y Twelve thoufand and five hundred Talents of Cold, 
which according to our computation makes 75.J0000 Crowns j liims ib very great, as 
puts to filence that mafs of plate which was offered Pyi^no a Spanifi ijornmandcr 
in America by Attabalipa the Pemvioft King for his ranlbme. uii! how lias our 
Mother Earth gioancd through the violence that has been offered her bowels by extrauft- 
ing this Mavimion of darknefs ? How many millions of lives have been fpent in Mines for 
rite producing that which mif-ufed has helped to put the Univerfe into a combuftio* ? 
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And feeing the very entrails of the Earth has been thus inccflantly torn for this precious 
Oar as the world eftcemsit, ftiangeit is to confidcr what is become of this accumula- 
ted heap, appearing that the Exchequers of moft Potentates atthisday as inmoft former 
timer arc rather empty than full, and that all Nations complain for a fupply *, and yet thofe 
many piiblick Trcafurics would hardly amount to what was imbodied in one Exchequer in 
the Worlds adolcfccncy ; infomuch as it may be prefumed that the greater part is loll 
and buried in the Sea, where it is irrecoversile-, but not to be lamented, feeing Cove- 
toufnejs is bttt Idolatry jSLndi ’tis not wealth but content that makes men happy. NcfVcrthelcls, 
that great wealth the Kings were mailers of made them forepuwble with the^®- 

mans that by them they were llilcd Reoes beatijjimi ; as amongil others Horace has an alluhon 
mills PerfarimRegebeattor:, Concluding this parcnthelis with that invedive againft Ava- 
rice, Vllam eft officitm vel locum tamfofiEltm am folenne-t quodAvaritia violare non audet ? And 
drawing our Eyes from the proljKd of thefe enchanting metals I have the more liberty to 
foWovr Alexander into IndtUy with this caution, Non alienis Cajlris tan^aam exploratory fed 
Viator, 

Alexander then having intelligence brought himhowpcrfidioufly Beffm had dealt with 
his declining Prince, and thedcatlis wounds given him by thofe tray terous hands, de- 
layed not to give order for a Ipeedy march in quell of that infamous Regicide \ the fhthcr, 
for that it wasalfo told him, at his death retained lb grateful a memory for the 
civility he cxprelTed to his ncarcll Relations that he heartily invocated all his Gods, 
AUxmtdcr might have his defircs, as to an UniverfalConqucll of the World, accomplilh- 
ed*, Precatur Sttperum Infer unuf, Numina Resales Deos m Alexandra Imperium Orbis Ter- 
raram omnium continoat : with which words he expired and with him the Perfian freedom, 
Vitampariter cum Perfarum Regno fcfnivity Juftinlib. lo. Ncverthclcfs, revenge quickned 
Alexand^s march towards BaBriay fqrving withal to fpur on his dcfired entrance 
that way into the Indies : fo as fclcdling twenty thoufand Foot and three thouland 
Horfe, with thofe few he dcfigned the profecution of his Univerfal ConqueR towards the 
Eall. 

Marching therefore firft through P'orthiu, in fifteen dayes he paft through pjyrcama, 
which by the natural defence it had in Woods and FaftnelTes might eafily have obftrudl- 
ed his pallagc had Befus but endeavoured it : but felf-guilt fufficiently tortured him *, for 
he was now become the reproach of men : and found it accordingly •, for upon AUxaru 
ders coming into Mcrgiana not far from the City CyropoUs, built by be was appre- 
hended by his own party and brought boundto Alexander i who abhorring his light, or- 
dered he Ihould be delivered to Oxatresthe Brother ol Darius to be difpoftd of as he 
Ihould think fit. ImdtionemperpdiafratriDarii esccruciandumtradidity lailh Jufiin lib. 12 . 

This done, the Conquerour gave order for the Interrment of the cnbalmed royal Corps ^ 
w'hich was done in military form and with as much ceremony and exprcllions of Ibrroiv 
as was polTible ; but Alexander being the principal mourner, by the fadnefs of his coun- 
tenance fufficiently difeovered the anguilh of his Spirit : a generous companion i 
and lb well relented, yea having fo forcible animpreflion upon the Souls of the perfia^ 
Princes then attending the oWcquics , as albeit the Countrey was formerly Jiibdu- 
* cd , not till by thofe tears he Ihcd could he make an entire conqucll over their af. 
fedtioiis. 

This great Funeral thus performed, Alexander then palled his Army over the River 
Oxsts, and afterwards the like over Jaxartes which Plutarch calls Orexartes^ the Creeks it 
feemsnot very expert in Geography took it for Tanaisy Vrbem Alexandriam fuper asunem 
T anaim condidity^nd in feventeen days compafled it with a Wall fix miles about ; A great 
millake, this emptying it felf into the Cajpi$p Sea and that into Pabss Meotis or Mare di 
T<mw 74 which in 48 degrees flows into the Euxiny the diltance ’twixi thofe two Rivers be- 
ing little Icfs than two thoufand miles. Alexander Hill thirfting after the Conquell of 
India direfts his courfc through the moft Southerly part of xhe Majfagetcs Country leaving 
theParopanifan hills and Arachojia on the right hand’, during which he laid the foun- 
dation of twelve Cities : but falling into fomc riot,in that diftemper llcw Clytus his old and 
trufty Servant. After which he intended to repofe a while at the City Nyfa built by Bacchus 
upon the banks of IHdafpesynovi called Bodafpi and branches of the River Indusyoi 
great repute in thole dayes for the facred Mount and incomparable Vines there abound- 
ing which from thence and the neighbourhood to Ararat in Mcrgiana and thenamc it bore 
gives fomc good caufe to fancy that it was built by the Patriarch Noah and was his firft 
Plantation. Hereabouts it was, where they Ihewed Alexander a moll ancient Monument, 
the Tomb of Caman the fourth in dcftent from Adamy who (as in the Juqhafm fol. 6.) 
reigned, over the Indians of thefe parts before the Deluge. Here he conftituted his 
^SV^pdes who had their Armour damasked and filletted with Silver. Rerus

pffTKi a valiant and powerful M4w Prince having notice that Alexmder advanced 
tovvasds hisCountrey (which comprehended a great part of what the Mogul now holds 
in Iftdufian,') waited for him on the banks of with a great body of Horfc and 

Foot and many Elephants of War •, where they fought, -and gave the Greeki fuch tclii- 
mony of their valour that albeit Alexander got the better of the day it gave the Greeks ne- 
vcrthelefs frelh caufc to reft fatisfied with fuch Victories as they had got, without fur- 
ther hazard into the Orient. To put which out of thought and for their refrclhment 
after ib hard labour, Alexander let loofc the reins to all manner of debauchery v for 
at the Mountain Maros he celebrated the Bacehanalia, and for fifteen dayes glutted the 
Army with thofe myftic fopperies. After which he forced his way through DeddeUa 
and Asaitray took by alTault a Fort feituate upon an inacccffiblc hill which could not 
be fubjeCted by Hercules. After that Maz,aja and Noruy principal places of ftrength in 
thofe parts i and with fome difficulty palled his Army over Acefims another branch of 
and then fet Foot in for faith the Hillorian, Adamncm Accjtnemferffensper 
huncinOceanumdevehitur: which I note onelytolhew that Indus and th.K River arc^onein 
that ftory, albeit indeed but a branch of Indus : all which he apprehended his own by that 
little polleffioii. 

The confideration whereof made him acquaint his great Officers with his dcfign to 
penetrate as far as Ganges y which they feemed to approve of i but being known unto the 
Army, the length of the way, theiiicrcafe of heat, wafted quarters, infinite numbers 
of Indians aftemblcd in their own defence, the difficulty of p^g over Canines (which 
■was reported to be thirty furlongs broad and an hundred fathoms deep,) thcle and the 
like had fo vive an impreffionin their fancies, that as one‘and all by a general murmur 
they expreffed their difeontent : fo as finding that neither by threats nor promifes he 
could aUay the mutinous humour of the Camp, at prefenthe diflembled his thoughts and 
feemed to reft fatisfied, albeit loon alter hemadefcvei al of them feel the weight of his 
dilpleafure. The Horfc he marched tlu ough Pasaltna upon the Eaftcrn banks of the River 
Indus y the Foot in boats paft merrily down the ftream until they came to tliat we now call 
Diu formerly Patala near the Tropic and in view of the Ocean : where drawing his Horfc 
and Foot into a body heftraightway invaded the Countrey of the Oxidracans, ftormed 
the principal place of defence the had, and temerarioufly mounting the parapet 

and violently leaping into the Town to the amazement of the Barhanany, followed 
but by two officers, for a while liiftaincd the Darts and other Weapons the Enemy lent", 
andby thatinconliderate ad (ifthe Hillorian lay true) had periihed, had not the Army as 
mendciperate inhis refeue enforced their fpeedy entrance. 

After which he fubjeded the Bradmans Countrey : and preparing for his march 
againft the more remote Indians aflcmbled near the banks of Canges the Camp broke out 
into a frcih murmur •, fothat albeit he ufcd all poffible means to" perfwade their further 
inarch, vehemently declaring, That unkfs they oppofcd their fortune againft the nu- 
merous but naked preparations about Ganges which gave them a bold defiance, they 
would retreat with Jhame and (laith Plus, vua Alexand.) all they had thitherto done was 
neither memorable nor tliaiiks-worthy. Hotwithftanding which, the Army having the 
old Idea before their imagination, glutted with vidory, overcharged with rich Ipoils, 
and tired with travel, and unable to endure the extream heat of thole parts, firft they 
ihewed him their white hairs and the many maims received in battels, and then with 
tears befought him to put a period to his conquclls and ambition : By which they gave 
him caufc fufficient t<kunderftand their unwilUngnefs to fcorch their bodies which 
already looked like Mummy, any longer in thofe fiery Regions ; fo that in fine, forced he 
was tocondcl'ccnd. 

Nor was it ill reiblvcd •, duly coiifidering the great way they Ihould have marched ere 
they had arrived at the intolerable heat they muft endure, the uncertainty of 

provifions, and lofs probably they might have undergone id an Enemies Countrey, who 
having no dependaiicc upon the Pirfian were not at all Ihook by the fall of that Empire but 
rather as one man embodied upon the banks of Canges part of which , namely the 
Gangarida and the Prafians were reputed two hundred thoufand Foot and fouricore thou- 
fand Horfc, befidcs eight thoufand warlike Elephants, all bent in his oppofal : withal, 
finding upon a mufter, that albeit in the fight againft Form and the Mallians his Army con- 
fiftedot an hundred and twenty thoufand Foot and fifteen thoufand Horfc, full three 
parts of that number were fince dead, part being ibiu in fight, but molt dying of flux 
and fever soccalioned through cxccfs of grapes at Nyfa and their other intemperance at 
thccckbrationof thefrantiqueOrgyes. Alexander therefore feemingly fubmitted to a 
reenrn into a more moderate clime and the rather, that he might be recruited with 
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thofc iiiteen thoufand men he Iiad notice were advanced as far as Jaf^ucs. He thcrCi> 
upon s^bliihcd his iclbhiiioii to retreaty whicli was received with general acclamations 
oLiW’ Jhid after a months reft upon the aelluarium of the River Jndtu prepared for a 
n||^ towards Ormtu ; whiles the Conqueror himfclf, heedfiilly obferving the flux of 
tli^ivcr, the Situation of the Maritime coaft, and that large horizon the place afford- 
ed, was infmitcly delighted witlrthc novelty, but efpcciaJly with the prorpcdl of the 
Ocean. 

Now give me leave to paufe a while, and confidcr why Alexander had the Ocean in 
fuch admiration. The Ocean was defcrvedly tlie fubjed of his wonder : for ^e^y the 
place of his birth, being fcituatcncar thcThelfalonic gulph which neighbours the Archi- 
pelago without doubt gave him not only the profpeCl of that but in the courfe of his 
toiiqucll iiad the view of other Seas, as the de U Tana now Zabathe, the Enxine, the 

Mediterranean^ and the Alare Caffdttm *, all which may well be termed Seas, although much 
inferiour to the Mare maqnnm or Main Sea, whicli is properly called the Ocean. The 
Mcditerrancan^Q’^xA called Mare maffiim the great Sea in £AW«#,and in Jof). i. 4. Pan- 
tui Euxintu alfo hastheunmeof ma^iore, and well deferves that attribute feeing it 
is well nigh three thoufand miles in compafs’, fo great, as warranted OwV/ and other 
Poets to denominate all other Seas by that, zsOmniapontWyNil ni/ipontM, c^“c. 
And fortheCi/7>/<«^ik^houghbyrcalbn it is every where cncompalTcd with Land it iiideed 
rather rclcmblcs a gf«it l^ugli or Pond than Sea, ncverthelefs from its greatnefs and 
other properties is worthily ranked inter Dei tna^aliay and by Cofmographers in the 
Catalogue of other Seas : ^01 J*Iiny terms it wjrens *, and Ma^inm, V'aflum marey a large 
and vail Sea ; albeit the circuit be uliially taken for little above a thoufand miles. And 
for the mare Tfn^isy or PsUits Meotisy ’tis allb great *, feeing that from the middle part, 
l.and can hard^^e difeerned. So that upon the whole, I may conclude the Sea is great \ 
for it is Con^egatio multarnm Aquarum & Occam conjHnEhnti a colledion of many Waters, 
and joined iinto the Ocean : but comparatively, the difproportion is great betwixt the 
Ocean and the Sea : for, if 1 may fo rcfcmblc, fuch as Loughs arc to the Sea, fo may the 
Sea be compared with the Ocean *, which is lb great, that in Cen. 1.2. *iisftiled/<ic»« 
Ahyjfh for then it was an over-fpreading Element, in extent and depth cxc ceding alJ 
other Seas; of which, four have moll properly the attribute, viz. the Atlantick, the 
^thiopick, the Jruiian and South Ocean. Albeit the Hebrews of old immenfam vim 
cengrefationcni aqiMrum Ocearmm vocant: BotasinVcrf 10. when the Waters were ga- 
thered together unto one place, that collcdion was then called maria. Alfo the circum- 
fluent Ocean Vniverfam ctrctmi'ambiensTerram on every fide furrounds the Earth, giving 
life both to all Springs and receiving into its Worn!) all Rivers, renders it inexhau- 
iliblc i from whence it is aptly termed flnvierttm fontiitmq\ Pater -y l)y Virgil, Pattern 
rcrum *, and by Homer and Orpheus, Patrem Deorum, Hominum, aliorum, the Father of 
Gods and Men, and all other things ; for that in the conllitution of all fubluliary bodies 
moillurc is nccellarily required. Aiela alfo calls it Jmmenfum, Vafiijjimum, ac infinitum Pr- 
lagus-y and Seneca that Nihil eft infinitum me mpcrjcrutabile nifi Oceanus. Nothing is 
cSdIefs, or bottomlcfs, lave the Ocfl^in. 

Moreover, as it exceeds the Sea for magnitude, fo doth it in depth ^ for the Sea in 
moll places may be fathomed : yea, it is well known, that the deepnefs of the Sea ufually 
anfwcr^ to the height of Mountains, which Icldomc exceed three miles perpendicular; 
but in our narrow Seas is fcarce found half fo much. So that albeit the Earth, as molt 
ponderous, be ordinarily alfignedthc lowcft ftation ; nevcrthel^s Solynus authoritative- 
ly maintains, that the Ocean is deeper than the Earth : fo profoiAd, that in a vulgar ac- 
ception, albeit erroncoufly, it is lliled bottomlcfs. For though in founding the nV’ 
row Seas they feJdome fail of ground, ’tis othcrwilc in the Ocean: and 1 very well re- 
member, that in the great Ocean (in the mid- way betwixt the two great Continents of 
A frit. ^nd America) when wetvcreforfeveral dayes becalmed, the Captain of our Ship, 
to fatisfic hiscuriofity- one time let fall his Lead which had all the Log-hne he could pof- 
fiblymakcor borrow, probably upwards of three tlioufand fathom, arici having veer’d it 
out to the very end could lind no ground i fo as he would have perl waded us it was abyfs ; 
albeit that tryalgavc noliich confequcncc. 

I may obferve this further difference: Albeit in our narrow Seas there is commonly 
a fiuxue & refluxm marts an ebb and flood, the £«A:;»andthc MeditcrrAiean have but tlicir 
flux in moft places difccrnable for the one ftreams througli the Tlsracian Bofphorus and 
Pro pom is iitfo the Archi-pelago, but both through the freight of Gibr alter into the gre:it 
Atlantic Ocean, yJc dUhu oh velocitatem & per interior a maria difaarens, from its bellowing 
near the l^orc by Poets ufually Riled Taariaps, and !)y Painters reprefented in that limi- 
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litude : Ncvcrthclcfs, the Ocean where far from Land and when undiftnrbcd l.'y 
wind is placidm in locoy in its own place ftiU and pacihque ^ and yet it may not he dc- 
ny’d, That for the prefervation of its purity and the Life.of its lnh«:ibitants from corru- 
ption it has both motion and internal jeftivation. So having fpokeii this little concern- 
ing the greatnefs of the Sea, forafmuch as Sea and Land make but one Sphere, give me 
leave to contemplate the Earth with like admiration Alexander did the Ocean. 

Thai the Almighty created the firft Chaos out of nothing is evident, Gen. i. i. and 
Wi[d. II. 14. which fulficicntly convinces Arifiotle^ fiippofed materia prima^ for out of 
that mafs both the heavenly and other elementary Bodies were conitituted and formed. 
By the Fiat of the Almighty the fubter-celcftial Waters were feparated from the fuper- 
celeftial, fo that the third day the Earth was vifiblc, and appeared firm and diJfinguilhed 
horn the Waters', yea, in fuch a beautiful and harmonious manner, that both Earth and 
Water had their bounds : fo as the Water which at firft ovcr-lpread the Earth was ga- 
thered into one place, limited, and not fuffered to invade the Earth’s proportion ^ Oc- 
clufit Mare valv He (hut up the Seas with doors', dicensy Hoc ufepy vetucs cr non am flint, 
hitherto lhalt thou go and no further, JldtHum tnonm fuperbia littus hie opponit, here Ihall 
thy proud waves ttay. Job And botli not as Ovid fancies ponderibus librau fni< 

poiz’d or ballanccd by their own weight ', but by tlie direction of tlic Great Architect 
hung in the Air : Terr am undiq'y Coelo difiar/temy in a'luilibrio manercy fays Pitrmcnides'y or 
as Job Chap. i(u verf 7. Terram fu(pendit fnper nihilitniy tlie Earth he hung upon nothing *, 
with which that of the ^Talntift: differs not, Tirram fundavit fuper Maria, He founded 
the Earth upon the Waters ; the Waters compalfiiig the Earth and mixing with it in the 
iftoft intrinlique places : whence probably it is Thales Milefitu was of opinion that the 
Earth floated and was aptly refcmblable to a fhip fwimming in the Water. 

Now whereas Solymu maintains That the Ocean is larger and deeper than the Earth as I 
lately mentioned with an experiment, we arc to imdcrltand that the terreftrial Sphere is a 
globe or round body comprehended within the lupcrficics of the Earth and Water ; wliich 
though by fome fuppofed to ^)e equally difpofed, nay by the Ancients who coinprii’ed 
the Earth within an hundred and eighty degrees of longitude, had attributed fcarc c one 
half of the Sphere, that dimenlion is increafed very much lincc Land lias been difeover’d 
within tlic Polar circles, and by the addition of that vaft T trra firma in Ameriea. And 
albeit Scaliger in his 38 Exerciu is of opinion. That were it polliblc to level the Earth 
by fpreading the lofty Mountains and making them even with the plain ground, the 
Water would be ovcr-lprcad and have no place : Yet he acknowledges That the Earth 
and Sea by their various windings mutually imbracc each other ; the one orderly and 
indifterently fetting bounds unco the other. Which Rec. Cof. lib. 4. exceeds in averring 
that the Earth is ten thoufand times greater than the Sea -, an hypothefis very much dif- 
fering from molt Cofmographers and what authority he has i cannot apprehend, un- 
lefs he take that for his guide %e find in the 4. lib. Efdras chap. 6. verr.47. where it is 
faid, That the ifaters were gathered (at the Creation as 1 fuppofe) into a fevemh part, fo 
that fix parts of the Earth were kept dry. Which for that it is apocryphal how far it may 
be fide digntu credited for truth, 1 leave ip better judgments than my own, and in reve- 
rence to the Author forbear further to queftion. 

But how difputable foever the difproportion be betwixt the Earth and Water as to 
magnitude, the profundity or depth is more latisfa^lorily dcmonltratcd. For notwith- 
ftanding the Ocean be ufually ftiled bottoralcfs, and in the deepeft parts(which may be 
prefumed where it is broadeft) albeit there are rifing grounds and Mountains in the O- 
cean where the plummet or lead may touch, yet in other places 1 believe it is not, or at 
leaft never hitherto has been fathomed. Howbeit the judgment of moft is, thedeepeft 
exceeds not thirty miles; an uncertain conjecture, but commOnlytakenfromtliat fimile 
of anfwering to the height of Tcneriff or other the higheft Mountains; yea, grant- 
ing that the depth were an hundred nay a thoufand miles, yet will it not adequate the 
craflitude or thicknefsof the Earth, whofe diameter is acknowledged to be feven thoufiind 
and 1 u o hrndred miles, allowing the circumference to be one and twenty thqufand and 
fix hundred : nay, it will fall fhort of the femi-diameter, feeing that from the center 
to the fupcrficies of the Earth are reckon’d three thoufand and fix hundred miles ■, whii .i 
as to depth clcarly^pivcs the Earth tlic luperiority and in comparilbn of whieJn depth 
in the narrow Seas is very inconfiderablc ; being evident, that the log-line in molt Ihips 
when veered out, ufually finds ground as 1 have fometimes obferved, aixl find iikewife 
reported by Prifeian concerning JuUhs Cafar, who for his private fatislhction fathoming, 
the Seas, found it not exceeding thirty fladia which make about three miles an 9 a half 
Et^lijlr>, although Solynw allows 54 ftadcs, which aJmoft doubles the former.

Now in this parallel though I have noted a feeming difference in tliofc two, they iie- 
vertliclefs agree in one renter-, for Earth and Water are concentrical, the center be- 
ing an imaginary infcnfibic linall point fixed in the mid-part o^thc Earth, fiom whence 
height is to be meafured rather than from the fuperficies of the towring Earth or fphe- 
■kity of the fwclling Water, though both arc pradtifed. But the more to admire this 
wonderful ' abiitk, and thereby to glorifie the Creator, fuch as the center is to the Sphere 
Earm, the great Terrellrial globe is no other when it is made the center of that 
vaft ijimc’ u able circle of the celcllial motions, comprehenfivc onely by him who is 
infinitc'i^|>d incoraprchenliblc ; Cuins cemrim ejl ubique & ctreumferentia A circle 

ivlioi’c center is every where, and no where his circumference. Howbeit, Man, the molt 
(xadt and admirable piece of the Creation, is the Micmofm^indCmfenMum of all God’s 
Creatures, his rare Itrudlurc with the faculties and abilities of the Soul confidcred, a 
miracle far furmounting not onely the l^rth and Ocean, but Heaven it fclf with the reft 
of the Creation •. Which conlidcration induced St. Aug. to fay, Omnimiraculo quod fit 
ter Homnemy wajw miraatUfm efi ipfe homoi Man is a greater miracle than any miracle 
done by Mon, lib- lo. Ovit. Da c. ii. The Kingly Prophet alfo in the 8. />/. 6. and 139. 
pfitl. and i.}..mfc, %S, Manwas fearfully and wonderfully ruade\ Tea, the Lord hath given 
him dominion over the Werk^ of hU hands, and fuhjcBed all things under him. Which abun- 
dantly obliges Man to praife the Lord. '* 

Thel'e and the like rightly weighed, Alexander (albeit a fcholar to ArifiotU ) was not 
amilbin that his admiration-, who for his further recrcation*would needs adventure 
upon that Element he admired : and accordingly went aboard his Admiral then riding 
near D/«-, andhaviiig a gentle gale quickly weighed anchor, hoift fail, and launched fo 
far, That

probably twenty leagues South- weft into the Ocean •. A great adventure for fuch a Per- 
for:, and upon I’uvh an occafion*, being meerly to fatisfic his curiofity : but tlic contra- 
riety or the Element having its ufual efied, it foon became unplcafant to him : but more 
when tlic Siiy threnned a Itoim and the Wind in a loud and churlifli tone feeraed to pro- 
( laim, Tf iat albeit he had triumphed over the Land and (as the Poet laid afterwards) 
Ponm quoqjhvtet that over tiie Seas Kings may alfert a Jurifdidion, (yea, feeing eadem 
Tellur non font omma, tliat by their Ihips they aflbeiate the remoteft Nations and commu- 
nicate to oiie?mother whatcvei Nature or Induftry hath provided, ) the Winds never- 
thclcls arc not under their fubjedion, but referved to his Iblc difpofc, whOjasheisSu- 
incarn, governs alU wludi having acknowledged, he willingly returned afliore, find- 
ing that merry ironic Proverb true, Profe Aquas dulcijfinm efi ambulatto, Navigatio juxta 
Terras, &c. * 

The boundure of Alexander's march into Indiah^ing in the tradobfeure, I take leave 
alfo to oiler my own apprchcnfion in fliort concerning it. Hiftorians fomc fi.v his Ne 
p/w at the River /»*//« -, others at the River Ganges: there is not any leads it further 
that I meet with. Now for his penetrating India as far as Ganges, if he went fo far (as 
no doubt he did in his defire,) oft-times laying, That Caueafm and the xASmodian Moun- 
tains^named ib from Plmodad^eya of JocianJiltould be the limits of his Dominion-, having 
likewife Ihridry times exprellcd his emulation of Bacchus and Hercules whofe Pillars rai- 
fed near Cihralter and Babylon, he had heard were eteded further upon the Eaftern banks 
of Ganges ; and for Bacchus, that hc pierced both intra cr extra as far as China , where 
he ereded two Pillar i upon the EmodtonMoantaiiis as a Trophy in memory of liis Extern 
ConquelU ; Thus taken notice of by Dionyfius,

Which granted, I know not by wliat Authority a great Hiftorian writes, Prater SemL 
ramim & Alexandrum nemo Indiam intravit. If Canges was the boundure, then probably 
hi unarch was Toon after the Baud with Porus, and his neareft way as Men now travel 
was ’iwijft Laliore and Agray where the River at Praiie ftreams into Ganges : but 
if he paft down Indus as Arrian puts us out of doubt, tlien his way was to CambMa by 

Amadavad, 
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AmadaruAdy which made it near a thoufand miles c’re he could attain the afinarium ^ . 
which is not improbable, that thereby he might have a view of his Navy, which as molt 
imagine failed little beyond Sw4% roadorCfcw/*, near which pWee is a vaft Cave ait 
by great labour out of a Rock, which after Ages held lacred : Under it is a Spring of 
frelh Water very deep. Some name tliis place Alifimtj which as SMlhy relates is beau- 
tified with many Statuas, and fuppofed the work of Alexandery who (as Arriatt in his 
Teriptus obferves) made many great intrenchments, and crefted fundry Temples, Altars, 
and other matters of admiration , meerly to preierve the memory of bis Conqiiefts in 
thofe remote parts for future Generations: albeit the direftion Alexander gave his Ad- 
miral feems to inferr that fomc of the Fleet adventured as far as the Gulph oiBengaU \ 
for he commanded him to fet a compafs about and to leave India upon the right hand, 
which he could not do without doubling the Promontory called CapeComrhyn, as we read 
in PUtt. Vita Alexandri. And by the relation which Onefecritns gave may be thought 
tliat he difeovered Taprobane. So that if the Fleet onely coafted as far as Chanly or Go a, 
or Cocheeth or CaUienty in returning they inuft confequentJy leave the Indian coall: upon 
the right-, but the direftions he gave to compafs about has a greater latitude, and I'ecm- 
ingly. a contrary fignification. Bcfides, when Nearchns failed to the bottom of the Pc r- 
fian Gulph ( leaving his Fleet near Balfira) he found Alexander difporting himfelf a little 
before his death upon the Eaphratesy and amongft other ftrange things which he then 
related, mention is made of an Hand that had plenty of gold which probably was Tapro- 
hone* But this inqueft being to difeover the extent of Alexander^ march, I lhall onely 
jfollow that. 

Pliny writes that Hypaps India finvim Alex, fait termirme. Now to find that River is 
no Jefs difficult. I liippofe it is the fame which PhiloftratM vita Apoll. Thian. mentions 
in that memorable expedition Bacchtu and Hercules made into thofe Oriental Countreys 
when they were oppolcd by the people inhabiting between the Rivers Hy- 

f hafts (the &mc no doubt with Hypafisy though* it want the alpiration) and Gan^esy li Jug 
by ( artificial) thunder and lightning forced to retreat. This moft underftand to be Ord- 
nance, which the Eaftern world pretend to have had the knowledge of many Jiundrcd 
years before Swart the German Francifean Fryar in his Chymick Experiments invented 
about the Year 1330. Hypafis in my opinion is no ocher than Hydafpis now called Hy- 
ratis, and Bodafpi the fame which Strabo calls Hypanisy Vltra quam Alex, promdi non au- 
fiu efit beyond which Alexander marched not : but Ptelomy in his lo Tab. Afia calls it Bi- 
baftsy and from Imaus makes it flow into Indus fub 35 degr. And the ignorance we arc 
in concerning the Oxidr aeons Countrey makes the quell Hill more dark*, for that they 
were of India is evident : Albeit fomc there be that place them amongft the Oxiani in 
Mxrgianay the Oxiatri in Scythia, and the Oxidranca whom Ptolomy finds inhabiting near 
the Sogdian Mountains in the latitude of 46 degr. Therefore feeing in the Life of Ale^ 
xander, that fighting againft the Oxidracans, nrom the Parapet Alexander gave a thun- 
dringleap Plutarch calls it) into the Town, and amongft the thickeft of the Enemy 
expofedhislii^lePcrfon for a little time^ ananotwithftanding the admiration the Bar- 
barians were in of his attempt had perilh^, had not his Men ( fearJefs in that exigent 
of the greateft danger) to refeue their General takenitby ftorm : though the Name dif- 
fer, the ftory docs not from that already mentioned againft the Mallians. Now that the 
MaUians or Mdli arc thofe we now call Malua ( not much varying in the Name ) ’twixt 
Indus and Goujurat, is apparent: which granted, then it will follow that Alexander was 
not fo far Ealt as Ganges', albeit Craterm his Favourite and of great Command in the 
Army, in a Letter wliich he writ unto his Mother Arifiopatra then in Gracia concern- 
ing their march, reports that Alexander was advanced into Indian far as Ganges : with 
which Lucan feems to agree-, for having fpoken of Ganges in lib. 3. he fubjoyns, 

Here Alexander Jlopp'd, being taught to find, Hic, ubi pellcus poft Tytheoszciuura Dufl 

The World was larger than his boundlefi mind. Conllitit, 8c magno vine! fc taflus ab orbe c 

And in the 10. lib. by like Poetical authority fpeaking of Alexander, 

^Mongjl thofe ftrange floods that bloody did appestr, ignores mjfcuit amnes 

The Perliail ’Phrat, and Indian Ganges were. Perfarum Euphraten, Indorum languiae Gange 

Notwithftanding which, obferving the courfe of Hiftory, it appears, how that after his 
fi^t with Porus he pall down Indus, where he ftaid two Months to rcfrelh his Men, and 
withal to obferve the Ocean: But it is writ that in the other five he fubdued the Braeh- 

mkni 
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Coiintreyi now Barma is extra Gan^^em. 1 anfwer, ’Tis true at this day that 
l)hce is lb named ^ but of old lb was all that about Callicut and Narfinga, where the cu- 
Jfcoms of the old Mims are as yet retained yea, in time the Countrey about 

Camhaya, Pm, Bramfore, and all the Jndim coalt from Indw to Cape Cmrhyn were 
Braihm.vis o; Uenttles. So that Alexander in fubjeding the Countrey about Cheul and 
Jimocb may properly be faid to fubjugatc the Bradmans Countrey. Belidcs, upon the 
dilioiiU’iittlie Army exprefled when given out that Alexander intended for Ganges wc 
linci that returning he was (juickly in Gedrofia which Jndm walhes. Sir Walter Rakiph 
JO obllTvcs, That the Indian Kings he had fubdued informing him that Agramancs was 
.1 molt puiil'aiit Prince and commanded many Nations beyond Ganges j AlexartHer was in- 
famed more than ever to undertake the conqueft of that great King ; but for all the art 
;,v could ufe was not able to perfwade his Army to maich further Eafl or to adventure 
) ver thofe valb-dcfcrrs ’twixt Mm ^w^Ganges: oneJy prevailing with his Men to follow 
iiim Southward, [he River hidm guiding them to the Ocean ; and thence by Gedrofia rc- 
1 Hilled towards ferjia in the way to Babylon. So that upon the whole, to me it is moft 
likely, liw furtheft progrefs was not much beyond the River Indw : the melitts Mni- 
rcnditm 1 imvl lo others, and return to Alexander. ^

an afiauir took v\ ithout quarter to the defendants, for (to tlie great terror of the Greeks) 
tiiey had tiior weapons envenomed fo as fuch as were wounded hardly efcaped, and a- 
luougll others Ttolotuy ( after Alexanders death King of t/£yypt) miraculoully cured bv 
\ ertue of an hei b Alexander dreamed he faw in the mouth ot a Serpent. There lie laid 
I lie fouiieliition of Batce, the laft of feyenty he built in that his nine years Government; 
there allb he paid his vows, and fupplieatcd his gods that no mortal Man inii’ht exceed 
the bounds bt his i^onquell : alfo as an evcrlaftin'g monument of his fame, andtoamufe 
fikcecding Gcnciaiions, or rather to Ihew he was a Creek^of whom ’tis laid, Ex mafia 
fi'trc facum Elephofnem^ liccaufed Armour, Bits and Mangers to be made ol' ane.vtraordi- 
iiai y li/e and height ; by this artifice of reprefenting things greater than indeed they were 
albeit of admiration to iimplc Ipedators in after Ages, to the Ingenious iieveithclels thev 
gave jujl caufc to have the truth and reality of his great atchievements fufpccTcd i a lit 
ikcjuiral for fuch a dcUuion. He alfo creded twelve great Altars as high as Towers 
ivliich lit d9dicated unto Hercules, fuel) as not onely attracted ihofc in after A^^cs to 
admire but to adore-, and amongft others the Perfian Kings, who for fomc Generations 
there prclentcd their accuftomed Oblations: which had they been upon the banks of 
would have been too far a progrefs, Jndta being the tcrminnf of their following 
Empire. So that fojiijuam parva mamt innumirabilts excrcitui fiidijfet atej-^ nliimas Oras 
7«.w vifi re fapra fpi m (mmanam peragrajfii, m. After he had ( liiith the Hiftor ian ) with 
a lew Men overcome innumerable Annies and travelled to the iitmoi?; parts of the Earth 
to behold whicli was beyond the .hopes of Man, and extended his Dominions fiom In- 
diu to zyEdiopia and Libya, Irom Dandius to the Indian Ocean, and Ifom the Ionic Sea 
to Tay..u-, which foon after was fub-divided into tliirty great Kingdoms, again with a 
ligli bidding farcwcl to India and the Ocean he advanced into the Countrey of the Orytes 
ivliere the penury lie firft cncountjred was compcnliitcd with that plenty he icon after 
louiid in Gedrofia : whence alfo marching along the ^oalt, near the City Arbis under the 
Tropick^of Cancer he met hisrccniits, not a little to the rejoycing his well-nigh fpent 
Ai my. But again forgetting the fad event of his former luxuriance he fell afrelli to the 
lianiK k lolcmnization of the Fcafl of Bacehno ) foon after at Thapfacas viewed his new 
Fleet, ..iidtooklbme recreation again at Sea;, but that Tradition of coafting about the 
South of and landing ^tSocotora, is of little credit. 

After w'hich he removedhis Camp loa convenient place for pitchinghisrich and glo- 
rious Tent wherein he intended to give Audience toanhundied Amballadours who with 
noble Prefents were come from the remoteft parts of India on tins and the otlier lide 
(Uuges to congratulate bis Victories and to crave his Alliance- ■, by the Earth and Water 
iomoofthembrought,unplying (atleaft asyrh-A' 4 /.-^/f;- Jancied) atotalfubjcdion. Thefe 
liiangeis lie entertained, and after Audience kallcd inoft magnificently upon an liuii- 
clred Bcdsol burnilhcd gold ^ at which time lie abb prefented each of them with Plate 
luiwblc to his greatnefs, their aftonilhment. Wiiich done, he marched tlirougli Carma- 
nm to Lir , .md thence to P erf^opd (now Hal^mra) where Or fines, a Prince ol the Blood- 

royal 
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royal of was lamentably deftroycd by Alexander's inconfiderate crediting Bajroas, 
an Eunuch that mortally hated him : Theaccufation was, That he had violated Cyrus his 
Tomb, in which was no wealth, as was informed, but a Sword and Bow. Howbeit, up- 
on further examination the fraud being difeovered the Eunuch had the like reward, and 
his rich Houfc and furniture were given Perdkas^ eftimated at fix hundred thoufand 
Crowns. There Cdamu the Brachman^ in contempt of death, and to Ihcw that life is but 
/omnium m^ra brevijpmum built his funeral pile, predided Alexander'*s death in Babylon-, 
and taking a folemii farcwel of his acquaintance in the Camp, according to the Indiari 
mode, burnt himfelf to alhes. 

Alexa^r after that returned to Su/han, and married Statira the Perfian Princefs, whole 
Sifter he then gave to his dear Epheflhn't and other Per/ian Ladies to as many great Offi- 
cers of his Army. For the greater magnificence of which marriages he prepared a moll 
ample and royal Fcaft for nine thouland Guefts, to each of which he gave a Cup of Gold 
to life in their Sacrifices •, and as a more abundant teftimony of his love to the Army, as 
well astoexprefs his own greatnefs, hedifeharged out of his ownTreafury the debt his 
Macedonian SoiMkish^d contraded, which amounted to nine thoufand andfeventy Ta- 
lents, being in ours five hundred Millions and feven hundred thoufand Crowns : eafio 
for Alexander to fparc at his death, (which foon after happened; having found coffered 
up !Lt Babylon an hundred thoufand Talents, as Jufiin reports, in ready coin, whict^fomc 
efehers double*, and his Revenue at that time being three hundred thoufand Talents per 
annum. Ncvcrthelefs, having fome apprclienfions of fear in going to Babybuy (for fun- 
dry Prophecies were rumoured that he fhould dye there) he turned with his Army to- 
wards tlic North, and came to Ecbatan-y where his Favourite not withftanding; 

his Phyficians utmoft care, dyed of a Feaver *, whofc death Alexander fo paflionatcly be- 
wailed, as Jufiin taxes him that contra decus Regiumdiu luxit. But for the greater folcm- 
nity, for feven dayes a general howling (in which the Prafica exprclTcd their Art fuffici- 
cntly) was made ; all the Horfes in the Army alfo were Ihorn, the battlements and 
wallsofHoufes thrown down, Inftruments of Mulick put under filencc, as not theleaft 
noife appeared ; yea, to complement the Conquerour, the lacred Fires in each Pyre® 
were by the Surena extinguifhed : a Monument laftly was creded, upon which was ex- 
pendea twelve thoufand Talents, which is levcn millions of Crowns : and having offered 
up his afflided Dodor as a Sacrifice (for which Alexander is worthily reproved) the Al- 
tars were made to fmoak with Inccnfc and the dead Corps ^orlhipped as a Deity, the 
higheft Honour he could afeendunto. 

Now whiles thefe Obfequics were in hand, Alexander had notice that Ambaffadours at- 
tended him at Babylon, not only from Carthage and other Afriranputis, but alfo from fe- 
vcral Kings and States in Europe ; namely, Spain, Sicily, Prance, Sardinia, and moft parts 
oiJtalyi Rome excepted*, which though but growing to what it afpired of Caput Mmdi, 
yet being four hundred years old from the foundation laid by Romulus, was then fo great 
that, as PUtcarch xepotts, it could fet out an hundred and thirty thoufand warlike Citi- 
zens. Thefe came to congratulate his fuccefs in the Eaft> to divert his journey Weft, and 
to crave his Alliance : yea, Adeo Vniverfum Terrarum Orbem Nominis ejus terror invaferat, 
ut omnes Genies veluti defiinato Jibi Regi adularentur, being become fb terrible to the W or Id, 
as all Nations courted and feemed to acknowledge him their Soveraign. Then was ac- 
compliflicd that Prodigy of thofe two Eagles oblervcd to fit upon the higheft Pinacle of 
the Court of Pella that whole diiy on which Alexander was born, Duplkis Imperii Europa & 
AJiaomen praferentes: and as others, Vniverfarum Terrarum Jmperium Inf anti pertendebant, 
portending the Infants conqueft of the Univerle. 

The accefs of thole extraordinary Ambaffadours from the furtheft occidental parts, 
(Imay fo lay, Iceing the Morini in Picardy are by Lucan called Extremi Heminum) thefe, 
or rather his inevitable fate accelerated Alexander's remove to Babylon which being near, 
the Culdean Magicians interpofed and prevailed with him to turn afide for fome time to 
Birfa beyond Euphrates whence, by Anaxarchus the Philofopher, who derided their Arts, 
he was induced to return to Babylon, though not without fome bad Omens at his entrance, 
which ncvcrthelefs was as fplendid and great as Art and coft could invent. After Audience 
given, Summons ilfiied for the holding a Parliament of no lefs than the whole World ; and 
entertainments as furaptuous as luxury in the higheft degree could fet forth, took place : 
daring which, this great Conquerour having delivered to Ring, with 

'»hich he feakd all his Commiffions and Difpatchcs, he dyed : (as Jufiin) cum nul- 

^ ^fiium unqusim congrejftu efi, ^uem non vicerit', nnilum Vrbem, quam non exfugnavr-if, 
nuBam geutem adiit, quam non cedcaverit', Deniq. pre fAEtatis fua ac P’kboriariem, mnvir- 
tute hofiiUfedfraude & fuorum infidiis treptm efi. His death was not without fufpicion of 
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Poifon Riven him by his Cup-bearer, and the trcafonable diredions of his Fa- 

ther Aniipater, who with the Son afterwards profecuted their cruelty even to the utter 
extirpation of all Alexemder^s royal progeny. Such was the Exit of thisgreat Prince, in 
the three and thirtieth year of his Age, and twelfth of his Reign ; whom Iiving,one World 
would not fuffice ; nec Oritns me Occidens fatiaverit^ faith Tacirm^ being dead, Sareophago 
comntiM eretty a Grave contained: andinthisMirrour behold the narrow bounds of 
earthly glory. "

For fo foon as his body was con^cighed by Ptolomy Soter to Alexandria in ^gypt, where 
withal! due folcmnity it was interred, (the Corps being fowcll embalmed that the two 
{iiACdfarsat their being there two hundred and fifty years after his death opening his 
Tomb4ound bira perfedtto view and incorrupt,) the difpofition of his Empire to the 
Worthiclt feemed to revive the bones of Pyrrha afrelh : For^ambition and fclf-opinion 
fo enflamcd thole great and emulous Captains, by that word each fuppofing himfelf 
pointed at and principally concerned, that rirtus mihi Ntmen&Enfis quern gero was as 
may be thought each Mans Motto: fo as albeit the Crown was by fulFragc of the Army 
given to Arideus natural brother to Alexander and Perdicat afilgned his Governour, (both 
which were foon after llain, thefirftby Olympia, thelaftbyPro/owy) the Empire never- 
thelefs was piece meal rent afunder •, and albeit fufficient to fatiate their ambition, by 
the Sword all was neverthclefs in Ihort time reduced under four, of which Seleuehut 
was one that graipcd the Syrian Scepter and made Per/ia a fubordinate Province of his 
* new Empire. Thirty years was held under that fubjc^lion, notwithftanding the 

difeontent of the Perfian'HohWity \ until Theodatus Governour of Batiria which then was 
intituled opulentiffmum mille a Kingdom having a thoufand Cities, by the 

advantage he had through diftance from Syria and the engagement that Crown was in 
againft the Icffer Afia, he rmfbltcd and took upon him the Supreme Title : by whofe exam- 
ple the reft of the Orient threw offi\itMacedeman\o)RR and cledled to themfelves Kings 
being Natives of their own Countrey. 

Amongftwhom, Arfaces, one of an obfeure birth as his name partly implies, Ar^sh 
ces or Sacan or rather Art-Saces 'i. e. ocialz Scythian, fufficicntly famous for his adlive life 
though ill craployed(for with a crew of profligate aflbeiates he commanded the hills and ex- 
torted Tribute from Carravans and Pafldigcrs,)obferving what Theodatus had done, and be- 
ing well inftrudted with the difeontents PerJiawsLs in, but principally moved with ambi- 
tion, fuddcnly enters thofe Countreys in hoftile manner, defeats Andragoras the Lieute- 
nant of that Province, over-runs Hyrcania, and upon Theodatus his death enters into 
confederacy with the young King lo as by that fupply he lent he dared to affront 5 r. 
leuchus, firnamcd Callimachus in the field, ^d having after a fore fight obtained a clear 
Vidlory utterly aboUIhcd the Syrian Government in thofe parts *, and thereupon arro- 
gat^ to himfelf the name of Conquerour, yea in memory of that Vidtory commanded 
dial day to be annually obferved with folcmnity. By this acquifition which was Anno 
Mnndi 37 18. he invited the Scythians to fhare in his good fortune, and by that elevation 
the Countrey was new-named Parthia which fignifies Exiles in the Scythic tongue 3 Parthi 
fuere Exules Scytharum, nam Scythieo fermone Parthi Exults dieuntur, Jufi. lib. 4 1. people, 
who during the Monarchy of the Affyrians and Aiedes were the Icaft known as r\\cTurks 
after them throughout the Orient: but by this change the were neverthdefs 

kept under fubjedtion. 

Arfaces enlarged the bounds of his Dominion well-nigh from Eitphrates to Indus *, living 
fo hi^ly honoured by his fubjedts, that (yrus was not in greater citeem with thePerfians, 
Ptolomy with the vSgyptians, nor Romulus with the Romms, than this Arfaces with the 
Parthians. Arfaces was he that built Dora lince called AJfadara, after that Spahawn. 
The ninth from him called Herodes had the honour to give the Roman General Crofusa 
memorable defeat at Carras j and Phratnrtes his fuccellbr forced Marcus Antonius (with 
lofs fufficient) to retreat over Araxis into Syria ; albeit Kentidim his Lieutenant two years- 
after redeemed hiscredit, Pacorm the Prlucc being flain and the Countrey reduced bad 
not Anthony envying his ^ory rc-called him. Ncverthelefs, of fuch terrour was the Ro^ 
^ man 
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lhaa name by that defeat, that then and not* till then tlicy acknowledged fuI>ordin.iLioii 
to Mmfiiu, who having depofed the parricide cicdted another Phraortes in tns 
room- At this time was echoed PMcem te fofeimtu Omnesf the Prince of Peace our Saviour 
Chrift then taking flefti of the Virgin and for fomc time dwelling amonglt the 
Sons offinfulmen. 

To Phraortes fucceeded Orodes whom fomc call Dorideus^ him, V'onones\ to whom, 
7VrfW4r;/thelafl;ofthc ArfacieUy (lain by Artahamu whom the Per fiat: s call Ard^BahAmet:, 
twelve of whofc blood fucceflively fwayed the Parthian Scepter after each other, until the 
laft bearing the lame name with the firft was treavhcroully llaiu by CaracalLt tlie Roman 
Emperour that was his Son *, who to the ignominy of the Roman Ma- 

jefty, after he had perfidioudy llain moft of the Alexandrian Youth, alio undci pre- 
tence of marriage with a Daughter of the Parthian King cmra fidem <irff<iwmafl'acu cl the 
King and fuchof zhtTarthian Nobility as attended him for the confijmmation of the Wed- 
ding Union : which breach of faith fo highly incenfed the Panhiansth^t they maintaiiK-d a 
gallant and dclperatc fight againft the Komar, nor could be reconciled till they undcr- 
itood how that ALtertnus the General had revenged their quarrel upon Carac ill i\ per- 
fon: Neverthelcls, t y were fo out of heart by thofc fevera) lofles, that Artax^erxes^w 
active and valiant Pcrfionobfcrvlna the opportunity to recover Uieir freedom, (to all Do- 
minionstiK Almignty having feta period; in order tluicto, Perfiatt fuddcnly headed 
acoiiiid.rdblc patty by whofc courage abundantly exprelleJ by three days fight, he 
broke tJieir YoaKaiunder and once more rcflorcd frccdomc to the Perfian, Anm Dum. 230. 
after near fix hundred years fubjedtion under the Greik^ and Parthians, 

Aiacrimu enjoying the Purple Robe but one year was fuccccdcd by tliat monfter PJi lio^ 
j^abalHSy who after three years more gave place to Alexander Severm tliat was buried at 
Torki ArtaxerxiS (whom the Perfians call Ard yr-Baha chatty i. e. Father and Lord in 
War) was no fooncr inveftedin the Throne, buttaking a retrofpedt of the anci- 
ent greatnefs of that Empire upon much of which t\\cKomans had encroached, by his 
Ambafladour he demanded reftitution : to anfwer which, Srwfrwj with a confidcrablc Army 
advances towards Perfia: and having divided his body into three, the part he led him- 
ielfwns fo weakned by that diltribution, that the Perfians by continual alarms having 
brokenthat which marched into Media the lecond was put into a paniiick fear, foas 
the Emperour n i»fe£ta retreated. And though little blood was Ipilt, yet helped it to 
heighten then the Perfian fpirit and reputation, fo as yaUrianm about live and twenty

BKt 
this judgment fomc impute to his feverity againll the Chriltians whom he cruelly pci fe- 
cutod, and for his inhumane broiling that bkllcd Martyr S. Laarence to death, which Enfc- 
him in his Eccleliaftical ftory at large mentions.

than into Heaven : yea gracioully fubmitting their caufe to the good plcafure of Goci, 
albeit in his dilpcnlation and as a Symptom of hisdirplcafurc his Itrjokes arc as to hu- 
mane apprehcnlion towards all Ibrtsol men undiltinguifliable, as with an equal hand 
affliding the innocent with the nocenf, but with feveial operations. And albeit this 
Apoltate 7«//4«,54ip«'«and other Tyrants by the horrid Maliacrcs they made, tliought 
to have dclfroyed trie very memory of Chrilt, and to obliterate every leiitcncc ol holy 
writ, they found that tlie Martyrs Blood was verily the Seed of the Church •, according 
toditt old Vcrlc, S»ngidnt fiwdettd eftEceleJta, S/mgmne crevn, O'c.

About this time 54^ffrr/alfo being at Mpffierivea Town under Mount Teutrus lighed 
out his affrighted Gholt at the age and reign of feventy one, Anno Mmdi 4350. Amo 
Domtni )8o. leaving j^nxerxeshAS Brother to rule after him \ who in the eleventh year 
of his Reign gave this world a farewel. Snpores after five years followed him in that 
inevitable path } Vnranes lirnamed CermszM him after ten, TexJgird a conltant Friend 
unto the Eomons fucceeding him ; who (as Soerntei SchoU^, reports) was converted by 
H^urbas H'lfhop ol Mefofotnmta, fciit into Ferfia to that end by Pope Imocent and Theo- 
dofins tlic Emperour, by whoieperfwafionhc deltroyedthcPyrce or Idol-Temple, and 
cxtinguilhed that Fire which for many preceeding generations had by tlioft Gentiles 
been hcatheniflily worlhipped. The Perlian Ifcoriet give out that he apoftatized who 
can tell the truth? However, this is certain, that in the twentieth year of his Reign 
Anno Dorn. 416 he died j and raranes /p (or as the term him) inherited 
his royalties. 

By fome this Prince is taxed for perfldie and cruelty, efpeciaUy againft the Chrifti- 
ans : in whofe defence Theodorns jnmor feuds ArtnhnrHs with a gallant Army, f^ornroms 
diflidinginhis own, requefts aid from Ainmondnnts an Arohinn Saracen : wliole Armies 
when they met were fo numerous that they covered the Earth for many miles. At Bob^ 
was their rendezvous: but ere the battel began fuch a pannique fear Ifruck the Pa- 
g^s that they fled amazedly ^ by Land ibme pcrilhed, but more by Water, for En^ntes 
w'ithoutpity ingilpht an hundred thouiand of thofe mUcreants*, and by that lofstiie Fer^ 
fian King was heart-broken feeing a hand of Oiv inc vengeance out-ltretched againft Kim 
fo that he made his Eseit after he had tyrannized twenty years, and another P^droroniiie fifth 
ofthatnamefuccecdcd inhis Itead. This Prince made truce with Aforttemns thc Enipe- 
iour,and died in the feventeenth year of his Reign. 

Ferozjes focceeded him, called PheruzAyj the Ferfwms j a Prince mororafh than valiant : 
in the twentieth year of his Reign the Wars of Sechin made an end of him. f^nlem (or 
Beloxan&jMUtas{ocDiefBi<j) was then chofen King ^ he ruled four years. After hiniCi- 
hodes, (called alfoCMndaDdCnnndes) dethroned by Lonkofos in the eleventh year of his 
greatnefs : which Lmksfts (or Blsf**) wasalfo depofed by thc>Iobles of F^rpn i n tiie fourth 
year of his Reign for that he had publiDjed a brutilb Edi^ That wOkncfi Ihould l>e nfed in 
common, and was re-eftablilbcd in Che Throne again » but at laft through his too 

much 
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much lenity and indulgence to his Brother wasunexpedcdly made blind, and the Tyrant 
reftored again. 

At this time great Wars were commenced ’twixt the RomAns and Perjums, CubaeUs 
thePerfiM ftorming extremely that by their means his potent neighbour and A}\yZatus 
( Son to Gnrgenns King of the Laz^rst a part of Colchos) had received Baptifin at Conjian- 
tinefle, the Emperour JuftmAn as Godtathcr witneffing for Zat/u at the Font, and moft 
of the Nobility of AJia honouring the folcmnity : So that after this PerJlAtt Tyrant had 
gorged hitafelf with the flaughter of many thoufands of the Lazats and ArmemAtu, 
Deathlbramonedhimtoan unwilling account alter thirty years Reign-, and Cesrhee hif 
Son ^they call himChezJr-hAzxntckjir great, Am-flyron Teixera, and Nufir-AVAn the ArAhs) 
was with accuftomed folcmnity crowned King. About this time the Roman Monai chv in 
the Weft took end. 

Of all th« Tyrants that ever were in PerfiAthis Cozykoe was the moft wicked : for firft, 
albeit he had concluded a Peace for an hundred and ten years with jHjiiman the RomAn 
Emperour, he quickly broke it, and to the utmoft cxalperated him. ’T would be cndlcfs 
to ipeak his reftlefs motion, his barbarifm, his hypocrifie ; take a few for many. In mecr 
malice he hrft put to death his innocent Brother Balaxy and then Afpebides his aged 
Uncl<r-, which the People, murmured at ; but to provoke them the more he commands 
them to follow him into S^frw, where he engaged them in a defperatc War againft the 
PdmyriAm^ by whom, under ZewAtid^ conduct they were foundly beaten : In revenge 
whereof he plundered BArrhefA, Antioch, SeUucia, ApAmcA, ana other parts therea- 
bouts. In PheenieU he acts more mifehief: there he violently forced a 

Chriftian Lady, and of her begot HormifeU who fucceeded him. He alfo compelled the 
chaft Nymphs of Daphne to offer incenfc to him as a Deity, which they did, but with 
this cxcufe fearing he would have ravilhed them. He then confumed the ftately 
Temple dedicated to Saint Michael the Archangel, account'mg it no facriledge to rob 
Churches. After this hebeficged Ser^iropelis *, but being forced thence with diftionorr 
he attempts the fpoll of Jerufalim : yet hearing that BeUizAruu (in his time the moft rich, 
and after the pooreft of men) was approaching, to avoid that ftorm he renews his 
League with the Romam •, never purpofmg to keep it ^ for next year with a great force 
ofUorCchc forrsL^esAmenUj and then Phoenicia, where he killed Narfes, Anno Donu 
556. In requital whereof Jt^n the Roman Emperour enters Men^eUia, and by the 
death of Naohorages the Perfian General obtained a Vidtory. Heverthelefs, reftlels 
Cozrhec next year alTaults Edijfa, but fruitlefly *, for at Se^arthonthe Chriftiaus vanquiihed 
him. Anno Domini $47. he commands Artabamu (or Adaarmanes) with a very great Army 
to invade the Icfler Apa : which accordingly they did 5 Ipoiliug Syria, and unpeopling 
Antioch : into Iboria alfo and Armenia they entred with no lets voracity j but by the 
Armenians were forced to a fhameful retreat. 

At this time the Armomans received the Chriftian Faith ; the Romans about the fame 
time received complaints from the Chriftians of Courhoes cruelty. Jafin the Emperour 
fends Tiberins (eledted Cafar) to relieve them: His Army was great, and coniifted of 
many feverai Nations, asFremb, Italiatts, Peonians, Indians, Myjiano, Afmtrians, &c. To- 
wards Armenia he marched to meet with Cozjrboo ■ who upon notice took the Field with a 
numerous Army befide PerfUms, having fupply put of Bafhia, India, Arabia, &. Cafarea 
(the Cappadocian Metropolis) was foonmaftered hyTiberins, who after a long march 
came ia view of the Enemy. The two Armies with equal courage baftned to face each 
other and being met, the fignal was given, and the Armies quickly engaged. Cozrhoe 
wanted neither skill, nor perfonal xefolutioni neverthelefs, perceiving that the num- 
ber of the Roman Army was great and orderly imbattelled, .ind havingia fting in his Qpn- 
fcience that fet before him his many cruelties, eipecially againft the inhocent Chriftians s 
he could not but vent many fighs, and apprehend his danger^ fo fbon as he perceived 
Cnrfe, a Seythsan Commander, (who at that time led the right Wing of the .SofiMw 
Horfe)with good order firft charge and foon after rout the Enemies left, and after that 
the main Body % which after fome refiftancethey broke, leaving many Perfimts dead up- 
on the place. 

The chafe was putfued for many miles, in which more fell than in the Field. This 
proved a Viftory of extraordinary advantage to the Romefns, and deliverance to the 
Chriftiansi .who in this Battel did good feryicc. Cojrboe himfeif e^ped narrowly, paf- 
(injgthc£apfcr<iwj uponanE^phant : with a fad heart he refent? this lofs, which hefcar- 
^ wt^d draw along withitodierpre)adices : l^t what moft a^avated his trouble of 
was the lofs of his wmch fell into the Enemies hands who made them^

finding himlclf fcorncdby his Adveriancs> dirafTedted by his Siibjcdl:s» and foriak^n, as 
he thought, of his God, his heart broke, and his body was buried at Ctejtfhon a City ii^ 
Sufiema not far from the Altars of Hercidcs, after he had reigned forty eight years : leav- 
ing thi s report behind him, That to the Chriftians he was cruel *, to the Creeks perfidi- 
ous*, and to the PerJiMfis tyrannical. 

In his place his Son //wwi/d4, named from i. c. /fWM Fire (Ormeui by the Per- 
funs) was crowned King, Anno Dorn. 580. of the World 4^50. His eight years rule 
was troubleibmc ', for in his third year Mtatrium (Son in Law, and Lieutenant, to Tthe- 
rtta, and alio Emperour afterwards) entered Perfia with an Army, forraged where he 
picafed, and perpetrated all manner of Hoftility : alteit to prevent it Tama-Cox.rhoe the 
Perfinn, Adaarman the Mede, Alamnndnre the Scanitcy and Theodor icxJtie Scythinnj did what 
they could to oppofc the torrent. Anno Philifficm, with lome Legions, 

having paflfed Amida entered Per fay efpecially to comfort the poor Chriltians in thole 
parts, who were threatned by the Magicians to be (lain that year *, if not by Mallkcre, yet 
by Miracle- Curdari^ai the Perpan General fancies to himfelf that they were brought 
thither by lome unconti oulablc deftinv to be deftroyed *, but the event proved contrary 
to the Magi’s predictions, inlteadoi the Chriftians above thirty thonland be- 
ing in fight flain by the valour and diligence of the three great-Captains Philiffiauy He. 
racUttf ; Father to the fucceeding Emperour) Sind ritilUn. 

Baramesy a noble BaChiaHy by hap efcaped from the Romans y but not a ftcond di fad- 
venture : for Hormifda grew fo diftrafted, by rcafon of this late overthrow, as in fcorn 
he forces Barawes to put on Womens apparel ; and with a DiftafF in his hand diiport 
the iniulting Multitude : which jear coft him dear ; for Barames returning into fuch parts 
as affedlcd him, and prevailing with Perra-chan and Byndoi* a Perfau Noble-man ‘of ac- 
count whom the King had alfo difobligcd, by this confederacy t;iey ipcedily raife fo 
great a force and pafs to Shyr^s, fo privately, that c’remany knew of their approach, 
they enter the City and feize upon the King*, yea, that fame day they depoftd him they 
crown his Son Chozroes in his place, into whom the Ibul of his cruel Grandfire feemed to 
be tranfmigrated. The barbarous Traytors not content herewith, execute their wrath 
upon the innocent Queen and her innocent Children, whom moft cruelly they la wed afun- 
dcr : at which, Hormifda cxprcilcs all tiie fymptoms of a diftraded man ^ his Son being 
not able to comfort him, becaufe his beloved Wife was irrecoverable. Cofrhoes fearing 
his paflion might make him accomptable for his ufiirpation, commands fome Villains to 
aflalTinate the wretched Ring; whom the People had in that high efteemas they dcifi^ 
him, {Orofmades fait Dew Perfaram iziih Plutarch : ) an adl fo infernal that all Perpa abo- 
minated him as an unnatural parricide. This makes him an abfolute Tyrant: but Bara- 
withat had mounted him, with the fame hand thought to pull him down, howbeit the 
King having notice of his intent, gives order to raife iomc force for his fccurity } W in- 
to fuch hate was this Cofrhoe grown, that none would appear upon the fervicc j whereby 
to fave his Life he flies with Cefarca his Wife to Byzjmiumy his Parents dreadful Ghoit 
every where haunting him : By the Chriftian Emperour Mauritim and his Emprefs he is 
with his Queen and little ones courteoufly received. After he had repofed a while in T^ace 
and pretended a delire to become a Chrifiany he prevailed with the Emperour to alfift 
him with an Army commanded by Narfis and dhmmcntiolw to rc-inveft him in his Em- 
pire*, the Emperours Kinfman Domitian Bilhop of APalta and Gregory the Patriarch of 
Antioch bear Cofrhoe company, the better to inftrudt and confirm him to the Qtrikian 
Faith. 

Into HUrofolis and Mdrtyropolio they entred without reliftance : at Darae the rebel Bsh 
ramer afftonted them with an Army or ScythkkzPerpans *, but iuch was the courage of the 
Chrifians that Barames was vanquilhed, Cofrhoe returns the Emperour his thanks wi^ 
tears of joy : and knowing nothing would better picafe them tlian his conformity to Re- 
ligion, he firft prelented them with a rich Crofs of great value in gems and gold) and 
then returns that other (which Theodora Wife to Jufiinian had devoted) brought from 
Aserioch by Cofrhoe the elder, and dedicates another made at his own charge circumferi- 
bed wi^ Hone Cruxxm ego Cofrhoes Rex Regum, ^r. mipy ^c. i^uomam ofe SsatSH Sergii 
MOrtyris honorM contra Baramum inifjuijpmum adefti fumw, votum fetemeesy &€• Not aa- 
rcam Crucem lafi/lis diftin&am ad ejw Temflum mifuros, &c. und cum Orme aaam JufimUae 
%. ad Temflum ejm mipty & quam Cofrhoes Rex Regumy &e. pliw Cahodi mftro Proavi, &t. 
jm advehity c^c. ad o£dim Saadi Striiimittendumcuravimtu.&c. as at large is memoriied 
by Baromw, A Chalice of gold alfo he devoted, with this inlcription, Cofrhoes Rese 
Rfgum fdtus inefyti Hormizdiy hoc in Difeo inferihenda enravimw, non at ffedentur ab homim- 
PM, 0 ’c. Nay, he went farther yet in his faypocrifie ) for he gave out that he would delay no 
longer to become a CfcriV?^. But 
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But how fubtil foever he was, his ^eeil Cefarca knew him to be a diirembler ; She 
Cgood Lady) therefore to elpoufe Chrifi, fled to Confiantinofle, and there received Ba- 
ptifm, Cbfrhoes following her with 60000 Men *, but when he faw Ihe was not to be reco- 
vered by force or without he would become ^ ChrifiUn, he alfo was Baptized^ and by 
his example fuch as followed him, to the admiration of the Perfiam and amazement ot 
the -/^y»4f/ci^World,as P. DiMontu in his 4. lib* 16. ch. in r/cTor allb, and in John Abbot 
of Biclar is extant in thefe words. In his trgo temporibut <jmbm Dens Omnipotens profirato 
wternefn hnrefis venenoy pacemfiu refiituit Ecelefin, Imperntor ^erfarnm Chrifli fidem fufeim 
piensy & pseem enm Imper. Mmsritio firmans, &c. Neyerthelefs if 1 ftould here relate his 
apoftafic, his cruelty againft the Ckrifiians, and thole other barbarifms which he ibon 
after perpetrated, it would require a volume. In brief, fo foon as he heard of the 
mallacre of Manritim with his Wife and Children by Phoeas a Captain of his Army ; and 
thqarroganceof the Romifa Bilhop who about that time alTumed the Title of 

Vniverfal Bijhop ; he makes this the pretended ground of his new war. 

Accordingly firfl: he rejects Lilttss the Roman Ambafladour, and then denies Chrifli 
but vowing to fecrifice himfelf in Mduritius his quarrel*, and thenceforward re-alliim’d 
his Pagan Titles of Cofrhoes King of Kings, Lord of Lords, Ruler of Princes, Salvation of 
Meny&c* by fuch his blafjlhcmy giving the Perfian Idolaters what afliirancc he could 
that he was returned to his former Hcathenifm^ and, which was worfe, enforcing fuch 
as would continue to fuck in the Hcrelic of Nefterins who held That in Chrifi 

were two Perfons as well as two Natures, &e* apeftiferous errour that has well-nigh in- 
fected all the Orient. 

This done, jinno Dom. 603. with an Army of an 100000 Men he entred Syria', there, 
in P4/f)?«;M and Pil}ori»ci4 doing all the mifehief imaginable. The leflcr Afia parched 
allb with his fury : the poor Chrifiians he chafed as far as Chalcedon', after that took Ca- 
peffd and Edyffa, and to hts latisfaCtion Jn. Dom. 612. there hears of the untimely deaths 
of Narfes and Phocao his enemies who were beheaded by HeracUne the Emperour. That 
year allb he fackt Apamea, Cafaria, Cappadocia, &e. At Antioch allb was over-joy’d with 
a Victory he obtained againft the Chrifiians: which encouraged him to over-run Pale- 
fine, and in hoftile manner to enter Jerufitlem', where he derided Zacharias the ve- 
nerable Patriarch, the more to vex the poor Chrifiians inhabiting that once holy City *, 
then he ravillied the Crofs from thence, and brought it unto Shyrax^ where for Ibme 
years it was forcibly detained. After that he fubjeCted e/£gypt and part of Libya *, yea, 
made the black’fac’de>£r^>0^^i admire his frenzie. 

The Roman Empire not without caufe were troubled, when they felt his wrath in Ana- 
toUa, chiefly in Ancyra the Galatian Metropolis. Tis reported how that in this frantick 
out-breaking he malTacrcd not lefs than three hundred thoufand Chrifiians partly oc- 
cafioned by the Jews who followed the Qimp and paid ready money for many, whom 
(as ftory fays) without mercy they flaughtered, Heraclim having his hands full elfe- 
wherc, fent feventy Roman Gentlemen to treat of peace : Saet the Perfian General 
puft up with fuccefs, accounting them no better than Spies, in fivage fort made them 
return again, which Heraclius relented as lb high an indignity that with a choice number 
of Men he fought with Saes and had the Victory : Saes for his ill fuccefs was by Cofrhoes 
command flayed alive, and Sarbaras made General in his place. Heraclius \nthe interim 
wintered in the Pontique Regions, whilft Sarbaras with a great Army of Horfe pallcs 
through Cilicia and one Moon-lhine night allhiled the Romans whom he thought to have 
found unprepared in their Quarters*, but by that haltc loft 50000 of his Men, which 
gave as it were new life to the drooping Chr^ians. 

Cofrhoe not content with this, next Year fent Samabafik againft the Roman Army *, but 
the Romans having other work nearer home, HeracUtse delired a Celfation : Cofrhoe not 
conlldering that War is the efleCt of God’s offended Providence, but rather fuftering his 
Reafon to be inllaved by a revengeful paflion vows never to give himfelf reft until he 
had exercilM the utmoft of his power to exterminate the Chrifiians, notwithftanding he 
had many that lived inoffcnfivcly under his Empire and Government : to that end he iends 
Sathyn into Trepiuond, but at ALotus Heraclius fought with him, and gained a fcalbnablc 
Victory. At Gaz,aeot Cofrhoe dares the Roman Emperour again with an Army of 50000 
Perfians, molt of which were Horfe : never was Battle better fought, nor more doubtfully, 
but at length the Perfians flee, and Cofrhoe himfelf upon a fwift Arabian Courfer difdaiued 
not to poft to Theeibatman, hoping there if any where to find lafety. But fuch was the 
general hate he had plunged himfelf into, he durft not truft that Sanctuary. Heraclius 
therefore reiblving to ferret him purfues the Tyrant:; but hearing of his approach, 

thinks it more fafe to flee into Media than look for help from that helplefs Deity. He-

■^ii allb he did the like, where was another Pyrec much reforted to, and worlhippcd by, 
rliole ^isCcdreniu tells us: an abomination taught them by Zemofi in Guftaff's

Amoiigft other things which Htraclitu found in that Temple dedicated to the Sun, 
was a rcmark.ah]c Image of Cofrhee which the people fondly worlhipped : the frame was 
round, 1 cfcmbling Heaven-, Cofrhoc\ head was wreathed with the Sun, the rayes where- 
of Iprcad thcml'eivcs to the umbiliqueof the Image : upon the one fide was another Sun, 
on the other the Moon and Stars his Brother and Sifters painted i and under his feet; 
t!)c Angels with Crowns and Scepters, as it were adoring him: now albeit the work 
was curious and the materials rich, being moft part refined Gold glittering with ftones 
of price, yet did the good Emperour throw all into the fire, to incorporate with that 
Deity. Cofrhoe not yet quite out of breath, by this had gathered a frcfli Army out of 
Nyrcama, and gave order fo^ Sha-Rablecc a to ion age Albania : but having intelligence 
that they were 111 a good pofture of defence, RMaca returned, t-ill Sarbaras with new for- 
ces forc't him back again ; and much hurt in all probability would they have done, had 
not Heradiui fpccdily interpofed and happily defeated both thole Armies in one day, 
neither know'ing of the others lofs. Mahomet the Pfcudo-Prophct was a Common Soul- 
dicr in HcYacltm\ Army all this while, loon after which commences his Hegyra or"flight 
fi om Mi ccay whole Iniiabitants at firft threatned to kill him for his Innovation, Anna 
Dorn . 622 . and of the Emperour’s reign 1 3. Sarbaras the Perjian General by command 
of Cofrhoe his rcftkfs Matter lakes the field again with a numerous Army, and without 
much refiftanccmaiches over Enphrates, on purpofc to try the fortune of war once more 
againll HeracUm : who fo foon as he was acquainted with his advance gave him rcafon to 
repent his confidence the good Emperour himfclf difeharging his duty fo excellently 
that day, and with fuch admirable perfonal valour and refolutioii, that it is reported 
how that Sarbaras Upon view thereof cryed out to Cofma his Companion, O Colina ! 
ftefi thou with what conraoe the Emperour fights f eertainly he alone is able to vamjuifh att our 
multitudes. And accordingly after a lliort,buthot,dirpute the Romans had the vidlory. 
Many loft their Jives that day, neverthclefs the Perfian General with fomc Horfe made 
a fair retreat. That Winter the Emperour marched to Sebafliay and crolfing the River 
iialys made Paphlagohsa his Rendezvous. Cofrhoe yet fwclls with palfion, and by diaboli- 
cal vV iaheraft invents how hemigbt vex the Chiiltians agaiiift whom he raged with all 
Ibrts of Cl uelty and e’rchc made his laft exit once more adventures a Battel with the 
inc{:nf{:d Romans'. i5oooGmcn he mutters, marches, and divides in three : to 54 y»hc 
diftribiitcs one part, to Serbaras another, toliimfeJf the third imagining by foiiie, or 
all, of thefe to attain his end. Sayn with his 50000 iuiftens againft the Emperour. Sar- 
baroi with his 50000 marcht to Confiaminople ^ and Cofrhoe ftayes upon the Frontiers 
with the reft. Herachus having intelligence of his force and drift, div ides his allb into 
three : the one to hallen into Thracty the other to beftow a Camifado upon Sayn\ Quar- 
ter, and the laft he Jed himfclf into the LaxJc Territories ^ to which place the Ca^Ars 
( a fort of Tui k ) came to ferve in the Roman Army ; Theodore Lieutenant General to 
Heraclins haftned to meet the Enemy *, and notwithlranding i\\tPerCian bravery and cou- 
rage of a Regiment of the Chryfoloca, whom Ss^n had moll tonficlcnce iiij the Perfian 
Army was routed ^ and no wonder, feeing the Chriftians (moft of the Roman Army 
being then fad; had Heaven to Friend*, fo terrible a Ihower of Hail fo dreadfully thun- 
dering againll the Perfian Horle, that it was vilible how tli.it God appeared in their de- 
feme; in fine, the Perfians fiedy ^nd Sayn loii his life in ihc Field: tine Perfians never- 
thclefs redeemed Ssyn'^s Body with a conliderable fum, which being brought into their 
Quarters, inftead of a decent Burial, the Perfian Tyrant commanded his Carcafs Ihould 
firft be arrayed in rags, perfumed him then with Dogs-turds, and laftly llallit his fenfe- 
left trunk into many pieces. Tiiat

That year the Cazjirs (to gratific Heraclius) under the condudl: of ^iebit broke through 
the Cajpian ftraits and did the Terftans much mifehief i but to the Roman Army cxprclt no 
fmall icrviceby that adtion : This was the firft appearance, or time the Turks were taken 
notice of, who from fo obfeure a beginning, in few years after made a conqueft of mof, 
of Afutj with a great part of Europe and AfyLjue. j-irmo Dom. 616. Sarbaroi with a ve- 
ry great force Qntrcd Thrace f pillaged Gi/c<r<:/o»a Townbuiltby Jafan and much 

traded to, being in view of Byz^ath and the BofphorM. After that tliey laid liegc‘ to Confldn- 
tinople, aiidfortcndays,moreor lefs,ftormedit: but fiichwasihc noblercfolutionofthe 
Chriftians,andfuch her natural defence, that the could not enter, foas nponiio- 

ticcthat Heraclius was approaching they railed their liege and made a l-ife, thongli dillio- 
nourable, retreat into their own Quarters. Anno 028. the Emperour having relblvcd to 
retaliate the Perfians for their former violence againft the Romans and their Friends, with a 
confiderable Army entred Armenia^ anti in a long fought Battel obtained a great vidory 
over the Pcrfian. After which he piirfucd Cofrijoc and made a forcible entry into Cu ^y.jon, 
whichafter he had foundly plundered, hetotally demolilht and fired : Ctefiphon Ci- 
ty in not far from Apamta and B^bylony but upon Tygris ^ not a little famoul'cd in

To 
return, Cofrhoc when he heard that Sarbaras had Ipcd but ill in Thrace, and h.-d 1 c-clcli vc cd 
Cakedon to thcChriltians, intlamed with paflion fends an adallinatc to mnrthcr h»m: ny 
ftrange hap the Emperour’s Son having notice thereof, in honour atcjiiaints the Gei.e.al 
therewith •, 'who, by this ingratitude of Cojrhoe, raifed a very dangerous Rebel! ion. Cof 
rhoe whenhe faw things fiiccecdthus infortunatcly, fell into aFcaver firft, and then a Fiux 
infceblcd him fo, that upon his death -bed he nominated for his Succellbrliis Son Afardefes 
begot of his bclovtxl Wife: but e’rc he could fet the Crown upon his head, M,:rde- 
fes was flam by Syroes his Brother, before his father's face : an ad 16 horrid th:u Cofrhoe 
bitterly cur fes the fratricide-, but Syroes (asbloody a Viper as ever lived) heaps greater fins 
uponhis Head, by commanding fomc Villains tolhoot Cofrhoe: atthatinftant, his loathed 
Soul calling to mind his like cruelty to Hormifda his Father, could not but acknow IcxJgc that 
God was juft in that retaliation, iiifomuch that in anguifli of Soul he breathed out his 
wretched Spirit, hav ing reigned, or rather troubled the World, full fifty years. 

So foon as Heraclius heard of Cofrhoes death he hoped the old quarrel was at an end ; 
that year therefore he travelled to the Holy City and prefented ZacharLu then Patriarch 
with the Crofs of Ch rift found by Helena (aBricilh Liidy)» Anno -Dom. 326. 3. 

ravilht thence by Cofrhoe, and refeued by Heraclius, as 1 lately remembred. PJis trium- 
phant entring there was the 1 -;th. of September 61S : the lame year that Boniface publiihed 
to the World his Catholick Supremacy and in or near which time Mahomet divulged his 
Alcoran. 

Syroes (by Teixera called Chobad Xirvihe, in the Tarich or Annal of time Scyrviah) in 
the fixth year of his reign had the reward of a parricide, for he was cruelly murdered by 
Sarbaras. Sarbar Mby the Perpimse^Wed. Shawryr by Shicard Sharibar, the third month 
of his reign alfo llcw Ardchyrben Xtrviah right Heir to the Crown : but eight mOntlis 
after that, himfelf was tlain by Joon-pia or Shyn-fsavp, Lord of that part of Taurus now 
called Larry-Joon. The Succellbrs to this Priiiccare incertainly delivered. Tiie Roman 
Authors from him to the Conqueft of Mahomet, reckon three Kings of Perpa, the Arabs 
fix, the Perpansfiwc, the Tarich four, Teifiiera feven, the Amtenians ekwen, which will 
be difficult to reconcile Joon^fba At tl;e cud of three months wa^ banilht by Tuvpan or 
Turan Dofl natural Daughter to Cofrhoe. She had as bad a fate, for at the end of fi.vteen 
months Ihc was made away by poylbn, but died much lamented : to her followed Jaz^n- 
ZedsLdjs, by the Tarich CdWcd Jan kit k^'-connah by El macyn, Ciafean-Zedda -. wlio ruled 
nine months and then dyed ; to him liicxcedcd Auvrmy Doti {Cofrhoes yomigi Jt i ).iiJgliter) 
who after lixtcen months Government dyed i and lett Shedr (or Kezjr to lucceed her : 
Heaifo at the end ol iix weeks was llaiii by Phorog-Zeddah ^^shyrur fome call him who af- 
ter a like way died of poyfon Tefdgyrd followed , who was foi t!i witn made away by Borna- 
rym he by Hormifdas Captivated, and tlic Kingdom conquered by A^hemet and his 
Arsdsians, being the laft of tbofe twelve vanilhing Turrets vvuich Co/rkw in a perplexed

rez.dgird^\^%, Hormifda heads his party and labours to repel the Saracens, but In vain *, 
an nncontrolable decree haftening Perfiah bondage : for fifteen thoufiind Men with 
himfdf he facrificed as a farewel to the Liberty of his Countrey. Omoi- fix months after 
this Battel was flain treacheroully by a Varlet, and in the Alcaha in Mecca near to Ebic- 
bocar his predccellbr, buried. Oiman ( in defpight of Ally) fucceeded him. Omar fat 
twelve years i this Man ten, and four months in the Pontificacy. By Hucha his Field- 
Mar/lial, to whofe condud he committed a great body of Horfe, he fubjeded divers 
parts of North Afiickj, viz.. Nstmidia, Mauritania, as far as Tunis or Carthage. Mavi 
Sultan of Damafeo in the C<i//p/7’s behalf allb over-run and in lOooGallcy- 

foilts transferred fuch a fwarm of Saracens into Cyprus, that upon their entry they feem'd 
enough to cover it : There they fackt Conflantia (or Ceraunia a City built by Cyrus.) Thence 
they fell upon the Rhodes, where they perpetrated much favage cruelty i and amongfl: 
other Ipoils deraolilhed that Cololfiis which was built by Chares of Lyndus ( Scholar to 
Lypffus ) ill twelve years ; and in regard ’tis laid the Sun Ihines daily in that llland, was 
to the Sun dc'dicated. This huge Image was of gilded brafs, and eighty cubits high^ 
the thumb as big as a large Man, the legs itood on cither fide the River i fo wide, that 
there-under might pafs a large Veficl under fail : In the one hand it held a javelin which 
it pointed to the Eall •, on its breaft was a Mirrour wherein tliofe that dwelt within the 
Iflc might defery Ihips failing at a diftance- This Wonder of the World which coll joo 
Talents, Mavi Ibid to Ems^a a Jew for two hundred pounds flerling \ who demoliihed 
it, and with the brafs thereof loaded away nine hundred and thirty Camels. In that Illc 
he allb defaced an hundred other Colollulcs, and moll barbaroully of collly Monuments 
70000. Heraclim the Roman Emj)crour died An. Dom. 640. after thirty Years reign, 
and in his place Heracl. Conflantinus lucceeded ; who in the fcvcntli month of his Empire 
was poyfoned by Martina his ftep-dame, the better to advance Heraclionas her Son : but 
unexpededly were forthwith both of them exiled by the Peoj^le, their nofes and tongues 
cut out, and Conjlans fainted Emperour in his place. 

^ Ofman having by this time finilhed his Par^phrale upon the Alcoran, digefted it into 
feven fmall Trads, which he fubdivided into an hundred and fourteen Chapters. It lb 
happened that by accident he loll a Ring of gold which Mahomet as a Legacy bequeathed 
him, but was to defeend unto the lucceediiig Chahfbs : The vertue of it was fuppofed 
great, and probably not unlike that magick Ring mentioned by Philojlratw Vita Apollonii, 
laid to be erteded by a conftcUation of Planets : fo as no means was unattempted to reco- 
ver it. Which taking no good etted, he conceals the lofs, and counterfeits another like 
it of filver, cmbowelling a Motto to this purpofe, O Pertinaces, 0 Pcenitentes! from which 
pattern moll Mahometans to this day wear Rings ofMilver.

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well in Jfta and jifiid't wjth all the Forces they could make they invade ; into 
Spain marched VvaUd'?> Army led by Abdiramo, firft having in Vcllcls eroded the Strait ^ 
and Gezjd\ Forces led by Sha-Rablan entred France : the firlfc had better fortune than tne 
fecond ; for thofe under Vvalid landed and coiw^crcd Granada^ and rooted thcmll-lvcs 
for {even hundred years in Spain till Ferdinand of late expull'ed, and his fuccellbr forced 
them back to Barbary. Thole that entred France (albeit tlicy were invited thither by Endo 
Duke of ^uitain who hated Charles Martel Grand-father of Charlemaine mortally) were 
refilled by Martel and thirty thoufand French Gallants, ( Endo the Welf-Co//; upon better 
conlidcration liding with the Chrifliansy) fo as after a long and Imart fight in view of tHb 
City of Tears in Tonraine in France-, and not at in Ptedmem as Ibme have imag ined, 
the Saracens were beaten, and of their numbcriefs company three hundred thoulh nd llain, 
July 22- 726. as Beda and others at that time living, tcltilic. The tv\ o Caliphs died mad 
when they heard of thefe mif-fortunes.

( or Aaron King of Perfia) and the Chrillian Emperour Charles was great amity, Am- 
bafliidoii.'s and Preients being reciprocally lent from each other, as we find recorded by 
%j£nna:fdiiA liis Secretary and eAmilim ^Jib. Aaron fomc fiy died a Chriltian. In his 
time many Fanatick Scholars in the light of thoufands undertook to lly, but in the n yal 
from one Rock to another notvvithltanding the licight of the wind, pcrllhed.

The Sncccflbr of TnngroUfix was Ottoman Son of Brtrogul the O^nzinn, who in tlicycar 
1 of the I kg, 680. laid the foundation of the Tnrkifh Empire in Burope and A^a and 
the Sai:}}uvian (of the fame Extradlion) commanded PcrfM\ begun by Toffrulbeg Son of 
SalghiKitts, Son of Didactu a TnreiiUfnan or Tartarian. To^nl heg <^{omci'Ry) wasflain by 
truifon*, his Succcllbr was PharHg-zad, Adtrfitd^s Son, (lain by O/o-^fw-e^/o/rfw Prince of 
Gazfchen. T o him followed Ebraim-ben-MafHdy whofe Son Mafud married the daughter 
6i' Afekefia King of Tnr/jnefian. Afafad from Corofan entred Perfia with a great Army, 
and near to Tabryz. Hew Almofiarpjrd bila-Catieh, and in another fight Rapied-biU his Son at 
Spahawn. To AfafadinGaznehen fucceeded Sha-<y£f 0 lan, llain by Raharen flja his Bro- 
ther, An. Heg. 4yy. to whom ruled Cefrhao his Son', who after he had forraged Indta died 
An. Heg. 640. and in him took end the Sahataqne Family. 

In thole times as Caliphs Babylon and part of Pirfta were Chatadad-datd^ whofc -^tb. 
Snccclfor Alnftacd zjtm was flain by Cingts-chan An. Heg. 580. and Almoftanforbila-Manfo;' 
in his place governed Caldea and Perfia. Of thofe Tartars I have fpoken^ defeend we 
thercloic to the year ol our lx)rd 1415. of the Heg. 795. fuch time as Chara-Adafjumed 
I he T ’/r^rc-entred Per pa. He ruled three years and left Kara-Ijfaph to luccccd him who 
allb alter three years died at Cssbyn^ and left lix Sons, viz,. Pirhuda cawny Scatjder^mirzjtj 
Jooy.-fiiay Sha-AUlwmetyAhaz^edda and Abrfa-Abfal'y all which died untimely. Of thole 7 
Joon~(Jia was the laft; who allb was flain with Acen^ABy his Son by Acem-beg: lb as at 
that time the Family of the Cnfj'on Caratnht or Black-lheep ended, and the Gitfjian Acorlu 
or Whitc-fliccp took beginning*. The firft of thclc were the laft 

During this, the Ottoman Race fo enlarged their Conquefts in the Iclfcr that the 
Grecian Princes : to ftop that impetuous torrent ) by their Amballadors rcprclcutcd their 
fad condition unto Ta^erlaney at that time highly fam’d for the Viftories he had a little 
before obtain’d over Califi^a a Srj^//«cik. Prince, and fome in-roads he had made into Chynoy 
if Paultu Jovitu in that be not miftaken: So as that Noble Prince in commilcration to 
thofe diftrclfcd Chriftians, but principally decefting the inlblcncies of the Tiw^j^from 
whom he had but lately received fome affronts near the River Boriftbenes and contempt 
done to his Amballadors, witli a willing heart and all the force he could make he marched 
ngainft Bajazet, who with equal numbfliiumd wore f])i^ght advanced againft the Tartar. 
Near Mount .stclla (the Plain where Pflu^worftedAfir/w'uiiffx^ was maintained a long 
and bloody Fight*, but the Almighty being plcafed that a hook ihould pierce the jaws 
-*3?? of that Tarkifi Leviathan, the Spirits of the Chriftians were fo animated that the Viflory 
refted with Tamberlane, who in the Fight flew many thoufand Turks ', and the better to 
check the inlblcncc of Bajaz,et put him into an Iron Cage as accuftomed to wild Bealls, 
and carried him in that ridiculous pofturc through all his march: after which, without 
any confidcrablc refiftance he fubjeded the reft of the Tnrkijh Provinces, and received 
acknowledgments of fubjcclion from all that part of AJia and Africkj, For, bcfidcs tlic 
Jcllcr Afia and Armenia, all Ajfyria, Syria, fAEgypt and other parts of Afiick, Arabia, 
Perpa and tlie Dominions under that Crown, he added to his Empire all thofe Eaftern 
Countreys that ftrctch as far as 6'4»f«*, in eight years fubduing more Kingdoms than 
the Romans could in eight hundred, "as formerly inftanced *. fo that for extent of Domi- 
nion and fpeedy C'onqueft he is without parallel. 

The Perfian Annals further acquaint us. That Tamberlane returning through Afrdia 
towards Samarchand gave a friendly Vifit to .Syet or Shetjue Sofee a reputed Saint at that 
time living in Ardaveil ( a Town under 37 degf.30 minutes, alx)ut feventy Englfii miles to 
the North-eaff of Casbynund half that diftance from Saltany,) who perceiving that by 
Hoharo mirzji^ advice the Conqucrour had deftined many thoufand Prifoiiers v of which 
the moft were PrryZdwj to perprtual llavery or death, the Santoon begg’d their Liberty 5 
which Tamberlane granting, the merc^ was defervedly attributed to Sogee and highly in- 
errafed the opinion of his Holinefs. Soon after which, viz.. An.Dom. 1407. of the//?/. 

78 7. the Tartarian Emperour died and was honourably buried at Anzatr in Caxhaya \ and 
almoft three years after the Perfian Saint follow’d in that inevitable path, being no Icfs 
ecremonioufly intombed at Ardeveil, albeit Ibmc fay at Samakey Concerning whom

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Sttffee left behind him a Son called Siet Umet: ‘ for of fiich eftcem was his Fathers Saiv 
ftity, that as ex traduce they held it reqnifitc to give the like attribute of Sietf i. e.

Epithetc : For hc delightcd much in contemplation and feparation from the People, and 
not in vain li Contemplation having a fpccial vigour to fharijcn Wif, and feparation from 
vulgar Spirits both opening Mature’s Cabinet and by Meditation borrowing Angels wings 
to Hy into Heaven. And by thefe artifices it was Sict Cunet accommodated himfelf

Vfan Caffan (^Soii of Jccritt-cmn expelled his Country by Bajai,ety^d re-invefted by Tam- 
herlat:c , hnppilv kept what he had conquered, and fpent the remainder of his Reign in 
peace i inauitainiiigagoodcorreipondence with the great T«ri^, to whom by 

his Amlniiiadom s among other tilings, if woiththc memory, he prelented a pair of play- 
ing V.ihles which were of Cryftal, the Dice and Men of Gold fet with precious Stones *, 
being jwi L of the fpoils which Tamherlane left there after he had ibrraged Perjia. To 
fins givdt Prince many Chrillian Princes difpatched their Meflengers; and ainonglt 
t'lhers came Amballadour from the Twrfww to engage him agaiiilt the 7«ri^for 
K),ne*lof'.thcy had received, but upon pretence to repoflefs his Wives lirothcr of Trefi- 
^o,!d\ in order whereunto he invaded the T«ri[-'sDommions, and engaged at fcvcral times

was a high narrow peakt Cap lined with the rich Wool of Choraian rclerabling the Cyda- 
ris, which fome lay Cyrttshxll invented : but in the Sclarjonian itfignifieth lludious, and by 
rcalbn hereof was finiamcd Sophy, he that was Son to Solyman by Roxellana-, as ap- 

i«ars in the Tarkifl) Hillory f^ita Solymanni : but though to me the word Shoff lecins derived 
from Shaugh, *. e. King, yet feeing that in the Scythic tongue Sofey is famous, and that 
much of the Perpan language, as well as their extradt, ilows thence, the greater is the j-ro- 
bability that thence the name may be deduced ; and the rather for that the w ord Mogrl is 
impofed by the Tartars upon the race of Tamhcrlane ruling [ndnpan, which word in their 
fpecch imports great or iUuftrious, though in the firit Original, laborious but again, 
when 1 conlidcrthat feveral of the intervening Kings fincc Jfmacl have intermitted that 
word, namely Mahomet finiamcd Odobanda, Tahamas, and AbbM, it may be granted 
that the wo. a Sophy is a proper Name, and that the former is datnm c>~ non acceptum, gi- 
ven by the Europeans, hwt nex. taken by the Perpans: for the Prince that fiiccccdtd aL 
has liaving his name Sophy or Sofee as they pronounce, the prclcnt King fuccceding him 
is called Abbas fo as it appears to be a proper and alternate Name without any further 
relation. To return, 

The Crown was no fooncr let upon IfmaePs head but by Proclamation he ratified the 
Reformation his Grand father had contrived, declaring thereupon the Turks to be Hcre- 
licks. This glorious rife continued fo to the Mertdim : for to give the TurkAomc better 
afliirance of his fitnefs to rule the Perpans, and animofity to the Ottomans race, he forth* 
with entred Diarbec with a confidcrablc Army, molt Horfc, with which he reduced riiar, 
as fooii after Armenia, Albania, Iberia, and Sarcajhia, which he challenged as his right by 
dclcending from Vpm-Caffan, and quieted the polTellioii with his Sword, to the uncx- 
prcfliblc joy of the Perpans, but amazement of the Tar'^s, and dread too, perceiving 
tlic7 fiiould now have work enough with the Pfry74»j. About this time, rii. 1506. it 
wasthat Techellu Aydars Difciplcout of zeal to propagate thefe new broacht opinions, 
and to force the erroneous Twrl- to a conformity, with a confiderablc party of Horfe 
which gave liberty to raife audio be equally divided betwixchim and Caffa 7 i his 
con difciple by fomc ironically called Kahph, for fome lime gave a notable diilurbance 
to the Tark^Siiid not a little advantage to the European Chriltians, had they made riglit 
ufe of it. Strange it is to conlidcr with what conlidcnce thefe reputed Saints, with a 
fmall party, advanced againft a numerous, and tlie molt formidable Em my at that time 
in the Univerfci which neverthclefs zeal, in their appi chenlions, rendred cafic to be ef- 
fected : having therefore in the firfl. place adjudged the Tnrk.^ Heretic ks, and proclaim 
cd them Enemies to the Muirdmanilh faith, worthy to be profeciited with Fire and Sword, 
in hoftile manner they entred Natolia with 20000 Horlc and Poor, at Iconitm near Lyc>t-

enia in a pitcht Battel gave Orcan who coraraanded thofc parts in chief under his Uncklc 
a notable defek, and foon after the like to the Balha of Natoliaj foas 

without lett they entred and fackt the rich City of Cuthes-^ after which,Iiearing that Ji/y 
Bafa was advanced againlt them with a great body of Horfe and Foot, Souldier-like 
they drew out and met the Turks in the Plains of Amyra and worilcd them by pure 
fouc, the General Aliy Bafa in that conilid being found dead in the Field*, a fuccefs 
that got Tekelles lb high a reputation that even Bajaz^et himfclf was llarfltd as if T umberlaifis 
GhoJf wxre revived, infomuch as if Jftnael had but furrifiit his Captain with recruits, 
uuid given him that due countenance he dcll-rved, ’tis thought he would have fucccedcd 
better in that military progrefs^ which failing, he was forced to maintain his Men upon 
frS: quarter *, foas the pillage the Squldicrs got made many Itcal away to fecure their 
booty, which alfo alienated the nffedions of the Provinces where ever he came, who for- 
merly gave him an uninterrupted entrance amongftthem, and good quarter, as the Perp- 
am well perceived when they drove away their Cartel and withdrew themfelves into the 
Mountains without giving him either help by Men, Vidual, or intelligence: an advantage 
the crafty T/ir/^^qiiiikly elpycd; fo that he mart ht towards him with a great Army which 
the Perpans by'realbn of their unequal numbers feared *, fo as they made what haftc they 
could to feiiire ihemlelvesin the high Mountains of Auti Tattrw, whitlicr the Tm-ks pur- 
luing the Perpans made a hafty retreat into Mediae and by the way fome of them unadvi- 
fediy plundringaCarravan of raw Silk belonging to the Met chants of and conlignrd 

for Trep:z.ond^ T ekflles as foon as he came hutoToHris was fecured and by IfmaePs appoint- 
ment feeminglv to gratifie thcTurkhum or otherwife mi fcrably put to death, with feveral of 
his Oiheers. Thisllorni over-blown,5<^‘4i,ff obfervingnevcrthelefs JfmaePs prudence and 
good tondu:t apprehended that he would not only difappoint his aims of extending his 
tmpire Eait as far as JndMy but by his courage and rcfllels motion prevent his Weftern 
P i ogi ci's againlt the Chriltians *, fo that he thought it wifdom to firm a truce for fome time 
with the that he might with more liberty profecutc his other defign*, for to under- 

take both at once would be too great an enterprizc, and it was not without caulb he dread- 
ed Jfmaely whole vertue and martial fuccefs was fuch as he nor only Hood his ground againft 
the T/.r/;;, but made the Tartar and Mogol lenlible of his difcipliiic, which fo elevated his 
fame that Ambalfadours from liindry Kings and Princes had been with him to congratu- 
late ^ and a iiiongP. other admirers the yews were fo taken with him that they miftook him 
fbr rhvir Mellias, but (by the jull hand of God) had fo unexpeded a return as quickly 
made them feel their errour, finding him rather a fecond y’efpapan : during this Ihort peace, 
as Jiafaut was one way adive, fo was Jfmad another j for well knowing the ancient boun- 
diiiebf his territories he forthwith reduced all Sheirvan, and after that Ghylan towards 
liie North, as allb what other Princes were not feudatory in /^fr4r, 'Chuppan, KermoatSy 
and Macron \ but made Coom his ufual head quarter ; and by Elias-bc^ he infcllcd the Ohz^ 
be tr -Tartary having by the way forced part or Moz.endram to fubmit: howbeit near 
hisfuccels was otherwife by an ambulcade laid by Ocen beg^Chehley Lord of ChalatMe- 
ruz.ky y who allx?it he had news that Ifmael was perlbnally advancing thitherward and 
found himfclf unable to keep the Field, nevcrthelefs fortified fome places of defence, in 
one of whic h he immured himfclf, having a great opinion of his Men and that the Ga- 
llic was tenable y fo that at fome diftance being fummoned he reftifed to yield *. but a Roy- 
al Army drawing bcforcit, ’twas expeded he would then refign \ yet fuch was his great 
heart that he kept the place until Flux and Famine conllrained him, whereupon fubmit- 
ring, his former confidence in defying his Army fo inrlamcd Ifmael, that Ow^aiid fifty 
others fulfercd under his difpleafurc, but the reft were pardoned. During this, hearing 
of fome refolution the Prince oiMozjendram had to prevent his recruits, he fell Ipccdily 
inrotlicir Country and did them no fmall mifehief^ and having taken Hoftages for their 
future good behaviour returned to profecutc his intended war againlt the Zagathay. With 
twenty tiiouland Horfe he entred that Country in hottile manner^ and aU)cit he under- 
Itood Ijy good intelligence that the Tartars had got together near three hundred 
thouland Horfe and Foot led by Vlaeuc’cawny he declined not the fight, which the Tar- 
tar not withltanding their odds did for fome time, fo that Ifmael look up his Winter - 
ter Quarters in and about Taron’y but with the firft opportunity of weather entred 
Tuz.z. and enlarged his Quarters as I'ar as Samarchandy which was formerly fpoiled. 

1 hat Summer he engaged Sha-beg-eban who commanded thirty thoufaiid Horfe and 
I oot feiedted from thofe under Vlacac-cawn : For Sha beg-cam upon the death of Ocen- 
beg find It Ibems ufurped the Crown of Corauw-y arid Occiis Sons not being in a 
(Oiid tMM) to defend their right took the advantage of IfmaePs prcfcncc^ fo as 
having declared the wrong they luSered and voluntarily proftered fubjedtion to his Im- 
perial 
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pcrial Crown lie uiitlcrrook their defence: and accordiiif^Iy entred where al- 
ter a lharp but (hort di(j)utc at Maraa Sha-be^^emn was ilain, and JUen-Ally Son to Oecn- 
^heholy upon doing homage was placed in his Fathers Itead. 

Jfmael having thus enlarged his Dominion, with all the force he could make diret l'J 
his march towards O^hs \ and haying palled the River, in a j)itcht lieltl Hew Cham- • 
Silba the Mattrenahar King ", yea without much oppolition, harral'ed I'ar and wide tliole 
Scythic Provinces*. Kyftorm healfo took, the Itrong c .iIUc tAElcam • and after that 
Dargany F^^rghwatt, At faker with feveral other conlidcrable Forts in Ffoad, Ken- 
naughy Gaznehen, Maurenahary Rhumefran Rud TurynejLwy. and i'ar beyond /J.^^tlie Onz. ' 
beg Metro-polis ; molt of which Garrifons he lleiglited. So that Ifmaei ciov' iied 
with Vi(ftory, and his Army loaden with fpoiJs of war, upon notice r«.iiL h mi that 
jazjet at the importunity of the TurtuVs was drawing towards the coniiucs of Ver- * 

/74 with a great body of Horfc and Foot, retreated, but by the way fackt revolting 
'Tui.z.y Sak^lcandy Syhnmeft and fome other olTcnllvc Towns that interpoitd. Tims ha- 
ving fulficiciitly retaliated the Tartar for the in-ionds and dillurliances they had I'evmal 
times given the Perpan to oblige the and for the depredations he had llirfvrLd 
from thole vagrant Tribes which take their name from tiic Caraiuln or black-iliecp, 
he marched through Moz.endram to Perpa in triumph, the Countrey all the way l,c 
palt fending in provilion and cx])rcHiiig their rcjoycings by nil the mcirimcnts and 
modes they could, very much to Jjmaels liitisfadioii : and in niagnifitent manner ma 
king his imrada into Coomy his reception was with all poniblc demonltraiioiis of 
love and joyful acclamations. 

In few dayes, intclligcm e was brought him how the Turks were drawing towards Ry 
van : fothat by way of diverfion, /fmacl v»'\tU fifty ihoufand Horfc fell into D\a:biiy 
which he harralfcd to purpofe upon this occalion. The Mefoforamians under the Turkey 
fo foon as tliey had certain notice that the Perpans wc^c invading Tartaryy through trea- 
chery got into which they plundered, and iifcd the Pajiath who wcie foaldieis 
of that Garrilbn," very barbaroiilly : for not content to call them Raliadins w-hich ligiii 
fics Hcreiicks, they cut off the nofes and thumbs of feveral ol‘ them, and in that lavage 
manner cNpullcd them the Town j to revenge which, Jfmadm^dc that i[)oiJ in dieTuiks 
quarters i and engaging the Enemy near Caramity had the better of them* inalinuch as 
he had the chafe to the very bai\ks of Tigris. Which efteded he returned to Coom , whcj c 
for the greater provocation of the Turk, he cauied a fvvinc to be noiirimcci in the 
Coim, and named it B.>jaz.ct. But wliat immediately followed more perpievedthe Turk: 
lor Anno Dom. i*^ 1 1. Heg. i. 1 fmacl recovered Pagdaty into wlf'Ch, he was permitted 
to elite r at a pollcrn, which Barrkc-beg for a fum of money opened, fo uncxpedeclly ro 
Mahomet Papa tlic CJoveriiour thereof, that w ithout tlm lealt rclillance, he made vvl.ar. 
hall he could 10 leave the Fort and lave himfelf, believing that the foalcliers were all 
likwife corrupted. This year Lemins a Portugal Agent was civilly treated by J fmacl at 
Caflion, and by MirzA-Abacaca the Ficld-Marlhal Ihcwcd the Army, as encamped wiio at 
his return to Goa, told Albnyaer^ ( a*t that time Vice roy 'I that he verily thought Jfmact 
had not fewer chan fifty thoufand Tents, in which were lodged a hiinclrecl and thiiry 
tiioufand men. 

Bajazit was that year ( as Tis reported ) poylbncd by a Jew, and his Son Sf/y«i.fucccc- 
dcd. About which time it was that Moritd or Amurath Son to Sultan Achmaty Bajazeis 
cldcll Son w bom Stlym liad put to death for fdf prclcrvaiion, tied to IJmacly his Broihcr 
Aladin doing i!ic like to Campfun Gaitrus the ALgyjitian Sultan, wligre both ww'e welcom- 
ed, though loon after it colt them dear : for it was the occalion ol'tiio utter mine ol 
the one, and of a quick and iharp war with the other, /fmacl ncvertiielels feeiiicd glad 
of any gcK)d occalion to engage hisadverfary *, and to obviate the iuvaiion thrcaincdby 
hearing lint Ebr.ihim-liapd w'.as halting towards ArmemayUc put A/orad in the head 
of tell ihoufand Horfe, promiling dvM Vftreff'-Oglan yi\t\\ twemy thoi-l nid more Ihould 
fccond him. In confidence whereof advanced as far ns Erziram : but tlrcre having 
intelligence that Selym was haltiug that way, bethought it moll advileablc { with leave of 
Aladiiles the Prince of Anti-TanrHs') to retreat, well knowing that his Unde would hunt 
after him- ’ 

Jfmael upon the lirft: intelligence of Sr/j w/ approach in good orc’ermarc lu t! agaiiill liim 
with thirty ihouiand Horfc and threefcorc tiiouland Foot lay the Turk, albeit the Perpans 
allow not aljov c half tliar number. The Turkilh Army upwards of three hundred tliou- 
ftnd Horle and Foot without oppofition palt as tar as ilic River Araxtsy and with help, of 
their great guns, lieing over, lx)th Armies rclblvcd to engage. The Emperonrs were both 
therein per Ion and drew up in a large even place calkcl tlie Caklaau plain, rtoi far from 
, ^ Nil a Coy 
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Cov and nearer unto Nafivatt, where for full (ixteen hours a moft memorable field was 
foueht withVuch fiercencls and equal relblution that the Turkilh Annals call that battel 
the day of Doom ; in which fight luch was the Angular perfonal valour cxprcfled, 
as the Turks themfelvcs fpare not to give their Enemy high commendations : alfo lb gal- 
lantly and in fo good order his Cavalry appeared, that had not the noife of the Turks 
Artillery afi'righted their Horfe more than their numbers did their Riders ’tis thought the 
Perfianshad obtained a clearer Vidlory, for every fingle Perfian tenTmrki being finund dead 
in the place. Now inafmuch as there was no chafe, but rather that part of cither Army 
kept in a body all night until next day they drew off on cither fide leavi^ the Countrey 
people to bury the dead, the mallcry of the field is not decided by indifferent Writers*, 
who yet agree in this, That fifteen thoufand men lay dead upon the ground. The Turkilh 
* Hiftory nevcrthclefs (peaks partially in their own behalf ^ but this is equally acknowled- 
ged, That Selym immediately after the fight ( probably dilliking his churlifli entertainment 
and fatisfied with the light of Pnfia ) retreated with his whole body by the skirts of j4rme- 
niet into Cetrammia^ by the way caufing jiUdtdes the Anti-Tauran King to be ftrangled for 
his corrcfpondcncy with Ifmael and his Nephew Mer^d. Soon after, with all the force he 
could make invading by the treachery of Cturdfeg the Sultan of jiUpfo he van- 

quilhed Campfott Canr$u and reduced that Kingdomc into a Province, which from Sultan 
Saladin Amo Heg. o8o. had continued in that race to the year Heg, and albeit the 
recovery was in vain endeavoured by Tomart-beg, the Turk holds the pofleffion unto this 
day. While Ifmdel retiring to Cddfyn took care of his wounded fouldiers, and having 
rec^ited his Army profecuted the fubjedion of Mozxndram : and that he might extend 
his Empire North and South unto both Seas •, and withal, for the lietter prefervation of 
his Perfon and Honour, and in imitation of the Mamalukes who then guarded the perfon 
of the Egyptian King, inftituted a Life-guard called Couzel-balha’s, which at firll con- 
fifted of an hundred Horfe, moft of them Georgians % but fince, the number is incrcafed 
to a thoufand : into which order none arc admitted until they arc experienced in Arms 
and are of more than ordinary repute j in tlic execution of which truft they according- 
ly have extraordinary pay, which they well deferve ; for I have been in the company of 
many of them, and at all times found them exceeding civil as well as fociable, and efpe- 
cially to Itrangcrs. P^ Jovitu and fomc others report That in memory of the twelve Sons 
of HoctnSon of Mortis^ Ally ( from whofe youngeft Son MirzjuMahadin Ifmael drew his 
defeent ; this order had its beginning, and that tlicir Mandilsor Turbants were folded in 
twelve plaits and the tag or point like the end of a Sugar-loaf piercing the Turbant was 
red, and from that colour takes the name of Coozcl-ballies, i. e. Red-heads. Howbeit, 
for fcvcral moneths I was converfant with thefcCoozel-balhaws in Perfia, and to the belt 
of my remembrance never obftrvcd that the falhion of their Mandil or Turbant was 
fuch, or to differ from that form you fee reprefented in this Narrative fol. J57. and 2 16. 
and if any difference be it is in the elevation ; but for the tag or point 1 am furc 1 never 
faw any •, nor any of that lhape worn, unlefs it be in the Coola or cap that is ufually by 
the more inferiour fort worn in Moejendram and other parts of Perfia^ being cloth on 
theout-fidc and lhag or fine and Ihort curling Ihecps-flcece on the in-lide, large towards 
the Head, fliarp like the top of a fugar-loaf at the point, and riling a fpan from the head, 
as you may fee refembled/c/. 183. But concerning the name 1 have the lefs fcruplc, feeing 
that in Turkilli the word fignifics Red-head : albeit the truth is, when 1 demanded the lig- 
nification of the name from fomc of them they pleaded ignorance as we underftand it, 
os allb the ground of their inftitutioo. 

In that interval, Tahrix. by a party from Dyarbee fuffered by Ebrahim iham (after- 
wards a Favourite to Solyman the ma^ificent) upon the invitation of VUm-beg a difeon- 
tended Perfian who notwitliftanding he had the honour to marry Ifmaels Siller, yet upon 
fomc fpccial favour expreffed to ZM-ehawn held a treafbnable corrcfjaondcnce with the 
Turk and not content therewith, fo corrupted Mahomt-Ally-beg then Governour of 
Bagdat that the place was trcafonably delivered up to Solymanj to the extreme vexation 
of' the Perfian King and little comfort of Aliy-b^ who foon after received the reward 
due unto fuch treachery. This year Sha/T moi was born at Ardaveil ^ and in the five liic- 
cceding years after (but by fcvcral WiveS) Jfmacl hzd Hekawn, Sormizjt, and Baeram^ 
eawn otherwile nam^ Eliae-begy Som^mbrzjh and Barhon-cmen. Anno Dorn. 1520. 5 r/^mthe 
great Turk died, liicceeded by Sofyman : Five years after which Shawlfmael died in the 
twentieth year of bis Reign and fortieth of his age, and was buried near unto his Ance- 
ftors at Arditueili in bis place, Tomas (or Tahamas Shave as fome call bim ) being crow- 
ned King.

fan^ with all thofe adjacent Coantreys that confine the North of ArnhiA : inafmuch as with 
very little refiftance they became Matters alfo of the Ifle and Town of BalfirM, and con- 
sequently of the Rivers Ti^is and Enphrdtes, which gave them a ddirable profpedt into 
the gulph of Perfia, with fome further hopes of all thofe Regions that extend as far as 
Jnduij and that they might have the opportunity of requiting TemerUnes iffiie for that 
memorable lofs they fuffered at Mount SteUa uflder BAiaxjet. In order thereunto the 
Grand Signior forthwith appointed a great quantity ot timber to be cut in GUcU now 
called CrfTiWww, andlbippcd it thence for PeUtfitm and Cairo^ whence by Camels it was 
drawn to Snez., where a Navy confifting of an hundred Veflels great and fmall was in fiiort 
fpacc built and fitted for Sea. Wliich was no fooncr made ready, but he appoints Selr 
man Baflk to put ten thoufand fouldiers aboard at the Port of Mocha, and coafting the 
South of Arabia to endeavour the furprize of Din : thofe were his Inftruftions. Which 
great defigt how fccrctly foever it was managed was feafonably communicated to the' 
Portugal in whofe hands the Cattle was, albeit they pretend they had no notice until the 
Fleet was difeovered near the place: fo that albeit they could liot fo well provide againtt 
their landing as they would, yet the Turks being alhore and marching immediately towards 
the Fort which without a fummons they rudely ttormed, were fo gallantly rcpullcd by 
the PortMol that many Turks there breathed their iaft : and finding that the Cattle was 
neither lo weakly manned nor flanker’d as they were made believe, and that the Pmurals 
were inagallantpoftureof defence^ but which mott amatedthem the Mahometans there-’ 
abouts gave them little encouragement to ftay, the Frigats from fevcral parts allb im- 
bodying threatned to intercept them in their return, thole and other conlidcrations not 
oncly battened them aboard but made them hoife fail : for all which they were fo well bea- 
ten by the Portugal^ that a great part of the Fleet was funk and difperfed, fo as few of 
them came fafe back to Aden : thofe that got alhore near Mujeat and other parts of Ara^ 
hia being alfo (according to the nfual cuttom of War after ill fuccefs, ) fo coiirfely enter- 
tained by the Natives, that not above one third of the number got back to Aden, A fuc- 
cefs fo grateful to the Perfian that he congratulated the Chrittians *, and the Mogul expref- 
fed the like fence, altogether difliking fuch a neighbourhood as the Turks. 

Solyman heartily vext, nevcrthelcfs thought fit to dilfemble this lofs thebett he could, 
and therefore draws all the Horle he had out of JDyarbecand Caramania, with which he 
fell fo unexpeftcdly into Acedia that he entred Tabriz, before Tamas^fjow could be in a 
pofturc to refill:. Mott miferably was tliat poor City ufed by the enraged Turk, albeit 
no oppofition was made : for not content with plunder, they cut d<>wn their fruit-trees 
and trees for lhade, fpoil’d all their delightful Gardens, yea levelled with the ground 
the Kings Palace and fuch other Houfes of the Nobility as might beft exprefs their malice \ 
and then laden with fpoil marched back to C4r4Wff in DyarbcCf where for fome time they 
retted, and ruminating further mifehiefs, the Turkilh trade. 

Tamos and the Pcrlian Nobility fufficiently incenlcd, were not idle in the mean time to 
find means to retaliate : For having ordered Delementhes ( one that had many times enga- 
ged the Turks) with fix thoufand Horfe to follow clofe in the rear, he fo galled them 
with continual alarms that Ebrahim-Bajfa not well enduring becaufe not formerly ac- 

S uainted with fuch a bravado made a ttaad,and near to Bethlis ( then a Pcifian Garrifon) 
rew up with a refolution to fight i and well might, being upwards of two hundred 
thoufand Horfe and Foot: notwithttanding which inequality the Perfian Horfe taking the 
opportunity of the darknefs of night fell into their Enemies quarters with a mighty noife 
as if they had been treble the number, leconding that with fuch courage and good or- 
der as the Turks by this unexpefted alarm after a little refiftance fell into great confii- 
fion, inafmuch as at length they fled whither they apprehended they could beft fecure 
themfclvcs: In the purfuitfive Sanziacks, eight hundred Janizaries, and twenty thou- 
fand private fouldiers were flain, forty pieces of Cannon taken, Vle^egt\iG Perfian Re- 
bel and the two Balia’s narrowly cfcaping*, but what mott madded old they took 
his Seraglio which was then mounted upon Camels backs and were Beauties he not a 
little doated on. A Vidtory not more joyous to the Perfian, ( for ’tis annually cckbrcitcd 
upon the third and tenth of than vexatious to the Turk} and of that influence; 

as Ebrahim the great Bafla from thence forward declined in his Matters favour : for 
unwilling that the Bafla Ihould in beUo bisfeccare he firft remanded him to Court, and then 
fo ordered, that without feeing his face, he was immediately ftrangled by a Mute, who' 
furprized him fleeping. By that delinquency the vaft wealth he had heaped together 
whiles he was a Favorite and in great command, was then allb feized by Solyman, who 
*prefented a great part of it to his chief delight the feir who ( the truth is) 

for his tiding with Mufiapha againtt her Son, had principally contfived and after this 
vvfsnnpr t-hU lafp trTr 2 t RaflVs dcftruftion. AbOUt 
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Aboiii this time, Sa^a^tt (Solymarts Son by Roxellmd) was worllcd by hi« Brother Sc- 
lym, lo that he tied for fafety to Tamos whom he found at CazJhirij where he was really 
welcomed : bur Solymm imagining he would provoke the Perjian to an ui^wiflitd inva^ 
fion iiaviiig rheii bent his whole defign agaiiift the Chrillians, peremptorily lent to de- 
mand his Son 1 which being denied, he fcconds it with a comminatory Letter, yet withal 
alliiring TomM that he came defigncdlj^to allallinate him : fo that contrary to his Faith 
and Honour he unadvifedly delivered up the poor Prime lo din jfan~a^a tlie Turks Am- 
balliidor, who thereby had the opportuniiy not only to murder the Prince but alfo four 
6l liis ciiildrcn, namely Selym^ and y'l4’«'(>owff,to the evei lulling Ihamcandrc- 
])i oath of them that fo counfellcd the King, and to the immoderate anguilh of Koxellana's 
Ipirit, though to the feeming iatisfaAion of an enraged Father whom Tamos thought 
would have been ])acilied with ilith a Vid.im, and that by this compliance he had put a 
lalling oidigarion upon the Turk-, which lie quickly found othcrwdfc : for SolyptM upon a 
pretence of riglitiiig Enos mirui one o[Ifniacls Sous and at that time Governour oi' Shervan 
but rctirccho w'itli a coniidcrable parry mol! Hoifc enters Armenia, liirprizcd 

the City ran, and perfuading the Mirza to go to Baydat, the Turks drew back: where- 
upon rlic Govct noiir of /?rf^</rfrhavingrcccivcd a lai gc bribe delivered the poor Prince 
up to 5/J..1V T.w/ir.', w ho after a moncths imprilbnmcnt caufed him likcwifctobcltranglcd. 

Notu ithllanditfg which, nc-Vt year in the head of an hundred and fifty thou- 

■fand men re-enters Vnfta. 1 o oppofc whom Shaw^Tmun ( having by lad ex'perieneg 
found t!ic advantage the Turks had by their great Ordnanee • prevailed with the Vice- 
roy Oi Goa to furiulh him with livethoufand Portu^^als good lirc-mcn horn Ormies, Din, 
and oliier llioir Garijlbn<;, who were the more willing for i!ic late invalioji the Turk 
made againil Din ncai The Portu^ah were all Fool, and brought along w iih them 

a Tinin of twenty pieces of Cannon, which in the lighr was lb uncxpeifled that it liotli 
ama/ed and mifehieved the Turks, inafmuch as the Perfatis had the better of ilint dayes 
Cornell ; the fuecels whereof they attributed and accordingly gave the Chrillians a due 
acknov\icdgmcnt ofthcii good fcrvicc : and from that day lorward thv P erf i.w were 
aic]'.-::' i]ieci" w'lth ti'e ufc of Guns, and of fmall Ihor they have aiiaimd the mailery. 

Sohman by ihir inilchaiuc was conllraincd to draw luck into Naiolia: during which 
MiJt'ipLt another of Sons ; incurred hisFatlicrs high dilplcafiire and for- 

get:iii of liis mother’s tragic k end limply commits himfclf to the ftivour of the Perfian 
Kiir. •, wi.o havin.; tu ll c\c lainied upon the \ illaiioiis Bajja iJnfJati, then gave the Prince 
alien ancv ol his Lite during his abode. Notwithllanding which, Solyman{vi\\o wusprety 
well jnastifed i:u he road veuy to Pfr/z^r^'inarc lies thitherward with eighty thoufand-Men, 
doin^ all tlie milcbief he coukU albeit ro prevent further fpoil, advanced with 

all the lorcc ne had as far a> where coming to ancngagcmcrit,tlicPcry?rf//Horfcnoi: 
yet enduring the noife of Guns would not be ordered, Jbihatmauy of the Pa Jians were 
kill d by ihot, and the reft for look the Field, leaving poor Mnftapha to lliift for liim- 
fclfi who by fome fmillcr .advice, flying to his Father's Tent and proliiaic at his feet 
in a JamcniabJe manner humbly befeeching pardon even foj- his Mother Poxfllana'^s fake, 
the cruel and inexorable T//W<^(uiiworth> liie name of father; wanting bow^eU of com- 
panion 7«W-likc fort)) with comniands him to i;e lli angled , albeit he was the ouely Son 
bytiiat ’c enter tJicn Jiving. But lone he iived not after this lavage ( ruelty, for that year 
J5<'.6. he iighed out hii afTiighted Ghoft at the Siege ot‘ in Hnnyory. Am- 

balIhdour> Irom molt: parts (.according to cnllom;tongratulatMig his Succellbrs acccls 
to the Crowm. Sha Tamos allb difpatched Shacnly iLin lo :,iambul : A Soukliei both well 
known and feared amongil the Turks and Indians • and in his palfagc to liut Court gal- 
lantly attended, one time lie gave a vilit according to Ibrm to the l't(ur BajJU, and was 
llioi .at by a dclperatc CJiomoitlan, upon no other provocation than for that he was a 
Fki Click ; he nan owly clc aped •, but thQjimojian being aj)prchencletl, his blind zeal 
could HOT ])revenr his immediate and viiibJe torture. 

The Tnrk^xw the interim took Ntcofia and Cyfrn* from the l^mtiam, w Iiicli occalioncd 
a perpetual League with Sfam and all the Primes of Italic ; \cm, rwc. Ahxand. a Secre- 
tary to that Rcpnbliqiie was difpatched into Perfia to awal'cii th.ii King. Tliis Gentle- 
man had the Sclavonian Tongue inibmuch as he palled througli Poland iXom\ the Dann- 
inns into the Enxin, and fo incognito and in dilguil'c to Tnpitvnd, whence by ErsJnm ( a 
c appadocidft Town upon the skirts of liccame fafe to Codhyn: Flicrc having 

pi odiK ed his Credentials he was civilly entertained •, and albeit no rhetorick wanted nor 
a: gumcnts to enforce the Perfians to fall fpecdily into ilie T lerkiffi quarters feeing he had 
drawn all his Force againll the Eurepitan Princes', yet liich was Sha-Tamas his jnopen- 
lity tg eaf', or clfg.the dread he had of the T#»ryi»*puillancc, that no pcrfwalions would 

at 
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* at that time fervc to make a fatisfaftory return unto the f^’enetiMns, Itill iimiginingtliat 
the T would gratific. Now the thanks he gave was this. jimurMth no fooncr put ftn 
«nd to the Cyfrim War ( Anno 1575-) and recruited himfelf after that great and memo- 
'rable defeat given him at LefnntOf but he fell afrelh to quarrel with the Perfianj upon 
no other pretence than the death of Ercas-mirzA his late friend. Accordingly he prepr l Cs 
to renew the War : whiles the Perfian King ignorant of thofe preparations with what Force 
he could invades the Ondbeg’s Countrey, and happily took Kabul: but hearing that the 
intended to profccutc the Perfian War, he forthwith retreated to where 

amidft his Martial confultations and provifi6ns Death gave him his fuperfideae and fuifl- 
moned him to another World rthe i ith. of Miy 1576. ) after fifty years Rule and 14. 
dayes ficknefs, at the age of fixty eight giving up the Ghoft: A great age, the Pro- 
verb confidered, Kara in Nohilitate feneEtut ; and at Ardameil with all due Ceremony was 
interred amongft his Royal Anceftors. 

Sha-T amas left behind him twelve Sons and three Daughters : the Sons were Mahomet^ 
Jfinaely Aydar, Sulymany Emangoly, M>rad, Mufiofha, Allp Humed, Ebrahim, and 

Jfnut^chan. Alakomethy right of primogeniture claimed but could not have the Crown, 
lb Itrong a faction was raifed by his virago Sifter Peria Concenna in the behalf of Jfinael 
the fecond Brother,S4fc4w4/-C/>4» joyning in the confpiracy, pretending that by rcafon of 
MahomePs imperfeftion Tamas had nominated //4»4f/ to fuccccd', fo that iWifeowrf for the 
fafety of his Life was forced to flic into Georgia, the Confpirators in the interim putting 
Aydar and eight others of the Sons of TamM to untimely deaths. Ifmael neverthelefs 
foon after was ferved with the fame fauce *, for one night expedUng the admittance of 
fome of his haram, Peria-Concorma with four young Sultans difguifed in Womens apparel 
entred his Chamber and took off his Head : By whicli wc fee, That Lull and Ambition arc 
two vices the molt odious of all others in regard they ufually are moll vigorous and 
powerful minifters to fordid adlionsi which this Princefs being ftained with, her cruelty 
was quickly requited by A/4feo»wr ^ for inforcing his way with 12000. Horfe the C'fw- 
g^s and Qtrdyes fiipply’d him with, he was no fooner leated in the Throne of his Royal 
Vinceftors but command was given S4/ii»^-Afiri4 General of the Horfe to retaliate his 
Amazonian Sifter, and accordingly her head with her long curled hair dangling down 
was upon a Spears point prelcnt^ Mahomet, who in the beholding it was alTiighted as if 
he had viewed Medufaes head. 

Thefc intettinc broyles fo weakned the common intcreft that the Tttrk^vfho wants no 
forefight efpying his advantage prepared with all the force he could draw out of Afia the 
lefs, Diarbec and parts about Bagdat to make an entire conqueft, or at leaft to over run 
Perfian, which Couiitrey alone had fpent him more Mcn,Trcafure and time than all 
Natolia and Morea had done by reafon of the intcftinc divifions that happened in molt of 
tliofe Provinces : and having the like hopes of Perfia by thefc diftraftions Muftayha the 
cruel and perfidious Baffa was ordered to undertake that task : which agreeable to his na- 
ture was readily accepted : fo that albeit the haftc the TVi^raadc was great, yet the prepa- 
rations being fuch alfo, Mahomet in that interval got himlelf quietly polleft of the Crown, 
infomuch as upon firft noife of the Turkf approach, SulranTocomac (who was at that time 
Governour ot Keivan and famous for an expert Souldicr, fo as he was both known and 
feared by the Turk^) with a very gallant Body of Horfe encountred the Enemy upon the 
IFrontiers of Armenia, and in a quick engagement expreft fo much refolution that day as 
albeit Muftapha had treble his number, the Van led by Beyram-beg was routed, and pro- 
fecuting that charge broke through the whole party, moil of which was cut off without 
giving the leaft quarter : which bravery lb inraged the wrathful Bajfa that immediately 
ordering his whole Body to advance, by their numbers they over powered the Perfian", 
who albeit they fought molt, dcfpcratcly and in that charge flew above ten thoufand 
Turks were neverthelefs in line forced to retreat and leave four thoufand of their com- 
pany dead in th^lace *, with wliofc heads and thofe of his own whom the Perfians had 
llainthc favage faced a great Biilkwark, inafmuch as nothing could be feen but 
ghaftly Faces and Heads, which made it a terrible objedl and this he ereiled as a 
Trophy of his Viftory or rather barbarifm; But reprefented to his Mailer in the bell 
fence, as if the llaughter had been much more than really it was : for all which 
fiofha dilliking his late entertainment, and hearing that Salmas^mirza was advicing 
with a frcfti party of Horfe, withal finding upon a Muller he took that 40000 of his Mea 
were loft by Huxes,his Enemies Sword, and the bad weather they indured pafling the Moun- 
tains in the way to Tefla", thole confiderations fwayed with him to retreat: but by the 
•way being encouraged with a large recruit of Men condudlcd by Menuchar aCeor^on 
' Prince, Alex, his Brother and Son to Leventhebeg taking like care for his fupply of vidlual, 
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he now refolvcd lo rc-^uicr Sherva». Foi more expedition and better fafety part of his 
Army marchtfd througli unfrequented paths fhewed them bv the Apoftate Cewgitoi) and 
ocher part through ^Armema which the Perfians had ivadc defolatc to prevent the T wrik 
of relief i and having notice that towards Derheut a great part of the Cattel of th^ 
Countrey was di iven away, in the firft place he oidercd a party of Horfe that way for 
forrage \ which Tocomac the Perjian General no iooner had notice of, but tliat with the 
like fpiigi.u'’lpartyhebeatupthe TktJ^ quarters as they lay difperfed in a Valley whiA 
was weii-iiign coinpafled with the River Cottetc^ a River that of it felf is lufficier/tly rapid 
but by Ibmc late rains fo increaft that the Turk^ in flying fiom the Enemy loft by the 
Sword and Torrent looooof his Men, the Perfian by their precipitate purfuit lofing 
alib a coniidcrable number in the Stream, which was lb fierce that the Ttarkijb General 
himfelf upon the alarm making all the Imie he could to luccour his Men is laid to loft 
eight thoiifand more in that River and in Araxis, into which Conac and Cyrus run. 

NotwithJianding theft abatements, continued his march as far as the City Erez, 
where he expedUd lomc oppofition buitlic People were all tied, and had removed much 
of their Goods into the mountainous parts, fo that the Town was left defolatc and once 
ord.rcd to be burnt, but upon jecond thoughts Iparedand gariloncd with 5000 Men, 
moll of which were Ceorgiansy forced thither by the Sons of Levemhi beg : this done, 
they iDok Ssmacly without reilltancc, which they might well do the Governour being 
withdrawn. Mujtafha overjoyM with this fuccefs, hill conllitutcd Oimau-beg C'omman. 
dcr in chief in ihok parts, and then with the greater part of his Army fell back tol 
w ards Erzyrum his uluai head ‘qiiai ter, while O-jnan in the mean time was p'mhr in Sher- 
vMt with w ant and not a little dilheartncd by i he running away of many of his Men, whereby 
and by tnc Jahi^aries advice he fell back to Tifflis -, yet not lo Ici rttly but that in paffing 
through Georgia he was lo hoiiy alr»im’d by the Country People who had abundantly 
Imartcd by the infolence of the Turky as with, fufticicut lois he continued his march till 
he attained Erzyrum. There he took up his Winter quarters, but difperlt his Army into 
Ih’cral Villages thcrcahontSyMuflapha being removed : during this the Precopence, the 
T ttrki ieft hand, under the toiiiniand of Abaul Chay marched through the Circajhan Ter- 
ritories w'itii 3000c I'orle and foot, in all ihcir palihge along the Calplan Ihorc as far as 
Derbent not meeting witii the Jeaft interruption, which gave them the greater confidence 
to enter Suervan. At and about Crnge were quartered ail the PerJian horfe under com- 
mand of Emangoly^Chan. Erez-Chan having notice drew all his horlc together, and refol- 
vcd with the firitadvantagehe could Ipy to welcome the uninvited Tartar: but Abdul 
by the good intelligence he had, prevented that defign, and contrarily began with the 
Perfiauy and with that courage as molt of the Perfian Horfe was routed, many Officers 
and Souldiers llain, and Erezrchan himftlf doing what he could to rally, was taken Pri- 
Ibncr and fent to O-^jnan, who without any conl'ulting with a Council of War cauftd 
him to be hanged up in that Garrifon. Such was Erez. his fad exit : but in this alarm 
Emangofy-camy albeit he narrowly eftap’t a furprizal, yet could not he prevent the ta- 
king of his Haram, which cxtreamly troubled him, there being fomc beauties which were 
prefented the Turkiih General, 

Mahomet lirnamed Codobsmda by the Turk for that he was purblind ( though as I ap- 
prehend it may be rather from Cognabanda as the place was called where he had both 
birth and education ) by his firft wife had fevcral Sons, namely Ifmael, Mufiapha, Myr- 
catpuy Gum, and Soffee-mirzA^ Jfmael by the malice and power of Afajfom^eg the Kings 
Favourite at that time, was firft confined, and at length lamillit to death in the Caftle of 
Cayk^e near Tabriz., and the reft came to untimely ends. By Joomarma Princcls of Heri 
he had likewift four Sons, viz- Emerhamze, Aydar, Abbas and Tahamas ; of which, //- 
mael was reputed raoft valiant and popular, but AA/bas moft politique and ambitious. 

Emyr-hamze, MAzomet-Codobandas eldeft Son during theft broiles was pradifing the 
rules of Mars ; and having got fome experience in tlie Indian War, fo ill indured theft 
continual bravadoes of the Turks, that he never gave over foliciting the King until he 
Commiffioned him to raife what horfe he could to oppofc the Turk. In the head of 
twenty thoufand Horie this valiant Prince profccutcd the enemy with Inch rcfolution and 
ipeed, and attended with fo good fuccefs, that through all Afia bis fame quickly Iprcad, 
infomuch as the Turks gave out that Caftriot was revived : for firft with twelve thouraiid 
Horfe this hopeful Prince (the Begum his Mother in company) ft*t out ofCasbyn, follow- 
ed by Mirza SAmas with eight thoufand more: In the firft place he defeated Csytae 
BaflTa and his party that were forraging thofc parts ^ he then took Erez by llorme and 
caufcdall the Cannon which Mufiapha had planted for defence of tliat Garrifon, to be 
drawn out and fent to Casbyn as a Royal pref nt to the King lus Father, the firft-fruits 
of his conteft with his inveterate adverfary the Turk. This 
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This done, without the Icail uniiectnhrydclay, having intelligence where and in what 
manner the Tartars were quartered, he gave them (iich a thimdring alarm that the Preco- 
pence being amazed and in diibrder,gavc the Prince the opportunity with cafe to dcitroy 
/{noli of his Men, the rell flying every way they could, confounded with fliame and fe.ir, 
the Perfians following the purfuit as far as the Cajpian Sea ,wherc^not being able to ily furthci 
they begged quarter, which was given them ; but Abdd Cheray the General could iiot 
efcape, the Prince taking him Prilbner and uliiig him with good rclpeft: this profperous 
fuccefs g?ve him frelh courage to profccutc the Turk^ Accordingly approaching with 
his viftorious Army before Sumachy he liimmoned the Garrifon to yield ^ but Outuw de- 
manding timeto return an anfwcr, being in the interim certamly infoimed of tlic TArturs 
defcatf and finding no fence againft fear, thatniglitlloJerccrctly out of the 'Town, {pur- 
ring all the way till he got into Dcrbem. TheGarrifon next morning uiKU rllanding ih:ir 
condition offered to yield the place upon condition of mercy, but being ixafperated by 
their late eafiefulimi (lion to the THrk.y the -Prince bad them Hand to their Aims, wiiicli 
they refufing to do, the Army entred without oppofitioii ; and the Prince lek^Kd foine to 
make examples of his rigour, the reft he pardoned upon fine •, but tlic T urks were 
made Prifonersof War ; thus the Turks Army of feyciity thoufand Men by the valo'ir 
of tins gallant Prince was broken in pieces, lb as for Ibmc years after tlic Country 
had reft- 

The Ticrl^i in this fort being happily cxpulH, Kmir-hamz.e loadenwith fpoils as well 
as vidory in triumphant manner returned into Casbyny where he was imhiaced by the 
King, his Mother, and the Tartarian youthful Prince in company; the 7 giving 
his parol to be a true Prifoner had what liberty he plcafed, and more than did him good : 
for being of a comely ai'ped aiid for courage of good report, his charader took Ib 
deep impreflion in the Queen, that albeit Ihc had purpofed a marriage ’twixt him and 
Emir-hamzjemirzjti Sifter, the better tomakeanallyaiicc with the Crim to whom j4bM 
was Son, (he nevcrthclcfs became amorous her felf and could not be fatislied till flic en- 
joyed him. To cfFed it, flie found opportunity agreeable to her wifli v but in the dalli- 
ance fpent fo much time and took fo little care for letrccy, that albeit Adahomet either 
could or would not fee, the Sultans ncverthelcfs took notice, and envying the repute a 
ftrangcr had got they contrived his death. One evening oblcrving hispalfagc to the 
Queens ufual place of retirement in the Gardens they lb lecured their way that before 
the Queen or jibdd had any warning the Sultans rulht in and finding them too familiar 
firtt removed the Queen, then caftrated the Prince, and in a very barbarous manner dil- 
playcd them to the People without •, who inraged therewith quickly took away his life, 
which in fomc rclped was a mercy : howbeit that adt fo difbbligcd the King and Prince, 
that the Conlpirators received other rewards than probably tncy expeded : for this dilho- 
nour, and for the murder of that Prince, the Crim alfo was fo provok’t that he loon 
a fter joined with the Tttrk to be the more revenged. 

jimurath allb upon the fad account he received from Ozjnan then in Derbcm and how 
formidable the Perftan Prince was like to appear the enfning Spring, gave Mujlapba frelh 
I orders to levy a greater Army than he had before, and to profecutethc War with Fire 
and Sword; but iht: Perfians by their emmiflaries having timely intelligence of thole 
preparations, accordingly provide for their defence. Emangoly-chan late Govei nour of 
Genge was conftituted General for the Perfian\ whiles Muftapha glad of the occalion to 
vindicate himlelf, drew together all the Cavalry the Turk^ had either in Syria, Jjfyriuy 
or Armenia, the great and Icfs i and of Foot a numerous body; mdi Hajfan-aga one of 
the VilicrsSons) in the Van marched towards Tefflis, where he incampf, whither Oz.- 
ffutn alio repaired with all the Horfeand Foot he could make. 

In the Perfian Army commanded by Emangoly^hany amongft other Noble perlbnagcs 
was Synon or Zenal clmvn an exiled Prince ot Georgia, but feudatory to the Perfian: of 
known courage in light he was, and of approved affection to the Perfian and tonllant to 
his Chriftian profeffion ; but the contrary was his Brothes Daut or Davidy who did what 
in him lay to oblige the T j/ri^and ollcnd the Ptrfian. Hajfan again riling with liis party 
with an intent to fall into Shervan the Perfian General had fo good notice of his delign 
thattakiiig the advantage of a pals he fell upon the and fofcafonably divided tlicir 
party, that after a notable execution the reft fled towards the Hills, Phifi’anhy thclpccd 
of his Horle very narrowly clcaping. This fuccefs pcrfvvadcd them to hunt the Kricmy in 
the Woods *, wliere whilft they were too carelelly ranging lulpeding little danger, the

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albeit the (ieor^ism Prince with his party made a better retreat : but which was of molt 
import, the ferfian General himfclf was taken Prifoncr and under aGuaid feiit to £rzd- 
ntmy and the Tttrks refuting both ranfomc and exchange fo continued for three years, un- 
til! at length h c made an clcape, Puch time as Ferrat^Bajfa invaded Perfia, 

4^4 being now Matter of the Field advanced to Tfphhs for the fcafonablc re- 
lief of ntany half ftarved Men : whence, continuing his march towards Derbenty the 
Georgian Prince with a fmart party of Horle gave the Pmemy fo unexpeded a charge in 
their Rear and with fuch admirable courage, as the Turk^was firlt dilordcr^d »and then 
put to plain flight. Hafan and Ofman again making ufe of their Spurs, left their 
fClen to the mercy of the Perfian Swords ^ but their Train and Trcafni e as a due unto 
their valour, and a teftimony of that memorable defeat. At Tiphlis old Ainflapha 
had taken up his quarter, intending to follow Hajfan with the r.lL of his force : but 
when Hsjfan himfelf brought the Balfa the firft tidings of this Jofs, fo great was the 
old Mans paffion that he had forthwith caufed him to be llranglcd had fjot his taking 
the Perfian General Prifoncr, and no Icfs, his relation to the grand Vilier, been good 
arguments in his behalf. 

This dilaltcr, and the approaching Wintcr,put Mufiaphan-pon new rcfolutions : lb that 
inftcad of proi’ccuting his Inftrudlions which were to fall upon Shervan with Fine and 
Sword, hcdifpofcdhiswholc Army into Winter-quarters', fo divided that it w’ould re- 
quire Ibme time to rendezvous •, the Perfians by that gaining a breathing time and fpace to 
jjrcparc againll the Spring, hut ainnsrath the great 7«ri^had no fooncr notice of the 
little effectual progrefs his old Favourite had made (his Enemies at Court alfo repre- 
Icnting every thing in the worll: drefs) that albeit Hajfan-aga by his Fathers intcreft had a 
favour exprclVcd from Amurathy^ who as an acknowledgment of the flgnal fcrvicc he had 
done in taking Prifoner the Perfian General had a Silver Battcl-axc double gilded and let 
with Precious Stones fent unto him, with a Shield of pure Gold cmbcllilhed with Pearl, 
and a Veil of Cloath of Gold j Mufiapha contrarily was not only difeharged from his 
command, but fummoned to Stambnl to anfwer his mifearriage : fo as notwithftanding 
his late Ipccial favour with Amarath with whom he was educated from a Child, anti the 
many coiiiiclcrablc field-fcrviccs he had done againlt the poor Chrillians, fo indultri- 
ous were liis Enemies at Court, and lb powerful his old back friend Sinan-Bajfay that 
both liis Life and Litatchad gone, had not the Sultana by the mediation of Ibmc Ladies 
a bout her interceded in tlic old Mans behalf. Notwithltanding,hc had a Saperfedeae ^and 
(which vexed him moll) his Antagonift Sinau-Bajfa for the profccutiiig the Perfian War 
was appointed General in Mufiapha\ place. 

During this, jcaloulies and fears fo incrcafcd in the Perfian Court through the different 
Intcrclls of the two Brothers Emir^hamz.e and Abbas, the latter of which was then Go- 
vernour oiHeri or Aria and intrufted with the management of the War againlt the Mo- 
gul, that the ncccflary preparations to oppolc the more than threatned Invalion of the 
was wholly laid alidc •, the Perfian King forgetting the late fuccefs he had, by the 
advice of (whofe Daughter Prince had married) choofing ra- 

ther to dilpatch Maxat-chan Amballadour to Amarath with a rich Prcfcnc, to ulhcr in - 
his propolitions for peace. The Amballadour took his way through the skirts 
of Arminia to Trepizjund, where finding a fit VclfeJ heimbarqiicd, and by the benefit of a 
fair gale made a Ihort and eafie pallagc to Stamhal \ into which Port he was with due cere- 
mony received and after four days repofe had audience and acceptance of hisPrefent, 
which indeed was fuch as well deferved the Grand Seigniors thanks. At this time Mn- 
fiapha-Bajfa died, of age and grief, fay Ibmc^ butotherlbme rather think he was poy- 
Ibned : and the Emperour by his death made himfelfl-Icir to his great perfonal Eftate. 

Maxat-chan prefling the Vificr for a dilpatch brought it to this llTuc, That peace 
would be granted for what time he would propofc, conditionally the Pfry/4w would de- 
liver Tabriz., CazJhyn, and all Sheirvan unto the T nrkj, to be for ever enrolled in the Lift 
of Provinces under that Grown. But the Amballadour wifely defiring f urther Inftrudti- 
ons from his Matter e’re he could give anfwer, by his Courrier acquainted his Matter 
with the unreafonablcncfs of the Tarks demands, grounded upon the divifion of the 
two Perfian Princes and the expciftations he had of Sinan^Bajfa\ Pueceh in profccuting 
that War. which being taken into confideration by Shaw Mahomet (who to that end 
had convened moft of the confiderable Olficcrs he had unto Casbyn) the refult was, 
That notone inch of Earth Ihould be given their inlblcnt Adverfary more than he could 
mailer with his Sword : To prevent which a great force Ihould forthwith be drawn unto 
the Frontiers of Armenia, which the victorious Piini.c Emir^hamzx Ihould command-, 
and that Abbas-mirzja with another Army Ihould profccutc the War againft the Mogul 
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( towards C^iA, This being agreed in Council was put in fpeedy execution } and it being 
\ thot^ht fit to re-call Mtxut ehdnt he made his return through the Enemies quarters pur- 
jipofely to dilcover their order and force : and being come to Casbyn fo well latisfied the 
' King with his difereet carriage in that truH as induced him to make him his Treafurer ; 
an Office not onely honourable but of great profit i which ncverthelcfs acquired him 
peat envy at Court, and amongft others Emh- chan ( who never loved him i ) fo as making 
ufc of his favour with the King, he fo infiniiated and fiiggcfted falfe apprehenfions into 
his weak' brain, that the Treafurer perceiving the Kings kindnefs leflened and his coun- 
tenance changed, and that the craft of his adverfary was likely to take place, rather thaa 
fuffer further under their power he chofeto withdraw himfclf and his Family with fomc 
portable goods into the Enemies quarters^ where being friendly received by Sin.m Bafa^ 
he had the liberty to live peaceably at 

during this drew towards the Turk: and having intrufted 
chdnpn the Georgian and Tocomm the Perjiau with fix thoufand Horle they difpofed part of 
that body into an ambufeade, and with the refi: fell into Sihotts quarters^ whence being 
repulfed and counterfciting'fome fear drew the Enemy to a loofe purfuit, till being palt 
the place where their men were hid, breaking out upon their rear Tocomac faced about, 
fo that the Enemy was charged both wayes, who finding rhemfelves intrapped, rather 
fought how to elcape than adventure the fight : howbeit, above fix thoufand of the T urks 
weB loft, the reft efcaping to ErxJmm which the old Balia had made his head quarter 
'at that leafon. Erurum is a Town of great ftrength, both by Icituation and Art, and 
by reafbn of its voicinage to the Pcrlian Dominions ufually made the place of rendez- 
vous when the Turks have any defign againft that Empire : a place of great import to 
them*, in that befides the advantage it gives of recruits it affords portage of necellhries 
. both ftom the Mid-land Euxin and Cafpian Seas : The Couotrey it ft and s in is Caff ado- 
eia, Leacofyria of old ; divided by the River Eufhrates from Armenia^ and on the other 
hand hath Caramatiia, which comprehends thofc Provinces in former times called Lvcm, 
CdkUi PamfhylU and Caria, places now totally under the Mahometan, who have extin- 
guiihed the Cnriftian light and intcreft as if it never had been, and in all their conquefts 
give Kingdoms, Provinces and great Towns new Names, belt plcafing their fancies ; but 
thereby rendring the.queft obfeure *, nay, in barbarifin burying in oblivion as much as 
in them lyes the very memo^ of thole and other famous places- 

Anwrath refolving to fall into Hmgagry and thole parts thought fit to call home Sinm- 
Balfa to advife concerning that War. To which end he conftituted Mthomet-Baffa (Ne- 
phew to Mufiafha ) General againft the Perjians, At Erz.irnm he took the mufter of all 
bis Army, which was fo numerous and ^e feafon fo good that he forthwith took the 
field and marched unrefifted as far as the River Araxis ( now called Arafh, ) burning 
and doing all tlie fpoil he could. Emir-Hamzx by his Scouts having notice of their num- 
bers and approach, ordered Tocomac with Symon the Gcor^um (' the Perfians approved 
friend ) to hinder the further entrance of the Turk fo well as they could, the General 
following with the reft of his Horfe and Dragoons. 

The Turks animated by the luccefs they had, and by the running away of the people 
ftiU where they came, fuppoling no force near, continued their march towards TaariSf till 
upon a fudden the Pcrlian Horle dilcovered themfelvcs and engaged with lb great haftc 
and valour, that notwithftanding the inequality of numbers, the Perfian Horfe made 
good the ground until they were over-powered by fomc referve of Horfe Mahomet orde- 
red to renew the charge: but by fomc prifoners he took, underftanding that the Pgrli^^n 
Prince ( whofc Name was terrible to the Turls ) was at hand, he thought it the belt way 
to retreat, and accordingly marched back with double the hafte he came on ^ which the 
Perfian Prince no fooner knew, but that with unufual fpecd he followed the Enemy in the 
rear,and with fuch advantage that in their over-hafty paffing the Rivers many of the Turks 
were drowned and no lei's number killed in the field : a lofs lb dilcouraging the youthfull 
Balia, that after he had reproached the Apoftatc Georgian Prince as if he had occafioned 
that milchance,. he ceafed not marching till he arrived It Tefhlis not daring to look 
his Enemy in the face until he had recruited. About this time Ebrahim-chawn Ambaffa- 
dour from the Perfian King received an unufual affront at Confiantinefle at the Circumci- 
fion of eldeft Son to Amitrath, without any provocation given by the Ambal- 

fedor *, the Ambaffadpur being contra jtes Centitm made clofe prifoner for fome time, and 
bis Attendants likewife confl^ in houles infcAcd with the Phigue. The defign was 
principally to let the other AmbalTadours fee how little the Grand Signior valued the 
Perfian King. 

Sha- Mahomet^ albeit the mif-ufage of his fervant was ground fufficient to dcfic the TVk., 
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yet Iccmed to take little notice of that affront : fo unhappy was he in the difference ’twixe ' 
his two Sons ; which grew to that height as made it feem paft reconciliation, and at length 
threatned a civil War : fotjlbbdij albeit the younger Brother, having courage enough, ^ 
and much more craft than Bmir-Haimzjy was not afraid to proceed in his dilloyal praAU ' 
ces to fupplant his Brother and vex his Father, whole age inclined him rather to purfnp 
peace than war. Notwithftanding which, perceiving Abbas rcftlefs in his defigns, he was, 
by the advice of his great Officers, perfwaded to proclaim him Rebel*, and with a confi- 
dcrablc power to march towards fieri to reduce him if he could. Abbas lb foon ‘ks he un- 
(kritood his Fathers intent, prepared for fights but through the advice of Ibme friends 
iic had about the King, was at length prevailed with to fubmit, and by the King (upon 
promife of future obedience) embraced and pardoned^ to the §reat diflike of JEwir- 
Ham’^cy and alfo of his Fathcr-in-Iaw Salmas MvrzA\ the laft of which, through the fubtil 
and talfc fuggeftions of Abbas to the King, vvas foon after made fhortcr by the head \ and 
l)ut introdudtory to Emir Hamz^eh approaching mine : for Abbas perceiving that hisBro- 
ther was not to be overcome by force, by fraud attempted it. In the mean time Fmat^ 
chan was made Commander in chief over the Turks againft ferfia: and having prepared 
all things neceflary for an Invafion, a Mutiny unexpectedly hapned in the Camp; which 
grew to that height as loft him that Summers opportunity, and made him continue about 
Erziram : hut gave the greater advantage unto the Perfian. 

Emir-cha»y at that time Governoiir of falling (how juftly is not known) ^to 

the King’s difpleafurc had his Eyes thruft ouf, and being under dole reftraint, in few 
months'dyed, thereby having eaic : but his command was given to who be- 
ing taken Prifoncr by the Turks in their march through Gemia-, made his tfcape from 
Ferrat^chan : who having done as little as thofe before him, was called home, and Ofmatu 
Bajfa fuccecdcd in his place. This Balfa was quick of rclblution, and by nature hcrcc : 
from all thofe parts of Afia as far as Bs^ylon he had power to draw together what force 
he pleafed : and refolving with himfelf to harrafs the Perfian Territories with Fire and 
Sword, he imbodied at the ufual place of Rendezvous two hundred tlioufand Horfe and 
Foot, and with afuitabletrain of great Guns he drcvwfrom TVrp/tW through the Ceereian 
Countrey pafs’d unintdruptcdly into /Ifrcfci almoft in view'pf Taurisy deftroying the file* 
mics Qairtcrs all the way. Emir-hamza the Perfian General, formerly acquainted with 
rhc7«/'iiyiTiannei of march, advanccxi againft them with tenthoufand good Horle, the 
* King following the Prince his Son with eighty thouland Horfe and Foot more : lb that a 
more gallant Army was not Iccn, nor better commanded in Perfia in the memory of Man. 

Five leagues to the Southwards of Tanris the PerfianVx'mcc encamped, expefting the 
coming of Ofman ; who continued his march : gnd having the advantage both in numbers 
and a large train of Artillery which he heard the Perfian Horfe would not endure, rcfol- 
ved to try the fortune (as they call it) of the Field. The Perfian Prijice dcliring his Fa- 
ther to quicken his marth, relblved the like : So as the City Tauris intcrpoliiig and garri- 
fon’d by the perfianyAUiculi^chan being Governour, Ofman thought it not lale to have lb 
conlidcrable an enemy in his rear, and therefore drawing before the place, c’rc he could 
fummon it the Governour made fo bravea lally that above a thoufand T vrks were flain, 
and the Perfians made a lafe retreat with little lofs. This exafperated the Turk fo that 
haftninghis approach and planting his battery he plaid fo furioully upon the City Wall 
that a breach was made, and being rcfolvcd to ftorm, the bcficgcd perceiving their dan- 
ger beat a parley and upon conditions to march out Souldicr-like lurrciidrcd the Town, 
which had fair Charter afforded, till fuch time as report was brought the General how 
that fome Janizariesgoing into a Stove were by fomc of the Inhabitants iccnrly made 
away, which lo iiicenfcd the Turk that he gave them free liberty to do what they lift^ 
whereupon the Town was plundered, unarmed Men killed by the Sword, W omen abu- 
fed, and all forts of violence cxercifcd, fome few Prilbncrs efcaping to the Perfiaet 
with the relation^ which ferved to cxafper.itc their minds, and fo inilaincd the Prince 
Emirfiamze th at he immcdiatcK drew out a fmall party of Horfe with which lie faced the 
City Walls, which Ofman coulff fo ill endure that albeit he himfelf was at that time un- 
der a fore diftemper of the Flux, he ncverihclcfs ordered MahemiuBaffa to beat him 
thence. The Balia accordingly drew out forty thoufand Horll- and Foot with a fmall 
train of Artillery i butthcP<-r/4» lecing the number louncnnaJ held it pnidentj^ii to re- 
tire, yet with fo moderate a pace as cxprcllcd their valom . and onely until he rcacht 
fomc part of his Army : fo that when he had twenty thoulimd Horfe more added, he drew 
up with a rcfolucion to fight the Enemy who had the ianie ^clire. So that tney loon met 
and skirmifhed, and after that engaged the whole Annies:, but the Perfians 
letter, the by thehelpof their train made a pretty good retreat, leaving towards 
lix thoufand Men to the mercy of the Enemies Sword. Upon 
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Upon this the Prince lent a defiance to the Tttrkijh General j who accepting the Chal- 
lenge within five dayes drew out what force he had being upwards oPan hundred thou- 
fand Horfe and Foot, the Perjinns fcarce amounting to half that number : but feeing it 
falls out that in great Armies the far Icfler part oiicly engage, the Pfrfiofu had fo much 
the luperiority in refolution that day as that after the Bajfa of Caramit was obierved to 
fall by Emir-HMnzji\ fword the gave ground, and in the confufedhafte they made 

loft more Men than had formerly been flain in the Field, and amongft others fell the 
Baffa of T'reoii.ond^ fix Sitnzjacks, and twenty thoufand common Men 5 fo that had not 
their great Guns difordered now and then the Perfim Horfe, they had doubtlefs ob- 
tained a full Viftory : the Perfiant loft two thonfand. But Ofman was fo daunted with 
Etnir-Bamz.e^s high courage, that having conftituted Gi^er-chan (who had licen Gover- 
nour of Tripoly) the Governour of Tanrit, and leaving there a great part of his Army, 
with th: rdt he marched back to Eriyrmn the better to recover of the ilux. 

Now, ar)eit Ofman with a good Guard of Horfe pafled thither undiiturbed, yet his 
Foot and Trainthat could not marcii aliove their ufual rate were interrupted by the 
Perfian Horfe, who by a nearer way got before and skirmillied with them to fd good 
pUrpofe as near Sancaz,an they feiz’d upon their Carravan which had above 6000 Ca- 
mels und Mules and taluable burthens, befides Afinegoes in abundance loadcn with pro- 
vifions of all forts necellary : and the reft of the Perfian Horlc being come up they en- 
gaged the whole Army i which was lb well commanded ( though Ofman was not there) 
fefor fome hours a fiercer fight was not know than that in the memory of any then pre- 
lent: but ( as at other times) the Perfian Prince exprefled fo great perfonal courage 
and dexterity that by his example there was a general refolution in the Perfiam to die 
or conquer: fo that ih conclufion they had the Vidory though with confiderable lofs^ 
yet requiting the Enemy by the lofs of twenty thoufand of his Men who then gafped 
their laft, and had pnrfued the Turks had not night and the continual firing their Can- 
non, prevented the Perfian-^ and yet feme ftories report, That in the difeharging their 
Guns at random the received the greatell lofs. That part of the Army which 
efcaped made fo unpleafant a relation unto Ofman that it increafed his diftemper, info- 
much as within few dayes after he gave up the Ghoft v leaving the condud of his Mat- 
tered Army to the Bajfa Synan Cicaiay a good SouJdier and a wary, and who in a re-- 
treat he made towards Fan gave the Pe^an a notable blow, yet when he came to 
'Eriyram and took the mufters of his remaining Force, found that ixi this unhappy Expe- 
dition Ozjnan one way or other had loft a hundred thoufand of his Men. The Perfian 
Prince not thinking it advifable to follow the Enemy too far returned back to Cashyn, 
where he was imbraced by his aged Father, honoured by all the Officers, and little lefs 
than adored by the vulgar fort ; but after a little refrclhment, remembring that Tauris 
continued under the power of the Tarl^, he was rcftlefs in hisdefircs to reduce thatcon- 
fidcrablc place*, notwithftandingthatby hisfeouts he was truly informed of their ftrength 
and good acconunodation , molt; of the Souldiers having Huts in a large Fort or 
Barbican Ofman with great labour and expcnce had raifed and fortified jiotably with 
great Ordnance, fothat Girder with his 15000 Foot having victualled the Forts (iippo- 
led that he was able to defend the Place againft. all the Force Perfia could bringi 
• In this interim Mahomet-chan had the command of the Armenian Auxiliaries who were 
upwards of 10000 Men, with whom he marcht towards Tauris which he fummoned, but 
in vain *, and being without order from the Perfian General knew it would be ill refented ; 
therefore as one in del'pair and to increafe his account he proclaimed MirzA ThomM Ma- 
homet's youngell Son, King and with joyful acclamations directed their way towards Caz^ 
byn. Tiic old King marvailed at his inibleiice, and forthwith fent Emir-hamza againft this 
Confpirator *, who for fomc time ftood his ground againft the Prince, but being worfted 
took him to his heels and being dole purfued was apprehended near Cafiion, and his 
head being cut oft'prcfentcd to the King then at Casbyn; but the poor abuled Prince up- 
on the acknowledgment of his fault which he neither deligncd nor well could help, was 
forgiven ; albeit for I'ome time contined to his Honfe. 

Thclc alternate oiit-brcakingS of the King’s Sous not onely difturbed the ofd King’s 
reft, but retarded the necellary preparations to oppofe the Turks frcih Forces that were 
ready to march for reducing the City of Tawrts: and withal perplcxt the Spirit of 
EmyrJaamzjej whole vvhoie delign was the publiquc welfare of his t 'ounrrcy and an ho- 
nourable defence againft the Turk.: whereas his Brother Abbas had other devices in his 
head, which were by what means he might make his quickelt accefs to the Crown and 
his unnatural wilh as wicked as it was wanted not iiiftruments to efted hisdefircs, amongft 
whom was Ahchuly Chany who in mcer envy bore a couftant ill will unto Prince Emyr- 

hamzxy

Jl» 4 »iif,andasoccaiiOiirervcd was Itill ready to edipfe his fplendor and to Idlen him in ' 
his Father’s repute, which was the caficr to be done, the £w;r’s Vidlorics and popular - 
applaufc drawing molt Mens eyes and expectations upon that riling Sun, which mad©( 
him jealous of his own eftate and of the others letting before his time. ' 

Etnat Bafa in tlie merirn with a great Army, molt of which were drawn out of the 
Garrifons in Provinces round about, quickens his march for the teafonable relief of Tmm- 
ris^ which though not befiegcd was dilcreft for Victual and by Fluxes and other Difteni- 
pers had loft many of its Men* The Perp^m King rouzed by this advance of' the Ene- 
my, by the pcrfwafions of his Son >lflr^iftfCommi(noned.< 4 /fri(/y-cWhis friend to go Com- 
hiaiider in ^ef of an Army diftind from tliat his Brother Emyr’hamz.e commanded : for 
which end* he drew what Horfe he could from his Government in Hiry and Mszjtn^ 
having order alfo to joyn with EmatmU-chm^iho from his Government about Larr 
and brought about 15000 Horfe, me Prince intending to follow with the main 
Body of Horfe and Foot which was about 40000 more. Emai^oly-chan by the Princes 
diiedions haftened to difeover the Enemy, and in beating up the Qii^arters of Zeynal-ch 4 n 
near SalmM made Ionic execution \ and with like good hap the Baffa of Pevian^ which 
acceler.itedffrr4/’smarch;‘Butfofoon jiliculy-chan faw the Turkijh Army, witholht 
the Icaft rcfiftaiicc he drew back, incouraging the Enemy to profeente their wayj har- 
rafling the Countrey wlicic ever they came, fuffering him to relieve TaurU and to waft 
the greateJt ])art of Shervan. This treacherous aft of jiUculi-can was well worth punilh- 
ment i but the Enemy over-lprcading the Country with his Horfe hindred the Prince to' 
give that oppolition he intended and would have been enabled to do, ‘had his Brother 
Jhlfas his Men been at his command fo that inftcad of looking towards the Enemy he 
marcht after jiUcuIi-chant who fearing to encounter the Prince* kept on his way towards 
Kabul marcht after fuch a rate that the Prince thought it not beft to profecute that 
wrach at ^at time, but rather to return and joyn with EmanyoU-chan : which being 
done, and many Volunteers coming in beyond imagination to lerve the Prince againft 
the common adverlary, he was fo ovef-joy’d therewith that he was fully refolvcd fpee- 
dily to encounter Ecrrat in the open Field* But alas ! when he was in the meridian of 
fair hopes and in a place thought moft free from any trcalbnable attempt, he w'as by a 
corrupted Eunuch nnirthercd whilft he took Ibme reft upon a pallat in his Tent : fuppolcd 
by the proc; n ation of and not witfiout the fulpicionof ^bbas his know- 
ledge, who by his Brotliers dcatli was undoubted Heir unto the Crown. ’ An aft fo villa- 
nous, and at liich a time, as gave the TVi^caiife to rcjoycc; but Perpa became over- 
whelmed with amazement and grief. The King by the breaking of his llaflT found himfelf 
weakly fupported and ready to drop into the Earth, never having one joyful day more, 
but (pending the little remnant of his Life in continual forrow. The Army likewife had 
fuch ladapprchcnfions,as if in the Prince’s death they had all gone with him to the grave, 
feeming carclefs and heartlcfs to give any further rcfiftancc to the Turkj fo large alhare 
had this generous Prince in the hearts or the People : yea, the whole Nation by the fet- 
ting of this bright Star feem’d clouded and vail’d, with everlafting night, their light be- 
ing thus mileraldy extinguilh’d by the bafenefs of a treacherous Varlet, imploy’d by bafe 
and cowardly Men: but the Eunuch ahei drift examination was cxquifitely tortured ^ 
whiles the Body of this great Prince was with all poiTible demonftrations of love in Sr- ' 
ftember 1586. convey’d to Ardavctl, wiicre he was interred near the Dormitories of his 
Royal Anceftors. 

Ferrat-chan the Turb^pj General though as a noble Enemy, he could not refrain fome 
flicw of forrow for this Hero’s death, yet let not Hip his advantage \ but in fliort time 
made tributary the whole Territory about and Ibrccd contribution from Sumacly 
and all the Countrey ’twixt that and the Cafpian Sea : Notwithftanding which good ftr- 
vicc, being called home and fuccccding worfe in the T ranphanian War, the next year he 
was fummoned by the Vizier of Stambul, and by a fccrct order put to death. 

Cicala Bajfa Governour of B^^elat by order from the Royal port fiicceedtd Ferrat in 
his Qiarge for the Perpan War! He wafted the Median Territories which lie upon the 
Frontiers of Mepfotama called DiarbeCf which were QiTarters that had not been fpoiled 
of long time : but whiles Mahomet was ordering Emanyoly-chan to attend Cicala^s motion, 
Amurath the better to profecute his intended War in Enrofe, by his Amballador ddired a 
Ceffationof Arms with the which the Perpan the better to inlargc his BtCttli- 

nion towards Candaher and Chabul willingly condcfccuded unto ; fo as Article! were 
agreed and figned, and Hoftages on each fide given accorcling to form : and peace pro- 
claimed at ConPantimplc and Coahn- Howbeit in lefs than three years the Perpin Ho- 
ftage dying at Cbnpantiuofle, inalmuch as he was the King’s Nephew, his Body was im- 
. balmed.

• balmcd, and by Sea conveyed to Trefiz.end *, and thence into his own Country where 
\ lie was honourably buried amonglt his friends. 

Shew Aiahmet to put a period to his difconfolate life died in the year of our Lord 
, 1597. and with all due ceremony was Intombed by his princely Anedtors. In his place 
jibbas his Son was proclaimed and foon after Crowned King. Amballadors from moll 
parts of the world were addreft to congratulate his accefs to the Crown : amongfl: whom, 
one from the great Turki who was rather a Fecialis or Herald than an Amballador : for 
no fooner was that Ceremony over, but in an infulting manner he menaced war, unlefs 
jdbbeuwould fend his Son or fbme other eminent Officer Hoftage in His place that was 
latelfdead: which being done in the face of other Amballadors, the manner of it was 
fo highly refented by Abbas, that to let him and the reft know how little he valued the 
Turk his Matters amity, he commanded him forthwith to be gone-, which the Ambalfa* 
dor iraiUng at gave the King fo gre.it offence, that inhighpaffion he commanded him to 
be flain: but tlie great Officers of the Court difliking fuch a prefident, and well know- 
« ing it was in pallion the order was fccmingly given, to fatisfie the King and to be quit 
for fome uncivil treatment a former AmbalTador from Perfia had at Stambul, with a Cane 
they onely chabucht him upon the foies of his feet, and then potted him out of the Coun- 
try milcrably difgraced, an ad very much below the report that went of Abbas for his 
prudencey and indeed to the violation of the Law of Nations, which holds the perfons 
of Amballadors as inviolable and lacred. For ’tis an Undoubted truth, there is nothing 
Su civil affairs more facred aqd more cautioufly to be obferved than the priviledge and 
freedom of Ambafladors ^ feeing that in their perfon they reprefent the honour and 
greatnefs of their matter and are intruded with the managery of his affiirs. So as no • 
Prince where he is imploied ought by the Law of Nations to affront an Amballadors per- 
fon by Arrells or outrages, not being in open War, and ttaying after conge to depart, or 
pradifing againft the State, or unlefs the like Violation was hrft offered to his own 
Amballador : for in doing otherwife, the Law of Armes, Nature and Nations is bro- 
ken, and an Example not of imitation but deteftation therein given. Nor was it other- 
wife refented by Amitrath, v/ho upon the return of his Amballador, firft blafphcmcd, and 
then breathed defiance, vowing the utter extirpation of the Sophian race \ which ne- 
verthelefs was a while deferred by realbn of his Wars in Hungary and fome inteftine 
troubles occafioned through the revolt of a great part of his Forces in Natalia which is 
Afia the lefs : fo that albeit he received additional and unwelcome tidings of the Jols of 
Tabriz., he was not then in a condition to make good the threats he thundered out againft 
Perfia, or to endeavour the recovery of the Town, foon after being arreiled ny impar- 
tial Death in the year of our Lord 1604. Sultan Achmat fuccccding as Grand Signior in 
his place. 

Achmat notwithftanding his being thus bearded by the Perjian, and that his prcdecef- 
for bequeathed unto him the taking revenge for the affront done his Amballadour, was 
fo intent upon the profecution of the entire conqueft Hungary to come the nearer unto 

y'ienna the Seat-Royal of the German Emperour, that Abbas had the more advantage to 
recruit and encompafs his defigns. In the firft place therefore underttanding how that by 
order from the Imperial Port Cicala-Bajfa the Governour of Babylon with all the force of 
Horfe and Foot he could make againft Zel-Ally a famous Rebel formidable in his time, 
and by the Auxiliaries fent him out of Perpa hearing of Cicala^ advance, was lb far from 
an affright that he marched towards his adverfary, and in the Palmyriam territories en- 
gaged and routed Cicala, who was forced to leave the field and fome thoufands of his heft 
men dead in the place : Abbas taking the opportunity of the Gdvernours abfcnce caulcd 
Icvcral of his Officers and Coozel-^lhaws to be difguized like Merchants, and under 
colour of a Carravan entred Bagdat unfufpedled, and by that ftratagem quickly became 
Matter of the place. Cicala having a good intereft at Court had this ill fuccefs inter- 
preted in the bell Icnce : aud having received frelh orders to levy a powerful! Army to 
invade Perfia, and being mailer of the field ; to lay cjole fiege to Baudot, accordingly 
the next Spring he rendezvouzed at Erurum, and fell upon Obdolo-chan the Vice-rovs (quar- 
ters in Sheirvan, committing what fpoil he could :but young Emir^Hamza-mirza Abh.is his 
cldeft Son ( inheriting his Uncles vertue as well as name) with a ftrong body of Hoilc 
and Dragoons confronting the BalTa near to Sultany gave him fuch a brulh that the Vurk 
retreated as fiir back as Km : where in a fccoiid encounter the Perfian had much the better 
of the fight, many being flain upon the place on both fidcs i but by the flight of Cicala 
and the Balia of Trefiz.ond the Perfians kept the field, had the Ipoil of thofethat were, 
dead, and by that dayes fuccefs in little more time cleared all the Perfian Provinces of 
the Turks.

Tile Turks loon nlicr mis, Anno Dm, i6iS. by the way of Erz.tritm cntrecl M" 
ditt the \nnv unnmancled by AUy^hoiffa ; who taking the oppoitunity of the 
Kin»z.s -biciiLe in C.nMhor palfed iiiioppojed as lar as Ardavctl y^hK\\ -lie plimdrcd, and 
Inrnnai li’e Cc.inticv about, Coirdap^y^chmtlK Govcrnoiir ot Tabriz, and at that time 
Prcl'deni of tliole parts not doing any thing conlidcrablc for prevention : upon the ad- 
v'ln/e of liMJumu-nurz.a the Turks retreated to Van, and a Truce was preleiitly con- 
eluded. But the 1 urk ere long inhlting upon the rellitution ol the City the War 

v\ as frcflilv pt ofec uted. The tomtriiir.d of the Pcrhaii Army was given Bmir-Hamz^e the 
Pi'ime, who in the expreflion of his courage, quickncl:. of cxccuLion, and happy luc- 
( els appeared to the Turk no other than .as if his Uncle had revived and withal lo pru- 
dent ill managing the War, that though he well knew it was attended with jealoulic .and 
accidents of icvcral kinds which rendred the event uncertain-, neverthclcis fiieli was the 
excellency of his fpirit,and ib jull and honourable the work he was upon, that to engage 
aeniiili that iniolent Knemy washis choicelt recreation, inlbmuch as the Turks albeit 
tl-.cv could not but commend liis courage, yet Hiilcd they not by feerct artilices at Court 
to def rov th.is aallant pcrlbn by an invilible hand ^ .amonglf other engines lecrctly infi- 
nuatiii ’ into tlie heart of Albas the danger he was in through the popular cileem of his 
ae^live'^Soa : To .as what the Enemy could not cffld by dint ot fword, was compalled by 
bale deceit ', the I’rhn e- being firil made blind, and foc)n after away by the treachery of 
his IJarbcr, as v..ii commonly reported. However, his death was fudden, .and without 
quell ion by foul practice of fome who whiles the King was engaged in the wars ofC^o- 
raian thought to liave feized the Crown : but more certain it is, that albeit the King was 
ai full; worlltd In Aiozjcndranty ncvcrthelcls by the feaibiiablc recruit bi ought him by 
i-errtv. f/W hcquickly recovered that lofs, quieted thofe parts .about Lan-y,Joon.p and 
rcturifm;', beat t!;e Kebclsnear Oubyn-, where having made terrible llaughtei, amidft his 
paflion Himir Ham\.c by the Kings command was made blind by .a hot jjolilhed fteel 
drawn albrc his c'ves: which having formeily related needs no i\pc'tirion. 

Aiboi nor fLa-',i;ig foi the T ink as the cullome of hU Anecllois had been, thought fit 
lo bsgin with them: and lai.ingthe opj)ortuiiitv ()!' their being ejigai.ed in Humo.ry . w'itli 
The entire conqucfl: whereof the Turk isrcftlcls in dehgii in the liead of a royal Army 
he rjnickly cleared Shervanj then expelled the Enemy our oi Tun and Tephlisp am] foon 
afie-r malLd ccl lialpra .and liaydut the laft of which through treachery w'as foon after 
jetaken by the Tiiik. The rdlian King in this intaval had good iiitcllige-ncc liom Stam- 
IhI eoiieerniiig the diftraclions of that plate, which was welcome news to the Tourt 

oi Perjia.

( of Terfut* For indeed, fo infolent appeared the Jamzjtries there at that time, as upon 
uome Height difguft given by DeUvir the Grand-Vilicr, they broke in upon the Baffay • 

\ind by violent hands put him to death*, an outrage fo intolerable, that Ofmem the Grand 
^Seignior could not choofc but reprove them for fo rafli a fadt ; but to iuch a height of 
prefumption were they foared, as they firft fecured the Emperour under a Guard, and 
loon after murdered him*, not without the fccret infinuations (as fomc imagine) of his 
Uncle Muf^aphaj whom thereupon the mutinous JfnizMrjes firft mounted into the Throne 
and as quickly dethroned, having a better opinion of Achmett the Brother of Oxjman, 
whom in that confufion they proclaimed King. 

This uproar at the Imperial Port gave the Chriftian Princes hopes diat great Body 
would burft through its own weight and inteftine diftemper : the rather for that the 
Bafla of NdtoUa AbaJfuBafa (or Apdphy as they pronounce) taking the advantage of that 
diforder thought fit to try what he could do to let up for hirafelf : Ahhas alfo equally va- 
luing that opportunity, with a confiderable Body of Horfe and Dragoons invaded Diar- 
hc \ and having with a round fum corrupted one of the principal Oilicers in Ba^daty he 
not onely appeared but got entrance into the City before Achnuu the Goveriiour had 
any timely notice for prevention: fo that having maftered the Town, thcGovcrnoiir 
durft not truft unto the Cittadel and Barbican within, fo as he lecretly withdrew with a 
a fmall party of Horfe into Karamania\ which llight fo difeouragedthofe he left behind, 
as upon firft fummons the Forts were delivered up : Yea, fuch was the reputation of ma- 
itcring that important place, that not onciy Mflin and Her din two oth; r notable Forts 
yielded to Abbati but the whole Province difpatchcd Perlbns to acknowledge their fub- 
miffion ; infomuch as all thofe People who inhabited thofe Countreys through which Ti- 
£ris and Enphrates run, even from Armenia to Balfirac upon the Perfian Gulph (terrified 
with this fudden and fuccefsful in-road) as one Man fubmitted to the Perfian Crown *, the 
redudtion of thole warm Gountreys encouraging fevcral Perfian Subjeftsto repair thither 
to plant*, whiles the Turks (Gich as would not lift themfelves under the Perfian ) utterly 
deferted thole parts, and in feveral Bodies retired fome into Syriay others into e/£^r^ 
whereby the Perfian had the foie Dominion oyer thofe Provinces, both to the hcightning 
the Perfian reputation abroad and confternation of the Turks that by this time were com- 
pofed at home, and Ally-Bajfa (who had the command of thole revolting Countreys,) for 
his negligence in that alfair was made Ihorter by the head* 

p^atelia alfo was in a trembling motion at that time : for Abafi-Bajfa ftood upon his 
guard. It fo happened that the Perfian judging he was really revolted doubted not but 
he would contribute what he could to cfpoute the Perfian in his defence ^ and for tryall 
they tempted him to deliver Erzyrum into their hands : the crafty Bajfa counterfeiting a 
willingnefs fo difpofed of his own Men that a thouiand (molt of them Georgians) of the 
five thoufand that were fent to take polfelTion, were cut off. An adt 'l6 welcome 
to the as ingratiated him at Court*, inafmuch as rich prefents were fent him 
from Stambuly with folemn proteftations of oblivion for his Revolt, and an encrcafe 
of force and contiilliance of Command *, all which fo well fatisfied the young Bajfay that 
altera return of thanks he immediately fell into Diarbeeyf itiiaW the force he could make, 
and near Mofitt happily gave a notable defeat to a confiderable party of Horfe and Foot 
which the Perfian had ordered for the better fecurity of that Garrilbn and Countrey 
thereabouts. 

This lots ftartled Abbas foraewhat, but more when he received news how about 
that time the Geeryians who were in Alliance with the Turk^ had killed many of his 
Men near Va»i \ and as a further evidence of their hatred, fent their heads to the Impe- 
rial Port as a tellimony of their ferv ice: which complement was requited with thanks 
from thence-, but otherwife foon after by Abbasy who paid them in their own coyn for 
their future inftrudion. Abajfi-Bajfa in this interim improved his time : for being ma- 
iler of the Field he both ranged and harrafled that milcrable Countrey without any mercy. 

Abbas by thofe that lied had notice of theTuriljftrength, and of his drawing before Baa-^ 
slaty which relblutcly refilled his fummons: and for the better prefervation thereof in 
the head of thirty thoufand Horfe marched towards the Enemy notwithftanding they 
were double his number. The Turks nevcrthelcfs refolved to continue the Siege. Ab- 
bas by an Herald challenged the Turks \ but by the advice of a C!ounciI of War it was 
held advifcablc rather to intrench themiclvcs and to ftreighten the Siege, than to 
draw off and fight. Howbeit, the Perfian Horle gave them continual alarms, and 
fo cut off provifions from abroad that in Icfs than thirty dayes they were reduced to more 
want than they within the Town. Which fo perplexed the Turky that to the amazement 
even of their own Camp taking the advanuge of the night Abajfi drew off, and having 
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a$io i)eatb of Shaw^Abbas and Sophy. 

got the Tigris ’twixt him and liis adverfary made the belt retreat he could with bag and 
baggage : but having a Train of Artillery withal to draw, could not make fuch halte but 
that the Perpoffs got over Tigris at length, and had a nimble purfuit of‘ the Turh for tch 
dayes, and with Ibch cited as very few of them cfcaped. A Vidtory lb remarkable and 
obtained with fo little lofs as in twenty years time a greater was not recorded \ fo as the 
memory of it at this day lives frclh all over Perfia ^ as appeared by lever^l Sonnets amongft 
them at my being in that Countrey about five years after. ^ 

Mm having fufficicntly fcoured thofe Weftern parts, was no Icfs adivc and fuccelsful 
dfewhere : For the next year wz.. 1627. by the good condud ofCwrch/kj-rww he totally cx- 
jiulfcd the T wi^out of ShervMt and CheyU»i and reduced the Natives to their allegiance • 
and by TamM-CooU-heg likewife armexed Moziudrim to his Empire-, having done the 
like a little before by Loda beg and Emmigoly^avm in the conqueft of Karmattiy Or- 
muf, ChufifloKy Macrotiy and part of Ajaman and Jazjrey : lb as he extended his Terri- 
tories one way from Indus to Euphrutes, and the other from the c^/piun Sea to Babylon and 
the Gulph of Perfia y which to this day they keep, to the elevation of the honour of that 
Crown, and conllernation of the neighbouring Pontentates. 

In this fort, Ahbasy'AhQt he had attained to a higher exaltation of glory than any of his 
Race, the whole courfe of his command being full of Iplendor, died in die year 1628. 
of tlic /*?• 1008. after he had lived full fourfeore years, and ruled the Empire forty 
three. His Body was from Casbyn tranflated to Ardaveily and buried near the Corps of 
his great Anceltors, and in his place So/ire his Grand-fon was proclaimed King^ who 
after he had fwayed the Scepter al)out fifteen years being likewife fummoned by impar- 
tial Death was buried at Coom, and fucceeded by his Son Abbasy a Prince of great courage 
and prudence at this day, and likely to preftrve what his Royal Progenitors committed 
to his infpcaion and Government. 

Thus having run over the Series of the Kings*, in the next place 1 lhall offer my mixt 
Obfervations concerning that Kingdom: together with a little fupplement relating to 
their Religion after which 1 lhall proceed in our Travels. But firll, fuffer me to take 
a ferewcl of Per/iay in this Ihort EpuMicon,

H Aving given a brief memorial concerning their Kings and Revolutions of State, I 
lhall think it wortli my labour to add Ibrae mifcellaneous oblcrvations 1 made re- 
lating to the Men and manners of the Countrey. And firfl: concerning the Countrey it 
ftll\ than which, no other, as I fuppofe, has had greater variation : For in Nimrod\ days it 
was called C/jrt/rf or f-Vfc, a name iilliimcd from the Son of Cham, who removed thence firlt 
into Arabia, and after that into South Africk : but in -/mower’s and till Daniel\ time it 
was named H^wjfrom Elam Son of Srm, Brother (if prophanc Authors fay truc)to Aladai or 
Ailtii M.MYU& Sons of Japhet and thence called Elamita and Elama \ the next it chanced to 
was Perfia \ Per] a funt vccari ,i Perfeo Rege, qui nomen ejus fubaiUgenti impofuit, fa itl 1 Ifidore : a 
f/rrcMw Hero he was, Son to Jupiter by Danae the Daughter of Acrifius: albeit others ra- 
ther think it is derived from Parajp, i.c. aHorlc in Perfian , or Perefh, which in the Hebrew 
lignifves a Horfeman •, bowkit in old Language of that Countrey it fignifics a Ram 
( as typifted in Daniel, ) and in the Chaldee a Horfes hoof, a hooked Nofc, or a di- 
villon. The Creeks called it and Ceplsoenc, in memory of Cepheus, who was 

after King of part of iAEthiopia ; Brother to Cadmus, Agenor's Children. This Q*- 
pheus was Father to Andromed,i, Wife to Perfeus and Parent of Perfis tlie renowned 
Archer, who ttourilhcd in the World before the building of Rome, twelve hundred and 
feventy Y cars. C og and Alagog (bine have named her, and Magufaa other-l'ome, but ironi- 
cally. Such time as Achemanes Son to ASgam King of Athchs ruled, it had an Achemanian 
denomination, as Metaflhenes the Perfian Hillorian, Lucan, Herodotus, Suidas, Cedrenus 
and others oblcrvc. After which it was named As f tea, fi 0111 Arfaces the Hcroick Parthian.

Sut (innet the late Reformer of the Alcoran call’d Bnii^aria and A^amia : ftnee when, they 
nJ.N c added thofc of Sophianiy Jefel-bajfiy Ixmaelttay Shcc Aydertty Otrufamaj and other 
lanies unworthy the notice, favc that Time herein feems to dilportaud pJtafe itfelf 
with this kind of variety. 

1 ’lie Empire is tci minnted on Eaft Weft North and South, with IndUy ArabUy Mefo- 
potami.'iy the Cajpian and Perfian Seas. From Candahor to Babylon EaJl and Weft it 
ftieuhcs foul hundred and forty farfangs, of Entrltjl) athoufiind three hundred and twen- 
ty miles, in Ic vciity da\ s iifiially travelled *, and ft bm Cmlphal or Jilpiy near Tan in Geor- 
gia to Cape Cwadcr in twenty five degrees the furtheft j)ait of Gedrojia or Macron upon 
^Ind^y North and South arc four hundred ninety and hx farfangs, which arc a thoniand 
Join luiiidred eighty and eight miles, in eighty days commonly journeyed: from 
whe.'Kc we may i omjuitc, the circuit according to our miles is not lefs than four thoiifand. 
Tliw North and Eaft part of the Countrey is fruitful in Grafs, Corn, and Fruit •, for 
rlierc they liavc plenty ofbcncficial fliowcrs and a temperate fcafon ; the South and Weft 
(except whei c Rivolets arc) appear to be Tandy, mountainous and tterile : for the vehe- 
ment lieat fcorclics the Earth and makes itbaricir, and from whence, the foil yields no 
exhalation^ the Mother of Clouds, and coiifequently wants Rain to moiJlcn the Earth : 
but inftcad thereof God vouclifafcs them frequent brcc/cs. All coiifidcrcd, no part of 
Afa yields a more healthy Air ; onely, as the Empire is large fo the temperature of pla- 
lesdifters in hcatand cold according to the variety of latitudes. 

Cone erniiig the publiqiicRevcimc of this Kingdom, as there is not any thing amongft 
civil afihiis moie fnbjeef U) errour than a true andintrinliqucvalnarioiuoiiLciningthc 
wealth, ])Owcr, policy, and force of an Eftatc*, fo in this conjedurel muft go upon un- 
certaint' • The Kings piiblick icvcmicof old was 14560 Enbeic Talents, which by tiibutc 
coming from fevcial Provinces in different forts of Coin, was here made one, but firft 
melted and kept in Earthen Pots, and minted as there was occafion. But how finall fo- 
c \ Cl it Iceni now- to others, the Perfian nevertbekfs makes many forts of Harvefts *, filling 
every year his (offers with above three hundred and fifty feven thoufand Tomans, (aTo- 
man h five Marks Sterling,) in our Money about 1 190000 Pound Sterling: a Revenue 
the moi c to be admired , llntc he extracts it principally from raw Silk, Cultoms and Cot- 
ton •, albeit he thinks not any way difhonourablc that brings in Money. T/trpia ^ha non — 
Ann fitadet Amor i So thought .• andthciice derived that cuftomco I fending into 
the Market his daily Prefents of Fruits and Flowers : a kind of thrift ordinarily pradi- 
fed by the grcatclt Potentates in Afia'., and of which he not only boafted ^not as A^efi- 
loHs did of his polt-fbot) but Teemed to complain of the nicety of other Princes in that 
particular. Nor is he without example : for we read in iChron. 17. King David not- 
withftanding his enlarged Empire and conquefts, thought parfimony a Revenue : and 
them e negleded not the incrcafc of his Exchequer, at home appointing Officers to 
overfee his Labourers that tilled the Ground, his Vineyards, Olives, Fields, 5 hccp> 
Camels, Afl'es, and the like ■, which was a good Example to his Subjeds, and not held 
difhonourablc i for the profit of the Earth is for all, and the King himfcif is ferved by 
the Field, faith Solomony Ecclef. 5. 9. They alfo had their Merchants. And no doubt, 
il all the Potentates of the Earth were enquired after, none would exceed Abbas hi fru- 
galiiy : for slhckhay’w^ a meram imperi/tm, he could command what lie j)Icafcd, never- 
thclcls was more delighted in his Artificers, by Letter confefling his admiration upon 
fight of fomc maflic piece Of Plate-, which if he but commended, they knew the lignification : 
And in Gold hav iiig received a Prefent ; if rich and heavy, then it was commendable work 
though never fo lumpifh ; for he values more by weight than workmaiifliip. Ninety wall- 
ed Towns arc under his command, and Villages above forty tlioufuid j few of which, one 
way or other, efoape this kind of Courtfhip; for though they prattife nothing lels than 
Goldliniths work and lraagery,yctupon an imaginary rcport,dcliringtofce whether fame 
li.Hd not been niggardly in their commendation, they dare not but return him as an ackhow- 
Icclgment of their thanks the bell fort of metal. Forgetting that titrpe Reffiy vinci btmfktis. 
Conlidyring which, that great Treafure whkh is commonly taken out for oiftentation at the 
reception of AmbafTadors or Travellers of note, -is the lefs to be admired. But his Genius

travels with other fancies : for he hath many Fadtors abroad, whom lie diPpat. hes rli roii^h 
thcUnivcrfe-,fome of which return in three, in five fome,fcw pafs feven years witlioiit iii^ 

an account to his Commiflioners : if they return empty they are rarely fent abroad a^ain-foV 
• he is a ftrid Auditor : but when they return full fraight and to his liking, he rewaids 
them confiderably *, further gratifying them with a woman out of hi^; Haiam, a Hoi f -, a 
Sword, a Mandil, or the like. Under fuch hopes and proinifcs they live •, and rolliuci 
dives ijuildset ejfe fotefi* 

Again, from /ndufism, 'tartary^ and Arabia every year move towards r,rjiu many 
Carravans that import merchandize of fevcral Ibris:^ as China ware, Saitcii>, Silks, 
Stones, Drugs,Tulipants, &c. of whofeapprauli he has eaily notu c •, n.ul fomctiiik . lor 
rcafon of State prohibits his Subjcdls to trade with them as contiabanda ^ whei Mipon 
none darctraffique, but by that artifice bringing them to his own price : Or dll his Fa- 
dors meet them upon entring his Dominions with a report that the palfage is not ondy 
long but dangerous, or that the late dearth makes the Countrey incapable to Iniy •, by 
fuch devices lb ftartling them, that rather than run their refquc or incur his dilpkafnrc 
they oft-times condefeend to a reafonable mart •, Ibmctimes receiving money lb. goods, 
or by exchange for what the Perfian Emperour tan bdl Iparc ^ to his own lubj-..ds and 
others his mcrcliants, then diipcrfing thofenew merchandizes at good rates ^ and having 
coin or bullion ( to prevent its pilgrimage into otner regions ) molds it into plate of 
.large alTize, too heavy to go far work, poor in Ihevv but not in value. Bdidts, by a 
tuftomary Law he makes himfelf heir to whom he plealls:, fo that few i .eh men die but 
he claims a propriety ; none daring to call his claim in qiieltion. Forgctfiill of the old 
Adage, eji dttare non dttefeere more princely to inrk h than to be ru h, and it was a 
noble fpccch of Cato well worth the remembring, cum oftimi^ Ac f^irtun qnam cum 

ditiffmis de pecunia certare, I had rather contend with the belt for Vertue, tiian witli the i i- 
chell for Silver* The covetous will never have enough, Avarm non implcbitur peenma. Ei d. 

5. y. He alfo according to the old mode expeds amiual prclcnts’. Cue mans ottlriiig 
a year or two before our being in Perfia is remarkable : it was the Duke of Shyraz, \;ho 
prefented the King in Larrees the value of four hundred fi-vty and five thoiilirnd ilorens, 
forty nine goblets of gold, feventy two of filver, and fuch other rarities, as in all bur- 
thened three hundred camels : a royal prefent from a lubjed. Yet this might be tolera- 
ted were Apaa here adored : but contrarily, corruption oft renders this brave Prince 
too much diltempcred* So as

Nor do the Perfian Kings now refemblc thofc their great Anceftors who were governed 
by the Statute Laws ; for in Dan. 6 . 7. it is recorded That the Prcfidents of the Kingdome, 
the Governours, Princes, Counccllours and Captains confultcd together to ordain a roy- 
al Statute, eftablifhed by Darius his ligning, which cxprdTcd the Royal allent : but ra- 
ther what the fame Prophet told Belpazjzjtr that Nebuchadnezzar alliimed, Dan. 5. ly. 

Whom he would he (lewt and whom he would he kept dive \ he fet up and pulled downi as he 
lifted : and according to that pattern the Eattern Princes whether Mcihoiiictans or Gen- 
tiles demean therafelvcs, ufurping an abfolute Dominion : againft which, the Civilians 
in defence of the Law of Nature complain Prir.dpi placuit, Legis ilUc habet vho- 
remy c^c. Law, made adequate to the will of the Ruler. A memorable prciidtjit we 
have in that fearful! Ihift or expolition the Magi gave one of the Perfian Kings when he 
dcfircd to marry his Daughter, telling him There was no Law to warrant liich a lad ^ but 
a Law they found that the King might do what he lift : but ad lilitum mutare Lejfcs, ^uia 
Pegmm datier propter Regem was no good'* Comment : for it is a maxim that Onmis Regtii 
poteftas referri debet ad bonum Regni, whereas a Panbajilay levels Princes with Peafants. 

And indeed in this glafs 1 wilh we that live under Chi iftian Kings and States could fee 
our own frecdome and happinefs : el'pecially above thofc that live in unnatural bon- 
dage under fuch as acknowledge Mahomet : For not without due acknowledgment lx- it 
remembred, that in Europe the Subjeds under molt Chriftian Kings and States are gover- 
ned by wholfomc Laws, have lives and properties preferved, yea, beliJes imini^ipals 
have the Jura naturalia which are held immutable, preferved i agrcea})Ie to that great 
Aphorifm of Nature, S^uad fieri non vis, dteri nonfeceris : upon which Palis, ali our vvhol- 
fome Laws arc founded* Cicero alfo /. .^..delegibm* Le.v ejlfundmemum livcrtatK, L: w is 
the foundation of liberty. And again, Leges iuventx funt ad falutem Civium Civitarurmji 
ittcelumitatem, ritaq\ Hominum ut effet quieta cr beata. Laws laith he arc cnaded lor 
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the nrcr-r^ti^i of Citks and Men } to the end, they may enjoy a happy iife : yea for 
linM- -WoM Ir is tlv’ ApolUc cnjoyns us to frayjor Kings and all that are tn ^luthonty^ that 
Hidir ]hn,Uvc wvf ’in'ca quiet and peaceable life, in aUgodlimfs and honefty : the true reach of 
t he I nvv o'lcly to maintain property, to fecurc the peiions and Eftates of men, and 
in nnl i ’ll thills I'o as may conduce to puhlique rootl ; inch is the happinefs wc enjoy, 
lil t 1 1 vic\^ ii:t^ the revcFle lliall find that in Pf»/w,r wrkie, and other /1/./;;cw«^Countreys 
it is o« 'i 1 w il ' ; for there the Princes exercife a mmm Jn.fcrtum, not enduring tQ.be Jimi- 
uA (• boiTidcd by any Law: fo that the fence being biokcn down, what defence is

Yea, 
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Yea, the better to illuftratc his perfedlions, amongft other his Provincial Titles they 
.give him the Epkhetes of Amber, Nutmeg, Roles, and fuch fweet odours and tiowers as 
molt delight the Senfe ^ whidi allb is the form of molt Countreys in the Orient. So that 
upon the whole, under molt raiferable fervitude thefe wretched Mahowtttum do live *, 
happy onely in not being fenfibl^, which they the better endure, not knowing what * 
free Subjedt means, and for tl^t they are indulged to the height of corrupted appetite. 
And yet,, although the King hiraiclf be bchcumfcriptible and have his Sic volo, frj"- 
heo allowed him^ neverthelefi (well knowing that maxim true Sceptromm vis tot a pern 
cHm pordere juftd Incepits for ’tis Juftice that fimports the Grown -, and that fine Ugt 
Mi/fimt Riffia nifi latrocima ? without Jaw, what do Kingdoms d iffer from places of Rob- 
bery?) for the avoiding confullon and prefervation of the peace. Laws or ratiier Cu- 
ftoms they have which arc ftridly executed : for the Souldiery they are fubjeded under 
Ordinances of War^ die reft under a kind of Imperial Law, which ferves to diftinguifli 
mcHtn and tuum betwixt the Subjedl : For which end in moft Cities and great Towns Caw. 
fees and other Magiftrates arc appointed, who have power from the King to call per- 
fons, examine witneffes, and to hear and determine bulinefe ’twixt party and party, yea 
to award judgment in caufes civil and aiminal, with little charge and Ihort attendance ^ 
and in criminals, no place affords more fevcrc proceedings : which is the rcalbn that 
the Countrey isfofecure, and Travellers can fcarce find a more quiet place than Perfia. 
But feeing the Cawfees have a latitude allowed them in Adjudications and accept of gifts, 

I feaiT they may be corrupted and biaffed -, which too oft .blinds the eyes and makes Inno- 
cence the Delinquent. 

Now concerning* the Natives they are generally well-limb’d, and ftraighf, the Zone 
they live in micsihcm tawny, the Wine cheerful Opium falacious. The Women paint-, 
the Men love Arms^ all affed Poetry: what the Grape inflames, the Law allays, and 
example bridles. The allow no part of their Body hair except the upper lip,which 

they wear long and thick and turning downwards •, as alfo a lock upon the crown of -he 
head, by which they are made to believe their Priyhet will at die Rcfurrtd.on lift them 
into Paraife. A figment, whether proceeding from Mahomet^ own brain or the Apo- 
llate Monk his AlTociatc, uncertain : but probable it is he had read the Scripture, and 
there in Ez^ch* 8. 3. and in the Apocryphal ftory of Bel snd the *JDr^ott finds Ab..cHc (6 
tranfoorted from Judeato Babylon^ for clfewhere their head is ihavjn, or made inca- 
pable of hair by the oyl Dowac, being but thrice anointed. Ttiis hasi been the mode 
of the Oriental People fince the promulgation, of the Alcortatf introduced and firft im- 
pofed by the Arabians. But that the wearing hair and covering the head was other- 
wife of old, appears in Hiftory very plainly. 

Hair was worn according to the humour of fevcral Nations, agreeable to the tempe- 
rature of the place and Natures didate: for in Countreys more inclining to the Poles 
than the v^eininollial ufually Men fence their Heads from cold with iong hair; but in 
more temperare climes hair is curt, and commonly expofed to the air tor refrefliment : 
but within the torrid Zone their head was kept warm to ward off the penetrating beams 
of the Sun,whofe ardour could not be endured- The Romans living in the mid- way ’twixt 
the Tropic and Polar Circle fhaved not their heads, yet wore their hair fhort according 
to the niodcrn falhion of the Spaniard, as may appear by Medals and other Antiquities, 
in which the Crfars for the firft two Centuries arc fb reprefented', albeit the firft was 
fo called for having a bufh of hair upon his head at the Birth. Amongft the Jews allb 
of old it was the cuftom to wear it Ihort, as may be gathered from 1 Cor. 1 1. 14. wlicre 
by way of interrogation the Apoftle laith. Doth not Natnre itj'elf teach you, that if a Man 
have long hair, it is a Jhame unto him? with confideration had unto the Climate. Never- 
thelcfs in fome cafes longhair was allow’d; as to the Naxjtrites, who feparating from 
the World dedicated thcrafclvcs to the Lord, and by that Vow fuffered no rafour to come 
upon their heads, but permitted their locks to grow to full length, Num. 6 . 5. as exem- 
plified in Samuel, the and otliers : Foralbeitoui Saviourin/W4ffk2. 23 . 

IS called a Nazarite, that was rather from the City Nazareth *, feeing he refrained not 
Wine, as may be fuppofed by the Marriage at Cana in Galilee and the Iiiftitution of the 
Eucharift, and by that the Jews deiractingly imputed Luks 7* 54- Bat that Princes and 
Perfons of Quality in thofe times wore long hair is evident by fcvcral prciidcnts : llhall 
inftance Ahfiuom, who wore his hair fb long and fo large that cutting it once every 
year it is laid to weigh two hundred Ihckels by the King’s weight, which made l;x pound 
and four ounces allowing the Ihekel half an ounce: not mentioned by way of reproach, 
(albeit what he made his pride became his judgement, for it is laid. That nene m Ifrael 
m fi praifedfir beauty^ at Abfalom, ) but rather an ornament. Nor can it be deny’d, 
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but fliort hair at fome time and in forae places was a fymbol of fervitude. Befides,it ap- . 
pears by the effigies at Chil mynar (where 1 touched a little upon this fubjedb) that molt 
of the Monarchs of old wore their hair very long and crilped, and as particularly inftan- 
ced by riutarch in the defeription of Afiyet^cs. A comet with a buffi appearing in 
fians reign, and by fome Aftronomers judged to portend his death, he wittily made this 
reply, That buffiy ftar points not at me who am bald, but rather at the comct-likc Jocks 
ot my brother the King of Pttrrhia. The Gauls alfo of old were denominated from their 
hair, Cmati \ Ne^ue enim fat eras Froficorum regibtu cmam mdercy fed d fueritia intottp 
Uauebanty adeo ut a ttrgo trims deftuant ; nam d Jronte diferiminati utrinq\ ftruntter. Car an- 
ciennement tousles Nobles forteient de longs cheveuxj fays a French hiftorian. In a 
word, Cafaries fignum trat mbilitatis. And the Britains, our Anceftors, of old, as now, 
imitated their tranfmarine neighbours, as appears by antique Coins and otherwife. So 
that albeit the Monks from a Tradition ffiave the upper part of their head by way of 
diftindlion from the Laity and for dedication, yet therein they differ from the Levitical 
Priefthood, who (except in lamentations, as in Ifa. 15. 2.) were not fuffered to make 
bald parts upon their head, ffiave their beards, or make incifions in their flcffi, Levit, 2 1. 
5. which lalt is now pradifed amongft Mahometans. 

But not to run into extreams : as amongft the primitive Chrlftians it was a reproach to 
wear long hair, fo was it to be bald ; therefore to avoid that contempt, fuch as had 
ffiort hair wore raifed caps, fuch as ffiaved wreathed their heads with rolls of linncn not 
onely for ornament but to expel the Suns piercing rayes, and for defence againft an 
Enemy i for undoubtedly thole large Turbants the Turks wear over a llat-crown’d quil- 
ted cap is a very fei viccablc head-piece. Thole in Perfia arc exceflive large and valuable, 
albeit commonly of Callico; for the lupcriour fort of people have them woven with 
Silk and Gold with a rich fringe or talTel of Gold and Silver at the end : but at fcafts, 
entertainments and gaudy-dayes 1 have feen them wreath their Shaffies with ropes of 
orient Pearl and chains of Gold fet with precious ftones, of great value. That which 
the King himJelf has on differs not in ffiape from others, unlcls it exceed for magnitude : 
all the difference 1 could obferve was that he wore it the contrary way and more credt 
than others. Which put me in mind of that which Plutarch mentions concerning Arta- 
xerxes, who in his old age cauling his Son Cyrttt to be proclaimed King, gave him the 
royal prerogative of wearing the pico or top of his Cydaris upright ^ not permitted any 
fubjedl. Some glimpfe of that head-tire or Tiara wc have in Plut. vita Antonii ; which 
noble Roman gave order for a high and rich Tribunal to l)e crcdlcd in the moft publick 
place of Alexandria, where he and Cleopatra fcated thcmfelvcs in Chairs of burniffied 
Gold : two ol' a leflcr li/.e were fet for their two Sons ^ the eldcft was called Alexandery 
to whom for his ffiarc of the world he afiigned Parthia, Media, and Armenia, who that 
day wore upon his head a rich Tiara which refcmbled a high-crowned Hat, and upon 
his ffiouldcr a long Veil according to the royal Robe of Perfia : but Ptohmy the younger 
( to whom he bequeathed Macedon and other parts of Greece) upon his head had a broad- 
brimm’d Hat, about which was a fillet or band richly fet with ftones, upon his ffionlder 
a long Cloak after* the Macedonian cut, and upon his feet were embroidered landals. 

With thclc Shaffies the Perftans go covered all day long, not excepting the prefcncc 
of the Ring, nor their let times of devotion : for to bare or uncover the head is held 
irreverent. Now as the Europaans in their falutes ufually take off their Hats in prclencc 
of their betters to bare their heads, the Mahometans lignilic the fame onely by a mode- 
rate deflexion of tlie head and direding their head towards their heart, by which they 
ufually exprefs their complement, as noted by fi^Curt. But this cuftomecame in with the 
Alcoran •, before which, the Oriental people, Perjians and others wore a Ibrt of Hat 
and Bonnet, as yet continued in China, where unlcls by the late invafion of the Tartars, 
Mahomet is not acknowledged : yea, both at falutations and in prclehce of fuperiours 
they were uncovered. So fay Euflathitu and Dionyfius two credible witnclles*: and Plutarch 
attefts the like *, for faith be,Contra Hoftes Caput tegimus, Amicis nudamus, In fight we cover 
the head againft our Enemies, but faluting our iFriends are uncovered. A pradicc not 
onely commended but commanded by 5. pii/, 1 Cor. 11.4. where it is faid That at the 
cxercife of Religious Duties to be covered the head thereby is dillionoured *, for., that a 
man ought not to cover his head at thofc times, appears by the feventh Verfe : but as to 
the other fex, it is otherwife. Now how rigid foever the Turk may leem in abhorring 
the moving his Turbant, efpecially towards a CJiriftian in lalutations *, the Perfians ne- 
vcrthclefs have morcgencrolity; for with them it is a Maxim, and might be fo with 01 hers, 
That Angularity is diftommcn^ble, as being an humour either fleighting order and de- 
grees of men (allowed Angels,) or otherwife the civil cuftomes and good manners of 
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.Countrcys in things indifferent and mecrly ceremonial, ferving onely to cement aff. LLion. 
.And albeit to one another they are flrid e.nough to that mode or cuftom of being cover- 
ed*, ncvcrthclcfs, st jifliaraf after S\v had his Audience, at which Sh-t- 

'ylbbxs was prclent with the Ambafliidour, the King his Malfer’s health being by Sir Robert 
Sherley remembred, thcAmbairadour ftanding up uncovered, the Pfry/4« King ( iVolick a., 
that time, or rather in civility) took ofFhis T ulipant. Another time, as I hecdlcfly crollcd 
the Coiirft where the King was littinginan open Tent hearing Petition:., I, according to the 
£«rfl/>ar^modc, made my duerefpedts, by uncovering my head and bowing reverently to- 
wards the King, who oblcrvcd it, and was fo w ell pleafed therewith that he railed his Tiif* 
baiit a little from his brows, both to honour me the more and to exprefs his latisfadlion ^ 
efpccially, as 1 was afterwards told, for tfiat I appeared in my own Clounirey 1 labit ; othcr- 
wife it had been a prefumption punifliable^ but as it proved, a grace that procured 
me tlic more rcrpecl, efpccially with the better Ibrt, wherc-ever I pallol. Th j King indeed 
tookgreat delightand cilcem’d itanaddition of lultrcto his Court to behold exonrjaes in 
their own Countrey Habit : fo tliat the greater the variety appeared, he would fay t! . j more 
was his Court and Countrey honoured at home, and in ellimation abroad : iiifomiith,aN up- 
on aiiy,affront done a Stranger, if in his own Habit, he Ihonld be furc of reparation ^ bur i ii 
cafe he went in the Habit of the Country where he Lravcllcd, iindillingniihable when the 
injury was offer’d, it would be othervvite upon addrefs for vinditation: tlic empiiafis it 
feems wanting that inclined it. Such was then the rule of Court and poj)u!ous places: 
albeit in travel Forreigners have their liberty to plcafc themfelves as lo their Garb, and 
without caulb of exception to an 5 ^ 

The jijiaticks wear no bands i tluir jiljoba or out-fide X’elt is ufually of Callico If itchr with 
filk, or quilted with (’otten : but the better fort have yeftes ^olymiu Garments of party -co- 
loured 111 ks*, Ibme being fatten, fome gold and lilvcr Chainlets, and fome of Bodkin and 
rich cloth of gold figured i for variety bell plcafes tlicm : no colour diiplcafes but black, 
which is not worn, bccaufe they hold it dilmal and unlucky. Their ftceves arc ifrait and 
Jong (varying from the TurLf who have them wide and Jhort^ ) their clofc coat iir.ially 
reaches to their calves, and bears round. Their waltcsaregirt with fine towels of lill; and 
gold about eight yards long ; thofe and the Shaflics dilliiiguilh the quality of thole tliat 
vvcar them : Dukes and other of the Noble fort have them woven w ith gold i Merchants 
and Coofcl baficj with lilver j of lilk aud wool thofe of inferioiir rank. 

Next their skin they wear fmocks or dcmi-fliirts of cottcii, in colour refcml>ling Scotch 
plad: their brecclies like the Ir/Jh trooic have hofe and Jtockings lowed togetlicr*, the 
Hocking falls not always into their lhooe.'>, but from the ancle down gives to the eye two 
inches of the leg naked. Tlieir lliooes arc of leather well fow'd, bur without latchcts, and 
of whatco’our \oucanfancy,(harpatthctocaiidtiirningupwards, the heels high and liiiall 
ihod with iron or nails ingrailcd. Th is alibi noted, tlicy do not wed themfelves to ihelc iron 
hcnii-cyclcs for thrift or eare,(thcy leldom journey far, or go fwiftly, cxcrcife and (pare diet 
never agreeing but to tread in a venerable path of paitiquity. A ciUtom aifo derived from 
i heir Forc-fathci s, either fymboli/.ing witli Alahomet whofc Arms was a crelccnt Dimuj his 
Motto eVi/io: die borrow’d from the Cygalcs of the or from the Romai.s who 

wore . '.refi cuts oi Half-mooiis)upou their Ihoocs as anEnligii of honour^or rather as Ifidorus 
oljIcrvcSjA o/./w c cutciurii mmm fignificajfe , qnia with Patricti ccNtHnif iterant. By Atmial and 
Pancirollus termed Lmati calcei lMnatamfqa.m feUis : and by Statius in his Bofcages,Pr/w. ' 7 *, 
paint lacl.ut^it vifya Lh/Mj&c. Iiioldtimcsalfourcdby thejewj, as may be gathered from 
thebS Pfill. ^ j.verf. That tread underfeet pieces of filver, i.e. garnilh their Ihooes with 1/1 ver 
I'laics, a^v ordingto the vulgar Tramlatioii. Over all, the Per fans (dpccially llidi as travel) 
t'lro.vlhoitCalzoonsorcoatsof cloth ( without llecves) furred with labic, foxes, niulh- 
whormaws, fquirrcls, or flic’cp-skiiis which is a fiirr highly prized in hottcH ftalbns en- 
dure to wear ihort wide ftockings of dotli heel’d with leather, and lerve fome- 

times for boots : howbeit, they want not fiu h. 

Glove i arc of no cltecm araonglt them, nor Rings of gold i for filvcr Rings arc moft worn : 
not that gold is lefs valuable (for in other utcnlilsthey have it,)but bccaufe Afahomet ac coj d- 
ingtoTiadition had one of filvcr whuh was left for a Legacy, and charmed with lin- 

i'.ular properties : None have their Rings of iron, except thofeot baferfort;; a metal Ibme 
account a fymbol of flavery. They paint their nails apd hands with Alcanna or Chaa^powder 
into a red or tawny colour, which belides the ornament it gives cools the J i ver, and in War 
makes them (they fay) valiant. Tlieir nails arc difcoloured w ith white and vermilion ^ but 
whyfo, 1 cannot telljunlcfs it be in imitation of Cyrm ; who as an augmentatidh of honour 
commanded his great Oflicers to tincture their nails and faces with vermilion*, fervingboth 
to diilinguilh them from the v ulgar, and (as did our warlike Britainsj in fight to appear the 
more terrible. Qi] 
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In their Rings they wearAgats orTurquoifes, which ftoncs moft deJight them: fomc have 
their Names or fomc word out of the jilcoran engraven in it, with which they fometimerf 
ftamp their Letter : for not one Sword-man amongft a thoufand knows the ufe of letters, 
the Mullayes and Clergy ingrolling that Science -, who when they write, frequently do it 
kneeling ; either becaufe that polture is calier, or that what they didlatc in that form is 
reputed holy. Goofc-quills they write not with, but reeds or canes, in which they imitate 
the Andents. Their paper is very glo(Iie,and by dropping oyl’d-colours chamietted and 
veined like marble : the materials are not rags or sl^s but bomballnc or Cotton-wool, 
coui fc and requiring much toil to pcrfedl. 

In walhing they are not Icfs ceremonious than the Jews^ whom they feem to imitate, by 
joyning the tops of the fingers of both hands together w'ith the thumb, which is parabo- 
lical : this they do, not onely afore and after meals but when they ufe nature and to that 
end have Boys who carry an Ewer filled with Water, which in the open Streets tlicy arc 
not aihamed to make ufe of. 

Their Swords (Shamflieers they call them) arc not ftraight as ours be, but more 
hooked and bending than our Faulchions •, of pure metal, broad and fliarp as any 
rafour : nor do they value them, unlefs, if the arm be good, at one blow they can cut 
in tw 0 an Alinego- The hilts are without wards, being of gold, filver, horn, ivory, 
ebony, ftccl or wood \ fometimes of the Rib/uba or Morfes teeth ufually taken at Fo- 
chora 'm Rujia. The Perfian Scemiters were of that ellcem in old times, that as Herede- 
tus lih- 4. writes it became the ScythiMs God, being acccountcd no lefs than fimitUcrim 
Mortis. Scytha Acinaci facrificant, faith Lneisw in Jove Tra^ordo. And Arn^im lib. 6. 
Jiidetis frifeu ttmporibHSi Per Jos fluwoSf Arnbas infermem Lapidemy Scythas Acinacem cehujfe. 
Their fcabbards arc of Camels hide, on folemn days covered with Velvet embroidered 
with gold and ftones of price. They feldom ride without bow and arrows : the quiver 
and cafe oft wrought and cut very artificially ; the bow, fhort but ftrongi the arrows, 
long and well headed : and albeit fome think incomparable in execution to a Gun, yet 
time has been they have with that ( as we in France) in many parts of Afia obtained me- 
morable Vidories: thofe moft remarkable wherein loft his, fWmVw and others; 
occalloning thofc Dirges of the Rmnn Poets, Ter^o converfi metaenda Panh). And Z»- 
con lib.

At this day of little repute in Archery unlefs they can in a full carreer cleave* un O- 
range which is hung athwart the Hippo-drome, and (when paft the mark) with an- 
other hit the reft, turning ( in his fhort ftirrops and Morocco Sadie ) backwards. In this 
Weapon and their Sword they more delight than in great Ordnance, which nevcrthelefs 
they have mounted as wc could perceive at Japfues, Ormuty and Gombrown, &c. moft of 
which were taken from the vanquifhed Pormgal. Some Cannon wc faw mounted at Larry 
fome unmounted at Shyraz^ Spaham and other places*, but feldom ufe them in a Train 
upon Field-Services *, which in foipe late Battels has given the Turk no fmall advan- 
tage over them, cfpecially by difordering the Perpan Horfc who with that terrible noife 
arc not a little affrighted. The ufe of Mufqucts they have had onely fince the Portugals 
aflifted King Tahamas with fomc Chriftian Auxiliaries againft the Turky fo as now they arc 
become very good foot. Howbeit, Cedrenm in his Hiftory relates That Cofrhoes the Per- 
fm King ( who lived about the Century ) invented an Engine which Cuttat demitteret 
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tmMiMm flHviam ^ tonitrui fmitm rtfonttret : but of what ufe, gives no relation. And Affa- 
r0a (iaith another, ^referring to this place ) fitm fdgunm rnttmonet, & frames tomritii 
. fimUs \ ^mbut terreri hmitusficMt ijfet D«im, ecnatMs efi. Which lapprehencTwere in imi- 
tation 01 thofe CUndidM tomtrtut mentionedby Hieron, Maginm hh. i . MifceB. c. i. and pro- 
' bably may take their model from that M^ehitta SAmnn noted by Hmtr^ VaUrim 
and others- 

. The Women here as of old in other parts of A^ut veil their faces, in pnbliqtib. This 
veiling the face is very ancient both amongft the Jtms and Rmtus. Rebecca when fhe ap- 
proached IfaoB covered her face Gen. 24. 56. Yea, amongft Men it was a note of re- 
verence, as we find by Elijah and by the Apoftle intimated 1 Cvr, 1 1. 10. yea, by ^e 
Xmatts ufed ^ for the Bride was commonly preiented to her Husband with a yellow icarf 
thrown over her face. SAfttim GAbu ( the firlt that found out the Eclipfe ) repudiated . 
his Wife for Ihewing her face whei\ihe went abroad. But to defcribe them: I obfervcd 
tl^t generally they are low of ftature, yet freight and comely more corpulent than 
lean. Wine and Mudek fattens them*, thz fpleen is curable, where paffion rules not : 
and as to complexion it is ulually pale, but made fanguine by adulterate fuens's. Their 
hair is black and curled*, their fore-heads high, skinfoft, eyes blacky have high nofes, 
pretty large mouths, thick lips, and round cheeks. Honelb Women, when they take 
the liberty to go abroad, iHdom fpeak to any in the way or unvail their faces. When 
they travel or follow the Camp, the vulgar fort ride aftride upon Horfes *, but thofe 
. of better rank are mounted two and two upon Camels in Cages (or Cajuaes as they call 
* them) of wood, covered over with cloth, to forbid any Man the light of them. 
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Nor is this a new cullomc, for Plmarch in the Jife of Artaxerxfs mentions the like** 

: ^ fiiy ing, That the Perftans w ere lb jealous, diat to fpcakto or touch aay of the King’s 
f >7 men was no Icfs than death ; nay, to approach near their Ctoachcs when they travcIW ? . 
and inflanccs feme particulars, as in the Story of Datim whcii he begged the fair 4||^. 
jE*. for his ConLuhine, wbofe perfections haq Captivated the King alfo. And irithat 
Story of Themijmks the exiled Athenitm he relates how that the PerJtMs jealous of their 
Wives and Concubines, keep them itriCtly mewed up at hornet but abroad carry them 
in clolV Cajuacs, which were fo covered that no Pallcnger could fee them : nor wsere they 
drawn with Horfes, but travelled hanging upon Camels. In one ofthefe, ThemiftocUs 
di^I;ihlcd in a Womans habit was fecrctly conveyed out of Gneia to the Court of Artax- 
erxesy where he found more fafety and better welcome tlian amonft his ungrateful 
. Countrey-men. In one of thefe the laft Daritu was conveyed into Mergiana by Btjfiu 
tii.it had (hackled him with golden Fetters, fufl. lib. } i. Agreeable to this, we oft-times 
Jiad a profpciil of the travelling Seraglio’s, and could well perceive that their Guards 
were pale lean-faced Eunuchs, fo jealous of their charge, that as we travelled ?twas the 
hazard of our lives if we neglcfted to haften out of the way lb foon as we faw them •, 
or elfe by throwing our fclves upon the ground to cover us with Ibmc veil or ocher, that 
the Eunuchs might be fatisfied we durft not, at Icall, were not willing to view them. In 
one of thefe, for call; and warmth 1 my fclf was forced to travel upon a Camel above three 
hundred miles, being fo infcebled by a Flux as 1 was not able to ride on Horfc-back, and 
to keep company withxhe Carravan was neceflitated to this kind of accommodation. How- - 
l)(Lityiiiat the cu^mii^was otherwife, appears by that fumptuous entertainment * 

::./rinadca tliouland of his Lords, (then coopt up in where the King and hisPrin- 

les, his Wives and Concubines drank Wine in thofe golden Vellels I\lebMchadmz.zjir 
brought thither from the Houfe of God which was at Dan,^. 3. andlikewileat 

that magriiiickFcail vfhich Ahafuena made for an hundred and eighty dayes to the Nobles 
nnd Princes of his Empire, Hcjl. i. 11. where it is faid, The King fitting on his Throne 
at the Palace, commanded the Eunuchs to bring Qncen rapti with the Crown 

royal to Ihew the People and the Princes her beauty ; v^-hich was excellent. Plutarch alfo 
in the life of Artaxerxes notes how that Statira the Queen ufually fate with the King at 
Meat in jniblick., and was placed near the King in an open Chariot when he took the air 
ahioad -, the beholding of which (fays the Author) gave great content unto the people. 
Hull lie Amorola’s, or thole of the order of Laist like thofe Ambuhau of bid amongft 
tlic i'yrtar:s, be more fociablc, have moll freedomc, and in this Region arc not woril 
cliccmcdof: No qu^ ion but (to free thcmfclvcs from jealous Husbands) many there 
u oil’d !)c ol' that Older : thofe therefore that arc fuch arc not admitted without fuit and 
giving Money, after i^liich toleration none dare abufe them; being company for rhe 
bUl or greatefl; : in which refped th«^' go no Icfs richly habilimentcd than what is re- 
corded by Hcliodortu in his *Mthiafian Hiftory upon Theagines his ulhcriiig Arfaca the 
Ptrfta-. Lady, Indf^ebatur (laith he) vefflem Pcrpctm^ omabatur^., axreis torquibfu mo- 
7 ihbui, diifinctis gemmis, &c. Their Hair curling, diflievcls about their Shoulders, fome- 
ii'.ne-* plaited in'a Caul of Gold ; round about their Face and Chin ufually they hang a 
Kop^ of Pearl : their Cheeks arc ofa delicate vermilion dye, Art (oftner than Nature) 
cauft s it. Tile) r Ey c-lids arc coloured cole-black with a fine Pencil dipped in that mine- 
ral Akohole \\'l\iLh Xenophon faith the Medes ufed to paint their Faces with : which was 
the old way of painting *, and from the 'Vulgar TranHation of the Bible, where ’tis faid 
Jtz,ebel depin.xit Oculos fuos jhbio, 2 King. e. y. v. 30. may be prefumed that flic was (b 
painted : With which Antimony the Dames in old time coloured their Eye-brows, 

thcir Poets call it ; now allb ufed in Turk^. They have alfo artificial Incifi- 
011s of various fliapcs and forms, ashavetheEnamoradoMikewife. Their Nofes are 
let with Jewels of*Gold imbcllifhcd with rich Stones *, and their Ears alfo have Rings of 
equal Juft re. In a word, to (hew tliey arc Servants to Dame Flora, they bcautifie their 
Arms, Hands, Legs, and Feet with painted Flowers and Birds ^ and in a naked garb 
force every Limb about them to dance, after each other, elaborately making their Bells 
and Timbrels anfwer their turnings.Shotfwerthclefs of the Indian Curtezans call’d Boga- 
v; ars,who at ten years of age when theirllodies are tender and flexible, will in their Dances 
skrew chemfelves into admirable pollurcs: for Handing upon one Leg they will raifethe 
other above their Heads, and leil'urely lay their Heels upon their Heads, all the while 
Handing upoB one Leg, as I have heard a Merchant relate he law done at Gdeonda and 
other places \nlndta. Their habit (not unlike thcmfelves ) is loofc and gaudie, reach- 
ing to their mid-leg ^ under which they wear Drawers of Cloth of Gold, Satten, tiflued 
Stuffs or coHly Embrmdery. This kind of Creature is of no Religion, fave that of the 
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laft Aflyrian Monarch, whofe Doftrinc was ede, hibt, hide : for thefe look temiitingly, 
drink notably, and covet Mens Souls and Money greedily.^ They fcorn, nay upbraid tfc 
fobercr fort with e^ithetes of flave, rejected, unlbciable, and unworthy their notice. . 
So as, true it is at this day what Trogiu Pomp, obferved long ago, Parthi Vxcrihtu & fie- 
minis non conviviis tantam virortm, fid etiam cenjpeRu inter diceif ant, &c. But that the Women 
had greater liberty , is obferved by an Author of good credit, Perfaram regrets i» 
coena ac conviviis adfidet regina, V trum sAi ludendi^ inebriandi incejfit voluntas, cos amof:- 
dant, &' muftcas felliceff, advocant: The Queen is prefent with the Ptrfian Kings at 
Supper and Banquets, but withdraws when the Ring is difpofed to drink and be 
merry: for then they call for Miillque and Curtefans, reEle hoc tjitidem, quod ebrietasis 

Hbidinis fua forticifes peri Vxores nolunt *, done in regard they would not have their 
Wives partakers in thole intemperate and wanton Enterprises. Tlmarchi moralia in 
cotyugaliapracepta. And yet Xenophon in the Inftitution of Cyrus lA. i. fayes. That the 
PerjMus cuftomc was to kifs each other at meeting and parting. And in the i$.ch. and 
15. v. of the Apocryphal part of Hejicr ’tis laid Tdit aureamvirgam ^ pefuit fuper 
cottum ejus ofe^us efi earn* Howbeit, that manner of lalutc is now very ottciilive 
to the Perpan. 

COiicerning the Arms of Perpa, Zonaras in his firft Book and nineteenth Chapter out 
of an ancient Monument obferveth, •that in old times they bore Luna an Eagle crt)wned 
of the Sun, difplaycd-^4/«r»; which continued for many defeents their Royal Enfign, 
till Cyrus (,as in the Empire, in Efcutchcon alfo) made an alteration. Xenophon gives us thS 
view thereof*, Erat Cyroppnum aureaAquila in longahafia fufpenfa , & nunc etiam id inpgne 
Perfarum Regibus manet, &c. Born till Craffus perilhed by them, at which time a Sa- 
gittary was blaz.oned in their Rcwal ftandard : A fit Emblem of that people, who foa* 
skill in Horfcmanlhip and frequent riding might properly be refembkd to a Sagittary: 
from whence allb that Coin ofDariques came, around piece of Gold (fifteen ihillingj 
in our Money,) D/iriw being ftamped on the one j^de, andaSagittary (his Coat-armour) 
on thdk)thcr memorized by Plutarch in the life of Ageptaus, who complained that liis 
defign of conquering Apa was prevented by thirty thoufand Sagittaries ■, meaning a 
Bribe of fo many pieces of Gold bearing that ftamp, given to betray hi> Enterprizc. 
But Mahomet when he had yoked their Necks under a two fold bondage, the other were 
rejeded, and a Symbol of greater rayftcry in their Banner diljplayed, viz,^ Mercury, a 
Crefeent Luna, with this impreza, Totum dum impleat Orbem alluding to an univcrlal 
command: which fmcc was borrowed by the frwefr, how properly 1 know not, but may 
appear to fuchasgo to Pountain-bleau, where that device 1 faw iterated. But Mahomei*s 
predidion failed when that Santoon of Ardaveil invented a new Enfign, wt. V^enus, a Lion 
couchant Sol ’, the Sun orient in his Face, of the lame : minted alfo in their Brafs medals, 
and (as a tic of amity) accepted of by the great Mogul and other neighbouring Princes 
in India. 'But the Cawas, Beglcrbegs, Sultans (the lame the Greeks called Plumotimi, i. 
c. Perpan Nobles, Satrapa the Romans,) Agaes, Soldagars, and Coofel-ballies bear no 
Coat- Armour*, not that they arc intituled flaves, but from their ignorance in Heral- 
dry : for no honour there is hereditary. Nevcrthclefs, this I can fay in praife of the 
Perpan They are very humane and noble in their natures differing in their ingenuity 
• and civility to one another, but much more to ftrangers, very much from the Turks, 
who arc rugged and barbarous. For the Perpans allow degrees amongft thcmfelves, and 
of other people have a due efteem according to their birth and quality, yea, give refped 
agreeable to merit. 

In old times (commonly though corruptedly fo called, feeing as one fays well our 
Times are the ancient Times, in that the World is now ancient, and not thofe we count 
fo by a retrograde computation) they were Idolaters, fuch as the Cowers be nowj the Car- 
di in Syria, the Perfees in India, the Pegouam, &c, but by converfc with Creeks and Romanx 
aboliflied their Ccleftial worlhip, and (as relates) received Dcmonomic, conti- 
nued till Alahomet, TheFirniJiment they called Jupiter the frimutn mobile of other Gods 
him they feared: hotAfodo (the Sun, or as they termed himi) they moft affected, 
and to whom they dedicated many Temples, attiring him withepithetes of honour, licalth, 
and gentlcnefs «, as yet mcmorifing his Image in the itamp and Coat-Armour of tiiei r Em- 
perours. The Moon alio had adoration amongft them, fuppofing her clpoufed to Apollo ^ 
and for her bencvolentinflncnccs towards pr^udion, Ge fcente Lima frumertd grande- 
. fount, Plin. 18. as yet continued*, for upon the firft view, ^ey give it a Momb^riock. 
They alfo had Reward and Puniffiment fanked in the Catalogue of their peitics. 

had equal reverence: the Earth alfo. Water, Air, and Fire, wanted liot the 
natnes of Deities, Fire and Water erpecially. Zrrtoop charged them tb Iteep a con- 
tinual 




Their Marriages were commonly celebrated in the Spring, fuch time as the Sun makes 
the the Bridegroom thehrft day junketcing on nothing iave Apples and 

Camels marrow, a diet they thought proper for that dayes Feilival. Polygamy they 
liked of, the King giving the example, honouring them with moft ^plaufe who proved 
Fathers of moft Children. They ieldome faw their Infants till pafe four years of age i 
from which to twenty, they learned to ride and Ihoot *, alfoto fare meanly, lodge hard, 
watch, till the Earth, and be content with fmall things. In the Inftitution of C^tu 
lih. 3. mention is made of a Souldier that fneezing at a Court of War the whole 
company bowed and blell^ the Gods*, 'that (ign ierving as a good Omen to the 
bufinefs they were about: a cultome continued amongft the Perfms. The Old Men 
went plain i but the young Mens habit was rich, their arms and legs fettered with 
voluntary chains of burniihed Gold or Brafs, whofe fulgor they dclightcxl in from its 
conformity to the Sun. In War their attire was either Steel or ^iled work curl, 
onlly linked, and their Breaft'plates fcale;^ : their Targets were of Ox-hides, large 
and round, their Cap was Linen multiplicated: Bowes, Swords, and Axes their Arms ; 
all which m excellent good order, and through long pra^ice they managed dextroitSy. 

Parallel 
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Parallel to thefe is what Xenophon lays, In^rMi liis time their common Arms w: u Low 
and arrows in quivers, Ihort crooked fccmiters, batteJ-axes, light fliields, and two Lntit t s 
apiece. Their Arrowes greater than now they are, for the bow they drew was iioi icfs 
than three cubits. Children from the fifth year of their age to the twentieth ufed little 
other excrcifc (faith Herodotm') than thefe, viz. to ride the horle, Ihoot, and Ipeak truth. 
Cyrus was their firft inftrudtor ^ before whofc time it was rare to fee one ride i but after, 
as rare \o fee a Perfian of any rank a foot. Howbeit Dionyfius reports otherwile of Par- 
thia ; that is was Regio tota flarut, «b quam rem accommadata, which we found other- 
wife. And this cuftomc was imitated by Arfacss when he introduced the Parthian : 
mum temfore veEiantur \ iUis belUy cenvivia illis pablica & frivata offlcia obemt : fttper Eqnos 
irey conjiflerey mercariy coUofjid. Hoc denique difertmen inter jirvos & Itbiros ilHod J'lrvi pedi^ 
buSy liberi non mfiequis ifKtdmt : erjuitare & fqgittare magna indujhriadoccnt, crc. lull. lib. 41. 

The great mens tables were fplendid in tich furniture and dilbes of gold ^ but in meats 
very ordinary and fparing. Bacchiu their Countrey-man taught them the Art of drun- 
kennefs ( Noah fomc imagine him. Omnia vero Bacchanalia earumqHe riitts d Noa ebrktate 
or^nem habenty &c.) inlbmuch as no matter of moment paft currant lave what rciilhed 
of Bacchilin : their ordinary negotiations and bargains were feldome ratified unlefs con- 
folidated in froth and drunkennefs. Nevcrthelefs, their complements were hearty i to 
equals affording embraces ', to fuperiours the head and knee ^ which mode is to this hour 
continued without alteration. 

Superftitious they arc, as may be noted from our adverfe fortune as wc travelled ; for 
in fome places wh^n we ftood at their mercy to provide us Mules, Gamete, or Horles, 
how hairy foever wc appeared, they cared not to fet us forward except by throwing thy 
Dice fuch a chance happened they thought fortunate : a ceremony deduced from the Ko- 
mansy who had theft albi & atri oifafti & nefafii dses. In mifch«nccs aiib or in ficknefs 
Ibme ufc forccry, preferibing charms, crofs charaders, letters, antiques, or the like, ta- 
ken commonly out of the Alcoran. Nccromantick ftudies they appiaud becaufe proionnd, 
and tranfccnaing vulgar capacities ^ fo as many in thole parts make a living of it : few 
Siets there but can c.\orci'zc. Friday is their Sabbath', licentioufly kept •, and may there- 
fore be fuppofed fuch a Sabbath as Plutarch ipeaks of, which is derived from TtaCAiuv 
or Bacchanals : lor, Sabafios is Bacchus. 

Amongll them four degrees are molt remarkable y Chawns, Coozcl-baflies, Agacs, 
and Cheliby or Coridfehey. The Timars or Turqmarsarc more dcfpicable. 

Perjia eft terra potent Jb^mis. Upon mufter the Perfian King can march (as appears by 
roll and jxnfion) three hundred thoufand Horfe, and feventy thouland Foot or Mufquc- 
toons : fuch force he can readily advance, but feldome exceeds fifty thoufand ', enough 
to find forage or provant in fuch barren Countreys. For example •, Mrzai Fetta has in 
his Brigade fifty lub-Balhacs of note, each of them commanding three hundred. Horle- 
Officers are Emangoly chan Duke of Shyraz.y who commands thirty thoufand Horfe •, Da- 
vid-cham his Brother, Kazat-can Lord of Sumachyy Affur-chaosn Lord of Myreyvan, Zedder 
Lord of the Kaddies aud Gujferofty Mt^ar Sultan of Tabriz^ each command twelve thou- 
land Horfe Soffe-chan vSultan oiBagdMy Akmet^caton Lord oE Mtfearroon, Gaffer. iph charvn 
Sultan of Koomy ZenalcawnLord ot Tyroauy each hath a charge of fifteen thoulliiid Horfe ^ 
JfaacJteg twenty four thoufand y Ethaman the Vizier feventam thoufand ^ Soffy-Kooly- 
eban fixteen thouland y Gofferat-chan Governour of Arabeftauy Perker^cavtn i..ord of Gurge- 
ftauy Huffm-chawn Lord of Ery, Mamezir^any and Sinal-chawn Lord of Sigeftan ten tJiou- 
land eachi Mahomet Governour of Genge eight thoufand i Ham-fta-cawn of Dura liven 
thouland ^ Aliculi of Perifeow four thouland ', Morad of AJharaf lix thouland ; Ji,idur can 
the Daraguod li.\ thoufand *, and Dargagoly Son to Ganges Ally-chan Sultan ol Cofidahor lour 
thouland : three hundred and twenty thoufand Horfe or thereabout ; wondcrtull, when 1 
confider the little palluragc and other provant the Countrey aftbrds-, for their horfeshave 
but chopt ftraw and a little barley to Ibrvethe turn ; yet that thin diet renders them Id’s 
apt to uifeafes, and keeps them in as good heart as ours, having better provifion. 

In peace they are not alwayes idle, I’olacing their allive bodies in fundi v forts of 
warlike cxerciles. They daiitc not, except as Pyrrhus taught the Epirots ; but love to 
hunt and chafe the Stag, the Antilopc, Gazal, Tyger, Bore, Goat, Hare, Fox, Jackal, 
Wolf, and the like : in which pallimcs they exprcl's lingular courage and dexteritv- They 
alfo know well how to ufc the I’ow, Dart, Scemitery Gun and Javelin : Their Harque- 
buz is longer than ours, but thinner \ they ufe that very well, but deteft the trouble of 
Cannon and fuch pieces as require carriage. They have Greyhounds large and not un- 
like the Irilh, of courage to encounter a Lion: have Spaniels alfo, but not fo good as 
their Hawks may challenge’. Eyeries they have of Eagles, Lannars, Golhawksj and Hob- 
bies i 
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IMCS •, but their l>cfl: Falcons arc out of Ritjia and the Scythic Provinces ; they fly com- 
monly at Hares, jackals, Partridge, Phcalant, Hern, Pelican, Foot, Eltrich, c^c. Their 
Lures and Hoods arc ibmetimes embroidered or richly fet with ftones of price. The 
vulgar fort delight in Mor rice-dancing, wrallling, alliiulting, bandying, fwinging upon 
ropes, Ram and Cock-fighting *, in which excrcitis they r]»ciid much time : Nor do they 
value ilieir money to lee boys dance, or lavoltocs upon the rope *, in which lleighrsthcy 
are evccllcnt. Cats be in more retjueft with them than dugs *, very large they arc hiid tab- 
by-coloured, llreakt like thofc of They frequently liave them in their arm:s in 

inmanon it maybe of their Prophet who ufually carried a Cat in his lleevc, 
it may be likewife from the enmity the cat hath unto rats and mit e, which ns Plutarch ob- 
forvts in lib. Dcodio C' inwdta, were reputed enemies to feme deities the Perfium in old 
liiiKs worlhippcd. 

Al. ri hauls here arc in cP imation : they adventure into Turkey, Rujfia, hdia^ and other 
pans of Afuh and more ftidome into Europe. Such Mechanic ks as I)e amongP them arc 
iiidulli ions and ingenious ■, whether yon contidcr thole that labour in Silk and Bombafin, 
oi that (he and weave Carpets, or other Arts, with which their Bir/./ars abound: Be! 
hdcs, ilje> have a rare Art to print Flowers of all forts in Leather and in coIoui t^ of 
whiLli iliev make buskins, fandals, faddlcs, and furniture for hoiifes : allb they ftain lin- 
iicnCoih, whiJi w’c sail Paiitadoes. 

Tik ’.i Piiuilcans arc great admirers of Nature, doling fo much thereon as they make 
that olt times the full caufer which indeed is but inftriimental or fecundary : moral Men 
ilie\ I);, luimane in language and garb, both which beget elfcem from all that tonverfe 
with them; and did not avarice (a vice pr..dcniinating there, and by octalion of fick- 
nefs in me lull dearly experimented j and Magic Undies too far (way them, ' 1 could value 
them above the lelL T hey have degrees tranlccndmg one another in Title as their skill 
ami lenioriiY merits. So well a> I tould apprehend, tin. (care learned in the Sciences, 
and few buLarePhiiolbphers: Ncvcrthcleis, their Libraries are fmall, their Books ulu- 
ally Aiabie, but dioiee and uiefuli wherein thc^ agree with that rule inScMccay Kourc’ 
fm ni!.:ni ninJr.i} jiA cjii.iw bcfi.u hdu/.i, eommoiily iiieh as advance their prnditc and pro- 
Vellioa; and ini he. i proper Art 1 jrerccived that the>' prefer Plants and other vegetables 
l.Jb.e diiiLi al.s.

Acrisy holds So>»fw 
Ajiroyum nen ifimodna pars ftieutuenuditina. Many Aralritk Writers learned both in Na- 
tural ]r: iiolc)])hy and the Matliematicks have lloiirijlied in iliofc parts, molt of whofb 
Books liiev read ; namely Hippocrates to wnom the great Artaxerxrs wrote an invitatory 
Letter, (I'ukuy Avm ocs-, Alfarabiusy Avicemay Ben JJ'aacb^., Abbu-Allyy Mahummed^AbdilU, 
Pen LUdtby Abu beer^ Rhazasy Alptzzalfys and Albuinaz.eir. In Geography AbuUfada the 
g.rear Arab Cofinoi’rupher whole Works they have, ( one of whole Maps I favv at Conu 
iuivruy and 1 thong, ht diflcrcd from ours both in Lands and Seas it was to be fold, but 
what monc\ 1 offered would not be accepted ) as alfo Alph'ajfanusy from w'liom they 
bette: iheii didourfe, and by Inch helps become admirable. Nor want they the knovv- 
ledgv. oi I'.crbs, drugs, and gums', witnefs the Mydan in than wiiiui, no place 

in the world I ihin!. (hews greater plenty of herbs and dings : having al!o no Icfs clioicc 
ol (riiiis, jnim, and odours. 1 olrfervcd, that to liich of usas had iiuxcs, they gave 
Sloes, Ki^e, (niiamon, Pomgianad, Barbciries: to purge mclnmlioly, Aloc.s, .Senna, 
Rhubarb ', for iililcj’ub Tuibirli ■, for cold^ and Fveatiiigs, ovk of Beaver, Leopards, 
jackals, Herbamarisy oiii Ladies Role, G'v. Belides which, the Coiiiitiey allbrds plenty 
or':;alt)aniim, Scnminony, Armoiiiac, Manna, Pillaclio’s, Dates, Rhubarb, Opoj»ana\, 
Sar^o olla, and Ada-fartida which lalt is in greatcll intal'uie found about Lahore and 
oth.i pans near tlie River Indus. Howbeit, fvvcniing is the cj'idemic Phylick there, oV 
lead (Irige, and mod ufefull j inibmiu h that Ibme » ui •, liave above thrcclcorc hum- 
mums oi baths •, fome lay three hundred. Bv wlmh frequun bathing their skins become 
very foft rnd fine, and by a continued a<Jtivity ruid lendernefs of their mudles are much 
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more agile and flexible in their body than we in Bfr-ope be, where bathing is not fo much 
ufed. 

In antique paths of ignorance theychufc rather to tread, than by any new invention to 
' call in queltion the reverend judgment of their Anceft or s. Hence it is, that they conthuc 
their maimed Qilculations, out of a blind conceit that Antiquity commanded them: for 
they have ufed to compute their years rather by the Moon, than by the motion of the Sun ^ 
affirming. That theFirmament or eighth Heaven finilhes its revolution in two and thirty 
years : which is falfe; his diurnal motion IromEall: to Well compleating it fcif in four 
and twenty hours ^ his other from Well to Eaft, but one degree in an hundred years •, fifch 
is the violence of the firft mover. Notwithftanding, it is probable they mean :!ic Heaven 
of Saturn which adjoinethit, (whofc revolution comes near their time j fmilhing its jour- 
ney from Weft to Eaft in thirty years. Hence their Lunary account is become liibjcdt to 
errour, reckoning from the Autumnal Equinox twelve Moons, the number of days in 
a whole year three hundred fifty three: fo that our Solar Computation exceeds t. eirs 
twelve days atlcaft every year •, whereby it comes to pafs, that thirty ol' our years make 
one and thirty of theirs ^ whence the diti'crcnce arilcs ’twixt us and them in their Hegy- 
^ath,^ which by protract willdoubtlcfs occafionmorc confullon. 

Tlicfc differences in Accomptwcreobfervcd of old : For,theCaldcan Aftrologcrs who 
kept the Regifters of Time, perfwaded Califthencs ( ArijiotUh Nephew, and an Attendant 
j upon Alexander at Babylon) that their Records aiccndcd forty three thouland years : 
vihich Viod. Siculus lib.i. i. by reducing to Months, found to reach precif ly unto the 
Creation, and no further. The ^AE^fttans ufed the like accompt i for they ( as Solon re- 
ported; pretended Annals of n’gie tlioufand years : which Plutarch by the li kc computati- 
on found to intend Months or Moons rather than years. But the Iberians who boaiUd of 
the Antiquity of their knowledge in Letters, and.of having prclidcnts of fix thouland 
years, their year was found to confilt of four months ; which being likewife calcnlat d was 
found to fall fliort of the time that Mofes lived. But whereas tlic Jews evtr computed 
their times by the Chriftians by IndiSions,tht Romans by Lujrra^s, and the C'reiks 

by Olympiads i thefc that follow Mahomet have a diftcrent Epoche to actomptby ; as the 
tjSra O' etahna from (Jcludin^ oj£ra JezA^irdina from Jeid^ird\ belidcs the Hegyra they 
have from Mahomety which is their Epocha or accompt of TTirae. 

Such as pradife manufadurcs have an inferiour repute to thcSoufdicrs : nevertheJels 
they live plentifully, and more fccurc from the jealous eye of the King than do the great 
ones, who oft deceive their thoughts that they arc happier. The Pcalimts here aselfe- 
where in AJia are Haves } they dare call nothing their own ^ fuch is the rapine of the Begs 
of that Country \ nay, every Coofcl-balh dares domineer, as we could perceive in our 
travel : yet upon complaint, the Caulcc ordinarily yicldsthemrcafonablc jiifticc. 

The Pfrywwj had this Character of old, Cunttorum hominum funt rninjjimiy of all men the 
moft civil’, which difpolition they referve unto this day, being generally of a very gentle 
and obliging Nature •, facetious, harmlels indifeourfe, and little inquilitivc after exotique 
, news feldom exceeding this demand. If fuch and fuch a Country have good wine, fair wo- 
men, ferviccablc Horfes, and well tempered Swords. Few of them can read, yet honour 
fuch as can-, that Science being monopolized by Church-men, Clerks, Santos, and Mer- 
chants. Some little skill they have in Miifick *, that they have rcfcmbling the Doric and 
Phrygic, a foft and lofty fort of Confort. Above all Poetry lulls them, that Genius 
feeming properly to delight it felf amongft them. Howbeit, Mimographers 1 muft call 
them, their common Ballads relbunding out the merry difports of Mirs and his Miftrefs, 
to which Saints they dedicate their amorous devotion. Abul-Ctf:n who lived A- Heg 
385. hly^az.Tjdyy JhmU-Faridy and Elfar^^ani arc their principal Poets in thole fancies. 
Nor have I read that amongft the Romans, or in any other parts, Poetry has been better 
rewarded; witnefsPoet whoior thofe yoDiltichs wbichheprcfcntcd 

the great Almanfor\Son, received as a reward 70UU0 Staters. Tahtr alfo who was Gene- 
ral to King Abderhaymon, for three Verfes which a Poet gave -liim, requited him with 
3000U0 pieces of Gold : and Abdalla his Son, ( he who for cure of a Corifiimption fed on- 
ly upon Lions fielh l)oilcd in red Vinegar, of which confedioii betook rv\o drams daily,) 
was no Ids liberal to that Art, and as 1 might lullance in many oilier Pi mt es of the So- 
phian Pedegree of later times, not a little to their rcputaiion. And how lame Ibcver 
the Verfes are, their graceful Ihaking tlieirjnoccs in chanting and quavering (after the 
French air ) gives it to the ear harmonious. So that'in my opinion it u as rigidly ffiid by a 
Fatlier, when he called PoericPi>/«»»»i)<(Wfl»i»m.* for ( lays the Lord Vtruhm') Poclie not on- 
ly refrclhes the Soul by chanting things rare and various, but allb exalts the fpir its with 
high raptures', <^d being joined with Mullck fweetly iniinuates it felf, fo as it has been 

R r eftcemed 
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tftccmcd of even in the rudell Times, and amongit thofe Nations which were accounted 
barbarous. And albeit the xMen afFedt not to dance themfclves, (^though anciently dan- 
cing was inrcqijcli with men, as Stories tell us,) ncvcrthclefs, dancing is much elltcnicd 
there : Ibrihc Gnnymedsand Layefians (w^inton Toys and Girls) foot it even to admi- 
ration. M) mallo:iian dances I may properly call them, feeing the Bells, Brafs Armolcts, 
Silver Fcti CIS, Timbrels, Cymbals, and the like forcvivc^^cc/?/*^.- in this kind of dance 
being lb clal)oratc, that each limb feems to emulate, yea, to contend which can'exprefs 
the moll motion ^ their hands, eyes, and bums gefticulating fcvcrally and after each other, 
fwimming round, and now and then conforming thcmfelvcs to a Doric llillncfs*, theGany- 
mcJ. with incanting voices and diJiorted bodies fympathizing, andpocfic, mirth, and 
w in: railing the fport commonly to admiration. But were this^all, ’twcrc cxcufablc ; 
fo; though Pcrlbns of C^ality here have their fevernl Seraglio’s, "thefe dancers Icldome 
yo wirliour their wages : and in a higher degree of balencls, thcPxdcrafts afFed thole 
j^aintcd antique-robed Youths or Catamites (complcating the Roman Proverb, Perficos odi 
Futr , . a \iic Ib dctcllable, fo damnable, fo iiiinatural as forces Hell to Ihcw 

its iiglinds belbjc itsfcalbn. HcarS Ckryfojicm: CogitMOf qum grave Hind fit peccatumy 
ut quo i /pf.im Gt I cr?.\:nj cti,im ante tempiu apparere coegerat.

The Art of p.iinting the laic iias been a mode more ancient than commendable, and 
futlii Riitly bicmill.cd h) jciibd, as lately mentioned. Xenophon by an example he gives, 
makes it appear that Me n li kew i!e ulld it : for, in the difcnption of Jflyagcs the Median 
King, he ulls Us, I'iiai his Face was languincd with Vermilion, his Lyes llruck with a 
fem‘iiic';c ol Azure, and hisNcck adorned with a Carcanct or Ropcof Pearl, and fome- 
iinies with a ( hain of Gold, in ufe then amongll fucli as were Favourites or Princes of 
tl’.e Flood. An Ornament more ancient than Afiyages amongft other Nations i for lha- 
r.ioh \vh:n he ]M omotcd jofeph to be fccond in tlic^Ringdom of ^yEgyptf amongft other 
tlic regal ariiie v\as pur about his Neck a Chain of Golci, 6'f«. 41.42. Daniel nc Babylon 
had the like by order oi' Be/jhazzary Dan. 5 .29. Zorobabelhy Darinsy Efdr. 3.6. and by like 
Older of tiic S)-mnKwg Alexander y therewasfent unto Jonathan thcHigli Prieft aCliain 
of Gold, as the cultomc was to fuch as were of the Kings blood, i Afacebab* jo. iS'. 

riyiia continues the ancient cuftome of cmafculating youths^ prattifed to preferve 
ili> s.Nccllcik) of their voice, but principally for guarding the Seraglio’s of great Pcrlbns : 
\Miich, though it llitricieiiily elkminatc them, yet feme Eunuchs have neither wanted 
courage nor reputation, Iccingthat both in Barbary and other xMahomeiaii Countreys 
out of them they have elected Generals for the field ; But in the execution of their ordi- 
iiar\ tiult about Women find them millhicvous enough ; for, being armed with Sword 
and Target, Bow and Arrows, tiicycxprefs their jcaloulic too oft to the prejudice of ig- 
norant and cai clefs Travellers. They arc of mole ancient ftan’ding, for we read ofthem 
in Sc-iiprurc in oldeft times, cljxcially in this Dnpire. So that Donatos in Terence and 
Petronm Arbiter fparc not to aver, That Perfiia made thelirft Eunuc hs. By whicii word 
is lomctime uiiderlloodCliamberlains, or thole great OllRcrs whole ncareft attendance 
v,as upon the King : but thofe otlier that w’ait ujion the Harams have thv.ir Teftii Ics cut 
oft, which lb cnei rates Nature, or at icaft the cxcrcifc, that they are utterly dilahlcd as 
to proc uatiem. AikI yet it is the opinion of lomc, Tliat when the Tefticlcs arc forced 
' away, theu is fuelia reiiiainder of Seed lloied up in the Glandules orGcncration which 
befpermnticjiie, iharn is jjoilible lor Eunuchs to gcncntc. Notwithftaiiding which, un- 
til a jealous Tuik oblci ved a Gelding to cover a Mare, tlie extreme now ulld was net 
piT.tf tiled.

Men, and fomeiilnes Women, confoi m to it \ the 
Men for Paiadile, the W omen lor honours lake, oe Bcn-fiidi~Ally Fables wliolb para- 
phrnlls: fiom nine to lllicen the Females fliay; and in Cairo iiiid the adjacent pails, at 
i.'iis day it is frequently practifed : 1101 is ihisafctenniiltonic, ioTStrabohb. !<■>. inthat 
t uly makes this phylical obllrvniion, idaemadmodHm virtpmputwm habenty mnlieres habent 
rtiarn qnandam glandidofam carncm quam Nympham vacant, non ineptam acctpiendo charaileri 
CiKitnuifiunr. ‘ The Males at Jzmael\ age (whom they imagine was Abraham\ belt be- 
loved) arcti jomed it i e’rc twelve hoping he may be able to Ipcakhisprofeflion. How- 
l)cit, the Aiabs praclifed it before MaljumeFs time^ yea, fome think he himfclf was 
not cifcium dedi nor tliai he impofed, but fuffered it only to plea(e tlie „irahians. 



Their Circtmcifion* 

A fee is to be paid amid the ceremony, for want of which, the pooreft Ibrt arc feldome 
cut. The ceremony is more or lefs according to the difference of their degree, adted 
either at home or in the Mefehits : If fon to a Mirza, Chawn, Sultan, or Chelaby, it has 
more pomp s for, his kindr^ and friends in their belt equipage alfcmblc at the parent** 
houfc, as a fymbol of their joy, prefenting him with gifts of liindry prices *, and after 
fmall itay, mount the Boy upon a trapt Courfer, richly veiled, holding in his right hand 
a fwordjln his left his bridle *. a Have goes on either fide, one holding a Lance, the other a 
Flambeaux *, neither of which are without their Allegories. Mulick is not wanting, for 
it goes firft, the Father next, and according as they are in bloud the reft, others follow 
promifeuoufly : the Hodgcc attending at the entrance into the Molque, helps him to 
alight, and hallows him. To work they ftraightway go : one holds his knee, a fetond 
dilrobes, a third holdsbis hands, and others by fomc trivial conceit ftriveto win his 
thoughts to extenuate his enfuing torment. The Prieft (having muttered his oriibns) 
dilates the prxpucc, in a trice with his Silver Sciflers circumcifcs him, and then applies 
a healing Powder of Salt, Date-Hones and Coton-wool, the Handers by to joy his in- • 
itiation into Mahometry throwing down their Mrniera Natalitia lalutc him by the name 
of MnfHlman. But if the ceremony be at home, they then provide a Banquet : before 
which, the Boy enters well attended, uncloathcd Ixiforc them all and circumcifcd ^ and 
in commemoration of fiich a benefit (imitating therein j4hraham\v[m\ ffaae was wean- 
ed) continue a FcaH for three dayes together : at the end whereof, the Child is led about 
in Hate, bath'd and purg’d, a Turbantofwhite Silk put upon his Head, and all the way 
as he returns, fa luted with acclamations. 

But fuch as turn ApoHates tp fwill in luxury the more,. or to rolx: themfelvca with 
fome title or advancement, (forgetting that for abaft andmomentany applauft or plea- 
lure they difrobc their Soul ofcverlaHing happinefs, fuch as run parallel with the lines 
of Eternity) are brought before the Gaddi, who uponthisfignification leads him into the 
Mofque and without much ceremony, onely by cutting the lore-skin, are thereby Believ- 
ers. Which done, thoft Devils incarnate to witnefs their new perfwafion, or rather to 
aggravate and indeed accelerate their damnation, Ipurn with their accurfed Feet the 
Crofs, the hieroglyphic of our lalvation : which in the primitive and purcH Age was 
of that honour amongH Chi iHians as not onely they tiled it in Baptilm but upon tiieir fore- 
heads to defpight the Jews and Heathens, and to glory in that fame thing the more which 
the Enemies of ChriH upbraided the ChriHian wiih as a calumny. Superftition I deleft \ 
but tliat it Ihould become a dcrifion, is mifcrablc and to be pitied. To return. 

The Renegado in token of defiance Ipits thrice at it, having this mil-belief, ThatChrift 
never fuffered, and then exults in the ufual Battologic, Lay hty la Utah, HyL 

lulUy Allouyhyoyhyry Mahomed reful-AUonyh : God is fir ft, praifc him,andne.\t him, Maho- 
hornet. Alter which imprecation the wretch holds up one Finger, thereby renouncing a 
Trinity : three MuHulmcn then dart three Haves three times towards Heaven, and e’re 
any touch ground his new name is impofed. Which done, he is led Ilowly upon an Afs, 
his emblem, about the City that every one may note him for a Denizon and Profelyte to 
Mahomet. But (praifedbe God) 1 have not heard of any European ChriHian, who in 
this Coimtrey of late times hath denied his Faith, which is caufe of rejoicing. 

Their Weddings have not much variety. Firft, obferve that Polygamy is tolerable *, 
for Mahomet to cxcufe his own infirmity (but borrowing it from iht Romans) honours 
fuch moll as have feveral Wives and beget moft Children : wherein they agree with 5 m- 
li^oTy That the pleafurc of Generation is a lixth fenfe : but their common excufc is, To fur- 
mlhtheEmiJcrourwirhSouldiers for defence, Paradife with Saints *, and to refound the 
meritorious praifesof their Mahomet: the Derviflean order of begging Friar excepted, 
whoffomatrani'cendant conceit of their own purity forbear Matrimony, but fuppofe 
Natures blackeft villany no fin, producing MAtomet for then prototype, who both by 
precept and example defended it. 1 have peradventure tied your chafte ears too long 
to (b impure a fubjccT. Such therefore asdare wed provide a fum of money and buy her 
good will, her Parents being no further charged than to bath and purifie her. They chuft 
their Wives more from report of others than particular acquaintance, the friends of ei- 
ther party commonly recommending and coiiciuding. The day being come, the Bride is 
veiled with a lawn and bravely mounted, a troop of friends accompany her to Church, 
in the mid-wav Ihc is met with an equal number of friends, all together aggrandize the ce- 
remony. Entring the Molque, the Mulay takes the proteH of their good liking, ftic 
demands three things (fuch as the Jewilft Wcxnen didofold) bed-right, food, and 
cloatliing : Their Fathers having detlarcdthemfelves content , the Prieft circles them 
witlia cord, conjoins their hands, takes a reciprocal oath, and calls A&fcpwf to wit-

lids. After wliuh. the ( .addi enrolls their names, the hour, day, month, and year of 
NiipiiaU and \\ith an huge dilmifles them. The firll day vapours away in Tabaco, 
Fcalls and other jovialty, Men and Women bein^ fevered: at night, the Bride en- 
ters a Stove, where Ihe is walhed and perfumed, that her degree may die better appear 
,ind lici I’cilbii be the better accepted of. Next night they bathe togetlicr, and feven 
|jla)e^ after : during which, the tcafting holds in foinc meafurc, according to the old 
cuilonic of fcftm ad Convivimi y in which time if he difeover her to be no Virgin flic 

leturtKd to her Parents with difhonour *, other wife kept till Death make the divorce. 
Tlie Alcoran agreeable to the ancient pradicc of thofe Eaftern Countries allows ince- 
Piious marriages, pretending that thereby love is better contracted and conferved. 
In calc the Man be weary, or that Ihe be barren, he acquaints tbe Mulay therewith, who 
^ jew-like) gives a bill 6l Divorce upon his allowing her a Dowry : after which, if he 
riqiiiie her again and Ihe agree, thc^ arc Iccondly married ^ yea, five, iix, feven times 
rc'jeding and rctiii niiig, as hate or love Itimulatc: by that diforder, love vaniftiine 
jcaloulic- l)uckliiig, i age advanc ing, clamours roaiing? and by which confulion many 
ti me s the Fatlici s neither know their own Children, nor they their Parents. They mar- 
rv nonc'Ol another Religion, but ufcfuc has Slaves, or Concubines*, refrain them is their 
nii.alc’>; Foiii Waives the Law tolerates, Concubines arc nnlimiicd *, never wed com- 
mon prollituies*, give fuck two years*, and permit not Widows to marry again, till an 
liiiiiclred and l\wcn^ daye§ be expired. 

Tiicir Burials revive feme ceremonies that of old were tiled amongfl the Jews and Gen 
iihs: at his farcwel to the World the next of Kin i.loljiilK Eyes, as did Joftph in the 
4f). oi O'enefiS j and Telemachsu \x\Ovtdy llle meos ovules conipr/mafy illetHos. The noblei 
fort ot People had th<.ir Sepulchres in the fides of Mountains or Hills about PerfepolU 
Howbeit, lomc tiled to embalm, the Brains being exhaufted by a Silver Engine, th< 
Bellv (16 100:1 as dillcctcd and the Bowels extraded) clcanlecl with Wine, farced witl 
Callia, Mynhc and other Spices, was then doled and buried in extraordinary deep Pit 
or \ aulis i or in jilaces boicd iu the lidcs of Mountains. But the poorer Ibrt iifcd oneJ’ 
Bitii.nui, or cif. the juice of Cedars, which relllts putiefaclion. Howbeit themofl ufua 
\ya\ o; Imriai isthis ; Fiiit, the;, walh the Corps w'itlu lean Water, (as we find pradi

Otlicrstiius- In the firll place go thofe of his Blood:, next tliem his Varlcts naked t 
the ivalle, the reft introo/-es-, who to evprcTs their /cal burn or fcratch their Aim 
and Brenjls,:incl cur and print circles in their Flefli,(a mode borrowed fioni the 7 fvrJ,prc 
hfijitcd by Levir. ly. 2S. and in 14. 1.; io that the blood oft trickles dow 
iu many j'lacc-*: next them arc ranked youths whofe Ihouldeis bear fonie Texts out c 
the Ahoiaii, iniMiig withihc*m Eulogies of die del’uiid, which they ingeminate. Ncj 
theft follow niaiw Pei Ions of bell rank, each putting his hand to the cord that draws th 
Hcarfe ; and on every fide throng the multitude, fomc blaring in their hands l.avvrcl c 
Cyprcls, others (iai lands ol Flowers, Fruits, and wiiat bell befits the fcafbn: fomc 1 cm 
naked Horfe-men play along, and oft-times, to demonll i ate tlieir love, rp.arc not to woun 
their carcafll's. In the lall jilacc go the Prajicttj or V\ omen hired to weep and howl, wh 
tear their falft hair, probably fmcll to Onions (lu»c ilU I^hryma) and life fiuh impc 
fturcs as did the antique JKomar/s noad in Ltvyy who made it an Art to mourn y and by the 
counterfeit tears and Ihricks to ptovoke others to paflion and like lamentation. The 
we find mentioned in Jerem. y.

In whicii decorum they march flowly and with a commendable filencc, but at his Dorrni- 
tory ululate Lala-HilluUay i. e. Let us praife God. There they firft: iincloath and then 
cleanfe the Carcafs, for his fins thereby as they lay vaniJfh : then they anoint him with 
Unguents, and fo wrapt in fine linnen bury him, placing his head towards Meccha, his 
face towards Heaven, ( the rather noted, in that the other Sex are buried with their faces 
downwards, ;and his arms fpreadjas prepared to embrace his Prophet Mahomet. Upon the 
Grave they lix two Itoncs, at his head and feet, which in jirahick^ charadters engraved 
and coloured, note his Name, Quality and time of Burial. There they leave him, 
but give not over twice every day to fing his Requiem^ befecching MaJhomet to fuccour 
him againll his bad Angels ; of whom,, as part of thcii Creed, they nourilh this 
Opinion : 

So loon as any is buried, forthwith yif«<r»^4rand4i/wrf^«4» two ugly Devils 

allail him \ the one armed with an iron club, the other witli a hook of Haming brafs : in 
which frightful pollure they view the Carcafs, and in an imperious or rather infolent 
manner command him to lift up his head, to fall proftrate upon his knees, and beg his 
Soul, which it is liippofed was till then departed : The dead Body re-cntertaiiishisSouI, 
and together give an account of their palled Life : Now upon confeillon if it appear 
that his Life was good, the Devils as Spirits flee away, and give way to two good An- 
gels (apparell’d in white filk) to comfort him i to the day of doom not budging from 
him, nor feeming unwilling to proted him. But in calc his Life upon examination or 
confellion appear bad, then the black-fac’d Caco-dsmon with the iron club hits him lb 
pat on the head as thumps him ten yards deep into the ground ^ where he fleeps not long, 
for immediately the other Ipitcful Hel-hound with the flaming hook pulls him up again : 
in that horrid lort tormenting him till Mahomet calls a Parliament and gives deliverance. 
In one place of his Alcoran he promifes to fave them all *, but in another ( forgetting his 
promife; appoints them to pafs over a narrow Bridge (he calls it the Bridge of Judge- 
ment ) each Man carrying his lins in a bag behind him i but in palfing over, with iuch as 
have heavy loads the Bridge breaks, and they fall into Hell', iuch as have Ids weight, 
into Purgatory, C'C 

In former times iliey ufed to burn the Bodies, as did the Romans and moil Ethniques. 
The Carcafs was folded in linnen called Linum /’'wwwmade of the Hone Asbeftosy which 
w'as botli I'pun and woven into linnen j and l)eing put into the fire would not confume, but 
preferved the allies fiom mixture with other things, and lb was committed to the Sepul- 
chre. Tliis precious fort of iiicombullible-linneii at the firft was fold at a high rate,but after- 
wards bee aine more common: for fuch time as SylU belicged Athensy it was oblcrvcd 
that whai was anointed with that oyl became free from burning. Pliny allb reports That 
he liuv Napkins frequently ufed, which when dirty or foul, were cleanled by fire and not 
by Watei . A rare kind of walking ! Of this allb were confected the famous everlaft- 
ing Lamps and Tapers. The ftone is called Asbejhny ». e. Uncxtinguifliable ; bur the 
linnen 01 ftiitt' Amuntbns: fomeof which Lamps have i as Hiftorians fay ) burnt 1500 
Years, clofed in glalies and placed in Caves and old Sepulchres: the aliment being this 
Asbefton mixL with Napbthay or other like bituminous matter or fubftance. 

Concerning the Fuiiuturc of their Houles, call him to mind who by tlic foot of Alci- 
des found out his other dimeiilioii : A Pan, a Platter and a Carpet is the Epitome. Their 
diet is loon dreft, readily eaten, and a; quickly digefted as dcfci ibed. Their Table is 
iifually the Ground, 'covered with Ibmc Height fort of Carpet, over which they 
fpread a pintado cloth, and lit crofs'lcgg’d as Taylors: But this manner of titting was 
not fo anioiigft^thc of old, nor fo with other Nations, as appears o'en. 43. S 3 - 

where kis laid. That fofeph lat at Table with his Bretlii en ; Pri ft i frdt bant ad menfam^ 

vve find in Ilomtr. Howbeit, in aftcr-tiiii.'s the Oriental Nations non fdemes fed jacentesin 
leUul , molitas canabanty allb praiftiled amongft the / cm-j in the time ol the firft Cafars. 
Afore each Man they lay five or fix thin cakes of wheat, or pan cakes, for other Bread 
they make none : this, ibmc tear afunder when they cat it, with their ten fingers, rc- 
prefenting (forfootli ) as fonie imagine the Ten Comm;mdmciits,andcarpi''fty fcattering 

many 
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many wooden fpoons, their handles being above half a yard Ion§, and thefpoon it fclf 
fo large as my mouth could feldom mafter. They have a meat rciembling the old Max,a, 
which was meal mixed with Water and oyl, with gobbets of flclh. They have withal 
little pafiies of haflit meats, not unlike the T lorkl Samboufes. They feldom go beyond 
Pclo i but in that difh exprefs they think a witty invention, fetting before youfometimes 
forty di flics called by forty names, as Pclo, Chelo, Kifhmy-pelo,Chcrry-pdo, c^c. albeit 
indeed it differ but in the cookery ; all are of rice, mutton and hens boiled together *, 
Ibmc having butter, fomenone*, Ibmc having fruit, Ibmc nonci fome having turmerack 
ai^d rafFton,othcr-fomc none*, fome onions and garlick,fome none-, fome having almonds 
and raiiins, ibme none: and Co ad infinitum : making us alfo believe they make gallant 
( hear and great variety, though the ingredients be one, differing oncly in colour 5 fome 
coming to the Table as black as coal, ferae as white as curd *, others ( that you may know 
their Cooks are witty ) be yellow, green, blew, red, or in fuch a colour as they fancy. 
Wot you ( forfooth ) why R ice is fo generally eaten, and fo valuable ? Not that it exceeds 
Wheat or other grain in goodnefs, fincncfs, roundnefs or the like, ( though 1 cannot 
deny but it is a folid grain, and in boiling fwells Co much, that a pint unboii’d will in- 
creafe ro near four pints in boiling ;) albeit fome and thofe not the Icaft learned think that 
MafjKa which the Jfraelitet had given them for Bread in the Wildcrnefs of Ar^ia ( being 
a I'mnll round thing ) was this grain ; fo fuppolcd lK)th from its fhape and excellency *, 
but from a Tradition delivered by their grand Annalifl: Jacob ben-Siet-Allyy it is affirmed 
That on a time Mahomet being in prayer was convey’d into Paradife, where earneftly 
beholding its varieties, at length he caft his eyes upon a glorious Throne, and fearing he 
fiiould be punifht for his prefumption, blufht for fhamc and fwcat for fear ; but loth to 
have it difeovered, wipes from off his brow the fwcat with his firft finger and threw it 
out oi' Paradife : It was not loft it feems by the ftory *, for forthwith dividing it fclf into 
fix drops, the firft was metamorphofed into a fragrant Rofe, ( and thence it is Role- 
water is lb much ufed, and in honour of the Rofe an annual Feaft yet folemnizcd : ) the 
iccond was converted into a grain of Rice, ( a holy grain : ) the other four became four 
Doctors, Acmetf Hornet^ Mtlec-zjed and who allifted Mahomet to publifli if not 

to compofc his Alcoran. And forafmuch as Rice is the onely eftimable grain and com- 
mon ingredient at tlic ufual Entertainments in all Mahometan Dominions, give me leave 
to inlarge a little upon the Defeription. 

is for the moft part fown about the time of the Ver- 
nal Equinox, ufually in watcrilb grounds s in four'months or 
lefs being ripe for gathering. Sometimes they fet it grain by 
grain, not two inches deep in the Earth, which they clofe ; 
and in Harveft time gather car by ear. The flower it bears is 
purple, the leaves be long and flender like fedge or dogs- 
grals i the car it puts forth is not like that of Corn, but 
hath a thin ftraw 2 yards long, full of joynts ■, the top oncly 
fwelling, in which arc many round knobs which contain fc- 
vcral grains of Rice^ and every knob hath a long beard like 
to our Barley : So foon as the firft-lbwn Kice appears they 
plant again, and after that the like, the Iced being under Wa- 
ter fome few dayes*, fo as all the Year long ( in fome parts) 
they have Rice in the leaf, flower and cars, which puts the Huf- 
bandman to a delightful though painful labour. And tlicy 
have fallads, acharrs, and hard eggs, which ufually arc vari- 
oufly coloured *, hard, that their ftomaebs might not be delu- 
ded in too quick a digeftion. Their Mutton is fwcet, but fat 
principally in the tail, the weight commonly twenty pounds; in TurcomaniaChvj weigh 
fixt> pounds -, LeoAfric. it Cairo fawonc whofe tail Cfupportcd by a little Cart with 
wheels) weighed 80 XKiunds, and fayes he heard of another weighing 100 pounds, and 
may well ballancc the reft of the carcals. Camel, Goat and Pheafant the Countrey yields, 
and the Law allows the eating; but not of Beef, Veal, Swines flclh, Hares and Buffols, 
which arc prohibited. Camels flelh tlicy fell in the Buy.zars 1 oafted upon fcucts, or cut 
in mammocks and carbonado’d ; three or four fpits are fold for two pence. Bad Pa- 
ftry-mcn they arc *, for I have fecn them put a Lamb whole into an oven, and take it out as 
black as a coal *, they fay ( I dare not Iccond it ) it taftes the better : it may be fo to them, 
but I thought otherwife. 

The floor are not fb voluptuous: they content themfclvcs with dry Rice, herbs, roots, 
fruit, lentils, and a meat refembling Thlummery : well fatisfied with that flender 
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diet*, and calling to mind the Proverb, He that will eat much mufl eat little, finos the be- 
nefit of a moderate diet ; For it diminifhes crudities already bred, reduces the InijiiC. ji s 
of the Body to a wholefomc order of nature,allays fumes, yea cures moit infirmities which 
* are commonly bred by fuU meals and other intemperance. Nature in no wile dcligl rinr 
in excefs or delicates : a fimple diet and temperate Life arc Nature’s helb Pb^liciai.s. 
Yea, 1 have feen them allb eat locults, the Serpents enemy as well as their s-, in fp,.cic 
relcmbi^ng graflioppers. Dates alio prelcrved in firrup mixed with butte-rmilk 
is precious food. But to memorize their Cheefe and Butter will either mike your mouths 
water or turn *, In good earnelt, the worll any ever tafted of, botii tiiat it wants AVt 
and material ; for ’tis dry, blew and hard^ ill to the eye, bad to the taltc, and worlc for 
digeftion: the worll is towards the GLiIph,thc bell in Mozxndram, but neither os' them 
praife-worthy. Their butter ufually comes from the Gufpans tails, wliith laves them 
churning; howbeit, fomc boil the cream in a raw skin, fo as it is commonly very lluttilh, 
fill! of hairs and iinlhlted : This fort will keep frclh ( fwcet 1 do not lay ; lix mouths -, but 
when wc d?ew our knives thorow it, a thoufand Huts hairs came along with it : the y nc- 
vcrthelcfs commend it. 

Their liquour is fometimes fair Water, Sugar, Rofe-water, and juice of Lemmons 
and Sugar confeded with Citrons, Violets or ojJier fwcet llow^rs-, and for the 
mort delicacy, Ibmctimes a mixture of Amber-, this wc call Sherbet. Wine tlicy allb 
-drink, having (as they pretend) a peculiar priviledge from and liom the indul- 
gence Siet Cunet in his Commentary afforded them, whxh the Turks arc not worthy 
of ; heartily laughing at the rcalbn the Turki for their abllinencc. The Turks indeed 
forbear Wine, upon a Tradition that two Angels Arot and Marot by Name being lent 
down to inllruifl the Turks in Morality , and amongll other things to forbear di inking of 
Wine, it Icems fell under that temptation*, for they themfelvcs having drunk above 
mcafurc, became enamoured of a beautiful Virgin, and follicited her to wantonnefs; but 
the Damfcl underllanding whence they came, dilfcmbled her confent upon condition they 
would teach her the ElfiUa that would carry her to Heaven *, which they no looner did, 
but (he immediately alccndcd and informed againll the Angels, who were thereupon ex- 
cluded Heaven i but the Virgin was metamorpholcd into the Morning-liar, or Lucifer* 
But this Fable of the two lapll Angels, was probably borrow’d from that HiHory of the 
Angels mixing with beautiful Women before the Flood *, mif-underllanding that narra- 
tive of Mofrs Gen. rt. 2 . That the Sons of God feeing the Daughters of Men were fair, 
th^ married them : 1 . 1, c. 1 5 . & Eujeb. prap.^vanj^. /. 5 . c. 4 . Thofe Sons of God 

being no Angels but the pollerity of Seth that took Wives of the Progeny of Cain, which 
hallciied the Deluge. However, it is from this Tradition that Wine is abhorred by moll 
Mahometans. The e>£^ftian Kings of old did the like, faith Plutarch, till Pj'ummiticm 
his reign : nor held they it fit to be ufed in Sacrifices, from a Tradition it was the Giants 
blood that warred againll the gods *, its property being Hill the lame, to make thole heady 
and outragious that drink it exceflively. Wine is abhorred and refrained. and Aqua- 

vita they alfo driiik,and Tabaco liickt through water ( that it inebriate not by long canes 
ifliiiiig from a round Vdlel : and above the reft affedl Coho or Co fee-, a drink black as foot, 
thick and llrong Rented, dillraincd from Bunchi, Bunnii, or Bay-berries beat into a 
powder and boiled in Water wholefome, but not toothfomc, they lay but if lipt hot, 
comforts the brain, expels melancholy and lleep, purges choler, allcviatcsthe Spirits, 
and begets an excellent concoftion yea, however ingratc or inlapory it Icems at 
firll, it becomes grate and delicious enough by cullom. But not regarded for tliofc good 
properties lb much, as from a Romance that it w*as invented and brew’d by Gabriel to 
rellorc Mahomets decay’d moillure^ who never drunk it, but made it a matter of nothing 
to unhor Ic foi*^ Men and in Tenus Camp with ntorc than an Herculeast fortitude, amongll 
Women to clledl wonders. Sure ’tis more ancient than Mahomet : For Rory fayes, The 
Laceetemonuns were Jlronger than their Neighbour Greeks by Ihunnlng excefs, and keep- 
ing to their black broths which when Dionyfius would have drunk, the Cook told him he 
mull alfo life cx^Tcife. 

Opiim ( the juice of Poppic ) is of great ufc there alfo ; good, if taken moderately : 
bad, nav mortal, if beyoncl meafurc : but by prafticc, they make that familiar, which 
would kill ns *, fo that their medkinc is our poylbn. They i-haw it much : for it helps 
catarrhs, covvardUc, and the epilcplieii ftrcngthciis (as they fay) Tenus’. and which 
is admirable, fomc ep aordinary Foot-polls they have who by continual chawing this^ 
with fome othei confection, arc enabled to run day and night without intcrmilTion, lecm- 
ing to be in a conllant dream or giddiixrfs, feeing, but not knowing whom they meet 
though well acquainted, and mifs not their intended places *, by a ftrange efficacy expul- 

fing 
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f»ng fhc tedious thoughts of travel, and rarely for fomc dayes deceiving the body of its 
feaibnable roll aiid lodging. Opium, Coffee, the root of Bctclc, tears of Poppy, and 
Tabaeo, condenfe die Ipirits and make them ftrong and alegrc ; which both make the 
Pe^lahs believe tlicy expel fear, and enable them to run continually. In jimerica their 
difpatv lies by loot-men differ not from our way of portage by horfes from ftage tortage j 
for in PoH, the Indian Inguas or Kings fetlcd their ftage 8 miles aliindcr, lb as a foot- 
man conveying letters from one ftage to another without intermiffion, in 2% hours 
would run 50 leagues or of our miles one hundred and tifty, Lfpfttts 59. Epifi. 3. Cent, 
Aficl how llrange fbever this report of the Foot-pofts abilinence may Iccm, yet this out 
0\' Mtz^ldw cent, 2. 5 5< agrees witil it *, Avicenna refirt qttendam pere^e profe^wrHmi libram 
uK'am olei violacei cum adipe mixti bibijfcf & ine^am abfyne tdla fame deiem dierum fujlirmijfe, 
Olymptodorm of Alexandria allb writes That in his time a certain man lived without fleep, 
liav ing nothing clfe to fuftain nature favc.thc air and light of the Sun. And Bclidcs the 
Ibporifcrous pellets which the Foot-man chawed, ptdibm timer addidit alas. But however 
myrtcrioiisdt be, I ixrfwade not every man to imitate VeUeim the Epicure, tvho feared 
nothing lb much, as to doubt of any thing. Now this relation of their Ihoutars or zan- 
tells, i. e. foot-ports peradventure may gain credit but with few, give me leave therefore 
to offer fome Examples of the like kind, Diedorw Sic. 1 . ly. In rebus Enmenis ait , Cum Hfg 
wihtcs arma expediret , tjuofdsnn Perjurum ^ui triynta dierum (patio abejfent , iUo eedc^ die 
co^novijfc , &c. The march of his army was in one day made known to lomc Perfians 
who were then 30 dayes travel thence. Intelligence probably given by lignes made by 
men purpofely placed upon the topsofiQountains (as our Beacons be) or by voyccs 
tranfniitted from place to place, and where convcniency was by trunks or hollow places 
in walls, as was ufual with the Romans in Britain and other Provinces. Terps ■ laith the 
Hirtorian ) plera^ue montana eP & valltbus interrupta in monttbm , eppertunls lects funt JpecuUy 
in quibiss conppunt homines maxime vecaUsy {curfores Angarij in lib. Her odoti ) Jptculx au- 
tem ita divija, quantum vox sd? una ad alteram venire & e.vctpt petep. Re igitur nuncianday nmss 
exclamat proximo , tile Ateri , cr pc slemepj per omnts Satrapias ^ extrema Re^ni. Numero 
vere triginta dierum , Q^c. 
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But more agreeing with thefe Perlian foot-men arcthcPwViJw'amougft the Turks'. -Tur- 
earum Peiehi in comitatu Principis & dmeem-fores, cum opus ejfet^ hue iUuc mitt urn ur, t^ta velo- 
eitute currentes , cum fecuriculu in manu & fhiaU a^uu odorataf ut adfirment cos d iyz.amio 
ud Mrianopolim unn die & noEie pervenire, quod intervallum eft circiter centum & ftcxagiritu 
nUBiaria Ronuma, Foot-men attending the Army and imployed to and fro, as occalioii 
requires, who are fo exceeding fwift, as holding a fmall hatchet in one hand and a bottle 
of fwqpt water (for refrcftiment) in the other, they will in a day and a night run 
from Conftantinople to Jdrianople being 160. Italian {or Englijh) miles aliinder. 
Corpus fuccingunt ne doleant in ckt/k , they gird thcmfelves well 4 ilt they fail in their 
courfe. Nor is it impertinent to add what Suidas records of a 3 ew that was lingular m 
this kind. Pofteriori avo fub Leo. Imp. Conftam. narrant quendam Judaicum, qui in eimdi con- 
ftreStus fuhito evanefeebat^ fulguris inftar ^ nee currents magis^quam voUmi ftmilis \ certc quod iter 
homo mutatis equis uno die conftcere nonpoterat , hoc ipfefttis pedibus & fine molcjlia confiriebaty a 
a Jew fo fwift, as after his letting out, he was foon out of light, vanifliing like Light- 
ning, and Teeming rather to fly than go *, in one day running as it were with eke, 
furSier than any one can poft it away with change of horfes. Too much, 1 fear, iip'bn tli is 
fubjeft. 

The Perfians for the mofl: part eat in Porccllane or earth, not valuing Silver, (the King 
by fuch attrajfting it to his own Table :) they have another rcafon, but ridiculous, That 
Mahomet at his defeent into Hell feeing the Devils at dinner jobferved that they were fer- 
ved in filvcr. In feeding they ufe no knives, or imploy one -finger or two, three or four 
being enjoin’d them from Tradition. Nor do they cut their Bread, but break or rend it : 
equally fi^itious *, for Ozman in his Parody allures them the Devil {Shitan they call him) 
doth cut what he eats i which makes it no fable, feeing he rats not. And for the mode 
of breakirfg Bread, Oxjnan borrowed it from the Jews who had that cuitomc ; pfadtilcd 
likewife by the Gentiles, as we find in Xenopon in his defeription of the Perfians : Never- 
thelefs, ignorance makes them attribute all to Miracles. 

At meals they are the merriclt Men alive: no jKoplc in the World have better llo- 
machs, drink more freely, or more affedt voracity, yet are harmlcfly merry : a mix- 
ture of meat and mirth excellently becoming them : For here, 

iliucaniti arte canity qui bibity arte bibat. 

Jovial in a high degree*, cfpccially when the Curteians are in company *, the Men ac- 
count that for good manners which we thought barbarous *, when in complement, or ra- 
ther fquallid wantonnefs, they would overcharge their mouths with Pelo, and by an at- 
fefted laughter exonerate their chaps, throwing the overplus into the dilh again *, and 
. as a fymbol of good will (lir-rcverence) offer others to cat what they had chewed for- 
merly. To end, having foak’d their huffinces or water-bags, wine-bottles are then ufu- 
ally emptied : at that excrcifc they fit long and drink Ibundly, condemning that precept 
in the Alcoran as an idle toy, invented by Ofman, That it is Giants blood, the blood of 
thofe Giants the Creeks call Theo-ntachiy or the Devils gall as forac have relcmblcd it al- 
beit the Turks forbear to drink it partly from that perfwafion. Neverthelels the Perfians 
in this arc commendable. That they never quarrel in their cups:^ nor compel they any to 
fit longer, or drink more, than he pleafes*. Perfa potahumur potatione lighimay nemine co^en^ 
tey Athenaw 1 . 4. a fobricty that held till the Creeks fubjedled them^ and then, ant hbat, 
aut abeat : Yet by that which Xeno^n relates, who was in Perfia 120 years before 
Mtdery it appears that the Perfians in his time had left off that vertue of tc’m]>eiaiicc 
in drinking. P'etus lex erat ne amphora ad convivia importarentury 6tc. Nunc wro uintum 
bibunty ut non importent, fed ut ipfi importarentury Xenoph. Nor drink they Healths, or one 
unto another *, a civil cuftome, but too much abufedamongft Chriftians j Minos y a Hea- 
then, ftriftly forbad it the Cretans, as Plato rehearfes in his Dialogues : But compared 
with thofe of old, are without refcmblancc*, thefe being homely, thofe full of excels. 
Dion and Oefius give feme inftances ; as that in old times the Perfian Monarchs made 
many Feafts, and many times invited no lefsthan fifteen thoufand Men ; Rtx Perfvum 
cum 15000 V'irorum coenat, faith Athenaus 1.4. r. 10. *, in every entertainment expending 
four hundred Talents, which amounts in our Money to two hilndred and forty thoufand 
Qrowns*, and at private Feafts where forty or fifty were entertained, as Ephipius Olyn- 
thhte reports, a Supper ftood in a hundred Mynaes of Gold, each Myna, or Dyiia, in out 
Money valuing fix and twenty Ihillings aifd eight pence. A large allowance in that juve- 
nility of Time, for we fiiy ptures opes nrSrcftmty &c. yet credible when the vaft Revenue 
the Perfian Empire extracted from many Ninons is confidered *, for, what accrued out of 
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thofe hundred twenty feven Provincesi wasnoclefi than forty thoufand and five hundred 
Attic Talents, in our account forty hundred thouland Crowns or thereabouts^ Out of 
India alfo they yearly received three hundred and thfcefcore Talents of Gold in duft. 
Nor is the Crown-revenue at this day much Icfs^ albeit his Territory be not half fo great : 
for TJjamas An. Dtm. 1560. received eight millions of Crowns, gathered from fifty 
Sultans who farmed his In-come*, befides annual prefents from great Officers, fome of 
wliich may beconfidered by the wealth of a late Neighbour of theirs> the Goveinour of 
iMhore *, who at his death bequeathed unto his Mailer three millions of coined Gold, a 
great quantity of t:|||ioo. Jewels of great price, and many Elephants, Camels, and 
Korfes of great value : it is well known, that Leventhihei feldome failed to fend him year- 
ly the value of twenty thouiand Crowns as a New-years-gift ^ twelve thoufand Horle the 
Cnrifyes 'twixt the two Seas alfb yearly prefented: and Ahhoi at this day from Silk and 
ocher duties receives yearly above nine millions, fourteen millions and two hundred and 
• eighty thoufimd Florins fome lay, three hundred fifty feven tfioufand Tomans in Perjtan 
Money, which incurs, is about eleven hundred and ninety thouiand pounds, Iterling. 

Now though the ground be for the molt part barren, yet, clpecially towards the 
North, the foil is rich*, andelfewhere, where Rivers or Springs make the improvement. 
And it hinders not that her Womb is uberous : for befides that plenty of marble, we 
could from her bofome oft-timesdilcover many minerals and Itonesof lultre, asjacynths^ 
Jafper, Chryfolite, Onyx, Turqnoile, Serpentine, andGranats*. Pexars and Pearls al- 
fo (than which no part of the whole World has better ) are no Icfs valuable. That* 
Mines of Gold in old times have here been found^P/fiiMriM in Stieho is proof in that particular

And Varpo by like allufion. 

Non demunt animis curm ac teligionet fht Pcrfian Mountains nor the Lydian ftatg 

Perrarum monies, non divith atria Croefi. Onrmmdtfrem tare or zjttd can feparate. 

But at this day of linaUeltcem, the Natives either wanting skill or will to difeover 
them. 

Coins at this day ufed, are the Abballec, in our Money fixteen pence *, Larrcc, ten 
pence Mamoodcc, eight pence *, ih^ee four pence ; Saddee, two pence ; Biftee, two 
pence*, double Cozbeg, a penny ^ tingle Cozbeg, a half-penny*, Fluces (like the Tnrks 
Afpars; ten to a Cozbeg : But the Gold Coins are Sultanies, equal to a Chequing 
Duracs, alike in name and value to the old Dariques, thirteen millings and four pence, • 
&c. butfewfecn: Ail but the Cozbegs and Fluces are of pure Silver, thefe are^Brafs, 
but currant all over his Monarchy. Now *tis to be obferved, That no Mahometan Prince 
f lamps his Coin with Images but Letters, purporting their Names or fome Text out of the 
Alcoran : howbeit,before the eightieth year of the Hcgyra, certain it is they commonly 
ufed Images and not Letters. 

1 have eifewhere deferibed their buildings : Their Beds are Cots of two foot height, or 
four low polls llrengthencd with girth-web*, aihag,QrYopangee,fprcadattop*, of dou- 
ble ufe, for it ferves as an Umbrella abroad, and at home for a Coverlet: in Summer, 
their Slaves attend about them: fome towaft and beget cool Air, others to icarc a way the 
Gnats and fuch like buzzing vermine, which during hot weather peller them excccdin^y. 

The Men account it afhame to urine landing ^ their reafbn is becauie Dogs ufe that 
poilure : they have flaves attendig with Ewers of Silver filled with Water, to cleanfe poL 
luiioui albeit not lb with all M^ometans mother Dominions: and to difference the 
Sex Heredom writes that in <AEj^pt,feanina fiantes viri [edentes mingehant. The better fort 
are fb oft on Horfeback, as they hate to fee Men walk % fuch they think dillcmpcred in 
mind^ a madder thing to fee them ride, though not half a flones-call. 

Their Horfes efpcciaUy for fcrvice, are of the Arabian breed, bodied like Jennets, 
fwifeer and of more courage : they curb their mettle with Iharp bits, a ring of Iron help- 
ing them : Their Bridles are long, and fometimes fludded with Gold \ of Gold oft-times 
are their pummelsandflirrups. Saddles ofthe better fort are ufually of Velvet*, highand 
clofe, like our great Saddle: the trees arecurioully painted. Thatform they borrow 
from the Tartar hard,fmall,and clofe \ fure,biic not eafie. Generally in good liking are 
their Horfes, albeit their fare be mean ; a little bag filled with barley and chqpt ilraw hung 
about their heads, is both livery and manger ; they ftridly tie them to a certain prqmrtion. 

Mules 


Mules are no lefs valuable than their Horfe*, of better fcrvice where the pallage is findy 
or mountainous. Menufe Hoffes, Women, Mules and Camels : every Camel ufbally is 
loaden with two Cajuaes, which holds two Women : the Cage is of Wood, covered widi 
Doath*, fo low, a$ fuffers them not to ftand upright : but lefs grievous, in that for the 
mdk part all forts fit, and endure not long ftanding. When any Haram travels, they 
dre guarded with Eunuchs armed wi^ bows and fwords, both for defence and ofience, as 
foimerlv jij[itted. their Alphabeiis writ in their proper Chara^r. 
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To which, if I add fomewhat of their Language, it may both (hew the affinity it has 
widithe Saxon, (whoafter their defeent ftomArdrat^ft planted in apart of BAStria^ 

and after in SamuuU, before their progrefs into the Cymbric Cherlbnele; from whom 
we borrow our Teutonic ^ and peradventure be of fome ufe to the future Traveller.

Now concerning their Religion, (if fneh 1 may term it, being as one fays rather a con- 
fufed hotch potch or mafs of lupcrifition) at this day it varies not from the Turks in any 
particle of the Alcoran v yet account they one the other Hcretkics, being no Icfs divi- 
ded in their profcfiion than\ve and thePapalins. A Schifm begun jlnm Domini 1400. by a 
Syct of ArdiTveili the better to advance the Sophian Title derived from Mertie Atfy who 
was both Kinfman and Son-in-law to their Prophet Mahomet : w'hich ABy^ albeit by thole 
Relations he had right to lit as Kalyph at Meccha after Mahomet,^ yet three others ftept 
up before him, who during their lives excluded him. Thcfe were and 

Oz-mofi ■, by the Turks venerably accounted of, but by the Perfians (as, appears by the 
Commination invented by Siet Cimet) deputed Hereticks : from whence arifes luch ha- 
tred betv>ixt thefc two mighty Monarchs, that to Pmoye^s good they divide, and pro- 
fecute each other as it were witli hatred irreconcilcablc. 

MA HO MET (Son oC Abdar a Pagan and Emma a Jew) was born at fatheb (or 
Itraripi Jezrab Poftellm calls it) in ArAHa^ the year from the Creation 4544. and 6f Chrift 
our blcllcd Lord and Saviour ^•j‘.\,jHftinian?x. that time governing the Empire, and 
Cozrhoes Father to Hornufda) the Perfian. 

His Parents were poor, therefore* as ah Apprentice with much patience he Icrvcd 
Zaytd-betullmah a rich Merchant*, who dying, left his Servant a conhdernblc Legacy: 
but by rcafon of thofe broils ’twixt and the RomanSf T raffick decayed, and molt 

men were compelled to dance after ijRf/foiw’s Mufick iffo as Mahomet amongft others cn- 
lilled himfelf and ferved under Heraclim^ and after that the not caring who 

was vanqiiilhed, fo he gained. Nor did he drre in his imagination; for by the great 
Ellarc left him by Ben-Hartah and acquired in the Wars, he had the credit to command 
fo many l\ir:ars and Arabinhs, as at length he adventured to fet up for himfelf i and had 
the hap firll to beat the C hriJlian Forces, loon after the Perftah, which got him more 
reputation ; inromuch as having acquainted his Army with the difeord at that time hap- 
ning in the RomMj State, for fo it was thTit Phocat having flain his Matter Mawrttim the 
Empcrour,and allowed Boniface the Title ofUniverfal biihopyfo much to thcdillatisfa(fli- 
ori of the Chriltians, that agreeable to the Character Crcgoiy ific Great gave John the 
Coiiiiantiiiopolitan Patriarch they called them Antichriftf and pot without fome Ihcw 
of reafbn, feeing that fixty lix good Biihops of Pome from Urnu (feven years after the 
Panion., to that Pope, more minded to feed Chrifts flock, thaj^'co ariogilte to them- 
Iclves Loidiliip over men-, and much Icfs an univcrlkl Supremacy;- conceived himfelf 
that He was ordained from the iK'ginnthg of the Creation, not only to eclipfe the pride 
of that Pope, but withr.U to inftru^ the vyorld in a better way than cither Mofes did 
the Jews, or Chrift the Chriftians , robft blafphcmouily withal giving out That he was 
the Comfortei; promifed and yet lays he came to give his Law by the Sword and not by 
Miracle and to adypnee the Arabian name and dignity above all other in the Univerlc. 
Til'. Jews alfo lccing*hisglorioHs rile, cryed him up for the Mclfiah, till they perceived 
him to eat Camels fldb, and then they abhorred him : but the illiterate Savages admire, 
and thou.'.'h fome thought meanly of him) mull j)art liopcd he could clFcft his proroi- 
fes, aud aaoidingly a^ic his pretendcdRevelations.

But c’rc he could finilh this new model by him called an Alcoran, or Laws more refem- 
bliiigOrdlnaacesof War than Inftrudtions to conquer Lull, as one has noted ^ the Per- 
fan iuddcnly broke hi among them, and in memory of their late hollility and piiiiiJcr 
retaliates them foto purpofc,that Mahomet (to favc his life) made uleof hisDromed:ir\ , 
leaving the reft of his company to the liiry oi'thcPerfian. 

With a fad heart Mahomet haftcnsbackto A/wii (^Mocura^L'Oul Mnnychiates of old, and 
thenrbe ftony Arabian Metropolis : ) but when he calls to mind his miferablc elf ate, by 
this laft defeat being abridg’d both of money and men, yea fuch men whofe impulfc was 
prepared to propagate his Alcoran, confumesin the meditation, and by his fretfulncls 
and inccllaiit vexing had at that time like to have made death his Executioner. 

Some fafer way he therefore ruminates. And in the firft place, to foiacc his unquiet 
fpirit and enrich himfcif, layes clofe liege to Chodaige a Woman of great wealth and by 
fomc thought Qncen of Corafan\ whom after an amorous aflault he won, and of her begot 
three Sons and three Daughters, namely Ebrahim, Ts^eby and Tahor, which three dial 
young, Fatyma and Zaynit (both married to Mortis- My) Om-Kalthom and R.iihyaj 
Wives to old Ahaboker. But his ftomach growing weak, one fort of Meat began to loath 
him*, forC/Wrfr^f was ftalc, and others better fancied him: In his Alcoran he therefore 
thought fit to allow carnal liberty, the better to excufe himfdl who was fb inlatiately li- 
bidinous that he is not alharacd to become a prefidenr, and countenance his incontinent y 
by a Law. Accordingly, and with foleranity (as Betu-CaJ'en a Writer of his belief reports) 
he elpoufed Ayfe the beloved Child of his Son-in-l^w Abidtoker. A Child (though Ma^ 
hwwff’s Wife) 1 well may call her, for at that time flie exceeded not lix years ; yet fbon af- 
ter fo acceptable to her Husband, that he calls her his bell beloved, dictates a whole 
Chapter in her commendations and foi her love to him, and civility to others ■, fnr her 
witty conceits and skill in Story and Languages, Ihc is made fupcrlativc, and intituled 
Mother of the Faithful •, and (contrary to a tenet in his Alcoran) dclired to be buried in 
her Grave, as by old Ababol^r his Survivor afterwards was performed. His third W ife 
was Miriam (or Mamrya which is Mary) of W'hom he begat Ebrahim-Caffen who at the age 
of fix months by the arrow of death was direded the inevitable way. Zaynab (the repu- 
diate of Ben-Hartah) was his fourth and laft Wife, (for of Concubines he had above an hun- 
dred, but in no Author any of their names recorded.) This was a Lady credulous of Vifi- 
ons, (and magnes menducU credulity is the magnet of lies ^ ) for Ihe verily believ- 

ed that his Epilepfic was occafionedby an Angels conferring withliim, fothatamongft 
Mahometans (he allb is lirnamcd a Mother of Muilulmcn or true Believers. 

But that his Dodrine might not want a confirmatiou by Miracles, fbmc of thofe his 
bofome friends and other familiars, taught Doves to feed out of his car, and Camels to 
exped their food fiom him, which blazoned hisholinefs: (albeit ever fince Semiramis 
her time, who was fed aud educated amongft Doves, in the Oriental parts Doves have a 
more than common eftitnation.) However, by this pradtife he not only eluded his fiv 
miliars, but alfo put all Arabia into an expedation of fomc extraordinary conl'equencc. 
So as having by the help of Sergius an Italian, a neft of uncleannefs,a Monk, a Sabellian, a 
difeontented wretch for milling the Bilhoprick of Byzjtnth, and of fohn of Antioch an iin- 
found and heretical Ncltorian, two fubtil fpirits, (who as Laftantius faith, by mixing 
♦-’-h with fallhood and fowingthc feeds of errourdifturbed the tranquillity of all things*,) 
jcli help, or rather by the help of fuch, he finilhed his Alcoran in the year of our blef- 
-ordGod 6io. at that time being aged forty fi.x. Itfo tranfported him, that from 
7at to Mecca he goes to have it credited *, but therein his predidion failed him ^ for 
>onas the Arabs perceived his defign (being formerly acquainted with his birth and 
ding) they banifli him, and (buttbrhis Wives rekitions) there had crulhed him and 
i^ockatrice Egg, which was but then hatching. So that involved with more per- 
ity now than ever, he was at his wits end, and once refolvcd to burn his Book and 
riito trading; but Serffiiss whofe Intcreft was involved pacified him, telling him, 
rcat a Work could not but be attendexi with oppofition. The difanimated Prophet 
ves upon this, and apprehends this afflidion propitious to his memory : fo that to 
jairjrcb he goci, where lor two years he fecludes himlelf from company, therein imi- 
tating other Law-givers *, as Pythagorasy who concealed himlelf ten years, Zoroajhr rw en- 
ty, and Socrates for Ibme certain time*, fo Mahomet having finiflicd his plot, and eoni- 
manding the accompt or ^ra lince obferved by his Sedarics to commence from liis late 
pcriccution, he again adventures, and by gifts and other pcrfwalions attraded fo many 
followers that within feven ycais his Alcoran was received in Mecca ; trom this root 
branching out fo many feds as in (hort time inledcd all the Orient. 

Mahomtt (whofe name Arabically fignifics Deceit, and many times Cotmninnt rebus

nomtnaf^pc ftta^ aftoiding allb the number the mark of Antichrilb,) having av- 
comphlhed his clcligu, was jiimmoncd to appiar before the Lord of all flcfli, the God 
Omnipotent, aiid J ndge of all mens actions-, at v.jole Tribunal (no donbt) he hath re- 
ceived a jnlf iiidgmiiit tor his impiety. He died m i 'le year of his tlimadcric fixty three,

The y Hiy aIfb,That he wasthc moft holy ,chaflc, and powerful 
Saiiit lI .a ever convcrfcd upon F.artli.* And ( in the fecoiid A/oara of Albacara in the Alco- " 
I an, iL dctlnred, That Aiofes uwAChriJlfh^W fave the Jews and Chrilli.insat ihcdayof 
Doom ; yet 111 the next Chapter of Amram (forgetting it leems what he had laid ) avers. 
That no loul ihall be fiwed but by his Alcoran,he being fait into the world to moderate the 
llriclneJsofthcGoIpcl a^Chrilt ihclevcrity of theLaw ccrrmoni.j) ; varying allb from 
what ill the iwelftli Afliiratto he commands, that i hey Ihould be lu'd in equal repute with 
ih.: Aiioran ; running thus : The holy and merciful God firll lent the ceremonial Law, and 
lii. ; :hf GolpeJ to diredt all men in the right path, and Jajlly the Alcoran, a faithful 
I»uo, , for inftruction. No man therefore amongft iheiii daics undervalue the old Law 
and t'-e (iofpel , but pradlife it no lefs man what is commanded in the AIco- 
laii. liom whence it is, Aey reverence tlie holy Sepulchre, vilit Saints Tombs, 
i'onoai tin memory of our Saviour ^ and abhor the Jews. Saint John Bapufl 
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alio he fpeaks modcftly of, and of the blclTcd Virgin with (ingular reverence*, laying in 
the nineteenth Azoara to this purpofe, “Hail A^thon art hlcfled; yea, in purity and 
“ holinefs excelling all other women : the meditatiemof Gods Laws was ever in thy heart, 
therefore he hath lelcdted thee, refined thee, and made thee his happieft dwelling *, thou 
*‘art full of knowledge and mercy, free from pollution, hatred or ambition: yea, thou, 

“ the Virgin Mother of the great Prophet JeftUy art only of woman>kind molt lovely 
“ and phrfedt in the light of the Almighty, Which 1 name, not tliat his Book is any 
way more valuable, (the endconfidcred, which was his plot for Apoftafie) but that the 
Devil and Ser^uu his Coadjutors could not derogate from their Majefty ^ and to whom 
wc may fay in the words of our Saviour to the Demoniack, hold thy peace *, for as and* 
thcr fays. Ex ore tw Latte ferdet. 

Now alheitthe jileoran for its greater repute feigns. That three Angels flying with Ma- 
homet into a high Mountain, one ript up his breait and walhed his Guts with Snow ; the feu 
tond opened his heart, thereout picking a black kernel that was Satan’s part, which the 
lafl: Angel clofed up and made perfedt: Then weighing him in a fcale, many men not be- 
ing heavy enough to counterpoize him, the Angel fet him upon the lower earth, laying. 
No number fliall be able to weigh againft him. Now what thefc Angels were, appears by 
the Hook it fcif, which conlifts of Herefiarchies againft our blcflcd Saviour : for, with Ar- 
rittK it denies the Divinity i with the Trinity *, with Macedonitu the Holy Ghoft 

.proc-cedi ng *, with Mamchetts the death of Chrift s and fuch like Errours as thofe wretches 
broav hed. In the 32. Azoara, he politickly commands That no man be fo impious to 
Cjucftion any particle of his Law, nor to difpute about it; yet in another Chapter con- 
fcilcs that *tis ftiift with Untruths. Their Commandments are eight. 

1 . Commandment. There is one-t and btu one ^eat Cod, and Mahomet is Ls Prophet. 

The Muyezins and Talifmanni every fourth hour ling aloud from die ftecple tops of eve- 
ry Molque, or Alcoranes as fome allufivelycall them, e caenmine Turriam /raomenta 
jikorami pneri pleramtj-j voctferant. The ufual words arc LlaUydala, MohimmedrefaUtda ; 
but the Perfians ( by Syet Cunets diredtion) to the honour of their Prophet Ldala ydala 
Marty uAUy vel hilttda h iterated as a word of praile borrowed from the Hebrew HMu- 
ja, Of as by the old Perfians ufed in their Pxan or warlike Songs, which conEunonly began 
with Alala^ as Xenophon e. 2. oblerveth^ or Hittnla Vrama and Ehdem a Song to Bacchne. 
The acknowledging one only God they borrow either from the Decalogue or fourdi of 
EakieL Upon which alfo our ancient Bards and Druides beat, in thofe dark times ma- 
king it an Article of their Faith. 

2. Command. *Tij neither oood nor jufi that any Mufialman live mmarriedy left the Profel^ 

firs of the Alcoran be dimmjhed* 

Polygamy is from this Commandment tolerated j yea, fuch are thought moft honoura- 
ble who fuper-abound in Wives and Concubines: AUhomet inthe Azoara ofBacarahoaits 
of his fingularity therein; and that he had ftrcngth at moft times to fatiate forty Wo- 
men. In that Chapter of Attahrim he confefies that he had violated his faith and troth ; 
but, that he had received pardon from God *, and had to witnefs it, Rachel and Gabriel 
two Angels. 

But who fees not, that in this precept he hadrefpedk to the natural difpofition of the 
Arabians ? better pleafed with freedom and voluptuoufnels than vertue : not caring how, 
fo by any Magic he could yoke them under obedience. 

3. Command. It behoves MaJpUmen to be charitable j and to hate contention. 

Travellers find IjKcial advantage by this Commandment : for whereas Inns are not to 
be had in Heathen Countries, there arc Buildings of purpofe for the accommodation of 
Travellers always open for entertainment, and clean kept; and near them is a large and 
convenient Stable. In one of thele Inns, fifteen thouiaM pound fterling hath been di(- 
bnrled upon a charitable account: yea, fb remarkable is their charity, that they not on- 
ly ereft Hofpitals for lame men and difcaied, but fometimes for aged, ftarved, or hurt 
birds, ^afts, and fuch Creatures. 

4. Command. It behoves AAtfiidmento Ihvoeate their Prophet every day fve times at hafi, 
and to attend his coming patiently. 

*Tt/ Thicy 
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They aiTompJifli this with fuch regard as when the Mnyevn is heard to cry aloud from 
the lUeplc of the they fall to prayer, though bufied in prophane talk, drink- 

ing-, drubbing -or the like. Before they enter the Moftiue they walh their feet, lay alidc 
their Ihoocs, and being aflcmblcd turn their faces all one way *, and in their prayers flint 
their eyes, lomciimcs their cars, drop their beads, and with a fubmifs voice or murmur 
,,'!nL'cinin:itc their devotion, bending, proftrating, and killing the ground or fome Rc- 
liquc ol‘ conlccrated earth brought from the Haram or the Alcaha two Chappcls,;h Mecca 
crci- led (^I'aycsthc Alcoran) hy Abraham from the Idea or pattern of that which Adam 
built in that little time he Ray’d in Paradife, holding ncvcrthclefs that he Hay’d there 
i.jt above one day, and that it was tranflated by Angels into Heaven at the Deluge. In 
every H-fata or praver they fiz^da or kifs die Earth at every epithctc or name of Ced 
and Mahomet', and aVtcr they have battologized 1 ^ 4 >-/ 4 / 4 , or Hilula, *. r. Praifes, they 
iterate another to this cflei t. 

In the name oj ihc j^ood and holy God. Praifed be the Sen^ereij^n of all Worlds^ the oncly mer^ 
cifnl God of Doom : Thee we ferve, thee ire call upon: {l)ew us the befi way \ that which thou 
h ijl rc'i'cJtd to Malioiuet i not that whereby thou punifteji the Vn^odly. Tliis allb they ul'e, 
1 have lioied aniongll them, being a Tautologie of the Names of God and Mahomet: 

iaugh waxen, a rau^h-heam AllhundilUAlly : Etto hyatio, almo barakatto'^ajful- 
\Yairf.,Atia\o batto\ LeyU, heefidem, Aleyk^ I, Jaana^ nebeen ronyh mtet Wallou^h heeweeber- 
c.^fto. EJJa lamalena, IVAlah Ehaduila, hefolahecm Efiaddo. Avcla^El-aha, El-Allaho, Ejh- 
addaiy Alahummed refulbAUogh, L^alla, Effalamalenh EbaduUa Solaheem* EjfeUamaleekgm 
i ffalamaleeka^ Allyhomma SulMlluBa. Allow Mohammed don Wallow, Wajfaleem-chamma 
Salic ata, Alhumder alley, Whoddaw- Which form the Mahometans in Arabia, Perfia, India^ 
Java and other pans have, or moft part of it. 

Now tiiough this be moft ufual, yet arc they not without other fet forms of prayer, 
comiiilcd by Ofman in his Parody, and more largely by tliat famous Almotannahby, who in 
his high-flown conceits endeavoured to exalt his Name and reputation above that of 
M. hornet. Their Eljatae's arc cither for the fafc*ty of their Kings, a happy ifluc, welfare 
of their Countrey, Thanks that they arc Muffidmen, Sofarmen, true Believers or the like : 
five ti ncs in four and twenty hours cxerciling prayer. Tlic hours obferved canonically 
arc about day-break, noon, three in the after-noon, fun-fet, and mid-night ; called by 
them Ajhara, Ma^eb, Adclefser, Kalamafh and Erketh', Arabically I)ahour,LaJhour, Mo- 
dish, SaUie and Sahaha Vhair. The firft hour is aftedby four Tejfalems and two prayers ^ 
the Iccond by ten times kilTing the earth with five Elfatae’s', the third hour requires eight 
grov clings and four ejaculations *, the fourth hath five fszxdaes and three orations } and 
ihe laft iiour hath fifteen Tejfalems and ci^t repetitions: after that hour to day-break 
’tis held unncccflary to invocatc. Howbeit the Perfian lince their reformation think it 
enough to pray tliritc in four and twenty hours*, at Sob, Dor and Aiat^areb, Arabicky/oids 
which lignifie morning, noon and night. Onthc 6 >«w 44 or Sabbaihy^by the called 
I'^owma and Dfiumay by Turks Zuma-£iuny, Dumaad hy the vulgar Arabs) they aflemble 
in the Mofques (which are without feats and Bells JirJt waihing their face, hands and 
arms to the elbow, then kneeling with faces towards Medina, l])caknotonc toanoilier, 
Ipit nor tough if they can avoid it. 

5 Command. See thou obferve yearly a month Lent, a By ram, &c. 

The Lent or Ramdam ( called alfo Ramadan, Ramazan and Ramulan) begins commonly 
at the Sun’s entrance into Aries, Libra other times, no time certain and is in imitation 
of our Lent, or rather the forty dayes Mofes was in Hareb, by f'omc laid in memory of 
Mahomct\(ony dayes obfeuring himfelf in the Dcfart when he fled fiom the rage of 
Meu.i\ Inhabitants, and for that in this month he divulged his Alcoran: but moft likely 
(as in the 47 Azoara of himfelf, and 25, in which he treats of the excellency of the Alfur- 
can) from his being lb Jong in the fixth Heaven called Alahal, wlicicthis Anthropomor- 
phite blafplicmoully reports, He had the honour to (hake hands with the AlmightyC which 
he fayes were feventy times colder than Ice*,) and that being upon the £arth,to make the 
People credit him the more, he commanded the Moon to dell end j half of which the 
Hocusputintohisownflc*cvc, and the other half ferved as a zone or girdle for his Son- 
ii» Law Mortis Ally Howbeit, to others amazement, he afterwards pieced it together and 
with a like Height placed it in the fame Orb wheru c firft he iuv ited it. borrow’d ( *tis pro. 
bal)le) from Jofep^i dr enm mentioned in Gen. 37- v* where the Moon made o^ylhncc to 
him : Ser^im the Apoftate Monk helping him with the AUufton. # - » • » ^ r ' 
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During this Ramdam, all day long they abftain fsom all forts of viands or refedtion, 
he is counted the verieft Heretick in the World that dare eat any thing in the day : yet 
the Sim is nofooncr fet, but that then their Carnival begins, then they let loofe the reins 
of their appetite, Epicurifmg in all kinds of licentioufnefs and pleafures imagin iblc. 
Troffjcrs faying, That to faft from fin is the bell Fall, is here no good Dodlrinc. So foou 
as the nine and twentieth day ispaft (for thoughVthe Alcoran commands forty, yet by 
thoftiof the late reformation it is limited to one Moon) they begin the Byram (as we do 
Eafttr) and continue their merriment till the third day be ended: the two dayes after 
the By ram are commonly called Cbutfi-hahram (or Byram.) The lafl: hour of the laft Feftj- 
val they ufually relBlve upon a Pilgrimagt to vifit their Prophets Sepuk hre ♦, not magiie- 
til ally attradled, nor intombed in an Iron Coffin aslbme report, but laid under a lair 
Marble, polilhed and engraven with Arabic fbntences out ot the Elci'alcm: and in the 
way (aswehaveobferved) they wallow in all kind of turpitude ^ yet no where pcrlKu- 
ted, being palliated with a Pilgrims coat and hypocritit lancflity- 
The Baccaric they lolemnize in November or ChodoiLmaw (by the Turks called Silcadey 
by the Arah^ Rabiel-owl,) a Fcall obferved in commemoration of the Ram which was la- 
crificcd by Abraham at fuch time as Izjnael (they fiy ) fhould have been offered. 

Other Feftivals they celebrate: The Oad-//ujfa»y the N<mroHi.y Imamy^ Caddyer-Al^, 
Jrdt-Oafatn-i Anwtpatfia»f the Sophy^i, tlic RofeSi Dafuddlics, the Isf^nd, the Ceraghofiy 
the Fcall of Brother-hood, ere. 

The Oud-HHjfan is from Hoeem or Hujfan Son of Ally who was flain with eleven of his 
Sons j)V’ Mavy the Chalyph of Damafew Nephew to Ofman. A Fellival begun (they lay 
revived) by Syct (hmetj followed by ^dar^ and conuiianded by Ski as a tri- 
umph againfl: the Ben-Hmnians, who left no means un-attempted to have extirped Ally\ 
Family root and branch *, which neverthelels was providentially preferved in one of 
that Item named A^irza Sherefin^ (th^ call him Saint Aunully^) who at his birta was 
fccretly conveyed into Ibme good h«inds that preferved him from the Ben-Humian in- 
Quifition: from which Azmully (who lived near an hundred years after Alahomet's flii'ht 
from Afecca) Syet (Janet oi Ardaveil (Son of that venerable Saint or Syct Sbe-^ne Sophyy 
of lb great efteem for fandfity in Tamberlane\ time, as gave him the invitation to vilit 
him in hi s march through Perjta againft the Turkilh Tyrant) is lineally defeended ; W'liich 
Syet not only inveighed .againft the Turkilh Tenet conccrnhi^ ALihomePs three SucceUbr^ s 
Abubodur and the reft, but anathematize liich as honour them y yea, he Iparcd not 
thole four other great Hodgecs or Dodtors who were contemporary with Mahomet 
thole four (if not deceived) whom Mahomet in fear for his prefumption in Paradife 
wiped from the fwcat of his-brow, and by miracle were metamorphofed into four learn- 
ed men, by name Achmet Sembtlim, JUfU-hamety Melec^zjeddahy and Shte-F’^aim. A 
new -broached Opinion, foofFcnfiveto the Turks, that of late the Muphti condemning an 
innocent Perfian fworc a great Oath hcthouglit it a bettp adt and a more meritorious to 
kill one. Perfian than feventy Chriftians. 

Hujfan, moft agree, was flain treacheroufly by Chafe, a Slave to Mnavi. Mnam was ac- 
ccllbry •, tlie Perftans therefore punilh him yearly, though rotten a thoufand years llncc. 

For, lirft, they Iramc a deformed Image, whole face is black, his nole pierced thorow 
with a Dart, and dad in Straw : which done, they hurry it through the ftreets m a hurly- 
burly of thoufands of credulous people*, who when they have dragged it fulhcicntly 
through the City, draw it to fomc riling Hill where to all mens view they elevate this Cai- 
tiff: the Caddy bawls out a pathetic Oration to this purpofe. That after Itrict llarch. 

Ally had direded them where to apprehend the Tray tor, unworthy^ tiic leaft Ihew of 
mercy this being that fame Villain who fie^tHaffan {Allyh Son) and his eleven Sons, 
Sherepn only efcapin^: fo that every good man is bound to curie him, yea, to help to 
torment him in the vueft manner polfiblc. 

In token of joy, they unanimoufl) ling their Epimeia, and cry aloud Tough Ally ^ yea, 
ftrivc to rend the Clouds with clamours. At a let time they ccafe , when Fire is given 
to a train of Gunpowder which fetting divers fquibs on fire, blow up the detefted Syrian y 
and by a hideous noife make the Air echo at his Funeral. Bujfan^s Ghoft they think 
now llccps quietly *, each commends one anothers zeal, and Ipends that night in 
merriment. 

The Jedr-OufMtt was oblervcd when we were in Spahaveti. They have a Tradition that 
Houfattt (.^/fy’sSon) was loft in a Wildernefs, where tliirlfor rather Mavi the Kalyph 
killed him. Nine dayes they wander up and down, all that while lhaving neither head nor 
beard nor feeming joyful, but incellantly beating their breafts, Ibmc tear their garments, 
and crying out Hujfan^ Hujfarty in a melancholy note, fo long, lb liercely, that many t an 
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neither howl longer, nor for a months fpacc recover their voices. The Dervis and 
other Santoom or Enthullaiticks being in the croud exprefs their ttcal by turning round, 
lb long tegether, and with fuch fwiftnefi as will hardly be credited, Which by cSlomc 
made inoffenfive : and others I have fcen in this vertiginous cxcrcife at the Cavalcades 
when Amhafladorswere met upon the way, a circumgyration we beheld with admirati- 
on. The tenth day they find an imaginary //njpiw, tlic Mahometan Tetragrammaton, 
that NiiMquanie^-^fatii efuAptw AimUi whom they echo forth in Stentorian clamour<, till 
they bri?ighinuo his Grave-, where they let him deep quietly till the next years 7.cal fetch 
him ovt ( Semper emm perduntfemper & invenUmt) and force him again to accompany theii 
devotion. Parallel to which is that in Ovidy lo. Metamorph. 

1 uftiH monnmtrnta manebunt Our forroves Monument fitatt ever Ufi : 

■AJuiii im-i, rqic'titjci-, mortis Imago Adonis! tky Deaths Intake every year 

peraget fimulamina nuitri. Shad in our foUmniz'd complaints appear. 

And maybe in imitation of that annual cuftomc which was obferved by the <^^ypn- 
anSf howling m like manner for their lott Ofyrif, as the idolatrous Jews did for T^w- 
mcniioiicd by the Prophet Ezekiel chap. 8. & 14. and firft celebrated by the 

Phoenicians. 

TIt. SowrcMz is in imitation of our Nreo-years-ds^\ but they begin (after the old man- 
lier ) in March, fuch time as the Sun inhisequalfhincto cither Pole makes the /Equinodti- 
mn. A Fcltival of jovialcy this is-, for one prayer, preying upon variety of plcafurcs 
(iie Talifmanni pipe now to Bacchus, Ceres, and Venus. 1 have obferved, that in many 
part'* for eleven months in the year we could fee very few Women of any extraordinary 
quality, and thofe we faw were veiled *, being offenfivc in the ftreets, or gardens to con- 
verfe with any : yet thcTe twelve dayesof the JV^nrMz. they have liberty *, fo as all places 
were full of them, yea, their naked faces difeovered; frisking in amorous poftures, and 
drawing the eye by a forced magic. Gifts alio and reciprocal prefents are retorted up 
and down from one to another, with Garments of filk and gold, hories, fruits, and 
pilcaflics of other forts: notJiing but riding the horfc, drinking, cock-fighting, fortune- 
telling, finging, Twinging in the air, courting, and the like being obferved to the Ikft 
ttiimite of thatFcftivaJ. 

The Imamy has ibmc dependance on the Buck^ee : This takes its rife from a Camel, 
lliat from a Kam •, that for Jfmael, this for Mahomet, In November, the Meccan Proto- 
mitt fends a Camel by an adopted Son (fometime natural) who is welcomed to Spahawt 
by many thoufand Muflulmcn, who fhew the extreme of joy for fo holy a Prelcnt. After 
they l.avc tried and tired their voices, the Hodgec from an exalted place acquaints them 
with the caufe of his long journey, pcrfwadcs them to a tiiankf'ul remembrance, and blefles 
them. The multitude, without any refpcift of men or danger, throng about the Beall , 
rvhois nofooncr in the field where Death arretts him, but that they fall upon him, and 
pluck ofTliis lliort hairs with an admirable dexterity, keeping them as fandtimonious rc- 
bques, pro aientagainttfuddcn death, (though many dye in the allault, and thoufands 
return maimed) hunger, thirtt, poverty, and what not ? After which, the tormented 
Camel is by the Hodgec again figned for facrificc. The Darraguod firft transfixes his 
Javelin. The Vilicr beheads him, and gives it the King. The carcafs then is torn piece- 
meal by the fool hardy multitude ; fo greedy to obtain this charm of long life and plen- 
ty, that immortality and the place where meat and drink is iiccdlcfs, oft in the eflay en- 
tertains them. 

T he Caddyer Ally is aFcaft in memory of My\ vidory over the three old Caitiffs of 
A free hit, by Death (mi Ally) conquered: After fome threnodies many prayers arc mut- 
tered, fongs chanted, and Alms bellowed : the King is at moft charge in tliis folcmiiity, 
the greatcll; honour rcllcding on him, in regard of his anceftry. 

The Auwptpatfion (or Ooedt baptpou) is in memory of AAgiiowff’s baptifin by Sergius. 
Many of the ordinary fort of Mahometans aficmble, and (after the Darraguod has put 
a period to his Oration) promifeuoufly bcfprinklc with water one anothers faces, then 
foil their flefh with dirt and filth, and the great ones many times to pleafe the King ad 
the like among them*, laftly, ihcycleaniethemfelvcs with water, fuppofing all deformi- 
ty wafhed oflT, and their bodies cleanlier ever after. 

The Sophian U a Solemnity of fafting, feaftiiig, and praying for the profperity of 
their King, and continuation of the Sophian pedigree. 

The Fcall of Bofes and Daf 'adiHies is begun by a Proccfilon of Santoons at the firft bud- 
ding of thofe Fiowers, andfortbirrydayes celebrated with all manner of fports and rc- 
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creations to be imagined. This annual Feaft feems to be continued from the cuftom of 
thofe memorabJe ones which in old times were celebrated in Pcrfia^ fuch time as the Kings 
thereof had the Supreme Monarchy of the World \ as we read in the Hook of Hefler and 
clfcwherc : for, at the keeping of this Feaft wc beheld an infinite number of Tents jnt- 
ched, with fuch a flux of Men, Women, Boyes and Girls, with Arms, JVIufickt( Songs, 
and Dances, as would make one think that either the Games of Olympts were rt*vivcd, or 
Bacchfi his Orgyes. 

6. Command. Reverence thy Parent. 

Which how they perform, many Tragick ftories daily inform. , 

7. Command. Curfed be the flayer. 

So well pradifed in Perpa^ that what by rigour of the Laws, and what From this, one 
may 'travel in any place at any time without danger : and although they be generally 
Martialifts and afted much Wine, yet I Icaice ever law any quaricller or homicide a- 
mongft them. But to inlarge their Territories and propagate their Faith, think it nc- 
verthelcfs a meritorious ad to kill and flay without mixture of mercy : And, JnujiM tfl 
ffta Religio, qut vcrberibtu Fidem cxigit., iaith C'reg. Naz.- /. 2. Epifl. 52. 

8. Command. Do fo to Others as thou wouldefl Others fltonld do to Thee. 

From whence they arc humane and courteous ; but that bribery hath lately crept a- 
mongft tlicm, is ealily difterned by fuch as have rccourll* 10 them for lultice- 

The Alcoran then being a milccllany treats lurther in the 53, How tiiat D.igtJ or Shy- 

i. e. the Devil (hall at length be laved by Mahometh means. And in A: om u. 
That Elgehenny or the infernal Ghofts (hall after 1 know not how many Years be tiecd. 
How far Serguis in this made ufe of Origen^ I know not. The 85 Azjoara. treats of the 
Zodiac 3 tlic^pi, 92, 93, oftlicMoon, Night, Morn*, the ii3> of the Firmament ■, but 
is Fhilolbphy of fuch courfenefs, that I may well lay Difcnm potias ejii'm Philofophum .* for 
how can it well be other wife, lince in his ftventeenth Azoara he confellcs he could nei- 
ther read nor write, but hath thb filvo, that all his learning was fupcniatural ? In one 
Chapter he. is bold to fliy. That Solomon was a great Magician, and that he learned it 
from Marot and Arot two bad Angels : With more rcalbn we may lay, That Mahomet was 
skilled in that infernal wildom, if lialf of thofe miracles be true he records oflumlclf; One 
is this : Being one time compalfed with a great aflembly of Arabians he pointed at the 
Moon (he oft courted) with his thumb and long finger ; it feems it knew his mind *, for 
the Moon in obcilancc immediately clove afunder, and in two pieces fell upon the Hill 
of Meua upon which Mahomet at that time flood ^ with a piece of his linlcy-vvolfcy coat 
he patched and made it whole again which after it had alfo (lay the Perflans ) embraced 
Mortis- Ally ill vray of complement, it re-afeended, and from that day became the Badge 
or Coat-armour of Bofarmen. In another, He allures his profelytes, That Aiccca^ A/e- 
dtna and Jerufalem be holy Cities, built by Adam in Paradife, but I’ramed in Heaven : 
and thence it is that Jerufalem is honoured by Turl^ 3 ls well as Chriflians. Four Cities 
fprung out of Hell at the Birth of Mahomet (at which time all Idols fell, and Lucifer was 
thrown into Hell, fo deep into that abyfs, as he was feme years c’re he could get up 
again i ') the names of thofe Towns are (as pleafes Mahomet to Elmcdin in CaUeay 
Antioch in Syruy Faflat in u£gypty and Eh-beram in Armenia places that iiavc tliis black 
vizard put upon them, probiTbly for that they rcfiftcd the progrefs of his Alcoran. 

In the 47 Auiavdy he records his pilgrimage or afeent into Heaven ; wlierc he had 
a rare obiedt, and thence brought a defeription of the fevcral Spheres, Heavens, Hells, 
and Paradife ; as alfo of Aiigds and Saints i Judgement, the Rcfurrcdlion, joy and pain, &c. 
of which I lhall afford you a compenuium out of their own Authors. One eve (as Ma- 
homet was fporting privately in his Chamber at Afcccj with his young Wife ) C.ibriei 

( Seraphiel the Perflans call him, the fame fay they that tbftered Mahomet and Ally three 
years, fuch a Cemm perad venture as haunted Brutus ) in allalhof fire entring then Cham- 
})cr, 1 1 Ills fainted ; Hail thou, beloved Man! I come to fetch tlicc, the Gcxl 
whom thou lb zealoiilly woiihippeft delircs to fee thee at his own habitation. Mahomn 
going to mount upon the Angel’s wings ( of which he had feventy pair) being hindred, 
demands vvi’.ar way lie Ihould rake to afceiid ^ Thereupon the Angel Ihevvs him an Afs, 
Albarach by name, raid bids him mount. Mahomet ellaying to get up, could not, till he 
had pray’d tor him. From Mecca he pofted as fwift as thought, for Albarack.^^t four fteps 

brought

biouB^ht him to JmtfAcm: there difmounting the Angel took ^him into his protcaion. 
in few minutes MAbmet paft the feven Seas, and afeended Heaven, into which he was 
let by CaWhI the Porter, who keeps feventy thoufand Keys that open fevcraldivifions 
of Pnradill’. om one Heaven to another ( according to his computation ) it is five 
hundrcil yC‘'u s travel •, howbeit, Mahomet paft through the Icvcn in a moment. In thofe 
Orbs he iaw many ftrangc things : but firll take notice what mettle th.c Orbs arc of. Et 

ytfnm U}ic.i::s / 

The fir it is of refined filvcr, wherein all the glittering Stars arc fixed with chains of 
linrnillied brafs : In this Heaven he faw a Cock fo great, that Handing upon the Moon 
li'uomb reached into the Imperial Heaven: cverytime this Cock crow’d, all othcrClian- 
i’ Jeers upon the Earth rc-echoed him. The fccond Heaven is of gold, fuch as has been 
jeven times tried in the fire. The third of Pearl: In this Heaven he law innumerable 
Hoops of Saints and Angels, each of which fainting him by his Name, he prayM for 
tiicni. Ainonglt the refl , he took notice of Mam^EmcIh^braham, Samuel, E>avid,Sohntoa 
C"c. all w !iom he knew by i evclation •, and of which, Ibmc he taxed, others he commended 
as oc calion I'ci vcd. The fourth was of Smaragd •, where he faw infinite companies of other 
Angels, who m.idc a mighty noift and inceflantly prailcd God : every Angel there was a 
thoiilu.d times bigger than the globe of the Earth; each had ten thoufand heads ^ every Head 
thi et fi ore and ten thoufand tongues *, and every tongue prailcd God in feven hundred thou- 
ihiKl Languages. Amongftthem, he noted one efpecially, Phatyr or the Angel of Mercy, 
a c reature of that vaft frame, that every ftep he trod was twelve times more than 
the diltance is ’twlxt both the Poles : Mahomet enquired of liim why he wept Ib^ 
ilie Angel rcply’d, It was in companion to fee the deplorable Rate of Man. This is 
tl'.ai Angel has the holy Pen in keeping; a Pen of Orient Pearl lblong,tJiatany4r«ti4« 
Courfer in five hundred years galloping can hardly reach to the further end of it. With 
this Pen, God regifters all things paft, prefent, and to come : tiic Ink lie writes with, is 
pure Light *, the CiiaraCtcr fo myfterious, that none but he and Serapbad can read it. 
All tile hundred and four Holy Looks arc written by this Quill, viz., thofe ten which 
uiilam received, Seth had fifty, Edns ( oi Enoch) thirty, and Alraham had the reft : It 
alfo writ Mnfes his Law, Davtd's Pfalms, GofpcI, and Mahomet's Alcoran. The 

fifth Heaven was of Diamonds; where he faw a mighty Angel, of all other the wifeft : 
Ik iiad as many heads and tongues and voices as any two in the infer iour Orb; and had 
rile kL\])iiig of that I 3 ook wherein all Men in the World have their Names written : he 
did nothing but turn over leaves, and blot out one Name or another •, for by that ( as by 
tile arrow of death ;thcy die fuddcnly. The fixth was of Turquoife : The feventh o(Ala- 
h.il -^ feme interpret it tirc\ athdrs pure Light or Breath congealed. All thefe circum- 
> o;vc one anotiwr like Pearls or Onions : they be trauflucent, and yet of metals ! Above 
ail is the Heaven of Heavens, full of Light and filcncc ; immenfe, and wirhiii which all 
other bodies arc coinprifed, but it incomprchcndcd. There Mthmet faw or rather 
dreamt he law the higheft Throne, rich beyond cxpreflion ; very great alfo ; for it was 
li’.pported by feven Angels, each of them being fo great, that a Falcon if he were to fly a 
i hoLif'and years could not go fo far as is the diftaiitc of one eye from another. About the 
'I'hroiie hung 14 Candles cverlaftingly burning : tlie length of every one of thofeCandlcs fas 
Makomtt conjectured ) was from one end to another as much fjiace as a Horfe can ride in 
five hundiKd years. There this blafphcixicr fears not to fay he faw the Almighty, who (if 
it be lawful 10 mention; in fign of welcome, laid his hand upon MahosneVs ihec : his 
iiands » Ja\cs liiLs Anthropomoi phitc) were a thoufand times colder than lee. For all 
which, Mahomet in acknowledgment of his own bafeiicfs blufht for fhamc, and fwcat for 
fr:ir ; and w’ith his long finger f weeping the fweat from his brow, threw it into Para- 
dii'e ; Hare Sweat ! for tacii diop ( he notes them to be fix ; turned into fome i are thing : 
o.ie (hop became ailofci another turned into a grain of Rice; the other four into 
four Learned Men, Achmet^Sembelim, Abahamed, Melec^zjed, and Seh Taffn. After he 
had full iiiili uaions he defeended with his Alcoran ; What courfe he took to promote it, 
and being entertained how notorioufly it has over-fpread the greateft part ol‘ Afta and 
Afrtchj is too vifible: Here onely let us note his i^uatuor novijfiMa concerning Angels, 
Judgement, Paxadife, and Hell. 

Aii^'cls arc either good or bad ', both arc fubjed to death : the good bccaufc they ton- 
fill of tlanie, an Element; to fin bccaufe Luctfer an Angei for Jiis ambition was expulfed 
Paradife. Had Angelsarc imprifoned inDogs, Swine, Toads, Wolves, Ifcars, Tygers,c^ c. 
After the day of Doom they fhall be tormented iii llell fonie milliojis of Years but jn 
the end are to be delivered. 

The Great and General Judgement is ascertain as the day of Death, and will liappcn 
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fuddcniy fuch time as all the World is wrapt in a carelcfs fecurity : the Angels know not 
the time till Mahomet point it out by a great andfearfui duel ’twixt MrieUn^ Death, whom 
in the end he vanquilhcsj thereby becoming fo enraged, that in this manner he dell roj sail 
living Creatures in the World: new arming himfclf with flaming brais, in each quai-cr of 
the World he founds his dreadful Trumpet^ whole affrighting clangor makes not only Men, 
Beaft-^ Filhes# Birds and other Creatures die, but the Angels alfo give over liviqg ; lalbly, 
jidriel him^f whom God commanded-to foDowthe reft in the inevitable path, hw wrap- 
ing his iron wings about ftrangles himfelf, with fuch a dreadful noife as is uncxprcflmlc. 

After this enfues an univerlal Earth^quakc, attended by a lhowr*of purling brimlioiie 
which devours all grafs, trees and vegetable Creatures; yea, the Palaces of the proudeft 
Tyrants : and turning topfic-turvie the Earth, Water, and other Elements reduces them 
into their original, a confufed lump. Forty dayes it refts in this new Chaos ; during which 
God grafps it in his fill, and (beholding it; fpeaks to this cfFed : Where are ntm the haughty 
JfrinceSi cruel Tyrants t lafciviom teantons^ and ffreetfy Earth-worms ? Which faid, for forty 
dayes and nights (pace he incellantly rains down a ihowr of mercy, and by a gracious 
and gentle breath reduces the World into a frelh and glorious eftatc. Which done, he 
calls up Seraphiel, and bids him take his Trumpet in his hand: the Trumpet is of goUl, 
and (Ipeaking to common Underftanding ) above five hundred years travel from one 
end to another. At the firft ibund, enfues a rc-viviftcation of Angels and Men : at the 
fccond, Angels rc-alfumc their glorious Robes, and Men tficir naked flefti again. 
chad the Arch-angel ( perceiving the Tribunal raifed upon a high Mount in Jehpfaphat^s 
Vale) approaches with his Ballancc, and poifes every Man’s deeds in either Icale : Such 
whofe good out-ballancc their evil are put upon the right hand, the other on the left. 
After that, fuch as are loadcn with their lins ( packt up in a fatchcl and hung about their 
necks) pafs upon a narrow and weak Bridge towards Hell; fuch as have few fins, get 
over l^ely *, but thole that be heavy laden break the Bridge, and fall into an aby fs. Upon 
the other fide Hands ALdaomet transformed into a Ram, and in his deep fleece lodges his 
Sedariesjwhom after long travel he brings to fome gap which he finds in Paradife ^ where 
skipping in, he d if- burthens himfelf and jhakes them out : at that inftant alfumingncw 
forms, more lovely, more Itrong, and every way more exccllcrit ^ with eyes as big as the 
Earth, with eye-brows bigger and more beautiful than the Rain-bow. 

The Alcoran further tells you what and where Hell is, and what is Paradilc. Hell is 
the Umbilick of the ^\^orld ^ circled with a thick wall of AdamantaM^d by feven 
^ates of flaming bra(^ divided Into many cells, fomc of which arc mHRathfom and 
fuller of torment than others. In it are 'divers holes or Caves ^ fome lb deep, that in 
a thoufand years a mil-ftone cannot find the bottom •, in the defeent arc fliarp Swords 
and Pikes plated pufpofely to torture Souls in their fallings: Some places be abyfs, full 
of oyl and brimftone ever-flaming; and fo terrible, that the Devils forbear not to howl 
and fcriech, and rage there without meafurc. Other Prifons there be that are full of 
Toads, Serpents, and all other Ibrts of noilbm creatures imaginable : The damned eat 
nothing there favc the forbidden Fruit ; which being in their guts, inflames like ful- 
phur, and makes them roar continually. Some Rivers be full of Crocodiles ; others lb 
cold as makes them gnaih and chatter. Howbeit, Thele pains of Hell mull not abide 
for ever, fay their Dodlorsi for after each Soul hath fuffered fo many thoufand years 
as the lins amount unto they have committed, Mahomet will deliver them (and the Devils 
alfo ; ) firft changing their affrighting ihapes into fliapcs more tolerable, and then bring- 
ing them ip Alcanzar, a Stream flowing out of Paradife*, there they are to cool their heat, 
and walli away their black- fcorchcd mummy, and then they vary into a moill flelh whiter 
than the driven fnow, and thencc-forth ling Lala-hilhilaeSi which is, Praife he to Cod and 
Mahomet, 

Paradife is a^Iacc of as much delight as Mahomet^ carnal apprehenfion was able to 
imagine or his fancy contr i ve. Um ertain of the local place, he fuppofes it will be upon 
the Earth after the day of Doom, when aU deformity ftuftl be removed: for till then, the 
' Souls and Bodies of Men (though they fleep in their Graves) be fenfible of joy and torment. 
Paradife ( fayes the Alcoran ) is fo many miles about as there be motes or atoms in the 
Sun : it is inclofed with a wall of gold ninety times refined, ten thoufand miles high, aiidi 
in thicknefs about tfiree thou&nd ; has feven gates to enter at, (feven is a myftcry *,) of 
Carbuncle or pureft Rubie is the firft gate*, theothcrli.xbdof Pearl, Emerald, Turquoife,- 
Hyacinth, Smaragd, and Amethyft*, rcfleAing upon the Spheres; Divided intoy f^a- 
cious Gardens, fub-divided into leventy times (even places of delight*, each fillca with 
Inhabitants, Mufick, Wine, and all fenuial pleafures imaginable : all have cool reircfhing 
Rivolets of Cry ftal, drilling over pibbles of Amber. Summer-hooles it allb has ftiaded with 
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trees cver-fniitful and verdant: In center of that BysJum U a Tree higher than all the 
Mountains of the W orld were they heaped one upon another i fo broad, that Paradife 
becomes dclii;htfnl!y fliaded by it. The trunk of this Tree is of Diamond, the leaves of 
Gold, and the I’onghsof.Jct; each leaf is wrought into an antique fhape*, in this moll 
admirable, tor that on one fide in letters of light arc the Name of God, on the reverfe 
the Name of ^fahomet. From feveral quarters 4 'Streams gulh out of pureft Water Milk, 
Coho and Honey, thefe empty thcmfelves into Alchanijir^ whence this mixture of jVf* 
flows into other parts of Paradife. Aromatic flowers are there in abundance, fuch 
a!iri\vi(h both eye artd fmcll; Aiery Chorifters, the meaneft of which as far excel our 
\is;i»t:ngalcs as they do Ravens. The air is a compound of fenfc-ravifhing odours. Aijiho- 
thcre;,for C^jriftia»sJeves,r\or Gentiles have not fuch glory )arc ever young and fpright- 
f !] I , a hundred times bigger and more frolick than ever was Mahomet. The W omen arc fe- 
vered from the Men; not that they arc kept from them (for Gabriel is never abfent or 
averfc to let them in ) bur thatby Juth a Icrecn they may become more ardently amorous 
and afFeacd to their Dnmozella’s, who have liich vifages as fair jiyfee ( Mahomet's bell 

beloved -, ) their hairs being threads of gold, their eyes Diamonds as big as the Moon : 
their lijis rcfemble Cherries, their teeth Pearl, their tongues Rubies, their cheeks Ccrrali 
their nofes jalper, their fore-heads Saphirc: round-fac’d, courteous and merciful. In 
this Paradife is v they a Table of Diamond, feven hundred thoufand dayes journey 
long-, about which arc Chairs of gold and Pearl, for ufe and ornament. 

The Males are to be of Mahomet's favour and complexion fuchastheir Prophet had 
when Galn-tel mounted him towards Heaven: none but will be much brighter than the 
S in, with fiuh eyes, eye brows and cars as are fcartc credible. To foiitlndc, Cabrul 
the Poriei of Paradife has feventy thoufand Keyes which pertain to his Ollicc, every Key 
being feven thoufand miles long ; by which you may imagine the Doors are no Pygmic 
ones. In a woi d, ’tis no lefs Ingenious than the reft that Mahomet c onfclfcd he writ three 
parts of four, Unti uths in this his Legend or Romance rather : To confute them would 
then be a labour needle fs, though Mtlantlhon hath done it fo tliat 1 may well fiy ns 6 V- 
mca did to Lnctlnt*, Aon laio flnfi^nam ad tantai inepttM. For indeed Perfidtam tortnn rc' 
utaffcf fnp -rujfi (f 

Sikh ail till' (anatiik Dogmata of the Alcoran^ credited by moft Aftatlcks, whofc 
Dili jples arc of nliov e leveiity forts of Orders or Degrees : fomc of whu h with heed I 
have obferved , and here as the cover of their Legend) fliut up,^anking them in an A!- 
pliaherick w.iy, left I ihoiiid any way injure their fenioritics. •

Now lince this blafphcmous Anthropomorphitcj)crfwadeshisSec'laricsThatatliisAlicnt 
into Ikaven the Almighty tourhe-d him with his baud, ir feems he was ignorftnt I'iiatGod 
is inriif.tc as well as Eternal, and without any compofitioii : fo as that Tenet of his is an 
Lrrour againll the very Efleute of Cod. MahdtUm eft ( I'aycs Auguftw ) (jm Diuatem ad 
Uomwxs hneamenfa refirt. Dim emm non eft hnmant forma particcpSy nej\ corpas hnmanum 
J>ivwA. Yea, Trtfme^iftM Could fay, Amma eft imago Mentt^i Mens t. Ihi j aiim 
menu pretft. mem antmay corport anima: The Soul is the image of I hi lliuli r Handing, Uli- 
dcrftanding is the image of God; God rules over the UiicleiiianJn.g, Underitaudiiig 
over the Soul, as the Soul doth over the Body.

The Ldhari and Papa ill, 
Fortune-tellers ana Star-gazers. The Sunni, Naappi, and Tecnai vow filence, and alialiu 
nate. The Sietti and Imami fometimes pull out their eyes, having once feen McMna-TaLna- 
U: others of thefe have pulled out their tongues. The Huquiemali ling amorous foiigs : 
fome % penance go nakedr othcr-fomc arc covered in allies. Tlie Dooanni arc Ibols" or 
mad-mcn, yet thought infpired. The Mendeae affliift their bodies by thirlt, lafning and 
wounding themfclves h and, in charity, cariy burthens or do any fcrvilc iJibour • 
fome abjure flclh,filh,wine, and rofe-water •, fomc live Eremites *, and fome build hoiifw 
to fafe-guard birds and bcafts, feed them, and have mufick to prevent their melancholy : 
Othcr-lbme build Holpitals, Inns, Bathes, Mofques, and the like. Some are Poeuaf ers or 
Mimographers : other-fome have feeds and charms to make Women fruitful. Sonic fcorcli 
their skins in the Sun : others of more pity and piety oyl their naked bodies, andio allure 
rhe poor Flies to paltiirc roaft thcmfeivcs in the burning Sun.Thcle and many other paths 
they tread, direded by the Alcoran the way to Acheron. So as 1 (hall conclude with tliat 
of Saint Hicrome-, Si non placet nonlegas., &c. and take leave with another to fay, i^ud uL 
trjt dioam in re tarn exulcerataubi deaf ite ad fedem i^onefl [anttas. 

This ( more crafty than learned; Law-giver, perceiving his Divinity aadPhilofophy . 
iniufficient to abide the trial, has this S^/w, by commanding, That nofieitipon pain of 
damnation prefume to queftion a fy liable ol' it. And with good reafon \ for, SnjpeUa efi 
Lex (faytsTcrtHlUan) efna fe probari nonaudet. From whence, few except they be Eccleli- 
alticks, trouble therafelves to read or ftudy it; hoping by a reverend ignorance, an J the 
Colliers faith, to be Hived. But by your favour I will anfwcr you out (>f Martial.

Howbeit, the Perfians (finccCunePs reformation) have contraded the Alcoran into a 
lefler Volume. Osjnms labours they Height : the fom: great Dodors who had their ori 
ginal from the fwcat-of Mdiometh brow, Cunet allb execrates. Thefe arc the moft ma- 
terial diftcrenee ’twixt Turk and Perjian. And yet let none think that Sycts was the lirll 
fchifni : for 0:jnan was no Iboncr dead, but according to the Adage Pojihumt Harefii filii, 
Jbmtl to infceble Oz.tn.ins labours commented upon the Alcoran, and dittered from his 
('pinion. After him, Jbnu-AbcLhafen of Balforoy An. He^. 88. by his auftcrc life and elo- 
quence not only oppofed the Mclehian, but in comparifon of whom Jbtntl liimfclf was 
(ounted erroneous. At his death they tinted him: but trufting to Tradition (for they 
could never prevail with Haffen to commit any thing to writing) his ditciplcs differed fo 
far amoiigft themfclves, that it came to blows, which was but courfe Logic, not agreeing 
in any point, Vno tertie, till ElharuAbnu efed of Babylon did his belt in an elaborate Para- 
phrafe not only to reconcile but withal to make Canonical Elhefins expofitions. It feem- 
cd calm weather a while : but e’rc long a thunderclap was heard from Meccds Territo- 
rics i anathematizing £/l;<ir« £/<r«/,pcrfccuting himandallhisfautors. Purfuant to which, 
l>y Afela -flids command they not only burn his papers, but excommunicate him from the 
converlc and Ibciety of Mullulmen. 

Neveithclefs, King Cazxl afterwards was induced to have a good opinion of Elhartt 
and his Tenets : and at that time being a Favourite to his Unkle the great Melec-f a (a 
Turk and late Vidtor over Babylon) makes ufe of his power, defiring Ibme favour for the 
late excommunicated men. Melee could not cafily be perfwaded : but Nydam Emul ano- 
ther Courtier of note and favourer of £^fc<ir/»’sDo<5trinc, ieconds and prevails to 
have the Aiiclian Sedfarics called home again. Elgaz.-zjdi a nimble-wittcd man under- 
takes it, and by little lefs than miracle clofes the late made breach : fo as now Muhomet 
Ihines without interpofition*, but an alteration quickly followed.

This feemed a terrible Apoft afie atfirft : but while all AJU were in admiration what the 
event would bc^ a crack of no lefs amazement comes from the WeJt, where Almotarmab^ 
bi exalts his own piety and learning above Mahomet^. This feemed intolerable *, fothat 
being apprehended, as a reward of his Apoitafieand to prevent liirther Schifm that up. 
Itart Doctor was put to amiferable death,’ 

After this, both -the Clergy and Laity grew exceeding voluptuous : afoolifli thing 
it was then to atledl learning, or to appear honeft. Lafeivious Poems was the only 
• Vu'z • opinion. 
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opinion, and Mahomet^s Paradife feeiped then in being. This corruption in good man- 
ners was ncverthelcfs inveighed againft by £j(^^«ver Differ avtrdSk^^Tx^xx^ whole le- 
Verc Satyres fo ftung thofe ranting Epicures that many began to estaminc their lives and 
converfation *, of which being convinced^ made them afhamed *, and being perceived by 
Ibuul^Pharydy one well learned in his time, he (as one well acquanted with the humour 
of the Perfian) fwcctncd all by his amorous Poefie: which was feconded by Bfurrany. 
whofc Lines were applauded by fomc, but by otherfome exploded as a bufie Cabaliit. 
A Cnaos icemedthen to cover that face of Ptrpa, till Elifarni a fober Hiltorian took 
rpon himtofet right what was amifs: Seventy two SeAs he reduced to two, the Lefiari 
and Imam : the firft of which Eulogically extols Aiehmet, and is received through all 
Moreay Natoliayt/£gypy PetleftwcyHnd Syria , the other which is received all over 
thePerftan Monarchy, and beyond In the iaft place, Syee Ctmet difplays his Ea^ 

lign, to fuch cfFcdt as keeps its credit to thisday in oppofition to the Tar^. It would here

Almiyda a few years after recovered it byjlratagcm, and after great 
flaughtcr of the Inhabitants and rich fnoil, burnt the City and dcmolilht the Fort, furren- 
dred by Sha-be^, who but a little before was put into that command by Melec-ffa then 
Prince of thole Countries: Hovvbeit, by command of the Goan Vicc-roy ’twas again re- 
paired, and llood in good condition till Captain/*// (if I mid alee not his name) about 
the year i6ic. took the Town, and made the daring Pma^al know their bravadoes to 
the En^Hlh were not terrible. 

The South point of U ABUL aslobfcrvcdhas Artie elevation 17 deg. 55 min. vari- 
ation Well 1 5 degrees 3 4 minutes. Heretofore it obeyed the King of Detan, but at this 
day the Lafttanian *, feat^ at the foot of a high, pleafant, and fruitful Mountain ;; whence 
ifreams a rivoict of frelh water, beyond meafure ureful in that hot Climat. The Road 
gives rcafonable good Anchorage, and the Town it fclf (efpccially towards the Sea) ap- 
pears beautiful toiuch as view it : albeit the Houfes be but low, and tarrafled at the t(^ ; 
a mode that beft itrves to qualifie the extremes of heat and cold. An old Cafllc 
and a few Temples at this day are allihe boaRs ofi for the Buzzar is but ordinary, and 
the Streets narrow ; nor is her Mart now ib confidcrable asatfird, feeing that Swrat and 
Cambaya to the North, Gea and Cal/cnt to die South have eclipfcd her *, foasnow Ihecon- 
doles with other her difconfolace Neighbours, and is to acknowledge there is a>dtltiriy 
and decay in Towns as w'cll as other temporaries. ^ - 

C H O U L (in Piri^m^’sdayes called Cmaney if Cafialdm guefs right) is removed from 
the /Equinoitial 18 degrees 30 minutes North : ravilhed from the Diadem of Deem by 
intheyear ofour r^emption 1507. andinwhich (to perpetuate his Conqueft) 
hccrcdcd a Fort which he fortified witfi Cannon. Howbeit, Anm Dom, 1573. it was 
forfome months befieged by Mfamiuc thcDccan Prince with a numerous Army of Horfe 
and Foot, bcfidcs Elephants : but by the gallant defence made by the Portugal were forced 
to rife with lofs and lhamc. The Inhabitants are a mixture of PertayraU and Brnnyms : it 
affords little elfc worth noting. 

Here the Expedition bearing up to fpeak with us, botli fell foul one anothers houKcs, 
through which mifchance her boltfprit j^ve our mizen Ihronds a churliih Talute*, but by 
a happy Mlc were parted without further damage. After five dayes fail we were 
again Nadyr to the Sun, his declination being fifteen degrees North : we were then clofc 
\ 3 Pj the Ifle in which Coa is feituated. E’rc long wc were becalmed, whereby the 
anr fuddcniy became inflamed, fo as wc were forced to fwcat and live like Salamanders.

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they call Cacaroch, a name agreeable to its bad condition : for, living it vcxt our fldh ; 
and being kill’d, finelt as loathfomely as the French Punaifc, whole Imcil is odious, 
liiis extremity continued not above a week: for then we had a frc(hgalc> by help where- 
of the three and twentieth day we came to an Anchor at Mangalore, a City that obc'^ s tiie 
MaUahar, In the road we found towards forty Mallabar Men of War, riding, whonot- 
withitanding their numbers and appetite to do us mifehief hoifed fail towards Goa one 
oncly mifearrying, that fuffered the Jonas^s Barge to come up with her: but after vari- 
aWe ftrife by rowing and making more fail got away, yet not without fome Ihot in her 
fide which Ihe unwillingly received. That night we came to an Anchor in Mount Elly or 
Delyns Bay, a Port under the valTalage of the Mallabar : we rode in nine fatliom not above 
three being near the IhOre, and gladly would have landed, but durft not be too prodigal 
of our telicf ^ for albeit the Natives feemed willing to have us come aIhore,we knew them to 
bt treacherous : feeing we would not trulb them, they came aboard our Ships, daring to 
truftus-, and in theirCanoos brought us Cocoes, Mangoes, Jacks, green Pepper, Cara- 
vance,Buffols, Hens, Eggs, and other things which we were glad to buy though not at ve- 
ry eafie prices : but for every tun of Water Icfs than a Ryal would not content them, al- 
beit they had plenty ^ by that barbarifm infringing the very Law of Nature and Nations. 
Accordingly the Poet brings in his Goddefs blaming the Rufticks for their immanity.

Neverthelefs, what was wanting in Water was liipplicd in Fruit and other rarities ; for 
here we had the Wood called Calambuco, a Tree much valued and ufed at*Funcrals ; the 
richer fort have gums and odours of Arabia put in flames, wherein the dead bodv being 
laid isconfumed *, but fir ft involved in Linen which is pure, white, fwcet and finj , or i ii 
Taffiitacs of tranfparcnt fmenefs- Of all forts of Wood they molt affed that called 
la\ and next that,C4/.z»j^4 0r Calamhuca, which (6mzt\\mkLigntm Aloes \ much biiint in 
thefe parts at Funerals ; Trees very rare, growing but in few Regions, it is very fweet 
and delightful to the finell,gro ws high and even, and is found commonly in the lofty Moun- 
tain of Chameys in Cochtn^c^na and being rare and hardly got, the jjeopje fell at cxccUi vc 
rates *, both in regard the Bannyans delight to have this wood in their Obreqi?ics,and that 
the Japonians fo much value it for ornament in their Houles. They imagine no Pillow 
wholfomcr, nothing more conducing to health than that to fleep upon •, extremely hating 
what is foft, for they find that fuch both heats the blood and perturbs the fancy, cli)eci- 
ally where the Countreys are torrid. Of old they ufed to wrap thofe dead bodies that 
were to be burnt or purified in the lire in that kind of Linen called vivnm or Ashe- 
fios, of wh ich 1 have formerly fpoken : 1 Ihall but add the defeription out of Hierocles treat- 
ing Bracman. Indertm Htuntitr vefie linea cxlapMnSy qnod quidem texH,;t ; mollia 

font lapidam ftamina & membrana ex quibus pannifiunt, qm neq\ igne neq’y aqua expurgantnr, fed 
cum fei^des Cr maculae contraxerunt an flammssi^emyolbcfcunt & lueidi fium. 

Here we had the faireft Lemons 1 eves law. It is an old laying, Omnis vitagufiu ducitur 
Life is upheld by the taftc of fome fweetnefs ; give me leave therefore to name fome Fruit 
may be worth the notice. Pappacs, Cocoes, Bananacs, and Plantains, all very fwcet and 
delicious ; Orenges we had aUb ftorc of*, which may well be remembred they were fo fuc- 
culcnt and dainty, and of fo curious a rclilh as affedts the cater beyond mcafurc ^ the rind 
alfo was no lei's pleafant than the juice, feeming to have dulcity and acrimony mixed to- 
gether. The tree has not only blofforas, but green and ripe fruit all at oncej the root 
where the fap lies conftantly conv^ing vegetation to the tree in thofe warm Regions* 

The ^nanacs were no lefs delightml ; tbctrecisbut low, yet Ipreads gracefully; the 
fruit is not unlike a Soilage for lhape, but in tafte is molt pleafant : they ripen though 
you crop them immaturcly i and from a dark green, turn into a bright yellow : the rind peels 
ofTcafily*, and the fruit being put into the mouth, diflblves and yields an incomt)arable relilli. 

The Jack grows upon a tree which is very low, yet not cafic to be afeended : for fliape 
it refcmblcs a Pompion : without, ’tis of a yellow colour mixed with veins ^ but within 
full of golden coloured cloves, each ofdicm being full of kernels, not unlike the largelt 
fort of French Bean, but ibmewhat more globous : the fruit hath in it a ftone, which be- 
ing boiled the Buifols cat. The fruit is fomewhat unplcafanc at the firft guft, which as 1 
fuppole the heat and rarenefs caufes \ and ’tis glutinous in the mouth, but of double 
benefit in the ftomach being reftorative and good for the back, of lingular ufe againR that 
l^rcnch Dlfcafe was brought firft from the Wars at Naples y and in tafte has ibme reftm- 
blahcc with that the Africans call Cola, 
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The Ananas is not inl'enour to the y^ri^inbulk, albeit the plant it (pring from be no 
waycqnal: for it arifes not from feed, but a Root like that of an Artichock: at ma- 
turity thev rife not above two foot, whereby with lefs labour they enrich the gatherer: 
without, Tis armed with a moiftlefs rind which is hard but pleafant within : and though 
a little Icem to fatiate, yet experience teaches that the ftomach covets it and admits an 
eafiftd igeft ion. The Durtyen rcfemblcs the Jackj the Ibapc is round, and the out-fide jcau- 
lihi!, yet that beauty, exceeds not the inward vertue *, for albeit at firft opening it give a 
i'md! not unlike a rotten Onion which to many feems olFenfivc, the meat ncverthelefs is 
of a ^^hitifll colour and divided into a dozen cells or partitions which are filled witi 
Roiics as big as Cheftnuts, white and cordial. In Malacca and Java they abound moft 
and arc wojj^ the enquiring after i for it is a fruit both nutritive and dainty, yea, with- 
out an liyH&olc an Epitome of the belt and rareft fruits throughout tljc Orient. Arne 
and arc here much in ufc. The Arecca tree grows very high and rcfemblcs 

tlie PalmetoT the ivood is fiizzic and foft and hangs like (haded grapes in cluftcrs : the 
tigit is fliapcd like a Wall-nut, and of like bignefi ; white within, and not cafily pene- 
rtlted but lik; good oyl hath neither taftenor fincll : for they cat it not alone, but wrap 
it in a leaf of Bade or Betree which hath neither flower nor moilhirc, and chew it in 
morkls. Some ( as 1 have noted ) mix with it a kind of Lime like that of Oylbers-lhclls ^ 
whiiii together if they lay true) cures the cholick, removes melancholy, kills worms, 
purges the maw’, preferves the teeth, prevents hunger, and Itupifies the lenfe : which 
Jaft vcrtiie o( calions the hidiam Women to chew it when they go to burning wdth their 
dead Husbands. 

Mount Elly is in 12 degrees latitude, in 55 degrees 30 minutes longitude j variation 1 j 
degrees: A place as eminent in Hills as any other part wc faw upon ihecoaflof ludiay 
and limits the two rich and populous Kingdoms Dccan and Malfahar. It gave this rc- 
fcrablancc as we rode beiorc it. 



An unhappy accident happened us here, before wc weighed anchor : For, on the five 
and twentieth day deftrying at the point of the Bay a Junk of feventy Tuns fraught with 
merchandize and bound for Adjeen\ wc could likewife perceive a MaJlabar Pirnt iculk 
near this Jun!;, which he doubted not to board being qlt'at Sea and paft our help. As 
accordingly fell out : for being under fail, the Man of War gave her chafe: the junk 
perceiving drinycr, chofc rather to put her fclf under onr protcdioii than hazard the 
rapine of tlint Fi igat. But her condition ( with grief i fpcak it ') was little better ; Ibr 
the Jonas boarding her with her Barge, tow’d her to our Admiral, where ( Jiftcr jbort 
confiiltation ; fht was adjudged prize. For my part i could not reach the oficnce . but 
tins I could, fas fbme reported 1 that /he had a Cargo of Gotten, Opium, Onions, and 
pi ohal )ly fbmewhat under the C.otten of more value, which was her crime it feems. 
But how the prize was diftributed concerns nor me to enquire’, Iwasa pal]erigei,no Mer- 
chant nor Infoi mer. The Sca-mcn it .appeared were to make what advantage they could 
unto themfelves ; for, they firft gave the that were aboard a Jiiirlifli welcome, 

by which they perceived they intended to make them flaves and IM! riicm ro the J.rja,'Sy 
who ufually give fifty Ryals for every Slave-, which rather than liiirjr, threefcore ol 
thofc poor wretches threw theinfclvcs defpcratcly into the Sea , chooiing rather to e*> 
pofe their Carcafics to the waves than the mercy of our Men, if 1 may io call it ; which 
feem’d [port to fome there, but not fo to me who had companion : nor could 1 b*.; 
formed what provocation had been given our Men to make fudi a proceeding. * 1 ' 
Canoo’s from the fhore fhew’d them more mercy, foi they fived Ibmc of them > but iIim' j 
our Boats took up refented our dealing fo pafTionatcly as the)' feem’d more vvillin;-, 10 
drown’d. That night we had terrible weather, much rain mixed with thundi. r aiid 
lightniag. This ftoriny wcatUer is ufual here fvhen the Sun is nearefl: and niake-^ their 

Summer; 
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Summer-, for then upon this Indian they have the greateft lign of Winicr, from 
the Summer Solltice to thp Autumnal ^Equinox continuing wind and rain, whit li inakos it 
exceeding boifterous and unfafe to travel. Thelc extraordinary rains are without dou\)r . 
the caufes of the yearly over flowing of the Menan in Syam, and Suhan InPept j as a.ib of 
the two great Afrtcan Rivers Nyger and NiUu ^ feeing that like weather at the fame Scafoii 
is in the cy£thiopian Mountains. Howbeit, thofe months of June, July and Auguft, albeit 
they be ftormy in India are the fairefl. moiitlis of the Year, and calmcll weather in the 
Mediterranean and thofe Countreys that arc about that Cliraat. But 1 looked upon it 
then as a fign of God’s difplcafure. And it is well worth our obfervation. That whereas 
all May, June, July and Auguft our Summer,- and the like with all or moll parts of £«- 
rope from the Pole Ardick to 50 degr. and more towards the -/Equator where it begins, 
the Sky is for the molt part ferene and the Seafon warm and mild -, it is Winter in the 
Oriental Regions(in fomc parts flretchingfrom thcTropickof Cancer to the iEqumo^tial 
Line) during thofe four months. Inafmuch as their Summer begins in September, Inch 
time as the Sun enters into Libra. For, from the mouth of the River Indtu in 2 ■, dei^i • 
to Cape Comryn in 7 degr. North latitude, all along the Indian Coalt of Cu^urat, Decan 
and Alallabar, the Weather during tho£' four months is exceeding ftormy and outrngious 
through continued rain, wdnd, thunder and lightning-, but is lair Sun-jhinc weather all 
the other 8 months ; Albeit it is not fo in the other Neighbouring j>arts of India. For 
whereas the mighty Mountain (which 1 formerly refcmblcdtothe^cww/" ) runs 

in a continued ledge of Hills crofs from Imam 10 Cape Comryn, the iitmoft Cape or Pro- 
montory of India towards the Line, through the middle of the Continent*, and, as it 
were, in an a:qiiidiftance between the Indtati Ocean and Bengalan Gulph : It is obl’ervcd 
by feverni 1 'ravcllers, and by Linfeotin amongft the reft. That in croUing the Countrey 
betwixt thofe Seas at the fame time,on the one fide that Hill they fmd’it Summer, and find 
it Winter on the otner. So as when it rains and blows, with dreadliil thunder arid flalhcs 
intermixL, all along the Coaft of Mallabar as far as Diu near Indm, and all thofe four 
months I lately named ) no Sun appears : Contrarily on the Coaft oiChormandcU in which 
arc the Kingdoms of Culcunda, Narfingatindnjiapore, all along from the River Ganges to 
Cape Comryn, thofe Countreys on that fide Bellagate have then clear Sun-lhinc weather, 
without mixture of rain, wynd or ftormy weather j and yet from the Hill to either Sea 
is not above I ou miles : Awd vice verfa, the feafon varies, which is very rare, the little 
diftance duely conlidercd. Such alfo as fail within the Gulph of Perpa find the like dif- 
ference for tnc molt part, when they weather (or as Sea-men phrafe, doubir ) Cape Ro- 
felgate : It being halcyon fair, mild and Sun-fhinc weather on that fide of the Happy Ara- 
bia which refpecftsPrr/irt-, when on the other towards the Ocean, the wind and rain 
bJuftcr outragioufly during all that Seafon : Which evidences a great influence the Pla- 
nets liave over ilic Aii and Earth, and c ontrarictics that are in the Upper Regions. 

ThcMKc wc failed due South, and that evening palTcd by Cananor, Montingue,Onor and 
Batticala, which fonie repute part oi' Canara or Decan\ and then by Mangulcm, Mandugara 
of old, ill whicli as the Jefuits report were feventy thoufend Qiriftlahs, Calicut called 
Camanes, and Cocljyn Calchin in Ptolomy and the Bay Sinus Colchicus, Crangumre, Covplam, 
and Brm John, as far as Gape Comryn the utnioft; Promontory of India 'in feven degrees 
and a half North, variation 14 degrees : A Cape well known of old , for it is by Ptolomy 
lib. 7. called Cory-, by Strabo Conomcnema, by Phny Calafsa, and Comar by Arrhian in his 
Periplus, and Camara extrema by other Geographers*, but by other Cofmographers Co- 
laicum, Calligtcum and Calingou, where the Jllavo-Califm arc by Pliny feated : Howbeit at 
this day by "the Inhabitants ’tis called Tutian Cory. Where, e’rc wc pafs further, a little , 
concerning the Cuftom, Habit and Superftition of the Mallabars with fuch as mix among

M A LL A B A'R is at this day a great and famous part of India ftrctchiiig along from 
Batncala a’ Port under 14 degr. to Cape Comryn, which is about 7 degrees North from 
the /Equinoctial: about four hundred miles in length , but in breadth no where abpvc 
a hundred, which fomc reduce to fifty, that is, from that ridge of Hills we call Bellagate 
to the Wcllcrn Ocean : lb populous^ that the of Calicut is able upon occafion to 

take the Field with 200000 Mentooppofe the Narpngan, the Decan, or CulcandanYdxigs, 
his powerful Neighbours. His Countrey is moft of the Year variant and abounding with 
Cattel, Corn, Cotton, Silk-worms, Pepper, Ginger, Tamarind, Caffia, Girdaffiomc, 

Rice, 
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Rice, Myrobalans, Anana’s, Pappa's, Melons, Dates, Coco’s and other Fruits •, and 
botaftsalibof fevcral dcfenfjvc Towns and Harbours as Coulam, Cochyn, Calicut, Man- 
jiralere, cre, and to fay truth, the Ocean it felf forty lcai;ues into the Sea is all along the 
Indian fliorc fo nnchorable and fb fecure that the Roads it affords are comparable to Har- 
bours in Ibme other places. But for the better undcrftandiiig fuch part of the Eafi-ludies 
as is on tliis tide Gatms, this fmall Map will fcr\'e to dired the eye to the molt rcx'nark- 
ablc places, cfpccuilly fuch as 1 fliall have occafion to fpcak of. 
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And firfl of Mullahar : A well known Region upon the Weflcrn patt of that great 
Continent, and fubdivided into fundry petty Toparebies, wliiih aie fiibordiuate to the 
Gre.at Samoreen' a naked Negro, but not a little puft up by being the Prim ipal Bracman, 
and no Icfs tyrannical than proud and not fo much by ])rovoi ation, as wicked pratlkc :

The Nayroes arc his Maomtes: They cxcrcilc nojefs Authority over their inferiours 
than the Samonen doth ovti them-, being freely tolerated an arbitrary lilxjrty. Life ex 
teptedi and withal are fb extrcamly libidinous as no part in the World affords a moie 
obfcenc Genet ation : their bcaftlyi appetite not fo ninth }>i ovoked by the heat as by the 
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Art and Diet they invent towards provocation. Amongft others, they have the Demroa 
in foecial requeft } both for that it contributes towards the accomplifliing their corrupt 
ends, and with that fecurity and mode as heightens their recreation. An Herb or Drug it 
is which being infufed or otherwife prepared and taken, has a marvellous force : For 't 
is not fomuch of a fbporiferous quality to procure fleep, as to Itupifie and infatuate the 
Intellect *, fince the patient or rather abufed party fometimes appears merry as if a T aran^ 
tula had infedledhim, and hath his eyes open, but fees no otherwife than if a xuttaferena 
or heated Steel had deprived the optique ■, fb as during the operation the Nayro many 
times makes that his opportunity to viOt and adt his Amours, whiles the good man by that 
dclufive fpcU is rendrcdaridiailousfpedtator, and feemingly analfcntor totheir mcllhan*. 
teries. I confefs I never faw it pradtifed, but M||:latcd by Lynfehoten and other fucti as 
may be credited. 

Mfant in his belief That thefe Nayrocs are of the call of the Catteries one of the dc- 
feendants of Tohtohs and Parcouty in the foregoing difeourfe more fully mentioned, is not 
amifs^ or in the report That they arc generally proud and lazie, ufually go armed, and 
will not abate one jot of the common ornament of thofc Oriental parts, which is to beau- 
tific or rather load their arms and necks with Silver bracelets, roj)es of Pearl and other 
efl^’mmate pieces of bravery : and fo llatcly , that they expedt more than ordinary refpedt •, 
as appears in paffing through a Crowd, only by Itriking his Sword upon his Target

* fage. Thevet f^ertoman and PomIms P'enetus go further, faying That an inferiour perlbn 
dare not look them in the face or appear within fifty paces. But this is more certain. 
That as the Sword awes the indefenfive Villager, fo cullom has enllaved them in fiich fort, 
that in Peace the common people feem daftardly, but in War arc found fpirited. Nor 
would one think otherwife, when he takes the profpedtof their vifage and limbs, which 
exprefs both ingenuity and ftrength fufficient. 

Of colour, they are rather black than olivaftcr: their hair crifps, but grows longer 
than the Africans. And albeit they wear their hair, yet conform they to the mode of 
Shalhcs : for, about their Temples they wreath a curious fort of linncn fometimes wrought 
with Silk and Gold. Their waftc is circled with a piece of Callico \ but from the thigh 
downward, and from the middle up wards are nakcef. The vulgar wear about their waltc 
a party-coloured Plad, and pink their skin; The Women vail thcmfclvcs like other Indi- 
ans. Their greateft pride is cxprelTcd in the adorning their cars andnoles; fuppofing 
them moft courtly who dilacerate their cars wideft (which they effed by many ponaerous 
baubles they hangthcre,) andringtheirfnouts with Jewels of Silver, Brafs, or Ivory*, their 
arms and legs alfo are richly chained. 

Concerning their Marriages, formerly it was thccuftom That the Bracmanhadi the firlt 
nights company with the Bride, fuppofing the ground of better value ^ that holy feed, 
as they call it : a pradilc now wholly abrogated. And which was no lels rare, theSamo- 
rcento make furc work ufed to confer his Command upon his Sifters iffue *, allured it fccras 
that flic was of his blood and they of his by confequencc. 

The men arc more addided to Arms than Arts. The Portuy^als at their firft intrenching 
on their fliore thought them a very Ample fort of people becaule unlearned *, and eafie to 
be overcome becaule moft were naked: but both deceived them*, for Nature inftruded 
them in their own defence, and long conteft with the taught them experience, fo 

as in Ihort time they learned how to ufc their bow and arrow, darts and targets \ and of 
late years have attained the Art of making Hand-granadoes and other Fire-works ^ where- 
in they arc pregnant, and of which they have fuch llore that they proffered us as much and 
of what Ibrts we would for money. Their Country abounds with Minerals and Stones of 
price, and no part is without plenty of fruit and other provifion : 1 lowbeit, the Land (efpe- 
cially near the Sea-fliorc) we could perceive was woody and mountainous. And in thofc 
\yhich ^m^QMullahar from the Kingdom of Narfin^a arc many wiki Bcafts that make the 
way perillous*, efpecially Serpents which have wings and feet, if report fpeak truth: 
Mons dividens r^rmm Narfinga a Mallabar nutrit mult as f eras y pracipue datos Dracones, qui 
in arboribus verjant, pedes habentj &c, Oibr. 

Moll of the people in their diet abftain from Fle{h,W ine,yca Wine-Vinegar, and Strong- 
water , not allowing thcmfel ves the liberty of Radifli-roots,Onyons,Garlick,or other roots 
and herbs that haveatinfture of red, a refemblance of blood ; fo very ftrid they be to 
rules deduced from the Shafter and the example of their precile Anceftors} contenting 
thcmfclves with Milk, Rice, Sugar, Herbs and Fruits of fcvcral forts and Spices: for they 
arc of the Bantryan perfwafion, who have a deteftation againft any that for prefervation of 
their own will take away the life of another. Ovid 1 5 Metamorph. has this in their Apo- 
logy.

\ .11 iet\ oi 1 1 U!t^ and ‘.lowers. The City of it fclf is large, but of fmall elegancy in building ; 
loi the houre> are low , thick and dark, and the llrccts narrove : The Harbour is a pretty 
Wviy diftaiitironi the Town, and Hit indifferent to anchor in; yet fticwsthc remains of 
twoUiongForts which wtre raifed about the year 1515. by the Portugiicz., inafortdemo- 
lillicd iuiLc by the Mallahr. The Samorcen in this place has his ufual abiding : a Prince 
of great power and awe ; and not more black of colour Uian treacherous in difjxifition.

But that Mi'lcc Pyramal King of this Ifland, was one of thofe Magt, VVife-nicn oi Kings 
(prc-monilhcd by that Proi>liecit* of Balaam the Edomite) tliatastoaKing,Pricll and Pro- 
phet, offer’d Gold, frankinccnfc and Myrrhe unto our Blcllbd Saviour*, fore told a!.b by 
the PerfiMt Sibyl and by a new Star as by the finger of God miraculoiilly directed, is the 
Tradition of this place*, and alio that at his return he made knov n the myltcry of 
God’s Incarnation for Man’s Redemption, and by his laborious tcacliing, many Pro* 
iel jtes *. w'hich Ibme to this very day maintain for truth. But more certain it is, the Iccds 
of Chrilliau knowledge have there been fown, whence lj)riing ProlelTbrs though the 
greatell jiart are fince turned Apoftates. Howbeir, this is obvious in Hjilory,^ That 
Candace\ Eunuch baptized by Phtltp preached Cfartfi in many ])arts of Arabia and llindry 
Ulcs thereabouts, and India allb *, as Socotora this, and Taprobaw or Sumatra if Dorothea 
Bilhop of Tyre who lived in the days of the great Cottflamate had good Authority for 
the reporting it. 

In Claudius Cafar\ time fome of the Natives of this Idand having made fomc fiiift to 
crofs over into Mallabar travelled throngh Pcrfla unto Rome *, where albeit they pretended 
fomc knowledge in AJhonomy and the Sphere, bewray’d their ignorance by admiring to 
obferve the Sun contrary to what it was fecn to be at Zeyloon, Salem Uva oriri mirantur 
arc the w^ords of the Hiltorian : which by the Romans might equally be wondred at, lec- 
ing tluu thofe Indians by being within tlic burning Zone have their lliadows on both 
lidesauording as the Sunjnakcs his progiols to cither Tropick- Ncvcrthclcls probable 
it is, what underftanding thefe Zeylaniam had was borrow’d from the Gymnrfuphifls who 
had theii light from Zoroafler the molt ancient and in his time themoft extellent Philolb- 
pher -■ 11c lived full five hundred years before the TrojanSN^iV, faith Suidas, and was tlie 
firft that f;avc Name to the Magi of Perjia -,, Zoroafler, Perfo-Medus Sapiens apiul cos ^ui in 
Afhemmia excelliierunt, etiam ^ui primus dedit Nomen eis Magis cjux civi’i.i trat'tarnm : 4 
libros feripfit de Natura; 5 dc Aflrofeopeia, cr unum de pretiofis lapidibut, Ikc. And Piem 
Mir and. ad Ficinum dc De>!mati; CUsaldaica Tlscologia’, Turn PerfanwhC'racorum cr Chaldao- 
rum in i/lam Divifu & locfiplctijjim.i cu .rravit, 5cc. And albeit ;:t C'’bar 1 had Oicalion to 
Ipeak more largely coiicei n-ng thele Oriental Philofophers, I fi ill .ere butaddthatteft i- 
inony which Porphyrias gives concerning th<*ir definition and tl •: nature of their Lcarii- 
ing, Apud Perfas (iaith he) f]:u rirca Divina font Sapientesycoruvif, Cultores, AFagi anpclLwtur. 

Hoc enim propria DialeElo ejits Regioms, Adagus fignificat. Kowbeit, the honour oi rboililt 
Europaan difeovery w« owe to Laurenthss the Son of Almryda, who about tlic \car 15 0 
firft arrived here, but did not alter the Name from what the Natives called it. Ac prclent it 
is over-run with ft inking weeds of Heathemfm . For, as is laid of another place, 

Here^ grow thofe heaps of Errotsrs^ which we fee Hic,errorum cumulus j hie, omuls fjjurdt 

Of all uticleannof and Idolatry. Hie, infoelix populus gaudet Indolatria. 




So great, tliat ilart c any Village or Mount without its inanimate Pagod, their luppofcd 
Deities or M.tli Getni \ llich as LaBamiui and PrudenttM Cum prth, domibiu, 

ihermis^flabuUsfoIcartsafi^arefiiosGemos fcrq\ omniamemhra Vrhtsprrq., locos Genioram miL 
lia nwlui fifrrrc : And arc to obfbrve, that Genn locorum f/mt Damones, Amonglt others, 

I nVliition only for the impolture) was that infamous Hammant or Apes-tooth 
• God \\ liit h \\ as highly cllccmcd and rclbrtcd to by millions of Indians, till Confiantine a 
late ' loan \'icc-roy landing hvi hundred men at Columbo firft forcibly took away ^hat 
Apiih Idol ; and albeit the idolaters proifered a vaft ranfomc of three hundred thoufand 
Din. kas he burned it to allies : his zeal againft that grofs impiety cxprelfing therein a fa- 
t red indignation. Notwithftanding, a crafty llannyan fo well forged another countcrll’it, 

' \\ :is believed by the Jogues to be the fame (willing to be deluded i ) thereby exceed- 
ingi\ cnrichinghinifclf, and joying not a little thefe fimplc Zeylonians. 

Another was that not far from MattataU, confpicuous in its Handing; concerning 
^^hich, the Singales and Jogues rcpoit, ITiatmany years ago tlicir King nourifh- 
cd a conceit, Thar this Dtahoh was no better than a Icnfelcls Idol : Put lo, a Joguc ( Te- 
catis imfn at arte Diis) by the Devil’s craft lb wrought, that upon a time when Jebna cn- 
tred Jx belield v as he thought - the Paged breath out fire, his eyes feeming to be co- 
loured unh rage and the Scimiter in his hand wrathfully bent againll*him; at wlych, 
the ania/A-dKiiigcriesout for help, actufes his infidelit\ and having fatisfied for his 
crroiir, c\n- after became a zealous Idolater. The place where this grand Pagotha 
Hood uhn inveloped with a Cloud of Arms for its defence : And not without good 
lealbn, feting it was their belief, That upon the lall of that Idol the final ruine of 
the U'uverfe Ihould immediately Ibllow by fire or othcrwile. Noiv (without any 
countenancing that impoHure; that the World lhall be confumed, is credited*, but 
i:ot till he that made it lhall plcall* to order the didblution. Lucretius hath, that 
obfervation, brevi JpMto mutantur Sicla Animantum, c c. And the like another Ro- 

man Poet,

14. who had a l.aiw written* in their hcaijs*, fo as it was a 
Maxim, T.here was no: any who had not Ibmefpark of civility tom n, and zeal to ibinc 
one 01 other D jity ; that principle ncvcrthtlcls now Iccras cxtinguHhed amongll thS Gen- 
tiles we meet with in theie Regions. 

• ‘U])pnTo/«ml>o’sfligh peak a place dearly bought by the Portugal) was flicw'ed and ere- 
coifed tiic Iptu-llcps of old Adam : -born and buried here if w^e will believe them. • Here al- 
fo thev /hcvv a Like ol' Salt water ujion a high hill, laid to be no other but the tears af- 
fiicl .d Eve ihed a hundred years together for the lofs of her righteous Son Abel.

Kini' exadted an Annual Tax of two hundred and fifty thoufand pound weight oftlieir heft 
Cinumon, which Sw/4 begun to load away the third year alter ; But the King' more rich than 
crafty) to (hew how little he regarded the lofs of lb much ufelefs barks of T rees»and to (It a 

better 
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better edge upon the appetite of the Pmurdt one he invited tlicxn to fee him walk 
upon a Tarrafs arrayed in an imbroidered Coat th^ powdered with Gold, Smaragds, 
Pearl and Diamond, all t9gether darting out rayes of wonderful luftre : to which albeit 
the Sun wanted npt to incrcafe the fplendor, yet as if that were not enot^h, in the nij^ht 
feafon five hundred Flambeauxes or Torches were (as Story fays) put in fiames to make this 
Prince Icem a greater objedt of aibonilhment : but it rather was as a Corpe Saatg, For forth- 
with S>/iv/r4 judging the cofi: and labour well worth his pains built a Cittadel there under 
pretence to aid them againlt the MdUAttr Junks, but rather to be his Jewel-keeper : for in 
ihort time he fo purfued the King that he became a Ravilher of what he had ; and by a 
forced nak^nqls learned him a future better way of politick bravery. 

Gm'us d HwwPhyfician to the Gotm Vice-Roy reports, That the King ufed to be fer- 
ved in dilhes of Loadftone ; not onely for the rarity, but mcxlicinablc vertue thereof, ai 
having a power to difeover poyfon and continue Youth. Store of Pcarl-Oyfters have 
been taken ’twixt Cape Cmryn and Zeyloon of good value: and here is no want of gold \ 
but the King thinks not that fo valuable as to be ferved in Porcellane dilhes and other 
materials. 

From Zeyloon we hoife fail for fome eminent Ports and Maritime parts of /W/Vt, Lorded 
by black but daring Png^ms. The Mognl has incircled within his Diadem many of thofe 
noble Kingdoms or Provinces therclc, the Decmy Snmoreen, Nnrfingimy Pegiumy Sya- 
mite and others : but the chicfelb Ifles neighbouring this we lalt landed at arc SMmatrOy 
thsjteusi Borneo, the AittnettU, the Celebes, Adoluccoes, BrnidoyAmheyno, Pinlippinx oi Bo- 
rn/fn, &c, which 1 lhall briefiy 4 )eak of: and in order thereunto, firlt of the Coalt of 

CHORMANDEL {Ptdomy calls it Cmagnrdnmna ) vtYazh ftretches above three 
hundred leagues from Cape Comryn under eight degrees North towards the xftuarium of 
Gsnges or the Argnric Gulph, which now we call the Gulph of Benoda, Aiagmm Cangis 
ofiwn in Ptolemy, as far as Chatighan unde? 22 degr. North. Upon 3 iat Coalt arc fu idry 
Towni of note, viz^, Negnpoton, Mtlinpore ( the Burial-place of Saint Thomas die Apoftle 
of 7^4, and of Saint Bartholomew fay tome, but miltaken in that Tradition, feeing Eccle- 
fi^icai Story leaves him buried at AlbampAU in Armenia,) Polycat, Armagm, Narfinga, 
Mejiipatan, Bipilipatan snd fundry niore^ in fome of which the Et^lijh, in others the 
Dutch have Fa Tories. Here Strabo places the Ajfacani, from which Ibme from the congruity 
of Name derive the Ajfalini whole wicked Tenets have rendred them in more than 
Name not to be tnentioned. Now concerning Ganges, (which one (how truly 1 know not) 
fayes was called probably fome River running into Ganges: or as it may be 

named in thofe or fome other obfeure places ) amongft Rivers is lecond to none : For, 
ato a flux of three thoufand miles, having incrcafed her Channel by fifty other Rivers 
that run into her, which for above an hundred miles double the breadth that Euphrates 
bears at old Babylon, and thrice its depth, divides India in two, branches it lelf into le- 
veral ftreams, and has many noted Towns built upon her banks, alfording them Earth 
and Water as good as any, and by the Bannyans held facred, as Lucan /. 3. albeit miftaken 
in its courfe, takes notice.

At length under the fame Tropick with the River Indus, in five great mouthes or Opa, 
of old called Cambyfum, M^um, Cambericum, Pfendoftemumznd Antibolum, diCcmhogacs 
it ielf into the Bcngjdan Gulph, as 1 have a litde before mentioned *, and then into the 
Indian Sea : ±e Sea being the ftore-houie of all Rivers, In efuo depnmus, & in quo curru 
mm omnes, Ovid, de Porno, The Bannyans have the water of Ganges in that divine efteem, 
that in deadly fits they covet to have their mouths wet with it, imagining that the Rock 
whence it firit-fic^s bears the figure or (hape of a horned Cow, a creature with them 
of a fingular refpeft *, albeit a fancy others are alfo taken with, as appears by the River 
Po, according as Virpl lib, 4. Georg, mentions and as might be inftanced of other places : 
agreeable to what the ancient Poets feigned of the Ocean, which from the noife it makes 
they refembled tp a Bulls head, and thence called it Tauriceps. 

NEGAPAjANf#.#. a Town upon the River Nega ) has 1 2 degrees latitude Nor A, 
odd minutes’, is in a Climat hot and unwholefome, l^ in regard the wind and rains 
there are for fome part of the year high ajod unfeafonable. The Town neverthelefs has 
good water, fruits well relifhed and no lefs nutritive : notwithftanding the People are 
much vexed with Feayers, Fluxes and other diftempers-, blockilh they be, and unapt for 
Study or Exercice : Heat indeed here predominates, probably debilitates their appetite,

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Women bum Hfhb their dead Husbmds. 


4||.||nd invites them too much to eafe^the mother of Luxury : A fmail thin but hue Shuddery 
Veil of Lawn they draw afore their lecret parts*, their head has a finali wreath about 
the reft being expofed to view and all forts of weather. They want no gold, ftones of 
value, nor fuch thirds as the Merch^ covets *, for but few years fince they prized them 
little better than wc do trifles. }^re*any Religion is tolerable^ and oimpnAmiij 
Deum Mbnjhra feems tranflated hither. But the manner of their Mafriages is extr^rdi- 
nary : For many times the Prielt with a Cow, and the Man andWomango together tothe 
Water fide ^ where the Brdttyn firlb mutters a fhort prayer, and then links their hands 
about the Cows tail, pours upon them all his haUowed Oyl,and laftly forces the beaft ‘ 
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neither returns fhe nor do they diflunite till the waves advife them : when being on fhore 
they untie, and hold that myftcrious tie forcible and (acred ever after. Mr. Fitch the Mer* 
chant in his travels through chefe parts makes the like obfervation. The Heahm are a- 
verie to Law, and alfo to Morality ^ as if in a malignant fort they refifted the very liberty 
of Naturc^r their prefcrvation, as FUtt, m AlexMd, — £r yW Neuitrx remittit In- 
vida jttrafjfUm ' as allb may be obferved by Dendmnys the e^oftulating with 
Alexander againft Pythagarat* Suitable to which the People upon this allow the^R4»- 
t^ans Wives the liberty to burn with their dead Husbands : So that Death having cut 
in two their Union, the reliA conceits her felf a loathed Carcafs; and refolving to 
make her felf an Holocauft, robes her Bo^ with a tranfmrent Lawn *, her arms, legs and 
thighs alfb are fettered with chains expremng love ; but ner ears, nofe and fingers are ad- 
orned with Pearl and precious Stones : with one hand fhe holds a Nofe-gay of flowers, in 
the other a ball *, both which are emblemesof Paradife. She is attended with a great num- 
ber, fome accompanying her for love, others for civility, but mod for her encouragement 
and honour of the Ceremony : the Prieft all the way (he goes deferibes the joys fhe is to 
poflefs, and the afTurance (he has to enjoy her Husband fpccdily in ElyzStm : fhe returns a 
modeft (mile, trips on,chawiiK ibmething in her mouth that intoxicates her brain,and upon 
light of the flame feeiw tiianiported with fatisfaftion. So foon as fhe fees the Carcafs of 
her Husband laid upbfl a pile and the fire burn, like a mad Lover fhe whirls about the pit, 
and having bid Farewel to Parents, Children, and Friends, Iwilingly incorporates with 
the fire ; which quickly makes them one in afhes : Mufick of fundry forts, and acclama- 
tions of Spedators yell aloud at the fameinffant, both for the greater honour of the Ob- 
fequy, and that the fLrieches of the poor Wretch may not be hc^, whereby others may be 
dilcouraged. It feems the Bbman Poets, though at a great diftance, had fome profpeft of it, 
by this funeral Song they have warbled out in their memorial :

Now albeit fome Women of this pcrfwaflon living under a Mdbmete^ Prince being 
denied tiiis liberty to burn their Bodies with their Husbands Corps, have been known of 
late years to make therafelves away*, yet others more wife and lefs valuing a place in 
the Catalogue of thofe fiery Zealots, do refufeto burn : but in fuch cafes, ly way of igno- 
miny they arc commanded tofhave their heads, and tofequefter themfelvesuom company *, 
which is a punilhment. Howbeit, this cuftom of burning is much more ancient with Men 
amongft thf Bracmans of thofe parts than with the other Sex : for with the later it came 
not in practice until feveral of their Husbands were made away bw poyfon, which their 
laicivious Wives would frequently adminiftcr upon giving them diftawtr, or other flcight 
provocation : for prevention whereof, this Draceh Law was devifed and enjoin’d the Re- 
lit t : And though in its inftitution it feem’d fevere, it was to deter them frmn that wicked 
pradicc, which long cuftom hath made familiar and reputable. Wc find it fo recorded 
by St. Hierome lib. i. ad Jevinian. and ej£lian in hb Var. Hifi- lib. 7. f. 8. But amongft Men 
much more old, as 1 might inftance from feveral Authorities and Examples : one of which 
may be that of MandanU the O'ymnofofhift, who as Strabo /. 1 5 . reports, was courted by Alt- 
xander the O're^rtoacceptof arichprefent he made the Philofbpher *, but contemning it 
aiid ills glory, it (atleaft fcemingly) (b incenfcd the King, that t\icBracman for his arrogance 
wascondemnedto^th: and txing told he might be pardoned fo he would but defire it, 
with no Icfs morofity anfwer*d,He would indeed petition Alexander, not for Life, but liberty 
to burn himfelf *, giving this rea(bn,That death was in no wife terrible where ’tis only an in- 
let untoimmortality in exchange of hU old pcrifliingfleftiexpeftuiganiorcdurable and ex- 
cellent condition. Befidet

Bcfidcsthis hcathenifh cuftome, here arc many other lewd pradifes: fuch and io ma- 
ny, that Peccatajjtttt in delmis\ for Satan feems here to credl his Tiironc, and imperU 
oully todiljrlay his Banner of Idolatry, and under various drefles to proclaim a tolerati- 
on for all manner of wickednefs. Such is the milcrahic vallalagc with which this wretch- 
ed G';ncracion arc cnilaved, and fo far from any fenfe of their milcry, that they have de- 
vifed fundry tragic fccnes to heighten the reputation of their Pagod, though with their 
own deltrudion. And amongll other A'cinsTrmmfhdcs a maflie Idol of auri-calk is pla- 
ced upon a Chariot witli eight wheels ric hly gilded i the atLent is !)v levcrai ealic fteps, 
upon which efpccially upon gawdy dayes the Jog, lies and many piollitiitingGa ls were 
placed. Oh ij^nis infernalis luxnrut ! Hcllilli ‘/cal ! feeing Parents dcllinaie their pret- 
ty Children to'inchalfity, mccriy 10 inrich the Idol: Not unlike tliofc Babylonian Vota- 
ries oiMcIytta (as was there i ailed,) who rcceKcd their price with this cxcufc, 

Tanti tibi Dcum Adelytu iniploroy and by the Courtezans was offered to adorn her Tem- 
ple. Thus mountci they go on in proccllion ; a procclfion not unlike the Thenfa ufed 
by the fupcrltitious Romans, or that Idolatry of the Danes recorded by Ditmarus and Do- 
do: for, happy is that man, be he rich or poor, great oi bafe, that can lend a hand to 
draw the Chariot-, yea, they account them happielb who out of a frantick -/cal tcmcra 
rioully throw their naked bodies in the way, to the end tluat by the poiideroufnefs of the 
Chariot they may be crullied, that thereby they may become the Devils Martyrs. Thus 
rcmcmhnred by a Poet,

M EL I A P O R E, a well known Town upon the coall of Chormandel, and in the King- 
dom of Rifna^ar. The Artie Pole there has 1 5 degrees 20 minutes : It was firlt called 5^- 
lamina^ AicUnt^c , but Aleliapore after that, and now h^Thomas, for that in this place 

he fuffered mai rvrdom: Diftant it is from Cape Comrhyn two hundred leagues or there- 
abouts. At tiiis day it is but fmall and poor, and under a Moorilh command : it yields 
little for Trade lave Cotton-ware and fuch common commodities ^ howbeit, is exalted 
in her memory, in regard that (according to Tradition) this was the place where that ho- 
ly Apoilic linilhcd his labours after he hadpublilhcd the glad tidings of Salvation through 
Ferpa, flyrcania-, Btubia^ So^dt ana and nuiny parts of India, and by Divine Grace ob- 
tained many Profelytes, and tliofc converts not of the meaner fortii for Syyiamus theEm- 
perout himlclf was bajiti/.cd, and by his good example fcveral other of the Nobles-, who 
in teftimonyofthdr change, converted the Heatiicn Temples (by fomeliiid tobe three 
hundred ,) into lioiiPes of Prayer and Preaching of the Gofpcl. Howbeit, the Devil fo 
wrouglit, that fomc i^oftates enraged the multitude, fo as in a blind zeal the Apoftlc 
and the Kiiigl'.oth fiinl-rcd, the one being lliot to death, the other brained, but both 
crowned with glorious Martyrdom : Thi'. hapned about thirty years after our Saviours 
paflTiori-, and in memory thereof a commemorative Feaft is yearly celebrated the firft of 
Judy by the Native Chrilfiaiis through India. And, however AbdiM Babylonicus (who 
Avrit, Tiiat after dentil they appcarecl andpie iiVd again their formei Doilrine) may 
feem qiicftioiiable, this is move certainly reported and credited. That in memory of their 
ingratitude, Divine Juftice hath marked their pofterity (as fomc Jews, how truly 1 know 
not, fiy the Tribe of Benjamin arc to this day, who of all others were molt fierce againlt 
our Saviour who was oftlie Tribe oi' Judah' thefe have one leg bigger in the calf than 
the other ; which ’tis probable gave Pliny hb. cap, 2. the octafion to i'einn thimto be 
the Ainiofidt & Sciopedi, qni umbra ped;s fe proicj^ant and as a falfe light iiiif guided our 
Country man Sir John Aiandevile in his relation concerning them. The Cyuoccphali and 
Manoctth being alike credited by Solimts, Mela Pompomus. Strabo and others. Notwith- 
ftanding the peoples rage the two Martyrs had each liis Sepulchre there, honoured and 
refoned to by theCliriltians inhabiting India ', till about fifty years fince, their skulls and 
bones were brought away, and (as holy rcliqiics) arc at this day enlhrined in the Vir- 
gia Aixry’s Church in Goa according to the command of John 3.

Per D. Thomam regrtum Coelorum velavit afeendit ad Synasy &c» By the preaching ofS- The^ 

i[\Q Indian idolatry was diflipatcd, the c/£thiops and Cfeiw/w converted *, fo^s Indi- 
ans, Perfiahs, (^Ethiopians, and Chynaes in commemoration of ^.Thomas offer tlicir adora> 
uo:. no the molt holy name of God, c'c. as in that Manufeript, relating the Apollles 
Ails is at large exprefled ■, and whofePiantations were afterwards watered by 
ill the days of Co;i/?4wf<w the Great by the encouragement of holy Athanafius the Patriarch 
of Altxandria', who in reconipencc of his labours conllitutcd liim the firlt Bilhop of that 
great Diocefs. 

Many pertinent llories might be added out of 5p/^^7]lJRcportcrs, but the mod warran- 
table is this. In the year of our Lord 88 j. as Malmshury tlor. IVigorn. and others affiirc, 
SyghrlmMl\ii\]op ol Shirbern in Dorjei^fitire encouraged by Alfred a pious EngliihKing tra- 
velled to this place as a Pilgrim witli Alms and Offerings ; and after nine years returned 
home with many rarities, yea gave fu good an account of ills travel, as from tliat time 
this place wai famouRd and had in veneration with molt ivi Europe. 

In the year of our Lord 12—. Myrattgee an Athcilt conquered Narfinga and all the Re- 
gions about Mdiapore. This Prince is branded for extreme covctoufiiels, and for being a 
icverc encinv to the Gin illians. Having one year abundance of Rice and other Grain, and 
room enough to hooid it in^toderpighttheChriff lansthemoro, noplace would fervehis 
turn to lay it in but the Cliappcl where Prayers were daily offered by thofe poor Chrilti- 
ans. W'iih all fubmiflion they intreat him to refrain', but that ilimulatcs him togrc.itcr 
profaucnc;s ; lor, fnppofing himfelf fit to be worlhippcd> he enjoins the people that ado- 
ration. Hut fee Gods vindictive hand ; That night juauaffi ighting Vrlion thcApolllc ap- 
proaches, both threatning and with an Iron Whip proffering to lalh the King ; wlio fud- 
denly awaking, relents and licfccchcs the Cbriftianstopray for him and acknowledges his 
own infirn ir\, himfelf putting to nis hand to purge tlic Ghappcl and latisHe for his fftcri- 
ledge. A .Miracle not a little joying the mournful Chriftiaiis, as the Tradition of that 
place reports for verity. Near tins arc other noted Towns, vt^. 

Polycat in 14 degrees, Armagun, CaUture, Tanajfery and Petipoly, all in our way to Nate- 
f:ni;a and Mejltpbtan\ Ibme being in the Kingdom of Bifnagar, other Ibmc in UoUmda', 
and of late years made LugliiTi FacToric.s. The Natives differ in cuff oms, colour and odier 
things little fiom the Karjinyans. 

N A R S 1 N G A is a noble part of India where (bme would have Chormandel to termi- 
nate ; famous it is all over AJia : confined by Mattabar, GuUanda, Bcngala {Bar otter a aikl 
Candartda of old; and the Ocean. The King fo rich, that hcdclpilcshisNcighbours-, and 
fo powerful, as he values neither Mogul, Dccan, Samoryn, nor Peguan. The C.oiintry lb 
full of all things rccjuilitc for ufe rtud picaforc, as fair Towns, Itrong Forts, pleafant 
Fields, and choice Minerals \ alio having Rivers which fo enrich the earth as it abundant- 
ly produtcs Corn, Cartel, Fruits, c'c- that with good caufc he is reputed as conlidcra- 
blc a Monarch as anv \w India, This may appear by his Annual Revenue which fomc com- 
pute to he no lei's ii:an two millions of pounds*, and by the Vidory he obtained againft 
Idalcan the Dec an, leading into the Field three hundred Elephants, thirty thoufand Horfcy 
and double that number of Foot after which, T urncjfcri was by him fubjcLlcd. The Ban- 
iiyans fwnrm like Loculls hcrei and the Bramyns arc no where more reputed of, having 
feverai Temples ^ albeit in the ItriuTurc they baiftof no great bravery, being mout 
proud w'thiii by having many deformed Idols. Near this is

but more likely to be that Binagra Vrbs India intraCangem mentioned in Ptelomy and once 
the Metropolis, hm being about a hundred years ago fubjeded by the King of Deean 
abated of its fpJendour by the i emovc of the Court to Pengard five ilays travel thence) is 
now the fccond City for grandeur and Trade in that Kingdom : ciielcd with a wall of 
near four miles compafs, regularly fortified, well built, and no Jefs wealthy. T'he Haven 
alio is good, and the City frequented by European Ihips and Junks from Malacca, Pega, 
CambnyiA, Cuthyn-Chyna, Chyna, Japan, Phillippina, the Molttua, Borneo, Java, Sumatra, 
Ztyloon, ind many other parts of India, Arabia, Ptrfia, Crc. 

The Cuifom heretofore was, That a Traveller when he came to the Court ulually 
bad civil cBicrrainnicnt ^ many times being invited by the King, the l^tcr to Ihcw 
his bravery \ for liis Coat was thick fet with Rones and gems of luftre *, which when robed

with (for the refemblancc th^ had with the Sun which they worlhip) he was little lefs 
than adored : his Court was full of Majefty> and his Guard conlilled of a thoufand men. 
Polygamy he affedts, and therefore wrote himfelf Husband of a thoufand Women , many 
of which have him all his life in fuch efteem that at his death they voluntarily make his 
flaming Grave their Sepulchre. More Northward upon this coaft is 
MESULIPATAN, by contradion commonly pronounced a Town 

removed from the /Equinodial i6 degrees and a half, North \ now under the Gulcundan 
King, and in the skirt of the BcngalanGulph. The Province admits a ramurc of idola- 
ters ; the Gentiles are molt in number, but leaft in power, fince the Mogul fubjedted them. 
Mahomet was firft blazoned amonglb them by a Colony of Tcrfiam who were condudei 
thither in the 28. year of the Hegyra^ of our account 648. by Ah Ad-hen- Hemyr a man of 
no fmall command under then Calyph of Babylon: lincc which Invalion their ofF- 
Ijpring have here continued. The Town it felf neither for bulk nor b:auty is conlidera- 
ble : one rcafon may be, for that fifty years ago by a raging mortality and famine it was 
alraolt unpeopled and made dcfolatc. The ftrects are but few, and thole narrow ; the 
houfes low, and the fields parched by the extremity of heat which here rages from March 
to July t from whence to November wind and rain as inccflantly dillurbs them : fo as of 
twelv'e months they have but four, that is to lay, from November to March, falubrioiis 
and moderate. Thcfe rains neverthclefs prepare the Earth for feed, and requite the 
Labourer fo wcll,as of Rice,CJiravances,and other Grain they ufuallyaimuilly reap two 
Harvefts. Howbeit, the Town by reafon the Englifh rdide there, and of late tratfique for 
Callicocs, Rice, and the like, begins to revive ; and will incrcafe, unlci's the deceitful diF 
pofition of the people occafion their remove thence unto Armagm and Polycat, Towns up- 
on the. fame coalt neighbouring where they may fit down with more cale, 

lefs charge, and have as choice variety of Merchandize. Bcngda borders upon Culcun^ 
da, Arracan upon that part of BengaUwhich is watered by Chaberis, and well nigh th: mid- 
way ’twixt Bcngda and Pegu, which borders upon Arracan, Siam, and Tanaffery upon Pe- 
gu, and upon Siam Cochyn-Cayna and Cayna ; which fome make the boundiire of B.tcchus 
liis Ealberii conquclls. Of thclc, the Siamites and Cochyn-Chynd*s, both from their per- 
Ibns, manners, way of worfliip, and identity of fpeech, are thought to be extracted from 
thofe of i asbethc 7 i^o»i>«, and other Wanders near that great Country, albeit 
from the long Wars they have had with them it will not beacknowledgid. 

Hence remove your chafte Eyes to an unchafte Town, though Cafta by name : a Town 
no lefs infamous for idolatry. The Mofqueslhew Art in Sculpture, but are hateful in the 
ilinkof their devotion: for here thefliapcs thePagods bear have (bmc rcrcmblance with 
Priapui aiidP4»,as diferibed by Servius in the 2 Echo, of Virgil ', having great eyes, flat 
nofe, wide month, four great horns, a long bearcl lhaped like the radiance of the Sim, 
claws for hands, and crooked-lcgg’d ■, fo, as it is all over deformed. 

Among other their folemn Feitivals, the myllic fopperies dedicated to inthcle 

parts arc not utterly extinguiftied : as may appear by the drefs, mimique frisks, and night-' 
ly paftimes the women pradife. There they cover tlicmlclves with skms,adorn thei r heads 
wtrefleswith Ivie, in one hand holding a leav’d ]avclin,aud Cymbals of brafs or Timbrels 
in the other, attended by many Boyes and Girls who ramble likcdiltradtcd people 
up and do vvn,{h:iving to rend the air with their continued clamours : Little diflering from 
that defeription we find in Aviemu the Poet.

So that it may well be admired, this licentious Feltivainiouldfurviveali others celebrated 
in memory of thofe Ethnic Deities, which as enumerates were not lefs than thir- 
ty thoufand. And albeit Bacchus was the firft known Conquerour of the Eaft, the 
firft that circled his brows with a Diadem, and in an Ivory Chariot drawn fometimes with 
Elephants, at other times with Lynxes rode in triumph, (fcconded fome Ages after by 
TstrftiniM Prifeus ztRame as Plutarch records in the Life Q^{Romdus,^ the great di ft ance 
of place and time (for he was,, fome think, contemporary with M»fes) might have 
put this with others in oblivion. But the vaft extent tlicfc Bacchanalia fpread, is no 
lefs obfervablc ■, cither proceeding from the plealure of the Grape, or toleration they 
&nQ to aU manner of debauchery : infomuch, as under various names and attribute's 
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Bacchus his Orgies, 


alluding to its fevcral operations, through molt noted Kingdoms of the World this Wine- 
Cod has been acknowledged *, as in part may becoUeiledfrom fi/w Kmm,

Some of thefe ncvcrthelefs bid the World farcwel when the corps of their dcceafed 
Husbands are iiicendiated : albeit fome Virago’s ratlicr chufc to out brave Death’s ter- 
roiirs by going quick with him into the Grave : A dreadful Exit ! but fuch, as they lay, 
cxiii cH'cs moft affedtion. Such, and fo many, fad delufions Satan pradtifes amongfl: his 
deluded Votaries ; and for his greater variety finds that Kim/’smonitrousijrood of Dei- 
ties arc here exceeded : for not only the Cow is equally a£>red with the old t/£pyptian 
or pidcBull, but the Sun, Moon, and Stars as fouls cclcftial ; andvcrymuchrelem- 
bling thole miferable Idolaters regiftred Jgnem, Spirit nm, stut 

citutum Atrenit Aui gyr urn SteUantm , vel mmism AttuMny ant Salem Liuutmy Reflores Orbis 

Terras Deos putarjerunty Who acknowledged the Fire, the Wind, thefwift Air, the 
tourfc of the Stars, the great Waters, or the Sun and Moon to be the Gods and Gover- 
nours of the World. Not content with which, others there be who have Rivers and 
Trees in like veneration *, parallel with the Celta our Neighbours dcfcribal by Tacitus^ 
tibi muita Simulacray multum peregritia faperflitioms veftigium videre liceat : Deities, or ra* 
ther Demons of another nature than thole the Heathen Romans adored, mentioned by 
Ocero /. 2 Komothefist ’, where amongft the dalles of thofe they worlhippcd were mensy 
virtue, pieta>y jides, ff/esy pudicitUy cencordia, pax, ^esyfalm, ftlicitM, lihertas, c^c. I^to- 
rum loHdthm ( propter c>ha datnr afeenfm in Cotlitm) dtlnbra fimtOy (^c. Scarce credible are 
fome folcmn Fcltivals they keep : in one of them they had a lewd cuftomc to fallen fick 
or needy men (Itupid by too much zeal) to an Engine, which being hoifed elevates him 
equal with the Pagod : the blood trickling from his wounded Ihoulders 1(it may be faid 
Exccjfit mcdicinamodum) athis ddlcnt (as a meritorious facrificc) isdalhed againft a 
Tree -y and after he has invocated the Deumo to accept his offering, returns with hope 
to thrive the better ever after. This bloody, or rather butcherly, lacrificc is mentioned 
in 2 iib. Kirg. i/£n. Sanguine placaflU : and of old was uled by the RhodianSyCretans , 7 ind. Car^ 
thaginians-, who when their City was bclieged, caul^ two hundred ol their principal 
youths to be flain as a double Hecatomb : In Africa and America the like hcliifli cullomc is 
to thi s very day obfei ved, as we read in Acofta. They oft offer in the night ■, but firft make 
the lliccts bright with liglits, and then ftulT their hands with Rice, and glomerate in dan- 
ces y in every corner (where a Poppet fits') throwing Rice or fruits y but being once out 
of the ring, hallc away, not daring to lookback left the Devil tear them by way of grati- 
tude. To which poor wretches givemc leave to apply that in Eccliu. 30. ly. i>tndpro- 
dent libatio Idolo ? me cnim manducabii nec odorAsit. This, Tuledenfs SLud Others witncfs: 
but many of thofe abominable practifes arc prohibited and difeontinued liiii e the Maho- 
metans have born rule who as bad astlicy arc have neverthelcfs cxprclfed their abhor- 
rency againll that cuftomc. 

They have a diff erent kind of Burial to what we find in raolb other places : for here 
the Carcafs is placed cither in a deep Cave which is long and narrow, or clfe betwixt two 
Walls built on purpofc •, wherein the fimplcrclidl voluntarily immures her felf, by that 
fcIf£*qucftration never after fpcakingto any, but cxpcdiiig deathby that Arrow of Fa- 
mine, which of all fortsof Deaths, as it isthc moft languiiliiiip, is the moft formidable. 

Tlieir Habit is for the moll part nakednefs, the zone liy rcafon of its diftemperatc 
heat well cxcufing cloathiiig. They delight in fifhing, and to fport upon the Water in 
Boats or Curricurnesrereinbliug the Venetian Condaloes thus lhaped.

But feeing we arc now at Malacca, and in or near the Aarea Cherfoneftu, places fo ce- 
lebrated by reafon of that plenty of Gold has been brought thcncc> as induced fevcral 
Geographers and Hiftorians to fix Ofhyr there*. Nevcrthelcfs, finding the local place no 
Icfs controverted, and according to various apprehenfions drawn into fevcral contrary 
quarters of the World *, albeit in that brief dilcourfe 1 made concerning the Red fca and 
Carmania where I made mention of the Burial-place of Erythrerss there arc fomc glan- 
ces at it^ I lhall here nevertlielcfs (as in the molt proper place ; fpcak a little further 
upon that fubjerft- 

And hrft concerning the Name : It is agreed by moll That k is derived fi oni Ophar 
Son of yoktaa, Son of Eber, the third in defeent from Shem the Son of No^h, mentioned 
in chap. lo. verf. 26. upon the fixing his plantation: which albeit the Scripture 
clears, ncvertnelefs from analogy of the Name and from the abundance of Gold and Ivory 
found in fevcral oppofitc parts of the Earth, the place is tolled to and fro, whereby the 
dlfcovery of the true place is obfeured and becomes more dilTiculf, yea, not any Hifto- 
rical part of Scripture more controverted that I can meet with, than this Ophyr. Amongft 
many others 1 lhall infeance RabanM Mumths, and from Jils light 0jr. Columbm, whofe Au- 
thority StephottHt inclines to, and whofe joint opinion it is, That a great Ifle that verges 
towards the Gulph of Mexico was Ophyr 'y to which conjecture they are led by no other 
reafon I can find than that the Spaniard has thence extraA^ted a mafs of Silver, Gold and 
precious Stones but no Ivory ; albeit what they have drawn thence little, compared 
with what other parts of the Terra firma in South America eipccially about Potofi have af- 
forded*, which Mines neverthclcfs are far more uberous in Silver than Goid,/thc Inft be- 
ing the emphaiis of Ophyr: a metal we fee by daily experience much more plentiful in 
-^iri^aud Afia than the new-found World that hath hitherto been difeovered. Howbeit, 
’tis probable that removal of Ophyr into the Occident, but erpeciallv the limiliriitlc of tlic 
Name in like manner perfwaded Goropim to infer (and not without Ibme vv^hemency ;that 
it was rather in Peru. Now the realbn lie gives is, Bccaufe Peruyam and Piru arc har- 
monious in found •, and indeed it is not deiiy'd that Ophyr and Ptrtt,^'m arc terms conver- 
tible ^ as may appear by comparing the i Kin^s 9. 29. with the Chron. 3. 6. Where for 
the better fortifying that conjecture, they with like reafon perfwade their Readers th.at 
Sepher is that mighty Mountain or rather chain of Hills now called the which furge 
to a marvellous height and penetrate the heart of Pern, not ccaling their courlc until they 
come in light of the Streights called Ma^elUne. Notwithftanding which Ortclhu rej.cling 
that of the Tmtonic psrlwades that he has made a more real difeovery of the plac e in t/£- 
^ymha ov So\\i]\ Africk^: for inhhThef uterus he mentions a Town and Province called 
Phura a patt of Sojf'ala which was attainable by Solomons Ihips from E'Jon-jftbcr without 
the help of any Compafs, and where there is ilich ftore of Gold, precious Stones, Irory 
and Ebony ( v.hich Ibme take for the Algiimmin vsood as no other part of the World 
affords more plenty. Yea, to ftrengthen that imagination otlicrs (uppofe that by the

• \ ord Sotljyra ( vvhi is Ophyr anagrammatised ) mentioned in the L X X 1 1 Interpreters is 
iiiti uded or meant Softla or Sophnraj as to attain their ends, they wreft if, albeit St. 7 ^- 
romc by that name intends Sepher. But which is more ftrange Pyna/ia a learned Man for 
the greater honour of his Countrey from the like Analogie of Name fancies That the 
llie of Ctrhz was Ophyr: which Montamu didikesi and therefore removes it into Afritk, 
ns far as ('.irtlujre: and fome others dif*approving his, into Giwwi* and the River 
Ira, wl'iitli for plenty of Gold gives not place to any part of the Univcrle.

So that we fee, meerly to 
j'L'.dc the imagination, fevcral otherwife learned Men have laboured to difeover Ophyr in 
id era I quarters of the World oppolite to the opinions of Saint Jerome, Saint J^uy^ujiin 
uiid other reverend and judicious Authors, who have more accurately fnffered their reafoij 
to be direded by theiin-crring Rule which plainly inftrufts,That Ophyr and Navilah with 
the reft ol‘ Joktat/\ Sous had their dwelling from iWrJIw as thougocttunto 5 r;>jbfraMoun- 
t ain of the ilall , il'. ^o. Kaft muft be underftood from Bahel where the firft divi- 
lion was of the Sons of Xoah \ and Eaft alfo from Arabia, where ’tis prefumed was writ 
the Tchtatiuch: niid that being infallible, convinces and puts to filcnte thofe opinions 1 
latch ment ioned •, none of the places they affign being Eaft from thence, but in diamttro 
oppoiac and repugnam to that of Mojes his manududlion.

Concerning their fevcral Plantations, it may warrantably be fuppofcd That Joktan the 
Father of thofe thirteen Sons mentioned in Gen. lo. 26. feated himlclf fomewherc near 
the River Ganm : the rather, for that it is granted by fome and thole not the leaft: learn- 
, cd, that before Nimrod and his aflbeiates removed Well ward towards Euphrates, 
fixed his Quarters fomewherc in Mer^ana or upon the banks of hdwj that being the 
rich^jft foil and the firft choice was doubtlefs allow’d him, both in the relation he flood, as 
upon the account of Seniority. Thence it is, in fome Authors we find that River called 
JokiaHj and alternately Jektan called by the name of Ganges. Now the Father having made 
his Eleftion, the Sons in all probability difperfed themlelvcs about in contiguous places i 
fo as to continue a neighbourhood, both for their better alfociation and prefervatibi]; 
and accordingly by an ealic inquifition wc find the fevcral Plantations of Ophyr, Havilah, 
Hadoram, Ahimaely Obaly Elmodady Jerah and Sheba, eight of the Sons of Jokian origi- 
nally feated on cither fide Ganges: for thofe Nations the Ancients called the Orites per 
pharefm the Ophyrites and the Tapiriy which fome who take a little liberty to pleafe their 
fancy without much torture of the word write Tophiriy were Inhabitants imra Cianaem, 
and in good mcafure preferve the memory of Ophyr their original y Planter, who cither 
remov^ or extended his dwelling towaras Mdaeca and that maritime Coail which is rx- 
tra Cangem, may be acknowledged •, feeing it is tlic belief of fome, both in regard Ma^ 
lacca is a Cherfonefy and that it has its feituation upon the Sea^ but principally for that in 
all Ages there and in the neighbouring Iflcs plenty of Gold, Ivory and Ebony (which was 
moll likely to be the Almuggim wood, feeing it was ufed for thegainilliingand trimming 
the Stairs and Pillars of the Temple, and there was none fuch lecn before in the Land of 
Judahy which excludes Cyprefs and Cedar wood of which there was plenty, but of Ebony 
no where but in India if wc credit and in regard that Apes, Peacocks and precious 
Stones, &c. have at all times been had there, it is the more credible that Ophyr was in that 
part of the World placed. For the Name Malaccah\mt new fay fome, being called 
when the Siamites firit made their Planution ; and yet was called Malacca \n Strabo's dayes, 
andStrabo lived in the reign ol' Tiberias Ca{ar\ for he reports in his Gcogr. That Malacca 
falfamentis abundatyc^c. and varied UorciTacola as I find mentioned in fome Authors^ and 
more particularly by Plutarch vita Jlex. where the People of that plac« arc called T axili or 
Tajhiliy they, who with the Sabai were adivc for the defence of their liberties upon the 
Greeks threatned invafion. After which it was named MalazA, where Geographers of old 
plac(^ the Aurea Cherfonefas *, and after that Maleicola, which with little alteration was 
contraded to Malacca, in which Name it now rclleth ^ and is the better dcmonllrated, 
for that the River which ferves that Town was called a proper Name where Gold 

is hoarded, and holds the Name in part as yet ; and upon thofe banks it was, that notal 
City BarigaLa in feventcen degrees was built, whofc foundation was laid by the AL- 
ratriPhy lome thought the Oriti lately mentioned who firft inhabited the Gedropan Ter- 
ritory near Cambaya upon the Eaftern banks of the River Judas. So that upon the 
whole matter, Malacca and the adjacent parts and Iflcs may warrantably he conclu- 
ded the place which in old times was called Ophyr : the Gold had at that particular 
place, and from the Neighbouring Iflands, came likewife under that general deno- 
mination. 

Moreover, to trace the foot-fteps of the other Sons of Joktaa : In Pegu we find the 
memory of Havilah ; feeing part of that Countrey now called Burma and Brama but of 
old Bracmanoram Regio, is at this d% called Chava and Chavilah, the People Eviki and 
ChainUi, and a contiguous Principality late a feudhtory to the Crown of Pegu and 
fincc to Taugu is called Ava *, which apparently continue the memory of Havtlah Bro- 
ther of Oph^. Of Hadoram the Aramei or Aramita in the Cazjtrax Province are de- 
icended. Of Abimael, i. e. Pater Mallorum, thole that planted the Coaft ol MdUa^ 
bar y thole allb iiiliabiting Malua a Province iff Induif an , and the AJalli noted by P/ip 
tarch to live thereabouts*, for fo were thole called of old : and at this day his Name is 
continued by Ibme confiderable Towns upon that Coaft, as ^ndMaleta-, all or fome 

of which in all likelihood from Abimael deduce their Original. Of Obal are the Obalites 
and t\\eAbelites: mentioned by Hiftorians and placed about Ganges. From Elmodam the Ema- 
Mountain takes Name, may be fuppofed without much ftraining. Butconccrning7<r4l»,

And as to the laft of the Sons of Jtkian named Sheba^ 
here are fulbcicnt remains both from thcS^^<candthe Sahxiy who in confederacy with the 
TacoU lardy mentioned gave fomc ftop to the Macedonian torrent : Sabai in India accoU 

Dion. Pirie^. allofrom that River which ftreams not far from Jwr through the Malaccan 

Territories into the Ocean ; and from that Promontory likevvifc which thrulls its head in- 
to the Ihlt-watcr near Siw4^/«r4, Ptolomy and others of old called Magnum. The Kingdom 
of Syant withal was hcretot'ore termed Sabanna Kegioy as attefted by Strabo in his d^ni. 
non of the Terra Mupcani : and not many leagues from Malacca there is at this day a 
Ton n fo named. Dionyptu alfo in his Periegeps makes Sabalajfa one of the opia of the Ri- 
ver Gauges. 

Now albeit this eflay may ferve to point out yet feeing Tharplh is an adjiinA with

fort is moft pure and needs leaft refining. For the quality or nature of it is fiich, asex- 
cecd-j Silver iwclvctimes in value ; fo pure, as it is not fubjctl to rulf ; and lb folid, as 
endures A^c and Fire above other Metals*, yea, moft improvcabic in its product; for 
Phnyhb. 5 ^ c^p. obfe'rvcs, Thatone ounce may well be beaten with the Hammer into 
fcYcn hundred leaves, every leaf being four fingers broad and the length proportionable. 
In Afrid'^Tiwd yipa is llorc of this precious Earth; fo much being imported by David 
and Solomon "(as provifion for the Temple) that ’tis mentioned in 2 0jro». 9 . 22. Solomon 
excelled all the Kings of the Earth in riches and wiltlom ; for Silver was there as plente- 
ous as Stones, and" Cedars as the' Fig-trees that grow abundantly in the plains. And 
from tliolc two parts of the world much more Gold is brought into Europe (where the 
leaft quantity isconcoJed) than (lomAmenca^ albeit of Silver-ore America yields more 
than Afrtckj, Apa, and Europe put together. And yet I have not heard of any lump of Gold 
thence* lb as Ovtedo reports he law in American one of which was an entire grain or 

piece of Goldoffcvcn pound weight, valuing feven hundred Pezo’s ; a Pezo is thir- 
teen Ryals: the other was five pound weight. Peter alfo faw an Ingot there that 
weighed i j I 'w Pc'AOCs entire of it fclf without any artific ial addition. A rarity fit to be 
prclcnrcd the Portugal King; to whom it was accordingly carrictl in the BoadUla, butmif 
tarried by tempeft. 

Now concerning the word Tharpfh, fomuch criticiz’d, it is T’erbum amhigHum and ad- 
mits a various i'ence : For, fometimes it lignifics a City i othcr-fome a Region : as alfo the 
Chrylblitc or Sea Beryl a precious ftonc of the colour of the Sea : but at lomc time the 
Sea it leir,as may be gathered.

Gold o!' Ophyr,w\tii fubmiflion, the word Tbarppi there may fignific the Sea. For it appears 
by ilic 1 Peg.<^. 20. that King butte his Navy aiEtiongAser which failed toOphyr. So 
as albeit ’tis ft. i led the Navy ol Tharpp and /f^r^iw/Navy, *ti's probable thofe two neighbour 
Princes were concerned in the returns of that Voyage; the phaenicians at that time being more 
expert Sea men than the Jews. Notwithftanding which, that thofe /hips were either riding 
in the Mediterranean or upon the M/e ,unlels brought over by fledge fi om Coptos or Pelupum 
ns Cleopatra^ was, is very improbable ; Forotherwife it will be faicl thofe Navies went to Co.- 
eb., which place at that time being called TartePmsy Pineda fancies were VclTcls belonging 
thereunto, otherwife, p^ng that Streight they failed through the Atlantic, and doubE 
ing ( ape P. na Speranzu' made that their way into the Red fca, as feme have con- 
ceited. lUit :i v.iin conception it is,(Ming thcScrij^ure incxprefs terms acquaints us.

36. where it is written That Jehofliaphat (hips in EzJon^ 
geber, which being broken were notable to go to Tharjhijhy fonic judge that TharjljiJb there %- 
nifies the Sea*, and the rather, for th.uthe word carries it in fcveral other places, as 
noted by fcveral learned Expolitors. Saint Hierom is one, who in his Parapiiralc lately 
mentioned fpcaking o^Ophyr, Lochs efi India (fayeshe) inrjuo Anrum optimum nafeitur :

And in the 6 verfe , Go' over 
toTarftjift) in the Vulgar Latinc it is Tranfite maria. In like Ibrt the daughter ofTarfhifti is 
in tlTe 10 verfe tranllatcdyi/w maris. And in E^Jekz 27* J 2,25 . The flips of T arfitfi is rendred 
Naves Maris in that Edition.Biit by being thus varioufly conllrucd,thcncc it is that by Thar-

after hapiiing in the Town, which jUbHefuerq quieted and \yjSequyra^s advice was convert- 
ed into a Garrifon : It had a fufticient number of Ordnance planted to (brtific the place, 
feeing it is reported there was no lets than three thoufand. Alfo ftiling the Kings Exche- 
quer into his hands, by Inventory then taken Ib much minted Coin came to the King of 
Tortugals particular fliarc, albeit but a fifth, as amounted unto two hundred and lifi^ 
thouland Ryals of eight. But the unexpeded and undeferved death of the King was lb 
ill reiented by the Syam King and the neighbouring Potentates, that by a gener^ combi- 
nation taking the advantage of Jlbuquerqs abfence they fuddenly appeared in a very great 
body before the Town and by a delpcrate ftorra maftered ooth City and Cittadel h the 
Syam King very geiicroufty giving the Portugals leave to Ihip thcmfelvcs away, but withal 
commanding the Works they had made to lxr forthwith ftighted. Howbeit,fonicfew years 
after it was reduced under the Crown of Portugal, and fo continued until lately it hath been 
wrefted from them by the Hollander ; whofe Plantations arcfcattcredthioughthofe parts 
and Naval power Ibincreaftbythcincouragraentof that rich /«d»<i»commcrce as hath ren- 
dredfhat indultrious Nation very form idabics and which indeed hath given them wel- 
nigliilie dominion of thofe Seas, and the ojjportunity ofingroifingto tliemfclves not evn.- 
ly the Molueco-Ifles but in a fort the folc TraftickofiJie Oriwf j to their exceeding great 
advantage, but prejudice of many others*, .yea more cfpccially to the damage and dimi- 
nution of the Englilh trade and reputation in thofe parts*, for which we are juftly tobc 
reprehended ; and imputable to our want of equal induftry, or ncgled of appropriating 
to our lelvcs Ibme convenient places for Plantation and incrcafe of Men as well as Mer- 
chandize, according to that example the Portugal and Dutch have both given } who by 
that means have made ihcmfelves Lords of all or moft of the maritim parts of the Welt 
and South coaft of Jj'ric and jifia the grccit, and in a manner now give Law «> the great- 
eft part of thofe indefcnfivc people, who though they want no will, want power to ob- 
V iatc thofe intrufions. Whereas the Engltjb by a joint ftock and ftlcit Company content 
themftlves in managing their Fadtoricsuiicler the fuperintendcnce and infi^Aion ofPre- 
fidciis and Agents, who it cannot be denied live both in India and Perfia with Iplendor and 
rcj)ULation, and make frequent and confiderablc returns unto their Matters : Neverthe- 
Icfs, by living wholly amongft Mahometans and Gentiles, they arc doubtlcfs under 
ftrong temptations to wantoniiefs with tliofc black be.autics •, and having their conltant 
refidenceiii pliu es where men exercife Aulhority and HcathenilhSuperftition and Idola- 
try , our men are under a conftant offence to IccGod diflionoured,aud have not that protccTi- 
on and i lululgcncc they expcift and merit ; feeing that many times they are fubjccted to the 
caufelcfs brav adocs of the Military, as alfo to the craft of the Civ il fort of Indians •,and upon 
Height caule and faUe information have too often been cxpoftdtothe rapine and arbi- 
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uary difpofition of thofe Infidels i who of late times ( if report % true) have been 
known to tall our Merchants into prifon, where they have been fettered inciiains, and 
not fer at liberty without confiderable fums extortal from them i and ail this without 
any jufi taiift- or provocation : which affronts would have been avoided had our Eaft- 
hdi.i company fixed Plantations in fome fccitrc places cither upon lllcs or Sea CoaR 
there, where Men might cxercife their Religion with more freedom and purity, and 
tv it h more feenrity to their Perfons and Eftates than poflibly can Iv cxpciftcd in the moving 
Factories they oncly for fome time arc refident. The Fortugal found it fo when they had 
0,'w/w, Con and CMlicHt\ and the Dsttch no lefs by their tonimanding in Cothetn^ 
/.Ireland Jacatraf they now call Batnviay a molt conlidcrable Port and kept all along in 
defpight of the numerous and refojute yavn»s. Upon which confiderations 1 have Ibmc- 
times tliought Thai if but one half of thofc which have removed into the Cariha 
Illcjjnd plantul Colonics in and other pnrts of Norumhe^a in the 

V, (J! /.>J/rr,bad (if the Royal Authority held fit) been iniploy^l upon Plantations in Eaft- 
MndniT. Mniirtum or Other fit plates, that tldign in all probability would in 
Ihr lefs time have made another kind of produtR, botli as to command by Land, and 
power bv Sea, ci.lan’cmcnt of Trade, and propagation of the Gofpel : the Oriental 
c;oiintre(s bung lliiKMlativc to the Occident in lefcrciicc lo all forts of mcchnnitk Arts, 
and nllb lo a more valuable Commerce in Jewels, Gold, Silks, S])i(cs and Drugs than 
JltHtriia : hi Orient c omma fumiorn fmn C' major a m Ocetdente : Orient ales cnim par- 
tis cniidiores fnnt Oca dent afthns, ^Hontam Aron.nta fin^uli penerss cr odores delicins vehtti o- 
w7.Y.f, tt.‘ r/,'r fUiJit i tdcAniHi : tit Ocitdchir ytt jriridtvr tjl mimme najhmtar'.

A/nUca is a Port of good a, count, whether we consider her ftrength or Trade j albeit 
by rcaibn die L.ind i> iow a iiere ’tis feituate, it is not reputed ihcalthy. The Town 
ill ilinpe is ladicr long than round ; extending alnioll two miles in length, but 

not half fo much in breadth: The Buildings arc low and ordinary, and the Streets nar- 
1 ow •, the Bu//.ar being the oncly place that has any thing cither beautiful or plcafiirablc. 
It is wnrcTcd by the Caz.a iijioi: vvhofc banks Ban{^n'.,a Itcxxl of old; formerly calltxl A4a- 
x-ot.v. ; fiiilkicntlycJecp and broad three leagues near the Sea *, yet admitting a Biidge 
here, which makes the Inhabitants on cither hdc able without Boats to lomnumicatc 
witJ] eath other. For its better defence it has a Gallic w'cll llo; ed with Gannon, and a 
wall about reafonably Hankered and letter by a late Graii’ and CoLintcrrearp. The Sta- 
v\ho were baiiiflit from their own homes leatcd thcnifeix es here, and being uvil and 
iikUiitnoi's, Men hams iiom molt parts of tiie Ea4l relbrted to them for Trade : lb :ts 
in 11 10 ! t r i n ic i liev became wealthy and conlida able ; after w liii. li they built the Town more 
large and beam itiil than was intended at their firll Plantation. Trie Gardens and Fields 
alionnd with fj nils-, amongl! wliich the Duroyen is principal and the Pine-apple*, albeit 
they want not (-oni oi i’,iain of fevcral forts^ for the Land being low and tlic luiJ fir, 
gives the Labourer fiiflii icnc cmouragenient. NcverthelcJ's, being lb near th-.' .Iquiiiox 
the air is nfiially warm, and at fbmc lime above meafurc, fo that the Solis Ojiu arc licic 
plat cd. Here is lieqneiir llunider, but (jualilicd by tlie long nights, and frequent Ihowrs 
and biec/cs. The^ ohferve lieie that the Alon/oones blow Welt and North- welt from 
to Oiloher\ at>ont whiih montii the wind veers Nortli, and continues lb, and to 
the Eallwnrd ol the Noith until Munh be ended : at w'hich time ihi wind turns South, 
and holds there until the beMiiiimg of The httUans 2LTe luiinerous hereabouts:, 

the better fort weai i u h Apparti, hut the commoners go mof! parr naked : J'hey are 
gc'ierally witty and lioljiitable i love Muhek and novelties : luil in peace, fierce in warii 
dueltfiil if toomuth ciediicd. Tlieii Language is of great e\t;tPt *, noicls thcrctlianin 
the W orid elfewhcrc arc the Lat/ne and Ardbuf. Smeapma div ides this Continent from 
AWio.r, Ijciiig fcarcc hal f a tlegr.ro the Nort hoi the AiqmnoiLui, and the moll Southerly 
Cajieof ihc Ajian Coimncut: it was a Town ol tonlidei able Trade with the Cfci/zf/rf, 
vans-, Sismatram and People of other Iftcs thcicabonts, until drew the Coiniiiercc 

fiomtlKi'w ; by uboff growth became impoveiilhcd: The jretim fo narrow 
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as a iijufquct will reach over, and by rcafon of Rocks very dangerous for paflengers. P/c/^ . 
wy calls it Similta *, but Sinricora Cajidltbu* 

HcncQ to Patama is not above twelve hours travel. Ptolomy calls that place Potiura^ 

' O^aldfts BalartfOj others Perimitla : butall agree it is in the Gulph of Be?i^ala which''oi 
old was named Sw*w Argarkus extra Caugem. There the Artie Pole is elevated feven de- 
grees ; A Town it is icituated betwixt Malacca and Siam •, of good trade by rcafon of the 
commodities it affords, which attrafts Merchants*. Under Regal Government : for the 
Princes derive therafelvcs from one aingee Son and Pro-r^x to the King of Ddly, here 
fubftituted when Patania was liibjcdcd. The Mogul his great neighbouV has ott threat- 
ned to dethrone him, yet he keeps hi sown being lafoguarded by inter jioling c/.wTfjand 
fomefmall but ufcful Iflcts where he advantageouUy fortifies. The Town is by fciuiatioii 
ftrong, and by twelve pieces of great Brafs Ordnance better ftrengthened ; one of ^vh ich 
our men call a Bafilifco being twenty lix toot long and well proportioned both in bore 
and iquaring. Some Temples of Idolatry here as in Joor its neighbour arc fecn : but of 
better note are thole ancient Monuments of feme of their Kings who are there buried. 

The people are black, and by rcafon of the heat Ihev/ molt part of their body naked; 
Great delight they take in chawing Bctcle and Opium, Arac (or ftror.g liquor) they ai fo 
drink exceedingly ; The better fort ufually cat in thin plates of Gold, others in Porcel- 
lanc. The people usually fpeak three Languages, the Syam and that of Chnta ; 

but their writing diflcrs , for the Malai write from the right hand to the left ns the He- 
brews ufe ■, the Syam from the left unto the right as we ; but the Chtna down-right or per- 
pendicular ; all ilircc iilual, and no lei's uleful to thole that traffique there. 

They arc a mixture of Mahometans and Gentiles: the one fo worlhip God, as the other 
do their Pa God *, both crronooully. Hofpitablc they arc to fuch as from dcfire of no- 
velty or gain relidc amongft them, and enquire not much of their Country, burntcfs or 
Religion : but fo addict to Vice that Strangers wrho thither come as Travellers or .Mer- 
chants, have cxiraordiiiary need to pray for grace to rclill Female temptations j .ant! ru 
remember that truth tlic Poet mcniioris,

The french alCo, who arc as amorous as others, have experimentally given us this cau- 
tionary leilbu ;

For alllircdlv, the cuftora as well as the heat, in moft places of thefe cthcriqiic Regions, 
iuclinc and allure men, efpecially Strangers, to lubricity and de'baiiched courles i Ob! mi- 
fernm cui peceare Itccat ; luch as if grace does not refbrain have rcafon to take heed of 
punilhment, feeing Adultery they ncvcrtlielefs punilh. Howbeit, the young Women 
arc carelcflv frolick and fearlclly merry ^ the married melancholy, bccaure Itridly ob- 
ferved. kllcnefs and heat provokes tliem, fo as they wallow in all manner of turpitude : 
The Grape moves them they fay to wickednefs; for they delight their gull and pallat 
with choiecll Wines, Waters, Arac, Rice and fruits: but by this their intemperance 
abbreviate tlicii dayes, fo as lixty years is accounted an old age, which if you tontem- 
plate their excefs (.Deaths Harbinger ) and the Zone they IWcat in, may well be granted. 
Adjoining this is 

S Y AM ( Sahanna and Cortatha of old, a City and Kingdom fo named, declining North 
from the Aiquinodlial degrees) a great and famous part of Jndia^ having Patania to 
the South, to the Well Pegu and part of thcBengaian Gulph *, Joor, Mtlacca, a great jxirt 
of Pegu, Brama and Camhgia were tributary to him *, Patattia alfo, Jamohay, Odjca and 
other Territories watered by Canges acknowledge him ; fo as his power is large, and well 
known that within the memory of Man he was able to bring into the Field f.ve luiuJri <l 
Elephants and two hundred thouCind fighting Men armed with good Swortls, Bows and 
Arrows, Shield and The King pretends to a large Race of KiJigly jjrqgeiiiiors. 

The Zone is hot, which makes the Men black, and in fuch places little tloatliing is rc- 
quifitci fo that they content thcrafelves witli a Cambolin of Lawn of a lad colour which 
is trebled about their Ihouldcrs: Howbeit, fomc tie a leather skin about their neck *, 
and as a badge of devotion gird their middles with a tliong, and hold a Sumbrero m 
their hands to abate the heat, but wear no Ihndals ^ both that the Icorching fands may 

moaifie 
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mortific their tkfh, and that the TalUfoi may be thought meritorious. Now albeit liberty 
be allow’d Chrillians, Moors and other fuperftitions, ncverthelcfs the Natives are tran- 
' ‘ feendent .dolatcrs, carving their Deities after the fliapcs of Pan and Priofut with other 
goatJili fancies j yea in pollutes notfittoberemembred. They havcGrovesand Altars allb 
whereon they Qlk’rllelh, fruits, flowers*, and many times when the Tallapoi tell them jheir 
jhwno is melancholy, they warble out harmonious mulick, and do what they canto make 
him chcarful. Others by break of day run to their Pa^ods with a basket of Rice, hoping 
that day will be happier. The Kings of Arrachant Tanajferyy Syam, Pc^u, Anva and 
Gentiles, and have their Temples Ituflcd with Paoods. 

flic Tallafot preach ulually every Monday (their Sabbath) in the Market, andaffcmble 
their \iiditory by the found of a copper Bafon. Thcfe feem Mendicants by profellion: 
yet wiiat by awe, for as fomc fay the very infernal Spirits obey their incantations \ and 
what by pol icy, l or they t ontemplatc humility externally very much, tlic People have them 
in high eltimai ion; f-y their prediftion of future events, and marvellous knowledge in 
things pall and prefent ^ by magick and moral obfcrvation,rcfolving, dilfwading, applaud- 
ing, dii cclmg and del ightingfuch as credit them*, and credit them molt of thole Ethnkks 
do, tlic\ arc in great cllccm, as believing them

Such be their Prielbs.* And for the People, as report goes, they have been dctcftable 
Sodomites •, a fin fo hateful to Nature as not to be named i for as an unnatural unclcanncfs 
it abhors it *. now to deter thcfe Catamites, a late Queen Redtrix prudently commanded 
that all the male-Childrcn fliould have a Bell of gold in which was an Adders-tongue 
dried put through their prepuce *, which by tullom took away the contemjit, and be- 
came tbeir ornament} fo that at this day ibnie will exceed, and not unlike the CW*- 
bames of old, have three or four of thole Bells, pendent. But when they have a mind 
to marry, the Mid wife prefents a Ibporifcrous potion, during whofc operation the 
Bell is 'ooled from the ileih and f,illciicd to the lore-skin, and the unguent being ap- 
l)lied the tiijc is quickly pcrfctUd. This pradicc and other the uncomely habit and 
lafcivioiis ptnclices of tlie Women there, Cafar Frederic obferves in his Travels \ as allb 
Mr. Fttch a London Merchant, Antonio Caivano and others: and how incredible foever it 
feenis to Ibme, I fuppofe there arc both in London and other parts of Europe Merchants 
and Sea-men who liavc been in tliofe parts, and feen what 1 have here related. Here Sedge 
and P.ilmeio-leaves arc ufed for paper. 

TI'ic ufual place of rclidencc for the King is at/w<(y, a Town fcituatcd within Jin Iflc 
tompalied wcll nigh witli the Mcnan: His Palace is large, pretty well built, and held te- 
na'nle. Hov^])cit moll other Houles arc low and mean, the Streets narrow but avail- 
able to keep out the extreme heat which at fomc times rages. Tliofe of the Coall of 
Chormandil tile one way, and the Chynefes the other traflique hitlicr with Sattens, PorceJ- 
laik-s and otlicr rich Commodities^ which makes the place the more noted. The Boyes 
oft-iiifies paint rhemlelvcs with a ccIcBiai colour from top to toe, and as an augmenta- 
tion ol beauty < ut, gafli and’ pink their skins, which tlicy apprehend to be a noble and in- 
genious orjiam-viit ; but to Ui rather bred horrour than alfcdtatibn. The Men afled per- 
fumes and pra^Lilc complement. 

The foil, notwith Handing the River Menam, is but indiflTercnt for Grafs but ubcroiis 
in rich Stones, as Diamonds, Chryfoliics, Onyx, Magnets and Bc/oars : it hath plenty 
of Lignum Aloes, Benjamin and Cotton : it hath alfo Mines of Iron and Copper ; there 
is Gold and Silver alfo, whic h caufesP/o/. to call it aarea regio, and aurea conttnens, Ortelitu, 
Silver is plentifully brought thither from y4/>4», but Viftuals and like commodities they 
have abundantly from other parts ^ which is the rcafon that they arc bought here cheaper 
than in many other places. Amongft Stones, molt memorable is the Cabriz or Blood- 
Itonc here generated } the marvellous vertue whereof is liith as Oforim tells us, That when 
the Perttiguez. had War with the Sumatrans, onetime thc’y delcried a Junk at Sea, which 
after Tome refinance was boarded by Nahodabeg the Captain : but after along and linart 
figiii , the armed PmuguesL eniring among the naked Ww;/j,eafily put to the Sword all that 
bcjg'd nor quarter. ‘ Amongll others Nahodaheg hiiiilelf, wlio bled not albeit tlicy had 
flaflii and wounded him in fundry places. 'They were amazed at the fight and thought it 
magical *, till having taken from his arm a Bracelet of Gold wherein was fet the C^briz- 
ftoflc, tl»: icafon then ajweared : for that was no fooner removed, but blood ilTucd abun- 
dantly 





dantly from every wound he had. Doubtlefs this is the beft Blood-ltoae in the World \ 

Stones moil precious. The ^aft out of which thisCabriz-ftone is tal^n is called Caball. 
The Chimfes redding at Batitmn are bell: ac(^uainted with him : albeit fbme f^y that in Syam 
and the Java he is lecn the oftneft. Adjoining this is 
PEGU, Lefiariun Regio in Ptolomy \ confined by Syam, Ganges, and the Ocean *, a Mo- 
narchy of greater extent fifty years ago, and till the Syomin plucked forccably from that 
Crown feveral great and wealthy Seigniories: Howbeit, ftic is yet Commandrcls of 
many large Territories and Iflands, as Mottym, Bm-ongo, Nogmah, Duradara, Cocos, 
and others. ■ • 

By Cafialdtu it is luppoled to be that old TrigUytan or Trigliphon which is mentioned 
in ptolomy, and by him placed under i8 degrees ; the Braman Metropolis, and has Artie 
elevation i6 degrees 40 minutes. The City is walled with Stone, beautified with Tur- 
rets, and to ilTue out and in (hews four fair Gates, and thrice that number of Pofterns: 
but made moll defenfiveby a deep Graff that compafTes her : fo large and deep, and has 
fuch entercourfc with the Sea that Crocodiles are many times feen to fwim there. The 
ftreetis are not many; but thofe that be are large and broad (which is rare in hot Coun- 
trys.) and feldomc crooking. Afore molt Doors grow Trees, whofe fruit and lhade make 
them ufeful and acceptable. It is divided into the new and old : the old is grcntell, and 
, bell inhabited. The Country is now very bare in Wood, albeit in old times it abounded 
with Timber of great height, of which, Firgil in his 2 lib. Georg, feems to have fomc 
knowledge:

For near the River Hyrotis (faith an Hillorian) grew Trees fo exceeding high, as 
their meridional fliadows extend five furlongs, which exprefs a due temperament of 
heat and moilture: But that thelc are tuiMoAA is evident by their \iarclla’s, which arc 
obfervable : for moll of their Varella’s arc Huffed with ugly Idols. That at Dogotmee, 
the mod remarkable for ftruAurc without and ornament within , outbraving any 
other in the Orient : the Wildernefs or Garden about it and fuperllition there ufed arc 
fo ftrange as might very well challenge a large defeription. 

This Kingdom abounds with molt forts of Natures blcffings ; for here is (lore of Gold, 
Silver, Lead, adid Iron^ alfo Smaragds, Topazes, Rubies, Saphyres, Garnats, Eme- 
ralds, Efpincls,andCats-eyes: as alfo plenty of Rice, Caravances, long Pepper, Sugar, 
Benoyn, Musk, Lac, a Gum prepared in like fort as Bees do Wax, and ot which our 
bell lealing Wax is made •, Bamboo, Cotton, andCallicocs : But jdl diefe if they were 
centupled are iipt able to make them happy, wanting the true Pearl, riiat which the god- 
ly Merchant bought, though to obtain it he fold all his frail pofleffions : For albeit the 
holy Apoftle Saint brought them tidings of falvation^ yet they love Darknefs 
more than Light, delighting at this day in obKurc and loathed fins, and the Kyacks are 
filled with filthy Idols : infomuchthat Bomfemum oldFrancifcan after four tedious years 
labour to reduce them to Ibme conformity with the Church of Rome, came home, profef. 
fing that he had rather with Saint Anthony preach among Pigs than fuch a fwinilh Generati- 
on. The truth is, like thofe mentioned in the of S. John 22. they believe they know 
not what*, and ilnanameft ifta pmplicitas nefeire quod credos ? layes Hierom to the Lucife- 
rians : yet fomewhat, if all be true he tells, is worthy your notice. As, that they be- 
lieve the World (confiltingof Heaven, Sea, and Earth) had four Creations, (which Tra- 
dition is from the Bannyan-,) and that for impiety it was four times deftroyed, viz., by 
Fire, Wind, Water, and Earthquakes : Each Age was governed by a tutelary Numen ', 
mifcrablc in this, that he was tranlitory and not immortal. Yhey reckon that the lall dc- 
ftruiftion of the World and the death of their laft God was thirty thoufand years ago 
(in PUtoh great year perhaps *, ) and that all fhall once more fuffer a Chaos. They alfo 
imagine. That a great Lord who is omnifeient and omnipotentlives and rules in Heaven: 
but they do not worfhip him, in that Satan (who ever loves to cover Truth in dark mills 
of ignorance) alfures them he deli res it not, and dotli them no hurt , howbeit ±ey vvor- 
fliipthat Lyar lelt he do them mifehief They believe a revivication of the body after 
death, co-union with the foul*, and (,as Bomferrus believes) confefs a three-fold recep- 
tacle of fouls departed, Nafliac, Nifiiac, and Schua, r. Heaven, Hell, and Purgatory: 


by whidi, the Friar Jabours to convince us of equal ignorance with thcfc Pagans. 

Their habit is a thin fine Lawn \ foihe call it a cambolyne, which differs Jittle from that 
they wear in Indufiant and Siam : but in this they vary \ they wear no beards and had a 
fency to dye their teeth black becaufe Dogs teeth arc white, whom they hate fo imitate. 
They allb cut ?ind pink their flcfli to become no lefs modilh than theit Nei^bours. The 
Ciow's and Parat^ here arc gray, as ufually in AfrU. The Land is low in many parts, 
and iubjed to inundation : but which trouble them moft be ravenous Beafts, as Tygres, 
\\ olves, and the like ofFcnfivc Creatures i to avoid which they raife their Houfes upon 
Arches or pofts of Bamboos that be large Reeds, and they afeend ufually by eafie 
I, adders. 

About an hundred years ago the Peguan Monarch was far more formidable than he 
is at prefent : his Diadem then fparklcd with the luftre of twelve wealthy Provinces 
which acknowledged their Soveraign : fbmc of thofe were Siam, Auva, Chavilanj 
B^irmaw or Brama, Jangorntr, Tangrmn, Cablan (where arc found Ilore of Rubies, Sa- 
phires, Eipincls, and other precious Stones which are digged out of the Rocks) Lamm, 
MtUotalkjt &c. out of which he yearly extrafted two millions of Crowns and a million 
bf Men to ferve him upon all occafions. This hardly could content him (for what will 
fatiatc t he ambitious ? ) feeing that by a too lofty conceit of his greatnefs he had his neigh- 
bour Princes in contempt : Tyranny lucccedcd his pride, and that begot deftrinflion. For 
the Vice roy of^Auva when he found no priviledgc by being his Unklc, nor that he wil- 
lingly fubmitred Under his Government, broke afundcr his lilver yoke of fervitude : 
Howbeir, cVe he could ripen his dcligfi, the Peguan having notice fnddcnly arrefts him *, 
fo that in ama/.cmcnt he ac know’ledges In'; fault and begs the others mercy : but the Pe- 
guan King not liking a reconciled Enemy, cjuickly made his Unklc Ihortcr by the head; 
aiKi to terrific others by tliat example, made Wife and Children, and forty others whom he 
moft fufpeCUd, bear a part in that fad Tragedy. It was Jufticc upon the Rack no doubt, 
and ferved rather to exaiperate others than to fcciu c their Loyalty : as appeared by the 
Vicc-roy of Siam , wlio perceiving his own uncertain Handing, ^thc Icaft caufc breeding )ea- 
Ioulie,\ the Icaft j.aloulic ulhcring dcath)hc luddcnly rebels; and with all the forte he could 
raife c’re the Ptgum rcturikd from Auva)cntcrs Pegu in a hollilc way. But the King having 
proclaimed lii.ii a Rebel and threarned terrible revenge, marches againft the Siamitc with 
an Army as feme I’cport ol’ nine hundred thoul'and" fighting men : That world of men 
I ouki not i ontrar\ the Decree of the Almighty : for fuch was the c onfufed hafte he made 
piecipitatcdbv fury, fuch the hate his cruelty had gained him, and fuch the affright his 
llnklcs Malm Cemtts every where prefented, that after three hours fight his monftrous 
muitiiudc turn tail and yield thcmfclves a prey to the enraged Axe of War, which was 
glutted with blood : lb as by that dayes victory the Siamitc advances in "Jiriumph. How- 
beir, notw'illingTomakc more hafte than good fpced, he returns and fortifies the moll 
coiiliderablc places in his own Kingdom : w'hilcs the Peguan King winged with rage in 
the head of another numerous Army enters Siam with a refolutioato purme him to his ve- 
ry door : but the Siamitc (arming himfclf with the Foxes skin) rcfulcd to fight not fb 
much out of fear as refoivcd upon an caficr way of conqueil. For wliilcs the Peguan 
darts many fiery defiances, and calls him Rebel, Coward, and what not the Siamitcopen- 
cd the Sluecs and gave way to the fwift Rivers Sd>an and Medou or Mtnm to break 
their banks which flufhed fo violently into the Peguan Army that for want of Boats, 
which they tall Paros, alcove feven hundred thoufand of the Peguan Army perilhed*, and 
lire reft with fear, or famine, totally were dellroycd. Nor was this llrange, feeing that 
the Suhan and the Mcnaa (like Nibu and Niger) ovcrllow, and. fupply their want of 
Rain mellowing the Earth fo as it compares WnhtA^gypt for plenty, and with any other 
part of I»dia for rarities. In [ole tanta eft ftducia AUno: And not only thcfc but fcvc- 
ral other Rivers running in divers Countreys within the burning Zone overflow their 
banks, fuch time as the Sun is in or near their Zenith •, the Sun being then ufually obfeu- 
red by Clouds, which break and pour down Rain in abundance : by which continued 
ftorm of Wind and Rain Summer is turned into Winter^ for wiicntlic Sun isfurthell 
from them, their fealbn is then fcTcnc and plcafant. Now as t he reafon of the ovcrtlow- 
ing of the Nile, Niger and other Rivers in Aft Ukj* is imagined to U* from that influence 
the Sun in his order hath iijjon thofe many fublimc Mountains, which being covered with 
Snows nielts not in Winter, by reafon of thcinteiirccoldnclsof the air, but at the Suns 
appioach thaws, and by its violent courfc or flux of U'atcr taufes thofe inundations: 
So about tliefc Rivers in the greater Afia the Rains cxcafion the like, being very 
immodcratcand of fevcral months continuance, cfpcciallyat fuch time as the Sun ajp- 
proacbcs their Vertical point *, at thofe fcafous ;attrading more Vapors tliaii he 
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can well dilupatc : which being drawn up into the middle Region, is by the coldncfs 
thereof condenft and turned into Clouds: but within the temperate Zone ’tisotherwifc, 
unlefs where t&e Climate is near the Tropick. Neverthelefs, the King made Ihift 
to fave himlelf from that inundation : for notwithftanding that incredible number 
their Records lay were deftroyed by that accident, the enfuing year he ufed the means 
to raife another Army which entred Siam ; but with fo little fuccefs, as befldes the 
rouf ol five hundred thoufand of his Men the death of his Son was added: fo 
that he made aJforrowful retreat to Martavan with Icfs than one third of hk Arm y ,

But which was worfc than that, through thcfc continued brawls of War his Treafure im- 
paired, his Cities were impoverifhed bv want of Trade, and his Kingdom in a Ibrt depo- 
pulated throiigli Ibis of lb many men: Which proved not motives of i>ity with the other 
lubjedted Provinces, but provocatives rather to unfetter thcmfclvcs as Siatm had done. 
Accordingly the \'icc-Roys of BrMmeiWy Tangn and Rachem confederate : and wliilcs 
the King oi contriving new defigns at Ma.rtavtm enter wfth a deiperate and 

numerous Army, forraging and deftroying fuch as the late faniinc had fpared j where 
though they Ibund few people and Icfsfood, yet got they riches ineftimable : For, out of 
thv: City of Pign they took no lefs treafure than loaded two thoufand Camels ; and as a pe- 
1 lod, not only made the wretched King crownlcfs, but crowned their conqueft with the loft 
ol his life, his Wife and three Sons Ibrrowfully accompanying him. 

This liicccfs was attended with mil-fortune of another kind : for the Sovereign of Ar- 
r.ikan and the other two dif-agrtcing about the dividing that great Ipoi), were beaten 
home by the Bramaan King ^ vvhoallb enjoyed it but a while, the Siamite entriiig lb furL 
cully that the Bremaan was content with a fafe retreat leaving the Siamite victorious:

Theygotveo,^pnictimcs three years wij^ young, and h.ivc 
extreme torment in their labour *, theteans Twixt tlicir fore-legs, whicli the young calily 
hiid and fuck with eagernefs. At threp years ofagctlicy wean tliemlclves and fall to other 
jiiovant, ashd^)s boughs of trees, flirubs, and like vegetables: but when in (erv ice have 
moredi'.mty ftre, as corn, fruits, roots, fu^r-ennes, milk, whey, and fuih as may iiicrcalc 
both ili cneth and courage. They grow. tin^ they be fiftc-cn years old, and arc ufually 
eighteen foot high, but Ibme of the highcft^Tiount to feur and twenty Notwithllanding 
w'iiich marvellous gi eatnei's they arc not dull Iknd unweiidy but quick and f^irited. 1'hey 
(an and ufually do licdown and rife as other Bcalbs contrary to the report of Ibme old

Tis Njidyr to the iE(|uino(ftial : Ibthatour Polc-llar is not in the Southerly part of the 
Ifland at all viliblc but deprcit under the Horrizon. Many petty Kings there advance 
their Scepters ; but the riclieft: Crown incircles the ecliptic brow of that Tyrant of 
Acheet: : 1 lowbcit, all of them are well Itored with Gold and Stones, but inilerablc in tiicir 
Mawmetry and Superllition. Moll of them were not many years lince fo cngulphcd in the 
aby fs of Paganifm that they ufed to adore Git, Rat, Uog or Devil ; but fiiice the Alcoran 
lias crowded in, the worftiip of thefe elementary creatures is aboliflied. Both Sexes go molt 
part naked. The foil is good where Rivers are near, but barren where Gold is obtained .

Itu ) friiilratc both. Natura fe potijjmum vrodit in minimis has reference to Democritus 
hisAtomes *, otherwife this might have challenged it, feeing thefe are obferved 

to be oneofthe greateft wonders we meet with, in th.at from fo fmall a beginning as an 
Egg not much bigger than that of a Turkic it increafes to eight or ten yards in length : and 
whereas all other creatures have their growth unto a^ period and then decay, the 
Crocodile only grows bigger and bigger until his death, Pliny Nat. Pfifi. U 3. cap. 25. 
Their bodies arc not longer than their tail, a weapon of like iile with them the Probofeis is 
to the Elephant : tlieir mouth is very wide, at one gulp being able to fwallow horfe or man \ 
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their teeth arc ingraiJcdi have no tongue ; cannot move the uppefr jaw: and albeit the 
belly be penetrable the back is hardly to be pierced. The brumal quarter they fait from 
food ; but the refl of the year devour all forts of prey, and that with voracity. No Icfs no- 
table is the number of 6o in the Female^ lor fixty dayspafs c’re Ihe Jay her eggs, which 
arc ufually lixry in number •, fxty days Ihe conceals them *, and when Ihe fits, Jpends fixty 
days in the hatching •, flic has lixty teeth, and fixty joints i and fixty years is ufually the 
age of this detefted Ampliibium, whether it be Beall, Filh, or Serpent.

The molt noxious 
of all Sen-monfters it is, and rightly bccomc^s the DiflembJcrs cpithetc, In quibtts eft aflui- 
u't fictiu Crocodili : the iyEgyftians make it the Emblem or Hieroglyphic of 

Impudence : and yet as daring as it is, we find them fearful of fuch as are bold, and bold 
onelv towards the fearful : awed by none more than the Ichneumon, who oft-times ftcals 
iirio his belly and gnaws iiis guts w^hiles he opens his chaps to let the Trochil in to pick 
hiS teeth whith g,i\ cs it the ufual feeding ; but the flclh is food lb good and fwcet, as by 
many it is ac«.omireda dainty.

Is is the biggeft City in the llland, owned l)> the Natives, and 
li retched well-nigh two miles in length : the moll remarkable places being the Pengrans 
Palacv, the l^u.^var, a few irregular llrcctsi and at the furthcll end the Chynejes there 
aJlbciate as do the Jews at Amjhrdamy but nothing fo fplcndid. The Town ol its own 
crow'th affords little Jave Rice, Pepper, and Cotton-wool i albeit Pepper for the great- 
ell part is broiigiit thither by the infinitely indultrious Chynefis, wlio each January come 
to an Anchor in multitudes at tliisPoit, and unload their Junks or Praws from Jamby in 
Sumatray Bormo, Malacca, and other places-, making Bantamiht\\ Magayinc*, out of 
vvhii-Ji for Ki.ilsjor by exchange for other Commodities they fiipply the Engltfl}, Dutchy 
and other Nations. The Chymfis are no quarrcllers, albeit voluptuous, venereous, coll- 

in their fports, great Gaiiieitcrs, and in trading too fubtil foryoungMcrchanis: oft- 
tiincs fb wedded to dicing, that after they have loll their whole Eflate, Wile and Cliil- 
ui ell arc flaked yet in little time, Jew like, by gleaning here and there arc able to re- 
deemiheir lofs i if not at the da>, they arc ibid in the Market for moJl advantage. 

1 lie lllc lias Init one Supreme or Sovcraigii Prince they intitlc him the Mattaran : He 
lias lour Teti arclis or Deputies his Subordinates. Is of that power that (as reported) 
he can di aw two luindrcd thoufand men into the Field upon occafion : ignorant in Marti- 
al Dilcipliiie, at leall avoiding to our form^ but of approved (ourage and dextevity, 
and fufi.cicntlv ingenious both ns to the invention of their Anns and F.xecution. They 
lommonly uf'e Lances, Darts, Arrow, and Shields . but their grcattfl bravery is in their 
< I i/.es ; a Weapon that is commonly two loot long and foni inches broad, waved, lharp 
boih in the edge and point*, but contrary to the Law ol Nature .and Nations, inve- 
noinid ; the handle is iifual!) of Wocxl or Horn, rhowbeit Ibnie have tlicm ol (j old, or 
Silver or Ivory,) cut into the fhape of a mifhapcii Pagod: Yet were they a thoufand 
times more ugly thefe Savages would dare to Idolize i cfj)ccially, ift tliat they ask the 
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Idol on their creft pardon after they have perpetrated an homicide. Not unlike what 
was praftifed by Lewis the eleventh to the Crucifix in his Hat. But withal, thcle Javans 
arc drunk in Demonomy *, and the more earneftly embrace it by how much their corrupt 
natures abhor honefty : whence it happens, that they trade in murder, adultery, thei i, ra • 
pine, deceit, and all other wickednefs. Magickalfoand Aftrology delight them ^ alLiidy 
their Prieftsare excellent in, and in which Satan ’tis thought inllruvfts them, the better to 
oblige their gratitude, and to worlhip him as the Apllo ot knowledge ; which we may in- 
culcate with that of the Prophet //4i<ifochap.44. Is there any Cod befidcs the Lard (Jehovah ? ; 
yeay there is no Cody we i^ow not any- He maketh the Diviners mady he tnrncth the wife men 
back^ardy and mahe b their knowledge foolifh. And in Jerem. lo. no! learn the wav of 

the Heorheny they are altogether braitiJIj and foolifh y his molten Image is fJ (hood, and there no 
breath in them : ihiy arc vanity y and in the day of account they (hall per tjh. But in the Lord (hall 
all true Believers bejtiJUfiedy and (hall glory- And to convince thefe, I rrny likewifo o])pole 
them with a IleatlKn informing them, that£^y 7 Dei popularesfunt mult i, 'Umth tamcn efje . 
naturalcm: albeit national Gods there arc many, there is but one natural tiie Grxl ol Na- 
ture, Cic.l- I. de Natura Deorum y and much mote with that of the Apoftic-, Idolumni 
hil eft in Mundo. Etcnim ctfi funtqui dicantur Diiy five in taJo five in terra (ficutt font Dii 
muiii 0“ Domini multi ) tamcn nobis tmtis Dem \ Pater y ex quo omniay & nos in ilium ^ cr units 
Dominus, jefus Chrifiasy per quern omma, cr nos pertpfum- An Idol is nothing in the World 
and there is none other God but one : For, though there be that arc called Gods, whether 
in Heaven or Earth (as there be Gods many and Lords many) yet to us there is but one 
God, the Father, of whom urc all things, and we in him \ and one Lord Jefus Cin ill , by 
whom at e all tilings, and we by him, i Cor. 8.4. To return. 

The Natives, till of late, were not acquainted with Navigation ; but in the Art of fwim- 
ming (as moll Negroes) are very excellent. And feeing they are not (for want of Ships 
and marine knowledge) capable of affairs abroad, thole that live fomc dillance from 
the Sea make hunting their chief recreation : and fuch Iport as tries their courage as well 
as agility ; the lllc having Itoic of Tygres, Ounces, and fuch Bealls as give chafe and re- 
filtahcc. The Alcoran is known of late years in moll parts of the lllc, and as an infecti- 
ous air fpread into the moll remote Iflands. Friendly they arc towards the Englijhy clpc- 
cially fince the Dutch forced Jacatra from them *, betwixt whom is fuch variance, that fif- 
teen R yals have been given by cither as a reward for a Prifoner dead or aJ ive : nor is there 
ever hope of true amity with Barbarians. The Oran-kays arc the prime fort of people •, 
who are lazic and Ibciable, but deceiti ul. They repute thcmfclves defeended from Chy. 
na \ and have a T radition that thc'y landed there out of a Junk which was fevcii hundred 
years ago forced upon that llle by tcmpcfl. They are a very proud race, wear their 
hair pretty long, and about their heads fometimes wreath avaluablcShalh which none but 
thcmfclves dare touch, but go elfewhcre naked to the waltc, where they gird themfclves 
with a ])arty-coloiired Mantle wh icli tails no deeper than the knees. Their ordinary food 
(and not at cafic rates) is Rice, Wheat, Pinange, Bctelc, Opium, Goats, Hens, Eggs, Co- 
coes, Plantains and Jacks; fordrinkthey have excellent good Water; and for Wine, Rac- 
a-pce, wliich like the Irifi Ulqucbaugh drunk immoderately accelerates death ; but tem- 
peraicly exhilarates the heart, cures Iluxcs, kills worms, and helps digdl ion. Thcfc parts 
are for the greater part of the year fubjedt to fuch loud thunders and llalhes of lightnings, 
as arc very dreadful to Itrangcrs. 

WhciKC this noble Ifle is called Java, I confefs my ignorance. From Javan (faphets 
Son) would be ridiculous tofuppofe, inthatmoft agree his Plantation was in the Icllcr 
Afia : but ill regard his Brother Tharjis peopled thefe parts, might he not fiom his Bro- 
thers name, and to his memory, borrow the denomination ? Mger apprehends that it is 
the lame was called InfuUf abadUy wlikhPoiinds like 'fava: Ibme call it There is 

another in Moraa of that name : fomc alfbtake it lor Taprobane. 

Nothing fiive Pepper and Cotton prefent thcmfclves in this Iflc worthy our noting. 
Pepper is a Iced firll Ibwn, and in the growth like Hops or Vines liipportcd by poles, till 
by maturity it gets the Iliength ol abvilhy,rouud, and pleafant Tree*, the P<.ppcr hangs 
four inches in length and one about in many clutters ; each yielding fifty or lixty corns 
whit li be lull, and round and fragrant : the fmooth is bell accounted of. 

Cotton is no lels obfcrvable. The Tree is tlendcr but llreiglit, a >aid high and like a 
Briar, rogd in his lib. 2 . Georg, feemsto have notice of ii.

Tlic Women 
there as yet continue the cnftomof burning at their Husbands Funeral more than in other 
places in IntUay efpecially where the Mahometans have dominion. 

Our courfc from Java to the Celebes is North-eaft ; diilant from Bantam two hundred 
leagues or thereabouts. 

CELEBES, Cajftteria of old, or that which Ptolomy calls Solu Infula or l^ua Nympho., 
rum ruhens cahiie dicitur^ is now'beft knOwn by the Name of Makaffj^ from her belt City 
fo called ; an Iflc for quantity and quality very confidcrable *, for it ftrctchcs from the 
^Equator fix degrees South : oval in form it is, and two hundred miles long at Icall : 
well peopled, but with baddPcdplc i no place engendring greater Demononiifts or till 
pf late worfc Savages : agreeing withihc old name Ptohn^ give the Men which was ,An- 
ikrvpophs^i or^Mcn cateTs.iiowbeitiAiaiwmu$ nbw knownamong them ; but by him a malo 
w pejus: forjChoughhctcach jhcmth^c isiqnc and but one God, yet feeing JESVS 
cti BIST is there unknown, at Ickft unbclievcd in> how little does tl^t knowledge ad- 
vantage them i But the greateft part of the Inhabitants are GentUesy who

And yet Antonio Pavia a Lufitanian Prieft reports that he converted many here to Ojrifl'.^ 
but at this day thofe foot-11 cps arc very rarely to be difeovered. Fi om Mocajfer to Cam- 
bynaW. N. W. arc four and twenty leagues^ and to Nojfafires eighty arc recknoned.

The 
Women have adulterated their firlt ftamp, not oncly by deforming their Face and Body 
with paint, but by that vile lubricity ihcir Souls arc f])ottcd with, impudente goes 
here unmasked : for contrary to the prafticc of moft places, in the night tiielc drink 
Rack which is their Wine, and then feem amorous ; but it were well Travellers would 
remember that ancient V'erll- very applicable to this pUke,

for fuch is their damned Art, that ihcfi: Syrens can fing fafety to ilicmfclvcs, when ])y 
the fame pipe and weed they fmoak another to death: a trick they will be j)eife«;t in 
tliough they die for it. 
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PythAfprM made the Wantons of Crotom modefl: and the men moderate. To thefc 
let me add with the Poet, Jam qui corrigat-y dur erit. This Artifice of tliefe lewd ones may 
run parrailel witli that Maid who by cuftomary eating of Nofeilm ( the moft dangerous 
Poiibn, (bme fay, of all Vcgctafiles) hurt not her lelf, but poifoned fuch as .had carnal 
knowl^ge of her. So as verily, that which Menander applied to the lewd Cypriots or

antar, oedis praferttm iratis, &c. No icls‘ lewd and cunning in this hcllilh Art was Parifatis 
the C^ecn-rtiother who poifoned Seatyra Wife to Artaxerxes by carving her half a bird 
with a Knife that was invenomed but upon one fide, as you read in Plutarch. And which 
is no lefs mifehievous, the men ufe long canes or trunks called Sempitans out of which 
they blow a little pricking quill, which if it draw the Icaftdrop of blood, it deftroys im- 
mediately: Some venoms operate in an hour; others in a moment*, the veins and body 
(by the virulency ofthatpoifon) corrupting and rotting prcfently, even to terrour and 
amazement. You cannot chufe but think this a Hell upon Earthy though at our firft ap- 
proach upon Ijght of lb goodly an Ifland, we thought it an Elijinm : but rcmcnibring 
That

than fonic greater Hies about them. Leave we alfo Conio and Serran unipokenoi j not 
that they are unworthy, but becaufe we hafte to the in view now, and where wc 

mean to reft a while. 

’X\\qM>Ihcco Ides called SdisJnfuU in former Ages, confine InMat and are five in nuni- 
ber, Moluccoy CiUolo, Tefnate, Tidore and Machmt or Matatr. in which lad, Magellan 
after his long voyage Anno 1520. ended his life through the treachery of thole Barbarians^ 
to w hofe Prince he had but a little before given afliftance. The Enghjl) were the fii 11 that 
cv cr traded to thefe Ifles of any Cbriltians : lb as molt of them have ever lince acknowledg- 
ed our King their Soveraign : but by the Datch it feems our men arcnowthriill out, as if 
all India were theirs by title from the Creation. 

Of thefe, Gilloh is greateft and Ternutt tlic highefl : all of them afford Cloves, Macc, 
Nutmegs, Ginger, Pepper, Oyl, Aloes and Honey. Molt of them hav c the iEquiiiodlial 
Ibr their Zenith, and by thofe diurnal fliowrs and breezes which fail them not with the Suns 
voicinnge the fruits ripen fooncr,thie earth fmclls more aromatical, and the air feems more 
nutriti\ e there than obferved in molt other places. 

The Clove tree differs in proportion according to the place whence it receives its vi- 
gour : fome arc comparable to the Bay which it rcfemblcs, the leaves only Ibincwhat nar- 
row’cr others to Box or fuch like trees ofhumblc ftaturc : ’tis molt part of the year green, 
having leaves long and rmall,d iff ending into many branches. It blollbmes early but becomes 
exceeding inconffant in complexion*, from a virgin white varying into other colours: 
for, in the morn itfliews a pale green, in the meridian a dillempercd red, andfetsin 
blackncfs. The Cloves manifeft thcmfelvcsattherritmoft end of the branches j and intheir 
growing evaporate fi^ fenfc-raviltiing odours as if a Compendium of Natures fwceteft 
gums were there extracted and united. They arc pruned thrice every year, and gratefully 
retort a treble vintage ; yea, though but perfected in three years, yet counted an advaii 
tage : feeing Phylicians fay They arc hot and dry in tht third degree, corroborate the llo- 
mach, bciient concodion, and fuck up moifturc fo exceedingly that no other plant will 
prnfper ir its neighbourhood. 

The Nutmeg like trees molt excellent is-not very lofty in height, fcarcc rifing lb high 
astliccherry r by fome itis rcfcmblcdtothcPcach^ bift varies in form of leaf and grain 
ar«d affects more tompafs. The Nut is cloathed with a defcnfivc husk like ihofc of a bafer 
quaht\ , and rcfcmbles the thick rind of a Walnut j but at full ripenefs difeovers her na- 
k(d purity, and the Mace chaff ly entwines (with a vcrmillion blufli) her endeared 
frujtand filler, which hath a third caai, and both of them breath out moll pleajing 
fmells. The Mace in few days (like choice beauties) by the Suns flames becomes tawny ^ 
yet in that^complcxion belt plcafcs the ruftick gatherer. In thefe Ifles only arc found 
tliofc rare and beautiful Birds of the Sun which arc commonly called Manacundnaa or 
Birds ofParadife. He is of the bignefs of a Parrot *, the feathers upon his head fb fmall 
as 1 athcr refemblc hair than feathers •, hisTrain thick and very long but curioufly coloured, 
in lome parts of his body green, in others yellow, feet he has none : yet his Wings be large 
and ofa bright colour •, in flying he mounts exceeding high and continues long in motion : 
a bird for its rarity much efteemed by Travellers, and not w'ithout fupcrftitioii by 
the Natives. 

Several other Ifles of note there arc, fome of which, mmcly Amboyna was in the quiet 
poflcflioiioi'the£»?//^i until d iffeifed by the treachery and cruelty of Ibmc Duich -, who un- 
der a lliew of frienafliip invited our Fadorstoa Fcaft where molt pcrfidioufly and to the

fiion of tlic place they cntcriaincd thofe innocent perfons with moll cruel and exqui* 
iite Tortures. Thefe Ifles arc commonly called the Molucco Ifles or Ifles of Banda ; tholt* two 
being accounted the principal.

The (hape allb is various} for fbmc rc- 
iemble a Plum, Ibme a Date-ftone, others Dovcs*egs ; and fome are like Chefnuts and 
Goats Kidnies \ but all blunt-ended. No le($ difterent arc they in colour \ for ibme arc red, 
pale green fomc, other-lbmedarkycIlow,andfomcskyc-coloured: the Jaft arc bell, con- 
iifting of many fcales which like Onyonscircumvolve one another, and in which Nature 
has expreft far morecuriofity than Arts bell imitation ; for, each infer lour fcalc (not un- 
like the Orbs) yields more Iplcndor than the other-, ^d as it diminiffies its quantity in- 
f rcafes its vertue according as it is in tenuity or thicknefs. Many arc counierlcit : but to 
difeover the fraud, they ulb to pierce them with hot Bodkins ; or after they have weigh’d 
dicm Itceping them in cold water four hours, if they crack not they arc held good \ and to 
know them for fuch, they firft wipe and ballance them *, obferving, that if they weigh never 
fo little above the firft weight ’tis a furc fign they are bale and of Imall value. It is allb oblcr- 
vcd,that the Bezars of Borneo arc not above half the value ofthofe which arc had in Perfia. 

Lignum Aloes according to the Countrey where it grows has diverfity of names. The 
Jsevms and Malayans name it Carroo the Indians and PertHguezxSy D^A^uiUha } but the 
Chynefes and CochinchynefesyCalamba, It is framed of large round fticks of a clouded grain, 
mixed with veins of an a(h-colour : pleafautto the eye, and ponderous in the hand ^ but 
of a bitter relilh, and fitter for the fire than tafte : for, hot coals no fooncr touch it, but 
to the honour of its own Funeral it expires and vapours out an odour lb aroniatick and 
comfortable as no other is ufed by the Indians^ Malayans^ Siamites, Pegmans, Cambdgians 
or Borneans, when they burn the Corps of their deceafed Parents, which with them is the 
nobleft manner of burial. 

Musk is bred in the navel of the Cat, and is either yellow, brown, or black: the firft 
is held the beft, thelaft the bafeft : the choiceft lliews a deep Amber colour not unlike 
Spikenard, and is cloathed with a raoitt skin which fweats out fomc briftly hairs, with- 
out Hones, lead or lilfe adulterate mivnirc \ but withal of lb ftrong a fmcll that to many 
it feems ofFcnfive \ and tafted, penetrates a ftrong brain by its fragor : fwcet Ipices 
takes away the feent*, and put into the mouth if it luddenly dillblve, or in the hand it it 
be long a melting, thofe are the ulual wayes to difeover the quality. 

Civet (a Ibrt of Musk bred in a little bladder w'ithin the tcftieles of a certain Crea- 
ture not unlike a Cat) is of different colours : deep yellow ( as I have been told ). is ufu-

The Countrey is molt part mountai- 
nous but full of Ri volets, which makes it abound with Corn, Grafs and Minerals : the 
North and Ealt parts arc Icfs peopled than the South and Welt. The old Roman execra- 
tion yibi in>maUm Crucem and manner of execution is here in ule ; a punifiiment not more 
full of torture than ignominy : The People arc valiant and reafonabic civil, affedtors of 
novelties, and beyond mealure jealous if occafioned, revengeful if injur’d, and devililh 
if exafperated : They pretend much to Learning and efpecially to skill in Geography, how- 
beit arc ignorant of the Europaan and v^/c<i»inthe grcatcltpart, and totally concerning 
the American ; ncvcrthclcfs have no fmall opinion ol their Art in the divilion of the World, 
wherein they think thcmfclves fiipcrlative and all others miltaken for they divide the 
W'orld into three parts, that is to fay ‘mto Ciyna, Japan and Syam, which llilficiehtly cx- 
prefles their ability in that Science : but in Entertainments they are better skilled, for 
they lit long and tare well, and in eating ufe Hicks or forks, and ihift the Table as new 
Courfes arc ferved: In riding they mount upon the right lidc^ their Alphabet ex- 
ceeds not twenty Letters, whereas the Malian has 26. they as the Cfiynefcs have allb 
many Charadters, of which every one Hands for an entire word as wc ule in lliort Writ- 
ing. At Funerals they wear white. They wouldbut cannot deny thcmfelvcs to be dc- 
fccndedfromClw'.vi; for certain it is they were banilht about fix hundred years ago up- 
on fomc infurredion*, in confidcration whereof they continue an implacable animofity 
to each other ; the Ulanders rob and prey upon the Chynefes abroad on all advantages •, yea, 
at home in their praters abominate, and in all Complements and Ceremonies are oppo- 
fite to one another as much as may be-, no Icfs than the /-rwe/; and Spaniard- Upon any 
trivial accufation the Children arc fo fenfible of their Reputation that without any panic 
to evince the truth, they will whip olf a joint from their finger with this imprecation, If 
true, 1 wifli my hand may never heal again: Murder, theft, treafon, and adultery are pu- 
nilht fevercly, either by crucifying or beheading with a Cuttan. Osjicca is 80 leagues 
from Bun^o : a Port of good note, and in nothing more obfcrvable than the CaHle, which 
heretofore as reported was varniihed, tylcd and burnilht in fome places with thin plates 
^ of gold a regular fortification and of excellent Hone ; the walls whereof were every 
* where twenty foot thick, and the whole work circled with a large deep trench full of 
water ; the CaHle was entred by a dozxn iron Gates and fomc draw-Bridges: Of late 
years it was made the prilon of Coja-zamma Prince of Tanzey eldcH Son of Tt^uazjtmma 
the late Emperoiir whofe Father Faxiba-zamma fubjedted all the other Princes of Japan 
and made ibem by oath and pledge acknowledge him their Sovereign : Co ja<amma upon 
his Father’s Hidden death was uiiexpcdcdly iciAcdby O^oJJw-zamma who compelled him to 
marry his Daugliier j after which, he was requited by confinement to that hateful Prilon.

The room w as forthwith illuminated by a preparation of Lignum 
with Ollier coftly perfumes put into Lamps of Gold : after a fmall fpacc the lights 
(asitweic by miracle; cxtinguifli, and then in grol's darknefs the Plialma having af- 
fumed a bodily lhape or other falfc reprefentation accompanies her , at Icaft as Ihc 
imagines , and the rather , becaufe certain fcalcs like thofe of Filhcs arc left behind 
as an argument to perfwadc it was no phantafin : ' but iinlcfs the Bonzee fccond that 
W'ork iipontha: imaginary familiarity, the moft is but a tympany or falfc conception.

CHINA, the molt Eaitcrly part of the Continent of the greater Afia. A Kii^dom 
no lefs great than wealthy, and as famous as great, but not well difeovered ; their jea- 
loufie and difcourtefie to Strangers ( for they fuflter many to enter but few return) chiefly 

U fubjedt to many fevcral Names, fcarcc any two ft range People according in one 
denomination and no wonder, llnce amongft themlelves they affedt variety : yea, it is a 
cuftom for the King to new name both themfelvesand the Kingdom at their Coronation, 

as they beft fancy. ^ 

In holomy it is called Sinarum Re^iot Seres by other Geograpiieis : the Moores in Indn- 
flant c?L\\\t Cathay the Arabians'^T^ fynin, Syamites Cyn^ tiie Malayans TahemjOy the 

faponites Than and T'fyn, the T mars Ham (from the Metropolis Siyinzj^ which they call 
Hard-ceu) Alhacen Ta^isy PomIhs Fenetus the Inhabitants (lay Pereray Riccisu zud. 
Trivautitts) Tamen, and themlelves Tamegines. But how various fo eVc that be, this is not 
*fo uncertain that it is a fpacious Monarchy, and extends from 17 degrees to 47 of North 
Latitude, which to the South Cantam^ and to the North Pequin^ two Roal Cities feem 
to terminate : on the Eaft and South it has the Ocean ^ on the Weft the Defarts of /»- 
dnfiant : on the North the Tartars, and on the South- weft Cochyn-cl^na and Peyru : Square, 
and from everv oppofite fide not much lefs than 1500 Engliflj miles as fomc have imsu 
ein’d i which granted, the whole compafs will be 4000 and upwards. The Countrey is 
fullof fweet and navigable Rivers*, fome of which arc no lefs inhabited than Cities, 
which arc reported to be 600, bcfides the Jefuites report it has 2000 wall’d Towns, 4000 
unwalTd, icoo Caftles, and Villages fcarce to be numbred: and many they had need to 
be, fiucc they lodge ( as fome Fryais that inhabited there have undertaken to eftimate) 
above thrcelcore millions of Men, Women being uncounted : which if fo, it has four 
times more tiian all is fuppoled to have; and well conlidcred cxcules that 
conjedure Brearwood makes in his Enquiries, faying. That if the whole World were divi- 
ded into io equal parts, theChriflians will appear to be but 5 of the 30, thtMahame- 
ta.':s 6, and the C entiles 1 9 of that diftribution. The whole Empire is divided into fifteen 
Provinces, governed by fo many and who have thdr Tatons and Chyans, as 

their Deputies arc intituled. Each of thofe Provinces has a Metropolis ; but every way 
more excellent than the reft arc Paejuin by fomc called PafjHtn, NantjHin, or Nanton, Can- 
tam or Canton, and lluinzjty by them called Ham cen \ ot which four, Pa<\nin hath now the 
precedency *, albeit Qutnzay had formerly. 

P A Oil i N elevates the North Pole 4 1 degr. 15 minutes *, and by late Geographers is 
acioiinted the fame City fome call CambuUt watered by Pohfanga, differing from the lat. 
of Ca^ulit which is placed in 45 degrees, and Countrey in which ’tis placed : but if Pan- 
toja and Dicanti fay right the Chyna Monarch is that fame great Cam with M. P. ITenetm 
and Mandeville, who doubtlefs were no further Eaft than Induftant and Ba^ia, and from 
the reports there met of the more caftcrly parts, by them made famous. The City Paquin, 
as deferibed by fomc ( which arc without good authority ) is not onely the greateft and 
beft peopled City in all AJia but all the World : if as fom : report it hath j o Patch leagues 
circumference, in which are many ftatcly Buildings, and 24000 Mandarin Sepulchers, the 
meaneft of which arc not without fome beauty ; and a no lefs number of little gilded Chap- 
pels, belide 3800 Temples devoted to Idolatry : it has fo many Gates and Polterns as days 
in a Year ; lixfcorc Buzz-ars and above a thoufand Bridges. This City is diftant abgut a 
hundred miles from that marvellous wall fomc fay Cnrifnagol others Zaintzjm the 1 17 
King built 1000 years fince to keep out the Tartar-, a wall 1200 miles long, twelve 
yards thick, and fix fathoms in height, fuch as was feven and twenty years ereding, by 
aiontinued labour of 750000 Men*, which nevcrthelefs could not hinder the Tartar of 
late, who not only forc’t his palfage but with little oppolition hath over-run and fubje- 
ded this great Empire, as reported. 

NAN QJ. 1 1 N ( the iccond City for grandeur ) was once the Metropolis. It elevates 
the Ardic Pole 3 5 degr. and is diftant from the Sea 8 leagues or thereabouts. The City 
is 12 leagues about *, circled with three ftrong walls and ditches: The King’s Palace is 
vaif *, the other Buildings many ( for 200000 arc reckoned ; but meanly beautiful : Thc_ 
Temples fuch as they be, arc above a thouland ; the ftreets fair, and the People induftrious.'

From Pa^uin it is removed Eiift lix hundred miles : moll part of &c wJI, na- 
vigable. 

CANT AM is at the molt Southerly end in 17 fomc oblcrve 25 degr. 1 ^; a Town 
rich and Ipacious : our Ships rfdc commonly in view of it •, fi om which to Paqttin is little 
lefs tliaii two months travel. Here Merchants arc permitted to come afhore i but when 
they enter the City gate iiliially inroll their Names in a Hook, to the end that upon Ji^c- 
nalty they return aboard at night: but of late have a little more liberty : In this place 
Merchants trade for Gold, Musk, Silks of all forts. Cabinets, Porcellane and fundry 
other rich Commodities. 

Q,U 1 N Z A Y or Ham-cen borders Cochm chyna ; of old this C'ity was the greatefl: $ at 
this day the molt remarkable for variet^^ of antick rarities of any City in the Orient. 

Thcfearcthc molt noted: and what is molt notable in them arc their Memioi Idol- 
Temples. The Country is t ha mpaign and exceeding fruitftil: the Rivers abound with 
Fi)h, whiih the Chyi.efts not only banquet upon, but alfo upon Frogs, Snakes, Rats, Hogs, 
Dogs, and futli food as many other Nations al)oniinatc : and lor their better diljDatch 
they hih with Cormorants. 

The People arc Olive-coloured: more black or white as they live in diftance from 
the T'qiiino;:liaI : they wear their hair long and filleted, hut their beards very thin Wen 
to deformity: their eyes arc commonly black and fm.illi nofes little nails well-nigh as 
Jong as their finger but ferving to dillinguifli their gcncrofiry. The better Ibrt are ha-* 
luted in fiJk and a Height fort ol fatten \ the meaner in black cloth made of cotton : both 
w ear their coats long .nnd quilled, made rotyc under the left ai m after the ufiial garb of 
Afia : their llccvcs are long and at the wriR very llrait . their (hoes of fiu h lluRe as tlicir 
coats*, but fome have them richly imbroidcred, the Ibalc is t ioth 01 calico. The greatefl: 
variety is in their head attire : for fomc knit their hair in ca\c b oi iilk, of hoi fe-hair fome, 
but fome with fillets of Gold or Silver : other*, wear hieh round caps made of fine twigs ’ 
ftitcht with lilk of divers colours*, but others fancy an antick Ibrt ol hat which is high 
crown’d and round, but one hnlfwithoiit .any brim, and no colour lb miit!: pleaies them 
astawncy. The women aremodefl*, and amongfl thcmfcives ditlLr notin appanel j in 
thatacanibolin or vail of white linnen covers them ^ Ihewlng nothing but thcii poit-ftct, 
which from their infancy nrcflraitned \ foas to make tlieni a la mode, many of them vo- 
luntarily bet ome lame and ci ipicd. 

They tolerate Poh gamy and that odious fin of Sodomy^ yea, what clfe their idle de- 
praved natures can imagine to pleafe their clfcminac ic*;, and arc not alhamtd to expolc 
tluni topublick viewin prints and painting. They aic a proud, lazic, jealous and vo- 
luptuous fort of People. Mulick, Poetry, Painting, and Stage-playes delight them ex- 
ceedingly, and tare not what they fpeud in luxury and fire works : they eat in porccl- 
lanc:, de Mtndo^jt (a Gentleman fciii thither by Phillrp 2 \viih aPrelcnt) 

reports, is not earth ofa hundred years preparation as commonly fpoken, but a chalky 
fubftance, wiiich digg’dorfoakt in water yields a kind of cream above ^ but IkIow*, the 
earth and Icdinieiit is cojirfc ; out of that line ii]qx:r cairli like cream, the piircit lore of 
(.hyna-wareismadc*, and thcordinary Ibrt out ol the other Faith, which isklsfaior oylie: 
fo foon as they be fornKd or bak'd in the Sun they paint and guild them vciy ciirioully, 
and fo put them i mo the Furnace. How'lxrit, Pa»cirollm faith that ]>j oecllanc is a compound 
of Egge fliclls, Lobftci-inclls andGvpfum, which is ticafur'd S', years iiithc bowels of 
the earth ere it lx. prepared. They have their dyct in many fmall dilhes ^ love their meat 
minc’t, which they take up withtwofticksoflxiiie or ivory, but Ibmc have their nails 
fb long as lervcs for chat cxcreifc*, for to touch citliei their mouths or meat with their 
lingers is abfurd. Their drink is commonly hot, and by its tafle and coloui appears to 
be Co.hce i they drink oft and little. The Loiithaya’s will be ferved on riie knee y fit on 
Stoobandcaton Tiiblcs as the EurepeoKs. And albeit, no Nation in the World be more 
idle and voraginous than tlKy, yet arc few or no beggers found amonglt them : for if he 
beayoiingbcggerheliasthewhip^ifoldjor lame, or blind, he is provided for in the Hof- 
pital. Murder they puniih with death,as alfo Theft *, the Icafl punijiinieiit is the flrappado : 
yet what Laws tliey liavc moll rcfembic the Em|>crial, whiili they vigoroiilly execute. 
Their Laws it feems are conlifient w ith the condition of the f.ountry and dilpolition of 
the People, but tliccxtrcara rigour and execution then of, may be rtllmbltd to the 
grape, which being gently prefl yields wbokTonie W ine, but too much Iqucezing ren- 
ders it bad and unpleafant : ’Tis a difficult mauer for m.iu to cfiablilb any one Law that 
will quach me with the humour ol all places. Their juH ic e is fevcrc, their prilbns flrong 
and their executions quick. The Mandarins arc* honoured *, tlic Chyam’s reverenced^ 
ihc King l;ule lefs than adored : no Subjal hasrccourk* favc by Petition *, his Wives, 
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ChildrcnandEunuchsonly haveacccfs tohim: Ambafladors enter not wid'.oiit Prc?cnts 
of value: They are curious in Novelties and love to fee llrange Arts*, which they ul- 
lightfiilly pradife : few but has skill cither in tillage, making Cliina-dilhes, or can paint, 
ling, playordofomething that is ufcful and moddt ^ the Mathcmaticks they a Jed: mb 
not Letters but Charadersi of which they have above 400'jo: they write neither to the 

f hand nor to the left but down-right ; not with pens but with pencils of horfe hair, 

,s arc in ufe with Painters : thei r language is molf part monofyllables *, few but have 
i in Poetry and Mufick, and arc ftudious in all the liberal Sciences. Scholars and 
hants are more honoured than men of War : no people in tlic World more honour 
^ing than they, for they fuppofe him too glorious to look upon they obey lift 
aevery thing*, iill his Exchequer yearly with above a hundred millions of Crowns; 
im the undaunted Empcroiir, Lord of the whole World ; Son of the Sun *, and beau- 
ty of the whole Earth. Nor do any people in th^ World exprefs more filial refpedt to 
Faj|^s than they *, for they obey them at all times, and in all places *, marry not without 
their confent \ leave their Childrens names to them ; Ifonour them be they never fo mean *, 
Relieve them be they never lb poor i at their death exprefs all fymptoms poflible o f duty ; 
and, in white Linen, as did the .lews of old, feldom mourn lefs than two or three years 
the longer they mourn, they thiiik the better they exprefs a filial obfcrvancc and affedion. 
An obedience that hatli ablelTing with it*, for as Homer wcW obferves, I aremes mu hono' 
routes brevis avi funt'^ dilhonourers of Parents arc of fliortlifc, as in the Decalogue is 
inferred. They arrogate to thcmfelvcs the invention of all Arts and knowledge in the 
liberal Sciences *, and it cannot be denied but that Ibmc of them they have, as Logick, 
Rlictorick, Mufick, Arithmctick and Attrbnomy : they arc, lay they, the molh ancient 
and immixt people in the Univerfe^ have all from their Minervoy and borrow notliing 
from others: they boaft how that they firft invcnted*Charadcrs,Guns, Painting, Tillage, 
and Navigation. Now give me leave to fay a word in our defence againft: the Rodomon- 
todo's of Lhcfc Chyneftansy who as 1 fuppolc, in none of thefe parallel Eurofe. For their 
antiquity, 1 deny not but they have continued without much mixture fyet admirable if fo, 
lince both the Tartars and Siamites have over-run their Country) fince the firft femina- 
ry, begun by Sem in thofe parts *, but if granted, others in that may compare with them ; 
namely, the Brittainsy Bifeayans and others : for I regard not their Legend of Kings or luch 
Conquefts as they obtained long before the birth of Time, a hundred thouland years ago ^ 
unlcis we qualific it by the Ephcmcris of the Arcadians whole year had but ninety daics ; 
the Spaniards but four months ; the Majfay^ets fifteen *, or of the tAE^yptians who had twelve 
years in one of ours *, following the courfe of the Moon and not the revolution of the 
Sun, nor regarding the Dies intercalares: an error, moftofthe Oriental Ethnicks are 
plunged in. Very likely they imitate the who as Dio. SicuLlib. 5. affirm the ori- 

gin of their Characters or Altrologic, was ttircc and forty thouland years before the 
overthrow' of the laft Darius *, which did not Annius of f^'iterbo help in his Paraphrafe 
upon Beroftis would !jc laughed at ; but Xenophon and others fay, That the years they ac- 
counted by were Lunaric *, upon which reduction it will appear that 4 jooo of their Lunar 
y^ars make but 36 i4ofour Solar : their Hicroglyphicks, though more aiitient than Let- 
ters, come Ihort oftlic t^j'yptians. Their Guns (the ull* of which Bacchus taught them) are 
-mot above a fpanlong; lothat they rather refemble Piftols than Guns, their bore and 
fquariiig being Icfs than ours : and for their painting it cannot be denied but it is of good 
colours ; but their dcligns arc ihort of our invention : they draw the pofturcs filthy and 
lhadow meanly, which doubtlcfs in painting makes the perfedion. Horologic knowledge 
they want, as may be fuppofed by that ftory of the King who upon firft view of a Waich 
prefentt'd by an European was fo furprized that he verily believed it a living creature, till 
by winding it up he perceived the fpringthe primum mobile. Their Husbaiiclrie is w ithout 
much Art: for albeit the grain be good, the loylcrich, andtheZone moderate, yet their 
corn is neither fo various, nor fo good, nor fo certain as in our Harvefts. Their Nav igatl- 
on i s lame : they build many (hips, yet without beauty or defence ; nor have they much skilly 
ill filling, having no good Logarithms nor Mathcmatick inftruments to take the height of 
the Sun by; their Compafs alio is defective; for it hath but eight or twelve points to di- 
by , nor is the Magnet (till of late) known amongft them *, having the Cynoilirc 
and Vrfi minor for their belt diredors *. notwlthftanding they fay they Ice vyirh two eyes, 
thole of Europe but with one, and all other people are biind.or at leaft purblind like them- 
fclves ill their ccnfiires. 

They delight exteflively in all forts of game*, and when th(^ have loft, care not 
though thev (hike Wivesand Children, whom they willingly partwith till they canredeem 
them. They are hofpitable one to another, and believe a Refurredion; forfometimes 
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tlicy will lend money to be repayed them in the other World ; Intcr-ludes, Mafqiics, Firc- 
«Q£lu and fuch devices wonderfully take them : nor value they what money they expend* 
jJK difix>rt, i'o their expe^ation be not frulbrate. Their Hmifb aremeanly built, and 
asbSly furnilhed: Howb^ their Meani have no fuch grandeur nor external beauty as 
in a Country lb peaceful, fo rich, and amongft a people lb ftudions and liiperllitious 
might be cxpedled : yet though their outfides be but ordinary, they many times arc lined 
with excellent good Porphyre, Serpentine and like Marble. Their Colledges and Tem- 
pics exprefs by lome invention or other their infernal Art and familiarity with the old 
Magician } to whom they devote enthuliaftick Boyes who wftli their long fpread Hair nrp- 
ftrate themfclvcs afore the Mannada i and fuddcnly as if fome Hag had tcrrifiectthlE, 
ftart up and vibrate a Spear or other weapon, whiles the Spedators with dejefted loots '* 
warble out a foft Doriq’ ibrt ol Mufick, departing not till the vaticinating Youths pro-'* 
nouncefomewhat that points at his Worfliip and their Obedience. 

They celebrate their Natalitia very folcmnly,a fortnights time fpendingthe dayes in 
paftime, and the night with tealts : * amonglt the reft they have choice fruits and wines, in 
which they take a full liberty. The new Year they begin in Marche and is no lefs obfetr 
ved there : at that time every Man ftrives to exceed others in the fancy of their pageants 
and adorning their doors refpedtively with paper Arches and Images, and all the night 
lonmuake thcmvifibleby lights and lanthorus. 

Their Weddings have more or lefsCeremony according to the quality of thePerfons. 
Tncir Funerals arc after this fort *, when any dyes they firlt wafli,then perfume, and laft- 
ly apparel the C:orps and put his belt cloathson \ then cover his head *, and having let him 
in a chair, bis Wife entnng the room firlt gites him a rcfpcfl and then kifles him i after 
that Ihe takes her farcwcl with as much forrow as can be imagined : Ihe is no fooncr gone 
but his Children enter in order according to their feniorities •, they firft kneel and then 
kifs the dead Mans hand, yea flrivc toout-vic each other in their ejaculations, expref- 
fing their love by forrowful countenances andgcflurcs, as beating their brcafls and pou- 
ring out tears in abundance: being withdrawn, next his Kindred a^ft their parts, and laltly 
his friends and other more remote acquaintance : the third day they lay him in a Coffin of 
pretious wood which they cover with a filk cloath, and over it place his pirture: forfif. 
teen da\ s in that ibrt the Corps reft ,and each day a Tabic is fpread with Meat, which night- 
ly the Pricll s have liberty to cat i for ’tis they that burn the Inccnfc and offcrSacrificc : when 
they carry it to the Gravc,W^omcn are hired to lK)wl,thc better to move others to compaffi- 
on : fometimes upon his Coffin they place the Image of a dead Man whom they expeft 
fhould ffiew him the liireft and readieft way to Elyzium : that done, the Widow and Chil- 
dren for We days fcclude thcmfelvesi and when abroad, go doloroufly habited \ for 
they put courfc Sack-cloathncxt their skin-, have their cloaths made long and plain ; and 
for tlSec years fpace arc not feen to laugh or joy in any thing ^ but to the utmoft of their ” 
power exercife their love by their continued lamentation, abitincnce from fcalts and pa- 
flimes ', and in all their Letters fubferibe themfclvcs, Such a oncsdilbbcdicnt and unwor- 
thy Widow, Ciiild, or what may beft fet forth obfcrvancc. 

Having launchttoofar, ’tis high time to look homewards : yet not till we have bid farc- 
wcl to lovely Afiai ^ into which when fome have ad vcnturcd,tliis Motto may be remembred.

How delightful and how magical the exccUcncies of the Orient arc to rooft \ yet Ovid'’% 
Nefcio natale fclamy &c. was Hill tlie clofe of mv oblervation : So that upon the fe- 
vench oijitne ( after long laU,foinc ftorms, and much patience) wc again dcicricd land : 
it l)orc N. N. W. from us, but at the Suns firft blulh the enfuing morning, we knew it 
was Di^arreysy an Ifle abovc fifty miles about, and in 20 degrees South latitude *. there 
wc anchored not, knowingthat wasbut yo leagues diftant thence upon a W. 

N. W. courfe, a place where wc doubted not of fome rcfrclhment. This Dtgarroys was 
firft difeovered by the Pcrtugmfe : but except fome Welchman gave it the namc,l know not 
whence called Digarroys^ feeing that Digarrad in the britilh dialect fitly compiys with it, 
the condition being a dclblate Kland : dciblatc in human inhabitants, for witli other 
things ’tis rcplcniflit, as with Wood, Tortoifes, Dodo’s and like Fowl. To our view it 
gav e it fclf not very high at a league diftance : but this 1 alfo remember, that at the South- 
Well end are Ihoalds, which are long and dangerous- By benefit of a conftant wind 
we fooQ arrived atthe Aiamitim. 
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MAURITIUS is an Ifle fcituate within the burning Zone under twenty degt ces five 
minutes Antartic latitude *, longitude from the Meridian of Cape Comryn twenty degrees 
and as many minutes, and variation four and twenty degrees and nineteen minutes. To 
what part of the World it belongs is queftionable, feeing that it participates both with 
America in relpeft of the valt South Ocean, and inclineth towards the Aliatic Sea, wafli- 
ing lndi4^ Javoj and other Iflcs *, and with Afirique alfo, to which moft properly ilie ap- 
pertains*, if you think fit to make her fubordmate to that Eraprefs of Idea 
which feems to lhadow her, and from whole Eaftcrn banks flic is removed an hundred 
leagues or thereabouts: But however doubtful to which three it appertains, of this 
there is no doubt \ that for variety of temporal blclTmgslhemaycompare with mofl pla- 
ces in the Uni verfe. It was firltdilcovered by the Portugal, whole indultrioiis arm and 
ingenious fancy (c’rc America was dilcover^ by Celn^us) gave us the firft full know- 
ledge of the Eaft, and names to many places formerly innominate. And amongft others, 
the name Do^Cerne unto this \ but how properly 1 know not ^ if we Ihould allude to that 
in Pltn.l. 6 . c. 3 1, that Ceme being placed near the Gulph of Perfia\ and of the lame 
name we meet with fome elfewhere in old Authors amonglt the Azores and other places. 
After that it varied into the names Roderigo and C^gnaa^ or Cerne-, i. e. Swans, for lb 
the Dutch reputed the Dodo’s ; laftly to Mauritim : which whether in memory of Crave 
Mattriccy or of a Ship lb named that by age or accident laid her ribs there 1 know not; 
but by equal authority 1 may deduce the name from IbmeCambry an (the reliques or glim- 
mering of whofeljjeech we found galpiiigin many of thefe remote quarters of the World) 
in the word Mtur-Ttiifus or bigger Wand fitly fo named, if compared with thofc other 
leller neighbouring Iflcs, Dygarrois, EngUnds Doiimo jS. AfoUonia-, &c. and by a 

more cuphoniacal concilion Manr ifuu. But grant it be fo called by the Hollander y yet it 
follows not that they have more right to it than thefn^/i/h; they themfcivcs knowing and 
acknowledging that the En^hfi landed there a dQ|u years before them who no 
queltion had new-named it, but that they knew the had done it before. This 

alfo be remembred, that in the year 1505. when Francifetu Alm^da, of all die Per- 
the molt renowned for Eaftcrn Conqueft and difeovery , fubjeefting many ma- 
ritira parts of ^gi-fymba in Sinihay Momhai.zj>y Melindcy MozAmbycy fire, re- 
ports that there and in fome lllcs (I fuppofe this one) where he credted Forts 
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and Cattles Df defciire he found CroOcs and other fymbois of Chriftianity, which made 
him confident that Clirift had formerly been ferved there ; and thcrclbre in humility 
would not efteem himfelf the firft Chriftian difeoverer, OfinM 1 . 4. But how uncertain 
that may be, it is without any doubt that it is an Iflc abounding with, and capable of, all 
• things reejuilite for the ncccnary ufe of man, and rcquirable for the Zone *tis placed in : 

the Land, c/pcciallywhcrcitrcfpedstheSeais high, but clfcwhcre champaign andpl^in: 
tlic fliape rather oval than round, and the circuit, of Emlijh miles not much above a hun- 
dred;, the grcatcfl extent being from the North-Eafl: to the South-Weft. The Air ex- 
ceeding good •, and the foil though inculti vated, fo full of vigour that it procreates with- 
out feed 'f withal, luxuriant in grals and herbs, and fuch flowers as Nature ufiially diapers 
the Earth with when dreft in her Summer Livery. Ambcrgricleis oft found floating 
about this Illand*, how generated, whether from the Whale, thence call’d Sperma Ceti, 
or otherwife, is not yet rcfblvcd •, but highly valued, agreeable to its virtue. Here alfo 
is Coral in abundance^ the only Vegetable that has no leaves, ’tis a green fhrub or Plant 
in the Salt Sea at firil ^ and after hath white berries, which by force of the Sea and Air 
petrifies and when its colour turns red, is then molt valuable. 

Ovid lib. 4* Metmarph. mentions it.

Upon the MAllAhar Coaft it likewifc grows, and in the Red Sea and fome other parts 
of the African fhorc, and alfo near the Phtlippina Infuh : being in eftimation with all, 
and ferves equally for ufe and ornament. Theophrafins in his Hijlor. Plant. 1 . 4. c. 8 . ob- 
ferves, that in Mari Gedrofia ( which is at the entrance into the Perfian Gulph) planta na- 
feuntar, cr e.v profunda pullulant ^ Vt olea, lauri^ &c. In the Gedrofian Sea arc Plants that 
grow and ijiid under- water, the Olive, l^awrcl, &c. He might have made mention of 
the Coral allo^which he omitteth. Korean it be denied that by reafon of the tempera- 
ture of the Air, and thofe daily breezes and fhowers which fall, the Earth is meliorated 
and fitted for grain of moft forts’, as alfo for plants, fruits, flowers and what elfc may 
be thought fit by the ingeniousPlanter. And feeing Heaven and Earth confpire and contri- 
bute to the adVion and advantage of the Ufe of Man j how much more abundant cauic hath 
Man to raagnific his Maker, who is the liberal difpenfer of thofe rare trees and fruits which 
naturally oHer thcmfelvcsto what Mmis appetite can rationally covet: for we find it rc- 
pleniflicd withTrecsof fcvcral forts, feme of which arc goood for Timber, others for 
Food, all for ufe araongft the reft, I obferved ftore of Ebony; V^irril'm hisG’fon?. re- 
ports that

Wood it is of different colour, and for ufe Of 
no Icfs variety *, what we found here was black and red, as alfo white and yellow : black 
ismoft valuable. The Tree is commonly high and very ftraight ; the outfide covered with 
afmoothbark-, here found in great plenty till of late years deftrudion hath been made, 
crpecially by the Dutch zx\A FrencUfto have imported fuch florc thereof into European^ 
other their Indian Plantations thaWis much abated. Here alfo is that Phomix in nature 
the Palmcto 1 mentioned but lately at the Ifles near Zeylan it is but one in the origin, 
we tan itDadyl or Date feeing that Palma tranllatcd is Date in Englifh : a Tree which 
tor quality, duration, and ^it is ufually attributed to Heroes and Copquerours ; 
the trunk is flender but very high and round, not branching favc near the top, as 
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the Coco doth*, and thofe rather reimble round fcdgc than boughs, which 
ever green. Under the fedge appears a ibft pulp not unlike the CoHiHowSv 
which being cut andfodtaftes very like it j but for that the vegetative vertuc lonhRs 
in it, the Tree profpers not after that is fevered, as Xenofhm alfo oblervcth : w lii s 
that fubitance remains, ityields a liquor like the Toddy ^ in colour and relilh not uuhkc 
Mhft or Iwect Wine which iflucs out of the pierced bark, lb as in an hours /pace the quan- 
tity of a pottle may be gathered. In fome old Authors we read, there was Trec-honcy 
as well Bee-honey \ or as they call it Tears or blood dropping from Trees. By that 
dcftriptionitlhouldbcthePalmetoWine: which Wine and Amber colourcdNuts, being 
polilhed,wcre by the Perfi»/j ufiially fet upon Tables or Cabinets amongll other ni r iofirJes, 
as Xenophon takes notice in his Travels : Seamen ufually have a canc or quill which 
they fuck with, lb as two or three Trees being pierced, in an hours ipacc rc- 
plctiate the greediefl: appetite though hcbouzchis belly full .• to drink with nvH.cration 
It comforts ^helpirit, albeit cold in the digeftion : itallb purges and helps ohi! rciktions, 
and kills worms; butimmoderately taken intoxicates the brain and diipofcsto ;\nxcs*, 
how^it, expofed twodayes in the Sun turns acid, in which quality it is hindi-'g. 1 ierc 
are allb Coco-Trees, male and female, both which bear bJolToms: the Icrnalcis only 
fruitful; and not fo neither unlefs a flowring branch be inoculate, or planted near ir 
for by that mixture of feed (he frudifics : the fliape of which two Trccs^ according to my 
iinaU skill) take thus rcfemblcd. 
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*The Indion IJlesmofl admirable be 
Jttthofe rare fruits eaXd Cotjuo^s commonly :

Lucan in his Pharfalia had notice of it, ^q‘,,bibmt tetura dulcet ab arundine fuccos^ 

And rarro thus in its commendation, 

Indica magnomimis non arborc crefeit arundo, 

^ Jllius & lentis premitur radicibus humor f 

Dulcia cm ne^ucunt fucco contendere mella. 

Wcallb took notice, that wc were nofoonergonc, hut that the Lyzards which fomefrom 
its rclcmblancc call the Land Crocodile in little, but ofa better nature, would make haftc 
to fuck tliis diftillingNcftar and were intoxicated with it : a creature fo exceedingly de- 
lighted with beholding mans Vifage,and what in them lyes expreffing fo much afFcdion,that 
wc would not injure them in that fcnfelefs condition. Parrats and other Birds alfo would 
be tafters, which made it of more repute with Palfengcrs. Several other forts of Trees 
there arc which differ no Icls in quality than form. OncI tooklpecial notice ofwasabovc 
five yards about and of a realbnable height, but umbriferous it was not {' for albeit it 
had many branches, yet was it without leaf or flower ; the bole fo foft, as with a Jtnife I 
could almoll as erdlly write my name In it as with a ftick one may in land : in curiofity 
Iputfomc of the wood into my mouth and chewed if, what the vertuemay be 1 know 
not •, but for half an hour my mouth wras inflamed as if I had taken fo much Vitriol. Near 
that was another which was low of growth, yet large fpread in its branches \ upon it 
hung fruit or feed like afh-ke^resjonly thefc were larger and thicker,refemblingthcGynny 
Beaus or Carravances, but lafe-guardcd with lharp prickles j by fuch a defence one 
might have thought what was within Ihould have been coiiliderabic, the fliell or codd 
was very hard, but being broke, found in it fix or eight Nuts’, each of which was left 
than a Doves-rgg \ but in colour and lhape not unlike the Beazer*, the kcrnell tailed like 
.-m Acorn*, what the quality was 1 could not tell, favethatby fomc cxycrimcnt the Chi- 
rurgionmadc, it was found in operation to be little better than Poylon. The Africans 
at Sterra Leon have fuch a Tree as this they callOgou with which they invenom their Darts : 
this perad venture may be of that kind. Many other wc law here, Ibrac of which were 
like Pines, others like Lymes and Sycamores*, and do not remember that wc faw any 
Oak, Cedar, Fig or Cyprefs: nor was the fruit or feed they bore fuch as wc knew, 
tiioiigh wc could rcfemblc them to Pine apples, Artichoaks, Plums, Nuts, Cherries, 
and the like butasto thinr names or pro]^rtics utterly ignorant', for the truth is, all 
or moll of the Trees, Birds and Bealls I law in the oriental and fouthern parts of the 
World far remote vary or differ in fomc part of their lhape from the Trees, Bealls and 
Birds with us in Europe ; nevcrthelcfs in their fevcral fpcciesand kinds may be known by 
that their rcfcmblancc. Obferve we could allb that nothing was loll \ for what was 
food for Birds, the Tortoifes would cat*, and what the Tortoifes refilled, the Hogs did 
devour: foas by one or other all was tailed of. Again, this noble lilc as it is prodigal 
in her water and wood, folhc corfefponds in what elfe a fruitful Parent labours in : not 
only boafting in that variety, but in feathered creatures alfo *, yea, in the rarenefsof 
that variety: I will name but fomc, and firlt tlic Dodo\ a Bird the Dutch call iValgh- 
vogelot Dod Ecrfen: her body is round and fat which occalions the How pace or that her 
cofpulencie i and fo great as few of them weigh lei’s than fifty pound : meat it is with 
fomc, but better to the eye than ftomach*, fuch as only a ftrong appetite can vanquifli: 
but other wile, through its oylinels it cannot chufc but quickly cloy .ind naufeate the fto- 
mach, being in4eed more pleafurable to look than feed upon. It is of a melancholy vi- 
fage, asfenlible of Natures injury in framing fo maflic a body to be direfted by complc- 
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mental wings, fuch indeed as are unable to hoiie her from the ground, ferving only to 
rank her amonglb Birds : her head is varioufly dreft*, for one half is hooded with down 
of a dark colour *, the other half, naked and of a white hue, as if Lawn were drawn o- 
tier it^ her bill hooks and bends downwards, the thrill or breathing placcisinthcmidlb*, 
from which part to the end, the colour is of a light green mixt with a pale yellow : tier 
eyes are round and bright, and inlbcad of feathers has a moft fine down her train (like to 
a beard) is no more than three or four ihort feathers : her Icggs are thick and black \ 

her tallons great-, her ftomach fiery, fo as (he can eafily digeft ftones in that and fliapc 
not a little relembling the Oftrich : The Dodo^ CacMo or Parrot and one of the Hens 
take fo well as in my Table-book 1 could draw them. 



Hetfe arc alfo Ayeries of Hawks and liindry others Birds*, as Golhawks, Lannars,Hob< 
bics, Paflc-flemingocs, Gccfc, Powts,Swallows,Kites, Black birds, Sparrows, Robbins, 

Herons white and beautiful*, in their flcfli good, but in their feathers more valuable: 
Cacatoes, a fort of Parrat whofc nature may well take name from •>, it is fo fierce 
and fo indomitable *, Bitters, Hens and many other which 1 forbear to enumerate : but 
the Parrats in their feathers were curious and more efteemed for tlieir much prattle. Such 
their curious liveries and fuch their language, as they arc not unaptly called 
a right Epitheton.

One of which was by a good Poet celebrated with this Epitaph :

To out-beauty. Kings he could falute, and name Ule ialutator R^um, nomenque loquutus 
Cslar^ to whom difeourfe hee^d friendly frame. Caeiareum s & queruJi quondam vice funfius amici. 

In the Rivers here we found no lefs variety of Filh *, fuch as. we took and rafted of I no- 
ted ; The Man-atee was the rareft *, for both in tafte and lhape it equally oppofes foeder 
and beholder. This fifli doth ufc both Elements: thofe very fins which ftcer them in the 
Sea, ferve as ftilts alhore to creep upon *, in which exercice their paps allb befriend them : 
and though filh, differs little from Veal in tafte, but more inihew*, for the ribs and entrails 
as alfo their face fome fay is like the Elephant when the probofris is wanting) but from 
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the Cow hare thtir denomination : for it is veriJy thought the Land has not that Crea- 
ture which the watery Citizens refemble not. They afted fl^oald waters, and to be near 
the ihorc to graze upon : their eyes arc very fmall *, bulk about three yards Jong, and in 
breadth but half Jb much : famoufed for a gentle fifli, delighting to ix'liold the vifage of 
Man*, moft valuable in a ftone that is confolidated in the head *, which being pounded 
and put in Wine and drunk falling is (as are the brains of Sharks or Tuberons; loveraign 
againft the ftone and colick ^ yea, of more prize than his other fix great teeth, which yeC 
to him arc far more ulcful. Andreve Evans Captain of our Ship ftruck one of them with 
a fifgig, and for quicker difpatch leapt into the Scaj and fwimming towards it with a 
^ilicto wounded the filh in leveral places *, as Vidor he would needs get upon her back, 
jSut the triumph coft him dearly: for the Man-atee labouring under pangs circling his 
body fo crulht thc-Captain by that Ibrccablc imbrace as the bruife made him Ipit blood 
to his dying day, which happened loon after. 

Give me leave to name what filh we tooki Dolphins, Bonetacs, Albicores,Cavallocs, 
Porpicc, Grampallc, which Mr. SmsIs thinks is the right Dolphin, none ellc being of 
that opinion i thisi’ome ca\\ tiic Suf-marinnSf Mullet, Bream, Tench, Trout, Sole, Floun- 
ders, Tortoife, Eel, Pike, Shark, Crab, Lobiicr, Oyfters, Crafilb, Cuttle-fifli, (which 
though its Idood be as black as Ink caufed by a high concodion, is ncverthclefs meat 
very delicious ) Koek-fifli, Limpits, and a fpcckl’d toadifli or poyfon filh as the Seamen 
from experience nam-wd it*, which albeit laft named tame firft to net and eaten too gree- 
dily by the hccdlcfs Sailors was an error coft Ibme no Icfs than their lives, others for fome 
time their fciifcs *. in lliape it was not unlike a Tench, but more black and deformedly 
Ijjottcd.

Other ftrangc Filh we had which met witlj as ftrange ftomachs ^ <who either out of ap- 
petite or curiofity would not be afraid to tafte : fome had the Jliapc of Hedge-hogs, o- 
thcr of Celts • fome were globous, others triangular *, fuch as Corratu calls LepusMarinus. 

The Torpxdo or Cramp-filh alfo came to hand, a fifli (if ?l\ny writes truth ) that by 
hiding it felf with mud and dirt catches lefier filh very ftrangely : for by his frigidity he 
benums fuch fifli as fwim over or lodge near him, and fo preys upon them. Amazed (not 
knowing that filh but by its quality) we were, when a fudden trembling feized us ; a de- 
vice it has to beget liberty as well as to catch his prey *, for by evaporating a cold breath 
it ftupifics filch as touch, nay which is more, as hold a thing that touches it-

Albeit ’ttis fluently fo reported,’ and the Figure with a memorable ftory thereof paint- 
ted ih the Vice-Roy^s Palace at God : which how far it may ferve for proof 1 (hall not here 
determine. But being dead has not this quality. Moreover, this Ide afords Goats^ 
Hogs, Beeves, and landTortoifes: Tortoilesibgreat,asfufier two Men with cafe to 
^ lit*, and fo ftrong, as carry them: yea (as ibme report) fifteen Men have at once ftood 
upon them. JrifiatU concerning this Animal writes, that no oviparous Creature which 
cither layes eggs or fpawns do urine, the Tortoife excepted. Sailers affeft to cat them s 
to are better meat for Hogs in my opinion : they make pretty fport, but are courfe food *, 
ib are their Rats, Bats and Monkeys : moft of which ufeful and unufeful creatures were 
firft brought hither by the PortHoal for rcfrcfhmcnt,in their return from India •, but at this 
day the EngUih and Dtitch reap meir Harvefts. Birds had here at no charge and lictle la- 
bour are Hens, Bats, Herons, &:c. The Hens flock together twenty and forty in a company; 
if you catch one you may catch all : the fureft way is by fhewing them a red cloth, for it 
feemsthatcolourexalperates their fplccn, as appears by theaflaults they will make*, for 
when one is ftruck down the relidue budge not : they eat like par cht Pigs if you roaft them. 
The Herons throu^ a long continued ikurity ( ignorant of the deceits of Men, and un- 
ufed to the fracll of powder) arc as cafily taken ; for if one be Ihot the other take not wing, 
neither knowing nor valuing danger, fuch is their care to condole their late aflbeiates : 
Bats arc here in great numbers*, but if my ftomach deceive me not, worfe meat cannot 
be tailed : a fierce ill-favour’d carrion, ever fqueeking, and in offenfivc noife calling to 
one another, make bad melody. This is the oncly four-footed Bealt that’s volant, and 
therefore whether more properly to be rankt amongft Birds or Bealts, as yet undecided. 
And in this further obfervablc, That no Bird but the Bat doth urine: a rare creature, 
but lb offenlive to the Orgyes, that (as Poets lay) nothing more deftroyes it than the 
fmoak of Ivy, dedicated to Bacehns. Bats, dying fifh and Seals be participles of nature 
and fpecies of a doubtful kind, participating b 6 th of Bird and Bealt : thelc vclbertilios 
a large foot In length hang in fwarms upon the boughs of Trees, by claws two inches long 
fixed at theextreampartof their wings which are above twenty inches in length, their 
monkey faces in that polbire ever turning downwards^ as 1 have delineated upon the 
Ooquo-tree a little before mentioned, for, as Ovid- Uk. 4 . upon the Mttuides tranf- 
formation into Bats,

We took another filh, an Ea^e-fi(h I imagined it: the eyes were five quarters afunder : 
from one fin end to the other were above four yards : its mouth fo wide and teeth lb long 
as it refembled a fmall Port-cullicc: the tail allb was very long and fmall : a Filh take 
it all together, rather to admire than junket on. . , 
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In this Iflc'are feveral good places to anchor in : howbcit two are molt frequented \ 
that at the North-wcfl: fide bears the form of a femi-circle and elevates the Pole Ardic 

19 degrees 30 minutes : the other at the South-ealt diredly oppofite to the other, hath 

20 degrees 15 minutes*, and longitude from Cape Cmryn 20 degrees 20 minutes \ but 
from the Lizard 99 : both which Bayes fecm land-lockt and have oazy ground, fo as 
Ships ride fafc there in five, ten, fifteen or twenty fathomsj no where dangerous. The 
foil of it felf is Itony towards the ihore*, but at more diftance has rich mould, covered 
wi^ grafs and herbs, and bearing wood in abundance: it has alio Ibme Springs of 
good Water, and nothing wants that may cither delight the eye or fatiate the talte. 
And after fo long a Voyage, give me leave to recreate a little.

The lleep charming Streams indeed gently drill from the Rocks and delightfully trick- 
ling along the Valles not only by their meanders mellow the ground, but by their har- 
monious murmur afiord an irrefillible magick to eale and meditation^ yea, lo charm tho 
fenfe by moving a gentle attention in the ipirits, as without labour ftills ^e Soul’s na- 
tural and difeuffive faculty. To conclude 3 notwithftanding all thele excellencies, this 
Jnfala Beatat this plcafantefi: of jiJiatkkJSics Terra fids contenta bonis, was then un-inha- 
bited favc by Bealls and Birds, in as much as it gives the better invitation to more fuic- 
ablc Inliabitants, without dread of Lion, Tyger, Wolf, Fox, Dog or fuch like offen- 
five creatures*, but upon condition to pay a grateful tribute to fuch as fcarcity or foul 
weather direft thither for rcfrelhmcnt. 

1 have dwelt fomewhat long in the deicription of this Ide, but may be exculed by the 
delight I took there after long being at and Ibme ficknefs at Land 3 fb that 1 could have 
been content we might have retted dhere fome longer time : ncvcrthelefi fo foon as the 
wind came fair aboard away we went, and in three hours fail loft light df the Mauris 
tim. Now forafmuch as this delightful place is within the torrid Zone, 1 cannot but 
here as I did in another place take notice of that opinion Aefainas and feveral others

leqisently increaft, by how much it had its nearer approach towards the iEquiiioAial,

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where the heat as they imaged ^as intolerable. For anfwcr : It is very true the Sun be- 
ing limited hiscourfe within the burningZonej by reafonofthatconftant refidence emits 
his beams and fliines with utmoft.ardouruponthofe parts and People, wh^er his glan- 
ces be oblique or perpendicular^ and from thence it is the Continent is more eipecirlly 
pa^^cht through the extremity of heat and the inflammation of the Air. Neverthelefs, fuch 
is ^e wonderful wildome and goodnefs of God, that in fome parts upon the Terra fir- 
ma} but principally in lllands and pla^ wdUnigb compaflTed with water, the Earth is 
commonly fmitfal and the Sun delightful and advantaglous : In which confidcration give 
me leave culogically to enumerate a few of thofe many attributes have defcrvedly begn 
given that glorious Planet : in Gen, i. i4.;it is called the great Luminary which the Almighty 
placed in tbe Firmament of Heaven to illuminate the Earth, and nile the.day as the Moon 
whofe light is borrow’d from the Son, doth the ninht : And in the 19. Tfalm the prophet 
Dauid declares.

SOL efi fans lueis^ the fountain of Light, the King of Stars, 
inthroned in the midft of all the Planets, fountain of heat, heart of the World, vifible 
image of the invifible GOD, Semper mnbsdans, nunquam ^uiefeensy & fua luce omnia iSu- 
ftransy dcc. Ever in motion, never relting, and with his Light difeovering all things. Nor 
is its Li^t lefs cxtenlive than its Heat : for Light is the Chariot by which Heat is convey’d 
about the inferior Orbs ^ and though in its own body limited to Heaven, by its influence 
* it goes to and fro and vifits all the corners of the Earth : at once, irradiates every pro- 
vince, views all Cities and other parts within the Hemifphere \ imbraces both Sea and 
Land’, with equal refpeA falutcs the Cottages of Pcal'ants and Courts of Princes*, mer- 
rily frisks op and down without differencing Prifbns from Palaces; gilds the Mountains, 
« caufes the Valleys to glifter *, cheerfully dances upon Rivers, makes the Meadows fragrant 

and the Fields fruitful; folaces Youth as well as Age; revives, yea provokes dciSly’d Nature; 
and chough inanimate pf it felf gives life to Vegetables, Infers, It renders all things 

fair, faith yirgUy and Orpheus in his Lyriques lings. Per Te virejenttt ommoj All things are 
made fruitful and flourilhing by the Sun. Now from thefe and other properties, the Gen- 
tiles have this excellent Creature in adoration, which Job wifely reproves, faying. If I be- 
held the Sun when it jhined, &c. and my heart hath been fecretly enticed fo as my mouth kiffed my 
bandy fijould I not thereby deny G^who is above! imitated hyxhcjewsy reprovedinthe 
8 of Exjekiel 16 verfe, where the 25 Idolatrous Eiders fet their backs towards the Temple 
and turning their faces to the Ealt worlhipped the Sun; this was by' an erroneous attri- 
buting to the fccond what was due to the nrft : for it is the power of God that gives 
vertue to the Sun to exhale vapours, which vapours are formed into clouds containing 
rain ; and it is rain that both qualifies the air and makes the Earth in due fealbn to bring 
forth her incrcafc; yet fo, as thofe and all other fubordinatecaufesytogether with the Sun 
and Nature it fclf would be altogether ineffedtual, were it not tor that operative faculty 
wherewith the Almighty hath endow’d thofe Creatures: for it is by his diredion the 
Sun not only helps the generation of all fenfiblobodics, but as St. Augnfiin obferves,that 
nourilhes and brings its Work unto perfedion ; therefore we mult acknowledge with 
Saint Ambrofey Bonus qmdem Sol efi in AGnifierio non in Imperioy The Sun certainly is good 
where it aduates as a Servant, not a Sovereign. Moreover, albeit by its benign influ- 
ence ordained for the comfort of Man this ule and many other places within this Zone 
are obferved conltantly ver^nt and admirably fhiitfbl ; neverthelefs it has its lhaddpw ; 
for it cannot be deny’d but in the Mediterranean parts of Africkpy the Sun’s force and effi- 
« cacy the Countrey is generally aduft, and the earui for want of moifture converted intp 
fand, as Alex, obferved in his travel from tAEgypt to Libya upon a vilit of the Temple dedi- 
cated to Jap* Hammon ; for five dayes neither Bird nor Beall, Tree nor grafs appearing, 
Ihith the Hiftorian : A fit place for 0 »am\ Pofterity, and agreeable to that of the Pfalmift 
where ’tis faid, Afrmtful Land is made barren for the wieksdnef of theft that dmU therein. 
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in thofc Troglodit Regions the Earth for the moft partying faplefs and without fpringsi 
which makes both earth and air fcorchiog andinfufFerabIc : For 'tis rain and fpriogs that by 
moillning the fuperficicsof the Earth produces Graft and all other forts of Vegetables. 
And it is a truth allb that, ter motum feiis ft generatio arruptio in rebut infmoribut’^ .C?f 

• opus ejut plus apparet in koc Mundo quam opus aiiarmn pUnttarnm. The *Suii in his operations 
cxcclls all the other Planets *, and by his influence upon inferiors, both generates andcor- 
ruprs, as common experience teaches. Albeit it is faid of tlic Sun and Rain, that neither 
of them pierces the Earth above ten foot j for faith Senccu^ when the Earth hath imbib'd 
what is I'ullicicnt, it flmts its pores, thereby oppofing an unncceflary furplus. Howbeit, 
C4y///i«w and fome others, allow the Rain to link ten paces deep, yea deeper fay Ibmc, 
thereby furnilhing fprings with Water, which have three original caufes: tranlinutation 
of the pir within the earth, percolation of the Sea, and Rain, Snow, Mills, err.

Withal let usohfm’e here as 1 have upon occafion fpoken in other places, That the heat 
is more intcufeand violent under the TropicksbyrcafbnoftheSolftice ‘mf 'une and Dceem^ 
^frthaii under the lEquinodial in March or September f at which times the Sun only cuts 
their Zenith ; for under the lEquino^ll have been four Icvcral times and the like under 
both rheT opicks, and fo it ^s, wither per accident or otherwife 1 know not, but I 
could jx'i I JVC the heat was more extream under and near ihcTropitks where tlic Sun for 
fomc ii;ort jj)acc of time feems to have its Ration: fo that both by what I then felt and 
fmtch'.nr.l from others of experience, the heat is greater at Ormus in thcgulph ot Per jia^ 
Mocha in the redS;ra,*ind 2 itBit(nicem^Syenenm during phe Summer Solllice, than 

wc find it in molt Aliatic regions under orncarthe Aiquinox,asthofe Merchants that arc 
couverfant in Zeyloon, Sumatrat Borneojthc Celebes nnd Molucco Iflcs, which arenadyrtothe 
/Hquinodial, have related and by experience can beft witnefs. Now the Reafbiis may be 
thefe: Fii lt, that through the likegoodnefs of God the heat near the Tropick is very 
much allayui by thofc tempeftuous ftorms of wind and rain whicji during that fcafori ufu- 
ally rage in that Climat j not only for fix weeks obfeuring and confc'qucntly alfwaging the 
beams of the Sun, but occafioning the overflowing of Nilennd Niger wMth fcveral ciher 
Rivers in as alfoof and Mehanor and others in India iiiromiith as 
they fceiii to have moft Winter during tbeSummer fcafon,Inican whenand where the Sun 
is iiigheft : for otherwife the heat under the Tropick both by rcafon of the comniorance 
of the Sun forfome time, and that thedayes there arc longer tlian under the /Ecpiator, in 
rcalbii (hould be greateft. Whence wc may likewife note, That the Sun when it returns 
to the vernal /Equinox, and for thofe following fix months comes into our tiemifpkere af- 
ter he has made the Artie Pole his Horizon^ thofc Regions within the Polar circle 
(which have the fame diftance the Tropicks have from the /Equator) albeit more rclem- 
bling night than day when the Sun is depreft and difappearing i yea by reafon of a con- 
tinued darknefs and extremity of cold arc places by us not to be indured i Ncverthclefs by 
this rc-appcaring of the Sun and its conftant refidence for half the year above the horizon, 
tlicEaah receives plcnjiry amends and becomes habitable, albeit the heat be moderate*, 
yea, prodiK cs fruitsproperfor warm (gantries, and fuch as will not maturate with us in 
England. Secondly, fcvcral other accidents I may note which contribute to the tem- 
perature of thofe torrid parts; forbefides the Monzoones or Anniverlary winds which 
for fix months blow conftantly one way and fix the other, thefe hot Countries have fre- 
quent brerzes which like tlie £fir/?ic breath gently, every rnorning and evening from the 
Fall and South, which qualifies the Earth and Air exceedingly: fo as during that breez, 
the extremity of heat is very little perceived. Moreover , by the interpofition of 
the Fiirih , the Nights , elpccially near the Sun, arc equal or longer than the Day, 
during which the Moon that has power to govern tlie Night as the Sun the Day^abiindantly 
compciifatcs, and being commonly attended by mifts, dews, fogs, and vapours Jellifies 
the air and moderates die ardour of the Sun, as that DiRick ot the Poet fpcaks very 
properly.

TLibus &c All which tonlidercd, it will appear that thofe parts arc not oiicly habi- 
table but feeing Mature is no where more prodigal, no place is more luxuriant tor 
Tileiftirc in any other part of the Univerfe : and Ovid s b^torum qua media efi non eft hubt^ 
\ah\its adu a pofition not toibc credited. Mcvcrthelcfs, not to the Natives but to fiich 
as repair ihithcr out of colder CUmats let me give this advice, Thac they lliidy their

Here is allb plenty of Fifli, 
of vvhich the Ecles are notable, fome of them weighing thirty pounds, whereby wc may 
iudge them ro be Congers *, not odious in their corpulency, for to the talte they render 
thcnifelvcs fwcet and moift. Birds here arc many and rare, but molt ol them being fuch 

as are fpoken of in nwd no repetition. . r • i j i rr 

In few dayes by the benefit of propitious winds we launcht far into the Mare dil Zur^ 
where Magcflancs cloud Si fcarcc vifible without a glafs, and more rclem- 

blinc part of the Calabiea than Stars they arc of fo fmall a magnitude, with fevcral other 
Antardick Conllcllations more and more difeovered thcmfclvcs unto us and approach- 
ed our Zenith. But long thofe happy Favonii continued not : for the wind v eeniig into 
a contrary (iiiartcr the Skic over-fpread with clouds, fo as the Sea laboured with a dread- 
M tumor. Seven whole dayes and nights this tempeft lafted, and forced us all that while 
to lie by the Lee without more fail than the mizzcii. Howbcit/>c 7 ? tnuhas miafircna *, llill 
launching through the Ocean the Skic cleared up, and fair weather infued. For many 
hundred miles we were recreated with many ihoals of.Filh that with delight play d ajout

/rmr 'wfaete the Ocean bellows on every fide fo fretfully as the place might fear an inunda- 
tion, had not the extraordinary height, but chiefly that Supreme providence which hath 
fet the Sea its bounds, fafe-guarded it. It has no neighbouring Hies great or fmall but 
feems equidiftantfromthofe two noted Ports called Grem^ and Cape iVr^ro, in Em- 
ix// 4 theone, the other in Cor^e-, both in one elevation, and parallel with Saint Helena: 
from that in America diftant 400 leagues i from the other in Afric not much lefs,if any, 
from that number. 

It had its name given by John de mvay in, or about, the year after the incarnation of 
our Saviour 1502. fo called for that in his return from India to Lisbon it was dilcovered 
the 3. ol Mayy a day confecrated to the memory of Helena the Emprefs who firft found 
the Grofs, the moft religious of Ladies in her time. Mother to the firft Chrilbian Enu 
rour, Confiantine *, both of them glorious in their age, Brittons both y both bright Gems 
of this our Hation. 

This Iflc^ removed South from the iEquator fixtecn degrees: from the utmoft Pro- 
montory of South j^ic hath two and twenty degrees of longitude, and where the Needle 
varies five degrees and thirteen minutes, but from the lands end of England diftant 5 00 
Englifh miles*, from the Cape of Coed hope 1740^ Madagafcar 3000^ Sitrat66oO‘y and 
from Bantam 6900 or thereabouts. In that Bay, which tajees name from the Chnppcl, 
the Ifte has this rcien)blance. 



But to what part of the inhabited World it appertains may be queried, feeing the vaft 
iEthiopic Ocean fo largely circles it. To ^tr I may imagine (becaufc it is neareft that 
Continent) rather than y’efpmiHs. It is but fmall, not exceeding thirty EngU^ miles cir- 
cumference, yet exceflive high •, for it vails its head often in the clouds, where openinga 
wide mouth it gulps down fufficient moifture to cool its ardor, which by reaibn of Ac 
Clime ’tis in, cannot but be fomaimes intemperate 5 and but for that affinity it has wiA 
the middle Region which invelops it as with a chil-coldTulipant, and long nights it has, 
that extreme heat which the Sun darts conftantly twice every year perpendicular upon 
this Kle, would doubtlefs make the entrmls enflame (had it Sulphur) like another f^efnr 
vias. Ncverthclefs Ac Land is not more eminent in its heiglu: than the ambient Sea pro- 
found in Ae depths fb deep that it admits ill anchoring fave at the N. W. from Ac 
Chappel, where is 20 faAoms ; fo as Aat Acre arc Mountains in the Sea as in Ac Ear A 
is not to be doubted feeing tl«t upon Ae catting of Ac Lead, Log, or Plummet, upon 
the one fide of Ae Ship is fometimes found 30 fathom, and upon Ac other fide 60. Nc- 
vcrthelefs it is fo very deep here Aat Ac founding Line or Plummet will fcarce find 
ground y which is the canfe that Marriners do foonetimes carry Aeir Anchors afhore that 
they may moor or ride the more fecurciy. By reafoo of Ae depAl could hardly difean 
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Sam Helena. 


cither flux or reflux near the fhorc 5 feeming as if we were in the mid Ocean where nei- 
ther ebb nor flood is to be difeemed. Howbeit, the fait water plaflics and froaths to fee 
it ftlffo fuddenly rcfilted: but the moiit breath ufually vaporing in or upon the Seas 
makes it fometimes turbulent. 


Tills Iflc is hard to be afeended ; not that the paflage is craggy, but that it is fb 
pitious. The Sailers have an Ironick Proverb, The way is fuch, as a man may chuft 
whether he will break his heart going up, or his neck coming down : but being once up, 
fcarcc any place can yield a more large or more delightfu! profped. The Land is very 
even and plain at the top, and fwclls no where to a dclormed rifing : fome Springs alwve 
bi? fweet which below are brackifli : the rcafon may be, for that in their drilling de> 
feent they may relilh of the fait hills through which it cuts an ufual palTagc, lb as they 
become fait both by their own compofition and the fait breath which the Sea eva- 
porates. Ncvcrthclefs, there are but two noted Rivolets \ one which bubbles down 
towards the ChappeJ, the other into the Lemmon Valley, fo called from a Lemmon 
Tree and Clia])pel built at the bottom of the Iflc by the Spaniard Am 1571. and 
by the Dutch of late pull’d down 5 a place once intended for God’s worlhip, but 
now difpofed of to common ufes. There are alfo fome mines of a little Town lately 
dcmoliiht by the Spuniardy in that it became a Magazine of private trade in turning 
and returning out of both the Indies 5 no other Monuments ngr Antiquities are there 
found. You fee all if you look upon the ribs of a weather-beaten Carrique and fome 
broken pieces of great Ordnance which albeit left there againlb the owners liking 
ferve fome inftcad of Anchors. Human Inhabitants there are none 5 nor were of 
late, fave that in the year 1591. Captain Kendall weighing Anchor fooner than was 
expefted, one Segar a Marriner was accidentally left alhore: 18 months after, Cap- 
tain Parker coming to an anchor found poor Segar alive, but fo amazed, or rather 
overjoyed at his arrival, that he dyed fuddenly 5 by which we fee that fudden joy is not 
cafily digefted. Howbeit of Hogs and Goats here arc plenty, who agree wellfavour- 
cdly and multiply even to admiration ; happy in their cale and lafety till Ships arrive 
there for refrclhmcnt. The Goats leap wildly from Rock to Rock, and to avoid the 
reach of our fmall Guns keep their Ccntincls.

Here alfo witli a little labour wc got ftorc of Phefants, Powts, Quails, Hens, Par- 
tridge; and which was no lefs acceptable, divers forts of Grafs .and Roots, as Wood- 
forrel, Three-lcav’d Grafs, Scurvy-grafs and like acid Herbs foveraign againft the Scur- 
VV7 the ufual Difcafe from the Sea, and molt predominating amonglt Iflanders : we had 
aifoBafil, Parfly, Mint, Spinage, Fennel, Annis,Radifli,Multard-f«d, Tabaco, and fome 
others, which by a willing liand, direfted by an ingenious eye, mav foon be gathered 5 
brought hither, and here fown, by Fernandtu Lupiut, a Portugal, in the year of our Lord 
1509. for the good of his Country-men*, who nevcrthelcfs at this day dare hardly land 
to over-fee their Seminary, or own their labours *, the Englijh and Dutch in the churli/h 
language of a Cannon fometime difputing the propriety, jinno 1588. Candijhy our Coun- 
tryman, landed here in his circum-navigating the Globes and found ftorc of Lemons, 
Orenges, Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, Figs and Dates, but how the alteration comes who 
knows *• for none of thofo grow there now that I could cither foe or hear of, one Lemon- 
tree excepted. To conclude : In the old Chappel here wc buried our Captain, j 4 ndrew 
Evansy whofe deaths wound (as formerly told; was unhappily given him by a Mannatce 
at the Mauriiiua. He was an expert Seaman, and no lefs vigilant than expert: fo as 
doubtlcfs the Company had a great lofs of him. Cretenfis nefeit Pelagus? was an old 
Adage fetting forth the excellency of thofe Iflanders in Marine affairs : for it is with- 
out conboverfie. That in thofe times they inftrufted other Nations in the Art of Na- 
vigation*, but upon the fubverfion of the Perjian Monarchy by the Greek^y and of theirs 
by the Romans, the pcf feftion of that Art was transferred nearer our Quarters: que- 
ftionlefs the Portugals their ingenious and indiiftrious difeovery of the Sea-pafla^c 
into the Eafi-Indus (foniewbat lefs than two hundred years fince; gave that Art its 
greateft perfection *. but who is now the molt excellent ? let Reckgrman decide the 
^eftion ; which learned obfervator in his Trcatife of the Spansjh and Portugal di- 
^veries makes this Refute, Hoc tamenernum eft, ommbushodieGentitus Navigaudi indu.

So as by the judgment of that inditTcrciit and learned 
Writer it appears the Englilh have the fir ft place tor Sea knowledge and Navigation attri- 
buted them. And amongft the belt Sea Commanders this late Captain of ours very 
well deferved with the reft to be ranked. Bmjjo return. That this is a very delight- 
ful Iflc cannot be denyed, and its adminicle prolped and other plcaliircs were laf- 
ficient to induce our longer flay •, but Hay we might not : So as after a Weeks re- 
frcfhmcnt we difeharged our reckoning in a hearty farcwcl, and by the invitation 
of a profperous - gale upon a N. W. coiirfe fwiftly cut our paflage through the 
yielding Ocean *, infoffluch as on the fixteenth of OEhher we were once more Nadyr 
to the Sun , which at that time was in its Antarctic progrefs. Our latitude by 
obiervation was ij degrees 13 minutes. The third day after, we had fight of 
Afeenfion Iflc, fo named by John do Novn in the year 1502. becaufc upon that 
Feaft day it was he firft difeovered it. The Itte is Soutli from the -Squinoftial about 
7, degrees, little more than thirty miles in circuit : not well wooded nor watered, 
little cHc oblbrvablc : from Santa Helena ieveii hundred and twenty miles Englifli or 
thereabouts. 

The feven and twentieth day we crofled the /Equinodial line the fourth time : the wea- 
ther was hot, but qualified by the Mon/oon that continued blowing one way lave when 
the Tornado’s intcrpolcd, which was more or Icfs until wc came into nine degrees North. 
Wewere mifcrably pcltercd with that variable weather, till then being frequently enter- 
tained with loud blafts of Wind, naftyfliowcrs of rtiin, v;ith terrible thunder and light- 
ning; but Dem his qnoqite finem. The eleventh of November we were parallel to Cipe ds 
A^fr^/andthofe Iflcs Poets call the who feign that thofe three Iflands were the 

habitations of the three Gorgons Medufa, Stenia and Vriale whom they make Furies rather 
than beauties-, ill requiting his report, that they were the much famou led Daugh- 

ters of PWr/V the Sun of Neptunty their yellow hairs curling like lhakes and difhcvelling 
about their naked fhoulders fomuch fet forth their beauty and gained liich admiration 
in the beholders as if they were transformed into Statua’s. but leaving tlicle upbii a 
more Weft crlycourfcwccoaftcd part of the American Continent, viz.. Guiatjay Florida, 
Ftrginiay New-England^ and Other parts of Norumbeg^ which with the fcveral adjacent 
Ifleswc paft by, lhall in this place have no other obiervation than that the Sea in many 
places as we failed was fo covered with green weeds and fmall berry cs even where the 
water was not to be fadomed, that it rather feemed a field of Grafs than the Ocean. 
But what was molt to be noted, thofe Waxls or Branches like Nets were inianglcd and 
drawn along by the Barnacles which in thofe long Voyages ufually breed upon the fidesof 
Ships and exceedingly pefter and retard their way in failing : defiring rather in tlys place 
to vindicate the Truth which of long time hath been either defamed or fo cclipft, as the 
reality ofihefirft diftovery is not well known, being ncvcrthelcfs attributed to Colnm- 
has. 1 lhall therefore in the firft place fee what either by Prophetic pens or Reafon 
othcrwilc is upon Record that may point towards that great, nay greatett part of the 
World, which for upwards of 5000 years and daring thofe mighty contefts for an Uni- 
vcrfal Supremacy by the Monarchs of the Earth was concealed ^ foas until the only wife 
God thought fit to give more perfection to Navigation, it feemed totally unknown and un- 
dil’covcrcd, ' 

Plato who was contemporary with Alex, the Great, and flourilhed about the 3 580. year 
of the World, is one of the firft. He in his Dialogue betwixt Timans and O-itias dilcourfes 
(but obfcnrcly) of a large Occidental Iftand j^ which being without a Name, from the view 
he ieems to make into the Atlanic Seas gives it the name of Atlas , land in greatnefs compa- 
rable to A/ia and Africay united. Ariflotle his condifeiple approves of his conjcCturc ; al- 
beit he takes it only as a fuppofition. Theophrafins alfo in his Book of Rarities publilhcd 
two tlioufahd years .ago amongft other things relates how that feme Merchants failing 
through the Straits ol 6yi>r4//rr w'crc by ftorm driven further Weft than they delircd, by 
which accident they deferyed land, but found it unpeopled. It is the opinion of moft that 
» land was the Azores j for the Ifles Columbus firft found out when he made his firft difeovery 
were fully planted.

The firil wee m.ct with is MadocSon of Prince Owen Gwynedd, who for thirty years ruled 
Walts after his Father Cryffth ap Conan had at Saint Davids done homage to Widiam the 
r.onqucroiir for Lands he held onthe other fidc 5 fwr». He wa> in a tiii ed line dcfccndcd 
from the Great, a Prince famoufed for his fuctefs agaiiiit the invading 
cfpccially at Bert hen, Bm/relu, and about the ^ car Sq Ci. llicli time as 

Burchred ruled over the Mercians Tend EthclwolJethtiW. Saxons, fbe Annals ofthofc 
times artjuaint us. That Owen was no fooner dead but that the cuftom ofGavcl-kind (which 
fomethiukhas ruined moft families in occalioncd great diviiioii ainongll his Sons, 
of which Jonvfrr/j or Edward hn\?im:dDwryndwnhy rcalbn ofhis brokciinoJb was eldcft, 
but witliltood by Howd and Davidths. younger Sons by rcalbn of that and other his imper- 
fedions, Howcl alio was objeded againft for that his Mother was of Ireland, Tvvixt which 
Countries War was proclaimed: io David beft approved of though youugcft, both 
in refped ofhis comely perfonage and ingenuity, but principally for that he had gained 
thcalfedion of the Lady Emma Planta^inet SiJtcr to King //. 2. Howbeit this indired 
pradicc was foon after queftioned by £/we///»4p Jorwenh who by the alliltancc ofHowel 
ap Meredith and Conan ap (£ven his popular Kinlmaiiga vc battel to David, and having the 
better of the day pollcft himftlf of that Principality Anno 1195. and prelcrved it. Thefe 
intcllin broylcs were no way plealingto Modoc who by that difeord forefaw their ruiiie 
(for what dcllroyes a Nation fooner than divifion ?; and the Normans fpeedy conquelt. 
Therefore to avoid that llorm and provide for himfclf, he rcfob’cs upon a Sea-adventure 
hoping to find out foinc place abroad where he might plant Idnrcly and not be liable to 
Invalion. So Tradition : and it is not unlike that lb generous a Prince was not unacquainted 
with thofc Authors lately cited *, but to deviate a little, more certain it is the Song penned 
hy AmbrofcTeley fen 7i Prophetic Bardh was then accompiilhcd, writ Dow- 4po. fudi 
time as Aunlim Ambrofus brother to Vthcr pen-Draom repaired hither from Armorica to 
command in chief againft tlic Saxon: in which, the Bardh forctcls that at fuch timeas 
they fell to difeord amongft thcmfelves and to Idolatry, the Brittijh Splendor Ihould be 
ediplfed.

»_.^.ght the Weljh gave out that Auflin the Monk was their firft Converter, who had em- 
braced Chrifi long before by the preaching of Jofeph of Arimathea and Simon Zclotes as 
Baronius and other Annales witnefs: whence came thatTcligioiis boaft. That the Britains 
had prceminency by having the firft Chriftian King, Emperor and Monaftery in the World •, 
made good in Lucius, Confimine and Banger. The Canzon was thisi

But to digrefs no further. Modoc having Ships, Men and provifion ready, with his 
Prince’s licence put to Sea from Abergmlfy in the year 1 170. Wind and Sea favouring 
fo good a dclign, after fome weeks fail due Weft he deferied Land, probably Ncw> 
found Land *, but whatever it was it over-joy’d him. Modoc then ranging the Coaft, 
fo foon as he found a convenient place, fate down to plant *, after he had fortified, he 
left a hundred and twenty Men*, and by Providence ( the belt Compals) and benefit of 
the Pole Star returned fafely to his own Countrey : where liaving recounted his Voy- 
age, the fruitfulnefs of the Soil, the (implicity of the Savages, the wealth abounding 
there, and facility of inlargcment, after feme months refreihment in ten Barques ioaden 
with ncccflliry provilions they put to Sea again, and happily recovered their Plantation. 
They found few of thoic they left there, living*, caufed cither by too much eating, no- 
velty of that Climat, ( which though never lb*good, yet caufes alteration in new Inha- 
bitants ) or treachery of the Natives ^ ib as Modoc (having the affiftancc of Eneon and Edwo/i 
his Brethren) quickly put it into good orders where they ftay’d Ibmc time in expectation 
of a frefh fupply of Men, but their expectations proval vain : for in the overturn of 
that State by the indiftretion of that unhappy Prince Llnellyn op Cryffith married to Efc- 
ener Daughter of Simon MontrfordEdxloi Leicefter and Eleoner Dau^iter of King John^ 
Cri^ytk being (lain Anno 1282 at Bnelht, Modoc and his Company returned no more; 
nor is there any record that the Weljh attempted to profccutc their former adventure. 
Neverthelcfs, albeit Modoc and his Cambrian crew be dead and their memory moth-eaten, 
yet their foot-fteps are plainly traced $ which the Language they left, the Religion they 
taught, the Reliques there found do clearly evidence : otherwife how come thofe British 
words (not much altered from the Dialed ufed at this day) ^mongft the Mexicans ? whence 
had they the ufe of Beads, Crucifixes, &c ? all which the Spaniards as wc read in Lopez, 
de Gomero and others found amongll thofe of Acafano and at their firft landing 

in America : Yea, whence corner that tradition amongft the Mexicans that a ftrangc People 
came thither in Corraughs who taught them the knowledge of God, and by whofe inftru- 
Ction they became civilized ? as related by Columbus, PofteUus, Francifau Lopez., Cortez. 
and other Coflilians, That of Fernando Cortez, who Anno Dom. 1519 . was Ambalfadour 
and General (or Ferdinand and JfM, is moft remarkable ^ infomedifeourfe ’twixthim 
and Muteuma the fccond Son of Antzjol and Fa^er of Quabutimoc the laft King of Me- 
xico the AtnbafTador obferving the Indians to have many Ceremonies which the 
uf^, demanded who firft inftruded them : The anfwer was. That many years before 
a ftrange Nation landed there who were fuch a People as induced his Anceftors to

afford them civil reception i but how they were called or whence they came, could not 
fatisfic. Another time in a Panegyrick which Mtaemuza returned them, he had this cx- 
preffion : One chief caufe of my affedion toyour Nation is, I have many times heard my 
ratiher fay how that he heard his Grandfire amrm, That fome Generations before, his 
Progenitors came thither as ftrangers, in company of a Nobleman who aWe there a 
while and then departed, but left many of his People behind : that upon his return tnoft 
of thofc he left there, died : and that from him or fome of them they fuppofed them- 
felvcs to be defeended. By which narrative it may be prefumed, the People he meant 
were Weljh rather than Sf^wiards, and the Records of that Voyage writ by many Bardhs 
and Genealogilts confirm as much, as may appear by the learned Poems of Cymric ap 
Gronoy Cutcn (who lived in £Av4rd the fourth’s time,) and Sir Meredith at ReefL 

( which laft lived in the Year 1477O of Metdoc has this Eulogie.

Nef Heaven, and others- Nor is it a phanfie of yefterday, fince Learned Men both of late 
and former times have taken notice *, fuch arc Cynmic ap Gronoy Meredith ap Ryce, Guten 
Oweuy Uoydy PoweUy Pruy Hackluity Dw-uyj and others, wnofe learn- 

ing and integrity have credit, and abundantly convince the ingenious: fo as no doubt 
had it been known as merited, then had not Mfiepher Coiumimsy Americus y'eff>ufm, 
Mdgettan noT others carried away the honotur of fo great a difeovery: nor had Mkdoc 
been defrauded of his memory, nor our Kings of their juft Title to the Weft Indies *, at 
kaft to that part of it which a fecret Fate as it were renew’d their claim to by Columbtu 
his profering the difeovery to King Hemy the Seventh. Nor then had his Holinels nor 
his Catholick Majcfty had that plea which they now ground upon the Cemans difeovery, 
as the Jefuits and others have fo vehemently difputed- Far be it from me in the leaft to 
detract from Celumhw-y albeit ’tis fuppofed that his confidence arofe from anothers 
diredion who by ftrefs of weather was driven upon thofc parts, and to him epm- 
municated ; or clfc from Columbue his apprehcnfion of the improbability that fo much 
of the 360 degrees (hould be Sea, as ordinarily Charts do make; and that he might 
as well diicover Weft ward as the Portugals had done Eaft wards to the ocher Indict: be it 
therefore remembred, that this his Voyage was after the other of our Countrey-raan 
three hundred and two and twenty years: So as pofleflion is the Spamardh belt plea*, fee- 
ing juftly he cannot arrogate to himfclf aright upon pretence of the firft difeovery. 

Celumhut was born at Ctwereo or Nervi not far from Genoa: a Man of a modeft na- 
ture, ftudious and well read in the Mathematicks, chiefly in Navigation : His firft encou- 
ragement was (fay the Spaniards) from perufing an Ephemeris writ by a Spanijh Mariner, 
who had been forced into the Weft Indies by tempeft and died at Columbus his houlc 
after his arrival : this fome think was invented, to the end an Italian Ihould not mafter 
fo much glory. \Vhether Columbus had any light from Poets, or heard of Modoc’s Voy- 
age who knows ? for what Nation formerly knew not the afts of EngUJh men better than 
thcmfclvcs ? otherwik Pelydore Virgil had not undertook to our lhame and prejudice, 
the Ettglijh Chronologic ; nor Verjtegan ( alias Rtmly) the confidence to render welLnigh 
all the confiderablc Gentry of this Land from the Etymology of their Names, Teutoniques. 
Columbus well alTured of this difeovery fent his Brother to King Hemy the VII. to propolc 
the biifinefs fo he would accept the undertaking *. but the ipiprobability of the defign to- 
gether with the obfeure Quality of the Stranger, together with his too great frugality 
made the King give little credit to the propofition : for in his pafTage he liad been impri- 
ibned by Pirates who ftript him before they fet him at liberty. Upon the Kings remfal 
hcapply’d himielf tothc Frenehl^tt^, who in like manner hearing that King Henry had 
refufed, gave him ftie likedirmils: fo as he had refted under a final difeouragement, 
had not Ferdinand the Span^ King accepted the motion, and given him the Command of 
two hundred Men in two imall Ships at the requeft of John Perez, de Mdrchena at that 
time ReAor of the Monaftery of Rabidoy a ^reatMeceenat of Learning and ladul^ry: 


earner icut. Md^Uan, 
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with which, after threefcore .daycs fail, ( in that time having no finall ado to quiet the 
mutinous deferied Land, an liland called GiupiMhdmh by Colon new 

named Saint Salvador , a part of Mexico, and Southward to the place where Modoc for- 
merly landed: adifeovery no lefs joying them than if thereby they had got the Empire of 
the World: a prize fo worthy, that from the year 1492 to this they have brought 
home no lefs gold and filver than all Earepe enjoyed formerly. Coiambus died Am. 1506. 
in his fourth return out of the Indies. 

Jbmo Dorn. 1497. Americus Vef^upus a Spamard before his Voyage into the Orient alfo 
adventures South-, where with fmall toil he found more Land, but part of what was for- 
merly difeovered. Nevcrthelefs, as if Cohn had done but little, he arrogates to himlclf 
the honour of the difeovery by calling the whole Continent which ftretches almoll to ei- 
ther Pole, AMERICA: injurioufly, feeing others precceded him in the difeovery. 
Magellan after that fails more Southerly than V’efpaftus in the year 1519 thorow that Fre- 
tum, which with better reafon is called M^ellane. And fince that, many others have 
given their Names unto Ports, Hills, Rivers, Rocks, &c. only Aii«/0cflceps in oblivion. 
Howbeit, fuch as value memory will not eadly pretermit thofe living Monu- 

ments without fome due acknowledgement: But I return. 

Ihe beginning of December we had fight of the Azores or Flemift Iflands : which the 
Name feems to infer were firft foundoutby the for according to Tradition, a 

Merchant of Barges bound for Lisbon in the year 1449. was by fbrefs of weather driven 
lb far Weft asuncxpededly ’twixt the latitude of 38 and 40 deg.he deferied fbreralfmall 
Iflands in view of one another, but at that time without fhew of humane Inhabitants: 
Thefe he called Flemiflt lllands. Howbeit, coming loon after alhore in AndelazAa^ivA. re- 
porting his adventure, the Portugals by his Compafs eafily found the way, and quickly plan- 
ted them with Men and what clft was ncccfTary : at which time they gave them the Names 
of Saint George, Saint Michael, Saint Mary, Fayad, fyco, and the Tercera^s-, comprehen- 
ded at firft under the Name Terceras, but afterwards die Axjores\ fo called from the 
many Ayries of Hawks they found there: albeit Ortelias rather fuppofes the Name de- 
rived from the Spanifh word Ejforer which fignifies to dry or wither : for the old Name 
given it by Geo^aphers (if rightly apprehended and granted to be that which Theo- 
phrajlas mentions in his Book of Rarities; was Vxiana and Cafiterida \ but the new De- 
nominations impofed by the are not improper: for Tereara is fb called for that

Af^a is her beft Town, and 
Brazael the ftrongeft Fort, which alfo commands the Havens the beft that Ifland has^ 
though not very good to anchor in.

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T vrctTA is not famoufed for anything more than for the defence it gave Prior Dm Aa- 
the titulary King of Tortngd againft the Spaniard, as may be read at large in Ck. 
rfJJiww’s Treati fc concerning the Union Of thofc two Crowns. Tyco is extraordinary high 
land and furges in a peak or fpire like Tenerife, fo far above the Clouds as thole that 
fail by find it oft invclloped with foggs, inlbmuchasthc top is fcldom to bedifeerned, fo 
as its Motto may be, Otpnt inter nnbilaeondo: one of the hi^eil Iflands in the World 
it is reputed ; fome fuppofing that it mounts full five miles into the middle Region. But 
of more certainty it' is, the circuit ofthelfle is difproportionate to its height^ for it 
exceeds not ten miles compafs. The higher Earth is for the moft part Sulphur, and ihews 
hiany concave places whereout evaporates finoak and fiame which now and then belch 
forth Brimftone. Notwithftanding, in the Valleys below there arc delightful fliades and 
chiUold Rivolcts, into which when the Fire isvomited, thofc contrary Elements echo their 
difeontent, not a little to the terror and amazement offuchas are unacquainted with 
thofe rancounters : from this contrariety it is Ifuppofe, thefe Iflesarcmorciubjeftto 
dreadful Earth-quakes than othdt places. Moft memorable was that about the year 1 5 5, i. 
in Saint Mchaers Ifland Linfchet mentions, which endured fluking from the 26 day of July 
unto the 12 day of./%«/?tothcextreamafeightmentofthe Inhabitants, clpecially vyhen 
by forte thereof they perceived the Earth remove from place to place and Vida Franca 
the bell Town it had turn topfie turvy : the Ships allb that then rode at anchor in the 
Bay trembled and quak’f, infomuch as the People verily thought Dooms-day was at hand, 
and that the Fabrick of the Univerfe was disjointing.

Meteor, proceed from watry vapors included within the bowels of the Earth, which 
in fccking a pallagc to its proper element by making a tumultary motion (hakes the Earth s 
and ’tis oblerved that thefe conculfions happen oftneft in places within the temperate 
Zone, in regard that in cold places exhalations are not fo much increaft as they be in 
hot, where the Vapors are fpent through excefs of heat ; chiefly where the Land is Tandy, 
out of which exhalations evaporate with cafe : contrarily, as here, where the foyl is rocky 
and mountainous, many hollow Caves are found *, which being fill’d with Vapors troubles 
the fupcrficics, and gives not over until it make an irruption.

Poles are terminated.

In that diftrefs wc likewife fought the Lord : who as lie is the hope of all 
the Ends of the Earth, was plcafcdto appeafe th&noifc of the Sea and the waves there- 
of, PM and in few hours more gave us the comfortable light of our own Coinirry ^ 
not unlike that long lookt for Ithaca.
